This 
is  the  Bi'atlfonl  county  farmer's  bank  lliat  will  al \v;;ys  honor  his 
checks  from  its  inexhaustible  de[)0sits  of  wealth.  Its  casiiier  -will 
not  go  Canada,  ior  his  licalth.  T\vcnt\--iive  hundred  feet  tleep 
extends  the  maiden  gold  awaiting  to  be;  rrlined  by  iIk-  ihi'il'ty  fai'nier. 
The  stranger  coining  into  tlu;  county  is  amazed  to  see  the  farnn.'rs 
plowuig  on  the  stce[)  hill-sides,  where  in  oi'dinary  >oils  the  nlluvial 
Avould  all  soon  wash  into  the  valleys  below.  \\']umi  he  understands 
the  nature  and  valite  of  the  Chemung  group,  then  he  realizes  that  the

examined,  have  tli(_'  same  llexure.  Xear  'ih'oy  yeui  will  si'c  the  I'ed 
rock  foiniation.  \\  hicli  lie  below  the  coal  nudging  tlieir  appearand",  all 
bent  in  the  same  maniu'r  as  I  he  coal  binl,  into  a  wide  and  trougiibke 
foian,  and  all  gradually  I'ising  lo  the  northeast. 

This  is  sidiic'ient  of  the  geology  to  put  our  young  people  i^)\  fui'ther 
investigation — educating  tliemselves  into  the  true  knowledge  (if  their 
cnvii'onment — nature's  oidy  way  of  not  only  teaching  btit  t-reating.

—  Tor  many  years  t!ie  county  has  been  startled 
hy  reports  of  ricli  linds  in  tin-  way  .of  ii'on,  coal  or  natural  i^as.  lint 
iron  has  l)(>en  tiie  mainstay  of  the  iiiosl  of  tiiose  sensations.  I  )iL;giiii;' 
for  iron  and  boring  deep  tlirom;'h  the  hard  inc.lcs  for  oil  or  y;is  have 
been  ex|>ensive  exiierimenls  to  some  of  our  people  Jt  is  estimated 
that  at  one  time  or  anoliuT  eiiouu-h  money  has  been  wasted  to  have 
given  the  eiuire  ])eop!e  of  the  county  a  fair  education  in  the  geologv 
of  this  locality.  The  p'd)lic  scliouls  are  remiss  in  their  lilaVn  duty 
when  they  fail  to  teach  in  all  their  schools  the  fundamental  lessons  of 
geology  -dW'.X  botany.  A  few  facts  are  hi-re  given  on  the  subject  of 
irtm  in  the  county  that  mav  be  of  jiractical  use  in  the  future,  if  heeded.

It 
is  re[)resented  by  hills  and  highlands  o\\  across  the  c(ainty  iiUji  Sus(]U(;- 
hanna  count\'.  I''roiii  Tioga  county  the  IMossburg  mountain  enters 
Armenia  township,  I'xtendiiiL:'  throughout  the  t^(jwnship.  It  is  repre- 
sented by  hills  and  a  plateau Cxtending  nearly  to  Clster,  and  can  i)e 
traced  a<-ross  the  county.  As  has  lieei;  i.-ieiitioned,  the  valley  lorina 
tion  is  Chemung,  immediately  above  which  is  the  Catskill,  divided  into 
lower  and  upper,  the  latter'  forming  the  crests  "of  the  highest  lulls. 
On  the  Towanda.  and  the  1  Uossburg  mountains  the  Catskill  i^  covered 
by  the  Maindi  Chunk  yk^k\  shale,  serai  conglomerate  (■millstone  eriti 
and  the  cwal  measures.

clay  coal  basin  furnishes  several  varietiis  of  ore  of  various  values. 
These'  oi'es  occur  sometimes  as  argillaceous  carbonate  of  iron,  and  can 
be  taken  from  their  beds  in  large  slabs  liki.Hlagstoties.  M(;rc  often 
iniU,^  of  ore  are  b)und  among  I  he  layers  of  shale  a'lid  sandstone.  i\ext 
in  importance  is  the  kidney  ore,  much  like  the  balls  Just,  mentioned.

The  Uppei-  bed  lies  vi'i'V  n^ar  ihe  top  of  the  Chemnnu'  roek.  ol'leii 
being  (V.mid  in  those  -  HmmsiI  mu  iu-ds""  \nv  which  i'.iadtord  county  is 
noteVb  These  beds  shivwd  geologists  hav(,'  been  uiialih'  lo  assign  to

'  called  the  people  that  Tie  found  here  "  Iiid  la  lis."  t  liiis  transplant- 
iny  the  name  of  a  people  of  anciiMif  oriyiii  in  theKast.  Tlie  oi-i^-iiKd 
inhahitants.  thercdore.  lo  he  strictly  id(Mitined.  must  he  i'alleil  the 
American  Indians.  The  pict  ure  of  ( "olutnhus  and  his  men  mi'eldiiy  t  he 
nativ<\s  on  theii'  ships  lir.-.t  louehiny  oui'  south  Atlantic  coast  is  pureiv 
fanciful.  These  people,  not,  as  painted,  wmv  dirtv,  even  lilthv.and 
verv  ignorant  sava-es.      They  l,ad  no   idea  of   -eoy.aiihy  further  than 
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tlieif  eyes  could  see:  tlie  univei'se  simply  reached  heyond  tlie  next 
I'ange  of  iiiouutains.  'i'iieir  g'od  was  a  great  and  vei'y  savage  liiuiler, 
who  was  liali-horse  aiul  liali'-ailigator.  as  the  aiicietil  "  Ai'kaiisaw  'i'l'av- 
eler"  was  wutiL  to  describe  a  backwoods  tough.  I'l'iuiitivp  savages. 
moderately  well  developed  as  cannibals,  with  no  arts  oi'  ideas  above 
treacliei'ous  cunning  and  deliglit  in  torturing  and  killing.  Thrv  were 
])olygatnists.  and  their  drudge  slaves  wei'e  their  wives,  mothers  and 
sisters.  'L'hey  wei'e  not  much  above  the  brutes  oti  wiiose  borders  th<-v 
lived  and  sti'Uggled  foi'  their  wretched  existence.  2^ruch  of  what  we 
now  read  of  the  history  of  these  savages  is,  lilci;  the  ))ieture  mentione(l 
above,  fanciful.  'J'o  civilize  him  and  save  him  to  the  world  ami  fit  him 
foi-  the  (.'hristian  heaven  was  a  deep  sentiment  of  the  r<'ligious  world. 
The  idea  of  the  mor(,'  ]U'actical,  ( W'//cv//'.v  f/c.v  hnis,  or  the  giain  frontiers- 
men was  to  Ivill  him  first  and  then  civilize  him.  Jiotli  were  impi'acti 
cable  dreanii.'i's,  so  far  as  the  Jtulian  was  conci'rned.  The  Indian  was 
incapabh-  ol'aiiy  advanceuumt  in  civilization  ;  his  intellect  was  petrilie<l  : 
he  tleserved  bettei'  than  being  stai'Ved  ami  laithlesslv  butchered; 
neilhei-  ]ioiicy  was  right.  He  ',\as  entitled  sim])lv  to  b"e  let  alone — 
made  to  behave  and  battle  his  own  wav  in  the  ru'W  onh.M'  in  which  he 
sosudd(;!dv  found  himself.  If  he  Mirvived  and  ad  vaneed,  Iceepiiin^  si  ,.p 
witli  the  svorld  iiboiii  him.  bravol  If  he  fell  i,y  tlie  wavside.  laiiw  and 
birget  inm.  His  right  to  liberty  and  justice  wa's  as  good  ;is  anvl)od\'s, 
but'the  sick'ly  sentimentality  tliat  holds  lie  had  an  indefea.sible  title  to 
the  soil  on  which  he  exist(,'d,  andcoidil,  therefore,  kee])  back  lln' 
increasing  white  civilization,  has  no  jiart  nor  plact/  in  justice  oi'  gnod 
sense.  ''lie  was  here  lirst,"  well,  so  wei'e  i;lie  bumblebees  and  tlir 
Wolves  and  tlie''i'oxes  had  dens."  Anglo-Saxon  rivHizalion  has  riulits 
Iteyond  and  above  all  savageiw.  not  oni\-  hen',  but  ever\ wIick,'  upou 
earth,  iiefoi'c  its  march  all  elsi'  must  i^ive  way  -if  iieeessarw  iierish. 
(Civilizing  the  Indian,  preserving  him  and  his  tribes  and  miiltipl\-iui;' 
his  ])oslerity  was  not  one  of  Jh.e  wants  of  the  w(.rl(l.  Afillions  of 
imperfectly  civilized  and  i^^uorant  Indians  would  have  now  become  a 
sore  problrm  had  we  t  h<an  in  our  count  rv.  lledespiscil  the  manners 
and  hab!!su|  eivih/aliou;  he  love,!  Ins  liberly  as  the  bird  or  the  beaMs 
love  it.  and  was  no  more  capable  >.^[  the  higlier  order  of  improvement 
than  they.  Therefore  it  was  i)esi  that  he  sliould  slowly  lade  away  as 
iie  has;  his  existence  was  not  a  matter  of  impcM'tance  to  the  world. 
l''or  the  life  the  world  gave  him  he  has  given  nothing  in  return.  No 
thouglil,  no  idea,  no  act  mark-ed  his  long  existence  here  that  desei'ves 
even  a,  slight  i'ememl)rance.  He  did  nothing  and  was  nothing,  and  his 
passage  from  <.'arth  as  a  people  was  of  no  iiue'e  importance  than  the 
swarms  of  "  greiuihead '"  flies  that  once  rosi'  up  like  pe-siilential  chuids 
upou  the  western  prairies  to  confront  the  pioneers. 

The  general  description  -of  the  Indians  t  hat  were  hert'  when  the 
lirst  white  man's  eyes  fell  upon  this  ijeautiful  laiul  may  lie  desci'il)ed 
as  composed  of  the  Fi oe  Nation.^.  The  particular  one  of  the  Fire 
Xutioiis  that  claimed  possession  of  the  Susquehanna  was  the  J/'o(]"o,',\\ 
whose  head(iuarters  were  in   New  York.      They  had   conquered   tJn^ 
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yiiscjiicliaiiiia  t'n^m  llie  .I//'/V,v/,,v,  who  inlialiilrd  ll,o  vallcv.  Tiiis 
t-.liaii;j,e  it  is  .snj)|)<),sL'(l  occairreil  aliuiil  IClMI.  'JMicv  ai'o  s|)('ika'ii  of  in 
i'arl\'  histories  as  the  Caih:si,,>je.s  and  as  llic  Sii.siju' /Huiuocks.  \\'\\e\\ 
the  white  nian  Jirst  eaiiie  all  tiiis  couiuiw  l.el<.)ii^-e<l  ciiuallv  t(.  the  Fir,- 
.\,ti:ni,x.  Tiie  inxjitois  w.;i-(,'  a  powei'i'nl  ami  \varlilce  people.  'riie\' 
iiia<le  many  villages  all  the  way  I'njin  Tio^a  to  \'ii-giiiia.  In  thi's 
eonnty  at  W'yahising.  8hesh(,(|nin.  Wvsox.  Mehoopaii v'aiui  at  Qneen 
Ksther's  Town  they  had  made  c<.msideral)le  villages. "  h  js  said  that 
all  these  places  wefc  Indian  villages  of  t!ie  Su^,, i,/l,,i unnrl'^  helore  thev 
were  lifiveii  out  or  extei'ndiiated'"  l.y  the  Mojiawks.  Jii  th(;se  Indian 
wai'S  and  invasions  weri-  eoiistruete'd  the  foildieatioiis  at  one  time 
visliile  at  Spanish  hill  and  at  the  mouth  ot  Sn^ar  creelc.  The  Sas.jnr- 
/nijn,,u-l:s  were  di'iveli  IVoiu  their  possessions  aloii-''  tile  I'iver  above 
Wvommg  al.oiit  Hied.  Tii-  Av-y-/,./.  hrld  this  terntorv  al.oiit  one 
limidtx'd  yeais.  Tiiey  are  .aid  to  he-  the  <, id v  1  iidiaii  people  who  at 
ll'^'t  time  had  aiiylhiiig  a  ppi'oa<diiiii;-  the  lorms  ot  civil  uoveinmeiit , 
I'lil  this  gradiiallv  dic'd  out.  and  thev  i,.'c,-une  lillleelse  than  aimless 
roving  hands.  The  Tasrurn.-as  ha<l  iie.ai  .Iriven  hv  the  whites  from 
the  South  and  eame  Xorth.  and  were  l!a'  addition  iiial  made  the  .SV,,' 
N^'llnn.  of  what  had  hceii  the  Fire  ^aln.ny.  d'hev  <;;ime  in  1  7  J  2,  a 
century  heloiv  I'.iadtord  coimlv  was  h.riiied  In  this  curious  conled- 
erac\-  the  Iroipiois  hecaiur  tiie  doniiinliii-  lac.  Athens  <a' d'io-a 
\vns  made  tla-  do.u'  ot  cntiMiicc  into  the  tcrritoiv  of  the  Sir  A'-'/Zm/Vv. 
At  this  phice  a  Sarin,,,  w;is  .tat  iouc-d.  and  oni\-  \\y  hi>  pciniis-dou  was 
any  stranger.  ivmI  or  whil  e.  a  llowed  to  p;iss,--  a' primitivi;  (ai.-.toijidioiise 
or  Castle  (iarthui,  as  it  weie. 

\\^■alusing  was  one  ot  the  oldest  and  most  inipMrlanI  of  t/:e  Indian 
villages  m  what  is  now  Jlradtord  count\-.  It  had  I.een  hiiill  hvtlie 
tnl'e  that  was  driven  oil'  l,v  the  /,;■., unis.  The  place  ori-inallv  was 
called  <;o.hu,,.t,,.f,,.  After  the  trilic  had  I.een  extenii  mat  rd'  il  hJcame 
;t-ain  the  silent  desert,  and  so  ivmained  one  hundred  veai's.  In  I  7.M>  a 
somewhat  noted  Indian  character  called  ropoidiank".  a  JAv/.s, // chief, 
fi'-'iii  the  Miiiisink  count  I'v.  came  with  a  uiimher  of  families  a  nd' set  t  led 
"II  1  lie  old  village  site.  II,.  ir  I  Ml  I  It  the  Villa-e.  jn  iTCt"  it  was  desiu'il  led 
l>y  the  .MisMonar\-  e.Nphirei.s  as  ha\in-  ahoiit  lwciil\  huts,  hut  much 
ii.'llm'  hnddiims  ihan  wa.N  UMiallv  huind  helon-inu  to' t  he  Indians.  The 
old  Indiaii  town  was  located  at'ilu/  luoiil  h  of  A\'\  alusin-- ei'eek-  where 
are  tiie  farms  .,f  ,\ .  \\.  Sialhu'd  aiai  (i.  11.  Wdes.  '  The  iMch  land  m  the 
vall(M'  was  cidlivated  in  a  rude  wav  ;  corn  and  urass  lor  the  cattle  antl 
pomes,  and  the  fornirr  h,,'  the  I  n.l'ians.  were  raised  l.v  the  lal.M).  of  the 
s<|na\vs  in  considerable  quantities.  In  ITf.."..  onlv  t  hrce  years  later,  the 
liuts  m  the  place  nnmliercl  bu'ty,  neail\  all  built  of  split  plank,  set  on 
•'lid  in  the  ground,  tin;  upper  i-wl  pmiied  to  a  plate,  on  which  were 
raflei's.  and  covered  wjtli  bark.  Tliis  vear.  \l<\\y,  was  the  commence- 
ment of  the  I'ontiac  war.  The  Indian's  of  AVvalusIng.  not  Inking  part 
livrein.  I'eiired  to  Ilethlehem,  ami  from  t  liei',-' went  to  Philadel|.lMa. 
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The /y//(7/r/;t¥c>^  Jiad  lived  at  the  nioutli  of  Towaiula  creek.  Tliev 
plautetl  corn  on  the  valley  lands.  They  lived  (>?i  the  n[)j)o.site  side  ut 
llie  cfcclv  fi'oiii  To\van<hi. 

TliG  j\[oraviaii  uiissionarv,  Zeishei'i^or,  Si'iilcinluM' ;;n,  17<;7.  slopptnl 
at  this  desciie'd  A'//^///v^r/' post..  In  his  diary  he  eallrd  it  HVa,/,-/,  (iroiii 
which  fame  oiii' Wysox).  lie  says  iic-  wi^iil  iiiio  (.■ami)  in  adeseit(d 
J)ela\vafe  Indian  \vi;;\vain. 

The  Nanticiik'i!  Indians  cain).^  n|i  ihe  Sns(|Ur|iniina  IVcnn  the  eastern 
shore  of  .Maiylaml  in  17IS.  A  part  ol'  thr  Irilie  st-pl'<Ml  on  the 
')\)\vanda  Hats. 

An  Indian  town,  Osriihu^  \v:is  snpposed  to  be  a,  \cv\  ancient  town, 
situated  jii'-t  a  lit  I  ie  aliove  the  niunth  of  Sni^'ar  crcelc-  '  t  he  .1  ohii  I'.ih's 
I'ai'ni.  (')n  tiic  fariii  lately  o.wn<-d  hy  Jud-v  Elwell.  iicarlv  uppr.sile 
J'.ald  Kayle  islniul.  w;is  a  s{rony  s^tl  knnenl. ' 

As  for  pcrniancnl  set  tlcmcnls.  iJu;  Indiairs  were  ni':irl\-  nnL;-rator\- 
in  their  hai)its.  They  moved  w;tli  tiie  i^a  nie  and  with  I  Ik' SL-asoiis-"-- 
the  cliiid'  inlcn-ii]ilio!is  to  tln.-ii'  yoiiiu'  and  eomiii--  wme  the  trihal  wars, 
when  the  eiiiaiiy  hovered  on  their  lioi'di^i-s;  iheiijd^e'  tiie  wild  animals, 
they  e';itlpn-ri|  'closely  loeether  lofsalety.  Tlie  earliest  missionary 
visiLois  deseniie  liiidiiiL;'  places  in  tiie  deej*  woods  whi;)-e  t  hcMe  were 
sietis  of  tlie  Indians  having'  stopped  tliere.  liiiL  W(n'(.'  now  silent  and 
deserted.  Tliey  had  written  their  storv  on  the  ti'ees — a  piet  nredan.- 
oiiae-e  that  was  understood  hy  the  Indians.  'J'liey  would  peal  thehark 
oil  a  tree,  and  oil  this  paint  the  sLoj'y  of  what  tribe  they  were,  their 
e.\'p(,'ditions  of  war,  t!ie  number  of  the  warriors,  scalj^s  and  captives, 
etc. — the  same  I'ather  Lfruesonie  story  that  occupies  so  much  s|)ace  m 
tlie  while  man's  adveiitni-es  and  <\\pIorations. 

A  few  families  of  the  J^v^s, //.v  wer.s  located  oil  t he  north  side  of 
(3ash  ci'eelc,  near  its  month,  at  the  close  of  the  I'ontiae  w;ir,  near 
where  is  now  the  village  of   I'lster. 

(^)n(>en  Esther's  town  was  a  settlement  nnule  tilxjiit  1770  on  tlie 
west  siile  of  the  river  oppusile  Tio^-a  I'oinl.  Tiiis  woman,  or  rat  lim- 
female  niouslc!'.  became  notorious  from  her  savage  cruelties  totii.' 
capti\-e  whiles,  es])e<aally  at  the  massacre  ol'  W'yiuinne-. 

One  of  tlie  most  iniportanl  Indian  set!  I-auents  in  ihecountv,  if 
not  in  Ihe  Siaie.  Was  made  at.  Tio-a  — tli(^  junction  ,,f  the  Chenmn-- 
ami  the  Si!S(piehaiina.  This  was  Uie  "(h;.'.!'"'  foi' a  Ion-Mime  t<.tlie 
teiM'itoiy  of  tlie  //v-y//,,;,v.  All  the  Indian  I  rails  in  t  Ins  iLail  centered 
liere,  as  all  ii'oers  and  comers  niiis;  pass  thiounh  this  door,  ami  unless 
his  pa  pel's  were  propei'ly  "vised"  he  \\-onld  iie  treated  as  an  enemy  or 
sp\'.  This  'Mloor"  was  till!  entre-ol  to  a  vi.'r\'  lon^'  "  house  ""  indeed. 
'I'hc  doorkec^per  was  a.  Cai/mj./.  S.irJnui.  Here  the  war  parties 
rendezvoused,  and  here  prisoners  were  bi'du^ja  and  (bs]iosed  of.  The 
])lace  was  reporhjd  abandoned  in  1  7.^8,  during-  the  f'renchd  ndian  war, 
but  was  rebiiill  in  17(io.  The  place  was  linally  destroyed  by  Sulliva.n's 
army  in  I  7e'.'. 

The  story  of  (^ie(!n  Esther,  the  ])ilile'ss  enemy  of  the  \vhit(\>,  is  a 
chapter  in  the  history  of  I'ennsy  i\  aiiia.      '['Ik-  writer  of    these  lines,  a 
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few  vl'HI's  ;i^-().  ill  li'afiiii;'  out  tlio  carK'  history  wf  /vdaiiis  rounly,  Ta.. 
became  convinced  that  this  woman  wa.s  an  [mliaii  hy  a(hii)tinn  aiul  ijoi 
hy  bl<MO(l  ;  that  she  was  a  native  ol'  tlial  eoiiiiiy.  aial  the  child  <d'  a 
faniih'  tliat  had  all  been  massacred  except  this  <j:\v\  who  ',vas  seven  i>v 
eii^'ht' years  old  at  the  tiim'  the  famdv  was  destroyed.  Siie  Vwiscarried 
to  v>'cstern  I'ennsvl vaida.  ado])tcd  b\'aii  Indian,  faniilw  and  when  lif- 
teeii  yeai's  old  maiaie-d  a  l'nll-i)lood.  '  She  was  rvrnl  ii;illy  talceii  to  tie' 
Seneca  tribe  in  New  ^■ol■b■,  and  wasniaiaied  to  u  noted  rhief  id'  that 
tribe.  Ib't'stayin  P.ivnUoi'd  (.-(ainty  was  .shoii  and  nnev.ml  fill.  Ib-i' 
villa<^e  \vas  destroyed  hy  llie  Colonial  ai'iny.  and  I  Ii<' <  Jiieen  and  her  ah- 
liorretl  ]ires'  iice  were  k'liown  lier(.'  no  miirc.  Siie  wa-^  (jiie  ni'  i\n)  eartli's 
many  uidoi  tiinates— hei'  lile  ainon- the  sa  va-vs  liad  lapsiMl  luudc  into 
a,  more  crihd  sava^'er\,  th;!n  was  those  anioni;'  \\  la  >m  she  li  ved  :  ,\ile  in 
every  respect,  a,  feniale'  imp  (d'  Satan.

At,  oia-  place,  naw  at  numerous  pla«a  s,  ma\'  he, 
pointed  out  spots  in  the  dark  and  bloody  leyeiids.  ami  at  ih.'  isolated 
one  or  two  jilaces  ma\'  be  b)Uiid  memorial  sloiies  lellim/  of  \vhia'e 
the  wild  ehildivn  of  the'  buvsts  heuit  their  knees  m  awe  and  child  like^ 
AVoiider  at  t  Ip'  simple,  siiidiim,' story  from  the  lips  of  the  hardy  nii--- 
sionarieS(d' I  lie  ehuridi,  as  they  an.^wei"d  in  th.e  wilderness  tiie  iiloiics 
of  the  exerdiviUL;-  Cod.

They  conl<l  simply  add  onr  reliLi-ion  to 
the  other,  not  remove  tlie  one  to  give  wholly  the  plarc  to  the  !it."v  and 
the  true  rcHgioii. 

Tlie  harbarilies  sulfered  at  the  luinds  of  the  savages  hy  the  early 
settlers  of  Bradford  county  are  a  nightmai'e  of  hoiaoi-s.  The  story  in 
its  details  is  one  prolonged  ag(.)ny.  This  was  nearly  the  same  story  of 
every  portion  of  the  country  east  of  the  ^[ississippi  rivm'.  The  people 
lleeing  to  the  forts,  tiie  rising  smok-e  from  the  l.)tirninn-  eahins,  and  the 
scalps  of  meii,  women  and  children  dangling  as  trophies  fi'om  ihc  helts 
of  the  warriors  ;  and  the  flesh  oi'  the  tortured  capli\-rs  cooked  and  eatm 
by  the  most  favored  l)ra,ve.s.  Mea.ner  than  the  ugly,  huiigiy  wol vrs.  far 
more  cunning  ami  treacherous,  human  imagination  palls  in  any  idloi-t  to 
conceive  of  all  the  sad  story  that  i-in  I'iot  through  the  coiuiti'y.  This 
was  th(!  averagi'  Indian.'  Not  foig-etful  that  tlK.u'e  W''Vi'  criiiu's, 
monstrous  rriuus.  committed  against  iho  \\  ild  proph- ;  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  among  the  many  immigrants  lo  till'  New  \\'iM'ld  wa.Mc  bad  wiiite 
nu'U  -some  of  the  vile  ami  vicious  who  had  been  banished  frcuii  tlicir 
■lative  land — yet,  the  ti'iith  is,  those  wcix'  the  cxciuu  ions,  ;ind  foi  their 
crimes  it;  is  but  little  answer  to  b(,>  foreV(M'  poinum;'  to  ••  l.o,  the  poor 
Iiidi.iu."'  This  gangrened  sentiment  has  loimd  its  way  too  ofl.'U  lo 
our  school  boofcs  and  ligiit  lilei'atiire,  vitiating  the  minds  of  1  iie  yoiing 
and  closing  tlieir  eyc's  to  theliiiths  of  hisloiy.  The  ciiiaain  is  now 
riiiig  down  on  the  long  and  liloudy  drama,  and  the  liei'ci'  warriors  tliat 
onci' aiid)U>hed  i)ehiu(i  nearly  e\-ei'y  tree  in  the  forests  ai'c  1U)W  the 
wretched  i-emnant  of  beggars,  in  lilth  and  i-ags,  hovering  on  the  coii- 
hiu's  of  our  civili/.at  ion. 

Indians  always  ti-aveledin  single  tile  ami.  iherefoie,  t  heir  paths 
were  vei'v  narrow,  and  were  soiuelimes  worn  deipl\-  in  the  hillsides 
where  the  rains  a.ddiMl  to  the  wear.  Tlie  great  Indian  highway,  that 
IS.  the  deepest  worn  ])atli  in  the  countv,  passed  throiiLfh  from  south  to 
uoi'th  al.Mig  the  rivci-,  much  as  is  now  the  l>cd  o|  ;i;c  [.ehi-h  \-:dlcy 
K'aiiroid.  on  liic  w  t-^i  .,f  tic  ri\er  in  the  northern  part  oj'  i  lie  counly. 
and  east  of  the  lavcr  on  the  lower  part,  'hlie  \VyahKing  [lath  o'os.sed 
at   W'yahising,  and  was  in  a  northeast  and  southerly  direiaiou.  eiiieriiig 

the  county  with  W'yahising  creeic  al t  live   miles  west    of  the   .-uuh- 

east  cornel'  of  the  c(.iunl\'.  The  Towanda  path  eiilia'cd  iheuortii  line 
of  th(i  county  about  half-way  betweim  the  Siistpielnnna  ri\-er  and  the 
tn>rtheast  c<)rmn'(T'  the  eoun'iy.aiul  passed  to  t  la;  .>'/., ///•//- r  villa!;e.  The 
.Miuisiidc  path  eanie  from  tlie  east,  and  pa»ed  nearl\  due  w(-st  through 
the  noi'thern  part  of  the  county  to  i^urvn  hlsilim-'s  town.  Tin' 
Towanda  irilh  entered  the  coimtv 'exactl  v  at  il  s  soni  h  W(;st  <'orner.  and 
followed  Towamla  (U'eek.  to  the  iaver;  west  of  the  boiMai-h  som.'  ten 
miles  it  branched  to  the  m.rlli.  and  led  to  tlu'  Indian  villag,;  north  of 
Siig.ar  ci-eel:.  on  the  iav<u'.  The  Sheshei|iiin  pat  h  entered  a  in  ait  the 
ceiiiei'  (,f  the  we.>l   line  of  the  county,  and  foil. .wed  Sugar  creek. 

Nesler  ;uid  W  \'alitsinu-  were  the  chief   villae'cs  of  the  Indiati  con 
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vtMls  In  ClinsLKiiiily  undci'  the  iL'acliin^s  of  tin-  MoiMviim  miv>i,  inai'ics. 
Al  lliose  poims  tliov  hiiill  liiiis,  aii(r,-iL  AVvaliisin<^'^i';ilKnl  y-'/v'a/< //.v 
//iitt>'/i'-{]\cy  built  a  cliurcli.  ;ui(l  at  one  lime  claimed  a  popiiliiiioii  (.)r 
moi'e  than  ilOi)  souls. 

Tiiemaiia,L;'eii)eiitof  the  Jiuliaii  l)y  our  riO\ei'iiiiii'm  since  we  liecauie 
a  separate  nation  has  been  one  pmloiigeil  nil-take,  lie  has  been 
always  considertnl  a  t'oveiiiiier  in  his  luilivc  land,  a  lurciLiiicr  undi^r  the 
(ioveniiiient  that  hasnnide  wai'  on  him  and  his,  and  c(in(|iiiM vd  ;i)id  held 
ihem,  and  to  this  day  we  hi'ar  of  "treatirs"  with  the  I'cd  in. mi.  the

The  Indian  knew  not  liiiii;- deilmie  ,if' h  is  >vmole  ance.-tor<.  lie  had 
his  iradilioiis  and  wihi.  .■I'lide  |,-,.|ids.  a  nd  s.mie  ,,f  iheni  he  perhaps 
believed  iiimself,  and  othei's  he'  .•herislh-d  ehiellv  as  we  do  epir  poeiii,-. 
Thex'  were  thc^  exploits  of  Lii'eat  hunleis  an<l  scalpers;  someliaii"',  no 
doabt.of  theernde  idea  of  our  .schoel  bev.in  their  Fri<la  v  a  tea'nnnn 
piping  de.•laulallou^  aboil!  "  A  lexander's  p.'.  w  !  "  aslliev  wi.nid  ealimr 
up  thc'i'  pudev  lisls  and  beat  1  he  ail'.  Ill  I  he  belirf  that  that  man-slaver 
went  al  his  r.loodv  work  with  bare  lisis.  The  Indians  were  mei'elv 
wild  ehildrem:  their  history  was  unwriltmi,  and  was  bnl  dreams  (d 
lighting  and  killing  lla.nr  fellow-man.  Their  highest  pleasures  w  eiv  in 
the  pi'olonged  and  most  ex(|nlsil(.'  torture  not  iieeessarily  of  llieireiie 
niies,  l)ut  of  thmr  captives— simply  because'  llie\-  had  "tlnMU  in  their 
power;  and  aftei'  thevii'Hm  was  tortured  to  death,  then  to  eat  him 
was  the  crowning  privilcL'-e.  Their  women  wa.ne  mere  sla\-es  and 
drudges,  somewhat  lower  in  their  est  imation  than  tlieii' mang\-  do-s. 
These  Indians  that  sjaiid  so  patiently  in  front  of  tobacco  sliopsaiv 
much  cleaner  and  moi'c  inlelllgeni  looking  than  the  oi'Iginals,  as  bniiid 
runnlue;  wild  ,all  over  this  eountr\-  wdimi  the  while  man  eaiiie. 

.Ml  over  the  habitable  world  Iwv  evidences  of  the  coming  and  pas.s 
ing    away   of    naticnis.      Ihrlh,   grciwlh    and   linal    (h.'caw    il,    seems,   is 
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much  the  liistorv  <)[  jirdples  as  it  is  of  the  iiidiviihial.  All  roails  ouee 
letl  to  Home.  And  allli()U>.'h  this  was  in  eoniparai  ively  ino'lci'ii  linies, 
yet  now  these  i^Teal  woi-ks.  pavcil  hi^-Jiways  ami  sume  lui'ly-rs  ai'e  huL 
"w-ix'cks  ami  hr.Vk-cii  )'emains  of  that  oiiee  powci'tiil  Jiation.  'I'lie  an^-el 
of  death,  it  s(,'ems.  extended  his  shadowin-  win-s.  and  the  '•  niisli'e'ss 
of  the  world"  howed  to  fate,  ;iml  the  owls  heat  upon  the  casements  of 
theii'  !)alaces.  and  the  wild  hcasts  liek  tluMi'  cmus  wln-iv  ou^,.  was  only 
the  husv  feet  of  men.,  in  the  sweep  of  time  the  nation.s  come  and  -o. 
us  the  ripples  eliasi.;  each  other  on  the  restin;^'  watei's.  I'irtli  ami  d<-ath 
and  a  little,  short.  Intei'venin,^'  struL'-^'le  foi'  existence  is  the  lie-all  and 
the  end-all,  until  existence  itself  is  hut  ehaiiee. 

The  numerous  as  well  as  powau'ful  trihes  of  red  s;i\'a-es  i'lMind  in 
possession  of  the  continent  li;Cve  pi'actically  t^one  foi'i'Vei:  The  original 
wihlindiau  is  now  a  meu.ory.  Ili'  has  u'ot  jiassed  out  fi-oni  his  wild 
state  and  been  ei\'ili/,e(l  into'a,  changed  and  hi-her  exisieuee,  hut  beh.u'e 
the  [tale  faces  he  has  heen  pushed  fr.)m  the  Atlaniic  to  the  J'aciiic.  and 
has  sun,-;'  his  ileath-son--  ami  hiid  down  to  die.  tSuuie  few  nnserahle 
remnants  of  once  ^^'real  and  ilonnnating  trihes  have  mingliMl  their  blood 
with  the  stran-e  Vvhito  I'aces.  and  after  I'eing  driven  fi'om  place  to 
place  ai'e  nou'in  the  Indian  Teri'itorv— the  .Xatiou's  wai'(ls  ami  depend- 
ants. Th(-se  that  chine-  to  their  clouts  and  blaiil.;ets,  ami  lefused  ihe 
clotlies  and  fash'ous  of  civilization,  were'  driven  to  the  lava  biMls  of  the 
western  mouutain  fastnesses,  ;ind  shot  down  like  dau-erdus  wild  beasts. 
or  liemnuMl  in  and  starved  to  death. 

What  a  nunie''ons  race  of  Indians  was  here  but  a  c(mliiry  or  two 
aerjl  How  little  will  soon  remain  to  mark  their  ever  liaving  existed  '. 
The  white  man  mm  thc-ir  cunninu'  warriors  in  the  ti'ackle.-.s  W(;(j(ls  and 
slew  them.  AVheii  the  last  miserable,  dirty  beggar  of  them  has 
dei)arted  what  will  there  I'emaiu.  (."Xcept  the  w.mds  of  the  historian,  to 
]).u-petuate  his  memorv^  Kotiiing.  Asa  j.eople  they  have  petrilled 
in  their  i-norant  savaL-erv.  lie  could  neither  lift  h;m-(;lf  up.  nor  could 
hi^  nalmV'  be  elevated  to'that  higher  plane  where  lives  a  noltlei'  human- 
il\'.  lie  lias  lei!  iiciiiud  no  ihoii-ht,  no  invenlion  ami  no  wor!;ofany 
value  to  theworki  or  (hat  de-^^rves  preservation.  lie  was  nollimg. 
and  therefo!-(;  has  left  nothing.  l-'noranl .  euunim:-.  cruel  and  e.\.'e>s- 
ivelv  lilthv.  he  was  ueilh.-r  useful  m.r  beautiful.  11k  wild  nature  could 
not'be  reclaimed,  except  bv  adulteration  of  his  blood  with  otiier  i'aces. 
i'.orn  in  the  wild  woo,L  rocked  ..u  the  wave,  his  one  redeeming  trait 
washis  unconciuerable  loV(M.f  libertv;  this  he  loved  far  better  than 
life,  llewoiild  notbea  slave.  1  lad  he  prefei'red  exist.'iice  and  slavery  to 
death,  he  mi-htliav(;  lived  on  in  peace  with  the  white  mam  Indeed,  he 
nd-ht  now  iiave  had  the  ballot  in  his  hand  and  enjoyed  the  lawumg 
of  our  demagon-iies,  averv  Imro  indeed  about  election  times,  instead  (d 
the  wand(M'ing  be-M-ar  iu'rags  as  we  see  him.  ihit  this  was  not  his 
nature,  lie  would  be  U'a^  as  the  eagle  of  v!ie  crags,  and  in  his  choice 
between  slavery  and  extinction  he  never  halted,  lb-  met  his  late  with 
an  une(]uale(l  stoicism,  and  Ins  death-song  rose  in  his  throat  as  the 
caroling  of  the  torest  birds.  Herein  was  the  strong  individuality  of 
the  Indian  — the-  redeeming  (puditv  of  his  nature. 

Joliet,  ^Lanpiette  and'dleunepin,  the  llrst  white   men   to  visit   the 
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Indians  of  llie  \Vest,  have  Icl'l  u\ui-]\  aiitlientic  inluniiation  u\'  tlic  con- 
iliti(^iis  ill  wliicli  tli(3y  foiiiul  tlieni.  I'lie  pure  and  ^■(•nlle  Mariiiiette 
was  cai'i'vin--  to  llicsi'  wild  ciiildreii  of  tiie  i)lains  tlir  (^ross  d'  ('iiiist, 
and  rec(dvinu'  tliL-  tender  in  retui'n  nt  the  calnniet  and  wanipiin.  'Idiese 
explorers  ai;'i'eed  that  tin;  northern  Indians  Avere  inl'ei'ior  to  those  loiind 
in  the  South  in  their  kiiowdedoe  of  tlie  simplest  of  the  arts.  The  Nat- 
che/,  \V(M'e  I'onnd  to  possess  some  little  idea  of  the  nse  (jf  ii'on  and  eop- 
]->or,  winle  their  iioi'tlieni  lirotiiers  knew  nothiiiL;- ol'  it,  and  usim!  oidv 
stone.  On  lht>  hordei's  of  stixMins  or  hdo's  tiiVy  liad  t  heii' scat  teiv'd 
villaLies:  liieii'  wiij,- wains  and  siiael^s  hein^the  rudesl  and  simplest 
structures.  All  seemed  to  he  nomadic  in  tlieir  hahits;  e:ich  li'ilie 
ha  vim;-  its  cliief.  wiih  no  certain  ant  hoi' it  v  except  to  I'ommand  limitini^' 
and  wal■riM^■  i'\i)editu.)nSj  Tin.'  men  iierfoiancd  no  manual  la.lMU-,  this 
heini;-  done-  i)V  the  women  oi  s{piaws.  In  the  :  iinliei- the\'  liuiit  their 
wi-wanis  of  haik  (ddetly.  'i'h'is  \\-as  laid  on  poles  that  \vei.-  lii'oii^-ht 
to  a  center,  and  here  a  hole  was  left  for  the  smok<'  lo  cscap,..  If  verv 
hune'ry,  they  ate  the  yame  captured  raw.  The  nio--l  n\'_  their  cu.ikin'ij- 
was  ovei'  the  lii'e  or  in  the  hot  coals;  ihey  wuujd  fjoil  water  li\-  lu'atim;- 
st(.»nes  and  dro|)pine-  iuto  the  \vater  in  their  crude  sttuie  vessels.  Tludr 
he^t  cook's  would  but  poorly  compai'e  with  our  Fremdi  c/n/^  it;  some 
(;f  our  line  ii<>sl(ilries.  I'iicir  mode,  for  insianee,  of  cookiiii;' a  t  urke\- 
was  to  |)nll  a  few  of  the  lai'L-cst  leathers,  and  then  c<M,ic  it'^just  as  it 
was.  This  they  regarded  as  not  only  saxine'  lalior.  hut  saviuij;  al!  that 
part  of  tlie  tilrkey  that  we  I  hi'ow  "a  way-^a  (hjuhl"  economy.  Their 
marital  relations  were  loos,-  and  i||y  (h^liiuNi.  roK'L'amv  was  often 
jU'acticcd,  hut  not  universal  iw  as  the  hacks  lioiic-|,t  tii'eir  wi've.^.  paying' 
for  IheiM  a,  ponv,  or  eai,,,.'  oi'  pelts,  or  whatever  ,.|sc^  that  was  llie 
ciirrt.mcy  of  tiie  realm.  \\'i\-es  were  houyht  oi'lcii  lor  stated  periods 
when  they  would  return  and  he  in  the  mari'iae-e  market  aeaiii 
witliout  at  all  liothei'ine'  the  divorce  courts.  It  was  otdy  such 
diisicv  maidens  as  mated  without  heitie-  paid  for  that  ^vere  dis- 
credited in  the  iirst  circles  of  Indian  'soccly.  Th(>  female  chil- 
dren, in  ca-^e  \^{  separalion.  h\-  \ii'!ue  nf  the  ler:us  ot'  the  coalracl. 
went  with  the  mother,  and  lli,'  males  hcheieed  i,,  t  lie  fa  1  hei'.  A\"itli 
I  he,-,e  impediments  in  his  way  it  mav  he  assumed  ihat  he  would  as 
soon  as  possi')le  e-et  anotliei' sipiaw  to  snopoi't  "  t  he  old  man  and  the 
hows."  Sometimes  as  many  as  sixtv  persons  would  compose  one 
family,  and  aitoyether  tlu-se  would  li\e  in  one  wiywam  —  laryer  than 
the  simple  round  ones.  'I'liey  slept  upon  the  hare  yrijund  or  oil  the 
sk-ins  of  animals,  and  all  tlu-r  i'lothiny  in  t  he  rigors  of  tlu;  winter  wi^n^ 
also  of  the  sl<ins  of  animals.  In  the  lone-  winteis  theirplaces  of  ahode 
would  he  indescnhahly  lillliv.  The  numerous  family  and  the  doe-s 
were  Inuhlleil  louvtiiei'"  in  tia''  smolcc-  and  the  h(.)rrid  air  of  their  worse 
than  kennels.  AVhile  it -was  cold  weather  they  never  hathed.  and  they 
ehanyed  their  clothes  onlv  hv  their  weariue- 'out  and  falling- olf.  In 
the  warm  weather  all  'too'k  to  the  water  daily,  lik'e  duck's,  hut 
when  they  came  out  would  smear  themselves  with  hoiaid  raiicid 
yrease,  mixed  often  with  certain  kinds  of  clays.  This  seem. 'd  i ,,  he 
the  (Uily  part  of  tlieii'  toilet  that  they  were  at  alfparticiikir  to  attend  to. 
The   lood  of  the  Indian  cr.nsisteil  <>{'  all  the  varieties  of  i:ame.  eat- 
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ing  nearly  everythino-  except  the  rattlesnake.  They  called  this  reptile 
"grandfather,"  and  believed  that  he  had  the  soul  of  their  dead  ances- 
tor, and  they  heUl  it  sacred.  AVh(Ui  tlie  hunters  would  lind  a  snalce  of 
this  kind  tiiey  would  surround  it.  carefully  keei)ing  out  of  strdcing 
distance,  and  they  would  light  their  pipes  and  blow  the  smoke  at  it. 
calling- it  by  endearing  names,  and  pray  to  it  to  giiai'd  tle-ir  famili('s 
and  help  them  in  their  ex])edition,  whctliei'  war  or  huining.  In  a 
rude  way  they  cultivated  corn,  melons  and  s(|uaslies.  !''roiii  the  coi'ii 
they  iiuule  their  "sagamite,"  pai'chetl  aiul  ixninded  llic  coimi,  mixed  it 
with  water,  l)i'an  and  all,  atel  roasted  the  mass  in  the  hot  ashes. 
Sometimes  they  mixed  m  the  meal  ground  goui'ds  or   brans. 

They  had  thi'ce  kinds  of  canoes,  and  these  tln-y  nuide  and 
handled  dexterously.  Having  only  stone  axes  they  would  burn  down 
the  tree,  chopping  away  the  charred  part.  Tliey  W(Mdii  chop  it  olf 
at  any  required  length  in  the  same  way,  dropping'  water  at  the  points 
tliey  did  not  want  to  burn.  The  heavy  wood  canoes  were  burned  out 
in  a  similar  way,  and  with  slo\v  lires  they  could  sliapt^  and  fashion 
them  exactly  as  wanted,  and  smootii  aiid  polish  llieiii  witii  slon(>.  A 
])irogue  was  made  liy  fastening  two  or  mor'e  canoes  logctlicr  abreast 
by  poles  reaching  across  on  tiie  top.  These  would  cai'i'v  i^rrat  weight. 
and  were  not  liable  to  upset.  Their  most  common  canoi'  was  made  (^f 
bark-elm  07'  birch.  The  elm-bark  canoes  were  vei'v  frail  and  not  used 
for  long  voyages.  To  make  a  canoe  of  the  elm  tliev  would  s(,'lecL  the 
trunk  of  a  tree  very  smo(jth,  and  at  a  time  when  the  sap  was  up. 
'i'liey  would  cut  around,  above  and  below  the  length  wanted,  and  then 
remove  the  whole  in  one  piece,  shaving  olf  the  I'onghest  of  the  l)ark, 
making  this  side  the- inside  of  the  canoe;  fastiming  the  ends  of  the 
bark  together,  the  sides  of  the  canoe  were  held  apart  by  bows  that 
would  be  fastened  in  about  two  feet  apart.  They  would  sew  up  thi; 
two  ends  with  strips  of  elm  baric,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  cause  the 
two  ends  to  rise,  with  a  swell  in  the  middle.  Any  chink-s  they  sewed 
together  and  covered  with  gum  they  would  cIkjw.  It  may  be  that 
this  is  whore  our  girls  got  the  fashion  of  giimelunving  withoni  inherit- 
ing any  knowlodg."  of  "the  belter  part  of  the  1 
canoes.  Thev  would  add  a  mast,  and  on  th 
skins  for  sails.  All  the  passengi-rs  in  such  a  e 
There  was  much  ai't  aiul  jierfect  balancing  i 
turning  ovei-.  About  like  bicycle  riding.  It 
our  oi'cliua.ry  nuMise  oi'  bug  sijiiealing  girls  c< 
vessels  in  a  few  seconds-  at  least  bv  the  tin 
water.  The  chief  iiH'.rit  of  th(i  eliii-l)ark  canoe 
A  squaw  could  shoulder  one  with  ease,  and  carry  it  aJ< 
})ortage.  In  ascending  streams  these  jieojjle  knew  the  road  so  well 
that  frequently  V)y  crossing  a  great  bend,  and  by  going  ovei'land  a 
mile  or  two,  would  save  many  nules  around,  to  the  same  spot. 

Canoes  made  of  l)irch  bark  were  stronger  and  heavier,  and  lo(-he(l 
more  artistic  in  finish.  The  fi'ames  of  these  wvw  of  sli'ipsof  cedar 
wood,  which  is  light  and  flexible.  This  frame  was  ma<le  ceiinplete  and 
\vas  then  covered  with  biirclt  burlc,  which  wouk]  lie  sewed  together  V\\<m 
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skins.  The  soiuiis  were  covei'ed  with  chewed  ^iim.  Cross  bars  ^vere 
put  in  to  li(;hl  the  sides  apart.  iu\d  these  iiiiuh,' s(;ats  I'oi'  the  ]iasseng-ers. 

The  Fi'etich  fur  traders  were  the  oidy  white  men  who  adopted  the 
Indian's  mode  of  making'  eaiioes,  or  had  the  skill  to  use  tlu-m  after  the 
Indian  fashion.  Some  of  I  liesc  canoes  of  tlu;  li'aders  would  caiaw  as 
mnch  as  o.Ooii  ])oiinds,  and  in  tiie  hands  of  an  cxpei'l  they  would  slioot 
alonj^'  the  wiiter  with  great  swiftness. 

As  idreadv  said,  the  Indians  wei'e  caiinihaN,  tlioULih  human,  llesh  was 
only  eaten  at  war  feasts.  'J'hey  would  Icjilurc  a  pi'isMiuu'  to  death  ;  in 
this  the  women  and  eliildi'cu  wci'i*  peculiarly  delighted,  and  thi'  body 
would  then  biMhi'own  into  --the  war  k("ttle."  and  oreedily  devoui'eil 
aft(!r-  a  partial  <'ool;iiiM'.  .\  n  early  traveler  auionu'  the  sa\'ai;'es,  Joseph 
I'.arrow,  sa\-s  he  saw  I'ulla  watoiuies  and  ANauiis,  with  iiaiids  .and 
limbs,  bolii'of  white  men  and  also  of  (jlher  tribes  of  Indians.  The 
privileges  of  this  feast,  wei'e  i-oulined  t<i  lli(_>  note(l  and  foi'eniost  war- 
I'iors. 

They  would  bury  theii' dead  with  givat  care  and  ceicMuony.  -lontid 
says:  '''They  pay  -real  l■e^lleet  to  tJieir  deail.  Souu_'  of  iIm'  tribes 
would  ])repare  the  grave  carefully  and  then  for  days  wee|)  aiui  wail 
aliout  It;  others  would  dance  and  sini;'  for  t  wt'iit  v-foiir  hours.  d'hese 
.lancers  would  iiang  llieir  ca  labashes'or  -oiirds  about  their  bod!,.s.  Idl- 
ed pariially  with  dry  bean>  an.l  pebbles,  and  tliese  would  rattle  and 
assist  the  nioiM-iiers  greatl\-  in  expressing  their  iiiconsoiable  grief.  The 
heiis  of  the  deceased  ^vel•e  not  forced  b\-  !'a>hion  lo  dissimulate  their 
joy  in  the  b)ian  of  grief,  because  when'theold  maai  <lieil  they  buiaed 
his  fortune  \vith  liim,  and  had  to  ihi'ov/  in  something  of  tlndr  own  to 
lielp  him  along  t\ui  jouiau'y  to  the  happy  huuling-groiind. 
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"T'T  is  now  mt>re  than  one  hundred  and  lift  \'-t  hi'ee  \-ea!'s  since  tin.' 
J.  lii'Stwhite  mail  passed  up  tin;  Sus(|uehann;i,  follo\vinL!'  the  wiiidin<is 
of  the  river,  and  looked  out  over  this  b,-auliful  vallev.  The  waters  of 
the  streams  weiv  lilled  with  shining  lish,  and  the  old'dark  foiests  were 
full  of  game.  The  great  llai  tops  of  the  Towanda.  mountains  had 
their  gentle  decliviti(^s  sweeping  a\\a\'  in  l: i','icei'iil  curves  and  windings 
to  the  soft,  ha/.y,  bliiedislanc.'.'  Over  all'aiv  tin;  great  hendocK'  tives. 
the  mounlain  ash  and  the  graceful  i)ines,  the  ii'ioi'.-  sLubl>or)i  oaks, 
t.he  thick  gi'(ni's  of  siiuiac  and  the  (diiniuiiL!,  vines,  all  bimding  and 
bowing  L(j  tin-  Ijree/.e,  ami  clotlu'd  in  ^^reeii  ,aml  bright,  Jlowers  in  t-he 
budding  spring  and  in  the  ricli  coloi-ings  of  the  rainbow  in  the  nuld 
autumn,     JJere   h.ow    beautiful   and    pictures(pie  was  all   nal-nn;— tlie 
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ever-changing  ]Kinorain:i  of  tlic  seasons  unfolding  in  entrancing  vis- 
ions! In  tlic  winter  wfien  the  old  gnarled  ireos  han/d  their  amis  to 
meet  the  severest  winter  storms,  and  the  driven  snow  softlv  wi'apped 
in  its  white  mantle  the  earth,  folding  it  away  for  the  winter's  long 
sleep  and  (juiet,  and  then  the  spring  when  the  eartli  is  fretted  with 
s[n'outing  and  tlie  l)iuls  and  ilowci's  and  leaves  i'cgin  theii'  low  hdlahv, 
and  the  earth  and  air  are  ag;iiu  voeal  with  joyon,->  lifi_\  ;iiid  then  (.-onio 
the  birds  of  delicious  song  fi'oni  their  fai'  south  wintei'in^- — the  low 
distant  tlrumming  of  the  pheasant,  the  ••goMil,..  g(,l)l)K'.  goliiile,""  (»f  the 
enormous  hi'on/.e  wild  t  iiriaws.  the  ine!'r\'  mat  in  song  of  the  i^'olihui- 
winged  blackbirds,  the  ehatlvring  magpies,  1  he  hoarse  ci-oalc 'of  tlie 
ci'ane,  and  the  mei'i'V'  (•l;itt(n'  ol'  the  wiM  (lucl<s  and  geese,  wei'e 
answered- by  the  nearly  hnni.Mi  scream  of  tlie  striped  paiilher  and  the 
sharp  yells  of  the  evei'diiingry  and  savage  wolt.  In  l  he  rivers  and 
the  crystal  mountain  streams  the  shiniiiL;-  lisli  disported  lliems(Mves, 
and  the  beautiful  shad,  in  great  schools  of  manv  iiiillioir<,  would  leave 
the  salt  sea  and  aseeml  to'  the  head  watei's  of  the  Siisipiel, anna  to  di- 
])osit  their  eggs:  ami  the  beaV(U'  in  all  his  slct'k  eiinniiig  luiilt  his  dams 
across  the  streams  and  tlierc'in  his  winter  houses,  side  bv  sale  with  tie.' 
sleek  otter,  and  on  land  his  fui'-bearing  coiupieroi',  the  beai',  patiently 
hunted  out  the  stores  of  the  wild  bees  and  gi'ew  rolling  fat  and  lauehed 
at  the  goi'geous  springtime  that  came  aftei' his  huiij'  wiiitei''s  sleep  in 
his  dark  ;ind  daiiiii  cave. 

These  mountains  and  hills  had  slowly  risen  fr(mi  tiie  iinfathomed 
depths  of  the  S(_'a,  tlieir  I'ockv  iieads  drippin-'  with  waters  of  the  briiiv 
deep;  slowly,  stupendously  they  rose,  then'  wredrN'  I'oeky  clilfs,  a  nd 
the  rains  and  the  winds,  the  beat  and  the  cold  l.,-at  upon  ll'iem  and  the 
rocks  tui'iied  to  allies,  iind  from  the  liist  ihlieati'  imK^es  elmeing  to 
the  hard  stones  graduallv  came  this  forest  nia  iit  crowniuL;  in  e'loi'\-  the 
hill  tops,  penetrating  tlie  low  clouds  ami  protecting  the  humbler 'vines 
and  heavy  nndergrowih,  lining  llieeiirlh  with  insect  and  animal  lif(^ 
and  the  a.'ir  with  birds   of    I'adinnt  i)lumage.  caroling  tlnir  songs  totla.' 

Tlm^  pass.'d  the  golden  summer  with  it^  I'ipened  trnitsand  bi'ie.vu 
nuts — nature's  Ixumty  to  all  animal  lift;.  And  then  the  sere  and 
yellow  leaf  of  aiitnuin.  the  llrst  IVost,  and  lo,  what  an  eMtrai;eiiig 
vision  of  1h  ant  V  sprea.ls  out  ovei' the  o'reat  old  hills  and  t  he  sweepiUL'' 
valleys.  The  season  of  tlu;  b'stival  of  tin'  b.liage  is  here  in  its  aniniaj 
visit.  In  baidv's  and  billows  rolling  up  the  mountain  side.  ^^nU.  and  I'ieb 
in  all  thetintiugs  of  the  I'ainbow  bleudiim-  a.way  in  the  distance  with 
the  clouds  be\'()nd  ;iml  spreading  down  lo  the  silver\'  mouutaiti 
stream  far  below. 

And  the  four  seasons  have  come  ;ind  gom:'.  and  thus  tiu'  cenluiies 
and  ages  were  reeled  olf  "with  n(.)tliing  herein  beaiuifu!  Ifradford  to 
appreeiale  all  thismitnral  wealth  and  beauty  nuuvlhan  the  fish,  tlie 
bii'd  and  the  wild  beasts  and  the  wihhu' and  li'tu'ctu' savaevs. 

In  the  fiiltu'ss  of  time  to  this  new  ami  beautiful  I'egioii  came  tlie 
ever  wandering  white  man  —  the  "pale  fa'^'"'  as  he  was  deseribe(l  by 
the  natives;  the  wandering  lajuie-seeker  abroa<l  upon  tliefa'/eof  the 
earth;  the  fugitive  from  the  old  AVorld  DO'seciition,  the  bl(jo(liest  ;ind 
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most  i)itiless  tli;il  lias  evrr  slriick-  pool'  siiirriiuL;'  inoii.  women  and 
eVL-n  little  eliil.iivn.  Siripjud  iA  liis  -oods.  and  s!ri|.ed  with  tlie  lash. 
Ijr(jkeii  (_)n  wheels  and  nailed  up  in  harrels  hlled  with  sjjilces.  Mown  up 
wiLli  hiuuhbellows  to  the  most  mtoh^'fa hU'  tortnre;  tlii'own  in  duniicons, 
and  dani|)  prismi  walls,  toi'tiiivd  lor  confessions  to  madness',  tlndr 
toiiii'iies  cut  out,  tiieii' ears  cut  oil',  and  luMiided  with  hot  irons  and 
burned  over  slow  lires  ol' a,  lew  i:reen  laiiots,  so  slow  and  so  inlViaial 
that  llu'  poor  creatures  would  strii^'iih;  and  hurv  tiieir  chains  deep  in 
the  llesh  to  -el  thcii'  hices  <lowii  close  to  the  sinoke  that  thev  nii-lit 
liurry  the  pr(_)lon-ed  <h.ath  a-ony  to  an  end.  These  hori'ihle  siill'erm.us 
came-  to  ihese  poor  ^u^■ltives  in  i\n)  mime  of  the  llcaveiilv  Father  ai^l 
Jlis  incu'k-  and  Lowly  Son,  who  sullVred  and  died  that  all  men  inii^ht 
he  saved.  ^Vhoie  eommnnilies  and  lai;i;'i'  classes  of  people  wei'e  driven 
from  counti'y  to  eoimtry  in  the  l']ast.  because  lhe\-  wei'e  herelics;  one 
country  would  drive  ou't  the  Moors  from  Spam:  I  lie. lews  from  I'Vaiice, 
and  thus  fnjni  vvi^iy  disti'ict  m  the  Old  World  communities  were 
exterminated  by  piu'seeiit ion  or  became  Jlyinir'  fii-itives  before  the 
iuaopeasible  wrath  of  their  fcli,,w-meii.  As  the  la^t  hope  the  po(U' 
unfortiiiiales  turned  iheir  faces  towai'd  America,  and  in  the  fi'ail  barks 
steered  into  the  deep  waters,  and  the  calms  and  stoi'ins  of  the  elenii'iits 
were  welcomed  wii  h  prayers  and  hymns  U.)  I  he  A  lnii,i;ht\-  for  tlieir 
escape  fi'om  their  pursuers  -tiie  victims  of  the  crue'lest"  hmaticism 
that  has  ever  darl;eiied  the  face  ,,f  tju-  earth.  The  escapi;  from  the 
Old  to  the  Xew  -from  t  he  lands  of  ehuivhcs  and  ei  vili/.at  ion  tothatof 
the  wildiM'iiess  and  sava^crv.  TheN-  cam.'  with  their  immi-'rani  el;,.sis 
nnd  llu;  old  black  lamilv  clasp  bil,|,'.s.  in  the  heart  of  ]i,,meand  religious 
fi'eedom.  I'.M.rin  this  world's  -oods,  rich  oulv  iii  their  deep  and 
abidine;  r(;li.e-i,,iis  biith.  I.andine-  upon  these  sh-res,  tJiese  deep 
relieious  men  ('reded  their  altars,  and  eiunmenced  tlu'supreme  work' of 
roiindine-lhe  new  empii'e.  'idu-y  nuidc  immie-fat  i<in  a  .science;  founded 
a,  new  civib/.ation  and  budded 't.li<'  Stal<'  whose  f.>undat  ion  i'(>sl  ed  upon 
the  Ihble.  Tlnui'  suri'oundiiies  at  their  old  laune.  tin;  circnmsl  auces 
cufohbuu'  them  in  the  wildeiaiess,  in  the  end  distinguished  them  as 
the  mo>!  remark.ald'  people  m  all  the  ann.als  of'historv.  'I'liev 
liee'ame  savae'eh'  relieious.  imcompiera  bl  v  brave,  and  liercelv  doe-- 
matic,  as  they  daily  iV'ad  their  lamily  Ihb'le  and  spelled  out  t'he  syl- 
lables, and  with  horrid  ]>romincial  ion  accepied  even  detached  sen- 
tences in  the  most  literal  sens.',  and  th.'ii  eirded  aboul  Mieir  loins  with 
the  llamiii.;-  swoid  of  (ii.le.,n.  r.'a.lv  to  iiillict  up.m  iier.'tics  the  same 
l)itili'ss  perseculi.ms  that  had  driven  th.Mii  in  th.Mi  poverty  ami  uttm' 
wi'clch.'. in. 'ss  from  tlieii'  hom.'s  and  their  native  lan.U.  Tiiey  wei'.'  as 
brave  aii.l  liard\'  as  thev  wei'e  cruel  and  iiiconsisl  .'i.l  aL'aiust  what  thev 
est.'eme.l  an  error  of  faith.  Tlie  Norili  .\meri.'aii  pi.nu'.'r  is  lh.'  umj- 
<pi:iled  charaet.'i'  ill  al  1  U  me  and  a  II  a.-res.  A  criid.'  bundle. .f  iiicon- 
sisl .'n.-i.>-<.  a,  pow.'r,  n.'verihelcss,  s..metliiiiu-  like  llie  volcanic  f.)rces 
b.'U.'atli  th.'  earth's  surbic.>.  llardlv  iiansinn-  wlier.'  h.?  lii'st  struck-  the 
s.';i  coast,  he  pl;inted  the  oul  post,  di'csscd  hims.'l  f  in  the  skins  of  the 
wil.l  animals  he  ha.l  slauehtei  cd.  sh.aiMer.'.l  hish.u-  llintdock  rilh'.  and 
imshed  his  way  into  the  d.'cpest  b. rests,  and  wcstwar.l  the  star  of 
empire  b))'eed  its  way.     A  (cri'ible    biindl.' .)f   incuieruities  and    incoii- 
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siste'iicies — too  iiitensi!  in  liis  Jnilli  even  to  In;  iiu;i'i;iruK  so  ovcrlli)\\  in^- 
with  ii<jclriii;\l  religion,  liis  visions  lixfd  un  licavcii.  fi-ni'lnn-  iiotiiiiio' 
iiKjrtal,  iiiid  ii;Uin<^- everyone  wiio  crossed  in  llie  lo;isl  ;iiiy  of  liis  dog- 
mas, he  I'oryot  all  gratitiule,  and  Avith  studied  uuih.'and  cralt  lie  would 
circumvent  and  strike  to  the  heart  his  only  henefaetoi'.  Tlu,'  |iioneeis, 
the  silent  men,  the  acdnt-c'i'//;  'i,\s-  of  the  most  I'cmarkahle  movement 
of  mankind  in  all  history — the  miracle  of  miracles.  Wh;it  secrc^t  force 
was  it  that  ever  pushed  this  wandering-  nomad  on  and  o'er,  acioss  the; 
seas,  the  rivers  and  the  mountains,  iicross  the  conlineiii  '. 

So  far  as  we  can  now  find  l!ie  rccoi'd  .■\i(lenc(.'.  the  lirst.  man  who 
was  evei'  ill  what  is  now  Bradford  county  w  ;is  ('onr;id  A\'eiser.  an 
Indian  interjuvter.  lie  was  on  his  way  to  attend  a,  council  (jf  the 
//■iit/ito/'s,  nr  the  I'dve  Nation.s,  at  ()llonda^a.  and  passed  up  the  Susipie- 
lianna  rivei',  its  t'utiri.^  leni;tli  from  the  hav.  and  reached  yV'/y(^lhe 
Indian  town  at  the  junction  of  the'  Chemnni;- and  Susipudianna  rivers. 
March  2'.K  IT-'h.  This  place  was  the  "door"  t,)  the  Indian  tiabes  to 
the  iioi'th  in  Aew  York-,  and  here  the  ti'avelei'  stopped  smcral  days  and 
noted  many  of  the  pccidiai-ilics  of  the  Indians.  lli<  journal  of  his 
trip  was  the  lirsL  known  to  the  woi-ld  of  the  iiorl  h  hranc'h  of  the  wind- 
ing riv(ir  that  passes  through  the  entire  State  of  I'cun^yl vania.  lie 
was  received  with  mark(al  k-indiiess,  and  pariook  of  the  lood  |)repared 
by  the  great  chief\s  hiath;.  even  ealin--  it  with  tlie  relish  of  a  keen 
appetite  after  witnessing  the  nrnde  of  its  prepai'aticui.  lie  sums  up  his 
description  of  the  s.-ttlement  a^  consisting  "of  a  few  people,  and  all 
hungry,"  their  chief  food  lieiug  the  juice  of  the  su^ar  tree.  I'or  a 
heaithV  pei'sou.  who  has  ca!nped^.nt  all  his  life,  that  was  rather  a  deli- 
cate  (I  let. 

This  is  the  old(Nt  recoi'd  of  the  coming  lieiv  of  a  white  man.  vet 
it  assuredly  is  not  the  fact  that  there  were  none  of  the  "pale  faces" 
who  pi'ecc(|ed  A\'eise!'.  Thi'  lowei'  port  ion  or  mouth  of  the  Siisipie- 
hanna  rivei'  liad  lieceii  known  lo  tiie  whiles  mon^  Ihan  one  hundred 
years  Ijcfori'  W'eisi'!'  caim;  (Ui  his  trip.  Tlie  e.xiilorers,  Irappei's  and 
hunleis,  tiio-;e  I'ot  le>s  lul^y,  men  who  were  sp\'in_;  (-ill  e\'ei'v  iiook  and 
corner  of  the  new  com  imMil.  mii^t  have  fodowed  up  soimporlaiila 
stream  as  the  Siis(|iielia,nna  \'cais  and  \'cai's  hefore  this  man  passed 
through  hereon  his  mission  to  the  Ono'iaiaga  council.  It  was  lilleen 
years  aftm'  the  inlerpreter  came,  IT.'..^.  that  Lewis  l']vaus  puMished  the 
first:  crude  map  of  the  "  .Middle  liiilisli  Coioiiies;"  in  this  was  the  out- 
lin(\s  of  what  is  now  Mradfoi'd  county,  as  w(dl  as  this  portion  (jf  m)rih- 
crn  l*enns\  Ivania  and  southern  New  Vcji-k'.  TIk.;  Indians  had  si>en  the 
"pale  faces"  l.efore  A\'eiser  drought  his  lauv.  His  appearamx-  was 
not  r(.'garded  hy  tiiem  as  either  siipernaliiral  or  e\-en  reuKirlcahle. 
They  could  convei'se  with  him  as  he  understood  their  jargon,  ami 
coidi!  use  signs,  grunts  and  evsliires  that  wei-e  much  of  the  common 
language  among  the  various  trii-es. 

In  171:;.  -lohn  IJai'Li'am.  a  noted  Knglish  Ix.itanist.  in  conijtany  with 
Conrad  "W'eiser,  and  Indians  as  gindes.  ami  Lewis  i'^vans  traveled  from 
Philadelphia  to  Onondaga— lea ving  the  f<u'iner  ])lac(!  July  3d — and 
they  (lescrihti  the  "tetaahle  Lycoming  wilderness"  through  which  they 
passed  with  much  weary  labor  "iuul  sull'uiang,  as   thev  slowly  ascended 
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the  river-  over  the  same  route  the  i^-iiide  AVeisei'  had  learned  well  in  his 
previous  li'ip.  These  parlies  [)assed  on  beymul  Onondaga  to  the  lakes. 
These  men  traxxded  (ju  horsehack,  and  so  far  as  is  now  known  were 
the  first  who  hatl  eome  with  horse  ti'ansporta tion. 

In  174."),  Spaiigen bury  and  Zeisberger,  nussionaries  of  the  .M(>i'avian 
(Jhiircli,  made  a  visit  to  the  Indians  along  the  Suscpiehanna  river.  Tliey 
reached  the  Wyalusing  village,  June  J  1th.  Tliey,  like  the  oiiier  visi- 
toi's,  were  simply  ti'avelers  on  their  way  to  tlie  New  York  liulian 
Confederacy,  whose  liead(|uarters  were  at' Onondaga. 

Three  years  after  this,  in  August,  IT-IS,  the  Nanticoke  Indians  came 
up  the  river  from  the  eastern  shore  of  Maryland.  A  portion  of  this 
tribe  stopped  at  the  mouth  of  Towanda  creek.  Tliey  clearetl  small 
p:ilr'hi's  of  ground,  and  the  s(|uaws  planted  and  raised  corn  in  the 
Indian  hish!on--[)lanl*iiig  year  after  year  in  tlie  same  hills,  the  onlv 
pan.  of  the  soil  tliey  disturbed  in  their  [irimitive  agricullure. 

Zi'isbe-i-gei- returned  to  riiiladelphia,  imd  two  years  latei'  induced 
llisliop  Cammerhoir  to  accompany  him  on  an  expedition  to  Onondaga. 
He  had  (h'eply  interested  his  sU[)eiior  in  the  ciiui-cli  wcjik  along  the 
beautiful  .^us(pielianiia.  hike  the  other  expeditions,  ihey  traveled  all 
the  way  to  (Jnondaga,  making  onlv  brief  stops  at  the'  maiiv  small 
vdlages  along  the  banks  of  the  stream.  All  this  1  ime  these  li'avelers 
f)ivouack-ed  under  the  twinkling  stars,  oi-  sought  cfjver  in  the  rude  wig- 
wams (d'  the  natives,  sul»sisting  upon  the  game  that  fell  in  their  wav, 
or  pa,rtakiiig  of  the  not  \iivy  delicate  viands  (d'  the  savage  re[)as!s. 
They  had  become  inure(|  to  the  hard  life  (d'  travelers  in  tlie  '•terrible 
wildiuaiess." 

William  Penii.the  great  and  inire  man,  had  made  his  treaty  in  1G82 
with  the  Indians,  at  S|i:ir|c;miax(/n,  ami  then  for  more  than  sixty  years 
the  province  was  at  p(.'are  with  the  sav;iges.  ■.\n'.\  the  IViimdliest  inter- 
<•our.se  existed  betwemi  these  two  pt'oples!  Wiieii  this  good  man  had 
long  passeil  ;iway,  his  (,'liristian  teaching  had  bc'cn  forgotten,  and  the 
year  that  Weiser  a ppeareti  as  a  tra\eler  along  the  Susquehanna,,  IT.'JT, 
the  arts  (d'  deception  and  dijilomacy  were  inlrodiiced  in  the  tr.ides  for 
Ihe  Indian  lauds,  (irasping  at  t  li'e  p.,ssession  of  the  lands  and  reck- 
lessness of  iionesly  or  inicgnty  of  I  heir  agents  be<';i  iiie  a  llagraiit  part 
of  the  intercourse  with  ihes'e  simi)le  chihlreu  of  the  wi'.ods.  The 
••  wa,lking  purchases,"  in  which  lands  were  measured  by  walk's,  began 
to  be  used  to  cheat  outrageously.  Idie  7A'/(<//v?/'(..y  refu.sed  to  i^ecogiiize 
a  treaty  for  their  |K)Ssessions  of  this  kind,  and  would  not  remove  from 
their  lands.  These  were  smiie  of  the  lirst  symptoms  of  what  followed 
soon  after,  and  is  known  in  our  historv  as  tlie  KnMich  war.  in  which  the 
Indians  sided  with  the  French  aJid'were  the  t.xds  of  some  of  the 
bloodiest  massacres  in  colonial  times.  After  the  defeat  of  T-raddock 
in  duly,  irr.r.,  the  whole  frontier  bla/ed  out  in  war.  In  terrible  fury 
llie  savages  poured  (fown  ^ipou  the  scatt.M'ed  (hd'eiiseless  settlers  of  the 
frontier.  Some  of  the  noted  Indians  who  had  l-'cn  i)apti/.e(l  into  the 
church  by  the  Moravian  missionaries,  apostat  i/,e(l  and  turned  upon  the 
people  in  implacaJde  haired.  The  i;radb)rd  countv  Iii<lians.  allhongh 
some  of  them,  it  wms  supposed,  had  now  become  exemplarv  Cliristians, 
especially  those  at  Wyalusing,  j(dned  in  the  war  upon   the  whites  and

liist(jry  of  a  iialmn  or  proplc  wns  hut  litllr  mkh'c  than  a  n.'^LM'ipl  of  the 
morning- coiirr  hailinins;  his  siiprcaic,  aUL;iisi  ma  jrNiy's  mtnu.  and  the 
coDiniolinii  anioni;'  t  he  cciirl  icrs  and  vast  aiiii\  (d' i-etaiiu'i's,  when  he 
opened  tor  the  day  his  hlu,,d-sli()i  eyes  :  win.  had  t  he  Innmi' ,,f  iianding 
his  supi'enie  hiyhiiess  tlie  tnwels:  how  he  swunj  and  kieked  his  i;rand 
master  ol't  lie  linnnds  ;  and  then  how  the  liitleones  were  np  Ix'tinies, 
taking'  theii'  royal  jiorndge  IVoin  u'(.)ld  s[ioons.  and  such  othei'  niiserahle 
nonsense  thronL:li  volniiie  alter  volume,  lo  he  read  with  (•(jiisnnimu' 
detig'la  l)V  all  the  livino-,  and  passed  on  to  posterity  as  '•  historv." 
Kings  and  their  lioiisehohis.  wars  and  the  eomniaiidias,  and  tlie  hloody 
battlers  they  I'oii-ht.  were  for  eeiitnries  all  that  was  supposed  lo  he 
Worth  an\'  attenlion  I'roinMhc  hisloiian.  lJo\alt\'  was  evervthini;'.  the 
eoniiiion  people  notnini;;.  'Idie  peo|»le  iirlirved  impiieit\',  heeaiise  so 
all  wcriMaiight.  that  this  was  the  order  of  heavm  :  tlia'l  hitc  had  so 
oixlained  that  <'ne  man  and  iiis  honsehold  were  to  have  and  'Mijoy 
the  earth,  and  that  all  else  was  ma<le  to  slave  for  and  give  np 
theiv  lives  at  the  whim  or  pirasni'e  of  this  di viiidydjoni  ruler.  The 
]-H'ople  were  liorii  to  tiiese  monstrous  helnd's,  \\\\^\  the  king,  gvn- 
erallv  the  most  iL;norantand  supia'slit  iou-,  o[  a  11.  he-lieved  that  he  was 
sent"<d  (iod  to  do  with  the  lives  of  the  peopi,.  what  li<;  listed.  'J\,  he 
looked  upon  hv  the  king  was  a.  supreme  honor,  to  he  toiieln-d  h\  his 
hand  was  to  "he  eiired'  of  (Weii  i:,eni'ahle  diseases.  When  he  "  I'ode 
ahroad.  eonrir-rs  with  loud  hiigle  I, lasts  pivee,l,.d  and  warned  the  peo- 
ple to  ele'ar  the  high  way,  to  hide  iheuiise'lves.  and  to  pn-oslrate  theii' 
hodies  in  the  <lii't.'  'J'he  king-,  though  often  the  lowest  and  m.'aiiest 
man  in  the'  I'ealm.  \\  as  immaeMk.ile'.  |)ossessing  all  wiNdoin,  could  not  sin 
and  could  do   no    wrong.      The  av(3i'age  king  and  (pieiui  of   hislory.  if 
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lives,  will  he  h.iind  lo  h(;asliahhy  lot.  with  hardly  a  redeeniing<piality 
or  a  gh.'ain  of  superior  intellii;eiK-e  in  the  v.hole  gang-.  In  the  nature 
of  tliines.  in  tin,"  whole  of  their  education,  il  was  uol  possihle  for  them 
lo  he  either  u  i.e  .,r  good  men  ami  women.  The  l,eli..fs  drilled  into 
ihem.  eoninieiieing  e\  eu  hefore  tlie\-  could  lisp,  were  iiieiuisisteiu  with 
good  sen>e,  and.  thei'efore.  in  violation  of  all  goiui  morals.  These 
wicked  superstitions  ahoiil  i'o\ahv  grew  with  the  ages,  like  the  hovs 
rolling  a.  snowhall.  until  the 'long  'snlTei'lngs  of  maidcind  hecame  "so 
fright  fid.  and  then  tlu!  miseMhr-ated  turned  upon  t  henisidves,  desti'oy- 
ing-  and  r<uiding  one  another,  in  tin-  helief  that  it  was  all  the  I'esnUs  of 
their  own  wick.'dness  and  lack  of  faith  and  h/alty  to  their  "divine 
filler."  If  here  and  thei'e  a  genius  was  horn,  who  dared  to  think  thf! 
least  hit  aloud  in  Ixdialf  'of  sullenng  mankind,  thev  would  rush 
upon  him  like  wild  heasls  and  tear  him'limh  from  limi).' 

Jt  is  hut  a  hricd'  century  or  two  ago  when  this  was  the  h.dief  of 
the  generality  of  mank'ind.  It  was  an  awful  sentiment  to  ))revail 
thriji'ighout  the  half-ei vili/ed  world,  ami  the  niarvid  will  foi'i'ver 
remain,  how  it  was  possilile  in  such  coiioit  ions  that  cixili/.ation  could 
advance  at  all.  Vet  it  has  advanced  regularly,  il  is  still  ad vancina', 
iiotwithsttinding   that   tln-re   js    vet   ;i    vt'r\    large  contingent  cd'    men 
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making  the  siuiie  ohsli'uctiou  in  its  wa}-  tliut.  was  so  niai'kcHl  two  cen- 
turies ago.  Tlie  worlil  slowly  ein<M'geil  lYoni  the  darlc  ages— how  it 
did  so  is  one  of  ihe  niysLeries.  Ceitainly  man,  like  other  things  in 
creation,  possesses  inherent  forces,  that,  in  th(i  long  centuries.  Ciui  not 
be  resisted  to  ev(.)l\'e  from  tl)i3  lower  plane  and  spirally  ascend  into  the 
purer  air  and  the  wai'in  and  bc^ttei'  sunshine. 

ThestiM'v  of  the  American  immigrants — the  pioneei's  of  this  conti- 
nent— is  by  far  the  most  importani  and  really  the  m()sl  interesting  of 
any  of  the  great  movements  of  tlie  human  I'ace  since  the  earliest 
dawn  of  history.  It  lias  remai)[)ed  the  entire  world.  Tiieir  first  com- 
ing to  America,  so  bravely  leading  tlnMvay  foi'  the  innumerable  lhr(;ng 
to  follow,  was  the  incomparable  era  in  hist'>iy,  tlu'  turning  jKjint  in 
the  long  struggle  between  igiioi'ance  and  lirutai  life  and  that  blessed 
civilization  that  is  now  running  so  bri^htlv  I'ound  the-  woi'ld.  These 
early  pioi\('ers  were  the  little  persecuted  bmids  of  tin'  Old  World,  llee- 
ing  from  inllictions  f;ir  woi'se  than  death,  and  in  tlieir  rude  ships  brav- 
ing the  dangers  of  the  uid<nowu  s.;as  on  ihcii'  way  to  the  .New  World  : 
fugilives  from  tin-  iiiappeasabi(^  wratli  (jf  lln'ii-  lellow-iiKiu,  and  espec- 
ially of  tlu'ir  divinely  ajipointed  Icing,  they  bi"ived  tln'  trcai'lu-rous  de- 
iiients  (jf  tlie  waters,  to  land  u[V)n  the  shores  of  the  (.■;inMii)al  sava;^es, 
and  thedai'k  old  foi'ests  that  were  alive  with  l.Mith  wild  Ih.'iisIs  ami  wilder 
men,  to  beat  them  back  or  destroy  them.  (  »ften  there  W(>re  cohmies 
of  them  that  had  been  fugitives  all  over  Kui-ope.  and.  wiien  stri])pcd 
of  all  earthly  p(;ssessions,  with  nothing  moie  tiian  stout  hearts  and 
I'esolute  hopes,  they  came  across  the  ocean  ;  foigintinu  hi>mi' and  the 
bones  of  their  dead,  and  their  native  land  and  its  chiidhudd  memories, 
they  came  to  creat(;  a  new  civili/ntioii.  Tiiey  m;i(le  emmra!  ion  a  sci- 
ence, and  founded  the  earth's  gi'catest  empire  upon  the  old  family  IJiljle 
that  the\'liad  so  carefuUv  Icept  and  giiardeil  in  their  hni::-  waiidmings. 
These  little  bands,  from  Florida  to  Massachusetts.  madrTlirir  landings 
at  points  along  tliesliori\  'J'heir  lii'st  concern  was  a  ehiircli  service,  to 
thank  (rod  for  the  free  air  they  at  last  \V(;i'(!  jiermitted  to  breathe. 
These  lillle  colonies  sometimes  m'tcrly  perished  frcmi  the  earth,  but 
ihei'e  were  others  to  take  liicir  plaees  and  carry  (Ui  llw  i)attle  against 
savai^cry.  What  oiUls.  apiiareiit  ly.  were  against  tlimii  in  this  contest, 
and  yet,  how  I  liese  feeble  beu'iniiiiigs  havi'  so  i|iiirkl\-  couipn'red  inid 
ovt'rrun  the  continent !  The  sav;ig(.i  man  and  beast,  s!ckm?ss  in  its 
multiple  form  of  new  and  slraiig(^  diseases,  the  absence  of  all 
resources  to  help  the  grim  and  hardy  old  pioiu.'crs,  were  s(.)ine  of  the 
obstacles  that  they  set  about  overi^oming. 

The  eireumstances  reipiired  religious.  e;iniest,  lii'ave  and  hardy 
men,  and  such  they  were  supremely.  Tiiey  were  made  to  want 
freedom  because  of  their  cruel  ]ierseeutioiis  at  the  hands  of  their 
fcllow-ma.n.  Such  an  age  would  naturally  create  a  n<'w  and  distinct 
ra.ce  of  men.  because  man  adjusts  himself  to  his  environments,  and 
herein  in  this  victory  over  the'  vnst  wihh.'rness  was  t h"  victoiy  of  all 
mankind,  and  it  has  given  us  tin?  historical  era  in  the  movements,  the 
advances  and  reccjils  of  the  human  mind. 

These  people  had  their  strong  i)reindiees  and  mastrring  su]ier- 
stitions,  and  perhaps,  in   their  tinnes  and  ciri'iimstatices,  it  were  best  it 
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should  1)0  so.  Tlu'V  caiiir  IVoin  tlir  (  )i(l  World  where  these  lhiii->  wei'c 
iiUreiiclied  in  the  de('|i  and  lio|)eleSf;  iL;iioi'aiice  of  the  masses.  Tliev 
wei'c  the  lir>l  ])eo])le  in  the  world  who  m  moral  allaii-s  looked  [o  (-iod, 
and  in  al!  else  locked  to  lhems(dves.  Sell-rejiaiu'e  and  those  iiohler 
(]ualities  of  a  iiohlei'  maiiiKxid  could  only  cdiiie  of  siieli  a  school. 
\Vitli  energies  ever  ah'rl,  and  sinises  whetted  to  llie  keenest  edee,  they 
slept  upon  their  arms,  and  IVom  the  (•'■adie  t(.)  the  venerahh'  ui'andsire 
everyone  learned  to  do  pi(•]^et  duly  o\  er  his  own  lile.  'idieir  lives  are 
the  "evidence  that  the  hiehest  iiossihle  ac(piii'(mieiu  of  a  people  is  that 
sell'-i'elianee  and  i-ohust  maidiood  that  (piails  hehn'e  in^tiiiiiii'  that  is 
mortal. 

This  was  the  tJi'st  locjscnin^'  movement  of  men  of  those  honds  that 
l)oum.l  our  renn^test  ancestors  to  the  pjiml  faith  and  adoration  of  their 
Icings  or  rulers— that  species  of  mitional  feti(;h  loi'  iln.'stupid  or  hi'Utal- 
l)oi'n  IduL;- — which  grew  np  in  all  imnrs  Icarts.  and  ihat  ^eenn'd  to  mul- 
tiply as  the  j'oyal  master  desciMided  m  the  scale  of  life.  AVhether  it 
Were  the  new-iioiai  l>al)e--a  lit  tie.  aidma  I  ed  hundle  uf  S'-rofula  or  iidier- 
ited  hlood  <liNease—oi'  whet  her  it  we'e  some  coai-se  moiistei',  a  moral 
leper,  iiliot  or  madnnm,  it  was  all  the  same:  he  was  theii-  mitional 
fetich,  and  the  meanei'  he  was.  it  seems,  the-  more  sacred  he  lie.'ame. 

'I'hc'  hrst  ai'i'ivals  on  American  sod  that  came  here  f(jr  liomeN  and 
liavens  fi'.nn  the  cruelties  they  jiad  left  helund,  m)  douht.  weie  Init 
little  a  ware,  eilhei'  of  tiie  |iermaiienl  etlects  to  cume  of  thi-ii'  movc-- 
ment.  or  of  the  dee])  c-au-es  that  impelle,!  tii-m.  Indeed,  they  felt 
that  their  loyally  to  the  king  was  unaiiaied.  'i"hald^  G<n\,  in  this  one 
thing  they  Ijiiilded  hetter  than  they  knew;  otherwise  we  \\duM  have 
had  no  IJevolut  ioii,  no  Washington  or  I'atrick  Jleniy.  no  liheral  ing  (jf 
men"s  ndnds  and  hodies  fiom  the  ciai''!  thrall  of   liie  dreaiy  ]iasl, 

'Jdie  I'esniis  tiiat  come  as  the  elleets  of  men's  lives  are  the  only 
tests  hy  which  we  I'an  measure  the  great  and  small.  A\'hen  we  add  to 
tins  test  a  consideration  (d'  the  I'csom  ees  (vicli'ine  had  at  conunand 
then  in  the  histoiy  (^f  the  race,  where  is  tiiere  a  people  to  compare 
with  the  .\merican  pioneei'^  This  silent  mar  of  the  unhrok^n  soli- 
tude, iiiis  man  of  L;reat  a>'lion  and  of  In  lie  spereh.  this  unwritten  hei'o. 
came  and  went  wiiii  no  ii-uinpci"s  i.lasr  and  hiare.  no  note  of  fame,  no 
shouting  ral.hle  nor  train  of  llatt(-rer,s  indeeil  wi'h  no  other  llioii-ht 
hut  that  he  was  of  im  more  coiiseipieiice  to  the  Liivat  woi'id  at  large 
than  th<'  wild  game  he  i>iii'sued  and  killed;  yet  in  his  givatest  ohscur- 
ity  and  humility  lu;  stood  side  hy  side  with  many  cd'  the  world's  celeh 
ri'ties.  how  incoiiiparahly  would  'he  rise  ahove  them. 

Our  young  school  cliildreii  learn  to  look  with  interest  at  the  rather 
cheap  v/ood-(Mit  in  the  old  school  hook's,  representing  Napoleon  on  his 
white  liorsi>,  his  martial  cdoak-  Ihit teriii-'  in  the  lu'ce/.e.  a^  at  tiie  iiead 
of  his  aiaiiv  he  is  scam  cr,,s^ing  tin;  Ali-s.  lie  is  the  >•  Voiinu- ( 'orsican," 
the  -Jatlle  Corporal"."  tlie  -(ireat  Kinp.M'or."  at  t!ie  he;el  of  his 
invineilih_'  army  and  its  lliittm'ing  eaglis.  on  his  missiiin  of  death  and 
woe.  eoiKjuering  ;ind  siihiimating  the  world  \i\  sword  and  lire.  Kings 
were  his  playthings,  ami  empire  was  his  h(_)ot\'.  It  was  new  and  ple- 
bian  hlood  among  the  ell'ete  and  ncn'veless  royal  inveding  nests  (d'  the 
Old  World.   In  his  earlier  and  the  hetter  part  of  this  waiitlerei's  career 
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the  bluL'st  blood  from  the  loii,i;vst  line  ol'  roy;il  nnreslors  was  no  more 
to  liim  tluin  that  of  the  liumlilest  soldier  (.>f  the  line.  We  can  not  Ixiiow 
the  bounds  of  tliis  man's  original  aml)iti(jn.  WhatewM-  it  was.  liiere  is 
but  little  doubt  lliat  in  tin'ie  it  chaiiyvd,  and  instead  of  bcin.u'  the 
world's  liberator  lie  would  he  its  coiKjiieroi' and  oppressor.  .No  man 
has  ever  vet  met  and  missed  so  ui'eat  an  oppoH  unitv  as  did  Napoleon. 
Iliul  he  (levoled  his  M-eiiius  to  the  true  welfai'e  of  maidand— lihrrated 
them,  and  then  by  his  military  power  foreed  them  to  aceept  the  lii)era- 
tion  and  to  reeasl  their  tlnjui^hts  on  the  snlij<;et  e.r  every  nnin's  riiz-ht 
to  absolute  blierty.  instead  of'di'iving-  to  tlie  one  nu'an  and  low  thine- 
of  beeominu-  tlu_i  u'reat  empe-ror.  of  simitjy  destroying  existing  dynas- 
ties to  siippianl  liiein  with  yi't  mor<'  ernel  oin.'S.  how  dill'ei'ent  miulit 
the  story  of  iMirope  have  been  to  what  it  is  now.  How  i-adieally  dif- 
ferent mii;lit  have'  ix^-en  tin;  meinoiy  <d'  himself  left,  as  the  world's 
legacv.  ll'  this  man  ever  werr  -aeat'^Jie  fell  fr<.m  tiiat  hi^ii  estate, 
ixfrisned  iu'iiobly,  and  is  now  literally  in)thine  to  the  world.  Had 
iS'apoleon  Vxmmi  snioth(M'ed  m  his  eradle,  it  woiiid  have  beiMi  ne)  loss  to 
mankind.  His  hie  was  not  _i:reat.  because  it  was  not  u'ood.  He  eare'd 
onlv  b)r  his  own  au'Lifaiidizeinent,  and  was  indill'erent  as  to  the  cost  to 
ma.id;ind.  Jt  was  ;i  feve'rish.  tnrhuleiiL  life,  endiiiLi-.  a>  it  deserva-d,  in 
wreck  and  i-iiin,  and  the  drunken  I'ari^ian  me.!),  when  it  topple'!  ovi.'r 
the  e'l'cat  maiisoleMiin  that  hel-l  his  ivmaiiis.  weiv  neai'ei'  ;a  ;iceord  with 
the  eternal  litness  of  things  than  were  the  misiak-eii  anthordies  who 
taxed  1h(!  poor  unpaid  lal-oir-i's  of  h'l'aneeto  biuld  t  he  ,-litterin- ol>e- 
lisk.  Then-e  is  ir.aiiy  a  costly  marble  or  --raiiile  pile  slaiidin--  iziiai'd 
over  the  moldering-' remains  of  soun.- of  tiie  world's  nio-^t  eonspuaious 
shams  ami  fi-ands.

No  nnnmments,  mausoleums,  tall  shafts,  halls  or  <^\\'Mi  art  buildings 
have  ever  vet  l)een  reared  to  the  memorv  of  the  onyinal  pioneer^  of 
America.  'The  mo-t  of  them  sleep  in  !oll^-tol•yotten  graves;  in  the 
dci'P  woods,  on  the  mountain  sal. >.  by  the  biiliblnm-  spring,  at  the 
outer  edi:e  of  the  ancient  '■  cS'a  I'in"."  an  \' where  I  hat  was  most,  coin'  'U- 
iiMit.  were  buried  these  men  as  they  fell  with  their  faces  toward  1  he  com- 
mon eiU'invof  civil  izat  ion,  seal  p((rso  <  if  ten  bv  tin'  sava-c.  and  lei  I  totla^ 
wild  animals,  ami  their  scattei'eii  bones  cai-ried  tothedeiisof  ra\emng 
beasts.  TlK'se  heroes  wei'e  standing  picke!--nards  for  the  oncoming 
civilization,  for  us.  and  the  eoaiforts'and  luxuries  we  now  enjoy.  In 
the  ceaseless  struggle  that  was  g<jing  on,  there  was  not  even  time  t(j 
stop  and  mourn  over  the  fallen  l>rave,  but  as  one  W(.nld  go  down  there 
intinuj  were  two  lotake  his  place.  How  far  nobler  were  the  aim  an<l 
end  of  tluise  humble  men'^  lives  than  was  that  of  Napoleon',  liis  was 
tocon(pier,  enslav.'  and  destroy  by  lire  and  sword.  Theirs  was  to 
reclaim,  to  make  us  homes,  to  lift  up  our  ei  vili/.al  ion.  ami  l)ring  peace 
and  ])ermanent  happiness;  to  supplant  savagm'y  with  gentle  intelli- 
gence, and  build  the  empire  of  thought  oV(  r  the  rums  of  brute  force.

It.  is  worth  imj.riiitin^'  on  the  mimls 
ofthe  vonni:-,  ami  should  If  hiazoned  on  the  walls  of  the  sehool-i'ooms.

IJack  in  the  Old  Woi'ld.  its  travails,  its  iierseciit  ions  and  its  l>ioody 
scliO(jls  were  laid  the  pre'pai'alioiis  and  nnilcmu-  iiossdile  North  Amer- 
ica, and  to-day,  here  as  everywhere  ami  in  all  lime,  ai'e  eU'ects  follow- 
ing causes.

They  weri-  young  Frenchmen  \vholiad  conu'  to  or  had  yi'ow  n  up  in  this 
country,  who  upon  the  slighti'st  taste  of  nomadic  life  in  the  wildiU'iiess 
w<u'c  enchanted  l)y  it,  and  they  threw  olf  tiie  stern  morals  of  tli(3 
churchmen  who  wl're  in  conti'olof  (Janada,  and  repelled  by  auslei'ity 
at  liome  ami  allui'ed  by  absolul(i  fi'eedom  toward  tin;  \\ild  wood,  they 
practically  abandoned  civilized  life  and  adopted  that  of  the  wild  man. 
They  ti'aveled,  did  these  bravi;  pioneers,  among  the  1  ndi.ans,  IcariU'd 
their  \vays  of  capturing  game  a  nd  living,  and  these  livave  and  harily

'barlv'can..c>  shot  a.roimd  the  beads  of  the  r.vers,  llo:iird  alon-  the  cur- 
rents of  the  smallei'  streams,  or  w.u'e  earned  ,)ver  tlie  porta-'e  heiv  and 
ther.':  they  struck  into  the  daric  old  woods,  scaled  the  steepest,  inlls  a  nd 
l)ass(.Ml  ov/m'  t.he  tallest  mountains,  and  to  every  tribe  .and  Imlian  villaec 
Ihev  ti'av(ded  ami  weri;  welcomed  foi' t  he  briuht.  I  lankets  and  iire  waiei' 
that  they  <.'Xcliauged  for  pells  and  furs.  Sailor-Iik-e,  these  voyagers  in  th(> 
woods  ma.ri'icd  sipiaws  withgr(>at,  impai'tialify  in  nearly  every  tribe 
and  village  after  the  Indian  fasliion,  'i'he  Indian  law  refjuired  the 
purcha,se  of  wives  b)i-  an  aiii' I  time,  ami  these  roliieI<ing  vonng  out- 
laws no  doubt  oft(m  U>v  a.  sin^■|e  coloivd  glass  bead  coniplete'd  the  wed- 
ding tra.h;  for  as  nciuv  dav.s"'  ;is  tJiev  would  remain  t  iMdin-'  at  that 
particailai'  place.  Thev  in  tinm  could  eipial,  it'  not  excel,  the  Indian  in 
making  the  light  can. m\  ai\d  then  in  handling  il  on  t  he  wat  er.  They 
were  expeil  hnntei's  and  marksiiHUi  with  the  long  old-style  match-lock' 
guns,  and  thev  coidd  nndc(>    and  use  the    bow  ami  arrow.     They  spoke 
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tlun'  could  readily  by  sig-us  make  their  wants  understood  Ijy  tlie 
sti-angers.

unlcnown  land.  They  would  load  their  nuiocs  with  the  litl  !e  provision

His  ideal  was  that  animal 
life  ty  pilled  in  the  sci'eaiiiin--  ea-'le  of  the  cra-s.  oi'  I  he  sprin-  of  the 
striped  tie-er,  whose  sid't  fooV  had  carried  T  in  i'each(d' its  unsnspectiiie- 
prey. 

The  nien-ed  and  weathei' heaten  pioe.eer,  h(!  or  his  ance^for.s  had 
fled  from  tvi'anny  and  reli-ioiis  •pei'secut ions,  seveivly  austere  toward 
his  own  real  or  iniaii,'iiiar\'  faults,  welco'ninc' a  n  v  inilecli<ui  that  would 
onlv  purifv,  as  hv  lire. 'his  soul,  and  lleeiu-  fi^nili  tlu.'  pmsecutoi'  of  the 
hoiiv.  he  (•reclcddils  altars  to  a  (h.d  thai  was  simidy  inappeasa  hie.  not 
(,nlv  for  his  own  sins,  hut  icr  the  \■lcMil|^•  to  tmni4  alioii  of  ihejirst 
nioiher  .d'  the  human  race,  and  this  iie  nida  It.aancly  heheved  "  hroii-hl 
denlh  into  the  woi'ld  and  all  oiii'  woe."'  This  crealniv  of  curious  con- 
tradiclions,  while  over-exacJ  iim'   toward    himself,  ainl    W(dc(miinn'    any 
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aiul  ;ill  seir-iiillicted  sti'ifes,  s]e})t  on  ]iis  ariiis  I'ui'  ;iiiylliiiii;'  mortal  tliat 
(hu'cd  to  iiitiinnte  an  ui)])i-uacl)  (mi  Ins  l•eli^il)us  fii;'Iits  or  ItVliel's — vicld- 
iiio'  all  [o  his  God,  lie  would  yield  iiolliiiin-  to  niivonc  oi'  aiivthiiiu-  (.|s(\ 
He  would  put  a  padlock  on  Ins  u'outJi,  that  it  iiii,i;;lit  not  ".s])cak''  evil, 
and  his  vei'v  tliou<^jits  in  the'  siorjvs,  th;it  he'  nii^hl  iiol  think  evil- 
silence  and  di'eanis  of  the;  L;-'ioi-ies  of  hea\'en  ;i  Itenui  t  in,u-  with  the  ,i;-fo;uis 
and  (julrries  of  the  danuu'd,  and  eyes  dosed  te)  iill  (''ai'thly  thii7-s,  he 
even  ti'ied  to  conli'ol  the  strou;^'  iiii|Mdses  of  his  heart  in  "its  love  for 
wife  or  children  in  the  fear  that  (lod  woidd  he  |e;i!ous  and  niiuht  hkist 
forever  his  soul  with  a  frown.  And  from  the'depths  .,f  his^'rouhled 
life  he'  would  cry  out  tliiit  he  e(ad.l  do  Tiothiu-  to  |.|e;ise  (iod-th;it  ho 
was  uttei'ly  unwoi'thy  and  totally  wielccd  ;  ihiil  iiis  whole  inheritance, 
throUL;h  ;i  lliou>;iud  ;incest<ns.^  w  a-^  sin,  ami  it  woidd  he  !uil  a  su[U'eme 
nnu'cy  in  his  Maker  to  east  him  mit  for<'Ver.  ]],.  inv.-nted  his  own 
peiiaiie.',  inlliete.l  his  own  judemi.iits,  cloliii'd  himself  in  sack-cloth  and 
ashes,  and  linal!\-  coiisiyiied  himselfas  the  onI\-  iuerc\'  he  deser\-ed  l(j 
the  endless  tnrtures  .,f  hell. 

1'his  was  the  fii-'ilive,  the  waif  east  upon  the'  liouhled  waters,  that 
came  fi'oiii  the  Old  'o  I  he  New  ill  the  hunt  i,\'  re'li-i,,us  lilie'i'lv  and  a 
lunne.  riiki-mpl  and  unwashed,  r.,uo'h  and  storm  heaten,  with  hMi--, 
hush\-  hair,  and  iii  iiis  leather  jerkdn,  this  apparit  i^  .11  stond  Iielore  the 
savam's  of  the  valley  of  the  Siisipiehaiiiia,,  rille  in  hand,  one  loot  thrown 
lj(doi'e  the  other,  l.raeed.  erect,  his  Iceen  eye  directed  straii^lit  into  the 
^vild  man's  soul;  therr;  he  had  put  his  heavy  foot  deiwn.  aiid  tlie  fjuick 
instinct  of  the  savae'e  told  him  never  to  lalce  it  up  ayain.  'J'he  wild 
man  struck  Jik-e  the  coileil  snak(;;  the  ci'ack  of  the  wiiile  man's  I'illc 
echoed  through  the  old  I'oivst  trees  ami  sliiled  the  seri)ent's  I'atlle 
forever. 

The  lirst  hahit.ition  was  an  opene<ld'ace(!  hrush  house,  if  such  a 
tiling  can  lie  called  a  house'  at  all.  It  was  ijctwceii  two  trees  standing 
close  togethei'-  a  pole  across,  and  leaned  against  this  was  hriisli, 
bramhle  and  leaves  piled  on  ;  two  wings  projecied  from  the  ends  sitiii- 
larly  constructed,  and  the  whole  front"  opmi.'a.ml  lieie  \v;is  the  camp 
lire.  Tiie  furniture  was  a  ]«ile  of  dry  lea \es  on  one  si.le  of  this  luai-h 
dwelling.  This  was  rather  a  poor  protec-i  ion.  \et  t  here  was  a  t  ime 
when  it  has  lieen. all  some  of  ihe  earliest  pioneers  had  during  their 
lirst  long  winter  in  llieremot(.>  wilderness.  They  possihly  had  simplv 
wint(M'cd  there  inlcudiiig  to  resume  t  heir  journey  when  warm  weather 
came.  S(_imetimes  they  thus  camped,  wait  iiig  tie'  fall  of  the  high 
waters  in  the  stream.  Tli(?se  advanc(,'  couriers  of  i'i\uli/.ation  were 
encumhered  willi  no  cam])  e(piipage:  the  old  liea.vv  rilh'.  ;m(l  the 
hunting  k-nife,  and  the  few  leather  t'loilies  they  wore  wei'e  ;dl  l  he\- 
had.  Then,  too,  they  may  have  reached  the  01113'  spot  in  the  wildci'- 
ness  they  had  traveled  so'fa.r  to  lind.  -lust  there  a  stream  or  a  spring 
of  sweet  water,  the  giant  trees  extending  Iheir  strong  protecting 
arms,  and  the  ahiindant  e\'idences  of  game'  on  eveiy  hand  max-ha.vt,' 
heeii  the  determining  cause,  or.  as  was  often  the  case.  Ii\'iim'  awav 
hack  in  Ma.-.sachiiselts  or  Couiieet  i<ait,  the  young  man  had  mi't 
some  hunter  and  trapper,  and  had  made  eager  iiKiuiries  as  to  where 
lie    could    liml    the    best    place  In    the    new    country,  and  the  hunter 
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IkuI  niapi)L'd  out  to  Iiis  luiiul  the  loiiu-  ru;ul  to  tli;it  ]KU'ti<'ular  spot. 
How  he  would  juirsiK'  a  certain  course,  guided  l,v  llie  sun  and 
the  iN'orlh  Star,  or  ihe  uioss  on  tlie  trees,  and  just  \viiere  he  wonhl 
cross  cei'tain  I'ivers  and  stivanis.  and  I'ollnw  tiiese  to  such  a  point, 
then  (h^Hect  b>  tlu;  right  or  left  am]  sli'ila-  a  cei'tain  prairie,  ami 
after  a  while  he  would  pass  a,  mound  or  a  i(jiie  tree,  and  then  in 
the  hlue'  distance  a  l)oinl  of  tiinher.  and  IVom  that  another  pniut, 
and  then  foi'  days  and  days  upon  ihe  piairic  s.'a,  and  aiiain  reach- 
ing the  tiniho'  another  si  ream,  and  IuIImw  up  that  I  o  where  a  ci'cek 
or  arm  em])tied  iuto  it.  thence  up  tliat  ^ireuin.aiid  a  sm;i  11  praii'ie, 
and  a  gro\e,  ami  then  on  and  on  to  the  tiniher  iimi  stream-  agmn,  and 
licre  ii  spi'ing  woidd  be  reachetl— a  natural  cainiung  place  jmd  ])(■!'- 
liaps  tlie  (Mid  of  the  long  jouriK'y,  ;in(!  to-da\'  his  grandchildren  horn 
on  the  old  farm  whcr«!  he  lirst  stopped  and"  put  up  his  brush  house 
may  not  know  or  be  able  to  llnd  the  spring  that  "was  his  objective 
point  when  he  so  bi'avely  started  fi'om  his  old  pmiieer  fat  liei'"s'  h(jnie 
III  the  east.  The  brush  covei'ing  ])rotecti(i  him  somewhat  from  tin; 
iiK'lemenl  I'lements,  the  lire  in  front  sei'ved  a  double  purpose  it 
warmed  and  di'ied  him  wh.^n  wet  or  cold,  imd  kept  a wa v  the  lierce 
wild  animals  that  other\Nl>;e'  woidd  have  attacke'd  and  devour-d  him. 
If  during  llie  ninht  it  burne.l  low.  the  screams  of  the  jianl  her  or  t  he 
liowls  of  the  clo<e-coming  wolves  wi^uld  admonish  himtothi'owa 
b'W  stieks  c,n  tie;  lire,  or  sometime,  amuse  himself  bv  lirin-  at  the 
eyes  of  the  beast  that  w:is  so  iieai'  him  ihal  its  -■learning  e\-(;balls 
inalce  an   excelhmt  target. 

'J'Ih;  lirst  months  of  this  man's  life  weic  piis.M-d  in  the  nio>t  primitiv(; 
manner,  lie  pi',..(Mireil  fond  by  his  rill-,  supplenienled  wilh  the  natni'a! 
fruits  and  berries  of  the  '.voods.  leaininw-  lo  ,..;!t  ma  n  \-  of  the  I'oois  he 
could  dig.  He  neighboivd  much  with  the  imhaiis. 'and  <,fien  got  of 
Ihi'in  some  of  tiieii-  coarse  imderials  h.r  niakin-  breach  Tim  om; 
chief  depnvailon.  ])oih  to  him  and  ihe  Indians,  was  the  want  of  salt, 
'idiis  no  doubt  was  the  one  luxury  of  w  hieh  he  would  often  dii/am  that 
he  had  left  behind  him  when  heveiitured  out  from  civilization.  Kai'lv 
in  the  .-prill-  he  washunimg  in  the  woods  for  tlie  wiM  onions  tha"t 
are  amon^'  the  lirst  to  piish  iheir  -iwn  stems  above  the  soil,  and  in 
the  wild  .sheep  s.U'l'el  he  P.mid  t  he  delieioii,.  ;ua<l  that  his  svstem  so 
miieh  needed,  then  the  May-api)les,  and  then  the  lierries.  'the  paw- 
paws, the  nuts  and  wild  -r,ipL-s.  the  buds,  the  baric  of  cerlain  trees, and 
at  ac(n'tain  lime  in  spring  ;  he  top  j-oot  of  the  voimg  hickoi'w  wei'e  all 
in  theii'  turn  within  his  reach,  and  were  ulilizell. 

Tills  was  the  hi'st  little  wave,  the  imnu'diat.'  bncruniier  of  the 
I'ound  log  cabin.  Ho  had  soon  learned  many  of  the  Indian  wa\s.  and 
their  expedients  in  emergencies.  He  was  a  deiiionslration  of  the  fad 
that  a  civilized  man  will  learn  t(j  he  a  wild  man  in  less  than  a  lifteenth 
<d'  the  time  ii  wdll  take  to  teach  a  savage  to  become  civih/.ed,  or  to 
like  any  of  the  wa.ys  and  Imbils  of  civilized  life.  Had  he  forgotten  to 
think  i>[  this  lonely,  silent  hfe^  He  would  visit  his  distant  imighbors 
in  their  wigwams,  appi'oaching  as  (piietlv  as  thev.  enter  with  a 
grunt,  seat  him.self,  light  his  pipe,  and  all"  would  si't  and  smoke  in 
silence.     An  occasional  uriiut  or  a  nod  of  the  hc:id.  but  Jiever  a    smile;

He 
learned  to  ,^-o1o  the  (h'er  hcdv's,  as  liad  liio  Iiuhans,  I'oi'  oilier  pui'pnses 
as  well  as  those  of  linding-  the  dcier  there  and  shooting  them,  lie  had 
learned  to  [iiitl  certain  clays  that  the  savages  ate.  Jle  soon  knew  as 
much  of  wild  woods  life  as  did  the  natives. 

C)ne  (lav,  late  in  the  sprini;-,  while  huntiti.L;;.  he  niei  an  Indian,  who 
startled  Idni  with  the  news  that  a,  i-aledaerd'Hei-lihoi'  had  eonie  and 
actually  had  settled  as  mvir  as  lifleiMi  miles  np  the  ereelc.  This  was 
tiie  most  astounding'  uews  he  had  evei' heard.  ()nly  lifte<.'ii  uiih's — 
whv,  this  is  settling  i-ight  in  mv  do<ii'-yard.  and  m^t  so  inneh  as  ev<_M"i 
saying,  liy  your  leave  !  Can  it  he  possihh' ^  I  ean"t  stand  too  much 
ci-()wding.'  lie-  (|iiils  the  ehasc,  and  i'eturns  straight  \<)  his  eahin.  i-ooks 
and  eats' his  supper,  and  sits  on  his  log  and  smokes  and  thinks,  yes, 
aelually  tliinlcs,  lili  his  hcird  fairly  swims  nver  the  day's  uews.  "lie 
goes  to  hi'd  and  sh'c-ps  and  di^anis,  and  millions  wf  people  are  pouring 
'into  his  ealiin,  and  hehiml  them  still  comes  the  eternal  stieam  /.f 
humanity,  laughing,  crying,  sliouting,  strnggiing,  aiul  the  great  wave 
is  n])on  him,  and  he  is  iieing  suKilheriMl.  when,  with  a  mighty  cHoi'l.  Ik? 
wakes,  and  the  owls  are  hootinii'  fi'om  the  1 1'e'eiops.  and  the 'wolves  are 
howliu-  hevond  his  cahin  their' mighty  hillal.ies.  AtuI  he  is  so  tiiaidc- 
fid  it  i.->  hat  a  ilream.  hut  he  a-ain  tliinks  mvci'  the  news,  and  lina  lly 
dcLeianines  on  iIm'  morning  he  will  go  and  \  isil  his  near  neighhor  and 
mak'e  his  acpwaintani'e,  and  turns  (iver  on  his  ilvy  lea\es  and  is  oiice 
nH)r(!  soiiiul  asleep. 

Jle  [lays  the  visit  the  next  ihiy.  aud  his  sudden  and  sti'aTige  a])|)ear- 
an(;e  is  nearly  as  gi-eat  a  sui'prisc  to  the  newcomers  as  was  the  news  to 
him  thedav  heh>re.  He  linds  the  num  Inisv  chopping;-,  and  f(.)r  the  last 
mile  ha<l  heeu  -uided  hy  the  ring  <d' thi"  ax,  aml'seated  on  the  log, 
tlu;y  tell  each  olher  the  latest  iu:ws  fi'om  the  ^elt  I(".nents  and  i'rou\  llu; 
wigwam  villages.  Tii..' lU'W  neighhm'  tidls  him  thai  he  and  wd'e  had 
come  (Ui  loot  i'rom  \'(M'1iioiU,  aud  had  aia'i\-ed  some  weeks  ago,  and  did 
iu)t  k-r,ow  ihat  thev  had  a  while  ueiLddior  wiliiin  a  hundred  uules.  He 
descrihed  how  he  iiad  carried  the  nlle.  the  ax  aud  the  few  little  tlrn-s, 
thc\'  had  hroiedil.  and  Ins  wife  earned  ihc  hoe.  ih.'  oiil\  farmiu-  im- 
plei'ncnl  thev  had,  and  hung  on  the  In-eover  her  shonhhn'  was  ihe 
small  hundlc' of  hci'  <'arth!y 'ipossessions  ;  that,  they  had  heard  (,f  the 
rich  counliy  in  t he  Sus(|uehauua  valley,  and  hail  go't  man'ie.laiid  started 
J'oi'  tin'  e-oo'd  countr\-,  wliere  ti;e\'  could  mak-etlieii-  liome  and  their 
farm,  and  in  lime  hojted  to  ha  v(' .a,  plenl  v  ;  1  hev  ha<l  planted  l  he  1  wo 
or  (hive  potatoes,  tlu"  half  do/eu  pumpkin'  seeds'  and  the  lew  hilU  of 
corn,  and  the  lirst  year  they  hoped  to  i-aise  some  seed.  The  gun,  the' 
ax,  an  auger  and  the  hoe  were  tln'ir  maia'iage  dowci'  w'thwhieh,  to 
start  life.'  'I'hey  had  brought  a  lew  triid;cls,  and  on  their  way  had 
exchanged  these  for  some  skins  and  furs,  that  were  so  lU'ecssary.  Tin.' 
man  and  wife  had  put  up  the  rounddog  (or  pole)  cahin,  and  covci'cil  it 
■with  hark.  It  had  sim|)ly  a  dor.i'  for  entrance,  and  a  stick-andiund 
chinmey — no  lloor,  except  such  as  natui'e  had  made,  hut  here  ami 
there  was  laid  a  ilried  sldn,  ami  in  one  corner  the  man  had  made  a  one- 
legged  bedstead,  and  crossed  this  with  rawdnde  w  hangs  to  sniiport 
the  t)cddingof  skins,     it  is  made  Ijv  nuiking  the  (Uic  leg,  and  then   in 
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tJie  coi'iicv  111'  till,'.  riKiui  ytni  lioi'c  a  IkiIc  iii.cuch  wall;  ou''  of  thrsi': 
holes  I'ccrivcs  the  side  raii  IVoiu  the  p-ist.  ;;ii(i  the  iiihcr  n-cfi\cs  ihe  md 
rail  IVoiii  the  same  post.  'File  two  \va  Us  of  the  huildini;- loiaii  Iheotlici' 
side  and  end  of  the  hed,  and  iheiv  vni  have  it  lit  lor  a  kin- I  if  the 
I'lind  is  eontenl.  Upon  these  pi'iniil  i\e  heds  ol'  oiii'  I'at  hers  has  eonn; 
as  sweet  repose  as  ever  lonnd  its  way  wit  hin  palace  \\alls,  and  on  tli(! 
u-reat  mahouanv  teeste)'  li-dsleads  diape(l  ill  silks  and  satins  and  the 
i'ostliesL   laees.  ' 

The  small  '•eh.'ariny  and  -'irdlin-"  was  planled  hy  the  wife  most- 
ly, whih;  the  iinni  lelled  tives^  tdiopi)ed  lo^■^  and  -athere'd  and  l)Ui'iied 
the  fallen  timir'r.  The  wife  worked  with  llie  heavy  ho,-,  and  the  man 
with  the  ax  and  ^ain.  'J'he  few  seeds  they  planted  ^rew  ar  a  reinark- 
al)!e  rate,  and  now  tln'y  had  in  store  a' litt  l(>  hn.'ad,  a  few  \-eL;-elaliles 
and  a'aindar-ee  of  meat.  1 1  is  ^nn  and  I  rajrs  had  liroiii^ht  1  in'in  meat 
and  fur  and  feathers,  and  luniev  thev  had  hMind  in  ahundaiie.'  m  ihe 
forests.  r,elV)|-e  the  yra>'  had  expiivd  thev  made  a  i-afl.  and  loaded  it 
with  their  sloi'es,  ami  went  to  the  1  radinu'' post,  and  exehanueil  honey, 
fill's  and  iielts  for  such  ma  nnfactinvd  ai'ticle-sas  lliey  needed,  and  am- 
miinition  and  salt.  They  had  eiionnh  to  laiy  a  pony  of  the  Indians, 
and  h\'  Ihr  second  \(?ar  Wi-\'ij  farmiiiij-  in  i^real  coiilem. 

Ihn  a  few  vears  have  parsed,  and  ihehnid  hc-iiis  lo  he  dolled  w;th 
lo-  cahlns.  that  is.  .w.  ry  few  mile,,  on  the  wav  coiild  he  s<mmi  in  the 
dislance  the  hliie  (MirliHL:- '.^moke  la/.ily  ascendine-  from  Ihi'.^e  outside, 
low.  mud-aml-slick  ehimiievs.  This,  mew.  is  the  e'loiioiis  loe-calun  day 
and  a^-i".  Let  lis  examine  oiu',  and  if  we  can,  seeiiic  the  shadow  ere 
the  siihstaiice  has  eiiiie  f' 'ri'Ver.

Von  will  notice 
as  you  appro:i(di  t  hat  to  voiii'riehi  and  near  the  end  of  the  caluii.  hiil 
some  feet  in  front  of  a  Ihh'  with  the  I'roiil  of  the  house,  is  a  veiw 
small  cahin,  a  kind  of  hahvlo  tli(>  mam  hnildln-.  This  istln'mea't 
lioiise.  The  lord  of  the  m.-Mior  isevidentl\'  a,  htlle  iiroiid  of  this  lai'der, 
and  hence  it  sets  a  little  m  front  <if  the' line  of  t  lie  d  welline.  it  he- 
speaks  for  him  a  edod  pr'.)vider,  •'and  jiiicx'  hams  and  vi'il  ■jr:iv\'." 
ealori!.  k'arlhcr  o'lk  there  you  see  the  st'ahh'S  rnvryt.l  with  straw,  and 
the  stacks  of  e-rain  and  ha  v,  and  o\'er  there  in  a  hmu'  rack  made  of 
rails  ci-ossimI  over  a  pole  a'hoiit  two  h'el  hie-h,  lillcd  with  straw,  and 
ahout  the  premises  are  cows  and  calves,  and  hofses  with  hniL;'  hair 
and  ijushy  manes  and  lails.  ami  ra/,or-hack  ho^s.  the  lareest  parts 
ajipareiitly  the  head,  from  their  Ion-  snouts.  On  i'Vi-vy  hii'nd  there 
:ir(i  evidcncesof  plenty  and  content.  I'nII  the  latch  ami  walk'  in  whei'e 
u  lieartv  and   chcerv  welc'onie   will    lirccf    von,   even  the   Icam-liaired 
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curs  will  "IvivydU  u  deep-moutlu'd  welcome,"  tliaL  will  lie  stopped 
only  l.)y  the  :iuliioritative  voice  ul'  the  lua.stL'r.  Tiie  wild  lihi/.iiig  lii'e, 
extending'  tieai'ly  aei'oss  tlie  whole  end  ol'  the  liuiis(\  atlds  l<j  the  l)i-i^hl- 
ness,  and  tlie  iron  hLrd-lani|).  witii  a  I'ag  for  a  wielc,  the  leeeiit  i;reat 
improvement  on  the  scraped  tiinup  that  did  duty  as  a  lamp,  you  hardly 
notice  as  it  luirns  away  sluek  in  a,  craelc  in  one  of  the  loi;s.  'Jdu,'  i^ood 
wife  and  the  sti'oiiL!,-  and  i'ed-cheeh'e(l  yirls  are  pi'eparini;'  the  eveiniiL;'

in  ])hR-''.  That  is  her  coi'uer,  on  lici'  low  stool  whei-e  for  yeai's  and 
Years  she  has  knit  and  knit  ami  kiut.  in-ver  stopping,  ^ven  when  she 
told  of  wIkui  she  was  a  little  girl,  and  often  lived 'in  the  foil  when  .he 
Indians  would  go  nuirauding  over  the  land.  .\t  the  (liier  end  of  tiie 
1-1x21)  room  are  two  l)eds  standing  end  to  end.  with  handy  I'oom  for  a 
person  to  scjueeze  between  them.  (  )n  these  are  such  fat  hie-h  ]'eath(  r 
l)eds,  and  over  the^e  such  gaydigured  red  and  light  (igured  wo(,len 
covei'lels.  'Idiese  were  woven  awa\'  hack'  in  the  old  setl  leiiients.  Siieh 
gorgL>ous  ligures,  souielinies  eagles  with  ouisl  retched  wings,  or  hoises 
and  dogs  or  bullaloes,  and  even  in  a  srjnai-e  in  one  coi'i'.er  were  elabo- 
rate attempts  at  letters,  but  A\]iieli  as  you  iii'Ver  could  see  exactly 
right  sid.e  up  vou  coukl  never  read.  A  e-a\-  calico  "  vallance "'  hung 
around  the  Icusofthe  bedstead,  and  vou  l^now  that  these  hide  umlei'

Opposite  the,  door,  whicii  stood  open  nearly  the  year  round  except 
at  niuht,  is  the  \\indow,  the  half  of  two  ol'  the  lo^x  cni  awaw  makine- 
a.  h(.)le  a  llllh^ovei'a  b.ot  wide  and  two  b'ct  long,  ami  the  light  comes 
through  greased  paper  that  covered  the  opening.  The  Ih.jor  was  of 
putudieon — s|)litlogs;  the  face  dressed  down  nicely  with  an  axe.  and 
tiic  edges  tolei'ably  straight,  but  cracks  fretpieut.  'On  ih.e  walls  hung 
strings  of  sage,  onion  tops  and  a  beautiful  wi'cath  of  njil  ])epper.

Tliis  was  tli'.'ir  (livssiiii;--c:iso, 
and  on  t'lif  liari'cl  wci'c  \v(M'c  combs,  I'ililiDiis  and  t i'inl<cts,  and  1x5 
iVanied  iinrnir  \\\[n<x  ui'accl'iilly  aJiin-c  the  d  ri'ssiiiy  cas(i  ai;'aiiist  the 
waU.  lliU,  leaving- 1  lie  jii'ivacy  of  tli(^  yil■L-^■  |)i'ivalt'  ruoiii  we  go  liclow 
ai;-ain.  and  soon  we  discover  ilial  wr  had  oveidoolccd  soiiie  of  {he  most 
interestinc'  thinn's  in  the  hviui;;  foom.  In  the  wooden  racks  over  tlie 
(hjor  wrro  the  two  ^nns  of  thi,'  fannly.  and  liani^'ini;  from  either  end  <d' 
tliesc  ra.ci<s  tlie  jionch  nnich'  of  sjiotted  faAvn  sldns.  and  the  hu'yr  jiow- 
<\cr  horns  witli  the  Hat  end.  wooden  pcys  in  th(>  small  end  tiial  the 
hnnti'i'  ahva\'s  [iidled  out  \\  llh  ids  teeth  wlieii  lie  woidd  jionr  out  the 
powder  in  loadiii-'.  'idie  wonn^ii  were  as  jtioud  of  their  hoiiseliojd 
utensils  as  the  men  of  their  new  huckskin  hiintinu'  shirts  or  their  nuns, 
andchhd'  anion-  these  was  th- ced.n.  "•  |)in,,n."  'I'liis  was  a  hiayhtV  ivd, 
imMliiini-si/.ed  iiu"lvet.  with'  one  of  the  slaves  hm^aiul  hnaiied  into  ;i 
handle.  Tlie  hrooni  stood  handv  just  outside.  'l'his  was  ma<le  of  a 
yoimn' liickory  split  up  into  small  strips  and  turned  over  graeefidly 
and  ti''d  in  a.  wisp.  l'\>i-  many  years  after  we  had  the  nKJch^ai  hrooins 
these  wei'i^  still  to  he  seen  in  eV(,-iy  house,  and  were  the  sei-uh  hrooms. 
I!ut.  snppei' is  now  ready  and  sleaminy  hot,  the  dislies  are  seiidini^-

The  old  billcs  have  their  verv  tall  leather  be<l  in  the  main 
oi'  living  room,  but  iindei'  it  is  1  iiC  triimile  bed.  a.-  tbeiv  is  pi'obably 
another  under  evi'ry  bed  in  the  hoii^e.  and  alMnai-li  the  iiunibei'  of 
beds  has  greatly  increased,  if  thei'c-  is  eoni|)any  to., lay  all  night,  (his 
will  necessitate '"  pa  lli'ts  "  on  the  Hooi'.  'riiiU'c  is  still  th'e  gi'eat  wi<l.- fiiv- 
])!ace  and  the  cheerful  opi.'ii  lire,  and  if  it  is  winter,  every  eveibng  just 
l)efore  dark  a  new  back-log  i,-,  rolled  in  with  liands|iik-es  .and  into  its 
])lace,  and  a  ••  fort -stick'  '"  (piite  as  large  as  one  man  can  handle  is  placed 
on  the  short  heavy  dog-ii'(,ns.  Ihit  a  second  and  smallei' l.iaclc-log  is  on 
top  (»f  the  main  o'ne,  and  then  the  ._;r''al  yawning  lireplace  is  soon  full 
of  the  bright,  bla./.ing  lire.  .\  banging  (-raue  is'heiv  as  well  as  in  the 
kitchen  lire-place'.  In  l  he  same  \-ard  is  still  the  old  round-log  cabin 
where  the  familv  lived  bid'mv  the  new  Inmse  was  built.  This  is  now 
the  loom-house."  1 1  is  also  Iinnbeivd  up  with  baiavis  an.bbo.xes  and 
l)ilesof  truck  and  hoes,  tools,  and  probably  tliei'"  is  still  a  bed  in  il. 
The  people  arc  now  weariui:-  luiiue made  clolhm-,  and  here  the  u'lrls 
defll\'  weave  I  lio.^e  bri-ht  biise\s  with  t  heir  brieht  !■■.  d,  u  liileand  black 
stripes. 

On  tin ter  walls  of  tli(>  loom-house  were  now  strelchcd  the  coon 

and  possum  skins,  and  the  i-oof  was  used  to  '.\y\'  apples  and  peaches  in 
the  bill  of  the  N'car;  and  in  this  lumber  house,  "tied  in  sack's  and  hang- 
ing from  the  cross  beams  wer.;  the  gai'deii  seeds,  the  bundles  of  sage, 
bonesct,  onion  lops,  and  the  di'ied  j)Uiiipkin  on  poles,  on  wliiidi  wei'e 
placed  the  rings  as  thickly  as  j-ossibl.-.  The  barrel  of  kraut  stood  with 
its  liea,v\'  weights  on  it  in  (.me  cornel'  of  the  kilclimi,  and  by  the  side 
of  the  lireplace  was  the  huge  d\e-p(_>t,  and  on  this  a  wooden  cover,  and 
this  was  often  woiai  smooth,  being  a  handy  seat  by  the  lire.  Even 
stories  were  told,  that  seated  on  this  there  had  been  much  "sparking" 
done  bcbji'e  the  older  girls  were  all  married  oil'.  "When  a  young 
man  visited  a  girl,  or  b)r  that  niatlei'  .a  widower  or  l)a(  hdor  '])aiil  any 
marked  atteiitimi,  it  was  iinivei'sally  called  "sparkin." 

This    hewed-log    hoiisij    was    sometimes    neatly    weatherboarded, 
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pamtcil  :m(l  had  ;l  neat  ])nvk  cliiimi-'V.  and  you  could  not  vcit  readily 
tell  it  lV(Mn  a  I'ranic  house.  Here  ei:ii(hvn  wei'c  lunai.  yrcw  to  nmtui'it  v, 
married  and  coinini.'nci>d  hie  nearly  in  their  oin'-ro(jni  h»i;'  cabin, 
which  nioi'c  I'apidly  ua\('  way  to  the  ince  IVanu>  oi'  even  the  i;'reut 
hriclc  mairsion,  willi  llie  oiaianuniLs  and  laxuiacs  of  niodei'ii  lil'c  '^Vherc 
now  niav  he  seen  hiiihhuys  <d' i;ra nite.  nnii'l)h„' and  iron  tliaL  Li'leain  in 
the  nioridn^-  sun  in  Ithndiny  sphMidoi'  tliaL  have  cost  hinidreds  of 
thousands,  nay.  even  inillnMis  of  dollai's,  ouci'  pi'uhahly  stood  tdi(3 
roninhl..L:- eahin  that  liad  been  laiill  From  llie  standing''  t  ives  ahouL 
the  Ri>oL  \>y  the  husband.  anh;d  (Uilyby  thi'  younu'  wih;,  with  no 
otiu'r  tools'  than  llie  ax  ami  tho  au-vi'.  'I'licse  honcsl,  patient, 
siinplr-niinded  folk-  never  bothered  liieii'  ht^adslo  anticipate  the  regal 
edillces  of  which  their  huudile  cabin  was  the  be^inniue'.  Theii'  eurn- 
(^st  ami  widest  aspii-al  ion  was  nierelv,  '' be  it  m.'Ver  so  hundih'  tliereis 
m)  pla(;e  lik-e  home.""  Around  these' wide  but  hum  bl(t  hea  I'lhs  they  saw 
t  heir  children  grow  up  losti'ong  men  ami  women,  honest,  unso])histi- 
cated,  rou'jh  ami  bhinl.  in  nninner,  but  ignorant  of  the  km)wledge  of 
th.^  vices  that  so  often  lurk  beneath  the  polish  and  splendors  of  older 
societies  and  supurlhious  wealth.  Tlieir  wants  few  and  simple,  within 
tin- easy  fea<di  of  v\cry  oui',  theii'  ambition  brought  them  no  heart- 
bunnngs.  im  twinges  of  cuuseieuce,  and  none  of  that  jiitiable  despair, 
where  what  we  may  call  that  higher  sp'lujre  iu  the  cireh's  so  often 
briuLi's-whei'c  tlnn'e  are  iH)  medicines  to  nnnisti/r   to  a    mind    diseased.

I'ediim-  chapters  are  incidental  allusions  lo  the  gi'cat  American 
b>r  riKlepeiidenee  -the  War  of  all  wars  in  belialf  of  maidxind, 
of  man's  inaheii;dile  right  to  libertvand  the  univslim'ted  pui'siiit  of 
happiness.  The  whole  woi'ld  had  been  b.r  all  pi'eciMJing  i  mie  domin-

The  lirst  ival  ell'ective  assaiill  made  upon  this  heathenism  bv  men 
combined  t  o-et  her  I  o  1  he  exl  remil  v  of  libi  and  death  itself,  wiis  the 
imimji-lal  1  )('clai'at  ion  of  I  ndepeiKreiU'c,  made  bv  our  lathers,  whose 
shai-p  swords  tait  the  way  to  liberlv  a,nd  sclf-m,v'enimeiit.  Olliei-  men 
had  struck  at  the  born-rnler  idea,  i.nt  it  luui  '  been  as  Xapolcui  did 
nierelv  to  push  them  oil'  (hat,  he  might  seat  himself  on  the  tliroue  and 
be  a  litlle  more  -divine"  I  ban  tin-'best  <d'  them,  bcause  he  had  the 
sharpei'  sword  ;  a,  mere  swapping  of  whips,  udiich,  no  matter  how  the 
trade  w.'iit,  was  sure  to  end  in  the  deepen'  aiul  still  nu're  criujl  enslave- 
ment of  the  people.  How  oui'  grand  old  sii'cs  slowly  and  fina.lly 
readied  the  suldinie  idea  of  the  non-necessily  of  a  ei'owned  lailer  to 
transtait  to  his  (jlVspringall  the  '•  divine  rights."  it  is  now  easy  enough  to

JJut  tins  was  lilei'ally  jumping  ii'om  the 
pau'into  the  lire,  as'tliis  was  the  (ml-r  borders  ami  the  conHues  of  the 
Indian  country.  In  1  777.  sonu'  des.-rters  from  the  (  \. Ionia  1  ainuv  found 
refuge;  here,  and  in  a  little  whih.;  I  la'  terms  Tory  and  \Vhig  were  l)au- 
died  with  evei\  fiercer  |)assions  than  had  the  old' feud  e|)ilhi'ts.  I'l'itish 
emissaries  stiia-ed  to  foimml  llip  Indians,  and  the  whites,  whelhei'Whig 
or  Tory,  had  to  llee  IVn'lieur  iive's.  The  Whi-^.  of  course,  sulfeivd  i  la- 
most;  'many  of  them  were  killed,  iheii'  |U'ope)-ly  destroyed,  and  others 
cari'ied  into  captivil\';  and  from  177'.'  to  17's;'..  there  was  not  left  a  sin- 
gle wliil(;  inliabitant  in  what  is  now  Hradlord  coimty.  \'et  this  was 
an  impoi'tant  thealiu-  of  wai'  dui'ing  the  entii'c  seven  \-eai's  id'  the 
sti'Ugi;'le.  'J'he  most  drcisive  act.  of  conrse.  was  t'c'  expcdi'lion  of  Cen. 
Sullivan,  and  the  e.vpediiion  (d"  Col.  llaitlcv.  that  follow. -d  up  the 
i-iverand  desti'oyi-d  nearly  eveiw  Imbaii  village  Ihat  lav  in  hisKaite. 
The  -'reat  Indian  war  jial'li  followed  t  he  ri  ver,  a  iid  in  li'a'ii'  iiaau'sions 
np.in  the  Wyoming  thcv  usually  t  ravele.l  t  he  Sla'.hr,piin  path.  Ilai'dlv 
a,  unmlh  passiMl,  from  the  beuinning  to  the  end  of  tin'  war.  but  these 
old  lulls  echoe.l  the  War  whoops  and  the  (a'ackiug  cd'  the  lalles  .d  the 
pursuers  of   tlu'  savages.

Stone's  history  of  W'yomiii-,  rebu'iin-  to  thecritieal  monuMit  of 
the  war,  estimates  that  in  what  is  now  IJradlord  coi;iii\-  ilnnc  weir; 
l)r()bablv  twenlv  families  t  bat  siiould  be  elassi  d  ;is  in  svmpath\-  with 
the  Tories,  amrthroueh  their  inlliience  ai.peai'.al  ;maiii  the  old  \\'Ui\ 
belw(>mi  the  Vatik-ees  and  I'enns.  and  ^liner  discovered  ;in  old  do,ai- 
ment  bearing  this  label:  "A  li>t  (J'  d'ories  who  joiic-.l  the  Indi.ans." 
It  was  said  to  have  been  mad.,  bv  Col.  /aJ.iil.m  Ihiller;  most  of  these 
were  transient  persons  \vho  haii  coiiu'  lo  the  \\'\'oming  as  liii'ds  of 
passage — hunters,  trappers  or  laborers,  and  that  anioim'   ihe   ('oiiiiceti- 


cut  people  in  the  v;illey  there  were  not  iiioi'e  Huiii  llnve  families  Ihus 
airected.  In  the  list  :im;  iiieiitioii'-il  •' I'miii- S^eords,  tliiv'c  TawliiiLi's, 
three  J.arrawuys  and  iVtur  Van  ^Mstyncs."  The  l^iwlings  were  of 
AVyalusin<;'  tlic  \"an  Alstynes  of  Standing  Stone,  the  Lari-awavs  of 
\Vysox,  and  the  Secords  of  Athens. 

For  some'  time  tliere  was  noihini;-  iiuircj  sei'ioiis  on  ihi;  Susipn^'hanna 
tliaii  i-nmoi's  and  ehargi's  and  eounter  a('eusatioiis  l)etw('e'n  I  he  l'ens\l- 
vania  and  (Jonneetieu't  p(Mjj)le,  and  the  srcrtT  contriving-  of  tlir  I'i'W 
Toi'ics  ivniaininL;'.  I!nt  in  the  spring'  of  1777.  tlie  Toru's  from  the 
lowci'  Wyominu'  to  'i'ioua.  Point  (Athens),  lie^an  to  i^ive  si-'ns  of 
activity  and  unrasiness;  iirst  iKHicealiie  in  tlie  impndence.  and  ai'ro^ance 
of  Ihc'lndians,  who  hail  at  the  eommeM'-eineiil  Irealed  to  kee|>  the 
[)eace  and  rennun  neutral.  The  1  ndians  wilhdre'.v  from  among-  the 
white  settlements.  f'.in-;j-oyne  was  ma.r(■hin^-  with  a  stroni;-  force' from 
Canada  to  elle'cta,  junrtion  with  ( ien.  ( 'lintoti  at  Xew  ^'oi-l;,  and  this 
was  desig-ned  to  cut  tlie  Colonies  in  iwaiii.  1 '.I'il  ish  emissai'ies  ha.d  tam- 
pered with  the  Indians,  and  olVered  ihmii  u'old  and  scalps  ami  loot  if 
they  would  join  them.  Soon  the  Indians  .■oniiuil ted  act  after  act  of 
open  lioslility.  Col.  .lohn  ,Ii'nl<in-^,  wiih  .lames  Sutton,  visited  (2n''<''i 
Esther's  villag-e,  neai'  Tio^-a  I'oinl,  in  the  hop(^  of  prociirinu'  i  he  reh'ase 
of  IngersoU,  who  had  Im'cii  carried  inio  capt  ivit  w  'J'hev  wei'c  reci'i\ed 
cordially,  hut  the  (^lemi  linally  told  t  hem  t  hat' the  l.ucL-s  liad  i-rsolved 
to  waylay  and  mui-der  them,  w'inm  tln-v  started  lo  return.  Hv  the  loval 
aid  of'thc  i^nvQW  they  e~.(  a  ped  in  the  darkness  to  the  rivrr.  and  jiDnped 
into    her    canoe,    ami   softly    paddlel   down    the    rivrr.      .\ow    several 

desei-tei-s   from   (lie  A rican   army  came   to   TioL;-a  Point   and  Sheshe- 

(piiii.  and    theii-  presmice  was  unfortunate. 

IL  is  pi-ol.al)le  that  desiu-nini^- jia  it  i^s.  on  hoth  sides  in  llic  ri-ht  to 
th(!  territory  (pie.-^tion,  un  foitunately  now  sci/ed  upon  this  as  a  prete.xt, 
and  each  was  redely  to  chai'^'c  tlaiir  opposi  rs  indi>ci'iminal  ely  with 
treason.  The  Prilish  weiv  not  idle,  and  the  Indians  made  t  heiiisel  ves 
not  oidy  intolerahh?,  hut  l.ee'au  syslemaiic  pluialei-ine- and  miirdering- 
lipou  exposed,  helpless  fauiilies. 

The  peo|i!e  (Yankees,  to  uiore  pail  i.-nla  rly  .h-sie-iiate  tlieui)  i-e.solved 
ou  a. 'live  nieasui'cs  to  viA  themseUes  of  llie  spies  and  enemies  in  their 
miilst.  Sainiiel  (hn'dou.a  snr\eyor,  was  sen!  on  a  I  our  of  oliserval  ion 
lo  locate  the  danevroiis  men,  return  to  A\'yalusiiie-  and  there  to  mci't 
Lieut.  .Icnkins  with  a  lo)-ee  mid  hy  i-apid  movements  capture  the  lead- 
ers, .lenkins'  e.xpedi!  ion  mi>e;iii-ied  from  sn\i]r  canse,  and  1  la,-  'i'ories 
assendiled  and  capture.]  (iordou  \-v-ii  h  ol  liei-  urisoimrs.  (  )pen  host  ili- 
ties  swiftlv  followed.  Pudolph  l'\.v,  ilie  |1  r..t 'set  t  lei-  at  the  mouth  of 
iJie  Towanda  .n-eek,  was  ca  rried  oil'  into  c;ip|  ivit\  in  the  month  of  March. 
1777.  lie  was  talceii  lo  (Jiiehec  and  k-.-pt'nine  im.nths.  his  fam- 
ilv  all  this  tiuK/  l.einu-  in  total  ie'iioi-a  nee  of  (>veii  his  life  or  wlu'reahoiits. 
In  the  meantime  I  he  sava^vs  had  stolen,  and  l.v  open  i-oM.ervhad 
carried  i>l\  even  the  last  moi'sel  of  lood  of  flu:  laniilv.  M  i'.'  Po.x 
ese.-iped,  ;iud    on   thelli-htof    l).'ceml)er     17tll    loilowine;    he   re;.ehcd    t  he 

opposite  si<le  of  the  river  and  called  Lo  his  lamil\-.  and  hi,>  voice  was 
recoe-ni/.ed  hy  his  wife.  Tlie  Imlians  had  stolen  I'iie  canoe,  and  the  ice 
was  runniiie-   in  tin;    i'i\(M'    and    a  I'aft    could    imt  he    [)iislied    across,  so 
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the  })0('i'  nuui  \v;is  oi)lig\'(l  to  l.)ivouaclc  on  iln'  l.taiilc  in  tliat  l)l;u:k  and 
stonnv  night,  and  the  next  im.'i'niiig  tlic  rivci'  was  IVuzcii  ()\'cr:  hnt 
he  reachetl  his  family  alive. 

Mr.  Fox  was  again  ca[)liirfd  \vhen  the  Indians  ea[itni'ed  the 
Sti'ope  family,  and  they  carried  him  along  for  fear  he  wonld  giv*; 
the  alarm,  lie  soon  made  his  ('Scape,  and  again  retni'ned  to  his  lanuly. 
The  dangers  thickening-,  he  undertook  to  gather  his  kine  together,  and 
with  these  mak'e  his  way  ovei-hnui.  \vhde  he  placed  his  family  in  a 
l)at(,'au  and  stailcil  them  (hnvn  the  I'ivei'. 

When  111  tlu;  vicinity  <d'  Dodge's  island.  Mr.  Fox  disrovcred  a  hand 
of  Indians  crossing  the  hill  in  front  of  him.  Ilemolioned  his  I'aniily 
to  come  ashorf\  when  he  aliaiidone<|  his  stock  and  gol  inlo  liic  canot; 
with  thiMii.  They  sccr(.'te<l  llinnsflves  hchmd  tin'  island  until  tlie 
Injstile  [larty  had  passed.  wliVni  tln^'y  again  resumed  l  le-ir  jniirney.  It 
was  aljont  the  tinir  of  the  Wyciining  hat  tie,  and  1  iie  i  ivcT  was  swarm- 
ing- with  parties  of  hostile  liuliaiis.  It  semiis  almost  miraeiilons  that 
thev  eonld  have  escaped.  i\\  nnetime.  as  ihevweri'  passim:-  a  long, 
thev  heard  ^n-in^■  and  cries  on  ilie  shore.  A  i-aiul  of  Indians  had  sni-- 
in-i.M'd  a  pai-IV  of 'w  lutes:  and  v,  liat  al.M.  addd  t;)  tle-ir  <l,-in-ei-.  lie-  hahe, 
Kndolph.  conimetu-i-d  sei-.-am  iii-.  The  imalin-  Iri.'.l  i,'*  lMi..ii  him. 
(•rammed  heaves  inlo  his  nionlli.  and  .^lill  lir;ng  una  lilc  l(.»  (phm  Imu. 
thrice  te'ok  jiim  up  lo  ihi-ow  him  o\-e-rl>oa  id  a  d(■^|M•la'e'.  hiil  appar- 
entl\-  onl\'  me.-ms  of  t/sea]iiiig  drieeiion.  Ijiit  the  mMilM-r'>  lu^arl 
conkl  not  (-onsent  to  the  sa(-rili.-e.  'i'hey  -ureeeil'/d  in  pa>sing  the  In- 
dians, and  i-eached  Sunl)m-\-  in  safrtv. 

Aftri-  the  Wyoming  battle  ,M  r."  fox  came  np  the  river  with  Ilai-t- 
lev's  ex)>i-dition' t.i  look  aftei-his  intei'csls.  ('[ion  tie-  rctnm  of  tin- 
d(''ta(-lim<-nt.  li.'  went  hac-k  to  his  family.  lie  remained  at  Snnhnrv 
till  the  close  of  the  war,  when,  in  IST.'k  lie  moved  his  familv  to  Wilk^'S- 
l!ai-re.  whenc(!  he  and  lour  of  his  eliildren  pi-,,eeeded  to  lla'ii-  ..Id  ia.nic 
at  Towanda.  A  slioi't  time  alter  t  his  he  i-(.tiirned  to  hiin--  up  iheir 
elleeis  and  family,  and  left  a  voung  daughter  all  aioiic  to  take  (-arc  of 
thecahin. 

-A  youu-  girl,  on  the  spoi  \vlirr,>  their  hiiildiiies  liad  heeii  luinicd. 
surrounded  !iy  sa\age  heasts  and  liaiile  to  lie  disimlM'd  ii\  .>a\age  men, 
cons(Mit.s  to  he  the  sole  ocenpaiU  of  l  he  pi-emis,',s  f.u-  icu  da\s.  the  I  ime 
sup[)osed  to  he  necessarv  for  theti-ip.  I'ait  uncxpccliMi  n'lals  a  waited 
her.  The  mothei'  was  ioiind  to  he  too  ill  to  he  i-emn\ed.  and  a  delay 
of  more  than  a  month  was  nna\aidahle.  j'roxisioiis  laji  slmrt  with 
the  little  -iri.  -  ■■  -  The  kor^ythe.  returned  and  (-ailed  to  sec 
her,  and  tried  to  persuade  her  to  eo  i',;,<-k  \\  ith  them,  'I'liis  she  st-iil!\- 
refiised  to  d(.,  a>id  thev  left  her  s.uiie  food,  while  she  awaited  the  <-(/ni- 
in-ofthe  familv.  The  shrill  sci-eam  of  t  he  p.aiit  her  a  ad  hovvls  nf  the 
wolf  at  nie-ht, "added  liorroi-  to  her  drcarv  ^ilnation  in  the  wilds. 
I'.olh  these  savage  heastsha.l  hcen  lieai-'d  upon  her  hark-coN  errd 
cahin,  hoping  to  gain  admissimi.  <  )ne  night  as  she  \'.as  l\ini;  U|ioi[ 
lici-  !)(■(!  of  henilock-  houghs  ask-ep,  a  panthei-  uncereuionioiisl\-  came  in 
tiii-ough  herhlanket-door,  looked  the  j,M-ked  vcldsou  fioui  ove'r  her  h(,ad 
ami  then  left  again  without  doin^-  lu'i'anv  harm.  The  aniuiaJ  was 
detected  hv  his  tracks  the  next -moi-ning.      WIkmi  a  shoi-t  di-lanci,-  from 
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lier  cahiii  one  diiv,  the  sound  of  lootsti'ps  sutluouly  IVIl  upo)!  \\vv  enrs. 
She  was  much  ;il;ii'in(_'(l  at  lirsl,  lliiiilcini;-  lliat  Indians  wri'e  enuiiug. 
reei'in^^' out  ri'(.)ni  beliind  a  ti'ee  slie  saw  an  eiKirniuus  pael:  of  wolves 
lulvaneing,  and,  as  slie  remarked,  lier  leai's  were  i^cne.  L'lekin^'  u])  a 
pine  Icnot,  she  struck  it  aga/mst  a  tree,  makiui;  a  .^iiarp,  I'inuin^'  noise, 
which  frightened  the  g'rey  deni/.eiis  (pnte  as  nuicl]  as  she'  had  lict-n.  and 
tliey  turned  ant!  ran  oil  as  J'ast  as  their  leys  ^\()uld  carry  them.  She 
kept  her  post  for  about  thi'ce  week's,  when,  aflci'  ;  alinu'  the  last  of  hei' 
provisions,  and  seein<;-  no  prospect  of  n-lier,  she  sC.  out  to  meet  tlu^ 
faniilw  or  lind  a,  hut  where  siie  might  pi'ocure  sonic  food.  She  had 
procc'eded  hut  a  few  miles,  when  at'  (^oi'dou's  Island,  she  discovered 
the  lioal  with  he')'  famdy  slowly  ascending  tii<'  rivei-.  The  moment  of 
delivei'auce  from  peril  was  not  only  a  moment  <.f  pleasure,  Imi  of  jileas- 
anti'y.  The  father  iiujwiivd,  '  W'iiere  ai'e  \-ou  goinu^  ' 'i'o  Wilkcs- 
Hai-rc.  to  get.  something  to  I'al,'  I'eplied  t he daughtei'.  She  \vas  taken 
on  hoai'd.  and  liiev  reached  home  aflei'  an  ahseiice  of  live  \'ears.""

.\l.out  the  time  ( d'  the  h  I'st  capture  of  Kndnlph  Fox  a  pa  I't  v  of 
Indians  plnn.lcivd  .Mr.  l-'it/.-eiM  l.ks  hoi-se  ;,  ml  dreveail  his  stock, 'tuul 
took  him  pi-isoner;   he  lived  at  Siandmu'  Stone. 

I.ieni.t'oi.  I  lorraiice.  w  11 11  aiioiit  !  co  mrii  o''  liic  T\\  cut  v  loiu't  h 
( 'oniii'cl  iciil.  made  an  expedition  up  the  river  as  Ww  as  Siie,-,liet]uin. 
They  went  to  tiie  wigwam  of  a.n  Indian  who  was  known  to  lie  m  the 
Kiie'lish  seiw  ice  to  hunt  for  siisi>ecls  whom  he  was  supposed  to  i/c  hai'- 
horing.  Thev  did  not  propos.-  to  niolrst  Indians,  hut  ariv.^i,.d  him 
while  scarchin--  his  premi.M's.  ilealtempled  to  break-  a.wav  fi'.mihis 
gnar.l,  Kufiis  llaldwrn,  wlio  shot  him  ilirouel,  timboilv:  he'recovered, 
howevi'r,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  \\  yi^)i\\u\x.  This  was  said  to  be  the 
lirst  bloodshed  in  thiscountv  in  t  he  "K.'VoIi'iI  ion.  ■  Dori'aiu'e  cajitured 
ami  carried  olf  sevei'al  Tori'es.  and,  pacihed  tin-  Indians,  but  t  hey  soon 
brok-,.  out  a-ain  more  violenilv  than  pi'iwioiisl  \'.  Tlierenpon  wa's  pnlr 
lished  an  un\i:v,  holddig  t  he  '  billowiim  as  pi  i>oi,,.rs  (,f  war.  all  from 
i;radb>rd  connlv  :  Kichimmd  I'-errv.  kdward  1 1  icks.  .1  r..  .lae.,h  I'.ow- 
man,  Adam  I'lowman.  .Ir,.  ,lacol,  Mrimcr.  Ibairy  Hoover,  daeol) 
Aimnish  and  (ieor-e  K'ciitner.  There  were  (,t  her  pi-isoiicrs  fi'Min  the 
valley,  lint  the  list'giveii  is  coiiline,!  i,,  this  ,■ it\  . 

The  year  1777  closed   in  iincertaint  \'  a  nd  gloom  bir   \.\\r    patiiotsof 
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this  locality.  All  llii-ii' siiiTomuliii^s  were  dai'lc  and  I'ditIkuHul;-.  l'ioL;a 
and  yiieslieqiiiii  were  liiled  with  iicreo  and.  ai'''<',uanL  I'-irs,  while  llie^ 
able-bodied  whites  were  away  in  llje  Ccnitinental  army.  In  January 
following,  lieniuel  Fitch,  of  Standing  Stone,  the  iirst  settler  in  the 
township,  was  eaptui-ed  and  carried  olf  to  Canada,  where  he  died.  A 
l)arty  of  Indians  led  by  Terry  and  (u'.'cn  went  lo  ^Vyahising — a  sevi;re 
snow  storm  raging  at  the  moment  of  tiieir  arrival.  I'hev  secreted 
themselves  iii  the  old  Indian  town  nntil  the  next  morning,  when  they 
made  a  sally  and  captiii'ed  Am<.)s  York  as  he  cairns  into  the  vMlage  on 
lujrseback  :  his  house  ^vas  ])lunde)-ed  and  stoclc  <li'iven  olf.  A  shoi't 
timi'aftei'  this,  in  the  same  place,  tlicy  captui'cd  Nathan  Kiiig-ley  an<l 
cari'ied  him  and  Voi'k  to  (^)ueliee.  Wyalusiiig  was  now  ahiindoned  by 
evei'y  white  pei'son — captured  oi'  lied  the  country.  In  March  follow- 
ing, as  soon  as  the  ice  was  clear'of  the  I'iver.  Lieut-Col.  1  )orranc(!  again 
came  u[>  with  l.^id  men  for  the  pui'pose  of  aJtlmg  tiie  n^'inaiiiing  whites 
to  get  out  of  till'  counti'y.  A  I'all  ^vas  made  of  the  old  Moravian 
church,  ami  the  j.cople  ami  some  of  theii'  elb'cts  londrd  thereon; 
among  others,  the  families  of  York'.  1\  iiiuslev.  j'.eniamiu  k.aloii,  Kitz- 
gerald,  -lonalhan  Ti'rry  and  Christoph.M'  llur'lbut. 

( )ld  man  \'aii  \'alk-cnbei'ii'  and  tliivf  d;uiL;litci\-:.  and  ids  twosous-in- 
law  famikK's  and  the  Sti'ope  family,  had  u<'.l  i.erii  mol.'>l.Mk  but  had 
bf'cn  assured  by  the  1  iid  ians  of  thrir  (;onl  imu'd  IVimid^liip  and  protec- 
tion. *  I'ail  in  lime,  tlie\-  beeaum  ;i  lai-mcd,  and  St  r. 'pi'  set  oui  f.  n'  W  \-(,im- 
ing  \'nr  aid  to  t  nkc  his  family  down  the  rnvr.  llar<ily  had  he'  left 
his  family.  May  I'o,  when  thirteen  Indians  ru>lM-d  in  ami  captured  the 
inmates,  burned  th(;  house  and  dro\'i3  olf  the  >ioi-k.  The  men  ca.pturi'd 
at  this  time  \v:-ri^.  seiit  (o  Niagara,  but  tin.;  wmnrn  and  children  were 
Iv'ept  untd  ihe  wai' ended.  Tims,  piet'emeal,  tln^  entire  settlement  was 
swept  awaw  It  is  (Estimated  that  in  the  liegmiiing  of  1777.  then-  were 
thirty-eight  Whig  bimili.'s  in  Ih'adbu-d  counly:  seven  of  llies<'  had  en- 
listed in  the  two  companies,  and  two  had  joim'd  the  milil  ia  eumpan  v  ; 
siiveii  in  the  \'aii  N'alk-eiiberg  family  were  captured  ;  si'Veii  weiv  killed 
bv  the  eiiemv  ;  one  die(l  in  captivit  v.  and  another  soon  alter  his  ndease  ; 
the  total  pro|ua'lv  of  lliese  people  u  as  .le>li-o\ed,  llu'  eabinsall  burned, 
and  the  gloom  and  <les!.latiou  hi  ,m  .ded  o\  er  lYe  fair  ami  oiiee  happv 
land,  as  if  the  angel  of  desi  ruction  had  spread  lis  wings  and  covered  it 
in  the  shadow  of  death  and  utter  ruin. 

Of  all  these  jieople  the  last  to  attempt  to  llee  was  Uudoli.h  kox. 
at  thi^  nionlh  of  'I'owanda  cri'ek.  and  as  soon  as  possible  he  galluired 
his  elfects  and  family  and  lied  down  the  river. 

— The  enemy  now  had  undisputed  possession  of 
all  that  is  D'radford  county.  The"  bnv  peopl(>  here,  brave  and  ]ialrioiic 
nnm  and  W(uiien  as  ever  lived,  had  stood  as  a  barrier  and  shield  to  the 
older  setllements  againsl  the  moll^■l■el  eiimnies— ike  Indians,  Toi'ies 
and  desei'ters  and  spies,  w  ho  wauled  Ihis  kev  to  the  great  Siisijiiehanna 
valle\'  foi'   the    free   e'oi  iiL'' and  ci  ■miiig  of  1  liei  r  mara  lid  i  iig  ))a  rt  ies. 

Aiaj.  -lohn  r.ntler.  of  the  Knglish  army,  aet  ively  sel  about  gather- 
ing and  organi/.iuLf  a  force  at  Tio'ja  roinl  (  A  (hens),  and  in  -lune.  I77>!, 
ha'd  about  Mo  assinnbled  there.  lie  was  soon  joined  by  Joseph  Ih'aiidt, 
and   a   desi-eiit   was   imule    on    Chvrr\'   \'alle\-.   and   a    fona;    under    an 
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liKliaii  I'liiL'!'  in;i(l(i  ;i  foray  on  llio  WfM  liraiicJi.  and  in  tlu'  iiicaHtinii' 
a  lar^c  lurcc  at  iN'ewtuwii  il^liuira*  ntui  TinLia,  I'oiiiL  were  inalciiin- 
Ijoals' with  wliich  to  dt's^Tiia  llu.'  nv.'i'.

Maj.  liutler  invested  liiefoi'l,  a  iid  demand,, -d  a.  sni'reudei-.  whicii 
was  promptly  nd'ase.l.  A  eouncil  <d'  war  wa;.  ladd  in  the  f.  u'l .  and 
thei-e  was  a  d'lvide.l  opinion  as  to  whelhei'  to  -o  out  and  li-hl.or 
aw.ait  the  enemy's  allat-k.  Il  was  e.xpeeK-d  that  Col.  dohn  k'nmklin 
at;d  his  company  would  a'live  <luiii'L;'  the  ni-ht.  I.ieu;.  d'iniotii\' 
riiMve  had  jasi  arrived  Ir^  nil  .^paldme's  coiupany ,  and  repoii.'d  iha"l 
that  command  could  I'each  ihe  loi'i  m  i  wo  d.ivs.  (  'apt.

iui^-.  when  tiie  eneniy'sjine  lw.._.au  to  waver.  At  ihis  inommil  ihesav- 
aevs  rushed  IVom  1 1nur  coiicealmeiil  in  llie  lla  nlc  a  mi  real' and  at;  acked 
furiously. ami  now  an  <irder  to  fall  hack  wasmiNl.ak.m  h.r  one  lo  1  et  real. 

The'whole  valley  was  now  in  a  panic  of  l.nroi'.  and  the  p.cmlelled 
down  the  ia\'c'rand  aci'oss  I  he  count  ry  lo  places  of  sa  fcl  \-;  ami  I'n  aftei- 
years  the  women  and  (diildivn  told  t  he' pat  he|  ic  st ,  u-ies  of  iheir  sulferinus 
in  their  hnri'ied  e.\odus  froin  the  «lark  and  liloodu'  -round,  where  lliev 
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Icl't  here  uiiljiiried  some  one  of  nearly  evei'v  llceiii^-  Cainily.  AVIu'ii  the 
dreadful  stoiy  spread  tlirough  the  country,  it  ei'ealed  a  ]>'r()l'uini(l  sensa- 
tion all  ovei'  the  civilizetl  worhL 

The  militia,  were  called  out  and  (n'dored  to  Suidjury.  These  wei'e 
to  he  joined  hy  (.'a[)t.  Spaldini;'"s  company.  A  detaidiinent  fi'(nn  New 
Voi'k-  was  o-iven  ihem,  and  under  {\A.  Thomas  Hartley,  of  Peiinsvl- 
vania,  an  expediti'm  was  set  on  foot  u|)  the  Sus(|Uelianini.  Much  <hda\' 
in  <;cHim;'  tlie  expedition  ready,  followed.  Only  in  September  had  'Jd'o 
men  assend)led  at  M  uncy,  of "  these  J  ".(i  were  '  iVoni  Wyoming'  under 
( 'a[)t.  Spaldin;^-,  sixty  ol'  wh-ini  wei'e  IVom  t  he  l'd''\en'di  l-'enns\  Iva  ina 
Uegimc-nt.  AVilli  tliis  litlh.- hand  (  "ol.  1  lai1  Icy  set  out  foi'  Tio-:i  I'oint, 
Septend)er  'Ji.  The  I'oml  was  a  terrible  one;' the  fall  rains  had  I'aised 
the  streams,  ami  of  the  I'oute  Coh  llaiHey  said;  '  I  cannot  help 
observing  tliat  I  inuigine  tkc  dillicidties  m  ci'ossmg  the  Alps  or  passing 
up  the  Ivenuipeck  could  not  have  been  i^i-ealer  than  tljose  oui'  men 
experienced  for  the  time."  h'niir  days  wa.^  this  j.airney,  thi'ough  the 
cold  rains  anil  wading  sti-eams  IriMjUently.  and  on  the  cold  gi'ound  at 
night  without  llic,  U\v  fear  nf  ijie  em.-my,  and  Vfl  these  men  ucvei'  so 
much  as  murmured.  Thelii'.-l  of  tin;  ciiem  \-  I  he\-  d  isco\  cred  was  neai' 
whciv  IS  now  (  ';iiiton,  in  the  s.ailhw.'st  coiaier  of  t  he  coiinl  \'.  Sept.  I'tl, 
Hartley's  a<lvaiice  met  a  partv  uf  Indians,  lircd  np.a;  lliem.hdl.Ml  and 
scalped  theii'  ehl(d'  and  tiie  (Ahers  lied.  In  the  iicighburhood 
of  l.ellov  th(,'\'  came  npnii  a  fresh  eami)  whc'.'e'  ah/out  sc\fntv 
had  .pent,  the  night  pivvn.us,  but  had'  lied  on  llaillev"s  ap- 
•h.       The    .•ommaiid    pre>>ed   on     as     fast     as     possiiih 
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i-c-caplnred  ipiite  a  numb''r  of  cattle,  ('ol.  .Moi'gan  waslo]ia.ve  joined 
iU)\.  Hartley  at  this  point,  bat  failing  t(»  do  so.  a  small  detachment 
was  sent  toTioga.and  (Jueeii  H,>lher"s  \'illage  w.as  destroyed.  Xo  moi'c 
daring  mililar\'  movemcni  was  ever  made  with  impunil\',  than  this  of 
Col.  Hartlev's'.  He  I'cturned  r.aiudlv,  the  lirst  dav  rcachi'nc-  Wvalnsino-, 
where  Hiey'halled  and  cocked  the'littl.,^  beef  they  had  as  all  the  b.od 
left.  The  powei'ful  eneinv  was  I'apiilU'  collect  iiiij,'  to  swnop  (.lown  on 
his  little  band  and,  cMenninale  iheni,"  a!'d  llartlcv  ivali/.ed  liiai  he 
must  move  last  enou-h  to  keep  ahead  of  anv  pn'r.sums.  Tliev  had 
hardly  banicd  in  i  he' march  (ail  of  Wyalnsing  when  they  met  the 
enemy, --these  they  soun  dispcrsi'd,  and  in  a,  short,  time  aiiaiu  wei'e 
attacked  in  fi'ont  r)iit  again  beat  olf  their  assailants.  As  they  reached 
Indian  Hill  on  t  he  lower  edge  of  liradfoi'd  counly,  a  iie.avy  a'tlaclc  was 
made  on  thi'ir  left,  Hank  and  rear,'  the  rear  guard  iiavc  awa\-  when 
('apt.  Spalding  went  to  its  support.  Col.  Ilarlley  skillfullv  'handled 
his  men,  while  those  in  thr'  boats  landrHl  and  came  U|'>  in  the  rcai-  of 
the  enemv,  when  t  he\-  supposing  thm'  wei'c  about  to  be  sni'iouiuled 
lirccipitat'ely  lied,  lla'rtley's  loss  was  "b  air  killed  ami  ten  wounded.  Col. 
John  l''ranklin  was  in  I  his*e-X[ie(lit  ion  as  captain  of  the  W'voming  mili- 
tia. In  his  diai'y  is  this  eiitiy  :  "  'I'lie  troops  reto,.!;  a  great  number  of 
the  Wvoiuing  ('attic,  hoi'ses';ind  other  property,  and'  relunmd  with 
their  Iniotv  October  I  ;  thevnmt  manv  ha/.ai'dons  slcii'mislics,  with  the 
loss  of  several  lives.     Several  Indians'were  k-illcd.     Col.    Ilartlev    a,nd 
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liis  111011  were  warmly  tlianlciMl  on  llicir  itI 
cil  of  rciuisyh'aiiia.'" 

Tlin  hatflo  and  iiiassaiTr  ol'  AV yoiiiing-  occurr(^il  ,Iiily  ;'.  and  :..  ITTS, 
now  (jiie  liundtrMl  and  Iwrlvc  years  au'o.  and  vet  ll:c  liaivst  rccilaJs  are 
cnon-J!  to  chill  one's  hlood  in  liorror.  Tlir 'proph;  liad  lied  to  I'orly 
K<jrt.  when  tlicv  lieainl  of  l  ho  di'vastat  ion  tliat  rovin^i^'  band  of  Indians, 
in  whicli  wore  wliito  iniMi  ofti'ii  diroctinij,' the  bloody  work,  \vei'o  inalcing 
aloni^-  tlie  Snsi|uohanna  valii^y.  Tiit'  Indians  in  strong'  force  bore 
d(^wn  upon  thnn  and  the  men  in  the  loi'ls,  instead  of  waiting-  and 
standini;-  niton  the  (lefen>ive,  within  the  iiiclosnr(\  marched  out  and 
e-ave  battle.  A  heavy  fiu-hl  \vas  Icept  up  in  fi'oni,  and  ihe  ludianssent 
out  a  force  on  the  lla,iik-s/ami  tli.'ii  cloNcd  in  on  their  rear  and  killed  or 
captured  all.  This  battle  o.-eiiried  on  .Inly  :;,  and  on  that  and  the  next 
two  (lavs  thev  amused  tlV^mselves  kiilin^'  everv  one  thev  had  captured. 
11. 'iv  the  sa'va-e  ^)neen  K,-,t her  shocked  the  civili/.c.l  world  by  her 
brutal  ferocitv.  A  numlHU' of  cap!  ives  u  ere  arranged  in  line  near  the 
b)ol()f  the  hill  and  near  t,he  Siis.pu'hanna  river  at  the  base  of  Dloody 
Kock-,  li(!d  and  ludd  l)y  the  Imlians  wliiie  this  female  monster  walked 
in  fi'oiil  of  rhe  line  brainini:-  them,  one  bv  one,  with  a  hea\'y  lomahawlc. 
Oidy  two  men  c.cap.Ml.  One  of  these  it  is  said  was  .foseph  I'llliott. 
wh(')  s'-ltleil  in  Mei'i'yvah.!    township,   and    whose   (k'scendanls    are  still 

inl<j  1  he  ri\'er,  anil  bv  di  vim:  imdei'  (In  fi  wooil  Jinally  ^ol  a  wa  v  and  from 
theii'  piirsuei's.  who's(_'nt  a,  siiower  of  bullies  and  ai-i'ows  aflc'r  them, 
\vouiidiu_i;-  (.sudi  oiui  sevei'al  Imikjs.  but  lortuiia tely  only  sli-hlly  ;  anil 
aftei- cro..siuu'  the  siream  thi-y  were  soon  jnd  in  I  he  mountains,  and 
after  many  days  and  mucli  daii^ei' t hey  made  theii-  way  separately  to 
(■ivili/.alion  and  safety,  'i'his  ei'owniiiL:;  act  of  in  laniN-  on  the  part  of  the 
Indians  closed  the  dooi's  toall  furt'.ier  a'l  tempts  al  peaceful  arbitrament, 
at  least  until  the  lieaA'v  hand  of  punishment  should  bill  upmi  the  mon- 
sters. The  historians'of  that  evil  day  sav  that  in  the  birce  thatat- 
tacked  the  whites  al  AV \  omiiiL'- or  bi>Vt v  Fort,  wei'c  Soo  Seneca  Indians, 
and   bw)  |;riii..h,  or  Tories. 

Ti,e  ("ouiiuenial  Ci'iiuress  now  .iriermim^d  upon  llie  v  -■oi'ous 
measui-es  to  punish  Ihe  Indians  who  had  been  p|■ac(iein^■  liie  most 
laiumui;-  di'eeptioii  on  the  frontier  settlers,  pi'ot  est  in-'  eidire  neutrality 
lietwecn  the  Americans  and  the  Hritish.  Tliey  now  had  the  .•orrecJt 
insii:ht,  into  the  Indian  character,  d'lie  Cmi-'ress  ad\ised  with  (bm. 
Washington,  and  it  was  di^lermined  to  mmhI  a'stion-  force  up  tin;  Siis- 
.piehanna, and  from  theme  t  hroii^-|i  t  he  (  buiesee  valle>.lhe  heart  of 
thi'  powerful  lroi|Uois  naliou,  and  la  \-  wast  e  and  kill  to  llieii'  utmost, 
power  d.ill  the  men  and  lay  waste  'the  loibivs,  villa-es.  as  well  as 
laki'  cattle,  i-'onies,  and  dc.-.tri)\'  all  their  liiow  in-  crops.  In  ihe  rich 
(ieiies.M',  valley  tlui  Iriupiois  iiad  ad\anecd  in  the  (aillivatioii  of  the 
soil  beyond  anything  known  of  any  other  Indians  at  that  day,  and 
here  the  IJritish  could  find  abundant  supplies  for  invading  armies,  as 
well  as  great  assistance  from  the  braves  in  these  extended  ami  pitiless 
inroads  upon  the  frontier  settlers.  Gen.  "Washington  advised  this  move- 
ment as  tlie  only  way  to  strike  eil'eetively  this  dangerous  enemy  in  the 
rear — more  threatening  tlia-ii  the  armies  in  front.     Thei'osult  was  (ien. 
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John  Su!]iv;ur8ex|H'ilitii)ii  u|>  the  Siisi|Ucli;inn;i.  AVasliiii_L''lnirs  instruc- 
tions for  the  c(Jiinii;iinler  Ijrur  ilalo  M:iy  .".l,  1770.  He  ItMidi'ici!  ilic 
cohiukukI  to  Geii.  (lUtes,  wiio,  on  ju-coinit  of  au'c,  (Iccliiicd,  and  it  was 
•^■iven  to  (icii.  .loim  Siilliv;ui.  wlio  was  (liivcl<Ml  to  ivmlc/Adiis  a  I'oi'ri' of 
iii)Out  Jivelhoiisaiul  lueii  at  Easloii,  I'a.,  and  inarcii  !i]i  the  Si!s(]Ui"liaii!ia. 
At  the  sanir  time,  (icii.  Clinton  was  oi'derrd  to  move  ^viLll  his  liri- 
i;-:uie  of  New  Yofk  troops  and  jiass  <h)wn  tlie  upper  Sus(|Uehanna  and 
join  SuHivau's  I'oives  at  Tio^a  'now  Alliens).  I'.ra.dt'ord  county.  Tliis 
was  one  of  the  im|H)i'tant  militaiw  nu.venients  of  the  I  Icvolnt  ionaiw 
war— in  results,  perhaps.  Tar  excec<iini;-  any  oi'  all  otliers.  It  was 
forced  reludantly  upon  WashiuLilon,  who  had  ^o^^■ivcn  one  act  of 
tivachei-y  al'tm'  anotluu'  on  the  i)aj't  of  the  red  men.  After  he  and  the 
Amei'ica'u  peoph>  iiail  exhausted  cverv  means  to  keep  ti-rms  of  amity 
with  the  Indians,  oral  h'ast  lii  n/maiii  neutral  in  the  rehellion  a^-ainst 
the  Mother  Couiilrv.  ^riiei'e  was  notliiipu'  in  the  .piestum  l,etweeu  the 
two  countries  thai  should  have.'aused  t  he  I  ndiaiis  to  tak(>  sides.  !n 
theii' dense  iii'iioraiice  t  liev  knew  not  that  tlu'y  weiv  ny  their  folly, 
not  only  lorfiuline-  their  rich  jxissessioiis.  hut  W("re  periling-  iheii-  very 
existence  as  a  trili(>..  \\'asliini:1i  ^n's  military  ^e^ius  ind  uMled  to  him 
the  immediate  results  that  musl  follow  tlu'  slice, .ss  o!'  Su!livan"s  expe- 
tlitioii,  hill  to  LM'eater  jind  uiterir>r  results,  it  is  hii^ldy  proliahle. 
neithei'   I'Utert-d  'id-,   mind    nor    that   of   the   ruuliiieriiai  ( 'm egress.      A 

l)anic  ens hand  in  a  few  minutes  the   lie|,i  was  coveml  with    llyin- 

fuL;iti\'e,-;,  pursued  l<\-  vlliiiL'',  murderous  sa\a'_:i'S.  and  iin-ix-  than  one- 
ha'lf  of  the  entire  loVci'  soeui  lay  dead  on  the  lield.  Of  all  the  prisoiiei's 
taken,  hut  livc>  ocapi'd  alive.  '  M:.\}.  JJutlcr  reported  2l'7  scalps,  and  lie 
adds  :  ••Tiio  Indians  were  so  exas])ei'ate(l  with  theii'  loss  last  year,  neai' 
Foi-t  Stanwix.  that  it  was  with  the  -ic-atest  dillicultv  that  I  could  save 
the  lives  (jf  thesf;  few.-'  He  coii-'ra'tulates  his  superiors  in  his  I'eport 
that  tin/  women  and  childivn  wer,'  spared.  Thre^'of  ih.-  (, ore  ix.ys  a  ud 
their  Lwm  hi'others-indaw  lay  dead  on  tiie  hat  t  leheid,  side  hy  side.  The 
jioor  mother  in  the  fort,  heard  the  liriii^'  and  saw  our  mc-n  in  confusion 
and  hein-  lomahawlced,  and  sto-d  in  the  i\<u,v  ,,!'  the  foi't  awaitini:'  the 
awful  iKM-  s  >,i  >,MUi  to  lu-eal;  uo^ui  iier.  ami  when  it  did  cwuie,  "  11  /,/''.' 
//,/re  /  o/n  ,v,'//  I,  ft.'"  was  all  llial   escaped  her  .piivcriUL;-  lips. 

The  expcdit'inn  was  direeted  a^'ainst  the  Six  .Nations,  the  most^ 
])o^verflll  liod\'  of  sava.Li'cs  this  continiuit  evr  knew.  Their  seal  of 
empir<,-  was  alone-  thi/Cenesee  vallev  hv  the  lakes.  They  had  trod- 
den like  the  o-rass  tlu^  ot  her  t  rilies  o'f  A  ineriea,  cxtendin-;  their  con- 
(|iiests  to  fdonda  and  west  to  the  Mississijipi  river.  Tue  laiuls  in  .\cw 
York  wciN'  as  rich  a  mi  heauti  fill  as  an\-  on  1  he  cont  iueiil .  'i'liey  had 
proe-ressed  in  aei'icullure  until  li)-.)ad,  smiliim-  lidds  of  -i-aiii,  corn  and 
various  veovtaliles,  wei'e  on  iiywy  haml.  Tliey  lia<l  <'oiu  fortaMe  huts, 
and  in  some  cases  rude  chimnevs'to  them,  'i'hev  struck  the  cruel  Idow 
upon  the  hc'ljiless  front  iei'  jn'ople,  and  tlierchy  forfeitd  all  Hum'  rich 
inheritance.  In  GtMi.  AVashniL'toirs  instructions  to  Sullivan  and  in  his 
report  to  (:on,u;ress  he  says:  '  ''  1  cone'ralulate  C^mgress  on  his  (Cen. 
Sullivan's)  havin^'  coniplet"ed  so  eUectually  the  destruction  of  the  wide 
of  the  towns  and  settlements  of  the  lu.stile  Indiar^s  in  so  short  a,  time 
and  with  so  inconsidei'able  a  loss.of  men.'"     In  his  letter  of  instruction 
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to  the  coimiiaiulcf  lii'foi'o  slailiii-'  he  s;iid  :  "It  is  proposed  to  c:wrv 
tlic  w;u'  into  the  hcirt  of  llie  coimtiT  "f  the  Six  Nations,  to  cut  oil' 
tlieir  scttleiiieiils,  (hjstroy  llieir  next  ye;ir"s  eri.]),  ami  (h)  them  eveiy 
othoi'  miscliieC  which  time  and  eiremiisr.Miiecs  will  iieniiit."  Ami  atiaii'i, 
that  the'i'e  mi_i^-ht  he  no  misap|ii'ehensioii,  ho  inhls:  '-The'  immeiliaie 
(.l.jeets  aj'e  the^  total  <lest  nietion  of  t  lie  hoM  ilo  t  I'ih.'s  of  the'  Six  Na- 
tions ami  the  devastation  of  theii'  set  t  Irnieiils  and  tho  ea|itnrc  ol  as 
many  prisonei's  of  e\'eiT  a,u'e  and  sex  as  [lossihle."  Theie  could  he  lio 
mistake  hert'  on  the  part  of  (ieii.  Sullivan.  Nc^i  onlv  the  i-ummander, 
but  the  civilized  woi'l<l,  understood  that  hei'e  was  tl'ie  tci-iiiilc  ans\\e'r 
back  to  the  Wyomin^^'  massacre.  'J'his  was  \vai',  not  sti'ietiv  in  kind, 
l>ut  swift  and  tei'rible.  and  (^iwo  ]\^  empire  fi'om  ocean  to  -iceim.  Strict 
neutrality  would  have  left  the  Indians  in  peace,  the  possession  of  thcii' 
liomes,  crops,  ])onie,^  and  cattle,  but  far  ^-reaiei-  than  these  tlieii' rich 
and  boundless  land  po>scssions. 

(ien.  Sidlivan's  ox|)edition  was  at  the  same  time  supplemenlrd  — 
i-ather  diiplicaleih-  by  a  similar  expedilion  simullane(aisl v  r:n-ri(Ml  on 
by  (.Jen,  ('ieorge  llomu's  Chirk,  down  the  Oliio  rivei'and'  into  the  Illi- 
nois a^-ainst  the  Di'itish  forts  at  Kask-;isk-i;i  and  \'inccnm_'S.  The  lii'st 
was  under  the  (Jontinenlal  CoiiLfre-^s  and  (ieii.

I'alrick 
Heniw  and  (Jen.  Claric.  tiie  nn^vemeiits  of  each  unlvno\vn  to  tlni  otluM', 
ai'c  two  of  the  most  si  upembju.s  episodes   in    the   annals   of    mank-im!. 

The  (juesti(;n  of  the  sucecss  of  the  American  kevolntion,  litth;  as 
it  was  k-nown  l)y  o)ir  "reat  for(.d'al  hei's,  was  the  vei'\'  sold  and  heme-  of 
thc^  advance  of  tln^  hnman  I'acc  in  iibei'ly,  in  ihou'e-ht,  and  the  hiiThci' 
civilization.  We  can  now  know  the  liberty  eained  b\'  tlie  Ameri- 
catis  in  its  redected  iidbu:mc(>  spread  ovci- i  hi'  \vo)'|d,  even  to  the  re- 
motest corner  of  the  Ibitish  I'hiipiri^  itself,  after  its  lone-  seven  years  of 
ci'uel  wai-  of  attempted  subjugation.  The  Amei'ica'7i  Tmae's- -even 
these  niiNlaken  men,  ^,.  lleive  in  opposine-  then'  own  neiehhors,  and 
somelimes  meml'.M's  of  iheirowii  families -were  amoiiL;-  the  heiieheia- 
riesof  thehcroicstriieei,,s  of  t  he  noble  sons  of  iihe,i,y."  bntil  theliour 
of  the  conceptuju  of  the  Sidlivan  and  the'  ( 'l;ii-k-  expeditions,  there  was  no 
thouo-lit  amon;^-  the  fathers  other  than  that  of  ind(>pendence  b)r  t he 
Httle  frinm.  of  tcrritoi'v  thai  ran  alonu'  our  .\tl;mti(;  shor.x  It  was 
ha,i-(lly  mor(j  than  individual  lilicii';  i-i  'heir  ideas,  but  these  two  expe- 
ditions wei'c  theseci'el  of  our  pre.v  ,  i  wide  empire:  these  uumeious 
staj-s  set  ill  azur(>  blue,  now  e-lintine;  upon  sixty-two  nulbons  of  Iree- 
men,  marchine-  (>vei'  onwai'd.  'iliese  then  were  vastly  moiv  than  local 
events.  In  ivsults  they  wei'e  iu)t  otdy  continental,  biit  woi'ld-wide  and 
as  emiurine' as  the  bills.  They  have  touched  tla.'  whole  human  I'ace, 
and  made  millions  of  freemen  where  otherwise  would  \'et  liave  be'cn 
bred  only  g-alley  slaves— men  and  \v()men  vok-ed  to  the  cruellest  ser- 
viLudc. 

Here  the  chief  interest  iii  Snllivaifs  exp(_^dif  ion,  as  a  i)art  of  the 
local  history,  is.  that  his. army  passed  thi'ough  Bradford  county,  follow- 
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ing  the  river  to  wlicro  is  ii<>\v  Atlioiis,  wlieiv  a  fml.  '>v;is  hiiilt,  ami 
wiicre  Gen.  Clinloii  joined  SMllivan  l)y  comiiiL;- (Idwii  tlie  sli'cam  that 
he  liiul  ascended,  and  thus  sti-nigihencd  (ien.  Sidlivan  niai'chL'd  oiu  and 
fought  the  battle  of  Newton  (near  Mhnii-ai.  and  ovei'wdu'hningly 
defeated  the  Mohawk  Avarrii.n's  un(hM'  iheir  greatest  eonnnanders, 
Jose[)h  Ih'aiidt  ami  Cnl.  Jiutler,  and  their  Knglisli  allies,  with  tlieif 
science  of  war,  added  t(^  their  savage  cuiming.  lira\-erv  and  hn'tiiude. 

The  army  passed  up  on  tiio  easl  si(h-  of  tin'  river,  nearly  the  sann^ 
as  is  the  bed  of  the  railroad.  I'^'om  the  many  dia-'irs  of  nn/n  in  llu;

It  seeciiis  that  1  he  main  army  shoi'ttMU'd  tla-ir  I'.mte  to 
Slieshequin  !>y  striking-  slraiglit  from  the  l)i')i(l  of  rlie  ri\-er  Inflow 
Towanda  in  a  nnrthwrst  c()urs<_'  to  tliat  place,  that  is  fi-oiu  the  nioiilh 
of  Wysox  ereelv.  In  this  way  they  passed  (■a<t  of 'I'owinnhi,  nearly  foui- 
miles!  The  army  nested  two  (hiys  at  SheshiMpiin,  no  (hujht  chi(>lly 
awaitino-  the  arrival  of  tlie  lioats  and  tlic  detariimiMit  tliat  ha,d 
foUoweil  th(^  \)cnd^  of  the  rivei'  on  llir.  west  siih'. 

On  tlieirway  from  Wysox  l<i  Slicsheipiin  thi-  army  jiassrd  the  Nai'- 
i'(jwsaboV(^  Towanda-  -ealhi'd  "  Iti'cakneck  mountain."'  <  )n  this  narrow 
pattisome  of  thr  ealtN-  fell  ovm'  tiie  si(h-  and  were  killed. 

On  the  mil  of  Aiiijiist  thc\  strnek  tmits  on  t!ie  way  to  Tio-a 
J'oint.  The  diai-y  spcalcs  of  th.'  splendid  ricii  valley  laiw  found  two 
miles  ahove  Shcslinpnn.  The  mam  army  rl■()^s,■d  the'  laver  to  tlie  west 
side  two  miles  al)()ve  Shesheipiin.  All  pas-^ed  o\-er  in  safety — oneman 
was  washed  down  sti'eam.  Imt  he  was  I'i'scued.  The^y  would  stem  the 
swift  cni-n.'nt  in  safelv  1)\'  (irml\-  loekin^'  hands,  ami  thus  support  iue- 
eaeh  other.  The  cattle  ami  pa^-lc  horses' hu'ded  als.,  in  safely.  Maj. 
Noi'ris  then  pi'oceeils  to  say  :  "  .\  fter  ad  vanciny  ahoni  nue  mile  i  hroniih 
a  rich  l)onom  covered  with  stron-  and  stately  iimljer  wha  li  .diet  out 
the  sun  and  sIkmI  a  c<)ol  aiia'ceahle  twili^^-lit,  we  nne.xpeeiedly  w(_'re  in- 
troduced into  a  i)la!n  as  laVye  as  that  of  SheslH,-(pi(,nunck  that  l\x'In  r. 
Queen  of  the  Seneca  tril)(.^  dw(dL  in  I'etiremeni  and  sullen  ma  jr-siy.  ile- 
tached  fi'oin  all  the  sulijeets  of  liei'  nat  ion.  'l"ln'  ruins  of  hei'  palace  a.re 
still  to  he  seen  :  surrounded  will:  iVnit  tn^esof  vai'ious  kinds.  At  tiie 
ea,st  end  of  the  plain,  tlie  Tioua '( 'hemiine-i  forms  a  juiietion  willi  the 
Susfpiehanna  I'ivei'.  At  '.his  place  the  aiany  forded  the  Tioya  riverahoiil 
half  a  mile  ahove  tliiyinnction  where  it  encamped.  We  now  tind  onr- 
selves  happily  arrived  at  Tioya  with  our  aiany  and  lli'i't."

In  the  meantime,  hefore  Clinloirs  ai'rival,  Sullivan  had  hiir- 
ridlv  inai'ched  out  lifteen  miles  to  an  Indian  tow  n,  ('heiminy.  a  nd, 
linding  it  descrte<l.  hiirned  the  place— ah, ml  forty  Indian  liiils.  The 
])!ace  had  been  deseHed  on  the  approach  v'i  ihe  armw  and  ilic'  Indians 
were  seen  on  a  hill  w.atchiiiL;' t  lie  soldiei's,  Oen.  Hand  pursued  i  hem. 
and  thev  waiti^d  until  he  was  in  raiii^v,  whmi  tlie\-  deli\-ered  a  lire  and 
lied,  ddiey  were  hotly  piirsiieil  ahoiit  a  milcv  The  tire  of  the  Indians 
was   elb'ct'ivi'.  as    tliev  \voun.led     three  oiruaus.    killed    six    men.    and 
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been  an  amhnsh  in  which  lli<'  crafty  savayi's  drew<icn.  Hand,  and  tlieii 
llc<l.  receiving  no  injury  in  return.     The  soldiers  wiu'e  tlam  ]mt  to  des- 
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tr()\'iiii!- ;i  li(>l(l  (if  coni.  ;it)iMit  forly  iicii-;;  \viiile  thus  iMIumu'imI  rlu^y  wvvc 
lii'ed  u|)n;i  IVoui    iiri'i.tss   tin.'   livrr,  killiiiu' 'Hie   iiuiii   lui'l  wijuikIiiil;'  live.

And  the  a(;tivity  of  tin;  inaiiae-ers  of  t  hat  occasion,  the  li  lieral  assis- 
tance from  iIkj'  Slate  of  .\e\\''  Y,,rk  and  the  elahora  t(_'  memorial 
addresses,  part  i(Milarly  that  of  I  he  Uev.  David  Crafl.of  Wyalnsing,  all 
coiitrilailed  t(j  give  tiiis  important  i;vent  its  proper  piaee  in  Anieiicaii 
hishny.  'I'heL^'.Hh  of  .\iigiisl  was  hot  and  dry,  Inil'  'he  people  asMaii- 
hled  ill  vast  multilndes.  hy  oream/.e'd  military  jind  civic  societies,  singly 
and  in   long  and   numerous  processions.     The  numnmenl.  standing  on 
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Sullivan  Hill,  on  the  Imttlefield,  commanding  a  wide  view  of  the  sur- 
rounding countr)\  was  unveiled  with  imposing  cerenujnips,  antl 
addresses  delivered  fi'om  two  stands  l)y  many  of  tlie  most  eminent 
men  of  the  countrv.  The  governors  and  stall's  of  Xcw  Voric  and 
Pennsylvania  niid  Xew  II;un]»slni'e,  as  \V('1I  as  (-itui.  Slietanan  and  stall', 
and  nuiny  other  ollicials,  wci'c  pi'csent.  It  is  estimated  that  there  wei'e 
asseml)l(>d  on  the  battlelit'ld  :.(J.00()  people  on  that  eventfid  day. 

This  ex[)edition  forever  destroyed  the  powers  of  the  Injquois,  and 
drove  Butler  and  his  forces  from  this  iiortion  of  the  country,  and  com- 
parative peace  and  safety  were  once  more  estal.ilislied  on  the  Susque- 
lianna. 

March,  ITSO,  a  ])ai'ty  of  fifty  or  moi'e  Indians  came  down  the  I'iver 
and  when  near  Wyoming  tliev  divided  into  f)aiids  foi'  tlic  luii'posi'  of 
striking  the  isolated  seiilers.  One  of  t  liesi?  pai'ties  ca|)tured  Thomas 
Bennett  and  his  son,  iKvir  KinLision.  and  added  hihlieus  Hammond  to 
their  captiii'e,  and  started  lo  Tioi^n  and  (■an)p(nl  near  Meslio])j)en.  hiii'- 
ing  the  nig!  it  tlie  piasonm--.  I'ose  npon  tlieir  eaptoi's.  lei  lied  tour,  wonnded 
a,nother,  and  om;  lied, and  sei/ino  all  the  i-illes  of  l!i(>  slain  ivtuiaied  honn; 
March  27:  aiiotli.T  of  these'  liands  suddendy  appeared  at  Ilanovei'  and 
sh.ot  and  k'illeil  .Vsa  I'pson.  Two  days'aftei'  tlie\'  captnrecl  ahoy. 
Jonah  Ro-ci's,  and  the  m-xl  day  .M(ises'\'an  Canipen  :  tiiey  killed  aiid 
scal|)ed  \'an  ('ampen"s  lal  hei',  lii-i.thei' and  uncleitia;  -anie  day  iliey 
captured  a  lad  named  i'ence.  They  then  ]iasscd  to  liuntinglon  and 
fell  in  with  Col.  hraidxdin  and  foui-  of  his  men,  two  of  whom  were 
'wounded  but  all  escai)od.  Tiiev  found  in  Lehman  lownship,  I/a/.erne 
county,  AbraJiaju  Pike  and  his  wife  malvdng  sugar.  They  stayed  all 
rdght  with  them  and  took  the  man  and  wil'e  jirisoners  the  next 
moi'thng,  having  bundled  tli(H)abv  and  thi'own  it  on  tin,'  eabin  roof; 
during  the  day  they  released  the  woman,  and  she  returned  in  all 
liastc' to  her  bal)y  which  she  found,  and  wil  h  it  in  her  arms  lied  to 
the  settlement.  I'ike  was  a  deserler  from  Ihe  Prilish  afuiy- a  gallant 
Irishman,  and  mad(^  up  his  mind  that  it,  would  !)■:  decidedly  nn]>Ieas- 
ant  to  be  carried  into  the  Hritish  lines.  The  pai'ty  with  their  ca.jnives 
on  th.e  niu'ht  of  .\pvil  ;'.  eampiMl  on  t!i(>  Si  I'opt-  "place,  at  the  moiilh 
of  Wvsox  creek.  Siippovm^-  ihey  were  now  out  of  danger,  they 
I'cdaxed  sonu'what  theii'  vii;ilaiice.  '  ,louah  K'ogers.  the  boy  meiilioned 
abo\(\  afterward  told   this  narrative: 

''In  the  afternoon  of  the  day  Ixd'ore  \vi^  reached  the  ]>lace  ()f 
encampment  we  came  to  a  sii'eam.  1  was  tired  and  fatigued  with  the 
journey;  niy  feet  were  sor<>  and  I  was  just  able  to  ])roceed.  I'ik-e  told 
the  chief  of  the  gang  that  he  would  carry  me  ov(n'  on  his  shoukhn's. 
The  old  chief,  in  a  gruflf  voice,  said  :  '  \Vv\\.'  Pike  whispei't.-d  in  my 
ear  as  ^ye  were  crossing  the  stream:  'Jonah,  don't  close  youi' eyes 
to-night.  When  they  sleep  talce  the  k-nife  from  the  chief  and  cait  the 
cords  with  which  I  am  bound.'  I  was  the  only  one  o!'  the  ])risoners 
who  was  not  bound  ever\'  ni^ht  — the  old  chief  to  ik-  me  under  his 
blanket.  The  nights  were  raw  and  cold,  and  Ih.oii-h  proleeled  in  this 
way]  thought  I  should  i»erisli.  'J'his  much  of  the  project,  wa.-  <m>ui- 
municated  liy  Pik-e  to  iIh'  other  prisoners.  ToNwird  nightfall  ihey 
halted,  kindliHl  a,  fii'c,  ]iartook   of  their  e\a'nmg  meal,  and    wiM'e  soon 
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stretclied  on  the  <i'rouii(l.  !ii  a  (vw  iiiinuhs  the  ohl  chief  "was  asleep, 
and  in  the  eoiirse'uf  iialf  an  hour  ihi;  savages  were  all  snoi'ing-;  hut  he 
knew  his  friends  were  awake,  from  the  (x-casional  half-su])pressed  cough. 

'•  Pike  was  the  nearest  to  nie.  and  not  ovei'  two  feet  in  distance.  It 
was  a  terrific  effort  foi'  me  to  make  up  my  mind  to  ])erl'orm  my  part 
of  the  business,  for  1  Icnew  that  instant  death  wouKl  be  the  penalty  in 
ease  of  failuiv.  I'.ut,  as  tiuir  [);iss.'d  on,  and  the  snoring  of  the  sav- 
ages gri-w  loudt.M-  arui  louder,  my  courage  seemed  to  gather  new 
strengtli.  1  had  tujticed  whei'e  tiu'  olM  ciiief  lay  down  ;  the  knife  in 
the  belt  was  ou  the  side  next  to  me.  i  peei'ed  uut  from  under  the 
blanket,  and  .1  saw  the  eud»LM's  of  the  liix'  still  aglow,  and  a  partial 
light  ..f  the  moon.  1  also  saw  the  hantis  of  I'ikc  elevated  ;  1  thought 
thii  time  had  conu',  and  these  two  houi's  of  suspense  1  had  ])assed  we]'e 
iiKjre  teri'ibli'  than  all  th'e  re^t  eif  my  life  put  toi!X4,hi_'r.  I  cautiously 
dvi-w  the  kiiiiV'  fi'(,m  the  seabbard  m  the  chief's  lj"lt,  and,  cree])ing 
noiselessl\-  out  from  uiuler  t!ie  blanket,  1  passed  (jvei'  to  Pike  and  sev- 
ered   llie  ronls    fi-oiu  his  liatuls. 

"All  was  the  silence  of  death  save  (he  u'lwgling  m)ise  made  by  tlie 
savages  ill  theii'  sleeji.  J'ike'  cut  the  coi-'ls  that  bound  the  other  pris- 
onei's.  AVe  Were  ;l11  now  upon  our  feet.  Tiie  lli'st  thingr  was- to 
remove  the  guns  of  tin;  Imlians—tlie  w  ,  .rk  for  us  to  do  was  to  ijc  done 
with  t(Miuiliawl;s  and  knives.  Tl-e  euns  were  carefullv  I'-zmoved  out 
(jf  sight,  and  eaeli  of  us  had  a  tomaha'.vk.  \'an  ('am]ien  ])laeed  him- 
self over  th(-  chief,  ami  J 'iki'  over  anol  lier.  i  wa^  1  oo  ytjung  for  the 
encountiM'.  ami  stood  aloof.  I  saw  the  t(jmaliawks  of  Pike  ami  Van 
Campen  Hash  in  the  dim  light  of  the  halhsmoidering  Jlames  ;  the  next 
moment  the  ci'ash  of  two  t(;frible  blows  folhiwi/d  in  (piick  succession, 
when  seven  of  tlie  ten  arose  in  a  state  of  momentary  slupefaction  and 
bewilderme'iit,  and  tlieii  came  the  hand-lo-liand  c(uiliiet  in  the  contest 
for  life.  Phoui:!)  our  enemy  wei'c  without  aims,  they  vvei'e  not  dis- 
posed to  yield.  Pence  now  seizeti  one  of  the  guns,  I'lvad  and -brought 
one  down  ;  four  were  now  Is-illed  and  two  dangvroiisly  wounded,  when 
the  others,  witli  teiaafu'  \  el1<.  lied  at  the  !(  port  id'  the  eiin.  As  they 
I'aii.  \'an  Campen  llirew  ins  loinahawk  and  buried  it  in  the  shoulder 
of  orie  of  lliem.  This  Indian,  \vitli  a  teiTibie  sear  on  his  shoulder- 
blade,  r  saw  vears  after,  wiieii    he  ackintwled^ed  how  il  came  there."' 

.Mrs.  .Iane"(Strope)  V/iiitak.-r  told  that  Pilce  had  visited  hei'  father 
(d'teii  after  I  lie  w  ,ir,  and  she  had  heard  him  I'elate  ovei'  and  c)V(M'  again 
cwvy  detail  of  the  episode. 

Ill  June.  ITso,  Col.  J'h'anklln,  Sei'gt.  Ikildwin  witli  foiu'  men  had 
trailed  a  jiarty  from  m^ar 'rmikhannock  to  'Wysox,  near  whei'C  is  the 
Lanning  farm.  They  diseoviu'cil  the  cam))  smoke,  ami  etc]il  upon  them 
and  captured  four  uhite  uumi.  bearei's  of  dispatches  to  the  Jh'itish 
forces.  One  of  them  i^-nt  av.aw  tlie  othei's  were  taken  to  In'adijuarters  ; 
they  wei'C-lacob  and  hlss'ni,  .\dam  and  Henry  Hoover.  Among  otiier 
tro]>liies  found  on  the  iirisoiiers  was  a  beautiful  si)y-glass,  now  the  prop- 
erty of  Maj.  W.  H.  H.  Core,  of  Sheshe(|uin;  it  had  been  purciiased  by 
his  hither,  Judge  (iore.  Aiul  Burr  Kidgeway  when  a  vci'y  old  man 
said  that  he  hail  heai'd  Col.  Franklin  say,  on  pulling  out  a  silver  watch, 
"  1  t(Kjk  that  fi'om  (Uie  of  tht'  ]iris(mi'rs.'' 
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Stuhhorn  Fight — A  battle  with  tbe  red  skins  on  Brudford  soil  took 
place  at  the  Frenclitown  mountain,  opposite  xVsyluni,  April  10.  1782. 
A  band  of  marauders  had  captured  Roswell  Fi'anklin's  family,  of  lian- 
ovei'.  For  some  unknown  cause  this  family  was  the  especial  object  of 
attack  by  tlie  Indians.  A  year  before  they  had  captured  Franlclin's 
son,  Roswell,  and  his  nepliew,  Arnold  Franklin,  wJiose  father  had 
been  killed  in  the  Wyoming  battle,  and  they  had  burned  his  grain  and 
drove  off  his  stock.  On  Api'il  7,  while  Roswell  Franklin  was  away, 
a  band  of  eight  savages  rushed  into  tlie  cabin  and  captured  INLrs. 
Franklin  and  her  children,  Olive,  aged  thirteen.  Susanna,  Stephen,  aged 
four,  and  Ichalxxl,  aged  eiglilern  months,  ;iii(l  liui'i'ied  awav  witli  tlicm, 
going  noi'th  towai'd  Tioga.  Tlie  second  day  tliey  were  joined  by  live 
other  Indians,  making  thirt.een.  In  a  few  hours  aftei'  the}'  had  gone, 
Franklin  returned,  and  divining  the  affair  hastened  to  Wilkes-Bari'e  and 
the  alarm  guns  were  iired.  The  captives  heard  the  guns  and  knew  \vhat 
it  meant.  Soon  a  party  was  in  ])ursuit  under  Sergt.  Thomas  I'.aldwin, 
seconded  by  Joseph  Elliott.  The  others  of  this  party  weru :  -Jtjhti 
Swift  (afterward  a  general,  and  killed  on  the  Xiagara  frontier  in  1S12), 
Oliver  Bennett,  Watson  Baldwin.  Gideon  Dudley,  Mr.  Cook  and  a 
Mr.  Taylor — eight  men.  IMie  pursnei's  struck  straight  acnjss  the 
country  to  AVyalusing  and  reached  that  jKhnt  ahead  of  tlie  In- 
dians, but,  for  the  purpose  of  a  moi'e  eligible  ])lace  for  a  stand, 
they  passed  on  to  the  Frenclitown  mountain,  and  erected  a  kind 
of  defense  works  by  felling  some  trees  ami  placing  brusli  in  front 
of  them.  The  Indians  had  proceeded  so  slowly  that  they  awaited 
them  two  days,  and  Avhen  on  the  point  of  concluding  tliat  tliev  had 
gone  by  some  other  route  they  finally  ajujeared  and  halted,  and  began 
to  peer  about  with  great  caution.  Mrs.  Franklin  thought  tliey  were 
looking  for  deer,  as  they  were  out  of  provisions.  As  .-.oon  as  one  of  the 
bucks  came  in  range  he  was  tired  upon,  and  then  a  regular  battle  com- 
menced. The  women  and  children  were  cowipelled  to  lie  Hat  on  tlie 
ground,  as  they  wei'c  between  the  combatants  antl  the  bullets  whistling- 
close  above  them.  A  savage  fell  at  Dudley's  lii-st  shot,  but  when  loaiT- 
ing  Dudley  \Nas  \voiiiuled  in  tin'  arm.  .\  d.'sprrate  light  now  raged — 
(Nich  jiarty  behind  trees.  The  next  (>xeciilion  was  Taylor's  shc)t  that 
killed  their  medicine  miin  :  la;  rushed  u[)  to  scalp  him,  but  brok(i  his 
knife,  when  two  Indians  started  for  him,  but  he  cut  off  the  Indian's 
head  and  ran  with  it  and  escaped.  The  light  raged  several  hours. 
Mrs.  Franklin,  anxious  to  know  whether  tier  liusband  was  in  the  rescu- 
ing party,  raised  on  her  elbow  to  look;  hei'  daughter,  Susanna,  seeing 
an  Indian  approach  ui'ged  her  to  lie  d(jwn;tlie  next  moment  the 
Indian  fii'ed  and  killed  ilrs.  Franklin.  Jcjseph  Elliott  saw  the  murder 
of  the  woman  from' his  place,  and  creeping  along  the  tiaink  of 
a  fallen  tree  got  an  oppoi'tunity,  and  shot  the  Indian  dead.  Tiie  chil- 
dren now  supposing  all  were  to  be  murdered,  jumped  \\\-)  and 
ran.  They  heard  some  one  shout  to  them,  and  thought  at  tirst 
it  was  an  Indian  ])ursuing  to  murder  them.  Again  tliey  heard  the 
'voice,  saying:  "  Run,  you  dear  souls,  run  !  "  And  the  poor,  frightened 
children  rushed  into  the  arms  of  Elliott.  The  Indians  now  fled  in 
terror.     The  whites  remained    behind  their  ambush  until  near  sunset 
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lest  it  was  a  trap  to  get  them  out  and  niunler  them  all  Mr.  Swift, 
had  joined  the  party  about  The  close  of  the  light,  and  was  hardly  on 
the  ground  when  he  was  favored  by  the  opportunity  and  shot  an 
Indian  dead.  Mrs.  Franklin  was  buried  near  where  killed,  and  years 
after  the  daughter,  Olive,  wrote  the  following  :  "  Our  friends  having 
found  the  tomahawks  of  the  Indians  along  with  their  packs,  cut  diy 
poles  to  make  a  raft  on  which  to  float,  and  we  dro]:)ped  silently  down 
the  river,  and  at  the  dawn  came  to  Wyalusiiig  island.  It  was  just  a 
week  since  we  were  talcen  prisoners.  Here  we  lay  a  whole  day,  fear- 
ing to  go  forward  lest  we  should  be  discovered  by  the  enemy,  prob- 
ably lurking  near  the  shore,  and  could  single  us  out  and  shoot  us 
down  at  their  leisure.  We  were  si.\ty  miles  from  safety,  and  starving; 
and  our  friends  gave  the^one  remaining  biscuit  to  tbe  children,  and 
fears  were  ent(3rtained  that  the  little  ones  would  die  of  hunger."  The 
party  reached  Wilkes-Barre  the  Wednesday  following.  The  young- 
est child  of  Mrs.  Franklin  was  caught  \\\)  l>v  an  Indian  at  the  moment 
they  fled,  and  carried  off,  and  was  never  again  heard  of. 

Xo  spot  in  America  sulfered  more  in  the  great  cause  in  proportion 
to  })()pulation  than  this,  and  the  river  was  strewn  with  remains  of  the 
times,  some  of  which  are  still  being  found. 

Indion  Jt'elic. — Judge  C.  S.  Kussell  has  an  old  match-lock  gun  that 
it  is  supposed  was  left  on  the  ground  near  Towanda  by  some  ''good 
Indian."  .Some  years  ago  one  of  our  citizens  was  passing  over  the 
country  with  his  w;igon,  when  he  found  the  road  ubstructed,  and  in 
attempting  to  make  a  way  around  the  obstruction  removed  an  old 
rotted  log;  in  doing  so  he  struck  his  leg  against  something  stubijorn 
and  sharp  enough  to  penetrate  his  boot-leg,  and  after  |)assing  on  a 
little  distance  he  discovered  the  wound  was  bleeding.  This  e.xcited 
his  cariosity,  ami  lie  returned  and  found  sticking  u[)  the  end  of  a  gun- 
barrel,  and  it  was  the  sharp  jioint  of  the  l)reech-pin  that  had  wounded 
his  leg.  He  carefully  resuri-ected  it,  and  it  was  found  to  be  loaded  ; 
the  Ijreech-end  was  cut  oil",  and  now  it  has  a  stock  and  naw  lock,  and 
is  ([uite  an  old-fasliioned  long  gun.  Its  ownt-r  was  at  Gettysbui'g. 
and  alter  ihe  battle  he  found  a  gun  lock  and  also  a  ]Kirt  of  the  stiu-k  of 
agun,  and  tliese  were  put  on  the  old  bai'iel.  The  supposition  is  tiiat 
the  old  gun  originally  belonged  to  an  Indian.  When  theycamedown 
for  their  second  attack  on  Wyoming,  the  authorities  heard  of  their 
approach,  when  word  was  sent,  to  the  people  of  the  north  part  of 
Northumberland,  and  they  gathei'ed  a  force  and  swoi>|)ed  down,  striking 
the  Susquehanna  at  about  this  point,  falling  upon  the  Indian  maraud- 
ers in  the  rear.  There  was  much  skirmishing  and  running  lighting  as 
the  Indians,  when  they  discovered  the  trap  they  were  in,  turned  and 
tried  to  break  through  the  lines  and  get  away  to  the  point  where  thev 
had  started  from.  In  this  v/ay  there  were  dead  Inilians  scattered  for 
miles  along  the  river. 

Saiiiud  Gore  was  one  of  the  notable  men  of  the  Ilevolutionavy  war. 
In  January,  183L',  he  penned  his  own  petition  to  Congress,  giving 
something  of  his  service  in  the  war  and  asking  for  a  pension.  It 
is  a  condensed,  pathetic  story  of  the  dreadful  days  in  this  beautiful 
valley;  after  a  respectable  introductory   address  to  the  Congress  then 
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in  session  he  pcocccds  in  his  a]'|)e;il  for  a  j)eiisi(>ii,  every  word  of  whicii 
is  pregnant  with  liislury. 

"Your  ])etitioner's  request  is  of  a  singuhir  nature,  dillering  fi-om  the 
common  case  of  those  who  served  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  ;  he  was 
not  engaged  for  any  limited  time;  that  he  resided  at  Wyoming 
settlement  at  tlie  commencement  of  the  late  Jievoluticjnary  War;  tlia't 
in  the  year  1777,  in  ihe  luonth  of  ^fay,  he  was  enrolled  in  tlie  militia 
of  Capt.  Alioliab  Buck's  company,  and  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  be 
true  and  faithful  to  the  cause  then  at  issue;  that  in  December,  tlie  same 
year,  he  was  draughted  on  a  tour  of  duty  u()  the  river  as  far  as  Wysox 
and  Towanda ;  the  command  he  was  attached  to  took  twenty -eight 
prisoners,  men  that  had  served  under  Gen.  Burgoyne  tiie  ])receding 
campaign  ;  that  in  the  ye^tr  1778  the  Settlement  was  in  almost 
continual  alai'ui  the  afore  })art  of  the  season;  and  what  atlded  mostly 
to  their  fears  was  that  three  companies  of  soldiers  had  been  enlisted  in 
the  Settlement  aiu!  had  joined  the  main  army  of  Washington. 

"The  militia  that  was  left  was  on  duty  the  ])r'incipal  part  of  the 
time,  in  fortifying,  scouting  and  learning  the  military  discipline  till 
the  month  ot  July,  when  the  settlement:  was  invaded  by  the  l^ritish 
anil  Indians,  under  the  command  ()f  (k)l.  John  Hutler.  and  l!ran<lt.  the 
Indian  chief. 

"  Youi'  j^etitioner  was  in  the  memorable  battle  and  massacre  of 
W3'oming,  and  narrowly  escaped  the  fate  of  live  brethren  and  ollicers, 
and  the  principal  ])art  of  the  company  to  which  he  belo)iged. 

"  In  addition  to  his  ntistVtrtuiuj,  in  running  aci'oss  a  l)a\'  or  morass, 
the  Indians  in  close  pui'suit,  evcr\'  step  over  knee-d(M'p  in  mud  and 
mire,  Ijy  over-exertion,  caused  a  bi'cach  in  his  body,  which  has  l)een  a 
painful  and  troublesome  disordei'  ever  since. 

"  It  is  unnecessary  to  desci'ibe  the  entii'e  destructicjn  of  the  settle- 
ment by  the  enemy,  dispersion  and  hardships  of  the  fugitives,  old 
men,  women  and  children,  fleeing  through  the  wilderness,  carrying 
with  them  scarcely  enough  to  support  nature  by  the  way. 

"Th(>  ])lace  was  retaken  in  August  or  Septembei-  following,  by  ("ol. 
Zebulun  Hutler,  aiul  Capt.  Simon  Spalding,  and  a  gari'ison  replaced 
there.  Your  petitioner  returneil  soon  aftei-  and  served  as  a  volunteer 
daring  the  yeai-s  1770,  1780  and  1781,  and  was  subject  to  be  called  on 
in  evei-y  case  of  emergency. 

"The  expedition  of  Gen.  Sullivan  to  the  Genesee  country  did 
not  prevent  wholly  the  depredations  of  the  enemy  being  frequently 
harrassed  by  small  ])arties.  In  the  year  1782,  Capt.  Spalding's  com- 
pany was  called  to  join  the  main  army  at  headquarters,  and  a  company 
of  invalids  was  stationed  at  the  post,  commanded  by  Capt.  Mitchell, 
soldiers  that  were  not  calculated  for  the  woods,  scoutings,  etc.  Col. 
Dennison  gave  orders  to  have  the  militia  organize<l  and  classed,  which 
took  place." 

Afterward,  April  3,  1832,  Sci'gt.  Gore  wrot<>a  ]n-ivate  letter  to  Phil- 
ander Stephens,  meinbei'  <.)f  Congress,  and  fr(nn  which  is  taken  the  fol- 
lowing extracts:  "I  would  take  it  as  a  I'avoi'  if  you  W(juld  inf(jiin  me 
what  is  the  prospect  of  a  bill  for-  the  general  compensation  of  old  sol- 
diers and  volunteers  of  the  TievMution.     ••      ■•     Some  cheerino-  informa-

tion  on  this  subject  would  I'cvive  iny  s[)ii'its,  which  have  been  almost 
exhausted  during  tlic  severity  of  the  past  winter.  '^  *  *  *  On 
retlecting  bade  in  these  trying  times,  1  would  state  some  jiartieulars 
respecting  our  family  at  the  commencement  of  the  llevolution.  My 
fatlier  had  seven  sons,  all  zealously  engaged  in  the  cause  of  lilterty. 
Himself  an  acting  magistrate  and  a  committ(!e  of  safety,  watching  the 
disafV.'cted  and  encouraging  the  loyal  part  of  the  comnuinity.  •'"  - 
*  *  Three  of  his  sons  and  two  sons-in-law  fell  in  the  Wyoming 
massacre.  Himself  died  the  winter  following.  One  son  served  during 
the  war,  the  others  served  in  the  Continental  Army  for  shorter  periods." 
Then  he  draws  a  picture  of  some  of  the  things  he  saw  in  that  war, 
and  says:  "Let  any  pei'son  at  this  time  of  general  prosperity  of  our 
country,  redect  l)ack  on, the  ti'oubles,  trials  and  suffering  of  a  con- 
quered counli-y  by  a  savage  enemy.  Men  scalped  and  mangled  in  the 
most  savoge  manner.  Some  dead  bodies  floating  down  the  river  in 
sight  of  the  garrison.  Women  collecting  together  in  groups, sci'caming 
and  wi'inging  their  hands  in  the  gi'eatest  agony;  some  swooning  and 
deprived  of  their  senses.  Property  of  every  description  plundered  and 
destroyed,  buildings  burned,  the  surviving  inhal)itants  dispersed  and 
driven  through  the  wilderness  to  seek  sut)sistence  wherever  they  could 
lintl  it.'"  -'IMiis,"  he  says,  and  its  trutli  is  on  its  face,  "is  but  a  faint 
description  of  the  beautiful  valley  of  I77S,''  and  it  should  be  remem- 
bered the  savages  continued  their  depredations  until  17S2. 

"John  Franklin  was  chosen  captain.  Your  ])etitioner  was  ap)iointed 
to  sergeant  and  iiad  the  command  of  a  class  which  was  ordei'ed  to  be 
ready  at  the  shortest  notice  to  sc(jut  the  woods  and  to  follow  any  part 
of  the  enem\'  that  should  be  M^it  on  their  niurder(.)us  excursions,  that 
he  performed  four  tours  of  scouting  that  season  of  al)i>ut  eigiit  days 
each . 

"  Your  ])etitioner  never  drew  any  [lav,  clothing  oi' I'atious  during  the 
contest  for  Independence,  but  ai^imunition  In-  was  su{)plied  with  from 
the  Continental  store. 

"He  had  the  charge  of  a  family  at  the  time  (his  father  being 
dead\;  had  to  suppoi't.  himself  as  well  as  he  could  bv  laboring  between 
spells,  and  frecpiently  plowing  with  his  musket  slung  at  his  back." 

He  concludes  with  this  ]Kithetic  sentence,  after  stating  that  he  had 
been  informed  by  the  newspapers  of  the  great  spirit  of  liberality 
manifested  by  C'ongress  toward  old  soldiers:  "I  take  the  liberty  to 
request  of  your  Honorable  liod}' to  take  my  case  into  considei'ation ; 
and  if  you,  in  youi-  wisdom  and  justice,  should  think  that  your 
petitioner  i.-s  entitled  to  any  remuneration  to  do  what  you  may  think 
right  and  just ;  and  your  petitioner  will  ever  pray.'" 

Such  was  tile  language  of  the  old  Revolutionary  soUHer  who  had 
served  his  country  "  witrhout  any  pay  or  rations,''  and  hail  to  support 
himself  and  his  dead  father's  family,  l)y  "working  between  spells; 
often  with  liis  gun  strapped  on  his  back."  It  is  much  of  the  story  of 
the  war  in  Bradford  county. 

The  story  of  tlie  wives  and  mothers  of  those  times  is  condensed 
and  typified  in  that  of  Sa.mucl  Gur(;'s  mother.  When  the  battle  was 
rajfiim-  she  was  watcliinu'  at  the  door  of  the  fort  to  catch  the  first  news 
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where  were  her  four  sons  uiul  two  sons-in-law  ;  the  lirst  pantino- 
courier  told  her  the  horrid  story  that  lier  three  sons,  Ralpli.  Sihis  and 
George,  and  lier  two  sons-in-law,  Jolin  .Murphy  and  Tiniotliy  Pierce, 
were  dead,  and  their  scalped  and  mangled  corpses  lay  side  by  side; 
the  brave  woman's  heart  was  broken,  atul  her  stricken  soul  cried  : 
"Have  I  one  son  left  T'  The  fort  was  piUaL^^ed  tlie  next  day,  and  the 
Indians  carried  all  the  feather  beds  to  the  river's  bank,  and' scattered 
the  feathers  to  the  winds.  They  burned  Mr.  Gore's  house,  and  the 
children,  while  the  Indians  were  sacking-  the  fort,  gathered  enough 
feathers  to  nuike  the  noted  "  Wyoming  Bed,  "  and  hid  them.  Mrs. 
Gore  procured  a  horse,  threw  this  "bod"'  across  it  and  started  on  the 
long  journey  across  the  '-Shades  of  Death,'"  as  the  seventy  miles  of 
wilderness  was  called,  that  lay  before  them  on  their  way  to  the  iJela- 
ware.  The  old  people  'and  the  children  rode  alternatelv  antl  in 
hushed  silence,  not  knowing  what  moment  the  red  devils  would 
spring  upon  them.  The  small  children  endured  agony  in  silence  and 
trudged  on  and  on.  That  exoilus  from  the  Suscjuhanna  is  the  un[)ar- 
alleled  story  of  suffering  and  woe.  One  poor  woman's  infant  died 
in  her  arms  on  the  way;  they  could  not  stoi>  to  bury  it  on  the  wav, 
and  she  carried  the  corpse  over  twenty  miles  in  hei-  arms.  An  old 
lady  resident  of  the  county,  who  died  a  lew  years  ago,  was  born  on  that 
av^ful  voyage.  Frances  Slocundj,  a  little  girl  aged  five,  was  taken 
captive  by  the  Indians,  and  never  recovered.  She  was  never  heard  of 
until  she  had  become  old,  and  then  refuse<l  to  return  to  her  friends  and 
civilization.  She  died  Queen  of  the  Miamis,  near  Fort  \Va\'ne, 
Ind.,  in  lR-i7. 

Moj.  ZepJian  Ftower'ti  memory  merits  a  panigraph  among  the  heroes 
of  the  Kevolution.  Theson  of  ithuriel  Flower,  a  genuine  specimen  of  the 
Old-World  Puritans  that  came  of  the  stcji'iny  times  of  1020,  in  the  very 
beginnings  of  this  continent,  a  generation  ))raying  and  fighting  ami 
reading  their  old  black-letter  Pibles  in  order,  we  Ixns  used  to  think, 
to  find  old  scriptural  names  fcjr  their  many  children.  The  name 
Zepliaii,  it  is  said,  occurs  but  once  in  tlie  l!il.)le,  but  it  couM  not 
esctipe  llu'  drvotioual  readings  of  l^'alhcr  llliiiriel,  and  ihe  brarer  of 
lliat  name  was  born  iSovemlier  ;50,  1T'1.">.  and  died  Api'ii  It),  IS.')'),  on 
his  farm  across  the  river  from  Athens,  now  the  property  of  his  rela- 
tive and  adopted  son,  Z.  F.  Walker,  and  is  buried  near  the  old  family 
residence  on  the  roadside  in  the  Fi'anklin  cemetery.  lie  enlisted  in 
the  Continental  army  in  177^.  when  not  yet  ijuile  thii'teen  years  ohl.  and 
served  seven  years,  and  at  the  age.  therefore,  of  tweiit\'-oiie,  when  the 
modern  young  jnan  tears  himself  away  fi-om  his  mama's  ai)i'on.  lie  was 
an  old  Revolutionary  soldier,  who  could  tell  of  the  war  and  battles 
and  sieges  and  marches  with  bare  feet  ovei-  frozen  ground  ;  of  how  he 
was  captured  and  re-ca))tured  ;  how  he  captured  a  Tory,  and  the  Tory 
turned  and  captured  him, 'when  his  overcoat  caught  in  crossing  a  fence, 
and  his  prisoner  took  his  gun  and  about-faced  him,  and  finally  took  the 
flint  from  his  gun  antl  returned  it  to  him  with  the  injunction  :  ''  Go 
,vour  wav  in  peace  and  I  will  go  mine.  "  How  he  too  quickly  found  a 
secret  Hint,  and  put  it  in  his  gun  and  ordered  the  retiring  man  to  halt 
or  he  would  fire,  but  the  fellow  only  quiclcened  his  pace,  and  althongli 
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lie  could  have  shot  him  deiul,  yet  he  liad  not  the  heail  to  do  it.  and  the 
man  went  in  salVty.  C)r  how.  when  a  sentinel,  he  challengetl  Gen. 
Washington,  whom  he  kniiw  very  well,  but  refused  to  let  him  ]-)ass 
until  he  gave  the  eouiitersii^-n  ;  this  was  i;-iven,  an<l  the  ureat  soldier 
tlii'ew  the  lad  a  silver  half  dollar  to  show  his  appreciation  of  the  aet. 
Or  how,  in  stormitii;-  a  fort,  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  storming  piii'^-.v, 
and  on  the  impulse  junipi.'d  to  the  jiort-hole  to  crawl  in.  when  the  can- 
noneer attem|jte(l  to  (ire  the  gun  with  the  hoy  I'ight  at  its  mouth,  when 
he  was  killed  altnost  in  the  ai't  of  applying'the  torch.  In  IT'.M,  he 
came  toSheshecpiin.  and  then  to  Spalding's  creek,  and  built  a  distillery. 
Then,  though  wiih  very  scant  book  education,  he  bi^came  a  surveyor, 
and  to  this  day  his  notes  and  surveys  ai-e  among  the  most  reliaide  rec- 
oi'ds  of  the  early  times  on  the  Suscpiehanna.  In  April.  IT'Jo.  he  sur- 
veyed f(H' the  Susijuehanna  Oompany  the  old  town  of  Flowersburg. 
aiul  in  1T'.»^  th('tM\vnshi[)  (jf  Litehlield,  as  it  is  now,  and  Windsor,  now 
Sheshecjuin. 

While  a  r(>sidcnt  of  Sheslie(]iun  he  was  made  a  major  of  the  militia. 
In  1S(1;>  he  went  to  Athens  and  located  on  the  ])resent  JMichael  Cole- 
man farm,  and  was  here  when  the  great  flood  came,  and  his  family 
was  taken  from  the  house  in  boats  and  landeil  at  tiie  fofit  of  the  hill 
of  Col.  Fi-aidclm's  residence,  and  fi'om  there  bv  Ix^ats  or  rafts  aci'oss 
the  flats  to  the  door  of  Col.  Suttei'lee's  house;  the  women  bedding 
their  skirts  bir  sails  as  ])ropelling  power.  His  next  move  was  to  the 
-Julius  Tozer  farm;  then  to  the  borough  of  Athens  in  the  house  now 
Willow  Sewai'd's.  In  IS-'Uhe  moved  into  the  Coi.  Fraidclin  house,  and 
occu|)ied    this    with   his  son    Nalhaiiiel,    who   had    purchased    the  place. 

An  incident,  in  the  life  of  this  old  sohlii'r  and  snr\-eyoi'  was  the  ill- 
will  he  encountered  among  the  si.'ttlers  been  use  he  was  sui'veying  the 
land.  They  siia  ved  his  horse's  mane  and  tail,  and  threalened  him  with 
violence  time  and  again.  He  wasamf)ushed  and  lii'cd  at  several  times, 
but  birtunately  was  never  hu)t. 

Among  his  reminiscences  was  the  "starving  summer "'  of  IT'.'l.in 
this  locality,  when  the  people  were  brought  to  the  verge  of  sl:;rvation 
by  a  frost  that  had  ruined  tiie  pi'cvious  year's  crop.>  ;  brea^lstulV  ii;ul 
all  gone  and  none  olitainable.  and  oidy  such  meat  as  eould  be  captured 
in  the  foi'-'sls.  The  only  marlcet  was  Wilkes-lkii'i'e.  The  sutlc'ring 
peo])le  wandered  through  the  woods,  digging  roots  and  devouring  the 
scant  eatable  herl),'-.  they  could  (ind,  and  one  wIk^i  was  thei'e  has  said  : 
•'The  best  meal  I  (!Ver  ate  was  when  linall\'  we  gathered  rye  that  was 
just  out  of  the  milk,  kiln-di-ied.  and  j^ounded  it  out  with  a  tlail.  di'ied 
it  again  inkettlesand  then  pounded  it  Intlian  fashion  withastone.  and 
made  Graham  short-cake,  and  with  our  invited  neighboi's  partook  of 
the  royal  feast."  Thus  tin,'  hungiy^-eyeti  children  \vere  brought  back 
to  plenty  and  happiness,  and  the  whole  ]Jo[)ulation  were  rejoiced,  aiul 
the  di-eadful  oiileal  passed    away. 

Ze})han  FhMver  and  IMary  Patrick  were  married  Afarch  28.  17S5; 
she  was  a  native  of  Ilartfoi'd,  born  December  25.  1705 — a  ix'iiicely 
'''Christmas  gift,"  indeed.  Her  brothei's,  Shepard  and  Jacob,  v/ere 
among  the  early  prominent  pioneers  of  Wysox. 

The  children    of   ^hxj.  Flcrwer    were.    Ileloisa,    Mary,    Nathaniel, 
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Itliuriel,  IlukUili,  Pliilomola,  Zuliinma  (mother  of  Z  F  Walker  of 
Athens),  Georo^e.  Alfred,  Albeit,  Alniore  and  Zephan.  Mrs.  Flower 
died  March  5, 184S,  and  is  buried  in  the  Col.  Franklin  buryino-r.-round 
now  on  the  farm  of  her  grandson,  Z.  F.  Walker.  -      "  =  ' 

Mrs.  John  Cole,  nee  Catharine  Letts,  mother  of  Dr  C  11  Cole  of 
Shesheqmn,  who  died  in  1846.  aged  seventv-iive,  has  often  related  her 
experiences  at  the  battle  of  Wvoming.  Slie  was  then  but  six  or  seven 
years  old,  and  her  father  swam  the  river  witli  his  three  small  children 
clinging  to  his  clothes,  and  made  his  escape  and  fled  through,  then 
called,  tlie  "Wilderness  of  Death,"  to  the  Delaware  river,  subsistino-  on 
the  terrible  journey,  upon  roots  nnd  berries.  '^' 

But  few  of  the  families  of  the  lievolution  on  this  border  but  had 
some  such  expei'ieiices  as  this  old  lady  couki  tell  of  hei' young  girlhood, 
and  now  to  look  back  and -iiear  it  told  as  it  came  in  later  years  from 
their  hps,  we  wonder  how  it  was  possible  that  any  surviveti  to  put  in 
words  the  dreadful  tale.  We  speak  of  our  braveKevolutionarv  sires  ; 
and  honor  them  above  all  men,  and  are  lialde  to  forget  tliat  the\v(>men 
and  weak  children  were  by  their  side  in  every  ordeal— m  ihe  fiercest 
battles,  the  bloodiest  massacres  and  in  the  lli-hts  tlirouuh  the  wilder- 
ness, in  the  storms  and  hunger,  Avhen  the  very  ;iir  was  laden  with  ileath, 
and  often  with  horrors  far  worse  than  death'.  One  is  ^\n\\■  sometimes 
incredulous  in  trying  to  realize  that  one  of  our  modern  bug-snueabn-'-, 
corsetted  gii4s  could  ever  come  of  such  a  stock  as  the  racc°  of  womcm 
and  children  that  helped  plant  our  civilization,  and  maintained  it  against 
every  foe.  ^  Surely,  tlie  Ford  tempereth  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lamb. 

Soon  after  the  establishment  of  the  l^niou  occunvd  the  epis(xle  in 
history  of  the  attempt  by  C(.l.  Jolm  Franlclin  and  others  to  establish  a 
new  State  here.  "Wirt  ArJaiur' (A.  S.  llo.)lcenj  in  tlie  JM.'^x  jW-z/w 
March  5,  18s9,  communicated  the  following: 

In  tbe  latteryocirs  of  tlie  last  ceutury  this  was  ilie  yreat  unoi-gariize-l  territory  of  north- 
ern Penasylvama.  At,  the  same  tiuu;  Cul.  Franklin  and  his  followers  were  or^aiiiziuir 
to  form  a  new  Stale.  John  Sevier  was  carving  a  new  State  out  of  Tennessee.  'Carolina 
ana  Georgia.  1  he  move  was  to  drive  off  the  Conuectieut  settlers.  Ethan  Allen  came 
and  joined  Franklin,  and  ihcy  resolved  to  make  a  new  Mate  with  Tio"a  Point  now 
Athens,  the  eapilal.     (l.n,  .Mini  said  lie  had  made  one  Stale  and  eonhl  make  another. 

1  he  new  Stale  was  lo  extend  iiiio  the  unorganized  j.ortions  of  Southern  M.  Y. 
'lhcL„lrj,auhn(  (..,:.,  tUa-  of  Oetoher  T.,  1787,  says:  "A  few  days  since  Capts.  Craig, 
brady,  Stephenson,  liegs,  Pun  and  Frb  went  lo  the  eamp  of  Luzerne  and  there  by  or- 
der of  the  Supreme  Fxecutive  Council,  apprehended  John  Franklin,  and  yesterday 
broughthini  to  this  city.  This  man  has  been  very  active  in  fomenting  disturbances 
m  the  camp,  has  great  address  and  resolution,  as  was  shown  by  the'eentlemen  em- 
ployed in  coaducung  this  business;  tliey  were  all  oflieers  of  the  Coiitinental  Arniv  who 
distinguished  themselves  by  their  bravery  during  the  late  war— it  is  to  be  hoped 'they 
will  receive  sufficient  compen.sation  for  their  services." 

Gen.  Franklin's  long  imprisonment  without  trial— he  was  refused  any  even  enor- 
mous, bail  that  was  offered,  the  trial  postponed  and  he  was  kept  in  chains'  in  a  dfsmal 
fetid  cell,  IS  a  most  sickening  chapter  in  Pennsvlvania  history.  Prickerin"  fled  after 
Franklin's  arrest.  He  returned,  however,  in  178S  to  Bradford  county.  June  28  1778 
Pickering  was  seized  and  carriwl  to  the  woods  and  kept  secreUd  twenty  day's  but 
was  linally  set  at  liberty.  .'        .-   ■ 

Ashburn  Towner's  novel,  Ghcmhujue  i>f  Knlmio,  [rives  an  infercstinf  description  of 
this  event.  Thereat  hero  of  those  davs  was  Col.  Fi^uiklin.  Fninklii"  the  wilderness 
hero  lay  in  jail  while  the  National  Constitutional  Convention  assembl'ed  to  form  our 
•wonderful  constitution.  When  after  in  prison  a  year  or  more  Franklin  was  brought 
before  the  court,  the  court  said:  "There  was  evidence  that  he  and  the  people  had 
assembled  for  the  purpose  of  opposing  the  authority  and  law  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  that  a  paper  .subscribed  by  l)im  had  been  posted  inviting  the  people  to  throw  oil' 
allegiance  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  to  erect  themselves  into  an  independent 
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State,  also  it  appeared  that  the  insurgents  had  appointed  a  court  of  three  judges,  vested 
with  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  criminal  and  civil." 

Tliis  was  suflicient  treason,  but  the  Commonwealth  in  its  abundance  of  mercy  had 
concliule.l  to  charge  it  to  misprison  of  treason."  Then  bail  was  asked  when  the  Chief 
Justice  said  that  "^'csterday  we  might  have  allowed  it,  but  to  day's  news  of  the  arrest 
of  Pickering  shut  out,  all  such  idui,  and  the  charge  was  reverted  back  to  'treason.'  " 

The  new  Stute  project  lingered  after  the  arrest  of  Franklin,  November  5,  1787,  Dr. 
Ben  Franklin  then  Secretary  of  tlie  Commonwealth  sent  the  following  to  the  council. 

"Gi'iitlemen  :  Since  the  last  session,  there  has  been  a  rene^\al  of  tlie  disturbances  at 
Wyotning,  some  restless  spirits  there  having  imagined  a  jirospect  of  withdrawing  the 
inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  State  and  some  of  the  State  of  Xew  York  from  their 
allegiance,  and  of  forming  them  into  a  new  State,  to  be  carried  into  effect  by  an  armed 
force  in  defiince  of  the  laws  of  the  two  States.  Having  iulelligence  of  this,  we  caused 
one  of  the  principal  conspirators  to  be  apprehended  and  secured  in  the  goal  of  this  city 
— and  another,  who  resides  in  the  State  of  New  York,  at  our  request  has  been  taken  up 
by  the  autliorities  of  that  Government.  The  papers  found  on  this  occasion  fully  dis- 
covers the  designs  of  these  lurbjilent  jicople,  and  some  of  their  letters  are  herewith  laid 
before  you.  .  .  .  To  protect  the  civil  othcers  of  our  new  Court  of  Luzerne  in  the 
e.vercise  of  their  respective  functions,  we  have  ordered  a  body  of  Jlilitia  to  hold  them- 
selves in  readini'ss  to  march  thitlier,  which  will  be  done  unless  some  future  circum- 
stances and  information  from  tho-c  points  may  make  it  appear  unnecessary."

Session  of  Gen  assembly,  October  :!!,  1787,  mostly  taken  ui>  with  the  Luzerne 
troubles,  a  resolution  was  passed  to  raise  troojis.  Benj.  Franklin  S(;nt  another  mes- 
sage to  the  asseinl)ly  recommending  the  adoption  of  cilectual  measures  to  suppress 
rebellion  and  enforce  the  laws. 

The  pi'iple  drove  the  Commissioners  from  Lu/crtie  CJourl,  ;ind  at  the  November 
election  following,  Timothy  Pickering  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  from  Lu/erne. 
lie  was  afterward  Washington's  Secretary  of  State. 
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N'O  local  .subject  in  the  histoiy,  not  only  of  Pennsylvania,  but  also 
of  Connecticut,  litis  excited  ;t  more  ^eiicr.il  intfTcst  than  the  one 
cominonlyknown  as  the  "Connecticut  Cltiims."  oi- the  '•  rennaniitcand 
Yan]<eo  Wars."  Bradford  county  lies  within  that  disputed  land,  and 
the  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  long  dis])ute  is  the  history  of  the 
eiirlv  settlement  of  this  portion  of  the  State  tilong-  the  Suscpiehanna 
river — a  contention  that  was  bitter  as  it  was  long',  and  concerning 
which  there  were  reprisajs  and  bloodshed  and  (higrant  wrongs  on  ajl 
sides;  the  innocent  often  the  greatest  sufl'erors.  It  is  now  more  than 
one  hundred  years  since  its  ince|)tion,  and  if.  nnfortiini'ly,  thereareyet 
heart-burnings  and  evil  feelings  over  these  old  ijUfsl  ions  that  have  been 
tra,iisniitted  from  sir(^  to  son.  it  is  to  be  regrctlcd.  The  bearing  of 
this  ([Ucslion  ;i,nd  its  lin.-d  rcsiills  have  h;id  a  national  inllucnce;  had 
it   been   settled    diU'erenitlv    fitmi   what   it    was,  one   more  State  would 
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have  added  its  star  to  tlie  original  cluster  of  thirteen  that  typilied  the 
original  Union  of  States.  Pennsylvania  wonkl  have  presented  a  ve)'V 
different  face  on  the  maps  to  what  it  now  does.  Tiie  boundaries  of 
that  possible  State  would  have  been:  ••  Beginning- ten  miles  east  of 
the  east  branch  of  the  Susquehanna  river,  on  the  one-and-fortieth 
degree  of  nortli,  thence  witli  a.  northward  h'ne  ten  miles  distant  fi'om 
the  said  river  to  the  end  of  l])e  forty -second  degree  and  to  exteiul 
westward  thi'oughout  the  whole  breadth  thereof,  through  two  degrees 
of  longitude,  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles.''  This  includes  all  of 
Jh'adford  county  except  a  little  wedge  of  the  nortiioast  cornei',  as  tin; 
east  line  lunvs  to  contorm  to  the  general  bend  of  the  I'ivei'.  The  other 
three  boundary  lines  ai'c  straight,  the  noi'th  liiu;  Ix'iug  the  State  line, 
and  the  south  line  being  the  south  line  of  41^.  'J'he  otlier  entire 
counties  and  parts  of  counties,  as  now  foi'med.  included  in  this  described 
ijoundary,  are  as  follows:  Part  of  Susquehanna,  "Wyoming,  Luzerne, 
Colunibia,  Montour,  Northund_)erland,  Union,  Centre.  Clinton,  Cleai-held, 
Elk,  Cameron  and  AEcKean,  and  thii  whole  of  Potter,  Tioga,  Lycoming 
and  Sullivan.  A\^hat  a  solid  little  State  tl 
the  size  of  Connecticut!  This  would  have  1 
TerritoiT.  and  eventually  a  Stat(.'. 

Wliat  we  nuiv  now  I'egard  as  a  close 
versy  is  the  address  of  Ex-Gov.  Henry 
the  Ilistoi'ical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  X' 
Iloyt  was  then  in  ollice  ;  he  had  \)oon  a  ci 
law  practice  had  been  drawn  into  acarel'ul  study  of  the  legal  ques- 
tions involved,  and  fortanatel}'  tiie  society  requested  him  to  malce  an 
address  on  the  subject.  To  the  tidta  lie  had  professionally  accumu- 
lated, he  adde<l  such  materials  as  the  I'ceoi'ds  and  histofy  gave,  and 
deliveriM.1  his  able  and  elo(|ueni  addri'ss,  a,nd  it  may  be  now  accepted 
as  a  full,  com])lete  and  iinai  summing  u])  of  the  points  involved,  anil 
dramatic  as  was  that  chapter  in  our  country's  history,  the  Goveiaior's 
"Brief  "  or  "  SyllaOus."  as  he  terms  it.  of  the  '■  Seventeen  Townships," 
reads  like  the  learned  and  impartial  decision  of  the  uiiriuht  judue. 

The  Eno'lish  discovered  and  possessed  North  AnnT;ea^'rro'm  lantude

ginia.  or  Xew  Ihiglaml.  James  1.,  April  lo.  ICin;,  gi'anted  the  London 
C'oinpany  the  rigiit  to  ))lant  a  colony  anywhere  between  ;;4-  "  and  41  - 
north  la'titnde."  (  )ut  of  this  grant  caiiie  A'irginia  and  the  Southei'ii 
States.  The  sauu;  vear  the  king  gi-anted  similar  I'iglit  to  Tlioi:!;'.s 
J[a,nhaw,  ^?'  //I.,  between  38-  and  4:>  =  .  All  these  rights  or  grants 
extended  entirely  aci'oss  the  c<.intinent.  America  at  thai  Ame  was  a 
kind  of  k'ing's  gr'ao-bag. 

On  November  3,  1020,  the  Kin^'  incorporated  the  council  of  j'ly- 
mouth  "  for  the  planting,  ruling,  ordeiang  and  govei'uing  of  New  Eng- 
land," and  giving  to  tlieir..caiv  fnuii  40-  to  48  -  .— •' /'/v;rAA-r/  any 
portion  hei'ein  named  be  not  actually  |)ossessed  oi- inhabited  l>yany  otlier 
Christian  Prince,  or  State." 

On  March  19.  li;2S.  the  Council  of  I'lymouth  granteil  to  Sir  lleiiiy 
Iloswell.  «'/  111.,  all  that  part  of  Xew  England  between  the  MtM-rimac 
)'iver  and  Cluu'les  I'iver  on  u^hlssachusetts  Lav.  The  southern  bounilarv 
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of  this  grant,  as  all  of  them  in  that  day  \vas,  '•  from  ocean  to  ocean." 
and  it  ran  along-  the  42°  2'  latitude.  [The  north  line  of  Pennsylvania 
runs  on  42°  .J     This  was  conferred  bv  Iving  Charles,  Marcli  4.  1029. 

i\[arcli  10.  I(i31,  the  Council  of  Plymouth  granted  to  Lord  Say,  ct  al., 
"  All  that  iiai't  of  Xew  England  which  lies  and  extends,  itself,  from 
the  Xarragansett  river,  the  space  of  forty  leagues  upon  a  straight  line 
near  tlie  shore,  tuwai'd  the  southwest,  west  and  by  south  or  west,  as 
the  coast  lieth.  toward  Vii-ginia,  accounting  three  English  miles  to  the 
league."'     As  usual  it  ran  west  to  the  sea. 

Pl)on  the  wordins;  of  this  gi'unt  arose  the  most  of  the  conti'oversv. 
President  ('la]i  ilcscribes  il'tlius:  "All  tliat  i)ai't  (jf  Xew  England 
wliieli  lies  west  from  Narr:iL;ansctt  river  120  miles  on  the  sea  C(_>ast.and 
from  thence  in  latitude  and  breadth  aforesaid  t(.)  the  South  Sea.  This 
grant  extends  fi'itm  PointJodith  to  New  York,  and  from  thence  west 
to  the  South  Sea;  and  if  we  take  Xarragansett  I'iver  in  its  wliole  length 
this  tract  will  extend  as  far  nor'tli  as  Woi'cester.  It  comprehends  the 
wliole  colony  of  Connecticut  and  much  more."  Th(>  grantees  a^ipointed 
John  "Winthrop  their  agent,  ^vllo  planted  a  colony  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Connecticut  river,  ami  named  it  "  Saybi'ook." 

On  April  2",  l(!f;2.  Charles  II.  incorpoi'ated  the  Connecticut  Colony, 
and  by  Icttei's  ])atent  madi?  pi'actically  a,  !iew  grant,  the  material  or 
d(;scriptive  part  of  which  is  as  follows:  East  by  Nai'ragansett  river, 
ci.)mmoiily  called  .\ai'i'ai;a,nsi,'tl  liay  where  the  said  river  falleth  into  the 
sea  ;  and  on  the  north  by  the  line  of  i\rassachusetts  as  usual  running 
''  fi'om  sea  to  sea."'     In  1035.  the  Plymouth  (Joloriy  came  to  an  rud. 

The  import  of  this  charter  has  not  escaped  the  great  Amo'lcau  his- 
toi'ian,  Pancroft,  who  says,  A^ol.  TL.  pp.  51,  54,  55: 

"It  would  be  a  sei'ions  blunder  to  belittle  this  charter  by  viewing;  il  simply  as  a  link 
in  tliis  ciiaiii  of  title.  Under  Jolin  ^Vin^.hrol1  it  l)ecanic  "  tlie  beginning  of  the  great 
things"  on  this  continent.  "They  bad  purchased  tlieir  lands  of  the^assigns  of  the  Earl 
of  Warwick,  and  from  Uncas  tliey  had  bought  the  territory  of  the  Jlohegaus  ;  and  the 
news  of  the  restoration  awiikened  a  desire  for  a  patent.  But  the  little  colony  proceeded 
■warily  ;  they  draughted  among  themselves  the  instruments  which  they  desired  the  King 
to  ratify  ;  and  they  could  plead  for  their  possessions  their  ]-iglits  by  purchase,  by  con- 
quest from  tlie  Pi  ijuods,  and  A// ///i /;•  oirii  hili'-r  )rhirh  /unf  Vtilci/ird  t/ir  irffd,  i-iii\-i.i. 

••'rhecourliiMsof  King  IMiurlos,  wlu.  themselves  had  an  eye  lo  ii>>ssessioiis  in  Amer- 
ica, suu'i^olcd  no  limit  a  I  ions  ;and  prrliaps  il  \v:ts  helies  ed.  that  CiMHU'cliiut  would  serve 
to  balance  the  power  of  M.-issaehu.sfUs. 

"The  charter,  disregarding  the  lu'silaney  of  Nrw  Haven,  the  rights  of  the  colony 
of  New  Belgium,  and  t!ie  claims  of  .'^pain  on  the  I'acitic,  cnnnei'tcil  New  Haven  with 
Hartford  in  one  colony,  of  whicb  the  limits  were  e.vlended  from  the  Narragansett  rivei 
to  the  Pacific  ocean.  How  strange  is  the  comieetion  of  events!  Winthro]!  not  only 
secured  In  his  State  a  peaceful  century  of  cohmial  exist ence,  but  prepared  the  claim  for 
western  lands. 

"  With  regard  to  jiowersof  government,  the  charier  was  still  more  extraordinary.  It 
conferred  on  the  colonists  unqualitied  ])o\ver  to  govern  theniselves. 

"Connecticut  was  iniU'iuuidenl .  except  in  name.  C'hai'les  II.  and  Ciarendon 
thought  they  had  created  a  close  corporation,  and  they  had  really  sanctioned  a  democ- 
racy." 

On  July  11,  1754,  an  fnicrval  of  iu\ii'ly  one  hundred  years,  the  next 
line  in  the  Connecticut  chain  of  title,  was  the  ])urch;tse  of  the  eighteen 
chiefs,  or  sachems,  of  tin;  Eivc  Nations,  for  .t'2,(HM.).  by  the  Snsquehaiina 
Company,  of  the'lands  described  above  as  the  "  Seventeen  Townships." 

In  Miiy.  1755,  the  Assembly  of  Connecticut,  after  stating;  that  these 
lands  were  within  the  limits  oj  their  charter,  resolvctl,  that  "  we  are  of 
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the  opinion  that  the  peaceableandorderly  erecting  and  carrying'  on  some 
new  and  well  I'egulated  colony  or  plantation  on  the  huitls  aLiovc  men- 
tioned would  greatly  tend  to  tix  ;ind  secui'e  said  Indian  nntions  in  alle- 
giance to  his  Majesty,  and  accordingly  hereby  manifest  their  ready 
acquiescence  therein." 

Miss  Larned  in  lier  valuable  histoiy  of  Windham  county, Conn.,  says: 

"  The  marvellous  richness  and  beauty  of  the  Susciuehanna  v;dley 
were  already  celebrated,  and  now  it  was  proposed  to  plant  a  colonv  in 
this  beautiful  region,  aiul  thus  incor|)orate  it  into  the  jurisdiction  of 
Connecticut."' 

In  the  Colonial  records  is  found  a  petition  to  the  Assembly  of  Con- 
necticut, dated  jMarch  29,1753,  describing  these  lands,  and  '"as  we 
sup])ose  lying  within  the  choi'ter  of  Connecticut,"  and  among  other 
mattei's  they  say  that  they,  desii'e  ])ermission  to  possess  "a  quantity 
sixteen  miles  scpiare  to  lie  on  both  sides  of  the  iSusquehanna  river,"  to 
which  they  woidd  purcliase  the  Indian  right  "honorably,"  etc. 

This  I'onstitutes  the  Connecticut  chain  of  title  t(,i  liii'  '■  Seventeen 
Sections."" 

77ie  J'^'iiN.^'  S/'(/^'.—^V)]Vnim  Penn's  cliarter  fi-om  Charh^s  11..  bears 
date  March  t,  KiSi,  the  metes  and  bounds  as  arc  ne;irly  now  the 
lioundni-y  lines  of  Pennsylvania,  except  one  degree  south  on  the  nortli 
line;  whereupon,  in  talcing  possession  of  his  domain,  lie  issued  the 
following  proclamation  : 

i\lY  FuiKN'US:  I  wish  j'OU  all  happiness  here  and  hereafter.  These  are  to  leU 
you  know  tlial  il  hiitli  pleased  God  in  his  Providence  1o  east  you  within  my  Loll  and 
C/arc.  It  is  a  business,  Miat  thoui;ii  1  never  undertook  before,  yet  Ciod  Ikls  given  me 
an  uuderstaiidin!;-  of  my  duty,  and  an  honest  minde  to  doe  it  uprightly.  I  liope  you 
will  not  be  trouijied  at  your  chainge  and  tlie  King's  choice;  for  yo\i  are  now  tixt,  at 
the  mercy  of  no  Oovernour  that  comes  to  make  his  f<irlune.  Yon  xhtiUhc  avrerned  Inj 
liiins  of  i/fiiir  own.  nudriiu/,  iwd  live  a  free,  and  if  you  will,  a  sober  and  industrious 
People.  I  shall  not  usurp  the  rights  of  any  or  oppress  his  person.  God  has  furnished 
me  with  a  better  resolu,tion,  and  lia.«  given  me  His  grace  to  Iceep  it.  In  short,  whatever 
sober  and  free  men  can  reasonably  desire  for  the'  security  and  improvement  of  their 
own  happiness,  1  shall  heartily  con'iply  with.  I  beseech  God  to  direct  you  in  the  way 
of  righteousness,  etc.  I  am  your  tiaie  Priend,

On  ()t'tob(M'  II  and  Cctobei' -J.^.  1T:U;,  the  Six  Nat ioii>  sold  to  AVilliam 
Peiin  the  "  entire  couiUi'v  of  Pi'iins\lvania.'"  AddilioiKil  deeds  wimh' 
made  to  the  i'enns  July  V.  and  .Inly  ;i,  IVe-l,  nnd  liually  .XovembiM'  r>. 
ITGS,  a  deetl  to  the  Penns  by  the  Six  Ntttions  conveys  "  all  that  part  of 
the  Province  of  Pennsylvania  not  heretofore  purchased  of  the  Indians."' 
Up  to  17GS,  thei'e  is  no  evitlence  that  any  settler  under  Peitnsylva- 
nia  had  set  foot  in  the  disputed  teri'ilory.  In  IT'IS.  as  we  luive  seen, 
the  Penns  had  completetl  their  piirc!;ase  of  tliesi'  lands  at  ImuI  Staii- 
wix.  The  G(>neial  Council,  held  then,  had  made  treaties  which  i»r(un- 
ised  relief  from  Indian  troubles.  \Vr.  have  now  come  io  the  miserable 
contest,  IciKjwn  in  the  common  parlance  of  I  lie  countrx'  as  —

In  lies,  at  llai'lJ'ord,  the  Sus(|uelianiia  CoiupaiiN-  ivsoUmmI  "lliat 
live  townships,  five  miles  square,  shcuild  be  surveyed  and  ^•ranted,  each 
to   forty    settlers,    being    proprietoi'S,  on  contlitioii  that  those  settlers 
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should  remain  upon  tlie  ground;  man  their  rights,  and  defend  them- 
selves and  each  other,  from  the  intrusion  of  all  I'lval  claimants." 
Five  townships  in  the  heart  of  the  valle}'  were  assigned  to  these  first 
adventurers:  \7ilkes-Barre,  Hanover,  Kingston,  Plymouth,  and  Pitts- 
ton.  Kingston,  the  first  townshi])  occupied,  was  allotted  to  '-Forty'' 
settlers.  The  lands  were  divided  into  rights  of  400  acres  each,  "re- 
serving and  apportioning  three  whole  rights,  or  shares,  in  each  town- 
ship f(;r  the  public  use  of  a  gospel  ministry  and  scliools  in  each  of 
said  towns."  A  stockade  was  erected  on  the  river  bank  in  Ivingston, 
called  "  Fortv  Fort."  It  became  the  central  point  of  much  of  the  his- 
torv  of  the  region.  With  these  settlers  came  Capts.  Putler,  Ransom 
and  Durkee,  sonie  of  whom  had  seen  honorable  service  in  the  French 
war,  and  had  shared  in  the  cam]>aign  at  Ticonderoga  and  Crown 
Point.  They  were  not  withbnt  the  aid  of  bold  adherents  obtaineil  in 
Pennsylvania, — the  Slioemakers  and  McDowells,  from  the  settlements 
on  the  Delaware,  above  the  JMue  Hills;  and  Lazarus  Stewart  and 
othei's,  from  Hanovei',  in  Lancaster  (now  I)aa])i!in)  county,  reinforced 
b}''  some  excellent  Quakers  from  Rhode  Island. 

The  designated  leaders  of  the  Proprietaries  of  Pennsylvania  were 
Charles  Stewai't.  Capt.  Amos  Ogden  and  Sherilf  Jennings,  of  "North- 
ampton C(junty.  They  had  able  assistants  in  Capls.  Claytc^ii,  Fi'ancis 
and  Craig. 

The  Penns  had  leased  to  Stewart,  Ogden  and  Jennings  one  hun- 
dred acres  for  seven  years,  on  condition  of  "defending  the  lands  from 
the  Connecticut  claimants."  This  lease  was  the  Hag  they  hoisted  as  the 
badge  of  title  and  ])ossi'ssi(jn.  They  ai'i'ived  lirst  ujion  the  ground. 
This  was  in  Januai'y,  LTiV.i.  TIilt  took  ])(jssession  of  the  block-house 
and  huts  at  "Mill  ci'ei'k  (about  one  mik-  above  the  ]>i'(!sent  city  of 
Wilkes-Harre)  whirii  had  lieen  left  by  the  massaci'ed  settlers  of  1763. 
They  laid  out  for  the  Propi'ietaries  two  extensive  nnmors:  ''Stoke." 
on  the  east  batdc,  and  "Smdjury, "  on  the  west  bank  of  tlie  Susque- 
hanna, ondtracing  the  heart  of  the  Wyoming  valley. 

In  Fcbruarv,  ITt'il*.  the  lli'st  forty  ( 'onnecticul  sfttlei's  arrived. 
t-"iiulinu-  the  bhu'k  Infuse  in  juissiNsinn  nf  ()L;(k'n.  they  sat  down,  mid- 
\vinl(,'r  as  it  was.  lo  brsiege  il  and  s:ar\t^  diU  tlir  L-arrisini.  Ogden 
l)i'op()S(Ml  a  conference.  •' I'foposc  to  a  Yankee  to  talk'  (Aef  a  n)atlei'. 
es[ieciaily  which  he  has  studii^l  and  believes  to  be  right,  and  you 
touch  the  most  susceptible  choi'd  which  vibrates  in  his  heart."  It  was 
so  here.  Three  of  their  chief  men  \vent  in  tiie  l>lockdiouse  to  "'argue 
the  matter."  Once  within.  Shei'ilT  Jennings  ari'ested  them  on  a  writ, 
"  in  the  name  of  Pennsylvania."  They  wei-e  taken  to  the  jail  at  Easton. 
Friends  there  bailed  them,  and  they,  returned  to  ^Vyondng.  Ogden 
then  raised  the  ^?r>.vs6'  of  Xorthaaipton  county,  stormed  the  Yankee 
fort  and  carried  the  whole  foi'ty  to  Easton.  They  were  all  immediately 
liberated,  on  bail,  and  all   immediately  returned  t<>  AVyoniing. 

In  .\pril,  1  lie  ([U<.ilas  of  four  townships,  t  wo  liundi'eil  men.  arrived. 
These  with  the  others  constituted  a  force  of  neai'iy  three  hundred 
now  on  the  ground.  They  erected  "Fort  Durkee"  on  the  river  bank, 
and  thirty  huts.  (The  fort  stood  at  tlie  lower  end  of  the  "river  com- 
mon" mWillces-Parre ;    the  t^vn  itself  being  laid  out  bv  "Maj.  Dur- 
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kee,  and  named  aftei'  Cols.  Wilkes  and  Jjarre,  tAvo  members  of  Parlia- 
ment friendly  to  the  colonies).  They  had  full  possession  now,  and 
went  vigorously  at  felling  forests  and  ])lanting  iields.  As  the  Colony 
of  Connecticut  was  as  yet  taking  no  part  in  this  struggle,  the  Susque- 
hanna Company  undert(jok  to  gain  time  and  get  dehiy  by  opening 
negotiations  with  the  goveniiiient  of  J-'ennsylvania.  I\^nnsv!vaiiia 
listened,  but  kept  right  on  with  the  more  rigorous  pi'eparations  to 
recover  the  disputed  ground. 

In  Se])tember,  the  indefatigable  Ogden  a]')peared  before  Fort 
Durkee  with  two  hundred  men.  the 7;r>.5-6r  of  >;ortham|)ton,  for  so  far 
all  Avas  done  under  civil  process.  A  foni'-pouiul  iron  cannon  had  l)een 
brought  up  from  Koi't  Augusta  ('Slunbu.ry).  ('apt.  Durk'ee  was  caj-ilured 
by  the  adroit  Ogden,  and^  under  the  ]H'.rsuasion  of  the  dread  fid  four- 
pounder,  the  whole  garrison  surreiuiere<l,  and  the  Connecticut  peojile 
were  compelled  to  leave.  This  closed  the  yeai-  17t'i'.>,  Wyoming  re- 
maining in  possession  of  Pennsylvania. 

Ogden,  believing  lie  had  made  tJKjrougli  work,  disbantled  histi'oo])s, 
and  leaving  a  snuill  garrison  in  his  fort  at  .Afill  (Ji'cek,  \vont  to 
Pliiladel[)hia.  to  enjoy  his  honoi-s.  In  I'ehniaiy,  Cai-t.  Lazarus 
Stewart,  of  Hanover,  Lancaster  county,  and  his  ''forty  "'  settlers  (mostly 
Pennsylvanians  these,  \vho  had  jiurchased  the  t(>wnslii|)  which  he 
named  for  his  own  home,  Ilanovt'r).  a]ipeared  in  I  he  valley.  They 
ousted  Ogden's  men  from  his  foi-t.  and  eaptui'(,>d  tli(>  ■•  foui-  iiounder." 
This  brought  Ogdon  rajtidly  WmA^  frtjiu  J'lnladelpiiia  with  fifty  iiien. 
and  he  re-possessed  his  W\\\  crt-ek  fortress.  In  a  sail}'  ma.de  upon  liim 
here,  the  Connecticut  people  were  repulsed,  and  lost  one  man,  k'llled — 
the  first  bloodshed  as  yet.  Ogden  was  obliged  to  surrender  in  Api'il, 
and  retired  from  the  valley. 

Planting  time  had  come,  peace  reigned,  and  ct)n(ldence  began  to 
prevail.  S[)ring  and  summer  came,  and  the  harvests  were  riiieniug.  and 
no  foe. 

Pennsylvania,  for  some  ivas')n.  had  not  ciaislied  this  dispute.  In 
]ioint  of  'fact,  tli(>  Pi'opi'ictaiirs  having  ai-iprojiiuatrd  tlie  best  part  of 
the  valley  lo  I  In-niscl  v(>s,  tlir  people  \(M'y  gciu'raliy  synipalliizcd  with 
tlu^  setlh.M's.  and  wished  iIkmii  suci'<'ss.  Howcvit,  with  a,  new  force, 
OgdiMi  appeared  once  moi'(?  in  vScptemlicr,  and  by  stratagem,  most  of 
the  inhabitants  being  in  their  Iields.  without  arms,  once  more  cai)tured 
the  fort,  ilisiiersed  the  settlers  and  destroyed  tlicii'  crojjs.  For  the 
fourth  time  he  i-etired  to  Philadelphia,  in  tlu;  full  i)elief  I  hat  the  con- 
test was  at  on  end.  At  the  very  close  of  the  year,  on  the  FSth  of 
December,  Capt.  Lazarus  Stewart,  with  thirty  men,  again  swooped 
down  upon  Ogden's  gari-ison,  and  the  year  closed  with  the  valley  in 
possession  of  the  Yankees. 

Promptly  with  the  opening  of  1771,  Peimsylvania.  again  S(Mit  her 
forces  to  the  recapture  of  Foi't  Durkee  and  the  fields  of  AVyoming. 
Capt.  Ogden  abandoned  his  fortress  at  Mill  creek,  and  defiantly 
erected  a  new  one,  Fort  Wyoming,  within  sixty  rods  of  his  adversary. 
Capt.  Stewart  commanded  at  I'oi't  Durkee.  It  was  Greek  against 
Greek  now.  Ogden  demanded  the  surrender  of  I'^ort  Durkee.  Stewart 
replied;     "Tlmt  he  had  taken  possession,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
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the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  in  whose  jurisdiction  they  were,  and  by 
that  authority  he  -woukl  defend  it/'  Ogden  assaulted,  but  failed,  a 
number  being  killed  and  wounded  in  this  affair.  In  turn  he  was  be- 
sieged. Escaping  himself  by  a  ruse,  his  garrison  suri-endered  under 
foi'uial  articles  of  capituhition  on  the  14tli  of  August,  1771. 

The  govei'ument  of  Pennsylvania,  (inding  that  the  Connecticut 
forces  had  strongly  fortified  themselves — tliat  their  numbers  were 
rapidly  increasing,  and  believing,  from  the  boldness  and  confidence  of 
the  inti'uding  Yankees,  that  the  government  of  Connecticut  was  sus- 
taining them,  gave  orders  for  the  Avithdrawing  of  their  troops,  and  left 
the  Connecticut  party  in  quiet  possession  of  the  valley. 

In  answer  to  a  letter  from  jAIr.  Hamilton,  pi'csidcnt  of  the  council, 
to  Gov.  Trumbull,  of  Connecticut,  incpiiring  under  Avhose  authority 
"these  violent  and  hostile  measures'"  were  jn'osecuted,  Gov.  Trum- 
bull thus  cautiously  replies.  October  1-1,  1771:  ''The  persons  con- 
ceriKid  ill  those  transactions  have  no  ordei'  and  direction  IVom  me,  oi' 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Colony,  for  thcii' pi'oceeding  upon 
this  occasion,  and  I  am  very  confident  that  the  (iencral  Assembly, 
friends  as  they  cycr  have  been  to  peace  and  good  ordei',  will  never 
countenance  any  violent,  much  less  hostile,  nii-asiircs  in  vindicating 
tlie  rights  which  the  Susquehanna.  Conqiain-  supposi!  tlu'v  have  to 
lands-  ill  Hull  pa.rl  of  the  roiinlr;/  irll/iin  fhr  liiuKs  nf  (],,'  chnrter 
of  tins  colon  I/. 

Connecticut-had  not  yet  "  asserted  its  title"  to  the  country.  The 
iiduibitants  of  Wyoming  established  a  government  loi-  tln'mselves. 
They  laid  out  townships,  formed  settlements,  erected  fortihcatious, 
levied  and  collected  taxes,  passed  laws  for  the  dii'cction  of  civil  suits, 
and  for  the  punishment  of  ci'imes,  estaliiished  a  militia,  and  pi'ovided 
for  the  commoti  delense  and  g(inei'al  weU'ai'e  of  the  '•  ])la.nlation." 
"Neither  the  Grecian  nor  Roman  States,  in  tlxMr  jD'oudcst  days  of  re- 
publicanism, cotdd  boast  of  a  oovernmcnt  more  purely  denn.tcratic  than 
wa,s  now  established  at  AVyoniing.'" 

For  the  two  y<>ars,  17Tl'  177."'.  pearc^  aiid  ])!'ospoi'ity  reigned.  The 
'■  scttlci's "  showed  themselves  coiiqieteiit  lo  dt.'I'eiid  tiieMUselves,  and 
their  footing  schemed  secui'ely  established.  In  October,  1773,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  "  Jicsol nd.  That  this  Assembly,  at 
this  time,  will  assert  and,  in  some  proper  way,  sujiport  their  claim  to 
those  lands  contained  Avithin  the  limits  and  boundaries  of  their  ciiai'ter, 
which  are  westward  of  the  Province  of  Xew  York." 

Commissioners  were  appointed,  who  went  to  Philadelphia,  in  De- 
cember, to  bring  the  controversy  to  an  amicable  conclusion.  The  case 
was  there  fully  gone  over  on  lioth  sides;  but  the  negotiation  failed  of 
results.  It  \vas  conducted  with  the  most  stately  courtesy  and  ability. 
A  strong  Pennsylvania. advocate  says  of  his  adversary:  "I  should 
have  been  glad  to  have  seen  the  excellent  tenqier  and  abilities  of  their 
penman  engaged  in  another  cause." 

In  January,  1774.  an  act  was  passeil  by  the  (-Jeneral  Asseml)ly  of 
Connecticut,  erecting  all  the  territory  within  her  charter  limits,  from 
the  river  Delaware  to  a  line  Jifteen  miles  west  of  the  Susquehanna, 
into  a  town,  with    all  the   corporate    power   of  other  towns    in  the 
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colony,  to  be  called  Westmoreland,  attnching'  it  to  the  couiitv  of 
Litchfield.  x\s  miglit  have  been  expected,  this  greatly  strengthened 
the  settlers,  and  was  hailed  with  much  satisfaction.  They  were  now 
under  the  law  and  protection  of  the  ancient  and  liig-h-s  tan  ding  Colony 
of  Connecticut.  "'xV  sense  of  security  existed,  a  feeling  of  confidence 
ensued,  which  gave  foi'ce  to  contracts,  encouraged  industry,  and  stim- 
ulated enterprise." 

Tiie  Wyoming  I'egion  was  in  Xorthampton  (■(.uiuly,  until  the  year 
1772,  when  it  went  into  Xoi'l  huuibci'laud.  according  to  the  ninnici|)al 
division  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  July  3-7,  1771.',  r^A.  nunlcelt,  of  XoiUimnbei'hind  county,  under 
onlers  of  the  Government,  destroyed  the  settlements  of  (.'hai'leston  and 
Judea  (Milton),  on  the  west  t)raiu'h,  which  had  been  made  undei'  the 
auspices  of  tlie  Susquehanna  Company,  in  wliich  alfaii'  some  lives  were 
lost.  With  alK)ut  iive  hundred  armed  men.  in  Decembei-,  1775,  Col. 
Plunkett.  wiih  his  train  of  boats  and  stores  of  amnumition.  moved  up 
the  north  bi'anch  to  <lrive  off  tlie  Connecticut  settlers  from  the 
Wyoming  country.  Al)Out  tlnve  hundi-ed  of  these  settlers  met  him  at 
ISTanticoke  a-nd  i'e])ulsed  him,  with  sonic  loss  of  life  on  both  siiles.  At 
this  ])oinc,  Congress  interfei'ed  and  ''Required,  -  "■■  "■■  that  the 
contending  i)ai'ties  immediately  cease  all  hostilities,  and  avoid  anv 
appearance  of  force  until  the'dispute  cnn  l>e  legally  settled."  It  "is 
evident  that  tlic  disi)ute  had  wiilened  into  national  inipoi'tance.  After 
Col.  riunkett's  failure,  all  "appearance  of  force  ""  did  cease  until  after 
the  decree  of  Trenton,  in  17S^. 

■    In    1775,  the  number  of   inhabitants   of  Wyominir  w;is  sonnnhing 
more  than  three  tliousand. 

In  Noveml)er,  1770,  the  town  of  Westmoreland  was  erected  into  a 
county  of  Connecticut,  to  be  called  Westmoreland,  and  tlierenp-.n  its 
civil  and  military  organization  was  complete. 

Three  companies  of  tro(jps  wei'c  raiseil  there  for  the  Continental 
establishment,  atul  wei'e  part  f)f  the  Twenty-fourth  lieginient  of  the 
Connecticut  line. 

Til,  n,,-r,,  <,r  7'/v///n//.— After  the  failure  ,,r  (',,1.  I'lmdcelt's 
expedition,  in  I77r>,  we  left  llu^  \'aidcces  in  possession,  it  I'ecpiii'cd 
some  considerable  self-conli'ol  ami  moi'(>  patriotism  in  rennsvlvauui  to 
drop  the  controvei'sy  at  that  stage.  I'm,  iiudci-  the  request  of  (Jon- 
gress,  she  did  so.  i'ronqttly  on  the  a|»pe:ii'a,Mce  of  pea,ce,  after  the 
surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  Y'ru'ktown.  the  State,  by  petition  of  her 
president  and  supreme  executive  council,  prayed  Congress  to  appoint 
commissioners  "to  constitute  a  court  for  hearing  and  (hjtermining  the 
matter  in  question,  agreeably  to  the  ninth  article  of  the  Confedera- 
tion." Connecticut  askefl  for  delay,  "  because-that  sundry  papers  of 
importance  in  the  case  a're  in  the  hands  of  council  in  England,  and 
can  not  be  procured  during  the  war."  Congress  oven  ided  the  motion, 
and  on  the  2Sth  day  of  August,  17S2,  IssikmI  commissions  to  William 
.Whipple,  of  jS'ew  Tlanipshire;  Welconui  Arnold,  ()f  lihode  Island; 
David  Brearlyand  AVilliam  Churchill  Houston,  of  Xew  Jersey;  (lyi-us 
(irillin.  Joseph  Jones  and  Thomas  Nelson,  of  A''irgim'a,  oi-  any  five 
or  iTloro  of  them,  to  be  ;i  ('.()\]r\,  of  coniinissioners,  with  a.ll  iiowcrs, 
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preroo'iitives  and  pi'ivileiics.  iiiciileiiL  or  hrlony-iiig  to  u  court,  '"to 
meet  at  Ti'cntoii,  in  the  Slate  of  Nr\v  Jersey,  on'Tuesday,  the  12th 
day  of  November  next,  to  hear  and  finally  deternune  the  controversy 
between  the  said  State  of  I'ennsylvania  and  State  of  Connecticut,  so 
al\va3's  as  a  major  part  of  said  comniisssoners,  who  shall  hear  the 
cause,  shall  agree  in  the  deterniination."'' 

The  Commissioners.  exce])t  Joseph  Jones  and  Tliomas  Nelson,  met 
and  formed  the  court  November  19,  1782.  jNfessrs.  William  Bradford, 
Joseph  Reed,  James  Wilson  and  Jonathan  D.  Sergeant,  a])peai'ed  as 
counsel  for  Pennsylvania ;  and  Messrs.  Eliplialet  Dyar.  AV illiam  S. 
Johnson  and  Jesse  Root,  as  counsel  foi' Connecticut. 

Upon  the  assembling  of  the  Court,  the  agents  for  Connecticut,  after 
i-eciting  the  possession  and  im[)rovements  ot  large  numbers  of  persons 
holding  under  the  Susquwhanna  Company,  moved  that  "the  tenants  in 
possession,  holding  as  aforesaitl,  be  duly  cited  to  appear  and  defend." 

The  Court  I'ightly  ovei'ruled  the  motion  ''that  the  same  can  not  be 
admitted  accoi'ding  to  the  construction  of  the  ninth  article  of  the 
Confederatimi."" 

The  (Commission  under  which  tlun*  acted  was  founded  on  the  second 
clause  of  the  ninth  article.  The  determination  of  the  claims  of  private 
))ro])erty,  oi'  I'ight  in  the  soil,  would  have  been  coraia  von  jtalioj,  that 
jurisdiction  being  derived  fi'(nu  the  third  claus(j  of  the  article,  the  two 
jurisdictions  could  not  Ix;  blemled. 

Connecticut  then  moved  an  adj(>urnment  to  pi-ocure  evidence, 
esiiecially  '-a  cei'tain  oi'iginal  deed  frtjin  the  Indians  (jf  a  lai'ge  parcel 
of  the  land  in  dispute  obtained  from  their  chiefs  and  sacheiiis,  at  their 
council  in  Onondaga,  in  A.  D.  ITOo,  and  mow  in  hhigland." 

The  Coui't  did  not  gi'aiU  the  post})onement. 

The  agents  of  Pennsylvania  set  forth  their  claims  as  follows  : 

1.     The  charter  of  Kinir  Charles  II.  to  Sir  William  Penn,  dnti'd  Miircli  4,  l(i>)l. 

'.i.  Th;it  Kiiiti  Pcnii  nod  tiie  succeeding  proprieturies  purclinscd  t'rcini  ihe  native 
Iiidian.s  tlie  ri,ichl  of  soil  in  some  parts  of  the  territory  ;  and  that  the  Indians  had 
conveyed  to  Thomas  iiiid  Kiciiard  IVnn,  particular] v  on  t"iie  2r)ili  d;iv  of  Ootoljer,  178tj, 
"Tlie  full  and  at)-i.diite  ri;;lit  of  preemption  of  and  hi  all  tlie  lands  iiot  before  sold  by 
tlicTu  to  Mil'  Slid  proprietaries,  within  the  linuts  aforesaid." 

;l.      I'hey  slated  tiie  limit  id'  the  said  chart,  r. 

1.  That  l)y  virnivof  the  Declaration  id'  I  mlependem^e  the  articles  of  Confederation, 
and  tlieaeiof  the  Iie.i;-islatnre  of  L'Ttli  Novendjer,  !7;s),  (Ije  rii;lit  of  soil  and  estate  of 
tlie  late  proprietaries  was  vested  in  the  State,  and  that  "Pennsylvania  was  entitled  to 
the  rifjht  (ifjarisdiction  and  ri(jht  nf  soil  wituiu  all  the  limits  aforesaid." 

').  The;  claims  of  certain  settlers  under  title  derived  under  Connecticut,  and  the 
assertion  of  title  by  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

The  agents  for  Connecticut  exhibited  a  statement  of  the  claim  of 
that  State,  in  which  the\^  deduced  the  title  from  the  Crown,  through 
tho.  Plymotith  Council,  and  the  charter  of  Charles  PL,  dated  April  23, 
1002,  described  the  limits  of  that  chart(?r  ;  set  forth  the  exce]ition  of 
New  Netherlands,  afterwards  New  York"  ;  alleged  that  in  IT.").",  the 
State  h.'tving  located  and  settled  their  hinds  on  the  east  side  of  New 
York,  and  being  in  a  condition  to  extend  their  settlements  in  the 
western  part  of  their  patent,  for  that  purpose  jiermitted  certain 
com])anies  of  adventurers  to  i>urchase  large  tracts  of  land  of  the  native 
Indians,  on  the  Susipudianna  and  Delaware,  within  the  limits  of  their 
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charter,  "  and  in  A.  ]).  1754,  said  comjtanies  [U'uceedcd  and  made 
settlements  on  said  lands,  so  i)nrcliased,  as  aforesaid,  and  ever  since 
liave.  though  with  various  intei'ru[)tions,  continued  to  liold  and  })ossess 
tlie  same,  under  the  title  of  the  Oolon_y  of  Connecticnt,  and  the  Legis- 
lature have  approved  of  the  purchases  and  settlements  of  tlie  advent- 
urers aforesaitl,  and  have  actually  erected  and  exercised  jurisdiction  in 
and  over  said  territory,  as  part  and  parcel  of  said  colony." 

The  Court  was  in  session  foi'ty-one  judicial  days.  On  ifonday, 
December  I'O,  17S2,  tjjey  pronounced  the  following  judgment: 

We  are  of  the  opii  ion  that  the  Stute  of  Coviicctlctit  Ims  tm  riijld  to  the  lands  in  con- 
troversy. 

NVe  arc  also  uaaiiinioiisly  of  thR  opinion  tliat  the  jii ri.sdictinn  ami  prc-cmiMion  of  all 
the  territory  lying  within  the  charter  boundary  of  Pcinnsylvania,  and  now  clalnii  il  by 
tlie  State  oi'  Connecticut,  ilu  of  rif/ht  belong  to  tlie  t'^lute  of  PoinKiilcunin. 

All  the  public,  coi'porate  rights  of  Connectictir.  as  ro  juris(iirti(.>n 
and  prop(-'rty  in  tlie  laml,  were;  embracetl  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  court,  and  this  decree  was  linal  and  conclusive  Ihlirccn  IJtc 
J>i/al(s  which  were  parties  to  the  cause. 

That  this  determination  did  not  touch  the  ])rivate  rights  of  jM-opei'tv 
not  only  ajipears  by  the  record,  but  is  placed  beyond  ddiilii  b\-  the 
written  opinions  of  the  membei'S  of  the  court  that  luid  decidct!  the 
case.  The  indivitlual  claims  of  those  who  li;id  purcliasi'd  uf  the  Con- 
necticut com[)any,  it  was  uiuh^'sUjod  bv  the  uiianiiiiuus  (Mjui't,  weie  m^t 
effected  by  the  decree.  JJcnvcvor,  these  fads  were  not  given  tin.',  pub- 
lic for  a  long  time. 

After  the  decree;  at  Trenton,  a  petition  was  jiresented  to  Congress 
by  Zebulon  JJutler  antl  others,  claiming  the  pri\:ile  right  of  soil  tiiidei' 
Connecticut,  ant!  ]iraying  for  a  court  of  commission  to  determine  their 
claims.  On  the  23d  day  of  Januaiy,  1784,  Congress  resolved  lo 
institute  a  court  for  the  ])ur|iose.  At  length,  however,  the  resolution 
was  repealed,  because  the  ])etition  "doth  not  descrilje,  with  sullicient 
certainty,  the  tract  of  land  claimetl  by  the  said  Zebulon  Butler  and 
others,  nor  particularly  name  the'  private  :nlverse  claims  under  grants 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  I'lMinsxlvania."  ('ongress  si'emed  to  have 
ai'ted  on  the  iheury  that  each  claimant  siiduld  bring  foi'ward  a  separate 
petiti<in,  the  laml  claimeil.  and  name  the  atlverse  claimants  with 
certainty.  They  do  not  seem  to  have  entertained  any  dioubt  of  the 
right  to  such  special  trials,  independent  of  the  decision  at  Trenton. 

But  the  settlers  were  poor,  o])pressed,  and  wasted  by  war:  and 
b\'  this  time.  17S(!,  the  heav}'  hantl  of  civil  and  military  power  was 
raised  to  crush  them.  Before  another  petition  could  be  brought  for- 
ward the  new  constitution  was  ado])ted.  and  as  a  matter  of  course 
the  Federal  Courts  succeeded  to  all  jurisdicti(Mi  vesting  in  the  special 
courts  of  commissioners. 

It  has  generally  been  cTonsidered  that  the  decree  of  Trenton  was 
made  rather  out  of  consideration  of  policy  than  right;  that  Connecticut 
had  pre-arranged  thecase  with  Pemnsylvania  and  Congress;  and  that,  out 
qf  the  arrangement,  she  was  to  get  the  "Western  Reserve.''  The 
theory  is  based  on  a  report  on  finances  mttde  in  Congress  on  tlie  ;51st 
of  January,  17So,  a  month  after_the  decree,  in  which  it  is  said,  incident- 
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ally,  "  Virginia  and  Co^mectlout  have  also  maji  cci<siu}iA,  tlie  acceptance 
of  which,  for  particular  reason..^,  liave  been  dehiyed.'"  These  cessions 
came  tlms: 

At  the  close  ol'  tlie  Anierica)i  Uevoliition.  llie  circuinscribed  States 
contended  that  all  unlocated  lands  of  the  States  which  ran  to  the 
''South  Sea"  should,  beyond  some  reasonable  bouuLls.  belong  to  the 
United  States  in  common,  as  a  i)rize  eciually  contended  for  i)y  all. 
Congress  I'ecommended  that  this  be  done.  Massachusetts,  Xew  York, 
Connecticut,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  Geoi'gia  sevei-ally  ])assed 
such  cessions.  In  17SG,  it  was  '"Resolved,  That  Congress,  in  behalf 
of  the  United  States,  are  ready  to  accept  all  the  right,  title,  interest 
and  claim  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  to  certain  western  lands,"  etc. 
When  the  cession  was  olfered,  the  absolute  acceptance  of  it  was 
opposed  by  Pennsylvania^  whose  members  in  Congress  moved  a  ])roviso 
that  it  should  not  be  construed  or  understood  to  affect  the  decree  of 
Trenton.  This  proviso  was  i-ejected.  They  then  moved  that  Congi'ess 
should  notacce])t  the  cession,  because  it  niigiit  vii'tually  inijily  a  sanction 
of  what  was  /lul coded  ;  but  if  C(jnnecticnt  would  first  relinquish  to  JSTew 
York,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  United  States,  respectively .lall  her  claims  of 
jurisdiction  and  property  west  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  Xew  York,  the 
United  States  would  then  release  to  Connecticut  the  property,  but  not  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  tract  of  laiul,  of  one  hundi-ed  and  twenty  miles  in  ex- 
tent, west  of  Pennsylvania.  This  resolution  was  negative<h  A  ])i'oviso 
was  then  moved,  that  the  acceptanci;  of  any  (•r.~,-.i(_)n  of  western 
territory  from  any  State  w  liicli  had  been  oi'  might  be  made,  should 
ii(;t  b(i  "construed  or  nnderstnoi j.  us  cimhi'ming  or  in  anv  wav 
strengthening  the  claim  of  such  State  to  any  stich  tei'ritoi'y  not  ceded," 
which  also  I'eceived  a  negative.  Again  it  was  moved,  to  be  accejited 
on  this  coniliti<jn,  that  it  shoidd  in  no  degree  affect  the  claims  of  any 
State  to  any  teia'itoi-y,  ascertained  by  the  decree  f)f  the  L'ederal  Court, 
to  be  within  the  territory  or  jurisdiction  of  such  State,  or  to  injure  the 
claims  of  the  United  States,  under  acts  of  cession  fi'om  any  individual 
State.  This  was  also  negatived.  At  hist  tiie  acceptance  was  passed 
in  these  nni|ualilied  tei'ins:  "  ft', s;>h,'(/,  TIkU  Congress  accept  ti)e  said 
di'vd  ol'i'cssion,  ami  that  llicsame  be  recoivled  and  enrolled  among  the 
acts  of  the  United  Statics  in  Congress  assembled. " 

Tills  has  been  regardctl  as  a  substantial  recognition  of  the  Con- 
necticut charter  by  the  Unitetl  States. 

Py  the  deed,  Connecticut  grants  "  ;dl  right,  title.  int(M'est,  juris- 
diction, and  claim  to  certain  western  hinds,  beghnning  at  the  com- 
pletion of  the  forty-tii'St  degree  of  north  latitude,  one  hundred  and 
twetity  nnles  west  of  the  western  boumlary  liiu^  of  the  ('ommonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  as  now  claimed  Ijy  the  said  Commonwealth,  and  from 
thence  by  a  line  drawn  north  ])ai-al!el  to,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty 
miles  west  of  said  west 'line'  of  Pennsylv:;nia,  ami  to  continue  north 
until  it  comes  to  forty -two  degrees  and  two  miiiuti'sof  north  latitude.'" 

This  reservation,  or  rathei'  tract  /i/j/  rrih-d^  is  (bounding  it  easterly 
by  the  west  line  of  Pennsylvania)  one  hundretl  and  twenty  miles 
east  and  west,  and  (jne  deji'i'ee  and  two  minutes  wide,  north  andscnith,

containing  seveviil  millions  of  acres.     This  was  called  New  C(>nnecticut. 
or  tlio  Western  Reserve — a  goodly  jxirt  of  northeastern  Ohio. 

Whatever  the  motive,  Connecticut  promptly  acciuiesccd  in  tliis 
decision  at  Trenton.  Not  so,  liowever,  the  claimants  under  her.  They 
lield  theii-  case  as  still  undecided.  They  admitted  tlie  retrospective 
operation  of  tlie  decree  as  to  the  public  rights  of  the  immediate  jiaities, 
that  is,  the  two  States,  but  contended  that  "the  principle  of  relations 
does  not  retrosjiect  so  as  to  affect  third  persons.'"  They  cited  the  long- 
line  of  ])i'ecedents  as  to  settlements  between  colonies  contending  about 
the  lines  of  jurisdiction  ;  that  the  grants  of  colonies  made  to  subjects 
had  been  held  sacred,  wjiethei'  within  the  line  as  it  was  after  settled 
or  not.  Sucli  had  i)eeii  the  case  between  Uliode  Island  and  Connecti- 
cut, between  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  ^Massachusetts  and  l^ew 
Hampshire,  between  New  .York  and  Connecticut.  Tliat  liad  been  the 
case  between  renn.sylvania  and  ^Maryland,  and  between  renusylvania 
and  Virginia.  .Vew  Vork',  indee(l,  attempted  to  infringe  the  rule  in 
the  case  ol'  New  Hampshire  grants  in  VeiaiK^nt,  but  Unally  eonformed 
to  the  justice  of  the  general  rule.  And  it  is  ])erfectl y  analogous  to  tlie 
doctrine  respecting  ollicers  de  fado^  whose  acts,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
i-ights  and  interests  of  third  persons,  are  etfectual  in  law,  notwithstand- 
ing the  oflices  are  found  to  Ijelong  of  right  to  other  persons. 

The  vote  of  a  sitting  member  in  a  legislative  assembly  is  legal, 
though  it  may  afterward  be  decided  that  he  was  not  elected.  The 
decision  in  such  cases  never  o])erates  retrospectively. 

l>y  the  former  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania,  a  years  residence 
was  a  requisite  qualification  to  vote  at  elections.  AVithin  a  year  after 
the  Trenton  decree,  twenty-four  W^yoming  settlers,  wlio  had  lived  a 
number  of  years  on  the  contested  land,  attended  in  the  county  of 
Northumberland,  and  gave  their  votes  for  two  mcmkers  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  one  of  the  Executive  (-ouncil.  Tlie  votes  were  received  by 
the  returning  ollicer,  and  decided  the  election  in  all  the  tiiree  cases. 
r>ut  the  elections  were  contested,  these  votes  set  aside. and  the  elections 
declared  in  favor  of  the  other  candidates  by  the  Legislature  and  the 
Council  I'esiieetively,  }ia-a\i^,-  the  l we'iity-t'our  persons  IkuI  not  ic.snlcd  a 
i/,ar  ill  r,  iinsi/lvanii',  for  iJmf  icrr'iinr)/  mas  Cvmii'dlcut  until  the 
'Trindon  decree!  This  legislative  antl  executive  determination  ])rocceded 
u|)on  the  same  great  princi[)le  that  the  jurisdiction,  decided  by  the 
Trenton  commissioners,does  not  go  back  and  allect  the  ]ire-existing  i-iglits 
or  condition  of  private  persons. 

In  this  view,  the  settlers  determined  to  acquiesce  cheerfully  in  the 
decree,  accept  their  citizenship  in  Pennsylvania,  but  to  listen  to  no 
terms  which  involved  "abandonment  of  their  possessions." 

From  this  time  on,  matters  are  to  be  conducted  under  the  govern- 
ment of  Pennsylvania,  and  we  are  to  go  through  the  "  Sox-ond  Penna- 
mite  War,"  but  tiie  happy  outcome  is  to  be  under  Pennsylvania 
statutes,  and  the  decisions  of  Pennsylvania  courts. 

Tlie.   Cunfiriniiuj  Act: — "The  Second  Pennamite  War."'     A  birtl's- 
•   eye  view  of  Pennsylvania  in  1783  will  show  :  Th^  i'"'ry>?/</.s',  possessed  of 
'a  prosperous  and  thrifty  metropolis,  and  rich  fields  in  Philadelphia,  and 
the  adjoining  counties.

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The  Gcniunu  pr()(ital.)ly  aiul  imliistiicnisly  settled  alony  the  eastern 
l)ase  of  the  Jvittochtinny.  oi-  "  Blue  hills,"''  rroiii  the  Delaware  to  the 
Susquehanna,  hoUling  thai  rich  agricultural  teri'it(.iry,  as  he  holds  it 
yet. 

77/6'  ScoffJi-TfiKh.  in  the  Cuml)er]a,nd  Valley,  and  ]mshing  up  the 
Juniata,  and  winding  around  the  spurs  oi'  tlu;  Arieghanies.  into  the  then 
counties  of  liedfoi'd  and  Westmoreland. 

TlieYniil-L'c,  seate<l  in  the  valleys  of  the  North  branch  of  theSusque- 
hanna. 

The  rest  of  the  State,  cxcejit  some  valleys  of  the  West  branch, 
was  an  unbrc^ken  wilderness.  'JMie  total  po]tulati(.)n  diil  not  exceed 
three  huntlred  and  thirty  thousand. 

Of  the  Yankee  settlers,  there  were  ])robably  about  six  thousand. 
These  were  scattered,  nfainly,  in  seventc^en  townships  in  the  county  of 
Luzei'ne,  then  including  the  tei'ritory  of  Wyoming,  Susquehanna,  and 
Bradford.  Tlicir  townships  were  five  miles  s(piare,  and  extended,  in 
block's,  from  Berwick  to  'J'i<.»ga  Point,  embracing  the  liottom  lands  along 
the  river — Brovidence,  the  present  site  of  Scrantoii,  being  on  the 
Lackawanna.  These  townsliips  were  Huntington,  Salem,  Plymouth, 
Kingston,  Newport,  Hanovei',  Wilk'c^s-I'arre.  Pitfston,  j^rovidence, 
Exeter,  Bedfoi'd,  Noi'thmoi'eland.  But  nam.  B.raind'im,  Spriuglield, 
Claverack  and  Ulstei-.  They  conlain  a  ]>i'esent  ]>oi>idation  of  one  hun- 
di'ed  and  eightv  thousand  peoph-. 

The  inliabitants  at  once  set  about  meeting  the  adverse  eii'ects  of  the 
proceedings  at  Ti'enton.  A  |)etition  was  di-awn  to  the  Ass(Mnbly  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  which,  aftei'  reciting  at  length  the  facts,  they  toucli- 
ingly  and  ]iatlieti('ally  close  thus  :  "  \Ve  have  settled  a  country  (in  its 
original  state),  but  of  little  value ;  but  now  cidtivated  by  youi'  mem- 
orialists, is  to  them  of  the  greatest  imi)orlance.  being  their  all.  We 
are  yet  alive,  but  the  richest  blood  of  our  neighbors  and  friends, 
children,  Imsband  and  fathers,  has  been  spilt  in  the  genei'al  cause  of 
their  country.         ■•  ••  ■■•  ■•■         We  supplied  the  Continental 

army  with  many  valuable  olliciM's  and  soldiers,  and  left  ourselves  weak' 
and'unguiirded  against  tlu^  attack  of  llie  savages  \\w\  othei's  of  a  moi-e 
sav.-ige  natui'e.  Our  houses  are  tlesolate---niany  mothers  ehiklless — 
willows  and  t)i'phans  multiplietl — our  habitations  desti'oyed,  and  nniny 
families  reduced  to  beggary,  whicli  exhibits  a  scene  most  pitiful  and 
desei'ving  of  mei-cy.  "^-' "  ■• '  ■■■  AVe  care  not  under  what  State  we  live. 
We  will  sei've  you — we  will  promote  vour  intei'ests — will  liglit  your 
battles;  Init  in  mercy,  goodness,  wisdom,  justice,  and  it\iiYy  great  and 
generous  ])rincii)le,  leave  ns  our  possessitjtis,  the  deai'est  pledge  of  our 
brothers,  children,  and  fathei'S,  which  their  hands  have  cultivated,  and 
their  blood,  spilt  in  the  cause  of  theii-  countiy,  has  eni'iched.  We 
further  piuy  that  a  general  act  of  oblivion  and  indemnity  may  be 
passed,  -  "'■'•'  ••'  and'that  all  judicial  proceedingsof  the  common  law 
courts  held  by  and  under  the  authoi'ity  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
be  i-atified  and  fully  conlirmed.'" 

Acting  on  this*  ])etition,  the  Assembly,  v/i/tv  alia,  "resolved  that 
commissioners  be  ai)pointed  to  make  full  incjuirie?  into  the  cases,  and 
report  to   the  House;         "■'■-        ■■         that   an   act  be  passed  for   con-

signing  to  oblivion  call  tumults  ;in(l  breaches  of  the  peace  which  have 
arisen  out  of  the  controvei'sy." 

On  March  13, 1783,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  vVsseiiiljly. 

The  garrison  of  Continental  troops  had  ijeen  ]ireviously  wiihdi-xwn. 
Their  places  were  now  supplied  with  two  companies  of  State  troops, 
under  Ca])ts.  Eobinson  and  Shrawder.  The  presence  of  these  troops 
was  a  cause  of  great  anxiety  to  the  settlers. 

On  the  loth  of  A])ril  the  commissioners  arrived.  In  their  first 
communication  t<j  the  "Oommittee  of  Settlei's,"  lOtli  April,  17S8,  they 
made  the  ominous  declaration:  '•'■  Altlioiujli  -it  can  not  he  tiuj)pused  that 
Pennsijlcaiua  icill,  vo/'cun  .v//''.  coiiNixtent  irifh  her  CondUniivn,  by  any 
ex ])0)it  fad 0  hta\  diqu'lve  la  r  fifirscns  (>f\iny  jxirt  of  tJiei r  j)i'0])ei'ty  legal- 
ly ohtained,  yet,'^  etc. 

This  was  pretty  fair  notice  of  expulsion.  Judge  dohii  Jenkins  I'e- 
plied  in  behalf  of  tlie  scittlei'S,  by  a  tlignilled  but  |»assiunless  recital  of 
theii'  rights  and  claims  much  more  worthy  of  the  sturdy  settlers  than 
the  petition  refiMnvd  to.  The  •'Committee  of  Pennsylvania  Landhold- 
ers," Alexamler  Patters(jn,  cliairmiiii,  iu)w  came  b^i'ward  witli  their 
tei'ms  of  what  thev  called  "the  coiulitions  of  compi'omisc."  That  the 
commissi(jners  sliould  have  endorsed  them  is  beyond  lielief.  Thev 
were:  "We  propose  to  give  leases  witli  coNcnants  of  waiTaiity  for 
holding  their  ])ossessions  one  i/ear  from  1lir  ii r.<l  ilaa  of  Ajir'il  fis!,tnt 
(22d  April,  17S3),  at  the  end  of  which  time  'ih^y  sliali  debver  up  full 
possession  of  the  whole,  "•■  '■■  and  if  tlie\'  have  any  o])por- 
tunities  of  dis]")osing  of  their  hnils,  barns,  or  otiier  laiihlings,  tiiey  shall 
have  liberty  to  do  it.  ■•'         ■•■  The  vi(hnns  (f  all  thoi^ev^hvxe hua- 

hands  'mere  billed  by  the  mvayes.  to  have  afartlo.r  nal nhjeace  of  a  year, 
after  tJteJirKt  of  Aj>ril,  17SJi.,for  half  the'a' 2'o.s.-<e.sslon.\." 

Patterson  was  determined  "to  feed  fat  the  ancient  grudge  he  bore 
them." 

Judge  Jenkins  replied  tlie  same  day  :  "  As  we  conci_'ive  ihattlK?  ])ro- 
posals  of  tlie  committee,  which  they  oli'er  as  a  couipromise,  will  not  tend 
to  peace,  as  they  are  so  far  from  what  we  deem  reasonable,  we  can  not 
comply  with  tlicm  without  doing  the  greatest  in  jusiic.,' to  oui'selvos  and 
our  associates,  lo  widowsand  fatherless  ehiMrcii  ;  ami,  (/////< '//'//;  a\  nuaii 
to j>ay  dae  obed'uiire  to  the  ,v/i,^-//t i'f/(<nal  hia\s  of  J'ei,iisyleanl<u  ve  do 
not  mean  to  become  abject  .slaee.s.  as  the  Commilte(.'  of  Landholders  sug- 
gest in  their  addi'ess  t:o  your  honors." 

The  commissioners  divided  Wyoming  into  thi'ec  townships,  the  new 
ones  being  named  Stokes  and  Shawanese.  Justices  of  the  peace  were 
elected  by  Pattei'son  and  his  associates  without  n(;tice  to  or  ]iarticipa- 
tion  by  the  inhabitants,  they  not  yet  being  freeliolders  aiul  voters  in 
Pennsylvania. 

The  commissionei's  reported  to  the  Assemltly  u'hicli  convened  in 
August,  17S3.  They  recommended  to  the  fantdle^i  (f  those  icho  liad 
fallen  in  armn  aejalnxt  the  coinnain  enemy,  reasonable  com])ensation  In 
land  in.  roestern  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  otJier  holders  of  Connecticut 
.titles  \w\\o  '■^  did  acta  ally  reside  on  the  land  at  the  time  of  the  decree  at 
Trenton,  j^rovidcd-  they  delivered  possession  by  the  1st  day  of  April 
followincjr 
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Now,  rennsylvaniii  bejj,';in  t(j  vuciihite  in  her  policy.  The  Assembly 
approvetl  all  tlieir  sui^'gestioiis.  The  division  of  Wyoming"  into  three 
to\vnshi|)s  was  also  ap[)ruve(i.  Tiie  "act  to  jirevent  and  stay  suits" 
was  I'epeaJed  'JLli  Se|)teinbei',  17S3. 

Two  full  coiiipiuiies  of  soldiers,  ''  wlio  have  served  m  the  Pennsyl- 
vania line,''  were  enlisted.  Capt.  Patterson,  now  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  returned  full  of  zeal.  He  changed  tlie  name  of  Willces-Earre  to 
Lotulonilerry.  For  i)roLesting  against  tlie  lewdness  and  licentiousness 
of  the  soldiery,  he  arrested  Col.  Zebulon  Butler,  tlien  just  returned 
from  service  in  the  Revolutionary  array.  Him  he  sent  to  Sunburv, 
charged  witli  high  treason.  In  Plymouth  lit>,  ai'rcsted  miiny  i'es[)ecta- 
ble  citizens;  feeble  old  men  whose  sons  had  fallen  in  the  massacre — 
Pi-ince  Alden,  ('apt.  JJidlack,  Ijcnjanun  Harvey,  Siunuel  Ransom.  Capt. 
]->ates  and  others — gi-eatly 'i^elovetl  by  theii'  neigh boi'S.  They  were 
Iccpt  in  loathsome  |)rison.s,  starved  and  insulted.  They  were  dispos- 
sessed, ;ind  Patlei'son's  tenaiUs  put  into  their  ]>laces.  The  Kniiapjjv 
husbandman  saw  his  cattle  di'iven  awuy,  his  barns  on  lire,  ami  his  wife 
and  daugliters  a  prey  to  licentious  soldiery. 

The  people,  outi'aged,  petitioned  tlie  Assend)ly.  It  sent  a  commit- 
tee to  take  testimony.  Daniel  Clymer,  of  Perlcs.  one  of  the  committee, 
rose  in  his  ])lace,  and  said,  "  there  was  evidence  enough  to  show  that 
Alexanih'r  Patterson  ought  to  l)e  I'emoved."' 

Gen.  ih'own,  another  member  of  the  committee,  said  lie  '•  w;is 
certain  no  im-miier  of  the  H(nise  could  innigine  him  in  the  interests  of 
the  ])eo[)le  of  Wyoming,  beyond  the  bounds  of  truth  and  the  desire  to 
do  justice.  He  had  visited  Wyoming  as  one  <jf  the  conimittoe  on  the 
subject,  and  had  iieard  all  the  evidence  on  both  sides.  The  wrongs 
and  sutferings  of  the  pe(,)ple  of  Wyoming  he  wus  c(nistraine<i  to  declare 
were  intolerable.  If  there  ever  was  on  eartli  a  people  deserving- 
redress,  it  was  tiiose  iieople."'  lUit  Patterscjn  was  sustained  by  the 
Assembly. 

At  the  ojKMiing  of  17>!4-.  matters  reached  a  crisis.  1  tjuote  {Jha]iman, 
wi'iting  in  1S18,  a  trustworthy  chronicler :  '"The  inlialibants  liiiding, 
at  length,  tliat  th(>  bnrdmi  of 'their  calamities  was  too  great  to  be  borne, 
began  to  I'l'sist  the  illegal  proeeinlinus  of  their  new  mast(,'rs.  ami  refused 
to  comply  with  the  decisions  of  the  mock  tribunals  which  had  been 
established.  Their  resistance  enraged  the  magistrates,  and  c^n  the  12th 
of  ]\[ay,  the  sokliers  of  the  garrison  were  sent  to  disarm  them.  and. 
under  tiiis  ])retense,  one  hundred  and  fifty  families  were  turned  out  of 
their  dwellings,  many  of  which  were  burned,  and  all  ages  and  sexes 
reduced  to  the  same  destitute  condition.  After  being  plundered  of 
their  little  remaining  property,  they  were  driven  from  the  valley,  and 
compelled  to  pi'oceed  on  foot  tlirough  the  wihlei'ness  by  way  of  the 
Lackawaxen  to  the  Delaware,  a  distance  of  eighty  miles.  During  the 
journey  the  unhnppy  fugitives  sulfered  all  the  miseries  which  human 
iiaturt-  seemed  capable  of  enduring.  Old  men,  wliose  children  were 
slain  in  battle,  witlows  with  their  infant  children,  and  children  without 
■parents  to  ])rotect  them,  were  here  com])anions  in  exile  and  sorrow, 
and  wandering  in  a  wilderness  ^vhei'e  famine  and  ravenous  beasts  con- 
tinued dailv  to  lessen  the  number  of  sufferers." 
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In  JFai'cIi.  oC  tha.t  year,  a  I1o(h1  in  Liic  Siis(|ueliani\a  had  swept  the 
lowhiiuisi,  carrying  houses  and  fences  all  away.  I/alterson  seized  the 
o])portunity,  with  land  lines  thus  obliterated",  to  dis[)oss(iSs  the  occu- 
piers, restore  the  lines  of  Pennsylviinia  surveys,  and  thus  bring  ab<jut 
the  cruel  and  pitiful  exodus  just  referred  to. 

lie  shall  tell  his  own  stoiw  :  -'The  settlements  upon  the  river  luive 
suff'eretl  much  by  an  inundation  of  ice,  which  has  swept  away  the 
greatest  part  of  the  grain  and  slock  of  all  kinds,  so  that  the  hihahlt- 
ants  are  <jcnc rally  rcnj  poor.  Upon  uiy  arrival  at  this  place  (Wyom- 
ing), the  15th  instant  (April,  178-1),  I  found  the  p(M)])le  for  the  most 
part  disposed  to  give  u[)  their  pretentions  to  the  laiul  clainuid  undei- 
Connecticut.  Having  a  pretty  'jcneral  icjencij  from  tlf  Uiailholdtr.'i  of 
Pennsylvania.  I  hix^Q  arailcd  vtyself  of  t/ii.s  j>rrin,i^  .-ind  have  possessed, 
in  he  half  of  my  GOHditiiuntit,  the  clnef  part  (jf  all  lh<.'  lands  occupied 
by  the  above  claimants,  numbers  of  them  going  u]»  the  river  to  settle, 
and  lilling  up  their  vacanc}'-  with  well-disposed  Pennsylvanians,     "■■ 

""  3'et  I  am  not  out  of  ap])rehensioii  of  trouble  and  danger  arising 
from  the  ringleaders  of  the  old  offenders,"  etc.  (Hy  "ringleaders"  he 
nieans  such  men  as  I-5utler,  Iloss,  Dennison,  I)oi'ranci%  Shoenuxker,  Jen- 
kins, Franklin,  Slocum,  Harvey,  etc).  I]y  liic  Isl  of  June,  lie  had 
made  pretty  clean  work-  of  it,  and  this  without  trial  or  vci'dict  or 
other  pi'ocess  of  law. 

AVherever  news  of  this  outrage  reached,  indignation  was  aroused, 
and  nowhei'c  moi'e  generally  than  in  reniisyh'ania.  The  trooiis  were 
ordered  to  be  dismissed.  Sheriff  Antis,  of  jS^jrtiiumljcrland  county, 
which  then  included  "Wyoming,  went  to  restore  oi'der.  Messengers 
were  dispatched  to  recall  the  fugitives.  But  tlie3'  found  Justice 
Patterson  still  llaming  with  wrath,  and  went  into  garrison  near  l-'orty 
Fort.  Two  young  men,  l']lisha  Garrett  and  Chester  Pierce,  having 
been  slain  by  Patterson's  men,  while  ]iroceeding  to  gather  the  crops, 
the  settlers  rallied  for  serious  liostilites.  John  Franlclin  organized  what 
efl'ective  men  he  coukl  find.  He  swejit  down  the  \vest  side  of  the 
Susquehanna  aiul  uj»  the  east  side,  dispossessing  evci'v  Penns\lvania, 
familv  h.^  found.  lie  attacked  the  fort  to  which'  tliev  Ihui,  was 
repulsed  with  loss  of  sevei'al  lives  on  e:H'li  side,  and  ivt  uViied  to  the 
Kingslon  fort.  Civil  wai'  tu)u-  openly  prevailed.  (  korty  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania l)arLy  were  indicted  at  Sunbury,  and  subsequently  couvicte<.l 
for  their  ]iartic'i)ation  in  expelling  the  iniiabitants).  Other  magistrates, 
Hewitt,  Mead  and  Mai'tin,  had  been  sent  to  o]">en  negotiations.  They 
(lemancled  a  sui'render  of  arms  front  both  side's.  In  tlu^'ii'  repoi't  to  the 
president  and  members  of  the  Supreme  Council,  unilei-  date  of  August 
0,  178-1,  they  say:  "In  obedience  to  instiaictions  of  council  of  the 
2-4th  of  July,  we  repaired  to  this  ]ilace  (Wyoming),  and  found  the 
Pennsylvania  and  Connecticut  parties  in  actual  hostilities,  and  yestei'- 
day  made  a  denumd  of  t;he  f-onnecticut  ]>artv  of  a  sui'rendiu'  of  their 
arms,  and  submission  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  'n:hir/t  //try  ctunj>lit'/l  n'it/i. 
AVealso  made  a  demand  of  the  same  nature  of  the  party  in  the  garri- 
son, but  have  received  no  direct,  but  an  evasive,  answer.  '''■  "■'■  As  to 
the  pretended  titles  of  the  Connecticut  pai'ty  we  have  nothing  to  fear, 
v>.nil  are  convinced  that  laid  it  not  hern   titroinjh  lite  cruel  and  irrcoidar 
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conduct  of  our  people,  the 'peace  might  hare  leen  estahllshed  long  sinrc, 
and  the  dignity  of  the  Government  snpjxjitcd:^ 

xVgain,  under  (lute  of  August?:  "We  have  dispelled  the  Con- 
necticut ])eoj)le,  tii(t  ovr  own pt;ople  xce  canriot.'' 

The  ''party  in  tlie  garrison"  consisted  of  Patterson  and  sucli 
troops  as  had  enlisted  under  him  in  tlie  interests  of  the  Landliolders, 
without  any  warrant  of  law.  AVhen  Patterson  refused  to  surrender, 
the  Connecticut  ])eo]ile  wei'e  ]icri-nitted  to  resume  their  ai'ms.  At  this 
stage,  Cols.  Armstrong  and  Povd  ap|>cared  with  ;i  f'oi'ce  of  four 
hundi'cd  militia  from  Northam[)ton  counly.  .I!y  a  piece  of  the  most 
absolute  treachery,  he  procuretl  the  surrender  of  tlic  Yankees,  and 
marcheil  them,  sixty-si.x  in  all,  hound  with  cords,  and  under  circum- 
stances of  gi-eat  cruelty.  t.o  pil  at  Easton  and  Sunbuiy.  The  con- 
(juesi  was  com)jlete.  ■•The  only  difHculty  that  remained  was  how  to 
get  I'id  of  the  wives  and  children  of  those  in  jail,  and  of  the  widows 
and  or[>lians  whose  husbands  and  fathers  slept  beneath  the  sod.'" 

Col.  Armsti'ong  was  now  confronted,  to  his  surpi-ise,  by  tlic 
censure  of  the  State  authoi'itics.  The  "council  of  censoi's"'  looked 
into  the  case,  and  took  action.  h")-ederick  A.  ^iluhlenberg  was  jtresi- 
dent.  Tills  lirxly  had  just  been  chosen  under  the  Constitution  ol 
ITTIn  and  it  was  their  duty  "  to  inijuire  wln^ther  the  Constitution  has 
been  jjreserved  inviolate  in  every  part,  and  whether  the  legislative 
and  exectitive  branches  of  the  Government  have  performed  their  duty 
as  guardians  of  the  people,  or  assumed  to  themselves,  oi'  exercised, 
other  or  gi-eater  powers  tiian  they  are  entitled  t'.)  by  the  ('onstitution.-' 

In  September,  ITS-f,  they  delivered  a  decision  which  was  a  solemn 
denuncir.tion  of  the  measures  pursued  against  the  Wyoming  settlers. 

The  Executive  Council  jiaid  no  heed  to  the  censure  nor  to  the  advice 
of  Piesident  ])ickinson.  A  fresh  levy  of  troops  was  ordered.  The 
militia  of  Ihtck's,  Hcrks  and  Xorthampton,  refused  to  inai'ch.  Arm- 
strong hastened  to  Wyoming  with  less  than  a  hundi'cd  men.  in  Octo- 
itly  attacked  the  settlers  in  their  fort,  at  Ivingston, 
William  .lark'son,  a  Yankee,  had  been  wounded. 
;liu  sc-izcd  -lacksoirs  rille.  blooily  from  his  wound, 
nil  oath  "that  he  would  never  lav  down  his  arms 
I  arr(>st  his  hand,  or  J^itterson  and  Aianstrong  be 
expelled  from  AVyoming,  and  the  ])eople  lie  restored  to  their  rights  of 
possession,  and  a  legal  Irial  gLiaraiiteed  to  eviuy  citizen  by  the  Consti- 
tution, by  justice  and  by  law." 

Gen.  Armstrong  went  on  to  dispossess  the  families  who  had  returned 
to  their  several  fai'ms.  All  these  proceedings  led  \\\\  to  the  passage 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  September  15,  1784,  entitknl  "An  Act  for 
the  more  speedy  restoring  the  "|)ossession  of  cei'tain  messuages,  lands, 
and  tenements  in  Northuml^erland  county,  to  the  persons  who  latel}' 
held  tnesame,"'  under  which  the  settlers  wei'c  once  more  let  into  some 
assurance. 

Armstrong  and  Patterson  were  recalled.  ''Thus  ended  the  last 
expedition  fitted  out  by  the  govei'iiment  of  rennsylvania  to  operate 
against  her  own   p(\'iceful  citizens,""  and  "the  second  rennamite  wai-." 

Tiic  few  real    Pennsylvania'  improvc^rs  had  a,  sufliciently  unhappy 
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life  of  it.  Tliey  were  subjected  to  great  hardships,  and.  if  you  please, 
outi'iiges,  not  forgetting  the  unfortunate  encounter  in  J'lvmoutii,  in 
July — the  lamentable  affair  at  Locust  Hill,  with  Maj.  Moore's  com- 
mand, in  August — the  indignity  offered  to  Col.  Boyd,  a  Pennsylvania 
commissionei-,  in  Sciitember — nor  the  attack  on  2Gth  September  on  the 
commissioners  (disclaimed  l)y  I'ranklin  and  his  party) — nor  the  final 
attack  on  "  the  gai-i'ison,"  in  whicii  Ilendei'son  and  Reed  were  shot. 

By  the  1st  October,  17S-t,  the  condition  of  alTaii's  was  deploi-able, 
but  "tlie  thing  was  settled,"  and  the  agony  over. 

"Two  years  have  now  elapsed  since  tlie  transfer  of  jurisdiction  l)y 
the  Trenton  decree.  Peace,  whicli  waved  itscheering  olive  over  every 
other  ])art  of  tlie  Union,  healing  the  wounds  indicted  by  ruthless  war, 
soothing  the  sorrows  oi  innumerable  children  of  aillicticn  ami  k'indling 
tiie  lamp  of  hope  in  the  (hnk  chamber  of  desi)aii'.  caiiu;  nut  to  the 
brokenhearted  people  of  ^\'yoming.  The  veteran  soldier  I'cturned, 
but  found  no  resting  ])lace.  Instead  of  a  joyous  welcome  to  his  hearth 
and  home,  he  bjund  his  cottage  in  ruins  or  in  possession  of  a  strangci", 
and  his  wife  and  little  ones  slieltei'less  in  the  open  lieldsoi-  ir\  thi>  caves 
of  the  mountains  ;  like  the  sea-tossed  marinei' a]i])r(jaeliing  ihc  wished- 
for  haiix^r,  di'iven  by  adverse  winds  far,  far  from  shore,  to  buffet  aiiain 
the  billows  aiul  the  storm.  It  is  true,  and  honorable  to  those  who 
effected  it.  that  the  New  P^ngland  ])eopIe  were  re})ossessed  of  their 
farms,  but  a  summer  of  exile  and  war  had  left  them  no  harvest  to  i'ea[) 
and  they  returned  to  their  empty  granaries  and  desolate  homes" 
crushed  by  the  miseries  of  the  Indian  invasion  ;  mourners  over  fields  of 
more  recent  slaughter,  destitute  of  food,  with  scarce  clothing  to  cover 
them  through  the  rigors  of  a  northern  winter,  while  clouds  and  diirlc- 
ness  shrouded  all  the  future.  Assuredly,  the  people  of  Wyoming  were 
objects  of  deepest  commiseration,  and  the  heart  must  be  harder  and 
colder  than  marble  that  could  look  upon  these  sulferiniis  and  not  di'op 
a  tear  of  tenderest  pity." — \J/ ////'/■.] 

We  have  had  occasion  to  notice  the  failure  of  the  chiimaiits  under 
the  Susquehanna  Company  to  get  a  new  tiibunal  a]U'ointed  by  Con- 
gi-ess  to  try  their  case  u'nder'  the  Artit'les  of  Confederation.  Col. 
I'"ranl:lin  had  been  active  and  untiring  in  his  etforts  to  l  hat  end.  I'pon 
their  failure  he  went  to  Connecticut  to  see  his  old  fi'iends  and  to  stir 
them  to  some  new  aiul  dangerous  enterpi'ise.  lie  pointed  out  the 
richness  and  beauty  of  the  valley  of  W^yoming;  the  wrongs  of  lier 
l')eo])le;  the  failure  of  Pennsvlvania.  with  all  her  machinery,  to  oust  a 
handful  of  settlei'S.  "A  choi'd  was  struck  that  vibrat.-d  throu.i;!)  all 
New  Knglaiul.  Franklin,  in  the  s])irit  of  his  oath,  infused  his  own 
soul,  glowing  with  resentment  and  ambition,  into  the  people  with 
whom  he  conversed  ;  and  had  not  his  schemes  been  counteractetl  by  a. 
timely  and  prudent  change  of  policy  on  the  part  of  hei'  authorities, 
Pennsylvania  had  lost  her  I'air  iioilhern  ]iossessions,  or.  by  a  new  civil 
war,  extinguished  the  Connecticut  claim  in  blf)0(l." 

Mischief  was  in  the  wind.  Justice  David  ]\Ieaile  was  about  the 
last  Pennsylvania  claimant  left  in  possession,  although  he  was  one  of 
the  earliest  Connecticut  settlers.  He  was  one  of  Patterson's  justices, 
looked  upon  as  a  traitor  from,  the  Yankee  ranks,  and  a  spy  on  the 
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people.     Rising  one    mornin^^,  he  found    a   dozen    men    nioAving   his 
meadows. 

Said  one  :  •'  Squire  JMeade.  it  is  you  or  us.  Pennamites  and  Yankees 
can't  live  togetlier  in  Wyoming.  Our  lines  ilon't  agree.  We  give  vou 
fair  notice  to  quit,  and  that  shoi-tly."  It  ilhistrated'  tlie  situation.  "lie 
was  the  last  Tennsylvania  claimant  on  the  Wvoming  lands. 

The  Susquehanna  Company  was  re-convened  at  llartford.  on  July 
13,  17S5.  Its  proceedings  wore  significant,  and  embraced  a  substan- 
tial declaration  of  war.  Pennsylvania  had  Ijeen  a.  vigilant  oljserver 
of  events.  On  December  24.  17S5,  she  ))assed  '•  An  Act  for  quieting 
disturbances  at  Wyoming,  for  pardoning  ceilain  .^Ifcnders.  and  Jm- 
other  purposes  therein  mentioned." 

A  general  pardon  and  indemnity  was  nlTered  foi-offencesconDnitted 
m  tlio  counties  of  Noi'thnlnberland  and  Xorthampton,  in  consequence 
of  the  controv.M'sies  between  the  Connecticut  chiimants  and  other 
citizens  of  the  State,  before  the  1st  of  Xovember,  17s,5,  provided  the 
persons  having  so  ofTendcd  suri'cndered  themselves  before  IHth  April, 
ITS*;,  and  entered  into  bonds  to  keep  the  peace.  It  also  I'cpealed  the 
act  conlirniing  the  division  of  the  townshi|)s  of  Shawanese,  Stokes,  and 
Wyoming  int(j  two  districts  for  the  election  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  annulled  the  commissions  granted. 

Xo  great  number  of  these  settlers  wei-e  in  any  Immor  thus  to  sue 
for  j-)ai-(h,ii,  and  the  Ian- fell-   a  dead  letter. 

The  Sus(iM<'liauna  Companv  met  ai^Min  in  j\[av.  ITSH.  This  time 
it  rathei'  chivalnmsly  vesiAxinV  tn '- efoi >/,>//>/  justi'fv  and  .si(j>j>uH  the 
settlei's."  In  fact,  the  latter,  while  nominallv  iindei"  the  laws  of  Penn- 
sylvania, governed  themselves.  Shei'iii'  Antis,  of  Northumberland 
county,  had  Avisely  "pocketed"  most  of  the  writs  he  held  against 
them,  unexecuted. 

On  ihe  25th  of  September,  ITSG,  the  countvof  Luzerne  was  erected. 
It  embraced  the  lands  settled  by  the  Xew"  England  emigrants.  It 
gave  them  rejU'esentation  in  the  Couneil  and ''the  Assemblv.  and 
proved  to  be  a  wise  nn^nsure.  Hut.  step  by  st(>)\  as  Pennsvlvania 
'""V.'d  to  elose  iq>  the  1i'.miM(>,  lite  Siis.|neliaiiii:i  ('(unpanv  went  for- 
ward wiih  its  s.'henie  of  i'(>vohition. 

^'n  f!i'-  -'<",ih  December,  1TS(],  at  its  meetinu'  in  IlaHford,  it 
ajipointed  the  following  ominous  list  of  "Commissioners:"'  Mai. 
Judd.^Sa.muel  (Iray,  Joel  Marlow.  Olivrr  Wolcott.  Jr.,  AL  Wolcott, 
-Ir.,  Cad  Stanley,  Joseph  Hamilton,  Timothv  llosmore,  Zebulon 
Putler,  Nathan  Dennison,  Obadiah  Goi-e,  John  Franklin,  Zerah  Heach, 
Sn-non  Spalding,  John  Jenkins,  Paul  Schott,  Abel  Pierce,  John  Paitle. 
Petei-  Loop,  Jr.,  John  Bay,  and  Ebenezei-  Grav.  These  were  well 
known  names,  and  it  was  quite  certain  that  what  they  responsiblv 
undertook,  would  be  done.  They  or  any  five  of  said  commissioners 
"shall  be  a.  coui't  with  power,  etc..  "'■  "'■  //>'i\  po/jy-y  fo  ilcfenniiwirju^nere)' 
afonn  of  nifcrn(tl  gor^nnnaif  .^hnll  be  cxUdilhlwd  h,  fhaf  roinitn/:"  ' 

Gen.  Etlian  Allen  was  in  the  scheme,  and  actnallv  appeared  at 
Wyoming,  in  regimentals  and  cocked-hat,  with  the  Cfeen  Mountain 
boys,  fresh  from  their  victory  over  New  York,  in  I'eserve,  and  in  his 
h(;nor  was  laid  oil  Allensburg  township,  along  the  upper  Wvalusing 
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creek.  This  was  a  large  grant  to  Ethan  Allen.  The  purpose  was  to 
erect  the  Connecticut  claim  in  Penns3'lvania  into  a  new  State,  and  tlie 
action  Avas  as  ])ublic  and  as  l)old  as  that  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence, bv  brave  and  desperate  men  who  stood  at  bay. 

They  issued  "  half-share"  rights  ingi'eat  numbei's,  and  new  faces — 
strangers  to  the  ''old  settlers" — began  swarming  into  the  valley.  The 
old-time  residents  liad  no  S3'mpathy  with  all  this.  Tliev  knew  it  ])ro- 
longed  the  uniiai^py  situation,  and  deprecated  its  effects.  Asa  witness 
in  Vanhorne  v.v.  Dorrance  ex])ressed  it :  '"  Tlie  half-share  men  and  the 
old  settlers  were  a  distinct  people,  and  as  much  op])osed  to  each  other 
as  to  Pennsylvanians."  On  the  27th  of  December,  ITStk  an  act  was 
passed  providing  for  the  election  of  representatives,  justices  of  the 
jieace,  etc.,  in  Luzerne  county.  Timotliy  Pickering.  Zebulon  Butler 
and  John  Franlclin  were  appointed  in  the  act  to  notify  the  electors,  take 
oaths  of  allegiance,  etc.  Franlclin,  as  we  have  seen,  had  other  views, 
and  refused  to  act.  Pickering  had  come  as  the  special  representative 
of  the  government  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was  politic,  and  held  to  liis. 
definite  purpose,  wisely.  Col.  P)Utler  wished  repose  for  his  neigh- 
bors and  himself.  Col.  Pickering,  as  the  result  of  a  previous 
visit  (^unofficial)  to  this  region,  had  reported  to  the  State  authorities 
"that  the  inhabitants  expressed  a  willingness  to  submit  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Pennsylvania,  provided  they  could  have  their  lands  c-onlirnuMl 
to  them." 

lie  then  consulted  eminent  legal  autliru-ity  as  to  the  rUjld  of  the 
State  to  cede  the  lands  to  the  Connecticut  peoi)le,  and.  thereupon,  "he 
undertook  the  laborious,  the  difficult,  and,  in  the  minds  of  many,  tlie 
hopehsii  task  of  conciliating  the  minds  of  the  AVyoming  people.  AVith 
his  utmost  efforts,  dui'ing  a  whole  month's  diligent  application,  he 
barely  succeeded,  and  solely  liy  the  expectations  he  jjcrsuaded  them  to 
entertain  tluit  they  wovld  he  conp'rined  in  ilif'ir  jxjRf^esxioiiK.''' 

Witli  these  assurances,  the  gi'eat  majority  of  the  people  wei'c  f(.)i' 
submission.  Three  classes  were  opposed.  .V  few,  tlioroughly  imbued 
with  the  absolute  rights  of  their  case — filled  with  the  glowing  ti'adi- 
tu)ns  of  their  struggles — wanted  tluMr  poss.<ss'ons  coutii-med  lirst.  anil 
submission  aftei-ward.  Pennsylvania  claimants,  of  (.'oiirse.  resisted: 
such  of  the  Susipiehanna.  Clompany's  granttrs  ;is  wcic  nutside  the  lines 
of  "the  seventeen  township."  and  tln^  new  inllux  of  '-half-share 
men."  ., 

Says  j\riner:  "And  now,  for  the  Jirsl  time,  was  presented  tlie  spec- 
tacle, "equally  gratifying  to  foes  and  painful  to  friends,  of  ojien  and 
decided  hostility  among  the  Wyoming  people.  Whatever  diff'erence  of 
opinion  may  exist  in  respect  to  the  justice  of  their  claims,  no  liberal 
mind  could  have  traced  their  arduous  course  through  toil  and  priva- 
tion, through  sulfering  and  ojipression,  through  civil  and  foreign  war. 
and  observed  the  fortitude,  fellowshi])  and  harmony  among  them- 
selves that  had  prevailed,  without  a  feeling  of  admii'ation  for  rare  and 
generous  virtues  s(j  signally  displayed.  In  an  e(|Ual  degree  was  the 
.mortillcation  at  the  s]iectacle  now  presented.  It  was  no  longer  '  Pen- 
nymiteand  Yankee,'  but  the  'old  scttlei's'  against  '  the  wild  Yank'ees' 
or  '  half-share  men.'  " 
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The  election  went  forward.  John  Frankhn  was  chosen  the  mem- 
ber of  Assembly;  Nathan  Dennison,  member  of  the  supreme  executive 
council,  and  Lord  I'utlcr.  liiyli  sheriff.  Thus  the  county  of  Luzerne 
Avas  fully  organized. 

Foithwith,  a  ]ono-  petition  was  sent  to  the  Legislature  then  in  ses- 
sion, setting  foi'th  that  "seventeen  townshi]ts,  live  miles  square,  had 
been  located  by  the  Connecticut  settlers  before  tlie  decree  of  Ti'enton," 
etc..  and  pi'aying-  that  "  they  might  be  conlirmed  in  them." 

On  the  27th  of  3Iarch.  ITST,  '"an  act  for  ascertaining  and  CDntirm- 
ing_  to  certain  jiersons,  called  (Jonneeticut  claimants,  the^ lands  bv  them 
claimed  within  tlie  county  of  Luzerne,  and  for  other  }Hirposes  therein 
mentioned,'"  was  passed. 

The  preamble  is  in  the  words :  "  Wiiereas,  before  the  determin- 
ation of  the  claim  of  Connecticut,  a  number  of  its  inhabitants,  with 
tlieir  associates,  settled  u])on  and  improved  divei's  tracts  of  land,  lying 
on  and  near  the  northeast  branch  of  the  river  Su,sijnehanna,  and  the 
waters  thereof,  and  now  wit'iin  the  cininty  of  Luzerne;  and  whei-eas 
]>arts  of  tlie  same  lands  hav(>  been  claimed  under  titles  dei'ived  from 
the  lat(^  ri'oprictai'ies  of  I'cmisylvania.  and  tliose  'ndcrftflnfi  claims 
luicc  o<:ca.suu„;<J  m'h'l,  ,:,n,t,  ,,r><>n.  >,q„:iisr,  ,n,d  hloudsficd,  and  this 
Assembly  being  desirous  of  ]iutting  an  end  to  those  evils  by  6'(w//'7//mg 
.^iicli  of  the  Coiinectifiit  claim.^  h.k  n-cre  anjinrol  Ijij  acfnal  "settler.'^  prior 
to  lhc  (letenniuation  of  mid  dixjoii,\  agiM-eably  to  a  ]>etition'of  a  num- 
ber of  the  said  settlei's,  and  In'  gi'antmg  a  just  compensation  to  the 
Peiiiisijl iHinia  rhiiiiuints^'  etc.      It  enacted  : 

That  all  the  said  rights  or  lots  now  lying  within  the  county  of  Linmu  wliicli  wltc

tliem,  be  and  they  are  hereby  confirmed  to  them  mid  their  lieirs  and  assi<;rs. 

A  great  town  meeting  of  the  settleis  was  at  (mce  called  to  acc<'pt 
or  reject  this  act.        dolin    Fratdclin   ]ir(>|>aivd    for  a   linal  rally  against 

St  it  from  scttletiumt  to  se'ttlomeiit. 
asscmlily  was  held  at  Lortv  l-'^rl  — 
mnccticut  sclllers  loiicliod  on  lliclr 
r  whciv  the  last  word  was  said.  As 
dil  he  siip|)oseal,  tin;  mcoti'iig  was  an  excited  one.  and  friend  fell 
into  \vretched  antagonism  to  friend.  The  act  was  accejited.  Col. 
-Lndcins  asked.  '•  what  security  have  we.  that  if  u'e  comi)lv,  and  put 
ourselves  in  your  pcjwer.  the  State  wouklu'l  rei)eal  the  law,  and  deal 
as  treacherously  as  in  the  case  of  Armstrong^"  His  (piestion  jirovcd 
to  be  a,  bitt(.'r  proiihecv. 

It  was  at  this  juncture  that  (len.  Ktlian  Allen  aupeared  on  the 
scene.  Pickering  wedl  knew  his  objeet.  Pickering  and'  Kraid<lin.  each 
permitted  no  uKivement  of  the  otlu'r  to  escape  notice.  The  time  for 
decisive  action  had  com(.'.  Pr-g.arded  as  the  head  of  the  consinracv. 
dohn  Fi'anklin  wa-s,  on  th(>  2d  of  OctolxM-.  1 7ST,  arrested  for  high 
ti-<'ason,  under  a  warrant  issued  hv  Chief  .lust  ice  Mclvean. 

As  Col.  Picdcerino-  had  pers('.inilly  assistial  in  the  tirrest  of  Col. 
Ki'ankliu.  he  deemed  it  prudent  to  flee  to   Philadelphia.     While  there. 
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the  people  chose  him  as  a  delegate  of  Luzerne  county  to  the  Convention 
called  to  ratif\'  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This  was  a 
cordial  testimony  to  their  belief  in  ultimate  justice  at  the  hands  of  the 
State.  Iiavm<^^  discharged  that  duty,  he  returned  to  Luzerne  county,  of 
which  he  was  prothonotary,  clei-k  of  the  peace,  clerk  of  the  orphans' 
court,  register  of  wills,  and  recorder  of  deeds. 

Franklin  was  cruelly  treated,  being  ircmetl  down  in  a  cold,  miser- 
able dungeon,  with  insufficient  food,  no  clothing  except  the  light  suit 
he  had  on  when  arrested,  pi'ohiliited  all  communication  with  friends 
and  all  use  of  pen,  ink  and  paper.  Here  lie  was  kept  nearly  two 
years.  His  friends  wei'e  desperately  willing  to  do  anything  in"  then- 
power  to  secure  his  release.  June  2G.  17SS,  they  kidnapped  Pickering, 
and  proposed  holding  him  as  a  hostage,  or  secure  his  influence  for  the 
release  of  P'l-anklin.  Tlie  liidnappers  were  pursued  by  Pickering's 
adherents,  and  were  fired  upon  and  serious  wounds  inflicted,  when  the 
pui'suit  was  given  over.  This  was  the  last  time  that  blood  was  shed 
in  the  long  and  cruel  contention.  Pickering  resolutely  refused  to 
yield  to  tJie  deinands  of  his  captors,  a.nd  was.  aftei'  three  weeks, 
released. 

Tiie  arrest  of  Ki-anUlin,  and  the  acceiitance  by  the  people  of  the 
"  Conlirming  Law,"'  no  doubt  arrested  the  movement  tovtheneio Sttcfe, 
which  had  already  gone  to  the  extent  of  comi^leting  its  frame  of  gov- 
ernment, and  Oliver  Wolcott  had  drafted  its  Const  itution  ami  aiM'anged 
that  l\Iaj.  William  Judd,  of  Farmington,  Conn.,  should  be  governor, 
and  Col.  Franklin,  lieutenant  governor. 

The  following  brief  sketch  of  the  greatest  leader  of  his  time  in  the 
settlement  of  northern  Pennsylvania,  was  written  by  Fdward  Herrick, 
I-Lsq.,  of  Athens,  in  this  county  : 

ColJobn  Franklin  w;is  l)orn  iit  Canaan,  Litclifieki  Co.,  Clonn.,  iSi-ptt  nibcr  20.  17-^9  ; 
removed  to  Wyoming  in  the  sjiring  of  1774  :  was  many  years  an  .•ictine;  magistrate 
under  Connecticut;  captain  of  an  independent  coniiiany  during  the  Revolutionary 
war.  and,  while  attached  to  Sullivan's  expediiion  agains-t  the  Indians,  v  as  wounded  iii 
the  attack  on  Chemung  ;  member  of  the  Assembly  of  Connecticut  in  1781 ;  in  October, 
1787,  he  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  treason  against  the  Slate  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
"endeavoring  to  subvert  the  government,  inid  to  erect  a  new  and  indepenilent  State  in 
tile  room  and  stead  then'of  ;"  was  conllned  in  Philadelphia  nearly  two  yiars,  a  great 
part  of  the  time  heavily  ironed,  released  on  bail,  and  never  broughl  tn  trial  ;  in  1792, 
he  was  elected  liigh  sherilT  of  Luzerne  county,  while  an  indictment  for  treason  was, 
still  hanging  over  liim,  was  commissioned  and"  tcrved  ;  in  171)0,  179(1,  1799,  1800,  1801 

1803,  he  was  a  member  of  Assembly   from    Luzerne   county;  by  the  act  of  April  2, 

1804,  a  small  portion  of  Luzerne  county,  including  his  farm,  wasset  elf  to  Lycoming 
county  ;  this  act  was  avowedly  for  the  purpose  of  keeiiing  him  out  of  the  Lcgislaitire,' 
but  in  1805  he  again  appeared  in  that  body  as  a  memberfrom  Lyc(miing  ;  in  1789  he 
removed  to  his  farm  in  Athens  (then  Tjuzei-ne,  now  Bradfoid  county),  which  was  laid 
out  to  him  under  Connecticut  title,  and  there  resided  until  his  death,  3Iarcli  1,  1831. 
lie  never  accepted  nor  recognized  a  Pennsylvania  title,  but  after  his  death,  his  heirs 
were  recjuired  to  purchase  tliat  title  to  his  farm. 

In  tiie  settlement  of  northern  Peunsylvatna  he  was  the  rtcogni/(d  leader,  making 
annual  pilgrimages  to  New  Engl|ind,  and  bringing  back  hosts  of  iud.usti-ious  settlers, 
whose  descendants,  to  this  day,  preserve  the  virtuous  character  of  their  Puritan  ances- 
try ;  the  peo[)le  whom  he  brought  thither,  he  never  forsook.  Their  battles  he  fought  in 
the  courts,  the  Asseml)ly,  in  newsi^apers  and  pamphlets,  .and.  if  necessary,  with  bis 
strong  right  arm,  with  a  zeal,  jiersistency  and  lidelity  which  deserved  fur  the  catise  he 
thought  to  be  right,  a  better  fate. 

The  "Confirming  Act"  failed  of  execution.      The  I'casoiis  therefor 
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are  best  given  in  Col.  Pickering's  own  words:  " 'J'lie  condiiions  ex- 
pressed in  the  contract  (he  refers  to  the  act),  were  com[)lied  with  on 
the  part  of  the  Connecticut  claimants,  as  far  as  it  ^vii^f/mef/'cah/e,  and 
they  were  not  bound  to  perfoi'ni  im.jjossthil/tie.^ :  that  eight  months 
from  the  time  of  passing  the  act  were  allowsxl  tliem  to  get  informa- 
tion of  it,  and  tojn-esent  their  claims  :  that  theconiniissioners  appointed 
to  receive  and  examine  those  claims  were  required  to  meet,  for  that 
purpose,  in  J^uzerne  count}',  in  two  months  next  after  the  passing  of 
the  act :  that  owing  to  successive  resignations  of  General  Muhlenberg, 
General  lieister  and  Joseph  Montgomery,  Esquire,  those  examinations 
(lid  not  commence  till  some  tinie  in  August:  that  the  seizure  of  John 
Franklin,  on  the  2d  of  October,  for  his  ti'easonable  practices  and 
designs,  occasioned  a  sudden  insurrection  of  his  adherents,  of  whom  a 
very  small  number  had  any  pretentions  to  land  under  the  contirming 
hiw :  that  a  few  days  before  this  arrest.  Col.  J^aliiot.  one  (jf  the 
commissioners,  had  gone  liome  to  his  family:  that  the  subscriber, 
another  of  tlie  commissioners,  having  personally,  in  sight  of  tiie  peo- 
ple, and  with  arms  in  his  hands,  assisted  in  securing  Franklin  and  pre- 
venting any  attempt  to  rescue  him,  and  thus  rendered  himself  obnox- 
ious to  the  resentment  and  sudden  vengeance  of  iiis  partisans,  was 
advised  to  retire  to  some  secure  place  until  their  heat  should  subside  : 

"■•■  *  that  Col.  William  Montgomery,  the  other  commissioner,  seeing 
the  storm  gathering,  immediately  after  Franklin  -was  taken,  had  left 
the  country  to  go  home  :  ""  "•■  that,  the  commissioners  having  thus 
sei)arated,  never  again  assembled,  the  time  limited  Foi'  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  Cunnt^cticut  ciainis  exiiiring  so  soon  after  as  the  2'^tli  of 
November  following;  •■  ■'•  that,  since  this  event  (refei'ring  to  his 
{)\\\\  abduction),  the  county  has  remained  in  perfect  quiet,  tho  laws 
having  as  free  and  complete  operation  as  in  any  other  county."  Then, 
arguing  against  the  repeal  of  the  act  (his  ]xi]ier  is  written  27th  Febru- 
ary, IT'.'O):  ''That  tlie  people  rely  on  the  magiumimity  and  good  faith 
of  the  State,  for  the  execution  of  the  grants  made  lo  them  bv  th^  con 
firming  law:  that  in  this  expt'ctation  tlieir  industry  is  manii'i'stlv 
incre;ised,  tlu'y  have  began  lo  build  moi'o  comfortable  hous(\<,  to  owi 
barns,  anil  lo  exteiul  the  inq)i'oveinents  on  their  lands:  that  a  I'cpcal 
of  the  law  would  check  this  )'ising  industry,  stop  further  improve- 
ments, revive  ancient  jealousies  and  aninnisities.  and.  perha]is,  dcsti'oy 
the  peace  of  the  connti'v.  F.ut,  to  say  nothiuL:'  of  the  attenqit.  as  a 
l)reach  of  ])ub]ic  faith,  it  may  i)e  worth  while  to  inquii'e.  'whether 
such  repeal  be  in  its  nature  ])ossibler''  He  uoes  on  to  treat  the  act 
as  a  '■^contract,'-  or  ^' treat ij  of  pcai'c.^' 

The  Landholders,  however,  were  not  without  jiower  in  the  Assem- 
blv.  Using  the  conduct  of  the  people  as  a  cause  or  i)retext.  the  act 
was  snspfiuled  on  the  29th  of  March,  17SS. 

Ad  J^i'pcdlcd. — The  seal  to  this  final  act  was  pi-epared  by  the  sus- 
jiension  act,  thrf)ugh  no  fault,  be  it  remembei'cd,  on  the  part  of  the 
Connecticut  claimants  The  cross  purj^oses  thiit  had  arisen  among  the 
•people  themselves  anit  the  rlamor  of  the  hnidholders,  bi'ought  the 
pressure  that  resulted  in  its  repeal,  A|)i'il  1.  I7'.m).     This  act  of  ci'own- 

ing  bad  faith  was  strongly  resisted  1)\'  man\'  leading  men  of  Feiinsvl- 
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vania,  aiul  among  others  soiue  of  the  most  lujted  lawyers  of  riiila<iel- 
|)hia.  Col.  Jenk-ins"  anxious,  pi'opheiic  C|uesti(Mi  had.  indeed,  at  last  been 
answered.  Still  the  jjeople  went  on  rjuietly  and  hopefully.  Although 
the  law  was  repealed,  by  it  Pennsylvania  had  distinctly  recognized 
their  rights  in  the  case,  and  they  settled  in  the  conviction  tliat  some- 
liow,  at  some  time,  their  titles  would  be  secui'ed.  and  justice  be  done. 
The  Susquehanna  Company  proceeded  actively  with  tlieir  operations. 
AVhat  is  now  Eradfoi'd  county  was  at  once  laid  out  in  to\viisliii:)s — not 
continuous  with  any  municijial  subdivision  of  the  StaU'.  llv  the  vear 
17!*"),  it  is  said  tliat  what  is  now  the  entire  tei'i'itory  of  the  countv"\vas 
covered  witli  the '"claims"'  of  these  grantees,  and  at  tlie  same  time  f)v 
"wari'anls"  from  Pennsylvania  on  top  of  them. 

Tliv  Inlrnxinn  Lain. — A])ril  17.  1795,  a  statute  was  passed  enact- 
ing penalties  and  |iunishment  against  any  person  taking  possession,  or 
intruding  ujiou  lands  within  the  limits  of  Xorthampl<jn,  Xorthuml)er- 
land  or  Lu/.erne  counties,  exce[it  bv  I'ight  oblaiiied  fi-om  tlie  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  r,  excepts  any  claims  of  persons  claiming  uiuler  "the  con- 
lirming  act"'  of  I'Mli  Mai'ch,  17^7, etc.  The  exception  tool:  "  the  seven- 
teen townships'"  out  of  the  cU'ei-t  of  the  act. 

Piider  this  act  Jolm  Franklin  and  John  .lenkins, ._/  .^/.,  were  iiulict- 
cd  at  August  sessions,  ISbl,  in  Lu/.ei'ne  county,  and  a  special  verdict 
found  against  them.  It  was  removed  by  ri:ri'n,ra rl  into  the  Supreme 
Court.  There  the  act  was  held  constitutional,  Imt  the  defendants 
were  discliarged  on  other  grounds.  Com lunini'tnlth  cs.  ]-^ ninld'ui  ,t 
<iI.,Jl  DaU'i><C^''iOs  3:10.  (The  arguments  of  counsel  as  rc[)orted  here 
arc  worthy  of  attention). 

It  was  held  under  this  act  "that  the  conlract  in  this  case  (for  the' 
sale  of  lands)  is  illegal,  being  foundetl  on  a  breach  of  the  law.  and.  of 
consequence,  a  void  contract."     JfitcJiell  rx.  SniltJi.  1  Ilhunij.  I  In. 

This  act  is  Icnrnvn  as  the  "  Inti-usion  Law."  and  ha,-,  lieeii  sulijeete^l 
to  much  hai-sh  criticism. 

At  length  on  the  L>lst  April.  17'.':'.  the  case  of  V.ii.hnrn.'.^  A.v.v, -■  rx. 
Ih'rramr.  .'  I  Ki'uis.  ,U'  'f.  eanu'  on  lo  be  tried  in  liie  ('ii'e!;it  Couri  of' 
I'ennsvlvania  Histriet.  It.  was  ejeetment  for  a  little  tract  of  about 
twelve  acres.  Selected  as  a  t(>st.  t  he  jilaintitV  natui'all  v  bi'oULfht  it  on  tlie 
best  title  which  coidd  be  produced.  -laivd  Inuvrsoll.'Jona.  I  >.  Scriieaiil 
and  William  Tilghman  appeared  foi'  the  plaintilis.  William  Kawle. 
AVilliam  Lewis  and  .loseph  Th(.)m;is  a,ppeared  foi'  the  defendants. 

Thei'e  was  the  fidlest  latitude  in  the  testimony.  .\ll  the  eJmi'KU's 
and  deeds,  hereinbefore  I'cfei'red  to,  were  i)ut  in  evidi^ncr.  The  sui'- 
veys  and  ]iossessions  of  the  tract  in  conti'ov-ersy  were  given.  Col. 
Dennison.  bjr  the  defendent,  detailed  his  enlrv  upon  the  lot  in  177t'. 
and  the  incitlents  of  the  lirst  Peniiamite  wai'.  William  (ia.Uop  gave  in 
evidence  an  accoimt  of  "  the  massacre."  Col.  PiekerijiL;-  nari'ated  the 
events  of  the  second  Pennamite  war,  and  of  the  rec(^plion  of  the  Con- 
iirniing  Act.  Pobei't  ]\[orris  stated  how,  while  a  membei-  of  the 
A.ssembly  in  1 7S(i— s7,  he.  at  lirst,  was  in  favoi'  of  callinu'  out  the 
nnlitia  to  expel  the  Yaidvces,  but  became'  an  advocate  foi'  the  aei. 
The  resolves  f)f  Connecticut — the   r<>cor<is  of  the   Susriuehanna   Com- 
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pany— Smollett's  Ilistoiy— acts  of  Congress — the  condact  of  i'uttcr- 
son's  and  Armstrong's  troops — Col.  John  Henry  Lydius'  deposition  as 
to  the  execution  ol  tlie  famous  Indian  deed  of  1  Itli  July,  1754  (Mr. 
Tilgliman  hands  this  daed  to  court  and  jury,  to  show  its  sus[)icions 
face),  were  all  put  in  evidence. 

It  was  such  a  case  as  hatl  never  been  tried  in   Europe   or  Aiiiei'ica. 

It  suiticiently  appeared  that  the  defendant  luul  the  cariiest  and  a 
continued  possession.

The 
charter  of  Connecticut  does  not  cover  or  spread  over  the  lands  in 
question.     Cf  course,  no  title  can  be  dei'lved  from  C^mnccticut." 

'I'll.;  (Icelanaioii  thai  llie  land  "  do.-.s  not  lie  wiihin  llie  charter  boiiiiils  of  C'oiiiieeli- 
cvit  "  is  hei'e,  for  llie  tirsl  time  in  the  history  of  the  coui  r"\-ersy,  juiliciaily  made.  This 
was  not,  deeiiled  hy  the  eoiirt  at  Trenton — their  deeree  was  (uily  that,  (tt  the  ihiti  cf  It, 
the  "jiii'i.sdiction"  and  "prc-enipliuii"  wasiii  Peunsylvatiia  asagaiust  Connectieut.  Tliis 
conclusion  may  have  grown  out  of  actn  of  "  dereliction  "  or  "  estopel,'  since  the  '.lute  of 
(■/iiirtrr,  a.s  well  as  out  of  a  question  of  orii^inal  "  ehai'ter  hounds." 

Mor  did  it  follow  that  "  of  cvurm  ,  no  litlecould  be  derived  fi'om  Connecticut."  The 
judge  doe.s  not  advert  to  the  facl.s  from  which  the  court  at  Trenton  made  the  distinction

.\n  ar!  e.illing  upon  an  individual  to  surreiuUr  or  sacvilice  his  whole  i>rop<rty  fiu- 
the  g.iod  nl'  comnumiiy,  without  receiving  a  recompense  in  value,  would  be  "a  nioiister 
ill  legislation,  and  shock  all  numkind.  The  IjCgislature,  therefore,  had  no  autluirily  to 
luiike  an  act  divesling  one  citizen  of  his  freehold,  and  vesting  it  in  another,  fitlwot  a 
just  riiiiij:<:i(>:iiti(jn."     ■■     * 

"  The  next  step  in  the  line  of  progression  is  wliei  her  the  Lcgislatui'c  had  authority 
to  make  an  act  divesting  one  citizen  of  his  freehold  and  vesting  it  in  another,  even  irit'h 
coiiijiciiKiilion. 

"  The  c.vistence  of  .such  power  is  necessary;  ••'  "■■  and  if  this  lie  the  case,  it  can  not 
be  lodged  anywhere  with  so  mtich  safety  as  with  the  Legislature." 

S'.ieh  i  case  of  necessity,  and  judging  too  of  the  compensation,  can  never  occur  in

P.y  the  act,  the  Pennsylvania  claimants  are  to  iiresent  tlieir  claims  to  tlie  "  Pioard 
•  of  Properly,"  who  are — 

1.  To  judge  of  the  validity  of  their  claims. 

2.  To  ascertain,  by  the  "aid  of  commissioners,  .(/.yJcZ/if/ (/  hi/ t/it'  Lfjixlotitrt,  tlie 
quality  tind  value  of  the  land. 
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3.  To  judge  of  the  ipmntlty  ofxmcant  land  to  be  granted  as  iiu  equivalent.

of  a  jury  ?  Alas  1  how  necessity  begets  necessity.  *  *  ■  Omnipotence  in  legislation 
is  despotism.'  In  short,  gentlemen,  the  Confirming  Act  is  void;  it  rever  ha(i  constitu- 
tional existence;  it  is  a  dead  letter,  and  of  no  more  virtue  or  avail  than  if  it  had  never 
been  made." 

In  its  application  to  llie  exact  facts  of  the  case  of  V(iiili"ri,c  r.v.  iJnrrKucc,  this  e.vpo- 
sition  is  undoulnedly  correct.  The  act  applied  to  this  state  of  facts  was  unconstitutional 
for  the  reason  stated.  But  at  the  time  the  confirming  law  was  passed,  the  Stcitr  wan 
proprietor  of  a  large  portion  of  the^ands  whicli  the  settlers  held.  The  State  had  the 
power  and  right  to  giveaway  her  vacant  lands  (vacant  as  to  her  titles),  and  it  is  the  bet- 
ter opinion  that  this  law  was  liiuding  on  the  Legislature  in  favor  of  an  "  actual  settler, 
before  the  decree  of  Trenton,"  for  whose  land,  at  the  date  of  the  act,  there  had  been 
issued  no  Pennsylvania  title.  In  that  respect,  the  confirming  law  was  not  "  of  no  more 
avail  than  if  it  had  never  been  made."  Mr.  Rawle,  in  his  dissentient,  goes  further,  and 
says  :  "  But  in  no  instance  can  the  power  of  repealing  laws  affect  their  obligations  while 
in  force,  and,  consequently,  if  the  effect  of  the  law  while  in  force  is  prrmnnent  anil  per. 
pr.tnal  i/pon  the  suhjictx  to  irliich  it  relates,  a  repeal,  although  it  may  (h.^troi/  thr  (am,  c:\n 
not  diiititii.-<h  the  tjl'ert  it  has  already  produced." 

Jutlo-e  Pattei'son  proceetls  to  the  mode  of  executiiio'  the  kiw  :  ''The 
estate  of  the  rennsylvania  claunants  was  not  tlivested  on  tlie  passing 
ofthe  act;  it  was  not  divested  on  pi-esenting  the  chiini  on  the  pai-t  of 
tlie  Connecticut  settlet'S. 

'•  77(^  /ntent/o}i  of  tlie  Leo'islatiire  was  to  vest  in  Connecticut  claim- 
ants, of  a  pai'ticuhir  desci-iption,  (t  p.ufed  estate  to  certain  lanils  in  the 
county  of  Luzerne;  but  tlien  it  was  'i(2)oii  condition,''  which,  of  coui-se. 
must  be  com[)Iied  with. 

"  If  the  Legislature  had  authority  to  make  the  coniirming  act,  they 
liad  also  tlio  authority  to  suspend  it.  '•  "'''  Of  course,  there  is  an  end 
of  the  business^  The  parties  are  placed  on  their  original  ground — they 
are  restored  to  their  pristine  situation.'" 

This  woidd  not  be  accurate  as  to  the  class  o\  Connecticut  settlers 
just  referi'ed  to.  As  to  them,  the  grant  by  the  act  was  a  good  one — 
for  a  suilicient  considei'ation  recited  in  tlie  act — they  had  a  right  of 
title,  which  a  subsecjuent  Legislature  could  not  defeat.  "  The  inten- 
tion''^ the  judge  refers  to  had  been  executed,  irrepcalably.  as  to  them. 

Judge  Patterson  did  not  regard  the  repealing  act  of  A])ril  1.  1700, 
bad,  either  as  "an  ex ^hM facto  law."  or  as  '"a  law  impairing  the  obli- 
gation of  a  contract."  Vet  he  says,  himself:  "  If  tlie  ]iroperty  to  the 
lands  in  question  had  been  vested"  in  the  State  of  rennsylvania,  then 
the  Legislature  would  have  had  the  liberty  and  right  of  disposing  of  or 
granting  them  to  whom  they  })leased,  at  any  time,  and  in  any  manner. 

There  were  large  quantities  of  such  Itimls  held  by  Connecticut  set- 
tlers. Surely,  as  to  such,  the  repealing  law  was ''<,/■  yy^^vZ/tfc^o,"  and 
"■  im])aired  the  obligation  of  a  conti'act,'*  and  ;is  such,  was  contrary  to 
tJie  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Judge  Patterson  closes  pungent! v  : 

1,  Tjie  continuing  act  is  unconstitutional  and  void.     It  was  invaliil  from  the  begin- 
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ning,  had  no  life  or  openitioti,  iuul  is  in  precisfly  the  same  state  as  if  it  had  not  been 
made.     If  so,  llie  phiintilT's  tiile  remains  in  full  force. 

2.  If  th(M'ontirnung  act  is  constitutional,  the  conditions  of  it  have  not  been  per- 
formed, and,  tliercfore,  the  estate  coiilinues  in  the  plaiiitilT. 

ij.  The  contirminj;-  act  has  Ijeen  susjiended;  and 

4.   Repealed. 

All  of  wliicli  was  ])errectly  ti'tie  in  its  apjilicution  to  tho  facts  of 
the  case,  and  the  vei'dict  was  ])ro[)erly  for  the  plaintill's. 

Tlie  case  was  appetiled  to  the  Sti|)i'eine  (Jourt  of  the  Ignited  States, 
and  stricken  ffoiii  the  dockets  witiiont  trial. 

It  was  said  \''anhoriie  lletl  the  country,  and  jirocess  could  not  be 
served  on  him,  and  that  Dorrance's  tittorney,  IMiomas,  disappeared 
mysteri(jusly  with  the  papers  in  the  case.  Hence,  but  little  oi-  no 
results  came  of  the  case.  It  opened  the  courts  whose  records  were  soon 
l)urdeiied  wiih  cases  where  the  Pennsylvania  claimants  hoped  to  oajn 
possession  of  the  disputed  lands  and  rid  the  State  of  the  bui'deu  of 
compensation;  and  while  many  actions  were  brought  in  eight  years, 
there  was  the  barren  results  of  this  one  being-  partly  tried. 

Coinj//'oj/i/.se  Act  of  179U. — This  was  the  beginning  of  the  end. 
The  law  was  passed  April  +,  179!),  "  olYering  compensation  to  the 
Pennsylvania  claimants  of  certain  lands  within  the  seventeen  ioiau't/iyj^s 
in  the  county  of  Luzerne."  The  law  lixes  the  status  of  the  conflicting 
claimants,  and  appoints  Isaac  Wheelan,  of  Chester  county;  Thomas 
Boude,  of  Lancaster  county,  and  Oen.  William  Irvine,  of  Cumbei-land 
county,  commissioners  to  examine  all  questions  concerning  claims  to 
land  in  the  seventeen  townships,  at\d  divide  the  claims  into  four  classes 
to  be  known  as,  lirst.  second,  third  and  fourth  class,  and  for  paying- 
damages  according  to  the  respective  classes.  The  act  is  long  aiid 
directoi-y,  and  was  intended  as  one  of  mediation  on  the])artof  the  State 
between  the  conllit-ting  claimants. 

The  J-'ennsylvania.  claimants,  re  fusing  or  neglecting  toexecute  releases, 
were  to  be  paid  in  land  or  money.  The  Connecticut  claimants,  with 
the  memory  of  the  repeal  of  the  '•  Confii-ming  Act '"  fi-esh  in  their  minds, 
were  little  disposed  to  ;-ict  or  take  the  benefit  of  this  law. 

April  ('>.  [SO-2.  an  act  was  passed  reijiiiring  tlie  eommissioners  to 
survey,  value  and  certify  the  whdle  of  each  tract  claimeil  by  Connecti- 
cut people,  and  turned  the  Pennsylvania  claiinant,  Avliohad  not  released, 
over  to  the  mei'cy  of  a  jury  to  award  his  compensation. 

In  1805,  the  Westmoreland  county  records  were  authorized  to  be 
de))osited  with  the  recoi'dei"  of  deeds  in  Luzerne  comity,  and  certified 
copies  made  evidence. 

April  y,  1807,  Pennsylvania  claimants,  under  title  jn-evious  to  the 
"  Conlirming  Act,"  were  permitted  to  release,  and  the  commissioner  in 
examining  Ckninecticut  claims  "shall  not  rerpiire  the  same  lands  to  have 
been  occupied  ])rior  to  the  decree  of  Trenton,  but  the  same  lands  to 
the  several  api)licants  certify,  if  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  tlie 
Sus(juehanna  Company,  at  any  time  they  shoidd  otherwise  thei'eto  be 
entitled."     This  commission  was  al)olished  jNIarch  28,  1808. 

•  These  laws  were  executed  with  intelligence  and  lidelity.  Py  October 
20,  1802.  about  one  thousand  Connecticut  claimants  had  exhibited  their 
titles.     All    the    lines   in    the   seventeen    townships  had    been  again 
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surveyed,  and  certificates  issued  to  tl:e  holders.  These  certilicutes  wei'e 
conclusive  between  Connecticut  claimants,  but  did  not  cunckule  a 
Pennsylvania  claimant. 

Of  the  compromise  act  of  1799,  in  tlie  case  of  Jiai'iu'ij  vs.  Sutton,  £? 
Waits,  J 6  /Scott,  Pi'esident  Judge  of  the  Luzei-ne  Common  Pleas  Court, 
sums  up  the  whole  thus  :  "'At  last  the  Legislature  ad()]itcd  the  ex- 
})edient  of  acting  as  raediatoi's  between  the  Connecticut  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania claimants,  for  the  ]nirpose  of  )>uttinga  final  end  to  the  conti'o- 
versy.  The  act  was  strictly  the  act  of  mediation.  It  proposed  terms 
of  settlement  and  compromise  to  the  pai'ties,  and  the  controversy  was 
finally  happily  settled.  The  judge  then  gives  the  following  as  per- 
tinent history  of  the  long-drawn-out  contention  : 

At  tlie  coninieucemeiit  of  the  Itevolulion,  seltlemeuls  }iad  hern  cffi  ctcd  in  iiuii-t,  if 
not  all,  of  Die  seventeen  townslrtps,  aud,  in  many  of  them,  e.xteii.sive  improvemenls  Imd 
been  made.  The  settlers  were  a  hardy ,  inlelliL;ent,  brave,  and  patrimie  people.  Dur- 
ing the  revolutionary  struggle,  neither  the  suil'eiings  and  priv:itions  whieh  they  en- 
dured, nor  the  menace  of  the  e.\eeutive  authority  of  Pennsylvania,  could  dri\'e  them 
from  their  settlements;  nor  could  the  oilers  of  Britisli  gold  tempt  lliem  to  abai)(lon 
tiieir  country,  or  the  common  cause  of  liberty  avid  independence  in  which  rliey  were 
engaged.  They  luid  become  so  numerous  that  they  furnished  nearly  one  thousand 
men  for  the  regular  service.  They  did  still  more.  They  sustained,  single  handed,  for 
more  than  three  years,  a  frontier  war,  during  the  most  gloomy  jicriodof  the  Picvoiuiion, 
and  successfully  reiu-Ueci  an  enemy,  "  whose  known  mode  of  warfare  spared  inilher 
age,  nor  se.x.  nor  condition."  On  tjje  3d  of  July,  1778,  they  wereatlackeil  by  a  nunu'r- 
o>is  liotly  of  Indians,  British,  and  Tories,  and  in  one  disastious  battle,  ncajly  ilic 
whole  settlement  were  reduced  to  widowhood  and  orphanage. 

The  feeble  renuiins  which  escaped  soon  mustered,  and  retui'ned  to  Ihc  seithnnMit, 
and,  until  the  clo-ie  of  the  war,  presented  a  barrier  to  the  incursions  of  the  savage  foe. 

This  is  a  mere  skeleton  of  the  early  history  of  this  settlement.  It  would  refjuire  Ji 
volume  to  fill  it  up.  But  enough  has  been  noticed  to  satisfy  any  one,  not  blinded  by 
interest  or  prejudice,  of  the  equitalde  claims  of  these  people.  They  came  into  pos-ses- 
sion  under  color  of  title — such  atitle,  too,  as  they  honestly  believed  to  be  gotd,  acd  in 
which  they  were  induced  to  confide,  by  a  govertnnenl  claiming  jurisdiction  ovei'  the 
territory.  Was  this  circumstance  nothing  as  a  ground  of  equity  ?  Were  the  iniju-ove- 
ments  and  possession  of  the  country  nothing  ?  Were  the  sacrifices,  and  sufferiiiiis, 
aud  privations  of  the  people,  in  defense  eif  the  country,  and  in  the  common  ciuise, 
nothing  '!  Are  such  a  peojde  to  be  considereel  outlaws  ?  To  this  last  (]ucstion,  I  adopt 
the  answer  of  the  late  chief  justice,  in  the  case  of  SitUerh-e  vs.  Mn/tloir.sti/i  -.  "  (!od 
forbid!  they  are  not  to  be  so  considered."  Con^^iderations  like  tlie^e  have  unifninily 
been  regardCd  as  sutlirienl  in  l\'nnsyh  ania  to  ground  an  equity.  The'  principle  has 
been  e-arried  furllier.  t)ar  statute  book.s,  and  the  deci-^ions  of  our  courts,  hirnisli 
numerous  instaiu-<'s  wliere  like  cousideratiors  have  lu'cndceinid  sullicient  grourd.sof 
e(pnty  in  favor  of  those  who  had  taken  i)osses--ion  of  lands,  \vilhout  tilh' or  colin- of 
title,  and  in  favor  of  thosi;  who  liad  tid<en  possession  in  violation  of  the  ]-)osilivc  enact- 
ments of  the  Legislature;  as  in  the  case  of  lands  not  purchased  eif  the  Indians. 

''  iratf-Share  Menr—Xn  a.-t  of  the  Asseml.)ly,  ^^larch  11,  ISOO,  re- 
pealed the  general  act  for  the  limitation  of  actions  to  be  brought  under 
the  act  of  March  2<>,  1785,  within  the  sev(mteen  townshi])s,  or  in  any 
ciise  where  title  is  claimed  under  the  Sustpiehtmna  Company. 

A[)ril  G,  1802,  an  act  Avas  i^assed  by  the  Legislature  whicli  the  court 
in  the  case  of  IrlsJi.vs.  Seovel,  G  B'lnn,  57,  fully  explains,  when  it  s;iys: 
"the  manifest  olijt;ct  of  this  act  ;ippears  to  have  been  to  contimn'  ihc 
kindness  which  had  f)een  extended  to  tlii>  sev(;nteen  to\vnslii|)s,  /".'/  ti> 
cut  np  !>!/  the  roots  the  title  of  Co/nieetleut  in  alt  other jui/'ts."' 

And  it  thoroughly  accomplished  its  [jurpose.  l)ut  was  attended  with 
some  unfortunate  circumstances,  but  of  tliest.'  it  is  necessary  lie're  to 
notice  onlv  such  ;is  wei'e  enaeled  within  Jjradford  coiintv.     'J'lie  ••  half- 
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share"  men  wci'c  often  called  the  "  Wihl  Yankees" — they  realized 
tlial  the}'  wei'e  bein<^'  rutldessly  outlawed,  and  C(d.  -lulm  l''ranklin,  the 
Sattei'lees.  Kingsburys  and  Spaldings  weie  their  friends,  and  in  some 
i-espects  their  leaders.  Acts  of  bloody  violence  wei'e  (.•nnunitteil.  (-'ol. 
Arthur  P]r\vin,  an  extensive  land  owner  inthenorth  [)art  of  the  county. 
was  shot  deail  while  sitting  in  the  door  of  Mr.  ^fcDulHe,  of  Athens  ; 
the  Rev.  Thouuis  Smiley,  at  that  time  living-  eight  or  ten  miles  u[)  the 
Towanda  creek,  wlulc  acting  as  an  assistant  agent  under  the  "Intrusion 
Law,"  was  tarred  and  feathered.  Col.  Abraham  Horn  had  been 
a|)]iointed  by  the  Pennsylvaida  landholders  to  put  the  "Intrusion 
Law"  in  foi'ce,  and  at  once  entered  upon  his  duties.  In  June,  1801,  lie 
came  into  llradford  county.  Init.  appi'ehending  danger  from  the  violent 
o])pression  of  the  ]")eopIe.  he  stopped  at  Asylum.  Lev.  Tliomas  Smiley 
had  written  to  tlie  agent  iluit  nearly  all  the  forty  settlers  on  Towanda 
creek-  wtmld  I'enounce  their  Connecticut  titles,  and  [mrchase  of  the 
r\!nnsylvania  claimants.  A  conference  was  hekl  at  Asylum.  Mi'. 
Smiley  was  commissioned  a  dei)iity  agent,  and  furnished  with  the  nec- 
cessary  )iapers.  July  7tli.  he  obtained  the  signature  of  nearly  foi'ty  tc> 
their  relimpiishments  and  submissions,  and  started  for  Asylum.  A 
meeting  was  lield,  and  the  "  Wild  Yankees"  ch^termined  that  the  busi- 
ness must  be  stopjied.  About  twenty  men  from  Suuar  Creelc.  [Mstor 
a-nd  Sheshequin,  armed  and  disguised,  started  in  ]uirsiiit.  _A[r.  Smiley. 
heni'ing  the  ari'angements  of  the  consjjii'atoi's,  went  down  to  Joshua 
Wythe's,  near  JMonroeton,  whci'e  he  remained  until  dark',  and  then 
stopped  for  the  night  at  Jacob  (ii-inteer's.  'j'lie  paHies  folloAved  him 
a.mi  broke  into  the  room  where  he  was  slee[»ing.  ca[)tui'e(l  his  papers, 
burne(l  them,  and  led  him  down  to  the  eivek,  tarred  and  feathered  him, 
and  the  k/ader  giving  him  a,  kick  told  iiim  to  -go."  John  ^Murphy, 
David  (Jainpbell,  Jacob  Irvine,  Klieiie/e-r  Shaw,  Stephen  I'.aliard  aiid 
lienjauiin  (Srillin  were  presented  to  the  graml  jury  lor  this,  bntnoiJll 
was  found. 

Gov.  Iloyt  concludes  with  the  following  pro])(.)sitions  :

This  is  the  condensed  story  of  the  ■■  SeveiiteiMi  To\',-nslii|)s,  "  the 
"  Connecticut  Claims  " — the  "  First  and  Second  Pennamite  and  Yan- 
kee AVars,"  as  well  as  the  story  (jf  the  settlement  of  northern  Lennsyl- 
vania  and  the  nnequaled  bravery,  ])atience  and  eiidni-ance  of  our  distin- 
guished forefathers.  A  chapter  of  deep  interest  to  every  student  of 
American  history;  the  central  individual  figure  in  it  all  was  Col. 
John  Fiuuklin,  tiie  representative  of  Connecticut.  J'o  this  day  men, 
in  consideriiig  it.  are  liable  to  corrfuse  the  two  and  only  ipiestions  in  it 
all  into  one  question,  ;yid  tliereby  bias  their  own  othi^-rwise  better 
judgments.  These  (piestions  should  ha.ve  been  kept  distinct,  namely 
I'i'jhi  (if  jiirisd icf Ion  ivwd  \.\\(^  ri</li/  of  soU.wwA  in  this  light  would, 
have  l)een  easily  settled.  The  actual  settlers  careii  nothing  as  to  the 
jui'i-diction  over  them,  and  it  must  be  conceded  that  on  both  sitles  pur- 
chasers bought  good  tithes,  that  is,  tlie  individual  acted  in  gootl  faith, 
ami  the  autlujrities  on  each  side  had  good  coloi'  of  autlujcitv  todisr)ose 
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of  the  soil.  Ill  this  view  the  jiuliciiil  (juestion  for  the  courts  should 
have  been  simply  one  of  priority  of  claim.  re,L;ardless  of  which  faction 
either  i)arty  belon^^-ed  to  or  claimed  under.  WIkmi  the  Trenton  decree 
was  pronnijn^-ated,  it  was  the  plain  duly  of  Pennsylvania  to  have 
pronijitly  acce})ted  tliat  as  a  settlement  of  all  questions  in  her  favor  of 
jurisdiction. and  at  once  recognized  every  title  of  the  Connecticut  claim- 
ants, and  this  would  have  incorporated'  the  Colony  as  good  and  loyal 
citizens  of  the  State,  and  have  ended  forever  all  dispute  or  bad  blood. 
The  State  erred  in  making  itself  a  juxrtisan  in  the  cjuestion  of  soil,  a 
mere  agent  or  attorney,  intent  upon  land-grabbing  in  behalf  of  its 
clients,  regardless  of  alf  questions  of  equity  or  even  justice,  and  it  pi'o- 
ceeded  in  a  long  course  of  evictions  that  wei-e  not  only  unjust,  but 
utterly  cruel.  As  seen  above,  in  the  end  the  State  had  to  become 
mediator;  the  very  thing  it  should  have  done  at  first.  It  did  this  only 
when  Conneciicut  ceased  to  trifle  with  the  question,  and  set  about  in 
earnest  a  bold  defense  of  its  long-suli'ering  people.  After  the  thing- 
had  ran  on  a  hundred  years  or  more,  and  the  people  had  suffered  an 
unbroken  stream  of  wrom.'-s  to  which  they  had  i^'on  led  l)y  the  prom- 
ises of  Connecticut,  rhcn  it  roused  iq)  aiul  boldly  said  to  its  colonists, 
if  you  can  get  justice  in  no  other  way  than  by  forming  youi'selves  into 
a  new  and  se]:)arate  State,  we  will  liaelc  you  even  to  the  bloody  issue. 
This  action  of  Connecticut  brought  here  Ethan  Allen  and  his  followers. 
flushed  with  his  successes  in  A^jrmont,  and  it  is  estimated  that  by  the 
time  of  themediatory  act  of  Pennsylvania,  IT'JO,  w;is  passed,  there  were 
ten  thousand  ])eo])le'in  the  valley,  ready  to  carve  out  with  tiieir  sharp 
swords  the  new  State,  that  these  men,  made  desperate,  couhl  have  de- 
fended against  the  world.  Llany  of  the  ablest  and  purest  men  of  the 
State  wei'c  now  taking  sides  with  the  Connecticut  claimants.and  happily 
tiie  authorities  saw  the  gathering  cloud  and  jtromptly,  though  now 
impossible  of  fairness  and  (equity,  took  the  only  step  it  could  take,  and 
the  end  came. 

A  fourn'oluinn  ioWo,  ami  rates  ;?"i  a 
year.  In  tlie  "  [)roposar'  of  publication,  the  proprietor,  among  other 
things,  says  : 

The  oecessily  of  a  weekly  publication  in  this  cminty  being  sulliciently  obviuus,  it 
is  presun:icd  there  will  be  no  inipelimeat  to  the  genentl  patroniige  of  this  paper,  when 
the  public  are  fully  assured  thiit  its  object  is  nut  discussion  ;uid  douiesiic  animosity, 
but  the  acceleration  of  locil  business;  diffusion  of  national  intelligence,  and  all  those 
extra  matters  which  are  generally  comprehended  within  the  limited  view  of  a  newspa- 
per— the  amusement  and  benefit  of  our  subscribers.  Situated  us  the  United  States  are, 
it  i3  impossible  that  any  man  who  interests  himself  in  the  affairs  of  his  country  should 
be  impartial  between  its  two  great  political  sects.  He  who  pretends  to  be  impartial  is 
no  more  than  a  pretender.  The  h'ditor  is  a  repu/'/i'yin,  and  his  paper  will  bear  that  cliarac 
ler  in  the  editorial  department,  1ml  its  pages  will  l>o  Iree  at  all  times  to  well-written 
couimanicalions  of  whatever  political  nature. 

It  may  be  well  enough  to  exclaim  that  when  tlie  editor  announces 
tluit  he  is  "a  republican,*'  that  he  means  lie  was  what  we  now  call  a 
JeH'ersonian  Democrat.  The  two  parties  then  were  Jiepid)lican  and 
Federalist,  tlien  came  Democrat  and  Whig,  and  now  Democrat  and 
liepublican  is  the  order  of  designation.  These  are  the  changes  in 
name  of  the  two  leading  i)arties  of  the  country.  A  prominent  notice 
in  the  (lor.eite  is  that  "all  lettei's  to  the  editoi'  must  !)c  post-]»aid  to 
be  attended  to."

Burr 
Ridgway,  Democrat,  was  elected  over  J.  Kiiigshury,  Fedeial,  county 
commissioner,  by  a  majority  of  lOS,  in  a  total  vote  in  the  county  of 
r.22  ;  305  for  Bidgway.  *an(r2r)7  foi'  his  oi)ponent.  The  lowest  majoi'ity 
given  the  Democratic  candidates  for  aiiditors  ovei'  theii'  Federal 
o]i]ionents  was   105.     The  vote   iji    the    respective  townships  between 
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the  two  parties  was  as  follows — tiie  first  number  being  Deniocni tic: 
Athens,  r,l— 73  ;  ClilTsburo-,  7:3— 10;  Burlington,  4<J— 8  ;  Canton,  35— 
24;  Towanda,  47— 37  ;  Wysox,  34— L8;  Orwell,  27— 27;  Wyalusing, 
39 — 40.  The  three  auditors  elected  were  Clement  Taine,  Moses  Cool- 
baugh  and  Jonathan  Stevens.  The  elected  assemblymen  for  the  Lycom- 
ing section  of  Bradford  county  were  John  Forster  and  Henry  Welles, 
Democrats;  to  the  assembly  from  the  Luzerne  section  of  Bradford 
county,  Jabez  Hyde,  Jr.,  and  Jose])h  Pruner,  Democrats.  As  a  foot 
note  to  the  election  returns,  the  editor  says: 

It  is  presumed  it  will  not  be  amiss  to  say  tlierehas  not  lieen  a  siiijrlr  wonl  of  shiiuk-r 
or  abuse  on  either  side  in  the  county. 

The  importance  attaching  to  this  (jU(jted  paragraph  comes  from 
three  sources:  First,  it  indicates  a  decent  circumspection  on  the  part 
of  the  respective  candidatej;  and  voters  ;  second,  the  only  paper  in  the 
county  was  Democratic,  and  had  no  organ  to  reply  to  it;  third,  it  was 
the  lii'st  line  or  ])aragraph  of  editorial  that  ever  appeared  in  the  paper, 
(hither  genei'al  oi'  local.  The  style  of  p;i[)ers  in  that  day  diii'ered  much 
from  those  of  tiie  present.  Then  the  first  page  had  a  "few  '-ads.."  and 
was  all  "foreign  news,''  about  a  month  old.  the  remainder  of  the  ptiper 
being  clippings  from  other  jiajiers — long  articles  on  religious,  war  or 
political  subjects.  The  issue  now  under  considei'ation  has  a  "  Com- 
municated''of  over  two  columns. — a  circular  letter  of  tlie  Chemung 
Ba])tist  Association. 

The  editor  of  the  lirst  paper,  or  of  any  cemntry  [lapcr  for  that 
matter,  hardly  rellects  on  tl;e  very  imp(jrt;int  position  he  lills,  especi- 
ally with  reference  to  the  rising  generation— the  ehildi'en  in  tlie  farm- 
houses, wliere  the  county  paper  is  an  institution.  As  a  farmer  boy, 
the  writer  of  these  lines  has  fastened  on  his  mind  distinctly  the  nutn- 
l)ers  of  the  paper  that  he  iii'st  read,  lie  had  been  going  to  the  country 
log  school-house  and  the  Sunday-school ;  had  been  supplied  with  some 
of  the  moral  fictions  about  good"  children,  and  had  suiTeptitiously  read 
"  Alonzoand  ]\[elissa,'"  but  rather  liked  better  "  Daniel  and  the  I^ions."" 
oi',  "Jonah  and  the  AVhale  ; '"  and  frrmi  these  would  turn  with  some 
interest  to  the  wiM'kh'  an'i\-al  of  tlic  ]iaprr  fr(Ui\  tlie  county  hnvii  The 
••cuts"  and  "ads."  wei'c  lir>l  read,  and  as  iniplicilly  bt'lieved  as 
"  Alon/.o  and  Melissa,"'  and  I  lie  other  stoi'ics  iir  had  been  devouring. 
lie  was  forcibly  struck"  with  the  cliarac'ler  enigmas  at  tached  to  the 
advertisements,  as  7 — tf.  '.I — :'.t.  or  li> — .'),  '.Uf.  a.iui  other  puzzles  of  this 
kind.  What  did  they  mean  (  He  maile  incjuiiy  of  all  the  family,  but 
was  none  the  wiser  therefor.  After  reatling  the  l)ig  tyjie  "ads.,"'  he 
would  turn  to  the  "  Poets'  Corner" — lirst  column  on  "the  fourth  page 
always.  lie  hardly  ever  understood  what  it  was  saying,  but  the  short 
lines  made  it  easy  reading,  comi)aratively.  From  here  he  would  scan 
over  the  paper  for  very  sliort  articles,  leaded  articles,  with  very  short 
])aragraphs,  but  it  was  a  long  time  before  he  had  the  courage  to  read 
a  long  article,  set  solid,  with  few  ]iaragrai)h  break's  in  it.  A  boy, 
though  ]M)Ssessed  of  telescopic  eyes,  like  the  eagle,  will  alin(.)st  jab  his 
nose  against  anything  he  is  much  interested  in  looking  til.  Therefoi'e  very 
large  display  tvpe  does  not  nialce  so  good  an  im])i"ession  on  his  miiul  as 
the  medium-sized  letter.     Ihit  in  time  the  bov  will  come  t(.>  read  the  ]ia)>er 
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t-arefiilly  nil  tlii'oiiirh,  and  implicitly  believe  cvei'v  word.  A  child's 
capacity  to  helieve  in;  very  lari.;-c.  aiui  is  only  gradually  Avorti  away  to  a 
respectable  degree  of  doubting  by  repeated'  ex|)eriences.  In  time,  the 
boy,  who  hail  linally  become  so  deeply  indmed  with  the  excellencies 
and  greatness  oF  the  county  paper,  reached  the  acme  of  his  ambition, 
and  owned  a  country  pa])er,  and  was'called  npnn  t-i  do  at  times  about 
everything  in  tlui  ollice.  lie  plunged  in  with  all  the  faith,  hope  and 
wihrambition  of  eai'liest  manliood,  to  set  the  world  aright — settle  all 
these  questions  that  the  earth's  great  inen  had  so  criminally  neglected. 
lie  read  over  and  over  the  proofs  of  his  own  articles:  re-road  tliem 
when  the  damp  lii'st  impression  was  struck  off.  and  held  his  breath  to 
witness  the  shock  that  would  now  come  to  our  little  utiiverse.  llis 
amazement  that  people  did  not  stoji  him  on  the  street,  rush  up  in 
crowds  to  his  .smtdtroi,  mneforv'//i.  [one  covner  of  the  imposing-stone), 
to  talk  about  his  editorials,  w\as  mitigated  somewhat  by  a  visit  from 
the  fellow  who  wanted  to  whip  the  editor.  He  rapidly  ran  the 
i'(Minds  of  a  new  country  editor's  experiences;  would  lose  faith  in 
mankind,  but  eventually  lost  much  of  his  own  faith  in  himself. 
AVhetlier  lie  was  a  success  in  teaching  mankind  or  not,  was  a  question  : 
but  one  thing  remains  a  fact — the  world  taught  the  ytjimg  man  a 
great  deal.  He  had  been  to  the  log  school,  the  academy  and  lo 
college,  but  at  last  realized  tliat  the  days  of  education  cominc-nce<l 
when  he  entei'ed  the  piinting  ollice.  The  country  news])ai)('r  is  tlu; 
best  school  in  the  world,  at  least  for  the  youth  who  jiei'lbi'ms  tin,' 
I'ounds  in  it  from  I'oller-boy  to  etlitor-in-chief,  and  all  tlie  intermediates 
of  compositor,  job  man.  pressnum.  mailman,  general  business  managv.-r, 
\vriting  '-'ads.,"  and  then  setting  them  u]) ;  solicitor,  paymaster,  ])urchas- 
ing  agent,  lighting  editoi-.  his  own  lawyo'  in  daiuMge  suits :  clean  th(> 
office,  keep  the  files,  read  the  .exchanges,  ami  i)lac;ite  ;l  howling  mob 
(occasionally  at  the  fi'ont  door.  If  I  had  a  l)oy  and  there  was  aii\ 
pi-omise  in"  him,  and  I  was  given  the  free  choice  of  the  rounds  in  a 
country  printing-otlice  and  a  course  through  Oxford  for  him.  I  would 
by  far'  prefer  the  former.  'J'hc  ]>rinting-otHce  turns  out  no  learned. 
ii:'noraiicc  nevei-.  The  schools  ;nid  colleges  do  — a  swolUm  stiH^iini 
that  runs  on  forever.  I  have  heard  many  a  ••i,ram|i  ])rintcr"  (that  is 
th<^  title  he  gives  himself)  criticise  a  "  take"  of  some  man's  manuscript, 
perha[»s  a.  m;in  noted  for  his  h^arning,  until  it  would  make  his  cheeUs 
tingle,  could  he  Ikmi-  this  I'ough  and  unpretentious  man's  just  i-emark-s 
in  reference  to  it.  The  war-times  printer,  especially,  was  a  cliaracier 
—reckless  and  dissipated  often— making  short  stays  at  each  place. 
tramping  hundi'eds  of  miles  in  the  course  of  the  year,  niid  at  all  times 
either  '-broke"  or  drunk;  his  more  steady-going  brother  always 
giving  him  a  chance  to  "sub"  on  his  case,  and  iiiak-c  a  '•stalvc."  as  he 
called  it.  But  this  is  now  all  changed.  The  printer  is  beginning  to 
have  his  home,  and  as  a-  rule  "he  is  look-ing  forward  to  somedav  having 
his  own  oHh-e.

He  fiirtliei'  explains 
sucli  action,  under  such  circumstances,  "  is  customary."  ;ind  says,  in 
conclusion,  "■  the  roi'e^^-oing  statement  will  be  satistaclory  to  evei'v 
person  uf  candoure."  Ghost  ol' Thomas  Sim))son,  v,e  melai)horica!ly 
pat  you  on  the  back  and  say.  "  Ves-sir-ee  I  ""  After  all,  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  history  in  this  lialf-sheot.  It  tells  how  the  Tresident,  in  a  curt 
note  of  f(jur  lines,  dismissed  GiileiMi  Grangei'.  postmastei'-genei'al,  fi'om 
ollice.  Then  follows  a.  slioi;t  pafagraph.  giving  an  account  of  CuudxM'- 
land  county  that  day  sending  from  (,'arlisle  its  ijUota  of  troops,  5()() 
volunteers.'  The  particulars  ol  the  death  of  Tccumsrh.  shot  and  killed 
by  Col.  Dick  .lolmson.  Mai'cli  I'.t.  (iov.  SiuK.n  Snyiler  vetoed  the 
bill  creating  f(;i'ty-ont!  new  banks.  At  tli(}  same  time  tlie  Deinoci'ats 
in  th(>  Legislature  held  a  mei'ting,  and  again  nominated  (bjv.  Snvder 
to  h<?  his  own  successoi'. 

It  is 
su[)posed  the  old  ones  had  run  out.  and  no  new  ones  cami.'  in.  It  has 
an(nher  marked  featni'c  :  iIkm'i' are  as  many  as  four  short  editorials. 
The  first  announces  that  ]\lr.  Simps()n  is  away,  "procuring  the  means 
to  impr(jve  the  il(i::<'(h\  and,  during  tiie  interim,  it  is  conducled  l)y  a 
nuin  long  d(}lachcd  from  the  society  of  the  pi'ess  ;  this  ann(Uincemcnt 
will  make  th(>  laatic  himself  foig-jve  tiie  eiTour  it  may  coniain."  [Too 
bad  he  withheld  his  name.  |  'J'heii  com(^s  an  editorial  eulogistic  of 
Gov.  Snydei- ;  the  wi'iter  o\'idently  was  in  favor  of  his  re-election. 
There  is  a  tendine  etlitorial  on  gonei'al  gloi'iiication  of  the  Amei'ican 
charactoi'.  and  predicting  manv  jtrosperous  davs  for  (jur  Republic.  This 
is  followed  by  a  savage  attack,  editorially,  on  Calelt  Strong,  of  ]\[assa- 
chusetts.  AVe  can  not  fully  Vwvw  just  what  Caleb  had  bix^u  doing  to 
incit  e  t  he  writer's  wral  li. 

A  paragraph  marked  willi  a  \  \'  '  informs  ns  that  ■"  uu  mail  had 
a!ai\-eil  when  this  papei'  wvnl  lo  prt.'ss.  Tla'  uncommon  swell  of  the 
I'ivi'i',  etc-.,  cut  oil'  the  I'ei^-ular  commmucalioii.  (Ireat  news  is  ex])ected 
from  Eui'ope."  Two  oi-  thi'ee  numljers  of  the  f-aper  appear  with  no 
advertisements,  (>xcept  tlujse  of  the  editor.  Then  John  D.  Saunders 
again  oll'ers  for  sale  his  faian.  The  absmice  of  advertisements  is  some- 
what nuide  up  by  a,n  editoi'ial  on  the  Merino  sln^ep.  The  article 
explains  that  I'radford  county  is  a,  fa-vored  place  for  I'aising  these 
animals;  I't'commeiids  everv  farmer  to  raise  this  vm'y  superior  breed; 
ap[)eals  to  their  patriotism,  and  In^pes  to  see^  evcr_y  true  American 
dressed  in  the  sui)erior  gocrds  from  this  W(jol,  and  concludes  with  the 
information  th  it,  Mr.  Austin  Leonard  has  '"  /)oi/i,  Pcdro^  a  ram  full  of 
the  blood."  AVilliam  .Afeans  and  Andrew  Irwin  give  notice  that  they 
have  "taken  up  a  raft  (d'  small  logs  on  the  Susipiehanna  river."  The 
im))ortant  news  in  this  issue  is  stated:  "Since  Krida\'  noon  there  have 
been  various  rumors  in  tliis  city  respecting  the  probabilities  of  an 
Armistice.'' 
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One  featuveof  the  paper  that  woultl  appoai' curious  lunv  toonr  iiatioii 
of  newspaper  readers,  is  that  the  fih.'s  of  wliJch  \vc  ;irc  now  g'iving 
some  account  of  were  published  in  the  days  of  bh:)ody  and  cruel  war; 
stirring  times,  indeed,  wlien  every  -wind  came  laden  with  victories  and 
defeats,  dreadful  marches,  storming  forts  and  bloody  massacres,  witii 
many  and  many  a  deceptive  rumor  of  peace,  or  at  least  an  armistice; 
and  yet  the  |)e(>ple  bided  their  time  in  jjatience  for  tlie  news  from 
fathers,  husbands,  bi'others  and  sons  in  the  army,  as  it  was  doled  out 
to  them  often  a  month  old,  and  at  best  so  meager  as  to  be,  it  would 
seem,  little  l,»etter  than  simply  prolonged  torture.  As  a  sample,  the 
following  is  culled  from  the  (rif.reile,  of  April  2(i,  1S14.  It  is  a  reprint 
from  the  j^liddlehurg  Colnmhia  PalrioL  of  x\pril  (! — twenty  days 
old.  The  account  proceeds,  to  say,  substantially,  that,  "at  a  late  hour 
last  evening,  we  were  politely  favored  witli  the  iiernsal  of  a.  lettei'  fri)m 
a  o'eutleman  in  Plattsburg  to  his  friend  in  this  town,  dated  f'l'iday 
morning,  April  1,"  etc.  It  then  proceeds  to  give  inipoctant  accounls  of 
the  movement  of  our  army,  c(.)ntaining  an  account  of  a  tight  at  La- 
Cole  Mill,  Canada.  Our  loss  was  twenty  k'illed  and  wounded.  .Among 
the  killed  was  Ensign  Parker.  Others  runn^reil  killed  and  wtjunded. 
It  will  be  noticed  the  date  of  the  action  is  iiot  u'ivcjn.  How  could  our 
■l>eop]e  survive,  a.fter  their  modern  habits,  such  slow  and  uncertain 
news  from  the  fi'ont?  A  letter  received  then  did  injt  mean  simply  so 
many  hours  from  starting  point  to  tlestinati<-n.  as  it  docs  now.  Tliey 
had  no  mails  except  the  ])ony  riders,  who  W(juld  ]>ass  a.  given  point,  like 
Towanda,  once  a  week.  Thus  the  most  imjxjrtajit  news  might  be  de- 
layed two  weeks  before  it  could  start  by  letter.  Xow,  people  in  San 
l<'rancisco,  measuring  time  by  the  sun,  read  all  about  what  has  Irans- 
])ired  in  N^ew  Yoi'k  tliree  hours  or  more  before  the  jieople  of  the  lattei' 
city  themselves  can  iieai'  of  it.  Tlememijer,  Fulton's  steamboat  was 
five  years  old — steam  navigation  was  a  demonstrated  fact;  and  did  our 
forefathers,  just  as  we  now  are  doing,  look  bade  t'.> ward  their  ancestors 
and  marvel  liow  they  endured  life  depia'ved  of  all  tin'  advantages  with 
wliicli  they  were  blessed^  In  this  j)aiit'i'  is  a  iiolu'r  so  uni(iiie  that 
wt^  give  it  verbal  im  :

Also 
with  this  half-sheet  the  papei'  sti.tpped  pnblieat i(jn.  iSo  mention  of 
this  fact,  however,  is  made  in  the  half-sheet.  William  ilrimlie  had 
sold  the  ollice,  and  it  was  taken  to  iS'ewtown  (Elmira.  X.  V.),  and  Ih'ad- 
ford  county  was  without  a  newspapei'.

The  notice  is  !icail(;d  "'Naming  the 
Town,"  and  then  says  that,  at  a  nH3eting  of  the  Coui'i  <.)f  Quarter  Ses- 
sions in  the  townsliip  of  Towanda,  on  .May  8,  isir>,  Hon.  John  B. 
Gibson  presiding,  upon  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town- 
])]ot,  laicl  out  foi'  lh(^  sea.t  of  justice,  to  wit :  Simon  K'lnnev,  Charles  F. 
Welles,  Hari'v  Spalding,  Obadiah  Spalding,  Ebeuezer  li.  (li'cgorv.  Jesse 
Woodruir,  A.  ('.  Stuart,  Adam  Coidv.  John  K.  K'ent,  A  ndi'ew  Irwin, 
Burr  Bidgway  an<l  0.  II.  Hold,m.  bcin-  all  llle^ald  iidiabitants— and 
John  Franklin.  , I  alius  T(j/.er,  Jos'e[)h  Kinney.  John   Salimui'sh,  Joseph 
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Kingsbury,  Uavid  Paine,  iMicluiel  li.  Thorp.  Iv/ra.  S])al(liiig\  Xatliaiiiol 
Allen,  Salmon  Jk)s\voi-lli,  jMlward  ilerriek,  Ktlian  Jlaldwin  and  others, 
citizens  oT  Bradfoi'd  county,  setting  forth  that  the  iidiabitants  of  th<; 
town-plot  have  unanimously  selected  1\IoiN1[(il-tu  for  the  designation  uf 
saitl  town,  and  all  agreed  to  use  that  name  for  the  county  town.  Per- 
mission was  askcti  of  the  coui't,  and  given,  to  spreat!  this  proceeding 
on  tlie  court's  record. 

Then  for  the  next  year  the  paper  is  dated  '•  Monmouth  (  Towaiida 
township)."  The  iinal  naming  of  Towanda  is  of  itself  quite  a  hist(jry. 
Col.  Means  was  one  of  those;  jiositive  men,  ami  a.  i)oliticaI  leadei'  in  the 
county;  a  Deinoci'at  (then  called  liepublii-an),  and  he  hatt  been  the 
chief  inlUieiice  in  locating  the  town  wIkm-c  it  stands.  Tlie  issue  of  tlic 
< f a.ze/h\  }^[ixivh  4.  LSI*;,  i^  dated  "  AVilliainston.''  and  P.iirr  Kiduway 
ex])lains  : 

"  The  name  of  this  village  having  become  the  soni'cc  of  considci'able 
impetuosity  and  uni'easoiiabk'  strife,  the  editoi-.  willing  to  accommodate 
all.  announces  a.  new  name  this  day — nuiy  it  gi\i.'  satisfaction  and 
be(H)me  permanent."  This  pi'^ilix  of  "William"  was  as  much  intended 
for  William  Means  as  had  the  name  of  ■■  Mean-villi'."  The  place  now 
had  advocat(>s  \\-|io  called  it,  all  the  vai'ious  names  of  'Williamst<j)i. 
.Monmouth.  T(jwanda  and  .Meansville,  J'ine  (irove,  (?tc.  f'or  so  small 
a  [>lace  it  was  ali'eady  miicli  named,  and  each  luinie  had  its  advocates 
as  well  as  its  opponents.  To  all  these  wei-e  addeil  ••  \'aiixhaH  "  and 
••  Claverack-."  Llit,^  original  iiami' of  the  ( 'ounectieiit  i)urchase.  In  Ib'Iil 
the  name  was  still  a  snb|-ei  of  contention.  The'  (,'<!.:/ 'tr  was  now 
dated  .Meansvillc.  This  li'nal'y  became,  when  the  subject  had  fully 
entered  int(»  the  count\''s  |>olil  ics.  the  I  K'luoeratic  favorite,  and  Towanda 
was  tl'c  favorite  of  the  opposition.  This  went  ou  unal)ate(l  until  1S:)S; 
at  thai  time  ■liidge  livaii  was  senator  from  tliis  district.  It  is  said 
that,  thi'ougli  the  inlluence  of  James  P.  Pull  and  AVilliam  Patton. 
l)ennK'!'ats,  he  o])posed  the  incorpoi'ation  of  th-  viilagi'  foi'  some  lime' on 
the  ground  that  the  incorpoi'atoi's  had  selected  the  name  "  To\vanda.'" 
Put  aftersome  time  heconseiited.  and  it  wa>  linally  settled  otliciaHy  and 
perinaiu'iil  ly  in  the  iiicorpor:il  ion  act.  It  had  enjoye.l  enough  liaptis- 
nnd  names  to  have  been  a  Prince  Pegeiit  of  sonu-  I'oyal  house.  The 
tradition  yet  I'euuiins  that  there  was  a  pri\'ate  meeting  of  the  cili/eiis, 
and  those  of  the  meeting  ])etitioned  tlie  Legislature  for  the  iucorpcjra- 
tion  under  the  nanu)  of  Towanda.  and  that  bcf(«re  they  wei'e  detracted 
by  the  othei-  side  the  bill  had  passed  atid  become  a  law.  The  conten- 
tion had  become  (|uite  earm^st  as  it  had  grown  and  s[)read  with  the 
years. 

The  incident,  as  insignilicant  as  it  now  appears,  is  full  of  historical 
meaning.  Man  is  a  contentious  animal.  If  he  can  not  liiul  one  thing 
to  disagree  with  his  neighbor  about,  then  he  will  hunt  up  an(jther  thing  ; 
if  there  is  nothing  of  any  importance,  then  he  will  seize  something 
unimportant,  lie  iiatui'ally  feeds  upon  contention — controversy.  Thus, 
it  is  to  l>e  seen,  lie  rubs  otf 'his  rough  ])oints,  polishes  tlie  rough  diamond, 
— advances  liimself  in  the  scale  of  being.  An  over-contentions  man  in 
a  neighborhood  is  ai)t  not  to  be  mucli  loved,  and  is  often  positively  dis- 
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liked,  but  a.ricr  all  lie  is  the  lish  that  keeps  the  waters  stirred— and 
motidii  is  existence  tl)ron;;-hout  the  universe,  it    is  lil'e,  and  all  there  is.

meetings  will  l)e  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

In  tlie  nu;nl)er,  .May  30.  is  an  account  of  what  we  would  now  call  a 
])arty  county  convention.  It  is  worded  so  as  to  best  show  the  mode 
of  conducting  alVaii's  [lolitical  at  that  time,  and  commences  by  reciting 
that  at  the  May  term  of  the  court  of  Jb'adford  county  a  numl>er  of 
Republicans  were  convened  *at  the  tavei'U  (jf  AVilliam  i\ieans,  "  with  a 
view  of  exerting  all  their  energies  to  supjjoi-t  the  institutions  of  theii- 
govei'nment,"' etc.  The  meeting  appointed  what  was  called  "  a  com- 
mittee of  vigilance,"  as  follows:  Athens,  Ool.  Julius  Tozer  and  Edwa,rd 
lleri'ick- ;  Ulstei',  Capt.  Joseph  Powell,  Elijah  S;dnnarsli  ;  Smithiield, 
Col.  Samuel  Satlerlee,  Capt.  Ebenezer  1!.  (icrouM;  WpUs,  Capt. 
Geoi'ge  Hyde,  Jolui  Cumniings  ;  Si)ringlield,  Jieui>en  ^Vilbei'.  Noah 
Murray;  (Jolund)ia,  Isaac  Wheeler,  David  \l.  Jlaswell;  Llurlington, 
Col.  Samuel  Mclvean,  Samuel  Conant ;  Canton,  Isaac  ('hapjiel,  John 
Ivnapp;  Towanda,  Eliplialet  ]\Iason,  Capt.  John  .Mints:  Asylum.  liar- 
tholomew  Laporte,  Maj.  John  Hoi'ton  ;  Windham,  Ivlward  ituss(,'ll,

]\raj.  David  Olds,  Joel  Baiaies ;  Pike,  Jesse  Koss,  Rathel  St(jne ;

Stevens,  George  Scott.  Eacli  township  committee  was  instructed  to 
call  a  township  meeting  and  send  delegates  to  a  county  meeting.  Then 
Samuel  Satterlee  and  Samuel  lAfcKean  were  apixnntijd  to  confei'  with 
the  Kepublicans  of  Tioga  county,  and  en(ica\'or  to  "promote  a,  reci- 
procity of  action."

M.  Pu)llett.  of 
Wysox.  advertises  a  "platform  of  boards"  as  going  acb'ift  fi'om  the 
mouth  of  \\'ysi)x  creek;  David  Paine,  seci'ctary  of  the  Cayuga  A: 
Sus(|uehanna  Turnpik-e  Company,  nf)tilles  thestockliolders  of  a  meeting; 
AVilliam  Myav  and  Asahel  Jarvis  give  notice  that  their  carding 
machine  is  about  ready  to  commence  opei'aticnis  ;  Nehemiah  Tracv, 
adiiiinistrator,  gives  notice  coiicerning  the  estate  of  Joshua  Eames,  of 
Smilhliekl  township.  In  the  next  iiaper,  A.  (J.  liockwell,  Towanda, 
gives  notice  that  he  has  a  number  of  grass  scythes  for  sale.  The 
militia  of  Pradhn'd  county,  comnumded  by  Captains  Ih-ookins,  Powell, 
Kinney,  Gerould  and  Stuart,  ai'e  notified  to  meet  for  the  pui'pose  of 
electing  a  niajor,  to  supply  the  \acancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
David  Olds,  llariy  S|)al(iiiig  says  he  has  found  a  strav  ferry  boat, 
Jacob  Strickland  says  he  has  found  a  "  ticdcet  in  the  New  Paltiniore 
Lottery." 

In   taming  over  the  leaves -of  this    volume   of  the    Gazette — this 
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faithful  niiiTor  of  its  times — what  would  strike  any  one  at  this  day  is, 
lirst,  tlie  absenee  of  editorials,  g-eneral  or  local:  second,  the  promi- 
nence yiven  to  "  European  news.'"  especially  the  movements  of  Napoleon 
and  the  armies  of  Europe;  third,  the  little  attention  a]->i"):irently  to  the 
home  news  of  the  wav  that  our  country  was  engaged  in  with  the 
motlier  country.  The  compiler  had  traveled  along  in  this  old  lile 
carefullv.  page  by  page  and  column  by  column,  but  he  found  no 
announcement  of  the  end  of  the  war  and  the  happy  return  of  peace 
to  America.  This  great  fact,  howevei-.  does  linally  appear  in  type, 
but  only  as  an  inference  in  this  way:  '-July  4-th.  1S15.  the  national 
dav  celclirated  at  Haslet's  Tavern."'  An  oration  was  delivere<l  l)y  E. 
Baldwin.  ;ind,  the  jjaper  pui)lislied  it  in  full  :  there  was  feasting. 
])arades.  music  and  I'cgular  toiists.  and  one  of  these  patriotic  ebnlliticjns 
reads  as  follows:  "  Tfie  kite  wiir — the  best  diplomatic  remonstrance 
of  an  injured  jieople,  made  from  the  mouths  of  cannon.'"  Mr. 
llaldwin  in  his  (.ration  I'cfers  to  the  late  Avar  and  its  end  by  simply 
saying  that  "  but  lately  at  New  Orleans  did  we  cease,  at.  the  mi>uth  of 
the  cannon,  to  give  lessons  of  instruction,  lasting  Ics-^ons  to  all 
Europe,  tlie  moral  of  which  was.  rultimtr  our  fr'a  mlslii  j)  in  p<_,i,',\ 
hilt  dread  our  jioirer  in  tctr."  This  is  all  verv  curious  now  to  news- 
l»aper  readers.  It  was  as  though  the  Ib-adfoixi  county  pajters  had 
passed  over  in  silence  the  surrender  of  l.ee  and  the  end  of  the  AVar  of 
the  Rebellion.  As  a  chapter  in  tlu^  history  of  our  local  newspapers,  if 
nothing  more,  it  is  ihn'iI  histoi'y,  Tiie  editoi's  of  those  times  wen^ 
fei'Iing  I'o!'  ;ind  supjdving  the  public  demands  much  as  the  editors  of 
to-day  ;iri'  ddini:-.      It  is   I'cally  V('iy   remnrlcablc

Grinin,  in  a  short  jiassage 
of  seven  davs  from  AVillces-Barre.  a  big  assortment,"  etc.  These 
tilings  lill  the  !irst  page  of  the  papei',  and  it  must  have  disconceri ed 
the  weekly  patrons  when  they  looked  lor  tin'  rcgidai'  ••  foreign  mnvs." 
always  from  two  to  three  months  old.  and  iound  fresh  home  alVairs  so 
extensively  discussed.  The  average  newspaper  r('ader  always  prefers 
to  I'ead  his  own  paper-  oiu'  in  which  he  knows  just  where  to  loolc  lor 
lliines.  Looking  fi;i'tli(;r.  it  is  apparent  the  editor  is  getting  rather 
reckless.

This  certainly  will  enable  the  editor  to  say,  after  the 
election  is  ovei'.  •'  nothing- unpleasant  was  said  by  either  of  the  other."' 
It  was  the  "  boltei-, "'  or  what  we  now  sometimes  call  the  "  third  ])arty 
feller,"  the  '-kicker,"  etc.,  tliat  called  forth  the  wratli  and  indignation 
of  the  editor.  It  is  a  tine  specimen  of  the  old-time  political  ethics. 
In  the  next  paper  appears  an  editorial  in  which  it  is  stated  that  Mr. 
M'i\Ieens  has  declined  being  considered  a  candidate  for  Senator,  and 
determined  to  throw  his  support  toGen.  ^\'elles,  "as  a  measure  most 
conducive  to  the  success  of  the  Republican  cause."  This  left  the  contest 
between  AVelles  and  'Mv.  Stewai't,  and  of  the  latter  the  ]>aper  proceeds 
to  say  he  is  '"inie  whom  evei-y  sense  of  propi'iety  \\-ould  prompt  the 
exclusion,  being  a  man  of. neither  jiolitical  party,  and  equally  to  be 
shunned  by  botli."'  JiurrUidgway  imblishes  another  •' list  of  letters" 
in  the  'J'owanda  ])ostol}iee.  although  the  papei'  is  still  <lated  ^Monmouth. 
This  list  is  cui'ious  liecause  it  designates  the  places  in  the  (■ounty 
where  the  pailies  reside,  and  where  there  were  not  p(Jstoilices,  as  fol- 
lows:  Burlington,  Canton.

Aaron  Chubbuck,  of  Orwell,  indulges  in  a  somewhat  facetious 
notice  of  his  new  goods,  wagons,  etc.:  "dust  received  from  old 
Connecticut,  by  the  fast  running  carriage  (wagon),  and  for  sale  ai  my 
house  in  Orwell,  about  seven  miles  north  of  S(piabl)le  Ifill  sti'eet,  li 
handsome  assortment  of  cotton  goods,  etc." 
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The  Gazette  of  October  30, 1815,  hastlie  Jirst,  second  and  third  pages 
filled  almost  exclusively  with  news  of  the  surrender  of  Napoleon  and 
his  banishment  to  St.  Helena.  The  editor  deems  this  so  important  that 
he  indulges  in  anotlier  editorial  calling  attention  to  it.  It  is  plainly 
evident  that  American  sympathy  all  runs  to  Napoleon.  This  was  the 
great  plebian,  and  the  allies  were  tlie  born  emperors  and  inheritors  of 
the  divine  right  to  rule  and  ojipresa.  Then,  too,  that  most  thoroughly 
hated  England  was  one  of  the  chief  forces  of  the  allied  nations.  The 
question  had  in  some  Avay  shaped  itself  that  the  universal  coalition  of 
tlie  crown  heads  of  Europe  were  against  Napoleon,  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  Jeijitimacy  of  princes.  This  issue  of  the  Gazette,  if  reprinted,  in 
the  hands  of  a  skillful  teacher  would  bring  to  the  pupils  many  valu- 
able hints  concerning  one  of  the  greatest  events  of  European  history. 
Legitimacy  in  all  the  royal  families  despised  Napoleon:  he  was  a  bold 
anil  rash  intruder  who  came  of  the  common  herd,  and  they  combined 
to  crush  him.  Napoleon  was  a  Democrat-king,  but  was  no  more  a 
liepubiican  oi-  Democrat  than  were  those  of  the  oldest  sti-ain  or  the 
most  regal  liouses.  He  not  only  had  liimsf^lf  crowned  (,'iii)jeiT>r.  but 
conferred  cr<jwiis  and  dynasties  on  his  family  and  friiMids.  To  marry 
one  of  his  sisters  was  the  easy  road  to  a,  crown.  lie  was  a  soldier- 
usurper,  and  would  inflict  upon  the  woi-ld  his  iron  di'spotism,  even  to 
the  sacriiiceof  his-Iosephine.  His  Iwundh'ss  ambition  \vas  cliecked  by 
no  shadow  of  a  scruple — wors(>,  becaus<'  of  his  e-ciiius,  than  the  enfee- 
bled legitinialcs  in  tiic  i-oyal  nurseries.  His  military  genius  tlamed 
across  tlie  sky  in  blinding  s])lcnd()r:  he  had  desti'oyed  moi'e  men  on 
the  Ijattle-licM  than  had  any  man  in  all  liistor>',  and  was  the  teacher  of 
his  race  in  the  arts  of  modern  wai'fare.  and  was  the  dangerous  enemy 
of  his  people,  because  a  man  to  him  was  nothing  but  a  soldier,  and  he 
was  the  friend  of  royaltv — a  moral  outlaw,  supi'cmc  in  the  i^enius  of 
Avar.  If  he  was  (.>(' any  poruianeiit  good  t^  his  fellow-man.  it  was  not 
intentional  on  his  ]iart.  He  ruthlessly  struck  doNvn  royalty,  and 
tra,u\])lcd  upon  the  nation's  idols.  With  e(iual  contempt  he  si)at  upon 
the  world's  ignorant  and  dee|)-seated  superstitions,  l)ut  was  careful  in 
all  cases,  when  he  topi>led  eithei'.  to  replace  it  with  pci'liaps  a  far  worse 
oiu'.  If  consistent  in  any  t  liing.  it  was  only  one  tliiiiL;'  -his  bouuilless 
and  overwhelming  ainbiti<jn  ;  to  this  there  was  nothing  that  he  was 
not  eager  to  sacritice. 

The  Americans  of  that  time  saw  only  the  ( 'orsican  conteiidiiiL;-  single- 
handed  in  a  death-struggle  aeainst  the  combined  crowned  heads  of  tlui 
Old  Woi'ld.  and  their '(Teeliest  synipathies  went  out  to  the  man  who 
had  I'isen  fi'oni  theii'  own  ranks.  Soon  a  hundred  \-eai'S  will  havei'ome 
and  gone  since  his  day  anti  time.  The  ])artakei's  of  the  ti'cmendous 
events  of  which  he  was  the  central  figure  have  all  joined  the  great 
majority  and  a,re  with  the  silent  multitude.  AVe  may  now  soon  pause 
and  properly  estimate  the  advantages  or  the  disadvantages  t(;  the  race; 
of  the  life  and  career  of  this  man.  The  )ihiloso])liy  <if  his  life,  the 
])ermanent  good  ov  evil  it  left  in  the  elfects that  have  come,  iutentiona! 
or  incidental,  are  all  ipiestions  for  the  true  historian  to  hunt  out  and 
fdve  to  the  world.     E.xtravaiiant  euloirv  or  nni'easonine-  condemnation 


Inive  now  luul  their  day  so  far  as  tlie  history  of  Napoleon  is  concerned. 
The  pliilosophy  of  liistory  shouhl  now  give  lis  its  true  lesson. 

When  Xa])oleon  was  sent  to  St.  Helena  thei'e  was  but  one  thing  that 
was  most  painfully  apparent.  The  immediate  outcome  of  this  ambitions, 
turbulent  man's  career  was  that  sunny,  beautiful  France  was  in  the 
very  dust,  and  the  people  were  menaced  with  annihilation  or  the  niost 
degratled  slavery  and  suflering.  The  French  have  been  designated  the 
"  volcanic  people."  They  have  called  down  upon  their  own  heads 
unparalleled  calamities ;  single-handed,  in  wai'  or  in  jieace,  for  many 
centuries  tiiey  had  no  equal;  in  literature,  science,  law,  war,  finance, 
polite  culture  and  luxurious  wealth,  France  was  for  centuries  the 
central  figure  in  the  world's  greatest  eras.  She  has  been  overrun  and 
despoiled  by  foreign  enemies  more  than  has  any  othei'  people.  Her 
invaders  have  despoiled  her  territory  and  levied  tribute  without  limit, 
and  wlien  Napoleon  became  a  ])i'isoner  the  allies  proclaimed  that 
"  Furope  can  never  be  safe  whih;  one  partic!(>  of  freedom  is  left  in 
France;  whiU^  atiylhiiig  but  misery  anil  slavery  ai'c  left  in  tliat 
p()|iulousand  extensive  country."'  This  sentiment  should  liave  shocked 
all  mankind;  it  wasnot  only  Irirbaidus,  but  was  Ijrutal  in  the  extreme. 
Infernal  as  it  was,  it  came  of  a  healthy  fear  that  the  French  people 
would  again  rally  and  endanger  the  cro\vnsof  theothcn-  nations.  Tin; 
people  of  other  nations  Ijad  little  to  fear  fi'om  Franc<.'.  it  was  simply 
the  crowned  heads.  This  was  the  shocking  conditions  of  luu'ofie  less 
than  a  century  a^o.  within  the  memtu'v  of  many  now  living.  To  the 
good  jieople'  of  Dradfoi'd  county,  it  is  evident  fr<nii  the  liles  of  the

doth  hedge  ulxjiit  a  King"  than  are  now  entertained:  iii  that  dav 
more  than  now  th(n-e  was  a  l)lind  wo!'s])i|)  of  rulers,  and  government 
paternalism  was  but  little  (juestioned.  Our  fathei's  wc^wi  too  fresh 
from  the  thi'all  of  the  Iving's  yolce  to  r(!ali/.c  as  fully  as  we  can  that  a 
ruler  is  hnniaii  and  full  o[  fr:iilty  :  that  none  aiH'  eilher  all-wise  or 
perfeel,  and  lli:il  nian\  are  so  hii'  from  bi>inu-  \\'ise  thai  ;lie\'  are  vile 
and  utterly  bad  throuiiii  and  tliroiioh.  Tin-  progress  of  this  idea,  tiiat 
the  ]»eopli'  are  always  wiser  and  iietler  tlian  the  ruler  or  rulers,  has 
made  the  slowest  jtrogress  in  th<'  woi-ld  ;  yet,  when  we  compare 
centuries,  then  it  can  be  seen  that  it  is  pi'o^ressive.  Teach  ycnir  chiliircni. 
that  tliey  may  teach  their  children,  to  sliced  thi.>  day  ^vhen  this  idea  of 
freedom  will  be  a.  practical  reality  to  all  men,  th<'  humlilest  equally 
with  the  highest. 

November  (!,  lsl5,  .loseidi  D.  Woodworlh,  of  Athens,  announces 
that  he  has  opened  an  "axe  factory"  at  the  shop  of  ,]ohn  Uedington. 
''where  people  wishing  can  be  furnished  with  axes  equal,  if. not 
superior,  to  any  of  the  Hyde  stamp,  as  the  subscriber  got  his  informa- 
tion from  AFr.  Hyde." 

In  the  next  week's  issue  tlu^  paper  o[)eus  with  a  four-cohimn 
extract  from  Corhcifs  Re<jli<iei\  concerning  the  actions,  doings  and 
sayings  of  the  Ilaiiford  Convcniioii.  The  article  attacks  the  Federal 
ists,  that  is,  some  of  the  leaders,  with  much  intensitv  of  feeling.      lie 
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refers  to  a  paper  then  published  called  "  Tlie  Thms^^  and  explains  that 
a  quotation  is  taken  from  that  p:i])oi-,  publislied  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Hartford  ( Convention,  and  among  other  thing's 
is  the  following:  '' What !"  said  the  Tinier  newspaper,  "  is  THAT 
ALL  !  We  expected  a  division  of  the  Union  to  he  declared  at  once,  or 
at  least  the  impeachment  of  Madison  and  his  associates.'"  The 
G azette  coniQXiXs  itself  with  the  extract,  and  does  not  indulge  in  a  word 
of  editorial,  either  al)out  politics  or  anything  else.  But,  after  all,  the 
issue  is  an  instructive  lesson  for  our  young  men  who  are  on  the 
threshhold  of  their  political  lives. 

The  next  week's  issue,  following,  is  also  suggestive  of  some  of  the 
ideas  of  that  time  on  political  economy.  The  ])aper  opens  on  the  first 
])age  with  a  long  extract  from  tlie  Xeto  Yorh  JS'afianal  Adcocate, 
under  the  caplioii  of  "Specie."  It  pi'oceeds  to  tell  how  a  million 
dollai's  had  just  been  sent  from  New  York,  and  it  is  dai'kl}-  hinted 
that  il  is  to  go  to  Canada.  The  writer  says  it  was  shi])ped  b\'  •■■  ■•■ 
and  ■■■■  I  he  i)uls  the  names  thus,  he  says,  because,  not  having  complete 
personal  Ivnowlcdge,  lie  declines  the  rislc  of  becoming  i'es])onsil)le  for 
tlie  publication  of  names),  and  then  he  ])roceeds  to  say  that  it  is 
surmiseil  that  this  money  is  to  be  used  "  for  the  jnirposf^  of  Imikling, 
fortificatious  on  Lake  C'"hami>laiii.  and  building  men-of-wai'  on  Lake 
Ontario.  •■  ■'  The  sum  wantc<l  Joi*  Canada.  f(jr  wliic-h  sterling  bills 
on  London  have  Ihm-u  sold,  is  perhaps  but  a  ]iart  :  tlii'ce  or  foui- 
millions  more  may  yet  remain  to  be  purclias(,M!.  (-iuard  well  vour 
hard  d(jllars — watch  the  enemy,  and  hevjare  af  tlit  fmd  jj<  nd  !'' 

This  was  a  sei'ious  matter,  evidently,  at  that  tiul(^  Our  fathers  then, 
like  all  the  world,  supi^osed  it  a  most  vital  matter  of  government  to 
watch  the  going  and  coming  of  "your  hard  tlollai's."  JJut  little  more 
than  acentur}'-  ago,  a  nation  thought  it  cpiite  the  iiro])er  thing  to  declare 
war  against  its  neighbor  in  order  to  bring  back  tiie  gold  of  the  cf)uii:iy: 
the  government  thought  it  was  I'espoiisible  for  keeping '•  the  hai'd 
dollars"  in  its  own  country.  All  wealth  was  the  miser's  idea  of  •'the 
hard  dollai's."  They  t'ouhl  not  understaiul  that  money  is  r,ot  wealth; 
thai  it  is  hilt  a  measure  of  wealth,  that  there  Is  no  inoiv  wealth  in  th'- 
coin  itself  than  in  the  yard  stit-us  or  the  sui'veyor's  eliains.  The  \ard 
stick  neithei- adds  to  nor  takes  from  the  value  u[  th(M-lotli:  no  morii 
does  the  survt^yor's  chain  add  to  the  acr(is  of  hmd  it  measures  olf.  This 
instance  of  alaiaii  of  oiu'  fathers  is  a  double  lesson  to  us:  lirst.  it  is 
l)lain   that    they  were    mistaken    as    to    the    ]>u!'\'lew   of  g<jvernnient  ; 

second,  that  the  g(jing  and  coming  of  nu)ney  among  ] pies  is  simjily 

lik'e  that  of  water  llowing  do\v-n  hill,  ov  the  wind  lilowing  always 
toward    the  point  of    least  obstiaiction,  oi'  the   vacuum.  ■■      Tiien 

billows  anothi.'i' extract  (piite  as  interesting:  "  A\'e  have  beoi  nut  in 
])ossession  of  a  copy  of  the  petition  of  tluj  cotton  maiuii'actnrei's  of 
i'l'ovidence  to  Congress,  for  the  prohibition,  by  law.  of  tlic  mipoi'tatioii 
of  all  cotton  goods  (nankcenf,  excepted),  the  product  of  places  lje\'oud 
the  Cape  of  Oood  llope,  and  foi'  atlditional  duties  on  otiioi'  coarse 
cottons.  They  state  that  in  a  eirele  of  thii'ty  miles  IVoin  I'rovidenc(\ 
there  are  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  foily  manufactories,  containing 
L'30,000  spindles;    that  they  consunuj  li'J.ooVi  bales  of  e(jtton  annually, 
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which  produce  27.840,0(10  yards  nf  cloth.  ■•■■  '•■  TJic  persons  ctii- 
ploved  ai'c  cninjited  at  L'll.OOo."  The  intelligent  student  of  American 
political  histor_y  can  ])erhaps  trace  the  I'ootstejjs  of  that  ])etilion  ol'  the 
;.;'oo(l  people  oi'  Providence,  in  1815,  to  the  celebi'ated  McJvinley  taiill' 
bill  of  18'J0 — seventy -liv(^  years  intervening— and  yet  the  little  leaven 
leavened  the  Avhole  lump,  and  aftei'  all  this  time  it  is  a  pa'oblem  as  to 
■whether  the  question  is  ;i)>])roaching  linal  settlement  or  receding 
from  it. 

Tlie  issue  of  Xovendjer  27,  IS] 5,  gives  an  account  of  a  tlreadful 
accident  at  Towanda,  which  occurred  on  Saturday  at  the  ferry.  Mrs. 
j\[inthorne,  wife  of  Walter  S.  Minthorne,  and  two  of  her  children,  aged 
one  and  two  years,  were  drowned  while  crossing  in  the  ferry  boat.  Tlie 
boat  s))rung  a  leal;  and  quickly  sunk.  }\Vv.  T\[inthornc  and  three  passen- 
gers, it  is  said,  escaped — one  carried  aslnn'e  by  a  horse  and  cart,  another 
on  a  horse,  and  another  by  having  a  paddle  that  enabled  him  to  reach 
the  shore.  The  woman  antl  one  of  the  children  were  soon  recovered, 
but  tiie  other  child  Avas  not  found  till  the  next  mnrning.  This  pa])er 
also  announces  the  marriage  of  ^Villiam  Means,  J i'.,  with  ^liss  P^unice 
Hewitt.  l_)y  IJui'r  liidgway.  It  also  gives  tlie  "  state  of  parties  in  the 
J^ennsylva.nia  J.egislatui'e,  as  follows  :  Senate — Republicans,  20  ;  Feder- 
alists, 11  :  iie[)i'esentatives — Uepul)licans,  74;  Fedei'alists,  2o  (one  seat 
in  tlispute)."' 

The  week  foIlo\ving,  it  gives  an  ai;count  (jf  a  fatal  accident,  causing 
the  death  of  IJenjamiu  ilartin,  of  AVy^ox.  Jle  had  fallen  from  his 
horse,  and  after  lingering  21  hours,  died,  lie  left  a  widow  and  four 
small  children.  .  .  .  William  Means,  ti'easui'cr,  gives  notice  to  delin- 
quent colloctoi's.  A\''altei'  Wheeler  ])ublishes  the  •'  T// i id  a iid  Last 
('(///"  to  all  (hose  \vho  are'  in  debt  for  blacksmithing.  lie  says,  -'all 
work'  ajul  no  pay  makes  the  pui'se  light  and  empties  the  meal  barrel." 
The  rhythm  is  lost,  but  the  ti'nth  is  strictly  pi'cserved. 

December  2.">  (Christmas'),  IM.".,  the  ])aper  opens  with  the  message 
of  Gov.  Simon  Snyder  to  the  Legislature— filling  seven  columns. 
This  is  followed  by  pai't  lii'st  (''continued  next  wei'lc")  of  the  Presi- 
dent's uiessiige.  Polli  announce  an  "honorable  peace  with  hjiglaml." 
I  Peace  was  ctuicluded  in  Pebruai-y  ])receding.  |  The  (.iovernor  gives 
a  brief  resume  of  alfaii'S  in  Fi'iuu'e,  from  the  triumphant  return  of 
Kapoleon  from  Elba,  and  then  tlie  invasion,  and  the  overthrow  of  this 
remarkable  n\an  by  the  allied  powei's,  and  iiictures  the  horror  and 
siillerings  of  France,  and  gives  exjiression  to  the  ])i'ofoundest  sym])a- 
thies  iov  the  [>eopleof  that  country.  He  attributes  much  of  its  calami- 
ties to  the  division  among  her  iJeojile.  and  from  this  tlraws  a  lesson 
for  Americans.  ''Shall  those  awful  dispensations  of  Providence  pass 
before  us  without  our  being  deeply  im])ressed  with  the  baleful  conse- 
quences of  being  a  divided  people?  "We  )nust  unite  upon  national 
grounds — we  must  cherish  a  national  spirit  and  become  a  united  peo- 
})le,  or  the  day  may  come  when  we,  like  the  people  of  France,  in  sack- 
cloth and  ashes,  may  weep  over  the  ruins  of  our  unhappy  and  dismem- 
bered country.  -  ■•  *  Let  us  be  wise,  and  prolit  by  the  experi- 
ence of  ages."  This  was  very  timely  and  good  docti'iiie  from  the 
wise  and  good  Governor   of   the   State.     It  was   pregnant  with  the 
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broadest  statesmunship,  and  the  Gazette  ditl  well  in  publishing-  it, 
laying  it  before  the  JJradford  county  I'eaders  in  signifieaut  contrast 
wi'tli  the  Tunes  newspaper's  discoi-dant  ntterings  about  the  llartloi'd 
Convention.  .  .  .  The  same  paper  has  a  proclamation  signed  by 
John  B.Gibson,  President  Judge,  addressed  to  the  public,  reciting  that 
Jose})h  Tyler,  of  Athens  township,  had  made  coni[ilaint  to  the  court 
that  he  had  been  disturbed  in  the  lawful  enjoyment  of  his  estate,  etc.; 
and  commanding  all  trespassci's  to  desist  under  pain  of  severe  putiish- 
ment  fi'oni  the  court.  .  .  .  In  the  next  column  is  a  remarkal.Je 
editorial  in  large  job  t}pe,  and  is  under  the  head: 

'•  Fropertij — two  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  bales  of 
cotton,  says  the  /Sava-nnah]  Ju'/juhlican,  a.vn\'(}d  by  water  yesterday 
from  Augusta,  the  value  of  which,  allowing  20-^- cents  a  ]>ouiid  (current 
price  to-day)  and  270  ]'>ountlii  to  the  bale,  amounts  to  §188,104:. 95." 
Then,  in  brackets,  "  [Imported  into  England  this  cotton  would  contrib- 
ute to  the  English  I'evenue  8s.  per  100  lbs.,  or  2501.  12s. —  ]V/u'ie  t!n' 
nation,  thct  jirodid-cil  it  loould  not  jtrafit  one  cent.^^  " 

The  [):ipei'  of  January  1,  18l(;,  has  tins  V(!ry  interesting  scrap  of 
historv,  which  parties  contemplating  a  visit  to  AVasliington  City  soon 
would  do  well  to  copy  and  take  along,  and  by  reading  it  on  tlie  s]iot  iind 
examining  our  ca})ito"l,  it  would  gi\e  one  a  bird's-eye  view  of  thegrowtli 
of  America  since  tliattime:  "  The  house  on  Capitol  Hill,  commonly 
called  the  ISTew  Capitol,  which  was  built  by  a  company  for  the  use  of 
Congress,  if  the  honorable  body  should  think  proper  to  accept  it,  until 
the  capitol  is  finished  (and  it  appears  they  have)  stands  al  the  coi'iicr 
of  First  strci!t  and  Maryland  avenue.  The  chambrr  foi' the  Senate  is 
on  tin;  first  Jloor ;  it  is"  fifteen  feet  high,  tweiity-tive  feet  six  inclies 
wide,  and  forty-live  feet  long.  A  gallery  is  attached  to  this  chamber 
whicli  takes  up  no  room.  On  the  second  floor  is  the  chamber  inteiuhnl 
for  the  House  of  Representatives;  it  is  seventy -seven  feet  long,  foi-ty- 
tive  feet  wide  and  twenty  feet  high,  and  also  has  a  gallery.  ■■■  '••  ■■

that  had  recently  made  their  a])peai'ance  in  the  county."  These  old 
fellows  were  "'laying  bates"  to  catch  some  of  these  aninuils,  if  possible. 
The  traveler  gathered  something  like  the  following  descripti(jn  of  these 
'•'animals,"  mentioned  as  "  being  either  from  H'eland  or  Irish  extract, 
some   Dutch    and   some    mongi-el.     *  ■••     Some   of   them  had  no 

mouth,  and  some  were  all  mouth,  some  witijout  a  head,  and  others 
were  all  head,  and  what  is  most  remarkable  they  are  said  to  have  the 
power  of  emiting  something  having  the  appearance  of  jniprr  cur- 
reiiei/.  'tis  said  they  burrough  in  the  ground  or  live   in  the  cliffs  of 
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rocks."  AV;is  tills  sarcasm  ^  .  .  .  'I'lio  aniioiuiceineiit  is  made  lliat 
the  Govei'iiuf  has  appointed  rieiiiuel  Sti'cator  Justice  of  the  Teace  for 
the  district  of  OrwelL  .  .  .  Burr  Jiiilgway  opens  the  new  year 
Avith  another  "letter-list"'  in  which  are  named  six  parties  inTowanda, 
two  in  Canton,  one  in  Windham,  one  in  Sii<iar  creek,  one  in  Smithtield, 
and  one  in  Bradford  county,  to  whom  letters  are  addressed.  .  .  . 
Darius  Bullock,  of  Smithfield,  administrator  of  Xehemiah  Ti'acy, 
gives  notice  concernin-g  the  estate. 

The  issue  of  Jannaiy  15,  ISlfi,  has  this  one  editoiial :  "No  mail 
was  received  from  the  southward  last  week,  in  conset[uence  of  which  it 
is  out  of  our  ])ower  to  present  to  the  readers  of  the  Ga:-ettc  any  of  the 
recent  pi-oceediiigs  of  Congress  or  the  State  Legislature.'" 

Simon  Kinney,  treasurer,  gives  notice  to  those  collectors  who  have 
not  settled  up  tiieir  duplicates,  etc.  .  .  Paul  Beck',  Ji'..  R.  A.  Cald- 
cleuh  and  William  l*oyntell,  executors  of  the  estate  of  William  Boyn- 
, tell,  deceased,  of  Philadelphia,  give  notice.  .  .  Jacob  Bowman 
advertises  about  a  "' red  heifer.""  .  .  Burr  llidgway,  Nathaniel  Allen, 
Salmon  r.oswoi'th.  commissioners,  give  notice  of  "days  (^f  ajipeal  : "' 
\\\  flster,  at  the  house  of  Oliadiah  Gore:  Athens,  at  the  house  'jf

Col.  Harry 
Siniliiuig  gives  noiieoof  a  coiite'sted  election  in  the  seventh  ctuiipany, 
militia,  eoneerning  the  electii^n  of  Samuel  Gilbert,  as  captain.  .  . 
llhoda  Saltmarsh,  administrator,  gives  notice  concerning  the  estate  of 
John  Saltmarsh,  deceased,  of  Athens.  .  .  Darius  Bullock  gives  notice 
concerning  estate  of  Stephen  Titus.  .  .  Tiie  collector  of  revenue, 
of  the  Twentieth  District,  gives  notice  that  he  will  attend  at  the 
]irotlionotary"s  (dlice,  ToAvanda,  for  the  pui'iiose  of  "receiving  the 
entty  of  cari'iages,  etc.,  agreeably  to  an  act  of  Congress."' 

One  of  the  political  (questions  of  that  day  was.  gold  and  silver 'rx. 
paper  currency.  In  time,.Benton  was  called  "Old  JiuUion,"'  and  men 
talkiid  about  "."\[int  Dro])S,"  meaning  the  hai'd  money  that  came  from 
the  Alint.  This  will  explain  a  notice  in  the  Cra^eiie  at  this  time,  taken 
from  the  Uniii'd  HtatcK  (hizctic^  commencing,  "  Tn'o  W/iole  FarniJiei^ 
'Lost! — Mr.  Eagle  and  Mr.  I^ollar,  who,  a  few  years  ago,  were  much 
seen  in  the  United  States,  supposed  to  be  native  Americans.  A 
generous  reward  is  ofi'ered,  payable  at  Treasury  Department.  AVash- 
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ington,  or  at  any  ol'  the  Forty  P.:inks,"'  etc.  Afore  s;u'c;isiiu  it  is 
supposed.  This,  too,  sounds  a  iittle  like  tlic  luodern  ])oliticul  discussii;i\ 
in  the  papers  about  demonetizing  silver. 

After  the  issue  of  February  12,  ISIO,  there  is  no  otliei'  ])a[>er  until 
March  1,  following.  In  fact  there  were  frequent  irregularities  in 
getting  out  the  weekly  issues  about  tliis  time.  The  explanatujii  of 
this  is  made  in  the  jiaper  of  the  latter  date  ;  '-owing  to  the  young 
man  that  L  liad  in  the  oflice  having  left  me  very  unexi)ectodly,  at  a 
time  when  it  was  necessary  I  should  l)e  absent  f)>im  home,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  issue  the  paper  rcgulai'ly."  The  editor  dates  this  piipei', 
"  "\V"illiamston,"  having  now  droi)ped  "Monmouth."  .  .  .  Tlien 
follows  an  extract  I'cferi'ing  to  Virginia's  House  of  jhdegates  formu- 
lating a  plan  t(;  establish  fi'ce  schools  in  that  Sta.te,  aiul  [ninches  u]) 
the  Fennsylvania  Assembly 'for  its  neglect  on  this  subject. 

The  issue  of  Alarcii  4,  1810,  is  an  unusually  lively  one.  It  has  an 
editorial,  a  vei'y  short  one,  some  catching  eommunicatujiis,  as  well  as 
interesting  advertisements.     For  instance  : 

'vyV///V/c//.s' — The  allluent  leap  year 
Vincent  cpnck  witliout  tears." 

Then  f<jllo\vs  the  announcement  of  the  nuiri'iage  at  Asylum,  by 
Charles  Brown,  of  James  P.  (^uick  to  the  aecoinpiishcd  Tifiss  ]\Iaria 
Vincent.  .  .  .  And  then  is  ii'iven  the  marriagi^  at  Wan-eii.  b\'  Hiii'r 
.liidgway,  of  Arunah  Case  and'AIrs.  Sally  Wate.  .  .  .  The  Haiti- 
more  (Idzcllc  addresses  Col.  Sauuiel  Satterlee,  tlir(;ugli  its  col- 
umns, which  is  co]Med  in  the  (lazciic  of  Towanda.  a  coniuiuniea- 
tion  containing  some  curitjus  suljjects.  It  o]»ens  with  the  sentence 
that  wher\  gi'cat  men  die  much  is  said  about  it;  in  Virginia  they 
are  talking  of  building  a  Fi/rdiiiid,  but  the  writer  suggests  these 
are  of  no  use  since  the  ai'ts  and  sciences  have  been  cultivated.  He  then 
proceeds  to  inform  CoL  Satterlee  that  many  of  the  A^irginia  revolution-

Then  any  person  having  any 
knowledge  of  the  youth  is  imploix'd  to  fuiMiish  it  to  the  alllicted  family. 

Andrew  Irwin^  of  Towanda,  advertises  for  an  apprentice  "  to  the 
tanning  and  curi-ying  business."  .  .  .  Billings  Clerk  notifies  the  world 
that  "  my  wife,  f Charlotte,  without  any  provocation,"  has  left  the  ranch.

means  of  a  canal.""  The  article  is  headed,  "  Seneca  and  Susquehanna 
lock  navigatio!!.""  Thus  opening  "  wah.-r  communication  from  Lake 
Ontario  to  the  Chesa|)eake,  througJi  the  heart  of  rennsylvania.""  I'his 
must  have  been  a  stupendous  jiiece  of  news  to  the  good  people  of 
Bradford,  but  the  editor  is  content  to  make  the  sim))le  extract  from 
his  exchange  without  a  dis)ilay  headdiiu;  or    a  word  ol'  comment. 

JntluMiews  coming  fn.Mii  ! iai'i'isburg  is  gi\en  .in  account  of  the 
proceedings  in  refertuice  t(j  tin.-  building  of  the  Sus(jueh:Mina  and  Tioga 
turnpike  roa,d.  'jMiis  was  merely  a  petition  lo  iui/orpoi'ate  ihe  com- 
pany, and  asking  the  Stat(!  to  subscribe  forSlo.(MH)  of  tlie.stcx'k  thereof. 

In  the  Legislature  one  wry  important  juovc  was  made  by  Mr. 
iMck'eau  of  Bradford  county.  The  r<\soluti(.in  recited  that  "great 
inconveni<'iu'es  lias  |have]  arisen  in  conseipieiu'c  of  individuals  holding 
laruc  1 1'acts  of  uiuiupro\cd  lands  wil  liin  1  his  comuioiiweal;  h,  and  the 
lilies  thereto  bi-en  kepi  so  secret  as  lo  reiuh.M-  it  very  dillicult  to  ascer- 
tain correctly  what  lands  wei'e  vacant  oi'  what  wcri'  not.""  It  proceedcil 
to  recite   that  in  many  cases  people  were  deceived   into  making  valu- 


to  recite  that  m  many  cases  people  were  deceived  into  maiving  valu- 
able im[)rovements  on  such  lands,  supposing  they  were  public  lands, 
etc.  It  concluded  with  a  resolve  asking  that  acommittee  be  appointed 
to  investigate  and  ascertain  to  what  indemnificaticjn  such  peo]ile  were 
entitled.  .  .  .  Another  act  introduced  was '•  to  authorize  the  (iov- 
crnor  to  incorporate  a  company  f(n'  mak'ing  an  artificial  road  from 
Henry  Hews',  in  Lycoming  county,  to  Aaron  Lloss".  in  the  county  of 
Tioga."  .  .  .  From  Washington  there  is  a  rejiort  that  "  the  (jues- 
tion  is  at  length  settled  in  the  popular  branch  of  the  iSational  Legisla- 
ture that  the  Direct  Tax  shall  be  continued  for  one  year  at  least;  at  the 
end  of  which  time  the  cpiestion  will  again  return  to  them." 

This  paper  concludes  on  the  fourth  ])age  with  some  interesting 
items  from  uiiha])py  and  dismeml)ei'ed  France.  iVmong  others  is  a 
letter  from  iNFurat  to  his  wife  and  children  on  the  day  he  was  executed 
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It  is  (luLed  Pi/.zo,  October  15,  J  815.  Tliis  is  followed  by  along  lettei- 
from  Marshal  Moncey  to  Louis  XVIII.,  pleading  eloqurntl}'  for  a  court- 
martial  to  tiy  Ney,  and  not  simply  to  execute  him  Avithont  trial,  at  tlie 
request  of  tlie  allies.  Moncey  wrote  in  the  face  of  danger  of  death 
that  his  act  might  bring  himself,  but  he  spoke  bravely,  and  concludes 
with  the  stateiYient  that  if  his  plea  for  justice  to  a  great  soldier  brings 
disgrace  and  death  upon  himself,  he  will  go  to  his  grave  content,  and 
ho  says  to  his  King:  "I  may  sa^',  sire,  with  one  of  your  ancestors — 
^all  vs  Joat.e.fcept  honor.''"'

England '•  correspondent  addressed  to  a  linston  ])a[)er,  in  which  the 
writer  calls  upon  the  Congressional  caucus  c>r  th(3  laqniblicans  to  ])ut 
in  nomination  James  ]\[onroe  for  President,  iind  Simon  Snyder  for 
Vice-pi'csitlent.

Alarch  11.  I8in,  a  n^eeting  was  convened  in  llarrisburg  of  the 
members  of  the  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  a  ticket  of 
Democratic  Kepublicans.of  the  State  as  electors  in  the  then  approach- 
ing Xationai  election.

Townships,"  will  (hero  see  that  all  the  pro])er  steps  were  once 
taken  to  miilvc;  this  part  i>i'  I'cniisvlvania.  inclndin^'  not;,  only  what  is 
now  Ih'adfoi'd  county,  but  a  larye  poi'tion  of  several  surroniuiing  conn- 
ties,  a  pail  of  the  civil  u-ovi'i'iiinciit  of  Connecticut  nndcr  the  name  of 
]\\\sfi//orr/i/ii</  '■(lu/i/i/.  \\'liile,  ill  fact,  this  was  a  war  measure  on  the 
piart  of  the  Connecticut  settlers,  in  the  \vars  of  the  '"  Pennainites  and 
Vankees."'  precipitated  l)y  that,  troiibh^  and  intended  mainly  to 
strengthen  the  cause  of  the  Connecticut  claimants  to  tlie  soil,  it  would 
liave  resulted,  had  there  been  no  terms  of  conciliation  oll'ered  by  l\'.nn- 
svlvania,  in  making  very  diU'crent  history  of  this  locality  from  that 
\\r  arc  now  called  upon  to  n-cord. 

\\'ithin  \\\\:\[  is  now  I'.i'adford  county  was  (U'iginally  four  town- 
ships laid  olf  and  surveyed  as  Connecticut  claims,  to  wit:  Athens, 
ce)ninieniMng  at,  the  nortli  lino  of  the  State  and  e.\tcnding  on  both  sides 
of  the  river  to  a  i")oint  below  the  river  junction,  nearly  an  exact  square 
lying  duo  north  and  south. 

Ulster  jf)ined  this  on  the  south,  the  river  running  near  its  centei'. 

C'lavei'ack  was  below  this,  a  vacant  space  between  tlie  two,  and 
while  nearly  s([uare  did  not  run  with  the  cardinal  j)oints  of  the  com- 
pass;  it  lay  slightlv  to  the  northeast  and  soutliwcst. 

Springiiokr  was  below  this,  a  vacant  space  of  nearly  ten  miles 
existing;  was  a  square',  but  this  reversed  the  lay  of  Claverack',  being 
slightly  northwest  and  southeast.  The  noi'thwest  corner  of  AVyom- 
ing  county  enters  just  over  what  was  the  south  line  of  this  township — 
a  very  small  tioint  of  land. 

Tiie  river  ran  through  all  these  townships,  intended  to  take  in 
nearly  an  equal  portion  of  the  fertile  bottomdands  on  eacli  side. 
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All  the  oi'iginal  ])ioneers  followed  the  Tiulian  idea  of  securing,  as 
the  best  fariniii!^'  lands,  the  valleys  along  the  rivei'.  In  time  the  high 
waters  in  the  river  drove  many  to  the  hills.  Thei'e  were  selected  tlie 
places  for  their  farms  and  judged  the  wealth  of  the  soil  by  the  places 
where  they  found  the  heaviest  timber.  And  now  it  is  easy  to  tell 
wliere  were  once  the  heaviest  forest  growths,  by  the  age  of  the  farm 
improvements.  It  was  on  the  streams  the  savages  had  burned  away 
the  forests,  and  hail  tiieir  small  truck  patches.  It  is  dillicult  now  to 
conceive  how  scant  these  evidences  of  civilization  were,  yet  they  were 
the  meager  footprints  to  the  restless,  hardy  }>ioneei's  that  caused 
Rudolph  Fox,  the  first  white  settler  in  what  is  now  Jh'adford  county, 
to  settle  in  the  rich  and  be;iut,iful  valley  at  the  imjuth  of  Towanda 
creek.  The  IJrst  were  along  the  Susquehanna  river  of  course,  and  then 
the  hunters  would  follow  \ip  the  creeks  to  their  source,  tliat  were 
nature's  surveys  to  guide  them  back  to  their  cabins  after  chasing  the 
long  day  the  game  in  the  dark  and  trackless  forests,  and  in  this  way 
soon  the  lone  settlers  were  building  their  log  huts  on  the  banks  of  these 
small  streams.  In  the  early  occupation  of  these  straggling  pioneers, 
the  older  settlements  along  the  seashore  swarmed  something  after  the 
fashion  of  the  bee-hive,  and  men  started  AV'est  to  settle,  live  and  strug- 
gle and  breed  new  swarms  to  "  go  West,  young  man,  and  grow  up 
with  the  country."'  Thei-e  is  no  great  movement  of  mankind,  there  is 
no  peaceful  movement  with  the  honest,  single  purpose  of  making 
homes  and  winning  farm  lands,  that  is  or  may  be  comparable  to  that 
of  the  landing  of  the  people  on  our  Atlantic  shores,  and  in  less  than 
the  one  luuulrcd  years  si)anning  the  continent  from  ocean  to  ocean 
with  a  cordon  of  civilization  that  in  all  that  is  grand,  nol)le  and  good 
may  cliallcngx!  all  history.  A\'ith<)Ut  iingoi'-lxiards  in  the  limitiess 
fiii'csts.  without  precepts  and  e.\;imph,'s  on  civiii/.iit  iosi's  Imiij'  and  often 
dark  and  gloomy  highway,  they  came.  IxinkTujit  in  al!  save  courageous 
liope;  coiujuerors  and  conquering,  and  as  ])ifki't-gnards  of  the  foi'lorn 
hope  of  the  human  race,  lived  and  died.  A  gi'cat  and  brave  ])eople, 
unwashed  :!nd  nucomlicd.in  i'a\vhid.emoccas;ns,leathcr  jerkins  and  coon- 
slcin  c;i|>>.  and  the  o!d  matchdiH'k  east  iron  guns;  in  courage  grand  and 
m  faith  snbhme.  and,  with  never  a  quivei'  of  fear,  they  left  their  bones 
to  bleach  on  the  hill-sides  and  in  the'  mountain  gorges,  or  to  bear  the 
marks  of  the  siiarp  teeth  of  the  wdd  aniuuds  that  gathered  them  for 
their  cubs  in  the  caves  and  rock-i-ibbed  dens.  Here  may  be  found  the 
great,  real  men  of  modern  history — men,  the  ell'ect  of  whose  lives  will 
live  foi'cver,  gi'owing,  ever  gi'owing,  broadening  and  ex])an(.ling  over 
the  wliole  earth.  The  student  of  history'  may  ever  turn  here  for  valu- 
able lessons,  and  while  the  true  heroes  may  be  nameless  and  their  bones 
unshriven,  their  great  work  remains,  the  one  eternal  monument  that 
time  can  not  corrode,  the  elements  dim  nor  the  concensus  of  human 
intelligence  forget. 

The  ''Seventeen  Townshi])s"'  (tliei'e  were  in  fact  eighteen)  contin- 
ued on  down  the  river  to  what  is  now  the  eastern  line  of  Cohunbia 
oounty,  and,  when  their  skeleton  outlines  are  drawn  on  the  nni]).  look 
something  like  a  class'  work  in  geometry  on  the  blackboard.  iN'early 
all  of  them  are  })ervaded  by  the- river,  or  have  a  frontage  thereon,  but 
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not  every  one.  'I'lic  names  of  tlie  townshi^is  sonicwbat  in  their  order 
as  you  proceed  soutli  from  Bradford  county  are  as  follows:  Braintram. 
Putnam,  Northumberland,  Exeter,  Kingstown,  Bedford,  Providence, 
Pittstown,  Plymouth,  AVilkes-Barre,  Hanovci'.  Xe\vp(_>rt,  Salem  and 
Huntington. 

Bucks  county  was  one  of  the  original  counties  of  the  province,  and 
all  this  part  of  Pennsylvania  Avas  a  part  thereof. 

Xorlhampton  county  was  formed  ]\[arch  11,  lTri2,  orit  of  ]):iri  uf 
Buclcs  county,  including  all  this  portion  of  the  State. 

iSortluunberland  county  was  foi-med  iMarch  27,  1772,  and  then  this 
was  a  part  of  tliat  counly's  territ()iy. 

Buzenui  county  was  foi'uujd  Septemb.u'  2.j,  I7S0.  when  all  of  the 
territory  of   iiradford  county  was  a.  [)art  thereof. 

Lycoming  county  was  fo'rmcd  A))ril  13.  17'JG.  and  tliis  took  a  por- 
tion of  what  is  Ih'adford  county. 

Ih'adfoi'd  county  was  fornu.'d  of  ])arts  of  Luzerne  anil  Lycoming 
counties,  Lebruary  21,  1810— named  in  the  act  creating  \l  ( lutitria 
county.  It  seems  tliere  wei'e  no  immediate  steps  toward  its  civil  oi'gan- 
i/.ation  until  the  earh'  part  of  the  year  1812. 

]\larch  2-1.  1812.  by  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  name  of  the  county 
was  changiMl  from  Ontai'io  to  Lradford — simultaneous  \vith  the  move- 
ment to  vitalize  or  perfect  the  original  act  creating  it. 

Section  1  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1810  pi'ovides  as  follows: 

Tli.it  the  parts  of  the  coiintius  uf  Luzerne  and  Lycoming  which  are  inchidetl 
within  the  folhiwing  lines,  to  wit  :  Bciriniiing  at  the  fortieih  mile  stone  sianding  oji  the 
north  line  of  the  Suite  and  nmning  south  to  a  point  dur  east  of  the  head  of  Wyaliis- 
ing  falls,  in  the  river  8us(niehaiina:  Ihence  southw  esierly  to  the  nearest  ])oint  of  tlie 
Lycoming  county  line  ;  tlience  in  a  ilireot  line  to  the  soiitliwest  cornL-r  of  Ti(jga  county, 
at  tiie  Heaver  dan\,  on  'I'owanda  creek  :  thence  northerly  along  the  lasl  line  of  Tioga 
county  to  the  eiglileeiUli  mile  stone  standing  on  the  north  line  of  the  State  ;  thence 
east  along  the  said  line  of  the  State  to  the  fortieth  milestone,  or  Ilie  place  (.f  heginning, 
l)e  and  is  hereby  erected  into  a  separate  county,  to  be  lieiicefortli  called  Ontariocnxmiy. 
And  tlic  plac(^  of  holding  courts  of  justice  in  and  for  said  county  shall  he  li.xed  hy  three 
commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  tJovernor  at  any  place  at  a  distaui'e  not  ("xceed- 
ing  seven  miles  from  tlie  center  of  the  countv,  which  niav  bemost  convenient  and  hen- 
clicial  to  the  same. 

Secli(Ui  ;;  niaki's  tlir  usual  provision  for  ll!<>  jurisdiction  of  iho 
t'ourls  and  piiividcs  i  hai.  ••  iini  il  l  be  cnuuici'al  uui  of  tiio  iaxal)lc  iidia  bil- 
ants  tiunvof.  and  imlil  it  shall  be  otbrrwisc  diivctul  b\-  law,"  tho 
county  was  aniie-XiMl  lo  tin'  count  Ics  of  Lu/cnie  and  Lyroining.  and  the 
authority  of  jtidgrs  shall  extend  over  and  shall  operati;  and  be;  ell'ect- 
ual,  and  the  electors  of  said  counties  shall  continue  to  elect  at  the' 
same  ])laces  and  with  the  counti(-s  of  Luzerne  and   Lycoming. 

The  (-iovernor  was  rer|uire<l  to  ap])oint  three  trustees  for  the  new 
county,  who  were  to  receive  jn'oposals  in  wi'iting  bu'  the  grant  or  con- 
veyance of  any  land  for  fLxing  ihc  jilace  id'  holding  courts.  The 
trust(.'es  \\^'\v  to  fi^poid,  tbe/)lb'rs  they  might  reeeiviMo  the  commission- 
ers from  time  to  time,  and  it  was  tb(^  duty  ol'  the  lattcf  to  ILx  the  |)laee. 

The  name  Bradford  was  in  lionor  of' AVilliaui  JJradford,  Jr.,  -who 
was  attorney-genei'al  of  Pennsylvania,  coinmissioned.  the  lii-st  in  that 
ollice,  June  9,  1791.  The  ebanue  (d'  name  was  more  of  a  concessi.)n  on 
the  part  of  the  Connecticut  settlers,  who.  howi-ver.  it  seems,  were  well 
pleased  with  tii(>  fair  tread  luent.lliey  believed   they    ha.l    reeeivcd    from 
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Attoniey-Genct'iil  Bradford.  This  man  was  in  a  position  wliere  he  could 
have  struck  severe  blows  liad  his  nature  heen  overbearing  or  tyrannical 
ttiwards  the  claimants,  or  in  the  settlement  of  disputes  in  the  seventeen 
towuships.     IJe  was  aftei'ward  Attorney-Genera!  of  the  United  States. 

Keturniui;'  a  little  in  the  chronological  ordei',  it  is  well  enough  to 
here  explain  that  in  17S3  what  was  the  settlers"  ])ortion  of  l>i'adford 
county  became  known  as  Stokes  District.  That  year  the  State  liad 
ai)]iointed  Joseph  Montgomery,  William  ^kfoutgomery  and  Moses 
.McLean  commissioners  to  proceed  to  the  Wyoming  valley,  establish 
peace,  if  possible,  among  the  inhabitants,  ancf  oi'ganize  some  Idnd  of 
civil  government.  In  tlie  discharge  of  this  duty  they  laid  oil'  in  April, 
its;'),  the  Wyoming  settlements  into  three  townships,' called  Wvoming, 
Shawaiiese  and  Stokes  ;  the  latter  included  what  is  now  Bradford 
county.  A  rep(-irt  by  William  Gray,  surveyor,  in  that  year  desci-ibes 
a  trad  of  land  surveyed  for  John  Lawson  on  the  10th  da'y  of  Oct<)l)er, 
17S3.  as  "  situate  joining  land  surveyed  for  Job  ('hilloway  and  othei's 
at  Wyalusing  in  -S'^'Zr.y /(r'?r??.>.7i//\  Jv'orthumbiM'laiid  couiUy.""  Vrnm  this 
new  civil  <listrict  it  was  moi'ethan  si.xty  mih^s  to  the  nearest  jusricL-  of 
the  i)eace.  so  if  any  of  Iludolph  l-'ox's family  had  desired  t(j  nu'iriy.  .'ven 
aftei' all  the  usual  awfid  trouble  of  courtshi]),  getting  ]na"s  and  ]ia"s 
cons(.'nt,  and  going  jun'haps  to  Philadelphia  to  get  tlu'  license  tliri'c 
\vould  have  still  remained  the  mattei- of  a,  week' or  niorejournrv  toliiul 
a  squii'e  to  l)ind  the  k-not.  Anything  like  such  obsti'uctlons  to  liiai'i'iage 
in  these  days  would  no  doubt,  have  a,  most  serious  I'lfcct  on  the  mari'iage 
returns  in  the  ceiisns  rcpoi'ts. 

The  first  civil  govei'nnient  really  established  in  what  is  now  ihad- 
ford  county  was  J)ec(Mniiri'  :^7,  IT.sT.when  l)y  act  of  lli<>  f.eaislature  an 
election  was  proviiled  for  for  this  partof  Lu/rrno  ciumtv.  Gol.Na.thiin 
Dcnnison  waschosento  the  Supreme  Executive  Council:  John  I""ranklin. 
memi)er  of  x\ssend)ly  ;  and  koixl  Butler,  high  sherill'.  Col.  'J'imothv 
Pickering  was  appcnnted  pr()thonotary,  and  William  Jloolcei'  S-nitli. 
nenjamin  Carpenter.  James  Xu'sbit,  Timothy  Pick-ei'ing,  ^[atliias  !Iol- 
lenbaek',  Xiilhan  Kingslcy  and  Obadiah  Goi'c,  justicrs  of  thi>  pi^icrand. 
of  lh(- c-oui'l  of  rouinion  pl,Ms  of  the  rounly.  This  v/as  really  tiie  lir>t 
time  the  pcoph'  along  the  north  branch  oi'  tlir>  Siis(jiirhanna  riverevei' 
had  representation  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  had  coni'ts  of  iheii' own 
choosing. 

At  the  June  session.  ITSS,  the  coiiil  i)roeeeded  to  <livide  Pu/.erne 
county  into  disti-icts  for  the  ell ctioii  of  justices  of  the  i)eace.  Those 
lying  within  what  is  Bi'adford  countv  were  as  follows: 

I.  From  the  U])])er  line  of  the  county  to  the  place  at  whicli  the 
I'oad  crosses  Roswell  Pranklin's  mill-creel<.  ne;u'  Mi-.  Lanning's,  in 
AVysox.  !)y  an  east  and  west,  line,  compi'ehending  both  sides  of  the 
river,  to  be  called  the  ]''irst  District — one  ju.stice. 

IT.  Prom  the  las! -mentioned  line  to  the  mouth  of  Wysox  crec'k.by 
an  east  and  west  liu<'.  comprehending  both  sides  of  the  I'iver.  to  be 
called  the  S(>eond  J  )istrict-— one  justice. 

111.  f'l'om  the  last-mentioneil  line  t(j  the  !noii!  h  of  TeagU(-"s  civek. 
by  an  east  and  west  line,  coni|irehending  both  sides  of  the  river,  to  Ijc 
called  the  Third  District — one'justice.

The  justices  coininissioncd  in  these  three  districts,  respectively  (tlie 
ones  within  Bradford  county),  were  JS'oah  Murray,  Ohadiah  Goi-e  and 
]S'"athan  Kingsley. 

At  the  Wilkcs-Barre  Court.  March,  171»0.  it  was  ordered  that 
Buzerne  county  be  divided  into  eleven  townships: 

1.  Tio<ja,  coiiiiiK'nciiiK  :il  the  norlh  line  of  tlie  8tal,e  and  exIeDiiiii^ii;  from  (ho  east 
line  to tlie  west  line  of  the  eoimty,  and  on  the  so\itli  hy  an  east  and  ^vcst,  line  which 
shall  sU-ike  the  btandinu  Stone.  " 

2.  Wi/iilnsiifj,  homuled  uorlh  by  the  south  line  of  Tici>;a,  and  on  the  Koutli  by  "" 
cast  and  west  line  passing  through  the  mouth  nf  Meshopjien  creek,  and  (■^tending  east 
and  west  through  the  county. 

Thus  Ti(io-a  included  all  (d'  I'.rtidford  county  from  the  norlh  line,  a 
distance  a,  little  morethtm  eio'htcen  miles  soulli.  And  ^Vyaluslno■  was 
the  same  cast  and  west,  and  extended  south  a  little  more  than  ten 
)niles.  This  was  till  of  Bra»lford  county,  except  a  small  point  thtit  was 
s(nith  of  the  south  line  of  AVyahising,  and  was  in  Tunkhtmnoclc. 

Wi/soj-. —  In  A])ril,  1795,  Tioga  was  divided  on  the  prayer  of  the 
people  to  thai.  cH'cct,  a,nd  the  part  taken  olf  hecatne  Wi/so.r.  The  divis- 
ion was  on  tin  cast  and  \v'est  line  i)assingthrouLi'h  a  small  stream  on  the 
east  sitle  of  the  Susquehanna,  southwesterly  of  Ilreakiieck;  the  noiah 
ptirt  remained  Tiogii  and  the  south  ])art  Wysox. 

At  the  Xovemher  session.  lT'J(i,  ti  petition  siLjnril  hy  Sim(.in  Spaldint;' 
tmd  others,  |)r;iyed  tiie  conrt  foi' another  divisidii  of  Tlo^■;^.  Thereupon. 
PTisha  Siitterlee,  ]\[oses  CY)olbanoii  tind  Simon  S[)a.IdiMe  u-cn'c  appointed 
to  examine  the  subject  and  I'eporl  at  the  next  term  of  the  eoiirl.  Januar'/ 
17,  17"J7.  they  rejioiled,  unaiiimotisly  tio'reeing  to  the  division  "•••i;  M:.- 
line  ilividin;^-  between  Athens  and  Ulster  j  theold  Connecticut  survey  ;. 
then  ext('ndino  on  an  east  and  west  line  as  the  line  of  Ulster  and 
Athens  (loth  extend."  The  north  township  was  now  ctilled  Athens, 
and  the  sonth  one  IJlster.  .\i]d  thus  the  old  historie  "  Tio,oa  "  was 
(h'opped— Tioo'a  seems  yet  the  natural  name'  of  the  ])oint  of  conlliU'tieL' 
of  the  two  rivers. 

Thus  the  century  chjsed.  AVhat  is  Bradford  eonnly  had  four  town- 
ships: .Athens.  Ulster.  AVysov  and  Wyahisino--  very  jono'  e>:ist  and  west, 
and  aboul  six  miles  wide  each.

.\mericau  institution.  .\s  is  well  known,  it  is  n  H'ick  by  which 
territory  is  soiiietimes  divided  np  afler  tin.'  manner  of  :i  ci'azy  (piilt  :  or. 
;i '■  shoe-striiio'  district  ""  is  foi'iiicil  that  the  p;irLy  m  coiuroi  ma\-  -aiii 
oi'cat  tidvantae-es  ovcrlhc  emmn'.  A  1  )cmocralic  Stale  or  a  Bcpub- 
lican  State,  or  any  other  fclhiw  who  may  hap[)cn  to  be  in  control  when 
tin;  wholi'  is  U>  be  a.Li'ain  rc-dist  rictcd.  Il-nrcs  out  the  minority  with  a 
skill  that  is  amiisino-,  (jn  the  principle  that  all  is  fair  in  war.  Inirsc- 
racing' or  [)olitics.  l''<u'  instance,  in  one  of  the  Southern  States,  afler 
"reconstruction"  times,  and  the  Democrats  were  auaiii  in  power,  they 
found  tliiit  the  neo-ro(,'s  coifld  outvote  the  wliitcs  on  a  fair  vote,  so  lhe\- 
maile  a  "  shoe-strini;- district '"  and  put  the  black's  ncurly  all  tooether. 
and  ;ill(Mved  them  to  have  that  one  district.  iinaniniousU'  as  it  were.  ;ind 
the  whites  took  all  the  balance.  Thus  a  disi  rid  nii-lit  wind  around 
over  the  State,  and  lie  two  or  three  iiundrcd  miles  lone,  us  crooked  as  a 
crooked  dog's  crooked  hind   leo\  ;ind   it  niioht   in   soim.'   places  Ite  not 
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iiiueli  wider  than  a  race  track.  Thus  a  ciiuiichitr  fui' Congress  in  such 
a  gerrvniaiidet-ed  district,  in  order  to  visit  all  jiarts  oi  hisdistrict.  would 
r<Miiiire  an  able  cor})s  of  engineers  to  keep  on  tlie  correct  trail.  This  is 
"  sinarl  "  politics,  so  accounted  in  this  country  by  the  fellow  that  is 
"ill,'"  luit  is  considered  downright  political  rascality  alwavs  bv  the 
fellow  '-(lut."'  All  ])arties  liave  invariably  ])racticed  it,  whenever  the 
op]>ortiinity  olt'ered. 

"  Shake  not  thy  gory  locks  at  me — thou  cans't  not  say  I  did  it."' 
Upon  the  i)rinci[)le  of  "  you're  another" — or  the  kettle  must  not  upbraid 
the  pot  for  being  black,  this  rather  disreputable  practice,  I'eally  swind- 
ling the  honest  voters,  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  ditficult  to  rid 
o(nsflv(!s  of — the  outgrowth  of  the  everlasting  struggle  for'ollice  from 
dog-catcher  to  President. 

This  original  gerryniaudor  was  one  against  an  individual,  and  not  a 
numerous  class  of  voters,  and  it  occurred  April  I'.,  Isdt,  and  was  a 
legislative  thunderbolt  directed  at  Col.  John  l-'ranlclin.  This  iinin  was 
the  leader  of  the  "  Connecticut  claimants,'"  and  in  th;it  bitter  and  long 
controversy  he  was  no  common  or  dimiiinlive  ligure,  but  was  litc-illy 
"a  thorn  in  the  side""  of  what  was.  in  I  hose  days,  ternu^ul  the  "  IV'nii- 
sylvania  land-jobbers."  The  voters  of  Lu/.erne  county  woiiUl  (jlect 
Franklin  lo  the  kegislatni'e  year  after  year,  and  tlie  "  I'ennamiics  "' 
could  niak'e  no  combination  for  his  oveilJirow:  so  on  the  day  al.iove 
nniiK^d  tho}'  dt^termined  by  act  of  the  Legishitiire  to  geiiymander  him 
out  of  ollice.  lie  luul  been  persecuted,  tlirown  in  j)iMSon,  chained  and 
lirutally  trea.ted,  and  impeached  for  high  ci'imes  and  treason,  but  his 
neighbors  only  the  more  and  more  honored  and  resjiected  him.  So  the 
act  provided  that  that  part  of  Luzerne  county,  including  Franklin's 
r('sidi'nc.e,  be  strucic  olf  (.if  Luzerne  and  atiaehed  to  Lycoming  county. 
Col.  f'ranlclin  was  a  nieiiibor.  and  present  when  tin-  (original  liill  was 
inti'oduced.  Tlnn'e  was  no  secret  made  of  tJie  purpost.'  of  the  In  11,  and 
something  of  the  nature  and  daring  of  the  man  is  seen  in  the  fact 
that,  as  drawn,  the  bill  had  made  a,  mistake  and  tlrew  the  line  so  as  not 
to  change  Kranklin  into  the  other  county.  He  iiniucdiately  arose  and 
notllird  llu'iu  of  thr  mistake,  and  toM  them  hou  they  couhl  change 
tht^  saiiu'  so  as  to  inrlude  iiis  resideiire.  It  was  so  amended,  and 
brramo  a,  hiw,  and  the  kegishiture  con,^ratulatcd  itsrlf  that  it  had 
••killed  (\)vk  Robin."  Jjiit,  wit  lioul  a  btrak  in  the  record,  he  ;i|.pcared 
fresh  and  smiling  at  the  very  next  session  of  the  I,<'gishiture.  The 
sifter  in  that  case  wouldiTt  carry  water,  and  the  world  was  given  an 
illustrious  instance  of  poetic  justice. 

I\i,'rt',(iii  Jh\s//'/ef.^\—A^  early  as  ITSa,  September  b'kan  net  was 
])asse(l  dividing  the  sevei'al  counties  into  (dectioii  districts.  The  county 
of  Northumberland  was  divided  into  four  disl  ricts,  and  the  townships 
of  Tiirbet.  Mahoning,  Wvoming,  Shawanee  and  Stokes  became  the  sec- 
ond, and  these  peo]»le  wCre  required  to  all  vote  at  the  town  of  Nor- 
thunibcrlaiid.  Tliis  was  doing  the  '• 'high  sovereign  act ""  by  the  eood 
])eople  of  ilradlord  under  givat  diniculties.  i\riiier"s  liisl(ny  relates 
_  the  fact:  that  Capt.  Simon '  Spalding  and  twenty  others  repair<Ml  to 
Northumberland,  some  of  them  traveling  one  h*uiidred  miles  or  iiioi'c, 
and  none  of  them  less  than  sixtv  miles,  to  reach  the  nearest   place  of 
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voting.  After  taking  tlie  oatli  of  allegiance,  their  ballots  were  depos- 
ited in  separate  boxes,  lest  they  should  be  deemed  irregular;  this  caused 
it  to  be  known  for  whom  they  voted.  It  so  happened  that  parties 
were  so  evenly  divided  that  these  twenty-four  votes  decided  the  elec- 
tion of  a  member  of  the  Sujireme  p]xecutive  Council,  two  representatives 
to  the  Assembly  and  the  sheriff. 

Septenil)er  7,  17S9,  by  an  act  making  new  election  districts  for 
Luzerne  county,  "all  that  ])art  beginning  at  the  noi'tli  line  of  tlie  State 
and  extending  down  and  including  both  sides  of  the  Susquehanna 
river,  to  a  line  east  and  west  across  tlie  county  at  Wyalusing  falls, 
sliall  he  an  olecti<jn  disti'ict '" — called  Tioga:  the  voters  to  meet  iit  the. 
liuuse  of  Simon  Si)alding,  and  hold  elections.  Tliis  eh^ction  district 
included  all  of  now  Bradford  and  Susquehanna  <"ounties — to  meet  at 
Simon  Spalding's.  Elections,  thougli  now  im])roved.  were  still  not  as 
convenient  as    the  fellow's  ])ocket  in  his  shift. 

Three  years  after  this  convn^ieiit  arrjingcmcnt.  ]\rai-ch  '29,  170l>, 
Wyalusing  district  was  strn(;k  olf  fi'om  Tioga  and  Tunkiiannock  dis- 
li'ict.  Its  hdundary  was  as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Wv- 
sox  creek,  following  down  and  including  both  sides  of  the  river 
Sus(ii[elianna,  to  the  mouth  of  Meshoppen  creek.  The  freemen  were, 
in  this  new  district,  to  hold  their  elections  at  the  house  of  Isaac  Han- 
cock. This  was  changed  to  the  house  of  Justus  Gavlord,  Jr.,  March 
17,  1S02. 

The  Wyalusing  distiict  was  again  changed  April  ](».  1701),  by  a 
dividing  line  east  ami  west,  ci'ossing  at  Breakneck,  thence  foll'jwing 
down  tlie  rivei- to  liummei-lield  creek,  to  an  east  and  west  line  through 
the  county  at  that  point.  The  electoi's  in  the  new  district  to  meet  at 
the  house  of  William  ^fcans,  in  Wystjx  townshi|). 

The  election  law  of  isno  directed  that  all  that  part  of  the  county 
included  in  AVyalusing,  Wysox,  Tioga  and  Wiilingborougli,  begin- 
ning at  a  ]>oint  due  east  from  Standing  Stone:  thence  north  to  the 
forty-lirst  milestone  on  the  north  line  of  the  State:  thence  east  to  the 
hoimdary  line,  the  tw^nt  v-eightli  milestone:  thence  south  nntil  it 
inlersecls  a  line  due  east  Iroiii  the  phici' of  bt^e'iuniui;-.  was  made  an 
election  disti'ict,  trailed  Kiiidaw:  eU'ctors  lo  meet  at  the  house  of  K/.e- 
kiel  Uyd,^. 

A[)ril  :].  1804,  Tioga,  in  kiizerne,  was  made  a  separate  elect  ii>n  dis- 
trict :  to  nu;et  at  the  house  of  Thomas  Berry. 

In  ISOr).  r.urlington  election  distrir't  was  btnned.  ami  so  called: 
electoi's  to  meet  at  tlie  house  occupied  by  Nathaniel  Allen. 

Orwell  district  was  formed  A[)i'il  11 ,  1  Su7 :  meetings  at  the  house 
of  Josiah  Gi'ant. 

("lel'tsburg  district  was  loniicl  Min'ch  l^S.  ISdS.  outof  that  ]iortioti 
of  Lyconiiiig  county  now  Dradi'ord  :  meetings  at,  the  house  of  John 
Cumiuiugs — changed  to  the  housi'  of  William  Biirman.  March  2'\  ISlO. 

AVysox  was  formetl  intcj  a  separate  election  disti'ict.  .March,  ISOS, 
at  the  house  of  Amos  ]\[ix. 

Canton  township  became  an  election  district,  meeting  at  the  house 
of  Joseph  Wallace,  ]\Iarch,  1810. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  century  the  people  began  to  agitate  tlie 
11 
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subject  of  a  new  c'(_)unl.y.  The  road  lo  the  then  cnutitv-seat  was  not  onlv 
long,  but  horrid,  and  there  was  no  fun  in  .yoini^  lo  hnv  l)y  the  ^^oiul  ])eo])le 
towai'd  the  n(jrthern  State  line.  Then  there  were  tlic  i:)ld  disputes  over 
tlie  land  claims,  and  the  Connecticut  settJei's  instinctiveh'  felt  that 
the  farther  soutli  they  went  in  niattei's  of  laud  disimtes,  the  worse  they 
fared.  These  "half-share  men,"'  poor  fellows,  as  they  Avei'e.  were  between 
the  devil  and  the  deep  sea.  The  "  compi-omise"  and  •'  intrusion  "  laws 
])assed  by  the  State  had  satislied  the  old  settlers  or  claimants,  wiio  no^v 
favored  these  laws,  and  that  divided  the  Connecticut  jieople,  and  tiieie- 
forethe  •"  half-share  men  "'  found  themselves  being  attacked  in  front  and 
rear,  or,  in  other  words,  the  Connecticut  people  were  now  "a  house 
divided  against  itself.'"  As  these  laws  went  into  eli'ect,  friends  became 
more  and  nu)re  arrayed  against  each  otlier,  and  soon  tliere  were  in 
many  i)laces  m^ighbor  againsfneighbor  in  o[)en  hostility.  In  a  lucky 
moment  the  ha[)]iy  ins|iiration  came  to  some  one,  and  upon  the  mere 
suggestion  theie  arose  the  cry  "  a  new  county."'  After  much  talking 
among  themselves,  the  movement  began  to  take  foi'm,  and  in  180r>  it 
had  I'eaclu'd  such  pi'opdi'tions  as  lo  be  felt  in  the  Legislature  at  the 
Capital,  and  the  proposition  was  Itroached  in  liiat  body.  This  was 
evidently  responsive  to  thi'  movnuciit  now  aclivrlv  afoot,  and  headed 
by  such  men  as  John  Ta  vloi',  dolm  Ilorloii.  .Jacob  Sti'ickland.  donal  ban 
Terry,  AVilliain  ]\reans.  Asa  St'-v.-ns.  Tlioinas  AViiechM-.  1',.  LaTorte. 
Anuvsa  "Wells.  Justus  Gaylord,  Ji'..  Josiah  (iraiit.  Rcid)en  Hale.  Kleazer' 
Gaylord  and  Job  Irish.  Fi'ecjuent  meetings  iiad  Km^mi  held  in  every 
neigliboi'luHxl.  ami  on  the  eleven.th  i\-dy  of  Xovrmbei'.  Im";,  ihe  inhab- 
itants of  noi'tli  Luzerne  held  a  nieiitmg  and  .appointed  tln'  al)ov('- 
nanied  delegates  to  mi-et  in  general  convention  at  the  house  of  AViiiiam 
JNfeans,  and  •' agree  \vhei'e  the  dividing  county  line  shall  berun.""  "While 
this  was  the  lirst  (Mjiicei'ted  uiovenienl  of  the  people,  the  tuatler  was 
now  vigorously  puslieil.  ( )n(!  immuI  that  bobbed  up  on  all  occasions 
was  that  of  saVisfying  thi;  '•  hali'^sliare  men  ""  by  mak-iug  i1h>  south  line 
low  enough  down  to  incb.uie  all  or  as  neai-ly  all  as  possible  of  this  class; 
nearly  everyone  of  these  wanted  to  get  out  of  Lii/erne  county,  and.  on 
llu'  othiM'  Iiaiul.  the  count  \-  wanied  to  >pare  a^  Ii:il.'  of  her  territory   as 


As  inliuiated  above,  Mairh  iM.  iMib,  an  act  was  iiilioduced  to  form 
a  new  county  of  the  northern  part  of  l^u/.ei'ne:  the  act  was  read  and 
disposed  of  by  ordering  that  it  l)e  "  recommended  lo  t he  atienti<m  of 
the  ne.\t  Legislature."'  The  Legislature  was  not  eag(.'r  to  aecomuiodate 
the  Connecticut  settlers,  and  henc(.'  this  dodging  all  I'espotisibility  l>y 
referring  the  whole  sidiject  to  their  successors.  Soiuethiiig  like  the 
sliarp  [)ra,ctice  so  frequent  now  in  Congress,  where  the  admission  of  a 
new  State  dejjends  more  on  its  votei's  agreeing  with  the  p.arly  in  con- 
trol in  Congress  than  on  the  justice  there  may  be  in  the  case.  In 
fact,  in  many  of  our  Governmental  atfairs,  to  an  iin])ai'tial  spectator. 
ther(i  is  fi'ecpiontly  too  much  ])nlitical  i)ias  in  political  alTairs.  Lor 
instatU'C,  when  the  countrv  was  conlVotited  with  llie  (picslion  of  negro 
sufl'i'age,  at  the  same  time  there  was  a  serious  i)ioV(!iiu'nf  over  tlic  land 
for  female  sulfrage — both  were  backed  by  e(jually  sti'ong  advocates, 
except,  for  the  lattei'.  tliei'c   wetv  aJl  the  "great  wVuiien  (jf  the  North. 
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Avlio  Inid  boen  organi/x'd  iiiaiiy  vein's,  niul  had  s(>nl  out  able  male  and 
female  lectui'crs  and  niissionaries  in  the  eause  ol'  \v(>nian"s  veiling-- the 
•' friends  of  lioine"  and  the  enemies  of  a  debauched  and  diaiidcen 
oncoming'  generation.  The  women  have  signally  failed  in  their  elo 
(|uent  ajjpeiils  to  the  country's  statesmen  ;  while  the  negi'o,  inddfei'ent, 
hajjjjy.  laughing,  singing  his  old  plantation  I'oundelays.  or  in  the  merry 
hoe-downs  and  rollicking  cake-walks,  knowing  little  cind  earing  less 
al)out  politics,  had  sullVage  Fairly  thrust  upon  him.  hiiiided  out  to  him 
on  silver  platters,  by  grand  waiters  in  pa]ier  cajisand  long  white  aprons. 
In  the  language  of  the  imnuM-tal  •'Artemns."  "Why  was  this  tliusT' 
At  this  long-olf  day  we  can  I'eadily  see  \vhy  Pennsylvania  was  slow  to 
give  the  Yankees  of  the  uppei'  Su-(|n(dianna  a  new  uiid  separate  count  v. 
The  lower  end,  when  it  \v;ls  Xoi'thiiniln'rlaiu!  counlv,  could  hold  the 
upjier  end  in  checlc.  Tl'icy  iiad,  it  is  also  ti'uc,  somewhat  hocused 
themselves  when  Luzei'Ue  count  v  was  slriiek  (df  in  order  to  gei'i'vman- 
der  Col.  .lolin  Fi'aiddm  out  nf  the  Legislatui'c  The  colonel  had 
laughed  at  it,  and  the  people  li;id  s|)at  upon  it,  ;ind,  when  too  hite,  the 
Legislatui'c  had  found  out  tiiat,  instead  of  (pujuehing  the  lire,  they  had 
only  added  fuel  thereto. 

Can  not  the  student  of  history  as  i'eadily  see  why.  ■>\  hen  negro  snlfrage 
]->revailed  so  easily,  female  suHViige  has  uoi  only  Failed  temporarily,  but 
is  about  as  dead  as  a  dried  miickcrel  :'  The  gri-at  sun-eclipse  Senator  in 
his  phice  in  the  Semite — his  own  I'e-election  dejKMiding-  -pi'oclaims  the 
Fact  that  .Vmericaii  sullViige.  by  its  univeisality  in  this  couniry,  is  but 
"feculent  sewage"" — that  oui- nation  is  about  ijeing  smotheriMj  by  its 
excess,  etc.,  etc. — notifying  the  deai-  women  that  tiiev  must  "  save  our 
homes"'  by  some  other  potent  device  than  that  oF  the  ballot.  \\'as 
not  the  Fntal  mistak(;  the  ladies  made  that  oF  not  agreeing  to  vote  as 
a  unit  with  one  or  the  olheroF  the  tv/o  great  political  i)ai'tiesoF  the 
country^  The  ansucr  to  that  (p^estion  will,  it  is  believed,  help  solve 
the  problem  (.>F  why  the  Yank-ees  linally  secured  theii' own  couiitv  of 
I*ra<lb>rd.  .\s  noted  above,  tliev  luvd  become  "  a,  house  divided  aeainst 
itself""  the  "old  si'ttlers"  and'  "tlie  halF-sliare  meu.""  The  Legisla- 
ture accurately  forecast  the  Fiit  ure- -t  he  on  I  come  ^A'  the  division  and.  if 
there  iiiiisl  i)e  moic  coiilcMit  ion,  wh\-  siniplv  tie  the  two  eats  toL'el  le^r. 
throw  them  aci'oss  the  clot  hcs-liiie  and  let  them  llgiit  it  oiit.alwavs 
fun    Foi- the  bov,  hut  ratlHM- serious  For  the  Felines. 

Ik;  that  as  it  iiiav.  we  are  not  greatly  concerned  alioiii^  the  details 
now. -sullicient  is  the  Fact  thai .  aFter  F()ur  years  oF  trilling  o\er  the 
(pa_^stiou  in  the  Legislature,  the  ]>eople  t  riuiiiplied,  and  I'.radloid 
iOnlario)  county  was  <-realed.  As  an  indication  oF  the  .steps  taken  at 
tiie  time,  it  may  be  ])i'oper  here  to  I'eFer  to  some  oF  the  domes  oF  the 
people  and  the  responses  by  the  Legislatui'c.  \Ve  have  se(_Mi  that  a  hill 
was  introdiu'cd  in  ALirch.  ISbG,  to  form  a  new  county.  ])ece.mher 
b>llowing.  the  act  was  reported  as  "  nnlinished  business'.""  ^March  II. 
iMtT.  a  petition  caiiK,"  From  lat  inhabitants  oF  Luzerne  and  Northumber- 
land counties.  )ira\'ing  For  a  new  county.  December  lit  Following,  b)Ui' 
petitions  oF  a  lilce  nature  were;  presented,  signed  by  many  people  oF 
the  north  seclion.  These  jtetitions  respeetFully  asl';ed  tlilit  the  new 
county   be  calleil    ITikam,  and   tin;   seat  oF   justice  l>e  li.\c<l  at  ^^'ysox. 
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In  January,  1808,  the  inhabitants  of  Burlington  township.  Lycoming 
county,  petitioned  tor  the  new  county  to  be  called  IIijiam.  xVU  peti- 
tions had  been  referred  to  a  committee,  which  reported,  January  12, 
1809  :  "  Tiiat  your  committee  Jiave  [lias]  taken  tlie  subject  committed 
to  them  [it]  into"considei-ation,''and  in  effect  recommended  it  bo  granted. 
Thereupon  a  committee  was  appointed  to  draught  a  bill  in  accordance 
Avith  the  prayer  of  petitioners.  The  bill  was  repoi'ted,  discussed  and 
]jostponed  for  fui'ther  consideration.  Daring  the  session  of  1808-9, 
the  county  question  was  frequently  up  for  consideration.  During  the 
session,  eight  several  petitions  had  been  reported  to  the  Assembly,  all 
remonsti'ating  against  the  ei'cclion  of  a  new  county  as  per  metes  and 
bounds  of  the  olliei'  petitioners — tliese  were  all  from  Luzerne  county; 
but  they  described  a  dilferent^territoiy,  and  insisted,  if  a  new  county 
must  be  formed,  tliat  it  be  made  of  the  territory  they  described,  and 
called  Lorainr.  Mr.  Afiiier  then  introduced  a  bill  for  the  appointment 
of  three  commissioners  to  lay  oiT  a  new  county  from  Luzerne  and 
Lycoming.  This  bill  was  i-ead  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading,  and 
then  dropped.  In  the  meantime,  petition  after  petition  were  pouring 
in  on  the  Legislature.  A  special  committee  on  the  sul^ject  was  finally 
appointed,  as  follows:  J^enjamin  Dorrance,  of  Luzerne:  Isaac  Smith 
and  Samuel  Satterlee,  of  Lycoming  ;  ,lohn  i\[urray.  of  iXorlhumberland  ; 
Jacob  Snyder,  of  Berks,  and  James  llalstoii.  ^fr.  Dorrance  soon  after 
reported  ^inother  bill  to  oi'ganize  ;  tiiis  was  read,  and  a  day  fixed  for 
its  second  reading:  it  was  tiieii  advanced  l<j  a- second  reading,  and 
February  Id,  folUnVing,  to  a  third  reading,  anil  then  sent  to  the  Senate 
for  concurrence.  The  Senate  now  commenced  tlie  delay  tactics:  the 
bill  was  reail  and  "  I'eferred  to  the  next  session."    iMiially.  January  12, 

1810,  Chairman  Dorrance  reported  from  his  comniitlre.  ami  strongly 
urged  the  erection  of  a  new  county,  laying  down  tlu^  boundary  li)ies 
for"  the  same  substantially  as  llujy  a're  Viow  fur  Lradford  county, 
and  Februarv  21.  following,  it  became  a  law.  and  the  new  county 
was  called  Oy^A//7"o— changed,  as  stated  above,  to  LracUord,  March 
24.1SU'. 

Tlu' (iovornor  was  i'ei|uiroil  to  a|>poinl  I hrec  trustees,  whose  duty  it 
was,  among  other  things,  to  establish  the  county's  lines.  .Closes  Cool- 
baugh,  Samuel  Satterlee  and  Justus  Gaylord  were  ai)]iointed  trustees, 
and  tliev  employed  Jonathan  Stevens,  then  deputy  district  sui-vcyor, 
to  run  the  lines  thereof. 

Jn  the  act  deiining  the  boundary  lines,  quoted  above,  it  wili  lie 
remembered  there  is  a  slight  discrepancy  in  the  lines  in  the  southeast 
corner  of  ihe  county  in  tlic  oi'iginal  act,  and  as  now  given  in  the 
countv  maps.  That  is  explained  as  billows:  The  old  township  of 
P.raintrim  was  divided  by  the  county  line,  and  the  inhabitants  peti- 
tioned the  next  session  of  t-he  Legishiture  to  alter  the  line,  so  that  the 
whole  of  Braintrim  might  remain  in  Luzerne,  antl  th creb. re,  l\L:irch  28, 

1811,  the  trustees  of  Ontario  county  were  recpiircd  to  make  a  new  line, 
as  follows  :  '-To  establish  a  point" east  of  Slippery  Locks,  at  the  head 
of  Wyalusing  falls,  in  the  Liver  Sus(piehanna,  for"the  southeast  cornci' 
of  Ontario  county:  thence  a  line  west  to  the  said  Slippery  rocks; 
thence   a   southwesterlv    course  to   the    neai'est  point    of    Lycoming 
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county."     This  was   all  the  cliai\i:e  that  has  ever  heen  niacie   in    the 
original  county   boundary  lines. 

Thus  fashioned,  Ontario  (P.radford)  county  contained  the  town- 
ships of  Athens,  J^urlington,  Canton,  Columbia,  Orwell,  Towanda, 
Ulstei',  ^Vyalusing',  Wysox  arul  a  part  of  llusli — ten  townships — and 
there  were  six  election  dislricts:  Burlington,  Canton,  Cleftsburg, 
'I'i<jga,  WyaUising-  and  a  [)art  of  liindaw.  'J'ho  pai't  of  Rush  t<-)wnship 
was  made  a  distinct  townshi[)  in  the  new  county;  while  the  electors 
of  that  part  of  Rindaw  wore  added  to  Tioga. 

December  'id,  iSlO,  the  [leople  had  jietitioned  the  Legislature  for 
the  organization  of  the  new  county  for  pulicial  purposes,  but  the  mat- 
ter was  allowed  to  stand  just  one  year,  and  in  December.  ISll,  Mr. 
Satterlee  favorably  re|)orted  a  bill  "for  that  purpose,  and  March  24th 
following  it  became  law.  'This  provided  for  a  county  election  at  the 
October  election  following  for  county  ollicers,  and  directed  that  tlie 
courts  should  be  held  at  the  house  of  William  i\Ieans,  of  Meansville, 
Towanda  township,  until  suital)le  buildings  should  be  erected.  This 
act  also  changed  the  name  from  Ontario  to  Bradfonl,  in  lionor  of 
"William  Bradford.  The  veiy  lirst  important  question,  of  course,  in 
the  organization  of  the  new  county  was  ihe  point  to  be  selected  by  the 
commissioners  as  a  site  for  the  county  buildings— county-seat.  The 
law  requireil  it  to  be  within  seven  miles  of  the  geographical  center  of 
the  county.  Every  man  with  a  cleared  truck  patch  witiim  that  charmed 
boundary  began  to  have  day-dreams  of  its  coming  to  him — the  future 
city  to  be  his  "clearinY'  tlie  convenience  of  a  court-house  in  his  own 
dooryarti,  a  jail  to  the  right,  and  a  handy  [loor-house  on  tiie  left.  In 
some  lines  men's  ambitions  are  easily  excited  to  open  activity — sweet 
di'eams  of  the  golden  fleece.  Rut  in  this  case  the  question  S0(jn  settled 
to  one  of  neighborhoods ;  tliat  is,  t(j  places  along  or  near  ti>  the  rive)' 
wluire  were  collections  of  houses  or,  at  least,  where  there  was  one 
house.  AVilliaiii  iMeans,  Wysox  and  Moni'oe  were  all  entered  for  the 
race.  AVysox  looked  with  some  c(jntenipt  upon  ^Nfoin'oe,  and  iM(.>nroe, 
in  turn,  huiglied  at  William  Means  and  his  hopes  of  carryine-  oil  a 
\vliole  city  on  his  baciv,  Wysox.  by  a  vote  o!'  herself,  had  it  unan- 
imously. It  (.'Veil  ehost>  a  new  name  for  itself  equal  to  the  great  occa- 
sion, "  New  I'allimore,""  witliout  stopping  to  think  it  woulil  have  been 
just  as  easy  to  have  spelletl  Old  Lijndon,  Raris,  or  Rekin.  Her  broad 
and  sweeping  rich  valley  Avas  her  pride  and  glory — a  winning  card, 
surely — and,  therefore,  why  not  take  an  afternoon  .s'n st<i .'  JMonroe  felt 
a  deep  pride  in  her  strttng  Democratic  name  ;  unlik'e  \Vysox,  it  did  not 
have  to  shed  its  miserable  Indian  name — uuiloiiorous  name,  almost  as 
well  have  been  '' Heavysox  ""  so  a  Monroe  ready  wit  said:  there- 
fore, "hurrah  for  Monroe!"  AVhile  all  this  preliminary  skirmish- 
ing was  going  on  between  ^Monroe  and  ^Vysox,  William  Means  was 
laying  low.  aiul.  liguratively  speaking,  was  stulling  both  sleeves 
full  (.)f  aces;  he  wasted  no  time  laughing  in  his  sleeve,  but  was 
putting  them  to  a  better  purpose.  iMeans  was  strongly  backed 
•  by  Thomas  Overton,  who  owned  most  of  the  land  that  is  now  the 
heart  of  the  city  ;  and  als(j  there  was  another  nuu\,  E.  B.  Gi'egory, 
also  a  land  owner.     When  these  three  men  united  the  other  appli- 
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cants  should  have  I'osc  to  the  eiiiLM'i^ency  that  toi'ci^d  them.  The  coni- 
niissioiiers  were  wary  and  iion-rommiltaL  A  day  was  at  hist  apiiointeil 
to  meet  at  "Widiam  j\Ieans.  and  heai'  aU  about  the  chiims  ut  the  rivals, 
when  the  question  would  be  settled.  Tlie  day  came,  and  the  applicants, 
that  is,  J\[onroo  and  Wysox,  with  friends  and  backers,  were  on  hand, 
ioadetl  with  Fourth-of-July  arguments  in  favor  of  their  I'cspectivo 
places.  TlK'y  assembled  at  the  house  of  "William  ]\[eans — eying-  each 
other  suspiciously;  all  wei'e  finally  seated  and  awaiting  the  pow-wow 
to  commence,  in  the  meantime  the  host,  Means,  was  so  attentive  and 
polite,  in  fact,  beaming  on  both  sides  and  smiling  so  graciously,  that 
both  coiu'liuled  that  he  had  given  up  the  contest,  and  now  it  was  a 
fight  to  hnish  between  the  two.  xVfter  solemidy  waiting  some  time, 
some  one  itujuired  of  Mr.  Means  where  the  connnissioners  were.  AVhen, 
in  apparent  great  sur]irise  at  the  question,  amazed  at  their  ignorant;e 
of  the  fact  that  early  that  moi'ning  the  stakes  of  the  chosen  county- 
seat  had  been  stuck  and  the  commissioners  luul,  being  tlirough  with 
their  job.  gone  home,  he  incidentally  and  calmly  infoi'mcd  them,  "  with 
a  merry  twitdvle  in  his  eye,'"  as  the  veracious  chroniclei'  of  that  day 
infoi-ms  us.  pointing  just  (;ut  the  do(jr---' there  ai'c  the  stakes."' 
Wysox  had  laid  off  its  new  town  and  staked  out  the  cminty  capital. 
i\[onroe  had  dreamed  of  its  gi'eat  future  factory  chimneys,  its  ]iroud 
steeples  and  its  tall  glittering  nnnarels  Ihisliing  Ijack  the  earliest  moi'n- 
ing ra\'s  of  the  sun.  and  c<;niplacentlv  smiling  tlown  on  AVvsox  and 
Williain  Ar.-ans.  One  of  the  Wyso.v'constitutMils  had  advertised  liis 
fai'ui  for  sale  in  a  Wilk-cs-nai'i'c  paper,  and,  a,s  an  inducement  to  piir- 
chasci's,  it  was  stated,  in  italics,  it  '•  Intd  n  y/ill ,"  and  tln.'n  in  ten-line 
wood  ty]»e  it  was  added,  as  a  clinclicr.  that  it  uas  adjoining  the  new 
l(.)\vn  (d'  .\('W  l*)altiinore,  tlu;  new  coiint\'-sea.t  of  the  iicn-  county  nf 
I'.radford.     Thus,  "'the  best  laid  plans(/  mice  and  men  iiam:- afl  aglci'." 

The  new  town  was  called  ()vcrti)n,  in  honor  of  lion.  J^dwai'd  (Over- 
toil, and  was  pi'operly  and  well  naiiu'd.  Kiit  the  (bsgruntled  Wysox 
and  Monroeites  determined  npim  revenge,  as  blnody  and  })itiless  as 
that  of  the  boy  who.  when  lu'  couldn't  whip  the  oilier  boy.  -'made 
fat'cs  at  his  sis!. M':"  and  so  liie  name  of  (hcrlon  was  as-bailed  "  bv 
laud  and  bv  sea,"  as  the  sage  leniarke.l  when  a.ked  how  he  would 
attack  I'higlaiid  if  another  war  was  e\(>r  (h'clarcd. 

There  luis  been  quite  an  American  fad  among  our  local  tnindits, 
when  called  at  the  baptism  to  name  a  place,  to  hunt  up  S(jme  Indian 
monstrosity  of  a  name  and  plastm'  it  on  the  \Mn)Y  helpless  infant. 
Indian  classics,  in  their  grunting  jiurity,  ai'c  always  bad  enough,  but 
when  chip])ed  out  into  pigeon-English  they  are  simply  horiiil.  'J'hink 
of  full-grown  jieoplo  living  in  a  town  scuttled  with  such  a  name 
as  "  Tunkhannoek."  "  Meschaschgunk,"  "  .^^eho()panyskunk,'■  ••  Dia- 
hogga"  (trimmetl  down  to, Tioga,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  names  that 
has  come  from  the  Indian);  '■  (iohantato "  or  '•  Onoclioea-goato." 
These  are  specimens  (jf  the  best  of  the  lot — the  kind  to  lay  on  the  top 
of  the  box,  as  persuaders  to  timid  investors  in  saci'ctl  Indian  relics.  All 
these  places  that  had  to  be  named  should  have  carried  to  ])osterity  the 
name  of  some  early  pioneer,  instead  of  this  gray-mattei'-desti'oyitig 
Indian  gibberish  that  is  now  disliguring  our  maps. 


This  Wcis  liiially  JU'iult'ofd  county.  (■t'(,'ali'(l,  Ijapt izcii,  fe-iiaiiied. 
organized  as  a  (■i\il  Ijudy,  with  a  capital  lowu  and  a  [ilace  fur  vonvl. 
honse  und  jail,  and  a  first,  election  of  the  sovereigns  to  name  its  full 
coniplenient  of  county  ollicials.  That  youngster  is  now  eighty-one  years 
old;  has  nearly  sixty  thousand  people,  mostly  rol)Ust,  manly  agi'icul- 
tui'ists,  with  schools,  chui-ches.  preachers,  lawyers,  doctors,  newspa|)ei"s 
and  ])olitics,  and  politicians  galore.  Dehold  it.  and  its  grand  stiwy  of 
eighty-one  yearsi  Nay,  ratiier  its  onsweeping  story  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years — the  auspicious  hour  wiien  the  fii'st  Iviiown  white  man 
exploi'ed  this  jKji'tion  of  Pennsylvania,  with  a  view  of  jiei'manently 
occupying  it.  A  long  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  hut  a  single 
tick  u(  the  vast  eloeic  of  God.  yet  how  it  fades 'in  thed'im  blue  distance 
to  our  linite  minds  compared  "to  that  brief  S|iace  of  life,  the  short  litfid 
h'.yvv  that  is  man's  existence  here  on  earth.  Cai'ry  the  imagination 
back,  as  well  as  you  can.  and  what  nuiy  you  see:'  The  low.  brcjad 
mountains  studded  thickdy  with  gi'cat  gnai'led  ti'ees,  and  its  wiinling 
valleys,  wliei'e  murmured  the  mountain  brook's  on  their  way 
to  tlie  rivers  and  the  sea;  tlie  primeval  forests,  in  their  stillness  l>v 
day.  and  their  dark  anil  ilesolate  nights  oidy  broken  by  the  blood- 
cuixUing  o'ies  of  beasts  of  pi'cy,  and  the  hootings  of  "the  birds  of 
evil  omen.  Hitting  from  ti'ce  to  tree  in  the  deep  (larlciu'ss.  The 
solitary  traveler  might  have  caught  the  occasional  glimpse,  from. 
])eak  to  peak,  of  the  tallest  hills,  init  in  all  else,  so  far  as  vision  was  con- 
cerned, he  was  as  though  enveloped  in  impenetrable  fogs,  able  to  look 
up  thi'ough  the  trees  to  the  clear  skies,  but  about  liis  person  tln'  most 
limited  view.  Again,  the  river  winding  away  to  the  north  and  the 
south,  with  a  glimpse  hei'e  and  there  at'the  sparkling-stream  of  molten 
silver,  and  in  ilie  cool  mountain  waters  the  shining  Hsh  dis[)<.»'ted  them- 
selves, or  the  schools  of  sha.d  traveled  in  countless  numbers:  tlu^  mild- 
eyetl  deer  nibbled  iJn;  branches,  or  bounded  av.'ay  on  tliiislightest  alarm. 
the  very  poetry  of  motion  and  the  quick,  ravishing  dream  of  beauty 
and  grace.  The  f\)rest  choristers  were  singing  their  matin  songs,  and 
buildine- the  nests  for  the  pros])ective  brooti  to  wing  tiuMr  wa\-  with 
the  older  bii'd>  (u  their  winier  iionies  of  iln^gnlf  siiorc  ;  nalure.  now 
still.  h(;w  beautiful,  how  inviting,  covering  with  its  rich  green  mantle 
the  fa.nged  Ijeasts  of  prey,  l)irds  of  evil  omen,  anil  the  silent  gliding 
ser[)ent.  spottetl  with  deadly  beauty;  birds,  animals  anil  insects  gave 
token  that  here  nature  was  kindly  to\va)'d  life,  and  to  this  county 
came  the'  lone  Indian  hunter,  following  the  streams  in  his  light  l>a.rk 
canoe,  as  untamable   as    the   wildest  beast. 

At  the  birth  of  the  new  county  of  Bi-adford,  one  standing,  sa\'. 
on  Table  liock,  across  the  river  from  the  borough  of  To\vanda, 
could  have  swe]it  his  eve  over  all  tlie  then  inhabited  or 
ha_rdly-at-all-settled  ])ortions  of  the  county,  [n  the  blue  distance 
t  he  winding  high  land  ]n'omontories,  covered  with  the  massive  gnxui 
foi'ests,  the  tall  trees  gracefully  swaying  in  the  breeze,  clothed  insiiiny 
green  in  spring  and  summer,  and  drajied  in  snow'y  white  shi'ouJ  in 
'  winter  ;  there  was  not  much  then  to  long  hold  the  interest  of  the  spec- 
tator. But  could  he  at  the  time  have  been  imbued  with  the  gift  of 
piercing   the    future    for  the- space   of    a   brief    eighty  years,   then,

indeed,  would  Im  have  found  much  to  enchain  tlie  attention.  At 
the  moment,  wiiere  now  is  Towanda,  a  .sti-igyiini',  cabin  or 
two  at  tlie  mouth  of  the  ei'cek  ;  a  little  longvr,  and  the  all- 
round  log  cabins  tore,  with  low  clap-board  ea.ves,  and  its  smell  of  pelts 
and  green  hides  and  raw  sugar — a  few  sounds  of  the  saw,  ax  and  ham- 
mer are  the  Jirst  indications  to  strike  his  ears  as  the  hour  of  travail  of 
labor-birth.  Years  speed  along,  and  behold  a  frame  house  takes  its  place 
by  the  side  of  the  round  ])ole  caf)in  ;  the  old  log  tavern  in  time  gives 
way  to  the  more  modern  "hotel,"  and  brick'  stoi'cs  now  throw  open 
their  doors,  I'igged  out  with  that  S})lendid  1^x1-}- glass  in  their  show 
windows.  A  real  pulling  steaniljoat  comes  slowly  and  dubiously  up  the 
river,  and  the  whole  po[)u]ation  laishes  tlown  to  tlie  river's  l.umk  to 
wonder  and  marvel.  The  dai'k  olil  foi'ests  ai'e  invaded  on  everv  hand, 
and  the  wooilman's  a.x  soum'ls  the  mei'ry  roundelay  from  morn  till 
night ;  surveyors  are  abi'oad,  setting  stakes  and  marking  linos  for  farms 
and  for  streets  and  hjts  in  the  rising  village;  then  tlie  canal  and  its 
patient  pulling  mule  arrives;  a  steam  mill  has  beim  built,  an  imnn^nse 
tannery  over  there,  and  then  a  factory  across  the  way.  Achui'ch  \vitli 
its  tall  steeple,  and  its  silver}^,  voicetl  "bell,  calls  the  good  people  on  ihc 
quiet  Sabbath  morn;  "come  let  us  worship  God,"  is  clanged  out  and 
echoes  along  the  hills,  and  speeds  merrily  along  the  valleys.  The 
primitive  log  school  house  is  sui)er'seded  by  a  nice  two-story  Ijuilding, 
and  the  graded  school  is  here.  A  splendid  covered  bridge"  has  taken 
the  place  of  the  old  rope  and  ])ole  ferry  boat.  Other  gi'eat  factories 
and  mills,  and  the  tall  smoke-stacks,  and  the  pulling  steani  and  the 
whirr  of  wheels  have  filled  the  woi'ld  with  active,  pushina-  life.  And 
as  the  sounds  of  this  vision  fades,  there  comes  to  his  ears  the  |)ulsating 
of  the  thundering  railroad  train — the  hoarse  scream  signals  and  the  far- 
olf  rumbling,  and  the  hum  of  busy  life;  and  behold,  the  fai'uis  and  farm 
mansions  on  every  hand  ;  the  beautiful  city,  tlie  pulsing  telegraph  that 
has  girdled  the  earth  with  its  sensitive  and  sentient  nerve;  the 
telephone,  the  gas-lit  city,  and  then  the  gi'eat  white  electi-ic  liu'lit 
flares  out  upon  the  darkness,  and  the  transformation  is  complete.  This 
is  lIuM'hanL;!' of  a  few  \'eai's.  rei'sons  are  still  living  who  might  have 
looktMl  on  from  tlir  birth  o\'  Bradford  county  ti>  t  lu-  pivsiMil  hour,  and 
seen  and  fell  all  this  splendid  panoi'aina,.  the  wild  bc;ist  and  spotted 
snake  have  gone,  the. savage  xvd  man  has  departed,  sung  liis  deatii-song, 
and  it  may  he  hoped  has  long  licim  in  the  fidlest  enjoyniiMit  of  his 
"  happy  hunting  ground."

ROADS. 

JMail   Jioirnos    and    Pcstoih-icks — Kikist    Maif.s   (-Auiani*    (ix    Foot    as

THE  lirst  mail  route  through  tlio  couiitv  was  estaljlislied  in  1S03, 
Iroiii  Willvt'S-Biin'C  to  Tioga  Point  (Atiiuns),  and  postolliues  were 
establislied  at  Wyalusing,  Shesheqiiin  anil  Ti(jga  Point.  Then  every 
two  weeks  a  mail  was  carried  on  toot,  as  there  were  no  roads  making 
it  possible  foi' any  (jther  eonvcvaiice  to  [)ass.  Tlies(.'  foot-mails  wei-e 
carried  hy  Chai'les  i\Lowery  and  Cyi'il  Peck  (tin;  lirst  hiishand  of 
L'rania  Stallord).  'J'o  make  the  round  tri|)  took  two  week's,  and  for 
seven  years  these  were  the  limited  mail  trains  that  went  silently  througli 
the  tanghnl  \vild-\vood  and  climhed  along  the  "•  bi'eak-neck''  ledges  of 
the  mountains  fi'om  Wilkes-I'ari'e  to  Atriens— not  (juito  one  hundred 
miles,  when  <jften  the  total  mail  for  the  whole  ti'i|)  would  he  a  single 
k'tlcr.  'I'liese  foot-mails  in  tiim.'  W(U'e  succeeded  hv  the  uum  on  Imi'se- 
hack-  who  made  his  ap])eai"ance  once  a  week-.  Mrs.  P(ji'kins  stales  tliat 
the  lii'st  of  this  kind  of  mail  service"  was  perfornu'd  hv  hiai'l  Seelev, 
who  rode  for  several  years. 

In  1810  it  was  supposed  that  the  roads  liad  been  sidliciently  cut  out, 
and  the  rock  ledges  oiithesides  of  the  precipices  sullieicnllv  improved, 
for  a,  wheeled  vehicle  to  be  used  iti  cai'rying  the  malls.  .\  [)ony  iiuiil 
had  l)een  used  a.  short  time,  and  the  peo])le  were  an.xious  to  reach 
the  sw<di-tide  of  imtu'ovemcnt,  and  have  a  weekly  iiuiil  eslal'lished. 
Therefore  liie  yeai'  !S1Uium\-  be  marked  as  a  red-let ter  yeai'  for  our 
people.  .\  weekly  mail,  cai'ried  '-in  a.  coaeh""--  at  all  events  it  was  a  vehi- 
cle on  wheels — \vas  commeiieed.aiul  the  tin  hoi-n  of  the  drivei'Peler  Con- 
rad,was  "  music  in  the  aii'  "  for  all  the  people.  This  was  the  beginning  of 
stage-coach  travel  along  the  Susquehanna,  that  inci'eased  with  the  years, 
brought  visitors,  speculators,  land  buyers  and  settleis  of  all  kinds,  like 
lawyei's,  doctors,  pedagogiu's  and  the  tenderer  assoi'tment  of  pi-eacliers  ; 
tlie  others  had  come  long  before,  lik'e  the  justices'  suitors,  "on  foot  and 
on  horseback,"  and  had,  single-handed  antl  without  prejudice,  sampled 
tlie  fresh  hot  corn-juice  from  the  fai'ui  stills,  and  fought  the  devil,  hip 
and  thigh,  wherever  they,  found  either  hiTii  or  his  liddle. 

John  JloUenbeck  was  the  lirst  postmaster  at  Wyalusing,  and  sei'ved 
many  years.     ]Ie  v/as  succeeded  by  Maj.  Taylor. 

The  lirst  postmastei-  at  Towanda  was  i\Ir.  Tlu)mas,  the  first  ]iub- 
lisher  in  the  county;  he  was  succeeded  both  in  the  ]i;iper  and  postollice 
by  Burr  Ridg-way. 

T/te  Old  Berwivk  Turnji'ilv  was  chartered  in  IS  17  to  I'un  from  I'er- 
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wick  to  Eliuii'a.  A  chartei'  was  obtciined,  ami  the  I'oad  Imill^  through 
Bi'adJ'oi'd  county  in  1821-2-3;  entering  the  eoniily  ai  Ihr  south  liu" 
and  ])a.ssing  through  Albany  townslii[>.  iMonroe,  llurlington,  Suiithlielil 
— following  the  sti'oanis — and  ]iassing  ont  of  tlie  State  tlirongh  Jiidge- 
bu}'y  township  to  Elmii'a.  This  was  the  Jirst  good  i'(jad  in  the  county, 
and  was  a  great  mail  route  ;  av;is  a  toll  I'oad  until  1S47.  when  it 
became  a  free  ])ul)!ic  I'oad.  The  Stati;  had  donated  about  2<iU  acres  of 
land  to  the  building. 

In  Isfs  thei'e  was  but  one  mail  I'oute  tlii'ough  Ih'adford  county. 
That  year  a  new  line  was  started  from  Towanda,  to  Burlington,  Trov, 
and  to  Sylvania,,  and  thence  back  through  SpringlleUl,  Smithiield  to 
Towanda.  This  was  a  gi'eat  improvement  to  the  scattered  settlers  in 
the  west  part  of  the  county. 

A)\  index  of  the  population  is  given  in  the  election  of  1815,  for  the 
Cliffsburg  district,  heltl  at  Columbia  Cross  Jload  at  the  house  of 
Willlnm  i''i-oman.  The  district  included  the  wholeof  Columbia,  "Wells, 
South  Creek.  Ridgeb 
The  vote  polled  wa 
]>rise  — a  revelation 
countiy. 

Fjtrhj  SusfjucJucnna  jVanJ/jufinn. — The  attempts  to  navigiite,  by 
steamboats,  the  Sus((uehanna  was  a.  failure,  and  almost  a  continuous 
tragedy.  Fulton  invented  and  launched  his  lii'st  steamboat  on  the 
Hudson  Kivei'  in  1800,  and  the  Avonilerful  stoi-y  of  pi'opelling  a  b(jat 
against  the  stream  b}'  steam  spread  over  the  civilized  world,  and  man- 
kind, that  had  been  toiling  and  pushing  tln_^  old  keel  and  Durham  boats 
so  jiainfullv  up  alltlieir  lo)ig  journeys,  was  now  I'eJMieed.  People  went 
down  to  the  banks  of  the  clear  and  swift-liowing  Sus(piehaiina,  ami 
looked  upon  the  sti'cam  with  wholly  new  seiisat:t)iis  ;  a  providence  of 
Cod,  truly,  and  the  old  time  slow  and  hon-id  worlc  (»f  carrying  on  the 
travel  and  ccnnmerce  of  the  couni  ry  would  soon  eliangi!~-the  sLeainbo;it 
was  coming — the  g'l'cat  factor  anil 
not  "sounil  tlu"  lo'iid  timbrel  i^'vv  1 

and  ihe  ag.>  of  lire  and  st(>am  has  arrived. 

first  it  was  I'anoes,  llatboals  oi'  rafts,  thm  laidely  constructed 
"ark's."  and  finally  the"  Durham"'  boats.  The  latter  were  about 
sixty  feet  long,  and  shaped  somethinglikea  c:inal  b(j;tt.  with  a"  running- 
board '"  on  e;ich  side  the  entire  length,  manned  usiiallv  bv  live  men  — 
two  on  each  side  '"setting  poles,"  and  one  steei'ing.  The  best  would 
carry  about  fifteen  tons.  With  good  luck  thev  could  ascend  the 
stream  at  the  I'ate  of  two  miles  an  houi-. 

The  I*rovisionaI  Assembly  of  J-'entisylvania,  of  1771,  declai'ed  the 
Sascjuehanna,  river  a  publig  highwa\',  and  ap[)ropriated  money  to 
I'ender  it  navigable.  In  1S24  a  boat  calle<l  the  "  J<]xperiment  "  was 
built  at  Nescopec,  and  intended  to  be  operated  by  hoi'se-])ower.  On 
lier  trial  ti-ij)  she  ai'rived  at  AVilkes-Barre  -Iidv  4,  1S2-1:.  A  great 
jubilee  was  held  ovei'  the  arrival.  The  thi)ig,  however,  proved  a 
faikire. 

Necessity  was  pushing  the  people  along  this  river.     The  Delaware 
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I'iver  \v;is  boiii^i^-  n.avi<^-;it.e(l  siiccessriilly  with  slcainbuats.  then  \vii\-  not 
the  SiisquL'Imiina  ^  In  18l':>  tliix'e  steumboals  wei'r  biii!l,  for  tlie  pur- 
jHjsc  of  navigating'  this  important  vivoi'.  Tlio  ••('oih.rns''  built  at 
Voi'k  by  Davis.  Gord<jn  ^V  Co..  sixty  feet  long  and  nine  feet  beam, 
launched,  and  with  lifty  jiassengtii's  drew  only  eight  inches  water,  ten 
horse-])o\ver  (Miginc,  and  wasexpected  to  make,  upstream,  four  miles  an 
hour.  She  started  on  hei-  trip  in  the  s[)ringof  lS-2i'>  from  New  IJaveii. 
As  she  pulled  along,  the  people  Jlocked  in  h'undreds  to  the  banks  to  see 
her.  Arrived  at  Wilkes-Barre  Ajiril  1:,^,  when  the  town  had  an  okl 
style  jollitication  day  of  it.  Capt.  El<:er  invited  tlie  heads  of  the  town 
and  many  prominent  citizens  to  take  an  excursion  to  Forty  Fort. 
After  a  sliort  stay,  tlie  boat  ])rocee(led  on  its  way,  and  soon  ai'rived  at 
Athens,  making  frequent  st()[)s  at  way  places.  Tlio  Athenians,  indecil 
the  i^eople  for  miles,  evei'  awa\-  up  into  Xew  Yo)'k,  n(jw  I'eali/.ed  their 
fondest  dreiuns.  The  boat  continued  oi\  tcj  IJinghaniton  ami  turned 
back,  and,  after  a  trip  of  four  months,  reacjieil  its  starting  point. 
Capt.  Elger  was  disappointed,  ami  repoiled  to  the  company  that  it  was 
a  failure  for  all  practical   pni'pcjsi's. 

The  next  boat  was  the  "  ISuscpiehatiiia,"  binlt  in  Baltimore,  eightv- 
two  feet  long,  two  stern  wheels. engine  thirty  horse-power,  intended  to 
carry  one  hundred  passengers,  loaded,  drawing  thirty-two  inches.  The 
Styte  appointed  three  commissi(jnei's  t<j  accoin|iany  the  boat  on  her 
ti'ial  ti'ip;  several  nierchants  niid  [irornincnt  business  men  \vere  |)assen- 
gci's,  nnd  these  were  conlinuaUy  added  to  at  stopping  points.  It  was 
hard  moving  against  the  cui'rent.  The  boat  I'eached  .\escoiiec  Falls, 
May  '■).  1820.  These  were  considei'cd  the  nn)st  tlillicull  ra|)ids.  and  sc; 
the  commissioners  and  all  but  about  t  wenty  passengers  left  the  boat 
and  walked  along  the  shore.  As  she  stemmed  the  angry  current,  the 
thousands  of  i)ropl,_'  on  shore  clieered  and  cheered  ;  reaching  the  nud- 
dle  of  the  most  dillicult  part,  she  sceinnl  to  stop.  sl;inding  ;i  few 
moments,  then  liiriied  her  coui'sc  toward  siiore  and  striiek  a  rock,  and 
instantly  foll(.)wed  an  awful  explosion— and  de;ith  and  hori'or  followetl 
the  iiuM-iy  cheers  of  the  peoph'.  .lohn  Turlv  and  ('<'ber  Whitunish  were 
instaiilly"  killed;  William  Cami)  died  m  an  houi-  or  so;  M;ivr,ard. 
enginee'r.  lived  a  few  davs.  The  liremaii.  and  ^Vllliam  ImIc-Ii  and 
Daniel  Rose  slowly  recov'eivd  ;  Col.  I'axlon.  C.  lira bst  ami  Jeremiah 
iMiller  wei-e  severely  scalded;  ^Voodside,  Colt.  Foster.  Hurley,  IJenton, 
Jienj.  lulwards  and  Isaac  Loav  were  all  nnn'e  or  less  Avounded  and 
scalded.  William  Camp  was  'the  fathei'  of  Mrs.  Joseph  M.  Flv.  of 
Athens,    who  was  on  his    way  home  with    a  fresh  stock  of  goods! 

The  third  boat  was  the  "  [-"ioneei','"  wliich  was  abaiuloned  aftei'  an 
expei'imental  trip  on  the  western  branch  of  the  i'iver. 

In  1834.  Henry  F.  Lamb,  G.  T.  iJoIlenback  and  family  built  at 
Owego  "The  Susquehajma.''  a  strong.  well-l)ui]t  boat,  fin'tv-horse 
]iowei'.  Her  trial  trip  was  down  tiie  river  to  AVilkes-Ban-e,  reaching 
that  place  August  7,  1 8;;ri,  traveling  the  one  hundred  miles  in  eight 
hours,  and  returned  laden  with  coal.'  On  her  second  tri|)she  brok-e  her 
shaft  at  ^^anticoke  liam,  where  slie  sunk  and  was  abandoned. 

in  1849,  the  '•  Wyoming"  was  built  at  Tunkhannock,  128  feet  long, 
22  feet  beam,  stern  wheel  It)  feet,  U)  carrv  4-V  tons  of  coal.     This  was 
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a  coal  l)oat,  ami  made  trips  from  WvominL;-  valley  to  Athens  dui'i^'u 
the  years  1S49,  '50  ami  'r)!.  Tiie  arrivals  of  this  boa,t  were  known  all 
along  the  river,  and  the  people  were  wont  to  crowd  the  landings  to 
see  the  sight,  hearty  cheers  greeting  it,  as  they  ^V(Mdd  lower  their 
smoke  stacks,  and  at  Athens  land  at  the  foot  (d'  Ferry  street.  The 
cargo  generally  was  anthi'aciti'  coal,  and  in  retnrn  thi^y  carried  grain 
and  farm  i)roducts. 

The  last  steamboat  for  commercial  purposes  was  built  at  IJain- 
bridge,  oS".  Y.,  by  a  cc^mpany,  under  the  superintendence  of  Capt.  Gil- 
man  Converse,  commander  of  the  "Wyoming.""  She  was  named 
"  Enter[)rise,"'  05  feet  long,  to  cavr\'  4()  tons — completed  and  launched  in 
1851.  The  lirst  season  she  had  a  profitable  carrying  trade,  as  the  I'iver 
was  high  thi'ough  the  season:  but  in  the  fall  she  grounded  and  was 
left  on  the  di-y  shore  to  i'ot,'and  tliis  was  the  (,'nd  of  attempts  to  navi- 
gate the  Sus(]uehanna. 

J'oaJs. — The  (")ldest  gleanings  from  the  I'ecords  show  that  in  1  Tss 
the  lirst  )>etition  for  roads,  in  Hradfoi'd  countv.  weic  cii'culated  and 
signed  by  the  people.  This  was  signed  l)y  Thonuis  'W'igley,  JN'al  han 
Kingsley  and  Ambrose  Gayloi'd.  all  of  Springlield  township,  and  siin- 
])ly  notilied  the  eoui't  that  '-divei'S  I'oads  are  tiiought  to  b<'  necessai'v 
to  !)L'  hiid  out  in  ^aid  town  of  Spi-inu'field."'  The  commiLtee  of  fi'ce- 
liolders:  Justus  (iaylord,  Oliver  Dodge,  Thomas  Lewis.  Isaac  Ilan- 
ccjck  and  Gideon  Baldwin.  This  lirst  movement  was  pressed  in  the 
following  Septcndiej'  by  Isaac  Hancock,  Joseph  l^^lliutt,  dnstus  (iay- 
loi'd,  Oliver  J)(jdge,  'J'homas  Lewis,  in  another  petition  in  whicli  they 
said:  ''For  the  want  of  public  highways  tra,veliTig  through  said  town- 
ship is  attended'with  the  utmost  dilHculty;  for  remedy  -whereof,  your 
])etitioncrs  humbly  beg  the  homji'able  conn  to  a.p])oint  commissioners 
to  lay  out  and  alter  the  j'oads  in  said  town.'"  ••  ■■  And  app')int 
supei'visoi's."'  In  lTOi>,  the  comndssionei's  repoi'ted  there  were  '-three 
roads  in  the  to\vn:"'  1st.  From  tin?  eastern  pai-t  of  liie  town  to  Feu- 
nett"s  gi'istmill,  on  AVyalusing  luvek  :  2d.  I-"i'omllie  town  plot,  b(>tween 
r.aldwni  and  Kingsley's  lots!  to  Fort(U'"s  mill  eii  W'yalusiug;  od.  Starl- 
ing (Ml  the  iM\ei'  lu'ar  lU'iiueli's,  up  the  main  I'oail  to  r,en;iell"s  mill, 
slrikim;  the  W'yalusiug  at  F(irtiu''s  sa\\iuill.  .\n  altempl  (o  open  a 
road  ahmg  the  river  had  l)een  made  Ixd'oi'e'  this,  but  w;is  a  failure. 

In  IT.'^^lk  a  petitioi'  was  preseiite'd  for  a  I'oad  fi'()m  Slieslie(juin  to 
Tioga  Foint  (Athens).  They  stated  that  they  had  IriiMl  in  vain  to 
make  a  roail  (jver  this  line,  but  that  the  passage  at  Lreakneck  was  dif- 
liciilt  and  dangei'ous;  they  luid,  at  great  e.\'peus(;,  they  say.  opened  a. 
tolerable  I'oad  fr(nn  AVysox  to  Tioga  Foint,  ami  asked  the  court  to  declare 
the  same  a.  public  highway.  The  commissiomu's  made  this  recom- 
mendation in  170-1-,  and  at  this  time  a  road  was  ordei'ed  fi'om  Flstei"  to 
Athens,  in  Xovember,  1T9-L  a  I'oad  was  survey<'d  from  Wyalusing 
P^alls  to  Tioga  (Athens),  ])assing  To\vanda,  or  Jacob  llowuian's  tavern, 
and  crossing  the  Tioga  river  o])posite  Ilollenback's  store.  About  this 
time  roads  were  laid  out  from  Athens  to  the  State  hue  ;  from  "Wyso.x 
creek  U)  Athens;  also  n|)  the  river  to  Jjenjamin  Ackley's  blacksmith 
shop  ;  to  Jacob  Camp's  house  :  u])  the  creek  to  Isaac  Bronsou's,  neai-  the 
forks  of  the  creek:  in  1795,  one  up  the  Towamla  creek',  and  in  179>S, 
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one  up  tlic  Sugar  creek  ;  in  17'JO,  one  to  slait  at  Col.  Elislia  Satterlee's, 
at  Athens,  easterly'  over  the  higli-lands  to  tlie  forks  of  the  Wyalusing. 
It  is  easv  to  say  these  important  roads  were  authorized,  but  'it  was  a 
more  sei'ious  matter  to  open  them  and  make  them  real  highways.  In 
most  cases  it  was  years  Ijefore  passable  roads  wore  made  over  those 
routes. 

■  The  ''Okl  Stage  Koad  "  was  a  State  enterprise— a  system  of  internal 
improvements,  tliat  in  the  early  times  were  reallv  of  impoi-tance  in 
settling  and  advancing  the  country.  In  ITSO,  the  State  snrveved  a 
roiul  from  Wilkes-P-arre.  following  the  river  to  Athens.  The  Stiile  did 
but  little  more  than  make  the  survey,  yd  it  eventuallv  liecanii'  the 
stage  line. 

The  -Slate  P.oad  "  passed  ihiTjugh  the  qonnty  iVom  northeast  to 
southwest,  it  was  provitFed  for  by  the  Legislatiire  in  ISO";  Ilenrv 
Donnell  and  George  Haines,  commissionei'S.  As  provided  for,  'it 
passes  through  ]*ilce  and  AVysox  townships,  ci'ossiug  the  riv'>r  at 
Towanda,  folhnving  u])  Sugar  ereek  to  East  Troy,  and  on  to  C'ovMigton, 
in  Tioga  county. 

In1S'2l  Zei)lian  Flower  and  \V.  ]).  Daron  were  appointed  t.>  lav 
out  a  )'oad  tVom  Athens,  running  westerly.  They  rejioit,  '■  beginning  one 
mile  l)elow  Athens,  on  the  State  road, 'crossing  the  nortbwH'st  0;?!!  of 
Smithfield,  thi-ougli  Spi'ingfield  and  Colunilna  t<'wnsni|)s  to '  Tioga 
county  line — a  distanci^  of  twent\--tlii'ee  miles." 

In  1 ,820  a  road  was  laid  out  from  Tow.andu  to  I'mnsboro.  Com- 
mtssioiiers^:  W.  r.rindlr,,  Kdward  J.  KIdcr.

established  a  i)Ost  lo  1  lartfoi'.l.  to  go  once  a  fortnight  and  bring  on 
the  ])apei's.  I'rince  liryant  was  a  pcrst-rider  on  this  )-'oute  nine  months. 
More  than  Jifty  subscribers  renuun  to  the  papei'.  which  evidently  mn.st 
have  been  more  numerous,  as  it  is  torn  in  the  center.  The  sums  uiven 
varietl  from  one  to  two  dollars  each.  In  the  list  of  names  ai'e  Elijah 
Shoemaker,  Elias  Church,  (i(.M,ro-e  Darra.nce,  .Xathau  Kingslev,  Elisha 
Plackman,   Nathan    Deniuson.

There  are  more  ]iost  ailices  to-dav  in  JJradlurd  counrv  tliaii  there 
were  anntially  lett..'rs  when  the  cotintv  \v;is  formed,  aixi  for  the  two 
men,  who  footed  it  from  Wilkes-Dafre*  to  Painted  Post,  cttrrvino;  the 
niails  ;it  one  time,  there  are  nowiinuiv  hundreds  of  cm phoyes connected 
with  ih.'  postal  service  ill  tlie  eouiUy'.  Thus  the  growth  of  pf)piilat.ioii 
was  great,  from  a  wihlerness  lo.ii<-arly  no.OoO  people,  vet  the  use  tind 
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(listril)iitiuii  of  reading  iiuitler  has  gi'own  in  a  most  wondcjrful  ratio, 
(luring  tlie  centui-y.  Soini;thing  of  the  nieasui'e  of  tlic  growth  and 
s))i'ead  of  civilization  may  be  accurately  seen  in  the  jiosLa-l  department 
— a  much  better  measurement,  it  would  seem,  than  that  of  the  ])hilos- 
ophei'  Avho  wouhl  gauge  it  by  the  amount  of  soap  tiie  people  used. 

('(Uhil. —  In  1S2S,  the  people  of  Bradford  county,  seeing  the  great 
success  of  tlie  movement  in  New  York  to  construct  the  Erie  Canal, 
and  anticipating  the  immeasurable  advantages  of  such  facilities  to 
commerce,  began  to  agitate  the  siiljject  of  a  north  and  south  canal, 
following  the  Suscjuelianna  river,  and  connecting  this  portion  of  the 
State  witli  tlie  niUsidc  commercial  world.  Meetings  were  held,  and 
pul)lic  stMitiiiicnt  was  rapidly  instructed,  and  in  ls;'.o  the  entii'c  I'oiite 
was  surve\'(Ml  b\'  ^Ir.  Randall,  chief  engineer.  And  now  the  |)eople 
believed  that  soon  would  be  made  amends  for  the  terrilde  failures  to 
navigate  the  rivei'  by  steamboats.  The  State  was  invoked  and  gave  aid. 
but  sparinglv.  'The  work  \v;is  coinmenci'd  in  I'.radfni'd  countw  in  ISMti, 
with  a  general  huri'ah  all  along  tln^  line:  contractors  ami  laborers 
swai'Uied  along  the  I'iver.  and.  aftei'  long  waitings,  now  was  coming  a 
ra]nd  coinpleti«~)ii.  Hut  in  tiie  course  of  the  veai'  fumls  weri'  cxhausttMl. 
and  the  works  were  doomed  to  lir  idle  a  while,  and  from  1S41  to  lS4it 
Work  was  suspended  for  tin'  waul  of  funds.  Another  general  rally 
folloW(/d,  and  opei'ations  wei'e  resumed.  tlii'U  were  again  suspended  ami 
again  I'esnmed.  and  linally  t  li<MvorIc  was  eomiiletcd,  and  it  went  into 
opei'aliou  in  l"-."i-l-.  An  era  in  lliis  pai't  of  the  Slate.  Compai'ed 
to  nur  present  facilities,  it  was  a  winMclied  )iiaki'-sl:i  ft.  but,  in  its 
liuH.'  it  was  gloi'ioiis.  When  the  cana.l  was  commenced  a  raJli'oa<l 
was  only  a  dreaiu  in  tlie  progress  of  ci\-ili/.at  ion,  bin  when  it  was 
e(jmpl('l(Mj.  s(j  swiftl\-  have  We  luoved  upon  I'"ullon"s  ui'eat  inveiitioti. 
that  it  was  al  the'dawn  of  an  era  of  radn.ad  buildiug  t liroii-iiout  the 
eoniitrv.  l']ven  in  the  new,  \\\\y\  AVest.  llaw  wei'e  tiieii  actually  btuld- 
ina' some  of  the  sections  that  ha  ve  siiU'c  ix'come  int(>ura!  jiaitsof  some 
of  the- great(>sl  railroads  in  the  world.  Tliegivat  I  ll.iiiois  Centra  1  Rail- 
road was  in  the  rapid  process  of  building  when  the  ,,1(1  canal  was 
opened  Im1'  business.  These  mai'vels  weiv  rapidly  educal  iiig  tin-  ] People 
the  packet  canal-boats  cairicd  ihe  newspapers  that  told  of  the 
moveineiits  elsewheie.  ami  the  .National  songs  were  lit  lie  else  than  of 
the  c'lories  of  iIk;  "  a^■e  of  lire  and  steam. ""  and  Kate  was  folding  its  arms 
about  the  North  Rranch  Canal.  The  work  on  the  canal  had'  not,  been 
done  in  the  best  manner;  from  one  end  to  the  other  it  was  lr>ak\' : 
viaducts.  end)aukments  and  reservoirs  soon,  began,  saally,  to  need  expen- 
sive repairs,  and  these  called  b)r  immense  outlays,  and  the  tolls  were 
not  sulliciently  encouraging  to  justify  t  hem.  It  had  been  opei'ated 
on!\-  f<iiir  \'ears  I  1  S.^es),  then  jiublic  seiuiiuent  had  uiideig'one  such  a 
ehauL;!'  as  to  aiithoi'ize  the  sale  of  the  camd.  the  lirst  nnmient  when  a 
sale  would  promise  them'a  railroad    to  be  built  aloni;'  its  towinith. 

A  pet  scheme  of  Philadelphia's  creat  linancier.  Nicholas  Biddle, 
was  to' connect  Pliiladeluhia  and  tlu'lalces  bv  a  lin<'  of  railwav.  In 
1S.^>S  the  Legislature  passed  an  ad  aiilhori/.in--  the  sale  of  the  'jN'orth 
llranch  Canal  to  the  Sunl)ury  .V  Krie  Railr(ia<l  Company,  which  sale 
was  at  once  ellected,  tlie  consJdei'al  ion  beincs;;,5ii(),(Mi().     This  was  the 


iru'i'iition  of  that  State  pi'olilem  tliat  in  time  assiuiiod  poitent  us 
])i'o[)oi'ti()iis,  and  came  to  be  known  as  liic  "  tona<j,'e  tax  "  law.  Tiiat 
was  Jinally  i'ei)ealeil  when  J-'eiinsvlvaiiia's  ^reat  raili'oadcr.  T(jm  Scott, 
had  sncceedetl  to  the  place  of  Nichohis  IJiddle,  l>oth  as  a  iinanciei'  iiiul 
as  a  raih"o;ul  operator. 

The  c-inal  from  Wilkes-Eavre  to  t]ie  State  line  Inid  been  contracted 
to  l)e  built  by  A\'elles,  Mercur  and  llollenbach  of  this  county,  and  other 
parties  of  Luzei'iie  county. 

Tlie  Pennsylvania  A:  Xew  York  liailrond  (.V-  Canal  Companv  was 
formed,  and  ])Lirchased  the  canal  ;  they  were  little  else  tha,n  successors 
to  the  Canal  Company.  Their  purchase  expressly  permitted  the 
buildini;-  of  a,  railr(_)a(l  on  the  tow  path,  and  putting  a  new  path  on  the 
brim  side  of  the  caiud,  and  this  was  tlie  end  of  thecaiuil  to  all  practical 
intents. 

Tlui  North  IJi'auch  Canal  had  attracted  attention,  and  was  a  subject 
ofgavat  interest  to  the  State:  and,  from  lirst  to  last,  in  its  vicissit  udes  it 
last<.'d  forty  years.  (;r  ntnii'ly  so— though  its  actual  usefid  life  was  V'_'rv 
l)rief.  Its  defects  in  construction  were  a[)pareiit  to  i  he  lii'st  trip  Ixjats 
ever  mad(M)vei'  its  watei's.  In  lsT2  an  act  \\as  ]iasscd  allowing  its 
abandonment  by  tin,' company,  and  now  only  tiie  dimmest  ti'a.ces  of 
whei'c  it  once  was  can  be  pointed  out  bv  the  old  i  esid<-nis  <_)vei'  the  few 
spots  whei-e  a  vestige  is  to  be  seem. 

When  the  North  I'-raiich  Canal  was  building,  it  was  si'eii  that 
some  way  should  be  pi'ovided  to  connect  it  with  the  canals  of  .New 
York,  and  this  would  i'e(|uii'e  sixteen  milc-s  consnucted  in  that  State. 
Tlie  Junction  Canal  (yom|)any  was  fornuMl.  and  of  ihis  compaiu-  ^vere 
Lap(jrte  ami  i\Iason.  of  this  county.  The  othei's  weie  fi'(jni  AVilkes- 
r.arre  and  Xew  Yoi'lc.  The  canal  was  buill,  and  went  down  \vith  the 
Xoi'th  Ib'anch  Canal. 

Iid/Irntid. —  In  ISr.S  a  company  was  foianed.  as  above  stated,  and 
purchased  the'  canal  from  AVilkes-J  !arre  to  the  State  lim>;  the  i)urchase 
was  madi,'  and  soon  the  company  realized  that  as  a  canal  it  would 
uevei'  be  snccessfid.  In  the  face  <,>f  iinuimeralile  oiistacles  ih.ev 
delermiiu'd  locoUNcrl  it  inl<i  a  radroad,  and  llie  old  canal  compaiu' 
was  succeeded  bv  the  I'ennsv  1  vania  A-  New  \ ,^v\<  Kadi'oad  A  Can;il 
Company,  now  the  Lehigh  N'alley  Kadi'oad. 

The  Vaili'c^ad  was  sui'veyed  in  the  summer  of  Isra;.  and  the  road 
biiilditiL;  from  AVilkesTJari'c  up  the  river  was  conipK'ted.  a  ml  a  train  was 
run  to  'J'owanda,  .Xovember  L't;.  Pm;t,  and  theroatl  opened  from  A\'ilkes- 
iJarre  to  AVa\-erlv.  Septeml.>er  L^o,  isc'.t  tlins  lillinu-  in  a  conn(_'<-tini;' 
link  from  the  Lehigh  \'aliey  IJailr-Kid  at  AVilkes-l'.arre  lo  a  connection 
with  the  Erie  roatl  at  AVavei'lv.  In  fact  it  was  Initaii  extension  of  the, 
Lehiuh  \\allev  from  Wilkes-Laiav  to  Waverlv.

— In  1 8(15.  in  consequence  of 
the  discovei'v  of  viiluable  dial  deposits  in  Sullivan  county,  a  I'uilroad 
was  built  JVoui  Towanda  to  the  coal  iiekis  of  Lo|ie/..  a  distatice  of 
twenty-eiuht  iinies.  TIk^  road  runs  ovei'  the  liai'clav  ro;id  track  to 
Monroeton.      It  \\us  (ipened  foi'  business  in  ISH. 

>^ni(lJicni  ('riilrdl  JJiiilroiuJ.—K  i)art  of  the  Lehigh  systi.MU  that 
branches  at  Sayre  and  runs  to  Auburn.  X.  V. 

(r.  /.  find  A'.— Tlie  Geneva,  Ithaca  ^'  Sayre,  l)uilt  by  the  Lehigh, 
com;nenc(.'s  at  Sa\'re,  and  lains  to  (Jeneva. 

The  Leliigii  \'alley  Kailroadis  building  from  (ieneva  to  llullalo, 
and  they  expect  to  iia\'e^  I  he  work'  completed  this  yeai'  (ISHl)-  This 
will  give  them  tln.Mr  own  'trade  to  their  Western  connections,  aiitl  I'elieve 
them  of  using,  as  now.  the  I-lrie  trat-k  from  A^averly. 

The  Lehigh  is  at  this  time  building  many  other  bi'anehes  and  con- 
necting litdv's,  ('xtending  rapidly  in  new  teri'itoi'\-  in  i.'veiv  dii'eclioii. 
and  is  already  one  of  the' great  railroad  systems  of  tJie  woi'ld.  Rich 
and  powerful,  with  a,  keen  vy^i  to  advantages,  as  well  as  to  inviting  ter- 
ritory. 'J'he  main  line  is  now  doidile  traciced  its  entiri>  length,  and  the 
vast  trains  constantly  Hying  each  wwy  liegin  to  point  ali'eady  to  the 
necessitv  of  Vet  aunthi-r  ti'ack'  to  acci>mni(idate  the  evei'  increa,sing 
trallic  and  transportation  over  the  line. 

.Vi.rllnrn  Cnlral  R,nlrn,nl.  This  was  the  lirsl  I'aili'oad  budt  in 
Li'adf(jrd  county.  It  runs  from  Williainsi)()rt  to  1^1  mi ra.  ihroiiuh  the 
western  pai't  of  the  county.  Canton  and  Troy  ai'e  the  chief  towns  on 
th(^  line  in  this  county.  This  is  a  singie-track  I'oad,  but  is  well  con- 
striu'ted  and  operated"  libei'ally.  and  is  the  coin-enient  outlet  t'j  all  the 
westejai  i)art  of  the  enunty  to'ihe  outside  woi'ld. 

The  topography  <if  the  cnuntv— New  ^'ork  on  the  north,  and  the 
lower  Si!s(piehanna.  Philadelphia'  and  I'.altimore  on  the  south~i)oiuti'd 
oiil  this  l(.)cality  as  a  natural  high wa  \'. reaching  and  conneeting  t  he  I  wo 
rich  sections.  In  the  latter  p,!i1  of  the  last  century,  the  kee!re\'ed 
pioneers  found  a  slreaiu  lieadiiiL;-  near  (aiiloii,  ;  liai  I'an  a  due 
curse  to  Williamsp,nl.  and  !  iiev  wanted  tolradeat  the  laitei' place,  and 

s 1  a  path  was  woiai.  to  be  foiluwed  by  a    rough    wagmi    track.      The 

Sla.t(!  saw  the  importance  nf  t  his  Ihli'Ii  wa\'  and  aided  in  t  he  const  ruct  ion 
of  a  road,  and  the  woi'k  had  proceeded  north  as  far  as  Canton  m  Imi.-,. 
and  was  soon  piisln.'il  on  to  Ti'oy,  and  thence  to  hllmira.  At  that  day 
this  was  t  h(!  most   important   im)ii'oveiuent    in    the   county. 

The  I'ailrrvid  id(\i  grtnv  out  of  this  State  I'oad.  and  (.me  of  tin.'  lirst 
roads  built  in  this  part  of  t  he  Stale  is  now  tlu'  Northern  Central.  It 
taps  a  rich  I'egioti  of  country  all  along  its  line,  and  between  the  north 
and  the  south  in  the  State,  and  the  (.-ast  and  west  of  the  L'nion.is  one  of 
oui'  ureut  trunk  lines.

7'Iie  Wiir  (f  /.s7..'came  simidtanecnisly  with  the  civil  organization  of 
Ijradford  cniiiit\-.  and  neai'lv  witli  the  establishment  of  the  first  news- 
])aper  in  ilu'couiity— the  fliunlfoi'd  Gazdie.  The  good  people  of  the 
county  wei'c  nut,  it  seems,  veiy  deeply  interested  in  thtit  Avar.  Tiie  Xew 
Englandei's,  so  far  as  there  was  opposition  to  the  War  of  IS] 2.  led  the 
opi)osition.  and  as  the  people  (jf  J^radford  C(junty  were  mostlv  from 
Ihal  section,  this  no  d(jui>t  liad  its  inlluence.  The  first  di'aft  for 
S(_ildicrs  evei' enfoi'ced  hei-e  was  in  the' year  181.").  Sevei-al  men  were 
drafted  from  "Wyalusing.  Wysox  and  Canton  mostly,  l)nt  these  got 
hut  little  further  on  the'way  to  the  war  than  the  i)lace  of  I'cnde/Vfms, 
when  the  treaty  of  ])eaco  released  them,  and  thev  I'eturned  hom(\ 
Lookin:^-  ovtu'  the  old  liles  of  the  Bradford  (iazdte  of  that  time  ther(> 
is  no  other  mention  of  that  war.  except  the  expedition  of  IJai'i'ison  to 
the  laki^s.  ami  the  naval  battles  fought  on  the  ocean  and.  on  the  lakes. 

Me.rlain  War. — Ko  oi'ganized  force  went  from  Bradford  count v  to 
this  war.  A  U-w  individuals  may  have  enlisted  at  other  ]X)ints.  Th(> 
excitement  caused  hy  this  struggle  extended  to  this  part  of  the 
countiy  in  a,  Ireble  way,  and  the  I'ecruiling  ollicers  tlid  not  open  an 
ollice  m  Bradford  county.  There  was  an  old  i\[exican  soldici',  how- 
e\-(,'r.  who  was  several  years  a  nuMuber  of  the  State  Senate,  and  every 
session  he  produced  his  measure  foi'  the  State  to  do  something  for 
these  old  veterans  whose  long  marches  m  the  cactus  country.'' and 
whose  puissant  arms  on  the  bloody  held  had  won  so  vast  a  territoiial 
em|)ire  from  llie  (ii'easers  and  gave  it  to  the  Uni<,m.  He  never  could 
get  much  aite'ution  to  his  bill  —  it  was  I'cgularly  "hung  up"  in  the 
committee.  Tiiere  were  n(_>  votes  behind  it  on  ejection  day,*  and  this 
weakness  the  thiifty  politicians  toolc  advantag(-  of-  -  how  iixed  is  the 
fact  that,  kissiiii;-  goes  In'  favors. 

Thr  Cird  Il'V/'.— Tile  lirst  gun  was  (ired  April  li'.  IsOI;  the  last, 
.\pril  ;>,  iSt;:.  ;  fou!' years.  !c,ss  three  days,  from  the  rising  of  the  cui'- 
taiu  on  this  bloodiest  ti'agedy  in  the  tide  o'i  time  and  tlie  rin^iu^-  it 
down  and  putting  out  the  lights,  and  ilismissiiig  to  their  homes'the 
two  million  sun-bui'ned  arul  Itattle  scarred  vetei'an  actors.  The  "  bovs  " 
J'rom  the  North  had  fattened  many  and  many  a.  new-made  Soutliern 
gi'av(.'yai'd.  Never  wei'c  sucii  angiy^  human  passions  stirred,  never  was 
such  a  mad  I'usli  made  into  the  very  jaws  of  death.  Exactly  what  it 
was  all  about  depeiuls  upon  whom  you  ask  the  (]uestion.  A  noted 
man  wrote  a  bo(;k  entitled  -  I'he  Great  Conspiracy,"  that  would  seem 
to  hold  to  the  id(ni  that  Ameiican  slavery  and  British  free  ti'ade  had 
joined  liands  to  destroy .1  he  Ciii(jn,and  drive  home  the  entering  v.-edge. 
(Jthei's  say  it  was  to  abolish  slavery;  ami  still  others  say  it  was  a 
struggle  for  snpi'(Mnacy  between  the  sections,  a  ([uarrej  that  had  to 
come,  J'ate;  and  "if  it  WL^n^.  done  when  "tis  (.lone,  then  it  wei'e  well  it 
were  done  quickly,"  etc.,  etc.  This  one  thing,  it  seems,  is  tolerably 
well  agreed  upon  among  the  Union  soldiers:  They  went  to  war,  after  the 
dance  of  death   had  opened.- to  save  tlie  Union,  to  suppress  I'ebellion 
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and  maintain  the  siipi-eniacy  ol'  gnveiMinioiit.  That  innch  is  clear,  hut 
in  this  there  is  ni)thin<,f  for  the  liistoi'iaii  to  jail  iiis  hngci'  on  as  to  ihe 
causes  that  ultimately  led  up  to  actual  hostihties.  The  histoiMan.  or 
rather  pi-escnt  chroniclei'S,  must  em])hjy  themselves  siii\]ily  aiihtii:-  pos- 
terity in  hunting  out  the  remote  causes,  and  by  giithci'mj;-  and  system- 
atizing'such  facts  as  al)out  which  tliere  can  l)e  no  great  dilferences  of 
opinion. 

Jiradford  county  responded  [iromptlv  and  hravely  to  every  call  of 
the   country  during    that    long   and    terrible  struggle.     The  merchant 
and  ch'rk  jumped  over  the  counters,  the  mechanics  left  the  bench,  the 
ph)\vs  were  standing  in  the  fun'ows,  tiie  hiwye-rs  laid  aside  their  briefs 
and  the  physicians  nici'cifully  turned  over  tlieii'  patients  to  "yarb"  tea 
and  the  giioil  old  u)otherly  n'ui'S(,'s;    Hags  iluttered    in   the  breezes  and 
the    shi'iFl    life    :ind    rattlinj^  siuire-drnm    vexed    tlie  aii'.   and  ])ale  and 
earnest  men    nuide  war   speeches.   i\m\    the   little   erstwhile  cloud,   no 
larger   than    your   hand,   suddenly    lowered    fr.im    the  whole  heavens ; 
grim-visMged    wai'    was    afoot  ;     the  heavy  tread    of    arnnes  began   to 
freight   the  wintis,  and  the   bugle  chai'ge  but  preceded  the  clash  of  the 
embattled  hosts,  and  the  Civil  Wai'  was  a  terrible  reality,  and  huhncd 
the  air  with  deatli  and  made  it  n'd.ilent  of  decay.     As  l;imily  (juari-cls 
;ire  worse  than  all  other  numnn'  of  disputes,  so  is  a  civil  war  the  most 
horril'le   of  all  mann(^r  of    niililary  strife-.      The    peo|)le    of    J!i';idfoid 
county  for  the  lir.-t  time  in    tlie'  hist(ji-y   of    tins    seclK^n    wo-e    solidly 
unite<l  on  tiir  subjccL— that  is.   lighting   it  out   to   tin-    fritter   end-^-no 
l)eaee  but  that  of'a  restored  Unio)!.     The   gnus  that   were    iired    upon 
Foi't   Sumter    were   not   ordy  heai'd    around    the   woi'ld,  Iml    theii'  dull 
echoes  are  I'everberating  yet',  and  elfects  will  cerraiidy  m.t  wh(jlly  pass 
away  in  the  next  hundred  years.      It  was  a  sad  d;iv  for  the  institiitiiuis

eonie:  captured  tlieir  horse,  foot  and  drago()nsJ)v  principalities,  bv 
empires  ami  by  nations.  I  Icnow  of  notliino'  else,  of  all  else,  but  tlia't 
compareil  in  sin  to  this  divinity-of-ruler's  idea  but  that  is  as  the  yrain 
of  sand  to  tJie  mountain  ran^'e.  Usurpers  usurping'  evei'vthini;-  ifnder 
such  plausible  pretexts  us  promoting  tlie  ])ublic  good.  '  The'' foulest 
(h'si,i4iis  that  were,  ever  invented  against  the  most  sacred  rights  of 
mankind  here  come  clothed  m  fairest  face  and  winninu'  smiles,  and  the 
(hjvil  surely  hyi)noti/.ed  nieirs  very  blood  when  he  filled  them  with 
laiih  in  the  ••  divimr'  ruler,  and  that,  the  sweet  and  i)itifiil  heaven 
would  be  de((|)ly  M-rieved  to  see  that  idea  gil.ibet.-d  hiij-her  than  was 
llaainan— the  awful  dc'lusion  extii'pated  from  men's'  hearts.  And 
these  monsters,  measureh.'ss  criminals  against  (iod  and  man  alike,  build 
churches  and  sehooldi.aises,  and  poor  men  crawl  in  their  presme'e  and 
woi'ship  them  — powder  food,  slaves— soul  and  bodv.  [[  mankind  was 
nuule  for  no  higher  purpost;  than  to  set  up  these  fetich-i;-overnments  : 
to  be  governed  iiy  either  an  organized  banditti  or  a  miserable  insane. 
diseased  king,  and  to  slave  and  siilfei'  and  jierish,  that  the  I'otten 
dynasty  might  live,  then  surely  life  is  om.'  sLu|)endous  failure.  .Much 
of  tli(!  curr<'nt  history  of  nations  is  merel\-  elaborated  wa,r  i-ec(jrds.  and 
conse(piently  columns  and  wlio'r  .  i-vs  of  modern  imHropolitaii  news- 
pai)ei\s  are  detailed  accounts  of  li.r  dniugs  of  the  ])ri/,e-rinu-  bullies— 
those  giants  with  lists  like  mauls  and  heads  lilce  tea,  cu])s.  ''J'his  trend 
of  the  public  mind  is  the  omnipotent  educator  of  a  ma  joi'itv  of  the 
average  boys  of  the  land,  and  when  among  grown  men  one  of  these 
twodeggeil  brutes  on  exhibition  can  di'aw  houses  worth  dollars,  to 
where.  ])ei'ha[»s,  the  linest  intellect  in  the  woi'ld  would  get  pennies,  it 
is  enough  to  discourage  the  heroes  who  Iniild  U[)  and  exteiid  civilization. 
Th(!^  lirst  regular  battle  in  the  Civil  War  was  Bull  linn,  and  here 
wei'e  I'.raiU'ord  county  men.  and  from  there  to  Ajipomattox.  in  the 
Army  of  the  Kast.  and  in  nuiny  of  the  Western  bailies  also,  th-y  were 
prcsenl.  Nearly  every  lown,^hip  in  the  county,  not  oiilv  called  war 
meetings,  bm  (>r^';iiii/.ed  soeiriies  for  seen I'im^-  recruits;  e(immissionei's 
and  hoards  (d' every  municipality,  and  the  C(iunt  v  at  larL;-e,  weii^  votini;' 
money,  both  as  bounties  and  as  assistance  to  failiilies.  The  lirst  shock 
of  war  paralyzed  business  evervwheiv.  but  such  was  the  activity  in 
ivcriiiting  and  supplying  tin'  ra])i(lly  bu'iiiing  .scpiadrons.  that,  soon, 
never  before  was  more  general  business  activity.  In  honor  of  Ameri- 
cans, it  should  nevei'  be  forgotten  that  we  lia,d  all  preiiarations  for  war,  in 
the  way  of  I'aisingaud  arming  men,  to  make  after  actual  hostilities  had 
l»egun.  Another  thing,  and  a  f'lr  nobler  compliment  to  American  advance 
in^  the  highei-  walks  of  tji. night,  is  that  our  war  was  long,  and  millions 
of  men  \\\^rc.  in  line;  yet,  compared  to  the  marvelous  iiiilitarv  genius 
of  a  \'on  Moltke,  we  had  but  most  feeble  ideas  of  quick  and  ti'iunii)hant 
war.  Von  iMoltke  was  the  mere  adjutant  of  Gei'inanv,  and  he  j.daved 
the  game  of  war  with  the  ])recision  of  fate.  Our  li'eld  commandei's 
were,  no  doubt,  the  equals,  perhaps  the  superiors. of  any  modern  people; 
but  this  is  not  the  science  of. war,  it  was  hardly  more'than  a  pi'olonged 


life-and-cleath-slnii^'g-le,  where  the  deciding  factor  was  a,  mere  question 
of  niniibers.  When  Germany  overran  and  eonquei'ed  France,  twenty 
years  ago,  besieged  and  captui'etl  their  beautiful  capital,  ;ind  levied  on 
the  conquered  billions  ol'  ti'ibute  money  to  carry  back  to  P-ei'lin,  tiien  it 
was  that  the  volcanic  Fi'eneli  ajipeared  in  tlioir  best  form.  l-'iMiire, 
hardly  stop])ing  to  look  around  on  her  desolation,  liie  splendid  iniins 
on  exevy  hand,  when  she  set  al^out  rebuilding  liei'  in;igni(icent  cities, 
hei' vine-clad,  sunny  houses,  and  in  the  walks  of  peace,  was  soon  fai-  in 
advance  of  her  recent  ctmqueror.  The  South  was  oveii'uii.  devastated, 
and  conquered,  and  the  terms  of  sui'render  were  li:ii(lly  dry  on  the 
pa[>er  wlien  the  soldier  became  a  civilian,  and  fi'om  that" hour  to  this. 
the  '"New  South"  is  a  marvel  even  in  this  marvelous  iaiKl.  The  haughty 
]^ormans  overran  England,  concjuered  it,  confiscated  its  entire  [)id)n"c 
and  ])i'i\'ate  proi)erty,  and  m*ade  slaves  of  the  concpiercd.  The  Noi-mans 
are  but  an  insignificant  line  in  history,  while  their  once  slaves  Iiave 
pushed  their  all-conquering  civilization  around  the  entire  globe.  Tiiere 
are  lessons  in  history  that  men  should  learn  ■'  by  heart.''  The  leai'iiing 
of  those  lessons  will  teach  men  to  think,  rellec;t  and  mak-e  «if  ihcm  iv;i- 
.soning  beings.  Such  men  only  will  advance,  n(jt  only  themselves,  but 
their  Itrothers.  In  a  certain  stage  of  develojjnu'nt.  emerging  frtmi 
naked  barbin'ians.  w;ir  is  no  douijt  a  <leveloper.  ;is  lluckh;  pretty'cleai'h' 
shows  ti)at  the  invention  of  gunpowder  was  an  activ'e  and  powi-rfid 
civilizer. 

Following  immediately  on  the  firing  (Ui  Foi't  Sumter  came  the 
President's  call  for  7r),0()0  volunteers  to  [lut  down  the  Kcl)ellion.  Au\ 
man  was  a  hei'o  then,  tliat  would  go  beating,  up  and  down  sti-eet.  the 
drum,  and  calling  for  recruits  to  his  com|i;in\'.  Where  there  wei'c  so 
many  volunteering  in  hot  haste,  so  many  :is  to  so(jn  fill  the  call  of  ilic 
Presitlent,  and  thousands  were  turned 'a\vay.  dis;ip])ointed,  it  would 
seem  foolish  to  tiy  to  name  the  (irst  mail  to  volunteer  IVom  Bradford 
county.  There  is  some  sti'ong  evidence  that  Capt.  Bi'adbury.  now  of 
Athens,  was  about  the  lirst  to  respond  to  his  countjw's  call.  The 
average  nuin  was  stunned  bir  a  little  whih^  with  the  call  to  anus:  iir 
duln't  exact  ]\-  kimw  how  to  go  about  the  tiist  ^tep  in  joiuiuu'  I  lie  anny  : 
tJiiM'c  was  iu>thiug  m  sight    to   ••join.'" 

During  the  foui' years  of  war  lliei'e  were  forty  companies — neaiK' 
all  full  ciimpanies.  went  fi'om  this  county- — these  wei-i'  s<piadi'oiis  that 
joined  New  York  commands.  Over  4,fi(iM  men  from  niu'  county, 
and  that  a  county  of  farmei's:  tujt  a  city  within  its  bdrders.  Tlie; 
whole  number  of  men  eidisted  in  the  Union  A  iMuy.  not  iuciudiug  Slate 
militia,  and  men  enlisted  for  special  cnieigeiicies,  -J J <'<('>. '>'>'■)  men; 
killed  or  died  of  wounds,  96,087:  died.  lS-J-,;!;;i  ;  total  who  died.  I'so.- 
418.  What  a  countless  army  with  banners!  The  "boys"  went  out 
fi'om  friends  ami  home  to  Wiii-,  to  the  long  marches  and  snmmei'*s  heat 
and  dust,  and  winter's  st(jrm  and  biting  cold  ;  to  the  muddy  trenches, 
the  bivoiiack,  the  iierce  chaiges  and  the  headlong  in.'ti'eats,  tlie  cro^s 
and  clash  of  bayonets,  sickening  wouiulsand  tlie  lujisome  hospitals,  to 
disease  and  deathly  home-sick'm_'Ss.  to  exposures  that  sai)])ed  tlu^ 
strongest  constitutions,  to  des|)air  and  death.      I-'our  yrai's,  less  three

Neai'ly  tlii'ce  millidiisol'  mcii  wtMit  out  with  iIk-  chcei'  of  the  multi- 
tude, the' hlare  of  l)ii-los.  the  tattle  of  the  drums  and  the  mactial 
music  of  the  life,  full  (d'  youu^-.  lusty  life,  and  health,  and  hojie  and 
boundless  nndjiti(jn.  Aeatly  4(10,000' pei'lshed— seven  times  the  entire 
population  of  one  of  our  States.  At  last,  "  stack  arms!"'  '•home!" 
and  the  common  soldier  retniaied  foot-sore,  weaiy.  coveted  with  dust 
and  grime  ;  toiling  along  the  hot  road,  he  approaches  his  return  journey's 
end,  his  heavy  load  is  laid  away,  and  his  army  shoes  are  pidled  off. 
and  hi'  asks  after  his  neighlioi's.  and  tells  the  i;a"thering  acquaintances 
of  the  "hovs"  that  will  m-vr  come  back. 

Amoiig  the  eiiunent  sons  of  llradfoi'd  who  lai<l  tlown  theii'  lives 
in  the  lini' of  duty— names  not  born  to  die — may  be  mentitnied  those 
of  Waikins,  Spalding,  ('nip.  SturiN^/k.  Ingl'iam.  (iuyer.  Swart, 
K'ellogg.  llemans.  Tears.  (Jase,  and  thei'e  are  lii'indix>ds  of  (')tliei's.  whose 
inemoi'ial  tablets  are  in  the  many  different  cemeteries  of  the  county, 
while  many  others  slee[)  in  unknown  Southei-n  graves. 

The  Govei'iior  of  Pennsylvania  promptly  convened  tlie  Legislature 
on  the  Apul  call  for  troops,  a.nd  ;^^ay  Ifi.'  ISCl.  an  act  was  passed 
I'l'ipui-ing  the  (4overnor  (Turtin)  to  oi'gain/e  a  militar\-  coi'ps.  to  bi' 
called  the  "Ilural  \'olunteei'  Corps  of  the  Commonwealth,"'  to  be  t'oni- 
posed  of  thirteen  I'eginu'Uts  of  infantry,  one  regiment  ol  cavali'X'  and 
one  of  light  ai-tillery.  to  be  ddisted'  foi'  thn'e  years.  These '  wei'c 
apportioned  among  the  counties,  and  tlie  raid<s  sotm  lilled.  'J'hree 
nioi'e  companies  than  the  county  was  allotted,  had.  in  their  eagerness 
to  uo,  organized  ami  started  for  Jfar)-is!,)Uig.  and  actmdly  got  as  far 
as  Troy,  \vhen  they  had  to  stop,  as  the  (pa)ta  was  full,  a'nd  no  moi-e 
could  be  I'eceived. 

July  21,  ISGl,  occuri'ed  the  first  light  at  Hull  Run.  and  the  result 
of  that  liattle  was  for  a  moment  to  send  disnuw  tlii'oUL;h  the  North. 
The  National  army  was  i-onted.  and  the  term  of  the  thi'ce  mcMiths" 
Tr>,(Hio  men  was  near  its  close  ;  the  cajntal  was  exposed,  and  instead  of 
suppre.ssiug  the  Rebellion  m  the  alloite.l  •'ninel\  days.""  it  be,i:an  to 
look  seriiuisly  the  otiu'r  way.  Most  fori  una  telw  reunsylvama  was 
I'cady  with  its  organized  forre  of  [Iwcr  vears"  men  to  step  ii")  tin-  bi'eaeh. 
and  'stay  the  victoiaons  ivbel  (»nslaught.

Small 
spontaneous  meetings  had  [)reviously  been  held  in  netirly  exGvy  town- 
sliii).  -ludge  Mercui-  presided;  Cols'^.  G.  F.  JNfason,  John'F.  Cleans  and 
W.  C.  ]'>ogart.  vice-presidents:  P.  J).  ]\Ioi'i'()w  (■jndgei;  W.  T.  Davies 
(Gov.);  1).  A.  Ovei'ton  ami  11.  P.  ]\rc]vean.  secretaries.  Afany  stirring  and 
patriotic  s])eeches  werej)iade.  and  a  mass  lueeting  was  calleil  foi' 
the  2?>([.  At  this  meeting  the  county's  |)o]iulation  turned  out,  and 
recruiting  went  on  briskly,  the  ladies  juirtaking,  a_nd.  the\'  lu'esented 
the  voluideei's  with  a  l)eautiful  flag,  the  handiwork-  of'tlieii'  own 
hands,  ami  Gapt.

While  in  this  cami)  the  Jicserves  wei'c  formed  in  thi'ee 
brigades:  the  Sixth  with  tlu'  Ninth,  Tenth  and  Twelfth  formed  the 
Third  Pi'igade.  Ccti_>bei';'.k  ISiJl,  the  division  was  nnn'ed  across  tlie 
I'iver  into  Virginia,  and  went  into  cam])  near  F.analcx'. 

"December  20tli,  the  Third  Prigade  ami  First 'P.i lies  fought  the 
battle  of  Drainesville— gaineil  the  iiVst  victory  b.r  the  Army  of  the 
'Potomac. 

"  Afarch  IG,  lbG2,  thev  broke  camix  and   marched  to  the  vicinitv  of 
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lliinter's  Mills,  tlien  buck  to  Ak'x;nnli'i;i.  In  the  nieaiitiinc  Col. 
Iticketts  and  Lientenant-Culonrl  Penrosn  had  resi'^ned,  and  then- 
places  were  (illed  hy  Win.  Sinclair  as  colonel,  and  II.  \i.  McKcaii  as 
lieutenant-colonel.  The  (]uarteniiastei' also  resig-ned.  and  A.  A.  Sender 
was  appointed. 

'•The  division  was  atlaclied  to  ]\IcDoweirs  corps,  and  in  April 
marched  to  JNfanassas,  Collett's  Station,  thence  to  Fredericksl)u)'fj'.  In 
June  they  were  on  transi)oi'ts.  and  went  down  the  Iiap])ahann(.)ck-,  u[) 
tlie  Yoi'k  and  j'aninnk-ev  rive'i-s  to  White  House, and  wviv.  attached  to  the 
Fifth  Army  ('or|)s.

Sincla  ii'  joined  us,  and  assumed  command;  the  left  wini;' of 
the  reg'iment  was  sent  to  White  House  to  i;iiard  the  stores;  the  Seveii- 
Dav  battle  openetl  at  jM'echanicsville,  ami  the  reuinu'nt  was  cut  oil" 
from  tlu!  main  ;!.rmy,  and,  after  destroyin::'  l\\o  vast  accumulation  of 
stores,  was  tak'en  b\'  boat  r/'a  Forti'css  Monroe  and  -lames  i'i\-er  to 
llari'isotrs  kan<linL;\  wher(>  they  were  joined  l»y  th(^  balance  of  the 
division.  TlieSixtii  Keu'iment  was  here  transb'rVed  t(j  the  l''irst  iJrin-- 
ade,  which  now  consisted  of  the  First,  Second.  Sixth,  Ninth  and  Ihick- 
tails. 

•'The  next  ]U(jve  was  b\'  boat  from  llaii'ison's  Landinu' to  Aijuia 
Oiv(>k,  thene(!  by  I'ail  to  fVedeiicksbnri;-.  thence  by  way  of  ICcliy's 
Foi'd  lo  Waia'cnton,  where  ihey  joim-d  I'opi/s  a)aiiy.  and  look'  a!i 
active  part  in  the  battle  of  Seelnid  lb;!!  ]Jun.  FallinV  back  with  the 
aiany  lo  Washington,  thev  mairhed  thi'MU,uh  .\[ar\land"to  South  Moun- 
tain! and  iu  that  battle  was  (jii  llieexirriiie  ri;^lit  of  the'  aiaiiy,  and  was 
attached  to  the  First  Coi'ps:  at  this  balth.'aud  Aniielam  tlie  iVL;-iment 
met  with  sev(_'i'e  loss,  especially  in  ollieers.  Maj.  Ma.ddl  was  now 
])romoied  to  the  C(jlon(?lcy  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fortydirsl  P.  V .. 
and   (\i])t.  Fnt  was  promoted  to  major. 

••  In  .\ovember  the  march  was  again  resumed,  ending  at  Fi'edeiack's- 
burg,  whi-re,  on  the  loth  ol'  Decembei'  the  regiment,  in  connection 
Willi  the  balaiu'e  .d'  the  Resei'ves,  made  the  most  gallant  chai'ge  of  the 
war. 

•■  ( )ur  losst^s  here  wei'e  ui  eatei'  l  ban  au  v  ol  h.^r  battle  Nve  ever  fought  ; 
we  weiv  but  a,  handful  I. 'ft,  for  duly,  and'the  Kesei'ves  wei'e  oi'dered  to 
'A\'ashingt(;n  ami  vicinity  to  rest  and  le'i-ruit;  the  Sixth  was  sent  to 
Fairfax  Siation,  where  it  remained  until  dune,  lst':t.  when  it  again 
joined  the  aiaiiy— was  attached  to  the  l-'ifth  ('o)'ps  and  mai'chcd  for 
this  historic  held;  and  here,  on  this  ground,  wlieiv;  we  are  dedicating 
this  monument,  we  aided  in  lighting  the  battle  of  Gettysburg.  ]\[ov- 
ing  with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  marching  and  skirmishing,  we 
linally  went  into  wint(M'  (piarlersat  Pristoe  Station.

"While  miui  were  I'nui/icd  wiih  the  rin^ini;- call 
but  few  to  any  extent  realized  the  situation  in  its  full  fo 
untliiukiug-  I'e^u'avded  it  as  a,  mere  passin,i;'  storm,  ami  welcome( 
l)ui'iner  of  the  elements,  and  uoini;-  to  the  war  more  as  a  reci'eat 
jew  days  than  anything  very  seiaons.  There  were  thousands 
North  aiul  South. "n-ho  at  the  preceding  election  h;ul  deliberate 
with  the  full  kmiwledue  that  tjiey  were  cast  iiii:'  a  ballot  for  w; 
iihilosophv  was.  and  v(.)ii  can  vet  hear  this  said,  that  thei'e  were 
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cihiliU'  (liU'eretifOS  between  the  8Cction.s  of  the  L'niou  :ui<!  that  wai'nnly 
could  settle  it  peniumeiUlv;  th;\i  as  wai-  was  inevitahle,  then  thesnonei'. 
it  ciune  the  better.  "  It  liad  to  be"'  is  to  tliis  day  the  jud^iiieiit  of 
many.  The  only  people  who  were  agreed  in  all  tlie  preliminaries 
before  the  rise  of  the  curtain  were  the  Fire  Eaters  of  the  South  and 
the  High  Law  fanatics  of  the  jS'orth.  J'-oth  hated  the  Constitntion  as 
our  great  Fatliers  made  it.  One  because  it  recognized  African  slavery  ; 
the  other  because  it  bound  tiiem  to  the  section  where  ran  tiie 
many  pai-allel  lines  of  the  Underg)'ound  Jiailroad.  The  intelligent 
Abolitionist  believed  that  wai'  was  the  only  destroyer  of  the  institu- 
tion of  slaveiy,  and  he  was  consistently  for  war;  the  slaveholder 
believed  thai  with  a  separation  of  the  sections  a  foreign  nation  would 
not  encoui'age  the  theft  of  his  slave  propei'ty ;  and  the  average  South- 
ern man,  deep  in  his  soul,  bcflieved  that  the  loss  of  the  slaves  would  be 
the  doom  of  the  S(juth ;  the}'  argued  that  the  whole  South  and  its 
splendid  wealth  and  prosperity  was  based  on  slave  labor,  and  with  that 
gone,  as  theii-  country  was  unsuited  to  white  labor,  as  they  sn]->i)0sed, 
it  must  lapse  into  a  primitive  waste  and  wilderness.  Tin;  same  con- 
tingentof  demagogues,  Xorth  and  South,  were  pla\'ing  theirseliish  [lart 
in  the  ])reliminari(!S  of  the  life-and-death  sti'uggle.  A  chronic  aveiage 
otiice-seeker  is  always  foi-  his  own  selfish  interests  first,  last  and  always. 
The  liberality  of  these  men  in  dispensing  solicitude  in  behalf  of  IioihhI- 
for-voters  pales  the  whole  world's  (Jhi-istian  cliai'ity.  JelV  Davis  was  a 
characteristic  x\merican  demagogue—  that  is  all.  The  owly  ))lace  he 
deserves  in  history  is  silent  contein])t;  in  the  great  highway  of  civili- 
zation he  was  a  mere  toad  or  vrart,  and  while  called  a  statesman  was 
as  ignorant  of  that  science  as  a  Choctaw  Indian  ;  he  should  be  written 
as  a  specimen  of  "great  war-times-men,'"  who  are  great  solely  ]>ecause 
they  were  ligureh<;ads  when  many  of  their  betters  wei'e  cutting  each 
other's  throats,  lla.d  the  South  now  its  coveted  separation,  all  ilie 
same,  their  chieftau  would  have  lieen  a  cnea]>  fi'aiid  -a  dii'ty  feticliand 
nothing  moj-e.  This  is  not  Icicking  tlu;  dead  lion,  because  it  was  a 
gi'ound-iiog  and  not  a  litui  by  any  means.  iN'orth  and  South  tlie  cheap 
demagogue  was  a  iKirt  of  llie  pla\';  L;eiierall\'  he  was  the  one-eved 
liddler  in  [\u-  dauce  of  death,  and  he'  pip-d  his  simlful  strains  to  the  pea 
nut  gallery  ;  it  was  tlu^  rarest  accident  when  he  was  fouiul  at  rlie  front 
with  a  musl^et  ;  but  behind  the  mountains,  liring  his  jaw,  he  was  n<.)t. 
oidy  brave  but  a  terror —an  animal  this  country  has  coddled  and  bred 
until  they  can  show  l)linding  pedigiHJcs.  The  thoroughbred  demag(jgue 
and  the  man  who  sells  his  voti'  for  a  drinic  are  Siamese  twins — tiiey 
ai'c  for  oi-  against  wai\  drouth  oi'  climcli  laigs  as  it  happens;  great 
in  loud  pi'etensi(jns,  nnd  the  vilest  of  sikjIjs  by  instinct  and  education. 

As  related  in  the  opening  of  this  chapter,  when  the  direful  news 
came  of  Fort  Sumter  the  jieople  spontaneously  came  together  to  hear 
war  speeches.  A  great  coiintv  meeting  was  held  in  Towa.rula  in  1S(12  ; 
the  hey-day  of  war  had  now  passed  a,wa\'.  and  bitter  tears  coursed 
their  way  down  the  cheeks  of  many  of  the  mothers  and  wives  of  the 
land.  The  battle  and  mr)b  rout  of  Hull  liun  had  passed  into  histoiw, 
and  the  black  war-cloud  lowered  over  the  North.  At  this  nuM^tiiig  the 
one  purpose  was  to   raise  recruits  for  tlie  army.     It    was   plain    that 
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tliL'i'o  were  luuKh'cds  of  men  e;i,i;ef  tu  ^'o  and  would  ^i;o  if  only  Uhm'c 
was  a  way  to  kec])  their  I'amilies  I'roiu  sUirviiiL;'  in  Llieir  absence.  'Jdie 
euiinty  had  no  ready  money  on  h;ind,  nor  ^\•as  there  any  jtrovision  in 
the  law  to  provide  lor  or  give  it.  At  this  meeting  the  C(jniiLy  (I(iiii- 
missioners  in  conjunetion  willi  the  Associate  Court  Judges  were 
ap]i('aled  to,  to  act  and  take  the  cluinees  on  the  LegisUitiire  approving 
theii' action.  They  agreed  to  borrow  the  n\oney.  and  certain  citizens 
gave  them  an  indemnity  note  agreeing  to  pay  tlie  money  bade  to  the 
c(.)unty  il'  the  I.egislatui'e  refused  to  legalize  their  action.  In  tliis  way 
every  volunteei-  was  ])aid  s-jj)  when  enlisting  out  of  the  .^l^OjCiMO  ad- 
vanced by  citizens,  as  follows :  ]].

A  j\fKliE  com]»ilation  of  the  records  is  not  exactly  what  is  at  this 
J.--V  day  required  of  even  the  local  hi.slorian.  44ir  genealogies,  ti'adi- 
tions  and  recorded  facts ar(>  interesting  and  valuable  matter,  and  ileserve 
the  most  careful  ])resei'vation.  These  things  can  not  be  too  full  and 
e.\|ilicit.  Of  themselves,  h.owever,  they  are  not  true  history,  but  rathei' 
marerials  in  the  hands  of  lh(_'  historian.  44ie  truth  is  real  hisloiy  in  an 
account  of  cause  and  ellect ;  the  growth  and  spread  of  lunv  idi'as,  cus- 
toms, habits  and  laws ;.  the  Nvhy  and  wherefore  of  the  movenK'iits  of 
men's  minds.  The  first  essential  in  the  hunt  for  cause  and  eU'ect. 
tracing  them  with  any  certainty,  is  time  or  ])ernianency  in  their  appli- 
cation; tluMicxt  im])ortant  item  is  inimliers  oi-  (piantity.  The  great 
law  of  averages  must,  have  full  ))lay,  and  this  beautiful  and  unvarying 
princi|)le  can  have?  wo  application  to  one  (jr  two  or  three,  or  scarcely 
anv  to  one  hundred  oi'  one  fiiousand,  instances  nr  persons.     Thus  in  a 
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hiri^'c  nuiiilH'i'  of  |HM)|)le.  existing  .socially  and  poliiically,  for  a  long 
tiiiui  as  a  disliiicL  I'ody.  IIkU'o  is  necossai'ily  a  true  sriniri'  in  the  ^tnch' 
(jf  all  their  movements.  This  real  liislo'i-y  is  the  tine  [ihiloso[ili\-  ('>l' 
tlie  movements  of  the  liiiman  mind;  too  abstiaise  oftc>n  to  be  per- 
ctiived  by  even  the  ablest  liistorian,  while  the  mere  annalist  is  content 
to  simply  give  dates  and  records,  with  no  attention  whatever  to  the 
dee[)er  truths  of  the  study.  Yet  a  family,  even,  an  inilividual,  may 
be  truly  historical.  The  jiernninent  ell'ects  of  a  single  person's  life 
ma}'  be  great,  eitliei-  for  good  or  l)ad.  and  thus  he  mav  gi\e 
inHuenees  that  shape  history,  but  the  ellects  even  here  llow^'out 
upon  the  many,  and  in  the  long  la})se  of  years.  It  is  a  modern 
growth,  the  idea,  that  history  deals  mostly'  with  things  that  are 
somewluxt  |)erma_nent  in  tjieir  elfects,  and 'passes  lightly  by  those 
things,  however  notable  or  notorious  in  their  time.  th;d  are  but 
transient  in  their  influences.  A  great  battle  nniy  mean  very  little, 
comparetl  to  Fulton's  steand.oat  ;  the  battle  (.>f  Waterloo  was'  as  the 
death  (jf  a  house  Jly  to  the  discovery  of  C!olumbus.  This,  like  all 
thoughts  that  art?  new,  has  had  a  slow  growth  :  it  has  "yet  to  dawn 
n[)(jn  Ihe  average  mind,  but  thai  it  wdl  come  in  time  in  ;d'l  its  fullness 
need  not  l)e  doubtetl  ;  that  pretty  much  all  history  is  a  true  account 
of  the  strnggle  in  the  world  that  has  gone  on  and"  will  go  on  Ijetween 
I'iglit  and  wrong — truth  and  erroi' — ignoi'ance  and  knowledge  :  that 
I'athei- frightful  [)ieture  of  the  conditions  of  maidciiid  given  us  by  the 
most  modern  sciiools  (jf  [)hilos()pli v  whei'eiii  men  ai'e  cag.jd  beasis  for- 
ever lighting  and  struggling  aiut  onl\' "  tiie  fittest  siii'\-ive  "  is  most 
ti'ue.  After  all,  this  is  but  a  ik;w  form"  of  expressing  the  old  trutii  that 
right  and  wrong  must  be  at  |)ei'petual  wai'.  and  in  that  war  li'uih  is 
always  in  the  minoi'ity,  and  ignorance  and  wrong  ai'e  not  onlv  in  an 
overwhelming  majority,  but  are  panoplied  in  [xnver.  and  are  su|u'eme 
and  pitiless.  Ignorant  force  organizes  armies  and  levies  war.  and 
to-day  it  has  nnule  of  Europe  a  vast  military  eiUMUipment  :  and  cruel, 
cruel  liussia  has  libei'ated  its  millions  of  serfs,  ami  maiic  many  more 
millions  of  its  pi'ople  political  prisoners,  suspects,  and  the  most  wretched 
of  sulVei'crs.  The  world's  scandal,  its  unspeakable  moiist cr  to-day.  is 
Russia.  I'eliuious  Itussia,  (Nlncaled  Kussia  and  its  public  and  oiiipulsoi'V 
schools,  its  freed  serfs  and  iis  ICremlin  and  caliic.lrals  and  Siberia. 
The  concensus  of  nninkind  sh(;ukl  rise  np  and  blot  out  thai  inb'rnal 
desi)otism.  It  is  a  wrong  that  has  slow  ly  grown  and  fattened  on  its 
ci'uelties;  and  now  that  the  usui'pei' can  usur|)  no  farther,  hkeall  wrong 
it  reacts  as  \vell  on  the  governnumt  itself  as  it  has  for  centuries  inllicleil 
its  cruelties  on  the  peopU;.  Vet  "truth  is  ndghty  and  will  prevail." 
but  there  need  be  no  reb'rence  to  the  long,  long  tinu.'  that 
must  elai)Se  Ind'ore  ilwrr  eomes  about  any  iioticeaMe  •'  pire- 
vailing"  of  limping  and  slow-going  truth  nr  justice.  Another 
form  of  stating  this  •'struggle,''  is  that  (jf  "  pi'ece<lent  ami 
doubt."'  Ever^'  oppi'cssor  and  every  usurper  clings  i(.)  precedent,  while 
every  movement  toward  liberty  is  preceded  by  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom 
Of  precedent.  Hence,  we  (ind  the  tyrant  always  vigorously  sup))i'ess- 
ing  doubt — outlawing  and  turning  loose  ui:)on  it  his  armed  police,  and 
in  the  end  iiis  armv,  whei'e  there  are  no  William  'lYdls  when  ordered  to 
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{\vv.  Tilt'  (.'/;ir  ;i  iMisnin-r  -;i  misei'ithle  iiii»-lilinai(\  li'i.'inldiiiu- in  fcai'. 
iiiiiiuireil  ill  tlieyroat  ))alarr  walls,  dnviMi  liv  his  phaiUoins  lo  iiiailncss ; 
his  (.■niidition  might  call  down  the  pity  of  Jiis  dumb  brutes  :  ami  at  the 
oIIkt  riid  are  his  miserable  subjects  i;i  the  mines,  iu  the  glooiny  Iron 
casements,  driven  throui^-h  the  winter's  storm  where  men.  wonu'U  and 
chiUb'en — the  most-  ]-)itifiil  sii^'ht  beneath  the  bendin;;-  heavens — are 
shot  down  orliavonetetl  or  knouini,  and  b\'  tlie  lonn  \va\'side  arc  <-lyin<4' 
and  freezitiLi'.  Here  is  wron^- and  usurpatii.m  ripened  to  the  tnll,  and 
commeneinij'  with  the  (.V.ar  and  riinnitiL;'  through  all  classes  is  Init  an 
unendini;'  horror.  This  is  all  the  dreadful  handiwork  of  ignorant 
iimhition  -  grasping  b)i' power,  greed  for  su])posed  greatness,  ambition 
to  be  the  great  rulers,  has  in  time  bi'ought  these  l)ead  Sea  ajiples  to 
both  King  and  subject — the  whole  grouii  is  the  ]irogcn\-  of  ignorance — 
following  blindly  pi'ecedeiit  and  rigorously  su[)iii'essiiiii'  douht.  The 
])e<iple  are  '•my  children;'"  hcaA'C'U  jjitv  them  I  that  "  mv  government 
mii.^t  i'ar<;  foi' and  j)r(»tect."  The  King  ■' is  divinelv  a))[>oinled  to  rule' 
o\'er  uS"-thi.'  Kbig  can  do  iio  v/rong,""  is  the  fatuous  education  of  the 
people,  of  every  ])(;ople  that  have  gi'oaned  under  the  most  shoclcini;- 
ivrannies.  To  this  fatality  ijotii  King  and  subject  arc  educated.  A 
remarkable  f(3ature  of  the  development  of  tvrannw  is  ihat  both  ruler 
and  siibjei't  are  educated  in  tlu^  biith  tiiat  i't  all  (•omes  ot  (^>h\.  and 
could  not  and  should  not  be  oi  herwise  :  that  an  v  doubt.  thereb>n\  is 
blasphemv  added  to  treason.  Hence,  to-dav.  if  the  best  man  in  the 
worM  wa's  made  the  Czar  of  .-dl  Hie  b'ussias.  h(-,vo,ild  i,e  helpless  In 
relie\e  his  siilferiiii:-  people,  who  have  l)een  so  long  traine(l  and  educated, 
out  of  all  conception  of  man's  natural  rights  to  bberty  and  justice. 
Till'  war.if  the  Colonies  foi'  [ndepen.lenee— tha  t  lone 'and  cruel  war 
— Commenced  in  the  unconscious  stiaig^le  of  the  people  tor  human 
riglits  against  the  divine  order  of  kings  the  infallible  rulers,  ami  a 
staiidinu' arm\-.  There  are  abiiiulant  evidences  that  our  iioldi'  fathers 
ha.l  but  little'idea  of  the  falseness  id'  the  doctrine  of  IIh'  divinity  of 
kin-s,  in  the  earl\-  stages  (b'  l  he  st ru^^le  with  the  niotln'r  coiuitry.  ANb' 
can  have  Iml  little  eoncepl  ion.  e\-ei!  iiow.  how  the  fate  of  mankind 
iMiier  1  reiiibliiiL;-  111  I  he  balance  a  1  1  hat  aw  fuhiioineiil  when  the  "crown 
wa^  olfered  Wa^hmutoii."  Mere  was  i!ie  iiiosl  event  fid  iiiomeiil  in  all 
history.  Washington  and  brauklin.  suppbaueiited  l>v  .b^Hersou,  ga  ve 
the  world  i>raclicall\'  the  sublime  truth  that  man  can  'best  care  for  him- 
self; that  the  ruler 'is  net  only  fallible.  bn<  is  the  M'rvant  of  lla.se  who 
appoint  him,  and  must  render  to  his  masters  an  acc(.»unt  of  his  steward- 
ship. A\'e  can  now  k'liow  tliat-  there  was  but  a  little  remnant  of  all 
tliosi'  who  buckled  on  their  armor  and  ollV'red  their  li\es  as  a  sacrilice 
lor  their  coiiiilrv.  who  clearly  perceived  I  ha,',,  ii  was  in  fact,  a  siriigi;-le 
of  the  jieople  against-  the  ••divim;  order."  The\'  mostly.no  doubt, 
demanded  "  no  ta,xalion-  wiUipiit  repi'es(Uitation.""  and,  had  the  kine- 
granted  this,  restdts  might  lia\-e  be(;ii  radicaliv  dill'ereut.  I.ong  [ire- 
ceding  cii'ciinrstances  had  l<'n<led  to  educate  the  colonists  awav  fioiu 
that  fatal  king-school.  Tliey  had  been  driven  across  the  bice' .,f  i  i;e 
world  by  i'eli;^ions  persecution,  when  tlu'  ktui^was  heaven's  \icegercnl 
on  e;irtl'i.  to  kill  and  crush  out  hen'sv.  The  Stale  and  liie  (Miin'ch  were 
one,  and  dissenl  from  either  bv  so  much  as  a  look  <>r  winic.  a  lu'ealh  or 
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a  seci'et  thouglit.  oven,  was  to  e;ill  down  upo!!  tlie  victim  the  cnielest 
conceiviible  tcjrture  and  deatli :  the  world  was  full  of  the  church  mili- 
tant, but  was  witliout  charity  and  with(jut  mere}',  and  civilization  was 
in  a  condition  of  petrifaction  that  most  surely  could  nevci'  have 
advanced  one  jot  or  tittle  without  the  timely  revolt  of  the  American 
Colonies,  where  men  fought  and  died  for  liberty — blessed  liberty  !  tiie 
supremest  thing  in  this  world,  whose  chief  enemy  always  has  been  the 
ruler— the  governing  power,  who  has  started  out  on  the  false  and 
malignant  motto  :  The  king  eaii  do  no  wi'oiig,  the  people  can  do  no 
i-ight.  The  truth  is  the  })eo])!e  of  themselves  can  do  no  wrong;  if 
wrong  comes  from  tliem,  it  is  d<)iie  througli  tlieii'  representative  rulei's 
always,  and  this  has  been  preceded  by  a  long  course  of  mis-education 
enforce<l  among  the  people. 

These  preliminary  cx|)lanalions  are  deetiHMl  necessary  befoi'c  enter- 
ing upon  the  consideration  of  the  I'act  in  AuKM'ican  liistory  that,  when 
our  fathers  had  emeiged  fn)ui  the  long  \vai',  and  tlieir  iiidcpendence 
had  been  giunted,  and  they  were  corifronted  with  thr  giealer  task'  of 
founding  a  democracy,  there  sliould  ai'ise  two  political  parties — t!ic 
liepidjlicans  and  Federalists.  In  T^.i'adford  county,  at  the  very  begin- 
ning of  its  existence  as  a  civil  body,  tliese  jiai'tics  \ver(;  called  Kepuli- 
lican-Federalists  and  Republican-!  )cmocfats. 

In  forming  our  government  t  hev  liad  nearly  litL'i'ally  1  ransplauti'd 
the  English  government,  simply  leaving  out  a  k'ing  and  giving  t  lie 
people  the  right  to  choose  theii'  iMiiei' for  stated  [lecic'ds.  The  (lejiail  tire 
from  the  mother  govi'iaiment  was  vrvy  slight. but  little  a>  it  was  the  sole 
(juestion  Ijetween  the  two  ])olitical  organizations  arose  ovei'  tla^  slight 
ciiange  there  was  in  the  fundanu.'ntals  of  g<n-enimi'nt  between  the  n(■^^■ 
democracy  and  the  old  monai'chy.  The  seed,  of  eoiicse,  of  this  divisioi: 
among  the  peo[)le  had  come  li'om  the  lirst  day  of  thereb(^Hion  against 
King  (b;orge.  There  were  many  good  people  who  loyally  opposed 
the  movement  in  its  incej^tion.  and  continued  t  lieii' opposition  diirini:' 
life.  The  hom_'st  Toi'v  would  lia.ve.  of  cours(\  been  more;  e'asily  recon^ 
ciled  to  his  new  sun'oiitulings  had  we  crowned  >mv  own  k'ing  at  the  t-nd  of 
1  he  war.  anil  gone  ^tw  \\\  l  he  admai  ioii  of  the  national  lelich  -the  Liood 
l\ing.  This  seiilinienl  was-iiiodilied  into  one  of  event  ual  si  n\-in'_:-.  for 
as  near  an  approach  as  [)ossible  to  the  old  forms  of  gox'ermnent..  'I'he 
opposite  of  this  was  that  bi'oader  idea  that  I'egai'ds  t:iie  hereditary  kiiiu 
with  contempt  and  anchored  in  the  faith  thai  th«>  people  wei'i;  every- 
thing. In  short,  they  held  that  the  peo]ile.  if  alloweil  to  fri'cly  ex- 
press themselves,  knew  as  well  or  better  what  they  wanted  for  tliei)- 
own  good,  than  could  any  born  king,  llotli  believed  in  the  neeessit  v 
of  a  head,  a  controlling,  ruling  power  in  governmi'nt.  These  (piesti<ins 
among  parties  had  received  the  inodilications  of  the  ypai's  that  (;onsti- 
tute  nearly  the  life-time  of  a  generation.  AVhen  I'.radlord  eounty  was 
formed  the  original  Tories  hail  become  wild  federalists.  an<l  theliepiiii- 
lican-Deinocrats  had  fcnl  upon  the  bold  democi'acy  of  .lell'erson  and 
learned  to  more  and  more  have  faith  in  the  people-  whieh.  aftei'  all. 
wUs  bill  anotht?!'  name  for  a  U'l'eater  and  a  erowing  love  of  liliertv.  \)'- 
<l<'ed,  it  is  highly  probable  that  by  lln^  time  of  the  lii'sl  action  in 
Ih'adford  count  V.  as  s(j(m  as  Ihis- was   after   the   establishment    (d'   our 
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i;ovcniiiifnl.  lliei'c  was  nut  a  iiiaii  ln'V'-  who  woiilil.  iiiuler  any  con- 
ceival)le  circinnstaiicesjiave  oll'ei'ed  AVashiii^ton,  oi'  any  ulher  iii(.)i'l:al, 
llu;  ci-own.  All  had  lasti'd  tlie  blessing'  of  iVeeilom.  a  five  prrss,  tVco 
s])L'ecli.  Tree  ivligioii,  and  llic  uiitfaiiuiiL'Ied  riglitof  going  and  coming 
when  he  ])leased.  Vet  they  divided  on  the  question  of  a  sli'o:ig  cen- 
tral government  and  a  stronger  central  government.  Equally  earnest, 
honest  and  intelligent,  they  were  arrayeti  in  ojiposing  I'anks.  hut  ]>elt- 
ing  each  other  with  nothini:;  more  dangci'o\is  than  l>allots,and  the  mu- 
tual lashings  of  tc.mgue  and  ])ru.  The  mists  of  nearly  a  centui'y  have 
C(;me  between  us  and  the  limes  of  the  first  social  and  political  life  of 
our  people.  Xone  are  now  living  to  tell  us  what  they  then  thought 
about  the  questions  over  which  they  were  divided.  This  need  not  be 
regi'etted  for  the  reason  that  one  can  not  know  their nnreastjnable 
prejudices,  nor  can  we  veiT  easily  be  inlhienced  hy  the  ])assions  that 
stii'i'fcd  them,  no  doubt  dee])ly.  .\[en  tlien,  much  as  lliey  do  now,  went 
to  the  polls  and  veiled  in  the  im])licit  faith  that  the  future  welfare,  at 
least  of  Amci'icaTis.  depended  largely  upon  their  being  al>le  tn  outvote 
thcii'  political  opponents.  The  hate  of  liebol  and  Tory  v/as  just  <lying 
oui,  but  parly  fealty  and  disti'iist  of  political  o])ponents  may  iiave'lieen 
then  assti'ong  or  even  m(n-e  bitter  than  it  is  now.  The  Tories  had  become 
peaceful  Federalists,  and  wiu'easfull  of  wrath  and  hatred  of  the  King  of 
l-higland,  a,  feeling  that  they  h;id  been  tiiuglil  by  bio.  ,dy  events,  to  ext'end 
lo  1  hewhoji'peopleof  England. as  were  ihc  most  i'adic;il  Kepnbli(;;ins.anil 
y(,'t  they  believed  a  sleei)less  vigilanc*"  neces.sniy  to  pre\-ent  their  op]io- 
neiits  fi'oni  I'lishingthe  c(nnitry  into  a  nuM'e  headless  mob.  ortoatiarchy 
itself,  lloth  jiai'ties  lookdl  lo  pi'('C(Mlent  as  a  eiijdi.'  in  all  go\ernnient 
alfairs.  The  authority  of  preci'dent  \vas  st  I'oiig  amongall  the  people,  ])os- 
sibly  Irssso  among  Republicans  than  their  opponents. but  practically  this 
wa>  I  lie  aulhorily  of  highest  resoi't.  on  t!ie  ]>art  of  all  ;  in  the  church, 
the  scdiool  and  in  stale-craft,  ])reciMlciii  was  neai'l\'  supreuH;  in  all 
ni'K.ted  subjects.

If.  in 
an  emergency,  yoii  cduld  hiid  no  [>recedent  to  i;iii(le  you,  1  hen  >iand 
still  and  await  developinents.  .Men  wei'i"  more  cautions  and  coasei'vii- 
tive  in  political  ojiinions  then  than  wi.^  hnd  them  luiw.  .\dam  Smith's 
book  on  /'"/;/;,■<//  h'ro/ion,!/  was  then  just  published,  and  was  an  un- 
known and  nniieard  of  thing  to  most  Americans,  especially  on  the 
frontiei's.  ( hir  democracy  was  a  new  thing  in  t  Ik;  world,  hardly  yir-t 
more  than  a  doulit  ful  r'.xpei'imeul.  'I'liei'c  wei'c  noiMdical  Democrats. 
and  there  wen;  many  a  pp;ii'eiitly  unanswerable  i'e;isoi;s  I'oi'  the  faith  of 
those  who  beliex'e  in  a  gi'eiiiei'  stability  of  goV(;rnment.  that  meant 
greater  centralization  of  power. 

The  beginning  of  tlH>  second  war  with  l']nglaud  and  the  civil  fcnm- 
ative  steps  of  Ih'adbird  ciaintx-  wau'e  coiitem]ioran(;ous  (M'ents.  Madison 
was  President.  lie  was  on'e  of  ,1  ejlerson's  ablest  lieui  .■nants  in  t  he 
cause  of  ihe  new  <leiiu>crac\-,  and  picked  uti  the  L;;iiiutlei  of  wai'ollered 
so  hauuhlilv  bv  Kn-laud.     '   • 


rdlitifal  (|Ursti()iis  \V(.'i'(.;  now  i-;i|)i(lly  rt.'' ;in1  .  and  nii'ii  wei-e  toi-  or 
a^Mitisl  tlic  policA'  lliat  had  led  to  war.  AM  wcw  m  favor  of  ils 
viij-oroiis  |)rosecuri()ii — this  is  Inic  ovlmi  in  llie  fact'  oT  the  calling  of  llic 
n()tal)le  J lartl'ord  convention,  yet  tliere  was  a  division  oi'  parlies  on 
the  [)olicics  that  had  brono-hl  on  actual  hostilities.  The  war  coni- 
mcnccd  in  June.,  1S12.  and  ended  in  February.  1815.  Our  country 
was  invadf.'d  l>y  a  laitliicss  f(jrei<;-n  foe.  our  cities  bui'iied  and  caplui'i'd, 
and  slioelciny  cruelties  inflicted.  Init  our  land,  and  cs[iecially  oni'  naval 
forces,  had  eoiidueteil  some  of  the  most  brilliant  cam])aigns  tlien 
known  to  warfare  Tlie  infant  nation  met  the  ])roud  mistiness  of  the 
seas,  and  with  h(-r  war-ships,  that  were  little  mo)'e  than  extempori/.cd 
wooden  tid,)s.  blew  u])  her  aruuidas  and  brouglit  her  ships  as  rich 
pi-i/.rs  to  our  shores.  The  splendiil  victories  of  Teri'y  and  Jaekst)n 
were  tlie  all-suflicient  ausweVs  to  those  who  opposed  tin-  wa.r,  as  fiiuil 
vit'tory  and  peaci>  was  tlie  d(?a,th  of  the  aiiti-\var  element  in  the  land, — 
a  demonstration  that  Greelev  was  right  when  he  said,  "nothing  suc- 
eeeds  like  success. "'.  ani.1  in  war  theo|iposite  (A'  tliis  it  si'ems  W(_)uld  be. 
thai  ■•  notliing  fails  like  defeat." 

We  fortunately  can  know  the  prevalent  thouglits  ami  eMuotions  of 
ihe  people  of  Bradford  county  in  these  tliree  stin-ing  veais  of  her 
young  life,  by  carefully  consult  mg  the  hies  of  the  llm'dfnri!  Cnz'lh 
tiuit  commenced  publication  the  same  yeai'  of  the  w;'j',  and  of  llie 
oi-ganization  of  the  count_y.  A  newsi)ai)er  then  \vas  very  dill'ereMt 
from  one  (jf  this  day  and  time.  There  was  m>t  a,  daily  i)ai)ei'  that  tin-n 
found  its  way  into  Bradford  county  and  fewest  of  any  kind  that  weie 
then  accessible  to  the  people.  The  weekly  local  paper  was  their  ehief 
reliance.  This  was  mostly  distribnted  by  ])rivate  hands:  it  was  made 
up  of  extracts  fi'otn  other  pai)ers,  pulibsiied  in  the  cities,  and  was 
\vithout  local  oi'  general  editorials,  but  there  is  Init  little  t)'oid)h'  in 
e.xamining  the  ancient  tiles  <jf  the'  Hazdh  in  linding  out  the  editoi-"s 
opinions  on  all  impoi'tant  (piestious.  The  ailvances  in  newspapei'doni 
from  that  time  to  the  jU'esent  are  immense:  \v>\\  tlu-ri'  are  many 
dailies  to  whei'C  thein^  was  om>  n-eekly  f(uam.'rly:  •Ik/  great  liailies 
eome  damp  fi'om  ihe  press  by  the  fast-mad  ti'ain:  liie  l.'legraiiii  lias 
obliterated  space  and  I'lme  in  gathering  the  hourl\-  news,  and  morning, 
noon  and  evening,  idght  and  daw  \-ear  in  and  year  oiii .  the'  great  pi'r- 
fected  ]>resses  are  literally  showering  the  laud  with  pap.n-s  like-  a>  the 
winter  snowllakes  llw  The  rapid  lise  and  growth  of  tlie  iiewspa))"!'  is 
truly  phenomenal,  but  you  must  not  therefoi'e  conclude  oui-  ]i(>op!e  ate 
so  immensely  favored  over  those  of  ihe  day  of  tln'  little  weekly  with- 
out n.  line  of  t.'ditorial  comment,  'i'lie-  editor's  )-espon.sd)ility  then  was 
greater  than  ikjw  :  his  paper  was  not  oiil\-  carefully  I'ead,  Ijut  was 
studied  and  laid  away — men  met  and  vvwX  ii  o\-ei' and  discussed  it,  and 
families  did  tin.'  same.  '1,'his  was  :vi'll  understood  bv  the  pidilisiier, 
and  he  governed  himself  accordingly:  he  stndie<l  'thori, uglily  his 
f(!W  exchanges  and  i-eprinted  ai'ti'des  that  were  writlen  in  solemn 
earnest  by  nu'ii  of  \'igorous  intellects  men  who  ti'cated  the  lew 
>^ubjects  in  hand  exhaustively,  elaborating  to  iheii'  heai't's  conl  eiil . 
No'  diirei'eiice  what  subject'  the  writ. n-'  had  in  hand,  he  pi'opos( d 
to    probe    to    the    v<'rv    bottom   of   it.      One  of  the    little,  old,   \-ellow 
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Gazettes,  with  but.  four  columus  tu  the  page,  auch  <>l'  course,  but  I'oui' 
■pages,  is  bel'oi'e  uu\  and  it  has  a  comnmnieatiou  chpped  Croni  the 
Dt'Dwcriit'ir  /'/v.v.v.  oil  the  subject  of  "The  Washington  Benevolent 
Society, ■'  that  lills  six  cohunns.  It  is  highly  ])robal>le  that  article  was 
C(jpi(^il  in  nearly  every  little  four-colutnn  weelcly  paper  then  ])ublislie(l 
in  the  laiul.  and  thus  it  became  a  national  factor:  it  was  carefully  lilod 
awav.  and  I'oi'tunately  presei'ved  foi'  our  examination — a  handy  aiul 
unfailing  iiulex  of  the  liistoiy  of  the  times.  There  was  more  power 
ami  eU'ect  in  the  little,  dingy  four-coluinn  country  weekly  than  thei'e 
is  to-day  in  the  great  46-i)age  daily  :  aiui  there  is.  after  all,  a  (juestion 
as  to  whethei',  so  far  as  the  ]ieo])le  in  general  ai'e  concei'ned.  tlie 
ancient  countiy  weelclies  were  not  better  in  Jilling  the  demands  of 
their  tim(_'  than  is  the  modern  nu'tropolitau  press.  A  nuin  now  is 
compelled  to  read  ids  maifimolh  dailies  in  a  few  sp;ii'c  minutes,  while 
waiting  foi'  his  meal  to  be  s<M'vcd  ;  he  gathers  the  news,  all  he  has 
time  to  wait.  l)y  scanning  the  hi'ud-lincs  of  the  telegraphic  dis|);itrlics. 
Thei'e  are  dailies  issued  that  a.  man.  to  read  them  as  our  lathers  read 
their  p;ipei's.  would  retiuire  the  (entire  twenty-four  \\^^n\^A  intervening 
betwiM^Mi  the  issues.  It  is  usu;il  to  count  l^hese  changes  as  simi)ly 
advances  for  the  better,  but  wluuher  they  , are  mt  nut  is  (piestitjiiabie  : 
as  educatoi'S.  there  is  no  doubt  l)Ut  thatthe'iild  stvle  wns  bir  ])rel'erable 
to  the  new  in  newsp.-ipers.  lor  the  simple  i'e;ison  that  t  li(ji-oughness  has 
been  sup|ilanted  by  skimming  superlicialily ;  tiie  averag(>  man  read 
less  and  coidliM'd  lnmself  to  IV'wer  sidjjeeis.  but:  he  w;is  t hoi'ougli— at 
least  far  mui'e  so  than  now.  so  fai'  as  he  attempted  t')gn.  The  tele- 
graph Avas  then  ha  I'dly  so  much  as  a  dream,  and  thei'e  was  and  has 
bi>en  nothing  tliat  so' thoi'oughly  diluted  our  lilei'ature,  as  it  comes 
from  the  daily  and  weekly  pid)li(';itions,  as  this.  And  tiie  whnle  teii- 
deiicv  iU)W  is  MMisational:  pandeidig  in  everv  c<jlumn  to  tlu^  jtruriency 
that  has  ceme  (,f  the  possihilil  ies  of  t  he  Inirnessed  thunderbolts.  Whn 
would  now  sit  down  to  read  six  columns  of  his  pnpei'  under  such  ;i 
caption  as"  The  \\'ashinL;tou  Penevoleut  Society  T"  Ihit,  tui  theothei' 
Innul,  who  will  sk'ip  a  llamitii;-  h(>:iillii;'ht  tvtu'  announcing  ;i  •'  lliittlinu'

It  was  a.  month  a  flei' ( 'oinnuMloi'e  Pei'rv's  immortal  vit:'- 
tory  on  Pake  Ki'ie  before  the  full  i)articulai's  wm'c  i)u'blishcd  in  Pi'a.i- 
f(U'd  county.      I t-s  si»lendors  wei'c  not  fullv  com jU'eheiided  for  years.

Ijetweeu    the    conditions    of    tlw.'    rich    and    the   poor:    the    rich    man 
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\v;illo\vin<,Mii  the  l;q)  of  liixurv.  while  the  pooi'  imist  .siibiiiil,  lo  the 
cruel  (lec-i'ee,  uiid  (^r\n  and  beai-  it.  'I'h(!)i  he  phinues  (h.^eplv  iiito  his 
subject  by  asking' in  big  capitals  the  question  "  ^\''hat  is  the  ronn  of 
government  best  calculated  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  ])oof  T" 
A  very  important  (jiiestion  indeed.  To  give  every  one  an  c(jual  chance 
in  life:  to  allow  everyone  to  enjoy  •■  tlie  fi'uits'of  the  sweat  of  iiis 
brow  ;"  ap|)eaJing  .  in  capitals  again,  to  '-tlie  constitution  of  nature^ 
and  to  ])roduce  in  i1h>  hoily  j.olitie  justice  and  e(juitv  to  all  men. 
Suniming  up  all  these  great  and  very  practical  suggestioiis  he  appeals 
to  the  meiid)ei's  of  the  Assoriation,  t(^  tell  the  people  what  form  of 
g(jvernin(Mit  will  hesl  bring  these  blessings: 

"  Yc  friends  of  tnil/i.  ye  staiesnicu  vvlio  .survey 
'Die  rich  mail's  Joy  s  increase,  tlie  poor's  decay, 
"I'is  yours  to  juMiic  liow  wide  tiie  limits  stand"

'J'hese  ai'e  his  bi'oad  jiremises,  and  thov  sound  soinewiiat  oi'  the 
prophetic  visions  of  the  ancient  lisherinan.  His  pix-miscs  are  the 
greatest  poliiical  problems  that  \\(tv^^  ever  j.ivseiilcd  to  mankind  - 
justice  and  lifiei'tv  to  all  men  perfect  e(|ualit\-  of  rieht.  or.  in  other 
words,  A  </,>,„!  Cnrrnnnr,,!.  something  to  he  hoped  b)r,  even  l.)efore  a 
"splendid""  one.  The  people  to  whom  ihi'se  gmv,.  \\u\\U  were 
addressed  wei'c  iheii  loimdiiig  our  governuient  -  \vv^\  to  sliape  it  as 
they  willed.  Would  tluw  make  it  a  nood  government  ratlu'i-  than  a 
splendid  one  ^  Tlie  Nvi'i'ter  had  heard  perhaps  of  tlie  splendors  of 
India,  where  the  royal  ele|)haiils  biiriy  hia/ed  wilh  diamonds  and 
I'uhies  with  whicli  the\'  wei'e  decoi  al  e<l.  and  the  weallhv  women  wt.'i'e 
clothed  in  fabrics  so'  I'ieh  ;iiid  delieatc>  that  lh(n-  were  called  ••  the 
woven  weird  :"■  they  toiled  noi.  and  yet  in  this  land  of  gorutvais 
s[tlendois  more  than  si.x  million  p(;o[)!e.  the  toilers  and  [irodncers. 
starved  to  death  in  <me  season  of  bimine.  Whether  he  had  or  not. 
certain  it  is,  he  had  thought  profoundly  and  well  on  that  siiprmne 
])ro!)lem  of  the  world,  how  to  alta.iii  a,  u'liod  eovernment.  'I'he  ai'ticle 
was  surely  wi'itteu  by  a  Republican  Democrat,  and  he  adilressed  his 
appeal  lo  liie  opposiiion  l  he  bepuMica  udoMlei-ds.  The  vear  bsli;.  al 
the  vciw  hour  this  article  was'  giv.'ii  the  iva.iersof  the  Ilra,Ji\,r>J 
^'ir:-./'''.  it  should  be  remeiiibiM'ed  that  our  coiiniiy  was  in  its  infancy 
of  untried  experiments,  and  it  is  now  opeiiK-  said  1)V  hi.storv  that 
among  some  of  thc>  greatest  men  ,  .f  that  tinu'  there  \\  ere  divisions  on 
the  suhjeet  of  a  centralized  government,  (U'  a  greater  |K)\ver  allowed  lo 
the  people  an  arisl,,ci'acy  of  rulers,  iiunh'  I'ich  and  ixi'verful  liy 
government  and  thai  these  were  to  be  paiiipere(|  h\-  the  |)o\vers  and 
then'  in  turn  would  care  for  and  prolect  the  people  those  who  he\\ed 
the  wood  and  carried  the  water.  Il  is  \\u\.  al  all  curious  that  this  and 
similar  (piestioiis  should  arise  among  our  great  a.iiccslors;  all  were 
fresh  fi'om  till'  \-ery  exi  reiiK;  u{  paternalism  in  goveiamumt,  when  to 
(piestion  the  divinity,  the  infallibility  of  any  laihu'  in  any  country  or 
govcnaiimmt,  was  treas(;ii  and  (le>e,r\-eil  «piiek  and  ignominious  death. 
An  aristocracy  (;f  some  kind.  I'ich  and  powerful, '  and,  if  good,  the 
necessaiy  friends  and  protect(n's  of  the  people,  was  <leemed  a,  tiiingof  a 
matter  of  coui'se  ;  th(>  few  siipm'fcjrs,  the  many  suballerns;  the  wisdom 
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ami  love  of  pafonts  «;-ui(lmu' aiulcariiii;'   tor  ilicif  helpless  and  innoceiil 
Itrood;  a  lofd  feci.  t:]otlie(l  ami  eartvl  for  in  sickness  liisdenendenLs  oi' serfs 


To  cull  it  fiTiMlom  wlii'U  thenisflws  arr  lire," 
e.xi'laini  "  eonsisleneyl"  The  kiiiL;' and  nobles  always  at;ree  that  \vliei\ 
they  ai'e  hap|iy  the  country  is  Messed:  courtiers,  minions,  sycoiiliants. 
ruid"  dependents  l)ask  in  the  favoi'of  the  ruler,  ami  all  schenie  to  seeur(^ 
the  most  money  from  the  sweat  and  toil  ol'  the  ])eople.  Jt  was 
battling'  these  chronic  ohl  ideas  that  the  writei'  was  u'oing-  thi'ou,i;;li  so 
many  columns  of  the  paper — it  was  illuminatiii;;-  the  J  )ein(x'i-atic  ideas 
of  .lefl'ei'son  ;  the  ^-reatest  liherty  to  the  j^-reatest  iiundiei'. 

Il  should  !)!■  hoVne  in  mind  Ihat  at  that  tiineit  was  diU'eivnt  fi'om  now. 
espeeialh'  in  the  mat  lei'  nf  I  he  di\ine  iMLihl  of  ki  nas  and  rulei's.  and  even 
though  I'his  country  has*(h'sli'oyed  ihe  .illice  of  kin-,  and  suhsl  iliited  a, 
constitutional  ;4(.V('rninent.  x'ct  all  were  a^■rl■('d  th;il  the  pi'ople  must  he 
protected  --their  liberties  earefidly  !iuai''led  by  those  in  control.  In 
the  nnilte!'  (A'  reiiulat  inu'.  c(Ud  rolline-.  nudiiui:'  laws  lo  eari-  foi'.  ami 
protect  bol  h  the  pulilic  and  private  a  Hairs  of  com  ni  unity  ;  the  cnnnlry 
has  ei'iM'  on  and  on.  as  llie  vears  have  I'olled  bv.  and  cuslonis.  habits, 
and  statute  la  ws  ha\i'  ix'cii  piled  one  upon  anol  her,  mountain  hiu-li. 
.lell'er.-on's  deiiioci'acy  i'eadil\'  joined  liamis  m  tins  woi'lc  of  ic^ulat  iiie-. 
even  discoverinn-  pretexts,  pla  nsdtle  and  ot  lnu'wise.  lor  m('W  laws  ami  new 
and  more  o|lici;ils  :  protect  inu'  the  dear  [)eople— iuista!<en  ^ood  !iien  and 
Li'ri'at  paJi'iots-- were  the  laboi's  da_\  and  nieht  of  all  men.  The  piMjple 
LM'i'W  clauioi'ous  for  nmrc'  e-ovei'iiiucut.  un)re,  moi'e!  <  hu.'  reenlatini,'- 
law  wouui  )'e(|uire  t'.vi).  three,  oi'  a  do/en  amendments  oi'  new  laws, 
and  eacii  would  n,M|uire  more  ollicials.  and  they  in  turn  re(|uired  nn)i'e 
and  nioi'e  taxes :  but  nnm  le'.t  they  \vere  liapi)y.  happv  always  when 
they  could  more  and  more  feel  the  weiulit  or  actual  presence  of  tiielaw, 
ami  the  eoveiaimeni,  eve;-  pi'i'ssine'  closer  and  closei'  about  their 
individual  ])ersons.  In  other  words,  there  was  little  division  amono- 
men  on  the  vital  (pu'stiou  of  the  ti'ue  conditions  between  suijjects 
and  I'ulers,  but  ihev  pai'ted  lines  iri  other  dii'cctions. 

l"or  in->lani-e,  w  hen  Mrailford  coiiniy  was  oreai\i/ed.  as  ;in  e\  idence 
of  wlial  the  people  wei'c'  couiendine  about,  is  found  some  reference  in 
Ihe  tirst  issues  of  the  (luZilh  to  tiie  siiliject  of  y  "/" /'  '•///vv/e-//.  'I'lie 
l-'ederalisis  evidently  wert,"  the  men  \vho  were  acconnUMl  as  beinu'  in 
fa  Vol'  of  e-,,vcrnment.  pi'ovidine  a.  sup]>ly  n{  [)aper  money  foi'  circulation, 
while  their  op|iomu)ts,  the  R(;pub!ican-I)em()('rats.  were  fiu'  the.  more 
solid  e-old  and  silvei'. 

Kollowin.e'  ihis  was  the  ipiestion  of  the  intensity  of  ev(U'\-o)ie's  ad- 
vocacy of  th(>  late,  the  ]n'esent  or  pei'haps  the  fnlui-e  or  next  war.  Tiny 
wei'c  divided  in  tluur  sympathies  iictwec^n  (Jreat  Tuataiu  and  I*' ranee,  or 
NapohMUi.  in  the  wars  ihen  I'auiiie.  'J'iie  more  liberal  Democrats -wci'i.' 
heart  and  soul  for  iNTapoleoii.  while  others  wei'(>  openl\-  or  se('retlv  favor- 
iiii^r  Kne-land.  The  wai' of  1  sj  2  had  emphasized  the  division  lu'tween 
the  twb  politit'ai  pai'tU'S.  Moui'oe  was  president,  a  ml  those  opposed  to 
tlie  war  vented  their  anu'er  at   him. 

Chielly  in  l'.i'adb)rd  conidv.  when  it  had  become  or-atii/.ed  a  ml  olli 
cei'ed,  the  divisi(;ns  were  the  Uepublicans,  Democi'ats  and  the  h'ederal- 
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lli>)niblic;ins — tli<Mlitrefeuces  wi-i'e  f;ir  more  in  name  liian  in  faet;  the 
roniiei'.  tliouixli  New  Knglanders.  were  severe  in  their  critieism  of  tlie 
Puritan  and  liis  fanatic  religious  pretensions.  Although  the  eonntry 
JKul  tlien  recovered  from  the  era  of  the  abundant  di'owning  of  witches, 
no  one  pai'ty.  it  seems,  had  its  sk'ii'ts  clean  enough  on  this  subject  to 
taunt  or  al)UNe  anyone  else,  foi'  eitlier  mistalces  or  crimes  in  tliis  direc- 
tion. Tlie  dazi'ite.,  during  its  lii'st  six  nujnths"  exislcuee,  puiilished  a 
most  remarkable  ghost  storv,  without  a  \v<ir<l  ()f  comment,  as  it  was 
ta,l-;en  from  some  other  ])ai)ei\  In  that  iiai'ticnhir  case  the  shadow 
was  that  of  a  man  who  l:ad  been  murdered  foully,  of  course,  and  the 
same  story  is  now  common  stnclc  in  mucii  of  our  light  and  vicious  lic- 
tion,  to  harrow  the  souls  of  credulous  cliildren  aiul  weak-minded  men. 
It  is  safe  to  assume  that  tliep?  -was  far  moi'e  credulity,  and  a  consequent 
much  less  disposition  to  doubt  on  the  subject  of  sui>ei'natural  extrava- 
ganzas among  tile  lii'st  s(!tt](^rs  in  the  countv  than  tli(n-e  is  IU)W.  Tlie 
pco|)h'  ivad  their  I'.ibles  with  a  faith  ami  a,  iitei'al  belief  in  even  its  (h- 
taclied  senl(uiccs.  tliat  the  nu)st  thoi'ough-going  cliui'ch  members  of  to- 
day can  hardly  understand.  Xo  doubt  entered  their  minds  when  listen- 
ing to  the  severe  dogmatics  of  their  doughty  ]»reachei-s.  and  the  same 
\vas  true  as  the  head  of  the  family  w  the  s(diool  t<'acli(/i' I'cad  aloud  tin; 
weekly  issues  of  the  llrdilfonl  (iit::pti,\  Tli"  gi'eatiiess  and  goodness 
of  the  minister  was  measuretl  mostly  by  the  leiii^-tji  ui  his  sermons  atul 
his  tireless  lung  power.  There  was  a  strong  cond)ination  of  supei'Sti- 
tion  in  religious  subjects,  and  on  political  subjects  among  those  who 
Ijuilt  the  fi'ame  work  of  societv  in  the  Siis(|uclianiui,  vallev  —  an  import- 
ant item  when  we  come,  in  this  day,  to  weighing  ami  estiimiting  theii' 
liv(\s  :  in  orher  words  ilie  true  hi-tory  of  aiiv  people  oi'  time.  Iies.r)ftcu. 
beneath  the  sui'fac  facts  and  incidents.  Voii  see  a  n.adiiian  in  ii'ons. 
held  by  his  strong  guards  while  he  ra.vt^s  and  frollis  and  would  murder 
anv  living  thing,  ami  you  ask  his  Iceepers  the  cause,  and  they  would 
])robably'tell  yliu  that'  family  tKnible.  death  of  wd'e  or  children,  linan- 
cial  dilHciilties.  w  that  it  \vas  relinion.  excitement  or  any  of  the  otiier 
comtuonlv  assiuiied  reasons.  Tlii^  answer  might  be  the  true  one.  init 
as  often  it  is  not  :  it  all  may  have  conu'  fi'oiu  some  au.-cstor  getU'r;itioiis 
ago — the  cause  i^  ol'leii  the  seed,  planted  deep  from  view,  in  loiiu'  pre- 
ceding   time  of   the  hour  that   we  ealher  the  full  ami  i'i|ien<'d  fruit. 

In  ISio  the  (juestion  of  trade  with  fhiulaml  was  laid  before  the 
people  of  Bradford  coimtv.  Tlie  (.<i::,tt<  copied  an  article  fi'om  tin,' 
IhiUnuure   /\///v-.-^  under  the  head  of  "The  Hmbargo.-   at   which   the 

law  called  for  alike  \)\  natioiuil  honor  and  national  inter<'st  ;'"  aiul  he 
pro(.'eeds  to  say  that  it  will  pro\'e  more  hurtful  to  kaie'l.and  than  ••even 
the  thumler  of  a  Hull  or  a  1  )ecat  ui' ■'— a  law  which  is  to  '•  imi'tnre  our 
infant  into  giant  maniira(-fHres,""  shorten  the  war  by  yi'ars.  and  " /v.svw/r 
the  .SV////.V  of  ///////^//.v  of  ih'Kirdl  injnif.s  from  lhe'<leep  damnation  of 
habitual  pei'jufv:"  ami  then  proceeds  to  sav:  "  A\'e  present  the  t  rib- 
iite  .,f  our  humble  applause  to  tli(>  men  who  wi>ely  and  resolutely 
spurned  the  thraldom  of  an  aliased  luuue  and  passed  a  wise  m(>asiire."" 
This  l^epublican  continues  in  the  vein  of  exultat  ion.  and  is  bold  to  sny 
that  the  diM'laration  of  war  was'  the  wisest  American  nn-asure  sinc(.'  the 
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Dci-hirulioii  of  IiKle|)(jnilcMi'c,  ami  t  he  ('nr<Jiv.iMiiciU.  of  llie  "  l'Jni)ai'i;-o  " 
will  prove  lo  l)e  the  most,  coi^'eiit  and  prink'nt  measure  since  llie  decla- 
I'alion  of  wai',  and  tlie  \vriL<.-r  sineerely  lio[)es  the  measiii'e  will  iKjt.  like 
a  former  (Jiie.  ~' liecome  a  mei'e  pei'eh  foi'  l)ii'ds  of  prey.""  To  the 
•' s[)eculators  "■  who  cried  out  against  it.  sayiiiL;-.  "how  ar^;  we  to 
emplov  our  capital  now  i"  he  answers  '•  estahlish  mannfiietiii'cs  "  --"  /il 

As  a  war  measure,  it  may  ije  readily  gleaned  fi'om  the  article 
I'eferred  to,  that  the  lie|)id)licans  warmly  favored  the  embargo  while 
the  Federalists,  it  may  be  assumed,  opposed  it,  at  least  indii'ectly,  and 
the  writer  denounces  "he  who  woulil  sell  his  birth-right  for  a  gay  coat 
or  a,ny  coat  ought  forever  to  be  a  slave  in  bnilV"  and.  in  his  judgment, 
the  "  mean(>st  peasant  in  America,  ]:)l(^ssl■d  with  tliese  sentiments  is  a 
happy  man  compared  with  a  Tory."' 

About  this  time  appeared  in  the  (Utzciti'  a,  long  ai'ticle  signed 
'' Farmer,'"  discussing  the  daiigei's  of  Americans  sull'ciing  themselves 
to  continue  de[)eiulent  on  the  use  of  foreign  goods,  and  the  ui'gency  of 
securing  domestic  maiitd'artures  of  everv  kind;  he  accuses  merchants 
of  exacting  doid)le  prices,  d'  not  imji'c,  for  evciy  foreign  article  thev 
have  for  salt;.  He  shows  that  the  tendency  is  upward  in  price  f(jr 
foreign  goods:  and  that  uK.'rchants  are  rapitllv  making  euiMaiiijus  for- 
tunes. "Farmer""  lays  down  some  ra,thei'  striking  ])roi)ositions  in 
economics,  that  is,  they  would  be  novel  now,  afterseventy-five  vears  of 
discussion  of  the  subject  (jf  tra,de  with  f(ji'eign  nations.  "Such  are  the 
mournfid  residts.-'  he  e.\claims.  "of  youi'  listening  to  the  artful  talcs  of 
miM'chants  coiicei'ning  the  sul)servienc\'  of  commerce  to  agi'icidture. 
such  the  ]uiinfui  and  mortifvdng  issues  of  neglecting  domestic  manu- 
factures ami  encouraging  those  of  foreign  nations.  Ko  soi't  of  com- 
merce fa  voi'able  to  agriculture  is  beneficial  to  the  farnuM-.  but  ex])orta- 
tioii  al(;Jie;  importation  and  foreign  trade  arc  ruimius.  "••  ■■■  •■ 
The  war  has  no  tendency  to  impoverish  the  nation  :  if  sends  not  a.  cent 
out  of  society,  it  merely  occasions  the  ti'ansfer  of  pi'operty  from 
oiu'  to  another;  it  takes  from  theceiitral  and  conveys  to  the  frontier; 
taking  from  the  mechanic  and  giving  to  llie  soldii'r.  '■  ■■  "■•"  Oidv 
push  tlomeslic  nianufacturi's  and  cease  to  fre(]Uent  the  stores  of  men 
who  vend  foreign  go(,Hls  and  send  yijur  wealth  abroad  and  tlien  your 
impoverishment^  becomes  impossible."" 

In  December,  IS  1 3,  the  people  read  carefully.  iMadison's  imjssage 
addressed  to  Congress.  This  was  a  rai)i(i  I'eview  of  what  had  transpired 
in  the  then  war  with  England  ;  it  was  read  and  reread  with  iniinite 
pleasure  by.  doidjtless,  nearly  all  the  leading  Iie]iublicans  of  the  county, 
and,  if  read  at  all  by  the  l'"ederalists.  it  was  not  with  ]ileastii'f.  but 
largely  foi' the  jiurpose  of  iinding  fault  with  it. 

The  strongly  Detno/jratic-llepublican  paper  of  the  county  in  ISF! 
laid  before  its  I'eaders  nearly  three  columns  of  reading,  that  even  told 
of  now  sounils  curious,  but  is  full  of  suggestions  as  to  the  ]>nolic  niiiul 
of  that  time.  It  is  no  less  tiian  an  account,  co}>ied  fi'om  the  Xdiional 
Adrocdiij.  of  a  ])Mblic  dinner,  given  at  Tamman\-  Hall.  Xew  York, 
"  untler  the  direction  and  superintendence  of  the  Republican  (General 
Committee  of  Xew  York,'"  "to   .Maj.-(-ien.  William   II.   Ilari'ison.     This 
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\v:is  tlic  gi'eatesL  social  and,  iiu  (l()ul)t,  political  cvciil  of  tlic  liiiic, 
and  althou^di  it  was  twunly-scveii  years  iir(>c(_'din<j,'  llie  elevation  of 
Harrison  to  the  great  ollice  of  President  of  the  Uniled  States,  it  was, 
])robal)ly.  the  first  I'onnd  in  the  ladder  that  he  eventnally  elinil)etl  Uj  the 
top.  Tiio  very  curious  thing  abcjut  it  is  that  Harrison  'was  noniiiuitcd 
and  elected,  and  was  always  a,  self-])roclainii'd  ])i'o-slavery  Deniocratic- 
Ue[)ublican,  yet  his  election  was  a  AVhig  vietoiy  and  a  triumph  of  the 
memory,  the  shades,  of  thcold  federalist  partw  Time  unfolds  cuiious 
conditi(jns,  evei^  in  politics. 

AVhih;  these  old  ])ioneer  I'alliors  were  rigid  and  strong  in  every 
article  uf  political  faith,  ihey  were  eipially  so,  if  not  more,  severe  in 
matters  (;f  religion,  in  jioliLics  they  ([nari'eled  lierc(;iy  ab(jut  war 
measures,  the  proper  defense  ol'  the  Hag.  the  hiiiMiiig  of  domestic 
manufactories  and  like  propositions;  Imt  in  nnittei's  of  religion  they 
were  unanimous  in  the  dee[)est  seated  faith,  llie  veiy  savagei'\'  of 
(hjgmas  and  the  pitiless  extii-pation  of  her.  sy,  however  radically  liiey 
nnght  dill'er  on  points  of  doxy.  Stei'iily  and  e\'eu  sm'erely  religious  wei'e 
these  American  pioneei'S  ;  the  representatives  of  tin-  church  militant, 
gloi'ving  in  selfdnllicted  pemincrs.  and  with  the  ^wovd  of  (iideon 
smit'ing  sill  hip  and  thiiili  ;  )'ar<>  i)Uiidles  of  luconsist.  iicy.  full  of  fmht 
and  reliLi'ioii  ;  siioiilder  to   slioiilder    battling  with   an    invading  army  ; 

always  ready  in  the  liercest  of  the  striigii'le  c-veii  to  turn  and  rend  (^-udi 
other  on  the  llimsiest  (piestions  (jf   ])oleniics.      So    full   of   the   sijirit   of 


dissent  were  lliev  that  the  laymen  wei 
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shephei'ds,  ami  without  a  (|ua.lm  of  couscieiice  they  split,  divided  and 
subdivided  tiu.'ir  church  (jrgani/alions. 

Thomas  Sim|)Son.  the  first  ])ublisliei'  of  the  (iitzdli-,  undcrstoinl 
well  the  demands  of  his  ]iatrons,  as  ina\'  lie  seen  from  the  fact  that 
with  his  papm-  lilled  with  war  and  pnlitics,  lu;  yet  found  frequent,  oci-i- 
sion  to  ]»ublisli  long  religious  sermons  that  bristled  generally  with 
doctrinal  points,  the  animus  <.)[  which  is  noticed  in  the  opening  sentence 
(.f  one  now  before  us:  'Mlow  loiiu,  ( )  inhabitu!,t>  of  the  earth  !  will 
ynii  Millm^  yoni'srives  to  be  deceived  \^\  laUe  teachers,  delusive  spirits, 
and  d(H'lrines  of  di^vils  T'  Then  follows  a  iiuml)er  of  "How  lon^^s," 
conehidiiig  with  ••  How  lone-  will  y,.u  cattdi  at  perishable  thin-s,  out- 
ward ortlinances  or  water  bnjitism;  when  you  an*,  commanded  not  to

There  is  fond  for  I'etlec'tioii  in  this  ancient  sermon.  It  was  the 
eai'Uest  wortis  (jf  a  very  earnest  man.  addressed  to  a  peop'le  in  active 
accord  with  the  si)eaker.  It  is  a  marked  characteristic  of  the  times 
and  the  i>eople,  a.nd  yet  ho'w  can  we  I'cconcile  the  fact  that  only  a,  few 
vears  Ind'orc  this  preacher  preached.  (iMldsmith  had  evolved  fi'om  his 
•brain  that  lovable  character,  the  immoi'tal  -  \'icar  of  Wakefield  "■^--the 
ideal  of  a  preacher  and  his  family,  and  their  simple  <laily  home  life,  as 
drawn  from  the  lauc\'  of  the  si  rollitm- musician,  wlu.i    pla\'ed    his   lliite 
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tlirou<;li  I';iir<)|i(\  to  Iho  s(M'v;ml  i;iils  uiid  llu'  staMi-  Ixiys.  fui'  a  ciiaiice 
ci'UsL  uf  Iji'uad.  The  (Iciiiaiids  of  iiiajildiid  called  I'oi'tii  t  Ijc  SL'i'iiioii  of 
the  living  proaclier;  tlio  divine  l;viiius  of  ( icjhlsiuilh  warbled  as  the 
birds  of  the  wilderness  vdv^l  U>  the  skies.  'J'o-day  ihis  i^-ood  man  and 
his  senium  tm  ijaptisin  would,  in  nne  n{  niir  very  fashionable  eity 
ehnrelies,  lie  laiiu;!ied  at  ;  but  vou  must  un[  imai;iiie  that,  therL'fore, 
(.{oldsmith  wonlil,  on  the  other  hand,  lie  lifte<l  up'  an.!  lionized  by  all 
l)eo|ile.  (  )n  Ih'oadway,  he  would  be  mii-'h  the  jiooi',  wretched  uutcust 
Ik'  was  one  liundi'(;d  yeai's  auo  in  the  sli'rets  oi'  London — just  as  lik-ely 
to  IVec/.c  anil  stai've  in  a  garret  to-day  as  he  did  then  ;  biit'the  pi'cac'lu'r 
and  his  ureat  sermon  wcndd  be  hauo'htily  directed  bv  the  Ivshop's  but- 
ler to  Mplil}'  at  the  '•  j.ittie  <  'huivh  7\i'on"nd  tlie  ( 'nvuvr." 

In  the  early  nart  of  l^i:'..  three  men  wltc  arrested  and  examined 
in  the  i)i'eliminai'V  court'm  New  Vorlc,  on  ilie  charge  of  treason,  'i'he 
JJj'/n/jon/  (!,(■:, if,'  piiblisluMi  the  account  of  the  trial,"  under  the  head  oi' 
'•  Moi-e  'J'rea^on,"  and  is  conleiil  to  simply  eive  the  facts  ami  the  gist 
of  the  test  iinonw  without  a  word  of  comment.  The  parlies  ti'ied  were 
Abijah  an.l  .larob  Ihglow  and  .1.  W.  -leidcins,  and.  e.vcept  Abij;di,  wei'e 
convicted  and  bound  over  to  the  court,  but.  when  the  time  for  trial 
came  on,  these  men  iiad  lied  to('anada.  Their  treason  consisted  in 
having  aided  in  the.  esca|ie  <if  some  Hriti^h  prisonei's.  As  remarked, 
thei'e  wtu'e  lU)  couiuK^'iUs  in  the  (ni:,lr<\  no  vit  upei'ation  of  Ames'icans, 
who,  m  the  iiour  (_)f  the  country's  peiil.  were  giving  signilicant  aid  and 
comfort  to  the  invading  foe.  unless,  indc'cd,  the  woi'ds  "  moi'(,' t I'eason," 
that  stood  at  the  head  of  the  artieh.',  might  lie  construed  as  a  comment 
-  a  scjlemn  I'ellection  that- thei'e  were  otbcu-s  in  tiie  cituntiy  win;  had 
been  phi  ving  tlu;  pail  of  .1  udascs  toward  t  heir  (Jovernmenl.  The'  mod- 
erati(m  of  the  papei'  is  significant  of  tiie  manner  of  our  fatliers-  a 
strong  contrast  indeed  to  the  temper  <^\  the  people  in  oui'  late  ('ivil 
AVar.^' 

This  leads  us  to  a  m)tice  of  the  fact  that  I'.radb-rd  county,  when  it 
was  I'oi'iiied.  had  men  in  it  '.vho  were  well  known  to  all  the  ]ie(.ple  as 
Tories  during  the  War  for  Independence.  They  were  never  molested, 
there  did  iioi  seem  to  be  anv  lhouL;hl  of  ill  treating  lh<'m.  They  wi'ri> 
nciehboi'cd  with  as  were  other  people;  assisted  m  sickness  ami  in 
emergencies  as  were  others,  as  even  kilh  and  kin.  and  if  the  fact  was 
evei'  thrown  ollensi\-ely  in  their  faces  tiiere  is  no  record  or  mention 
of  it.  'i'liese  men  so  It.ilcraiit  toward  the  poor  Tories.  -  the  men  so 
viciously  ignorant  as  not  to  sympathize  with  the  liberties  of  llieir 
fell(JW-men,  antl  win;  t'ommitted  li'eason  to  (iod  and  m.an  by  theii' 
blind  adhei'ence  to  ami  sympathy  for  the  vile  oppi-essor,  and  esteemed 
the  lalhers  ;is  simply  reluds  deserving  the  mesl  ignominious  death — ■ 
were  nrx<^v  molested,  it  seems,  and  it  is  doulilful  if  they  were  greatly 
discriminated  against  bv  the  \^vy  neighbors  .who  held  themselves  so 
i-eady  to  punish  blasphemy,  or  even  a  mild  form  of  heresy — a  people 
w'ln/woiild  punish  tlie  husband  for  kissing  liis  wife  on  Sunday  ;  that 
had  enacted  and  mercilessly  enforced  the  llliio  Laws,  and  yet  so  I'eadily 
•  forgave  treason.  In  the  accounts  of  the  bloody  massacre  "that  followed 
the'battle  and  surrender  of  AVyoming,  aiv  to'  be  b^iind  the  sickening 
details   of  a  brother  in  cold   bloud  shooting    to    death    his    ])leading 
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the  painted  savages  were  giiillloss  of  that  (lei)th  >>(  h( 
Turv.  XoL  a  representative  one  of  course,  for  such  : 
senled  nothing  ol'  man  ov  beast,  except  himself — he  stai 
niateljless  infamy. 

When  there  were  enough  permanent  settlers  here 
county,  they  had  I'eached  a  time  wlien  men  began  to  draw  aw 
that  intense  age  of  religions  fanaticism,  that  wild  craze- on  tin 
that,  had  wdielmed  the  civilized  world  in  the  five  hundred  year 
Dark  Ages,  and  were  inclined  to  mix  in  their  thoughts  and 
somi>  of  the  more  practical  alVairs  of  life.  They  weVe  rapidl_\ 
ing  the  view  of  lil'e,  and  the  beliefs  in  supernatural  power, 
most  trivial  atl'airs  anujiig  men  were  loosening  iheii'  long  ( 
men's  minds.  The  rejiresentatives  of  the  church,  while  they 
non-e  of  me,n's  devotiontil  resijeet  for  the  cloth,  for  the  saci 
they  exercised,  yet  their  power  in  the  family  circle  and  in  tl 
and'  in  the  material  concerns  of  the  individual  were  shjwiy 
The  inlluence  of  the  chui'chmen  Avas  therein'  signallv  bettei 
century  ]ircceding,  the  church  had  ruled  the  State  and  uiifor 
wield(Hl  the  gleaming  sword,  and  interminaltle  I'eligious  w 
blasted  the  l)loom  of  eai'th.  and  tlie  ukjsI  iioi'i'id  perseciiLi 
filled  the  air  with  the  wails  of  the  dying,  innocent  victims 
these  cruel  ages  the  world  was  slowly  emerging,  but  resistlesslv, 
sk)wly.  like  the  rise  of  the  continents  from  the  great  ocean's 
men  were  tasting  the  right  of  self-government ;  feeling  tin.'  p(.) 
the  g.Hnl  of  regulating  their  own  [U'ivate  and  social  alfaii's. 
they  rush  lo  the  other  extreme  ; 

The  people  of  liradford  county  were*  deeply  interesteil  in  ti 
of  education,  even  before  the  county  was  f'jrmetl.  Their  attetit 
called  to  the  fact  that  Virginia  had  already  taken  st'-ps  foi'  tl 
estal)lishment  of  puijllc  free  schools,  and  appeals  were  sent  to 
islature  to  consider  the  subject.  In  nearly  ^-vi^ry  rude  log  c 
short  term  of  school  was  taught,  tit  first  by  Liie  preachei' in  ch; 
in  time  by  his  assistant.  These  were  the  nmst  i)rimitive  sub;: 
schools,  to  which  each  parent  or  guardian  paid  the  liills  mr)nth 
childnin  they  sent,  and  so  rigiil  was  their  economy  tliat  thei^x 
sending  a  child  to  tliesc  pay-schools  was  but  a  fraction  of  wha 
costs  to  send  one  to  our  supposed  perfected  free  schools.  A 
wortli  of  text  books  then  W(Mild  supply  a  hug-e  famiU-  ol'  scln 
dren  their  entire  school  days  ;  in  this  as  in  other  thing.-,  it  is  k 
to  estimate  the  changes  from  that  time  to  this. 

A    striking    illustration    of  the   prevalent  credulity  of  the  t 
GdZftlc  of  lSl-1  pid)lishes  an  olji'iuary  which  is  dressed  in  thee: 
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nary  cii'i'iiinstaiici,'  of  Ijein;^' in  inoui'tiiiiL;,  lliat  it  is  (H'liaiiifnleMl  with 
ail  iiiveiled  rulcat  each  end  of  UiearLiele.  li  is  an  aecount  ol'tiie  deatli 
of  a  j\raj.  Ricliai'd  Elliott.,  of  Ohio.  K\ideiuly  it  was  not  that  they 
knew  the  man  ov  had  a  ))efsonal  intei'est  in  him.  hut  it  was  the  man- 
ner of  the  man's  death  tiiat  made  it  of  such  vital  impoilance.  The 
name  of  tlie  man  who  i;ave  the  account  is  given  as  a  vouchei' of  its 
li'uth  antl  credibihty.  Tlie  substance  is  that  on  a  certain  Sabbath  even- 
ing- the  man  was  passing;'  along'  the  highway,  when  he  saw  two 
hglits  ill  the  shape  of  half-moons  coming  toward  lum  ;  when  the  lights 
nu'i  him  they  seemed  to  close  him  in  a  cirele  about  the  breast,  when  a 
voice  pronoun(;ed  these  words:  •'  Arc  ijn>i  pi'i  pai'.il  io  dlef  'Without 
hesitati(jn,  tlie  man  answei'cd  " //' /V  J's  <;<„r.s  n-Ul,  /  thud-  fidii.'"  Tlie 
li^■hts  then  jtassed  on,  but  turned  aiitl  followed  him  until  he  came 
o|)[)osil(_^  the  gi'aveyai>rw]iere  they  made  a  stand  ;  he  ccjiild  see  them, 
by  lookin.i^'  back,  for  half  a  mile.  'When  llie  man  arrived  at  home  he 
told  his  wife,  and  assured  her  that  he  liad  but  a  short  time  to  live;  he 
related  the  same  to  several  jteople,  and  announced  to  all  that  he  was 
about  to  tlie.  The  lights  w  ere  met  on  I'^i-iday  evening,  about  t'  o'clock  ; 
on  Tuesday  following,  the  man  was  raving  insane,  and  in  twenty-four 
hours  died.  The  lugubrious  story  concludes  with  the  words :  "This 
is  a  sim])le  statement  of  the  cii'cumstances  of  his  sickness  and  death." 
The-  story  is  circumstantially  told,  and  is  quite  ghostly.  The  men 
of  that  dav,'in  their  leather  jerkins,  and  the  dames  at  the  looms  ami 
(he  s|)inniiig-wlieels  must  have  r(Md  and  heard  it-  with  cam|)lete  awe. 
and  the  children,  no  (.loubt.  were  freshly  alarmed  at  the  dark',  and  would 
shut  their  eyes  in  the  fear  ttf  seeing  the  dreaded  moon-sha[)cd  lights. 
The  [)oor  man  was  simply  mad  -insane  beyond  quesLion  from  the  first, 
and  tliL-M,  as  now,  there  were  no  certain  metlicaments  for  the  mind 
diseased.  The  moon-sliaprd  lights  were  but  witches  in  another  form 
— men  were  moving  slowly  away  from  the  suttee  of  the  East,  or  when 
'•Auld  (Mootie"  would  daily  come  up  through  the  hot  crater's  mouth  to 
waylay  ihe  innocent  [)eople  on  the  road,  as  he  had  f)een  often  caught 
in  the  act  of  linding  a  ixM'soa  alone,  lu-ar  a  gra ve\ard.  and  seized  him, 
and,  despite  his  stnig^-h's  and  eri<'s.  had  carVicd  liim  oiV.  ajid  with  his 
precious  burden  liad  plunged  into  the  vomiting  volcano,  on  his  return 
visiL  to  his  realms  with  his  trophy.  Men's  beliefs  were  emeru-ing 
slowly  from  these  frightful  conjurings  -the  travail  of  the  dreary  ages. 
The  story  of  man's  frightful  supei'sliiions-  -shadows  to  us,  but  hori'iljly 
real  to  them — is  one  of  the  most  painful  chapters  in  human  history  ;  it 
had  lilled  the  world  to  the  mountains'  [)ealvs  with  the  deepest  gloom, 
and  in  trembling  and  despair  they  literally  called  upon  the  rocks  and 
the  mountains  to  fall  upon  them  and  hide  them  forever  from  the  face 
of  an  angry  God.  However,  they  were  slowly'  approaching  this  age 
in  the  idea  that  the  K^upreme  was  not  always  so  unreasonably  angry 
with  his  children,  and  that  he  is  all  love  and  justice.  "  I  thy  God  am 
a  jealous  God  "  is  now  more  generally  read  "  And  He  so  loved  the 
world,  etc."  The  pendulum  swings ;  i"!  can  never  be  at  rest — the  ebl) 
and  How  of  the  wind,  as  it  rises,  slowly  and  spirally,  toward  God's 
throne.  The  opp(,)sing  theori(\s  :  inappeasable  wrath,  imi)lacable  hate 
or   mad,  convulsive,   unreas-oiiing  love — the  ortiiodo.x.  with  clubs  and 
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knocks,  the  ultruist  sweatini;'  blooil  ovei'  ihe  innocent  failings  of 
ignorunce,  and  oll'ci'ing  uj)  the  great  vicarions  sacriiice,  are  but 
tlie  ceaseless  moan  of  the  great  ocean  of  men's  troubled  souls 
moving  through  the  uneiuiing  eternities.  Possibly,  liere,  as 
everywhere,  when  the  historian  comes,  great  en(jugli,  wise  enougli, 
and  feai'less  enough  to  ))oint  out  the  truth  that  ever  lies  in  the 
uiean  of  all  extremes,  then  may  mankind  begin  to  feel  and  know  that 
our  civilization  is  safe,  founded  u])on  the  rock  against  which  the  winds 
and  the  storms  liiay  beat  in  vain,  and  foolish  good  men  will  cease  to 
heart-bleed  and  wail  in  sadness  nvei'  the  cruel  contentions  of  men-- 
over  these  beastly  struggles  to  trample  upon  each  other.  "All's 
well  I  ■' 

Adjddiiiij  Ihe  jirojilicci'-s.  was  iii  the  early  part  ol'  this  century  the 
serious  wurls'  <^f  uumy  of  the  world's  holy  seers;  these  cabalistic 
interpreters  were  a  very  important  feature  of  the  times,  and  they 
l.)Ui'ned  the  midnight  oil,  and  the  press  teamed  with  their  books 
for  all  nuiu  to  I'ead.  For  a  period  of  twenty  years  or  n\ore  these  things 
I'ag-ed  with  the  utmost  activity,  like  evei'ything  of  the  kind  in  ans^veI■ 
to  a  popular  demand.  The  obscure  parts  of  the  books  of  Dauiflaud 
the  llevelations  of  John,  were  the  fruitful  sources  of  sujjply  for  the 
renuarkable  output  of  the  press  of  that  ilay.  TliL'se  rangi'd  in  all 
degrees  fr(jm  the  uu)st  leai'ned  and  scjlemn  to  the  st/rio-eomie,  Init  aU 
intended  to  show  that  the  gi'eat  oracles  of  the  church  were  still 
abroad  in  the  land;  their  erudition  was  astounding,  their  secular 
llavoi'ing  over])owering.  and  their  demonstrations  startling,  ludicrous 
and  whimsical. 

A  man  named  Ivett  wrote  and  ()ublished  a  i)ook  entitled,  "'History, 
the  l^est  interpreter  of  Prophecy,""  and  he  seriously  deuuuisti'ates  "  The 
.  man  of  sin''  is  at  once  •' both  the  Papal  ])ower  and  the  French  inli- 
tlelity  ;"' that  the  'Mittle  hoi-n  of  Daiiiers  fourth  beast"'  designates 
Mohammedanism,  Popery  ami  l"'rench  iulidi-lity  :  the  Insist  of  the 
bottomless  pit  which  slays  the  tw()  wilue.-ses  spoken  of  in  the  lllh 
Chapter  (jf  Peve]ati<ins  typifies  the  same  intidel  power;  that  DanieTs 
litll.'  hoiii  of  the  uoat  aiid  oi  Ins  third  b^'ast.  'he  leopard.,  svmboli/e 
Mohammed  ami  tiie  Kreneh  iididelily  :  that  the  second  beast  of  Si. 
John,  which  is  to  ai'ise  out  of  the  earth  and  ''the  images  to  which  he 
is  to  gi\-c  life  ■'  are  •' inlidclity  aiul  democracy:"  that' the  two  horns 
of  the  beast  are  •'the  (j'eiamiu  ilhuniiuui  ami  French  jisernhj 
philosophers;  that  the  pailicidar  deuu)cratic  lyi'auny,  symbolized  by 
the  iu\age  of  the  l)east,  is  the  revolutitmary  Kepublic  of  France,  aiul 
that  the  mark  of  the  beast  is  the  tri-colored  cockade. 

A  contemporary  of  Ivett's  was  one  who  called  himself  (ialloway. 
This  oracle  I'cad  that  the  earth  out  of  which  John's  second  beast 
arose  was  France;  the  beast  himself  the  Fi'ench  Republic — his  head 
the  legislature;  his  two  horns'  the  committee  of  safety,  and  the  fire  he 
was  to  call  down  was  the  wrath  of  God  ;  his  marvelous  performances 
were  the  I-'rench  victories;  the  inutge  he  was  to  set  up,  the  prostitute 
goddess  of  reason  aiul  liberty;  his  nuirlc  the  cap  of  liberty  ami  the 
cockade  ;  that  his  muuber  J.atini/.ed,  is  OiiO,  the  name  of  the  im.>nai'cli 
Louis  XVI.

In  December,  1815,  JJenJainin  Austin,  of  Jioston,  addressed  a^lono- 
lettei'  to  ex-rresident  Jell'erson,  prupoundiiio-  vei'v  inipoi'tant  question'^ 
on  subjeets  t.;at  were  then  coming  to  the  suidace'in  this  eounti'v  To 
tins  .Ml'.  Jellerson  rcj.lied  at  length,  and  both  were  deemed  of  sirilirient 
nnp.n'lance  to  republish  in  the  Uazdtc  The  opening  para-raph  of 
A  r.  Jetlerson  s  reply  refers  to  the  existing  hoi'rible  conditionsin  France- 
l)!anies  much  of  this  on  Xapoleon,  who  failed  to  use  his  le-itimate 
powei-s  ,n  the  establishmmt  a.nd  support  of  free  -overnmcMit,  and 
I'redicts  that  the  gveat  French  people  will  come  in' time  out  of  the 
hei-v  or,  <-al  m  signal  triumph  and   ultimate   freed.mi   and   <lemocracv.

distingaiished  in  the  rank  of  nati.uis  for  science  and  civilization  would 
liave  su.l.h.nly  (iescende.l  fr.m.  that  luniorable  eminence,  and  setting  at 
dehance  all  those  m.n-al  laws  established  bv  the  Author  of  nature

1  am  in'oud  tosa\'  I  am  not  om'  of  these  [opposed  to  American  manu- 
factures]. Experience  has  lauglit  me  that  manufactures  are  now  as 
necessary  to  our  independence  as  to  our  comfort,  and  if  those  who 
quote  me  as  of  a  diti'erent  opinion  will  keep  i)ace  with  me  in  purchas- 
ing nothing  foreign,  where  an  e(|uivaJent  of  domestic  fabrics  can  be 
obtained,  without  regard  to  difference  of  [)rice,  it  will  not  be  our  fault 
if  we  do  not  soon  have  a  supply  at  liome  equal  to  our  tlemand.  If  it 
shall  be  pi'oposed  to  go  l)eyoi!d  oursupply,  the  question  of  "s."!  will  thou 
recui',  viz. :  Will  our  surplus  labor  then  be  more  benelirially  employed 
in  the  culture  of  the  earth  or  in  the  fabricatimi  of  art;  We  liave 
time  yet  for  consideration  before  that  question  will  press  upon  us:  and 
the  maxims  to  be  ap|)lied  will  depcTid  on  the  cii  cunistaiic(.'s  that  will 
then  exist.  For  in  so  complicated  a  science  as  political  c(;(;nomy,  n<j 
one  axiom  can  \i>'  laid  down  as  wise  and  I'Xpedient  for  all  times  and 
circumstances." 

To  this  beginning  of  the  subjects  concci'iimg  our  fo!'cign  comimTce 
we  have  no\v  added  our  seventy-live  yea.rs  of  cxpi,'i'iine'nting  antl  much 
C(nitinuous  iliscussion.  At  certain  periods  the  (juestum  would  be  laiii 
temporarily  aside  Uw  t)ther  issues,  yet  when  these  had  their  time  and 
passetl  away,  then  the  two  gi'cat  [lolitical  })arties  would  ivsunu>  the 
never-eiuling  discussions  of  t  he  (|Uestions  of  the  tarilfs.  Is  not  much 
o{  the  same  uiicerlaiuly  among  lli(>  people  lo  lie  found  now  that  tlu-ie 
was  thi-ee-quarlers  iif  ;i  centui'y  ago  f  At  the  National  fail  election  o'i 
ISSS,  after  more  than  a  year  of  continuous  discussion  of  the  subjei't  of 
liigh  taritr  and  low  tarilfon  iiu'ports,  ayearof  discussion  in  which  thei'e 
were  less  of  side  issues  than  had  ever  before  been  connected  with  the 
tarilT  question,  and  the  vote  of  tlie  country  sustained  the  advocates  (»f 
tariir — President  Harrison  was  elected  on  this  issue  in  ISSS,  and  this 
was  emphasized  by  the  election  of  a.  majoi'ity  in  Congress  of  that  po- 
litical faith.  The  three  co-oi'dinnte  branclu'S  of  government  Avere  now 
in  accord,  and  it  was  claimed,  with  much  appai'ent  truth,  that  the  (]ues- 
tion  was  now  hai)pily  scttlcil — the  ])eople  had  deciai'cii  for  that  policy. 
lUit  in  two  short  years,  ISiX),  with  the  issue  still  more  sliarply  delim^^d, 
in  tlu'  election  of  anew  ('ongress,  the  results  of  ISSS  wei'c  overwhelm- 
ingly reversed.  Thus  om.^  election  ••settles"  this  imi»oi'tant  (piestion, 
and  immediately  following  the  next  election  will  completely  unsettle 
it,  it  seems.  Tiicse  whirligigs  cd'  time  ai'e  not  only  intei'esting  to  the 
histoi'ian,   but  they  are  the  poisei^   scales   in    which  he  may  best  weigh 


and  ju(l^-e  ihe  iiupoilaiil  moveiiiciUs  (if  i!ie  Ainrricaii  jiewiile.  'I'licse 
remarkable  cliang-(>s.  sijinetliin^-  api^'oat-liing  a  uuicl;  rcvolulioii  of  the 
public  ju(l<imeiit.  iiuiy  render  tiie  Jives  of  the  professional  politieians  a 
burden,  delicious  to  lin.'  "'outs,"  calamitous  to  the  "ins;"  but  they  are  on 
the  whole  a  <;-oo(i  siirii — they  bespealc  the  activity  of  the  public  mind 
on  questions  o['  tlie  (utnitnun  weal  where  nnmen^ais  mistakes  are  ;itoned 
in  Jinal  justice  and  trutli.

TIIKPE  had  l.ieen  pei'manent  seltliM-.s  here  a  considerabli^  time  befoi'e 
there  was  such  a  thing'  as  distinctive  American  ])olitic8;  before 
even  there  was  any  strongs  point  for  ncie'libors  to  ai'gue  and  contend 
about,  exceitt  some  question  I'elating-  to  their  religion,  or  the  conduct 
of  the  French-Indian  war.  oi'  >omethiuu-  of  that"  nat  tire.  After  the 
••  Poston  Tea  Pail\  '"  there  was  lurnislied  all  a  bone  of  comeiuioii. 
The  conlrollnii:- element  iti  soeiriy  w  ere  1  he  .\  ul:  lo-Sa.xous.  a  race  in- 
tensely |)atrioiic.  Ixjwing  witli  an  h^asliaai  de\'otion  at  llic  shi'iiK;  of 
royalty,  and  yet  Ihircely  jealous  of  any  encroachment  u])on  the  most 
ti'ivial  reserved  I'ights  of  the  peojde;  their  ancestoi's  had  made  great 
kings,  and  chopped  off  the  heads  of  a  greater  number  of  them  than  had 
any  other  ]-)eo])le  in  history  ;  savagely  ndigions,  they  hail  struck  the 
temporal  i)ower  of  the  Pope  the  blow  thai  in  t  ime  di'st  royi.'d  it.  When 
the  war  of  Jndepen(lenc(;  was  ha|)pily  ended  and  our  '  i)eo]ile 
had,  by  a  mere  hai.r's  breadth,  esea,])(Ml  placing  themselves  under 
their  own  chosen  ci'owned. head  :  the  greatest  man  in  the  tid(>  (>f  time, 
incomparably  great  in  war  for  the  libeily  of  thcpeo])le.  but  far  nobler 
and  greater  in  peace,  was  at  the  head  of  alfaii's,  as  the  wise  mentor  of 
a  people  confronting  the  supreme  }iroblem  of  founding  the  Ke])ub!ic; 
'then  arose  the  first  glimmer  of  what,  in  the  onehuntlred  years,  grew  to 
be  the  wide-branching  and  fruitful  tree,  American  politics.  The  sliip 
of  State  had  been  successfullv  launched,   and   now  she  nnist  be  ablv 
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iiuuined,  otUcereil,  and  [)il(_ileri  in  tin;  unknown  \v;iU'r8,  on  irearlierous 
seas  where  were  no  fliarts  (ir  l)e;ic()n  lights  lo  point  the  \va\'  to  the 
peaceful  haven. 

A  short.  pai-i^Tapli  is  ^i\-en  in  some  of  our  histcu'ies  to  a  little  inci- 
dent that  is  fidl  of  deep  siynilicaiice  the  more  it  is  studied.  ]n  laving' 
tlie  very  foundation  of  the  lve[)ublic,  alnn^st  the  lirst  (juestion,  after 
])eace  was  declared,  was  the  indef)tedness  that  had  been  incurred  in  the 
|)rosecutioii  of  tlie  \va,i'.  In  addition  to  what  \v;is  due  our  own  people, 
it  was  found  that  tlnn-e  were  nine  million  dollars  due  to  foi'eit;-]!  nations. 
The  executive  fiody  chosen  tu  consider  this  yi'eat  problem,  all 
realized  that  here  \vas  perhaps  the -'rcatcst  dillirulty  menacing  tlie  new 
govei'iinnnit.  the  pi'esiding  olliecr  of  whicli  was  the  immoi'ial  iienjanuu 
l-'i'anklm.  This  immense  drbt  was  the  young  A'atioiTs  niii-htniave,  and 
these  gi'eat  and  g(UKl  men  ri'ali/.ed  much  oi  the  filaclc  'ho]ielessnGSS 
that  stared  them  in  the  face;  in  considei'ing  it,  da\'s  and  nigliis  and 
patient  wcrks  and  nu^nths,  they  I'easoned  on  the  subject  of  how  to  pi'o- 
vide  for  it — a  veiy  ghost  at  the  feast  that  would  m)t  down.  The 
delibei'ative  l,)ody.  composed  of  nnni  who  have  had  few  e(pinls,  and  no 
supericM'S,  Solemnly  conclud<'d  linally  that  tlu;  \-oung  Kepui)lic  could 
never  jiay  the  enormous  amount,  and  that  all  that  coidd  be  done  was 
to  break  u|)  tin;  ( bjvernmenl.  ami  divide  the  tcrritoi'y  ainoiig  the 
Nation's  credit(ji'S"  if  the}'  would  accept  that  as  full  pavment.  Tlii.s 
delicate  subject  was  handled  as  one  of  the  State  secrets  of  the  time; 
lujt  thrown  before  the  pi'ople  for  theii' consiiferation  and  discussion;' 
whether  Ijccanse  they  assumed  the  ])eople'  would  not  underslaiid  it. 
or  it  might  I'esult  in  gi'cat  e\'il  inlliieneeon  the  public  mind,  is  mjt  now 
known.  Our  (.rovernment  still  has  its  "  State  si'crets,""  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  sonn;  good  men.  is  but  a.  relic  transmitted  fi'om  the  old 
feudal  m(;narchies. 

To  the  ghji'y  oi'  mankind,  dui'  infant  Kepublic  was  iK>t  broken  up 
and  divided  anujng  its  ci'<'dilors  in  ])aynienl  of  the'  hopeless  debt  of 
s'.),(i(i().ij()(i.  As  to  the  great  and  firavemeii,  Amerieaiis,  wlio  had  snf- 
fiM'ed  So  mucli  in  the  lone'  and  cruel  wai\  so  man\-  lives  saeriilced.  aiul 
such  md.'seniiabh' siilb'iiii-  and  want,  bmkeii  lu'um'saml  hearts,  ami 
b.rtuiies  upon  the  altai's  of  fieedom.the  i•ld.■l)ledue^s  to  them  in  dollars 
ami  ceiils  was  a  matttu'  largelN-nf  indill'L'renee  ;  it  was  the  ])eople"s 
(Jovei'ument,  ami  whatevei'  it  might  owl'  its  pi.-ople  was  simplv  duii  to 
itself  and  could  stanil  indelinil  ely.  imt  aii  forrMgn  debts  mu>t"be  paid, 
and  how  was  it  possible  to  exiVact  blood  fi'Oiii  a,  tni'tiij)  ^  In  17S9 
^Vashingl.on  becamo  President,  and,  lor  the  ne.xt  eiuht  years,  the  half- 
do/.en  families  in  l!radf(jrd  cminty  had  no  delineil  lines  in  politics,  on 
wdiicli  to  (,livid(.>  in  contention.  In  1T'.>7  J(jhn  Adams  siux'eedod  Wash- 
ington, and  then  tii(j  faint  lines  of  the  (ip))osition  to  the  Federalists 
became  visibl(>,  as  they  sliol  athwart  the  pubtical  horizon.  The  four 
years  of  Adams,  as  the  Oliief  lv\eciil  ive  of  the  nal  i..n.  prepared  the  way 
for  Jell'erson's  succession,  and  the  line  of  divisiem  in  parties  became 
constantly  more  and  more  clearly  deliued.  The  eight  vears  of  .leirer- 
son  l)i'ouglit  matters  down  to  nearly  the  hour  of  the  ei'eation  of  iJrad- 
ford  county,  avI'cii  every  man  in  the  community  was  expected  to  both 
preach,  ami  pray,  and  vote  for  his  own   chosen    party.     The  lirst  four 
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of  Mcuiison's  eight  years  in  the  otiice  of  Pi'esident  were  but  half  gone 
when  jji'adfoi'd  county  coni]iletc(l  its  civil  organization,  and  the  people 
were  called  upon  to  express  their  judginiMits  on  local  all'airs  thr(Migh 
tlie  ballot  box. 

Whether  Jefferson  stoml  in  the  \vay  of  that  imperial  mind. 
Hamilton,  or  not,  atul  thwailcd  his  cherished  iilea  of  a  strong  centi'al 
government,  or  whethei' -Ii'lfci-son  called  into  active  existence  the  very 
])romine)it  political  life  of  Hamilton,  men  may  now  differ  in  regard  to 
the  fact,  but  certain  it  is  these  are  the  representatives  of  the  central 
op]iosing  political  ideas  tiiat  have  run  throughout  the  life  of  our 
Nation.' 

Tlie  history  of  the  form.ation  of  the  Ketleral  Oonslitution  shows 
clearly  that  there  was  at  tljat  time  a  large  and  inllueniial  bod}--  of  men 
in  this  country  who  sei'iously  doubted,  if  tiiey  did  not  absolutely  deny, 
the  ca|)at;ity  of  the  people  t(j  govern  tiiemselves.  Tliuy  l)elieved  in  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  agreat  central  |)ower,  as  far  removed 
from  the  influence  of  i)opu]or  o|)inion  as  possil)le  with  an  Executive 
and  Senators,  as  well  as  judgi's,  chosen  foi'  life;  and  T\[r.  Jlamilton, 
went  so  fai' as  t(j  declari^  that  he  was  in  favfu'  of  cxtinL^uisliing  the 
State  Governments  entii'ely,  but  (hul  not  actiiall\-  ])ropose  sucli  a 
mcasui'e,  for  the  S(;le  reason,  as  he  stated,  that  it  wcjuld  sliock  |iul)li(; 
sentiment.  In  his  ])lan  of  govei'nmeiit  submitted  to  Mr.  Madisi^i  he 
proposed  that  tin.-  President  should  be  chosen  for  life,  and  siiould 
possess  an  aljsolute  power  to  vtjto  the  acts  of  (Congress.  Senators  were 
also  to  Ije  ciiosen  for  life,  and  the  Senat(!  was  to  have  the  sole  ])ower 
to  declare  wai' :  the  right  of  suffi'age  in  the  choice  oi  Senatoi's  atui 
Pi'esidential  electors  was  to  be  limited  to  those  who  owned  real  estate 
in  their  own  right,  or  in  tlu;  i-iglit  of  their  wives  ;  und  in  ordei' that 
the  p(M)pl(i  of  the  several  States  might  be  moi'c  elfeclually  deprived  (.)f 
the  right  of  self-g(jvernment,  it  was  provided  that  their  govei'iiors 
should  be  appointetl  under  the  autlioi'ity  of  the  linited  States,  for 
indefinite  terms,  and  should  iiav(^  the  aLisoluie  powei'  to  lu^gative  all 
acts  of  the  Siat(>  l.eeishUui-es.  1  ii  his  siu'eclies  in  tlie  ('(invention,  he 
distiiuily  anuouiu'cd  tliat  he  had  no  faith  in  ])opular  government  in 
this  t'oiinti'w  and  coiitemjit  iiounIv  said  that  lU)  mattei'  how  such  e-oveiai- 
meiits  mieiit  lie  modilied.  th(/y  were  "  but  pork  slill,  wilh  a.  chan^-e  of 
sauce."  In  I'elation  to  the  powers,  duties  and  )esp(;nsiijilities  of  the 
Executive,  he  tleclared  that  the  English  model  was  the  only  g(jod  one;, 
;ind  he  wanted  an  American  Pi'esident  as  neai'ly  like  a  Pritish  ICing 
as  possiljle,  except  that  he  should  hokt  his  oflice  for  lif<-'  by  e]ecti<jn 
instead  of  inheritance.  llamilLon  was  a  man  wIkj  believetl  in  the 
authoi-ity  of  precedent,  and  foj'  this  as  a  guide  tliere  were  supreme 
reasons  for  his  judgment  that  the  English  form  of  government  was  at 
that  time  the  best  in  the  world  or  in  history,  and  not  only  that,  but 
[)0.ssibly  the  best  that  the  w<ji']d"s  intelligence  woukl  bear—  the  power 
of  the  King  Fetich,  tlie  infallible  rider,  whoshould  be  regardful  (jiily 
_of  tlu'  I'eserved  rights  of  the  rich  aristoci'ats,  and  these  two  coml)ined 
would  the  best  care  for  and  jjrotect  the  )>eople — tlie  hewers  of  wo(jd 
and  haulers  of  water.  This  at  that  time  was  tlui  woi'ld's  best  experience, 
and    the    true    interpretation  'of   man  in  his  bi'St  and    higliest   form. 
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Could  llainilLoii  have  rorcscoti  ihe  rotten  boi'OUi;-lis,  some  of  this 
uiis[ieukable  coi'i'iiptioii  th;it  has  foiiiul  its  way  t<.)  the  IxiUot  box.  that 
has  come  iti  time,  he  would  have  hehl  in  liis  hand  a  weapon  that 
JeH'orsun  wouhi  liave  found  dilHcuIty  in  warding  oil  its  blows. 

Tiie  few  that  were  in  wliat  is  now  Bradford  eouuty,  as  they  were 
then  citizens  of  Luzerne  and  Lycoinin<;'  counties,  had  not  voted  for 
Jefferson  nor  his  successor,  Madison.  When  the  county  coin|>leted  its 
first  civil  ^oNernmeiit,  the  country  was  at  the  dmii' of  the  W'ai'  <if 
1812-15.  The  majoi'ity  of  the  people  were  Fedei'alists  and  the  decid- 
ing factor  in  men's  uiinds  in  this  county  was  the  ver\' important 
and  nearly  vital  (picstion  of  the  disputed  land  titles  Ix^tween  Pennsyl- 
vania and  (.'(MiMin-tirut  colonists.  The  antlioi'itirs  of  both  States 
supp(.)sed  tliat  this  strij)  of  lerritoiw.  includini;-  tins  and  other  cottnties, 
belonged,  under  the  origmal  ci'own  grant,  to  tlicm  respectively;  the 
Peiins  had  granted  and  sold  manors — a  species  ol'  feudal  rights,  exceed- 
ingly liberal  in  their  tei'ins.  yet  retaining  the  fee  and  demanding  the 
|)er[)etual  acknowledgment  of  the  I'l'oprictarics'  rights  by  at  least  a 
nominal  triiiiitc.  while  tiie  Counecticui  authorities  had  sold  township 
after  township  of  land,  giving:'  frcrK-  tiic  U-i'  iqioii  the  permanent  loca- 
tion of  the  agreed  ninuber  ol  sr-nl'm-s  llieiT'ou.  The  coidlict  of  title 
arose  over  the  indelinitent'ss  of  the  ei'owii  grant  in  describing  and  hx'at- 
ing  the  lines  after  they  had  proceeded  wi'st  from  the  ocean  into  the 
unknf>wn  wilderness.  Prior  to,  as  well  as  at  the  same  time,  tlie  same 
(piestion  was  mooted  on  1  hc>  soul  li  liiu' of  Pen  ih\  Ivan  ia,  !)el\\-ei'u  the  Pi'o- 
jirielaries  ami  Calvert  of  .Maryla  iid.  which  linally  wa.s  adjusted,  iifte-r 
y(Mrs  of  serious  contention  and  some  bloodshed,  in  the  establishmfuit 
of  the  histoi'ictal  •"  Mason  iV"  Dixon's  Pine."  < 'n  the  south  the  conten- 
ti(.)U  over  the  disputed  stri|)  was  lietweeii  the  (^LiakeU'S  auul  the  Catho- 
lics; on  the  m)rtli  it  was  between  the  (^)uakei'.s  and  tlu'  Yankees,  but 
in  all  such  vexatious  (piestioMs  the  liiial  and  pi/rmanent  adjustment 
wasalwa\-s  exactly  on  the  liiu's  claimed  by  the  Proprietaries  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

In  fi.xing  the  northern  line  of  the  State,  the  uoi-tii  line  of  Prad.ford 
I'onnty,  ivsorl  had  to  ln>  had  to  the  arbiiratiou  of  ti.ecoui'ts.  and  Com- 
nussi(Uis  were  a | 'pointed  b)r  !  lial  purposi\  ( '(Ui nee ticut  claimed  the  laud 
south  even  of  tliesouth  liiu' of  tli<>  C(juiity,and  commenced  systematic- 
ally the  woik  of  occupying  it.  Tlu'  graiit  of  llu^  Six  Nations  liad  been 
made  to  the  Susquehanna  (Company,  and  much  in  the  spirit  of  the 
'•  Ijooiuers '"  (hat  recently  gatlnu'cd  in  sucii  crowds  on  the  borders  of 
the  new  Territory  of  Oklahoma,  the  keen-eyed  setthu's  came  down  the 
Susqu<?haniia,  and  u[)  the  Susipiehanna,  and  met  in  dispute  as  to  the 
p(.>ssession  of  the  covetetl  laiui.  m>w  the  coulines  of  I'.radford  county. 
In  this  case,  as  in  nutny  othei-s.  it  seems  that  those,  the  most  innocent, 
wei'e  in  the  end  the  chief  suH'erers.  "We  can  not  now  know  fully  in 
what  good  faith  the  Company  of  the  Susfiuelianna  made  their  purchase 
on  the  liver  from  which  the  company  tcjok  its  name,  but  it  may  be 
assuiueil  that  it  was  in  im|)licil  <^iH)d  faith  and  that  their  title  was  clear. 
This  much  is  uiupiestionable,  the  p(!o[»le  who  bought  of  the  c<nnpany 
were  in  gootl  faith,  and  when  they  wcM'e  forcibly  dispossess(;d  of  their 
iioiiies  it  was  a  cruel  wrong  fo  theni.     It  was  the  land  question,  arising 
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froiri  the  facts  just  referred  to  above,  that  lar^^ely  (icUcriiiini!;!  the 
politics  of  the  people  of  liradfdrtl  county.  \\'hen  the  eiiabliuf;  act, 
creatiiif,' the  cinmty,  \\'as  ])assecl  iu  jsjo.  mi  ovc'rwhchuing  majority 
of  the  i)eople  \vei'e  tliose  who  liad  come  uudei'  tlie  auspices  of  the 
Susquehanna  C'omjiany.  and  thercfoi'e  at  tin-  lirst  election  in  Ih'adford 
county  thei'e  was  a  niajoi'ity  that  \vei'(.'  Frdci-alisls  ;  tlie  vole  for  John 
Franklin  was  unanimous — they  put  tlieir  faith  m  that  tiartv  IxH'anse 
they  su]iposed  that  that  was  tiio  slioi't  and  (■(■ilaiii  wa\-  to  a  seltlemcnt 
of  llie  disputed  land  titles  that  was  a  solemn  prohhMn  to  them.  T\\q\ 
staked  their  all  on  tlie  f^'edei-al  (Mjurts,  and  ln-lieved  that  here  theV 
would  have  their  titles  under  tlie  company  the  more  surely  eonlirniecl. 
It  is  a  little  dillicult  now  t(j  uiuh-rsLaTid  u|)on  whaL  <4'round  this 
impression  i-ested,  but  it  had  u-one  abroad,  althoue-h.  as  early  as  1795, 
a  test  case  was  decided  in  thi«  United  States  Circuit  Court  a^iiinst  the 
Connecticut  claimant.  Col.  Kranldin  was  the  central  (ij^au'e  of  Noilh- 
(tvn  Penn.sylvania  ami  ihejieople  would  vote  I'ov  him  iv'^ardless  of  his 
])olitics. 

The  members  representin,i;  Luzerne  county  /,7  A.^.'^cinhh/ frvm  17S7 
to  1H(j2  iiLclusive.  wei'c  as  follows:  17S7,  .lohn  I'aul  Schott  ;  17SS, 
Obadiah  Gore  ;  1789,  Obadiah  (iore:  170u.  Oba.iiah  Core;  1791, 
Sirnon  Spalding  ;  1792,  Simon  Spahling  :  1793,  Ebenezer  Bowman  ; 
179i,  J3enjamin  Carpenter ;  1790.  ,l(din  h'ranklin  ;  ]7!^i;.  John  Fi-aiiklin  ; 
1797^  Eosewell  Welles  :  179S,  liosewell  Welles  :  1799.  Jotin  Franklin  : 

John  Franklin  and 
Rosewell  Welles.  These  wei'(>  neai'ly  all  l!ra<lford  eoiiiily  men.  That 
is,  what  is  now  Ih'adf'jrd  ciuir.ty  was  then  the  strnUL'Cst  ami  leading 
part  of  Luzerne  county. 

The  Bradford  county  people  held  their  ili'st  jovfiil  and  patriotie 
Fourtli  of-JuIy  celebi'ation  in  ISdl,  and  the  ])revious  vear  had  voted  in 
the  election  disti'icts  that  had  bi^en  proN'ided  in  tiiis  pail  of  the  two 
counties  of  Luzerne  and  J.yi-nmiiiL;-.  The  lirst  jxilitieal  meetings  within 
this  teri'itoi'y  had  been  held  in  the  year  1799.  Tliese  meetings  and 
elections  were  in  the  aneieiit  teiwnships  of  Lister.  Siiringfleld,  AUens- 
biirg  and  Kindaw.  The\  were  i-efiM'ted  li>  at  llii>  lime  bv  the  Cruztt/c. 
of  Wilkes  Lanv.  Tin'  m'eelingcf  -'a  ivspeetable  number  'o{  the  iidiabi- 
tants  ■■  of  the  townships  named,  we  ai-e  infonm^l,  mel,  at  the  house  of 
Jeremiah  Lewis  in  S[)i'inglield.  for  "  the  imi'pose  of  consulting  ;1s  to 
who  woulil  be  the  best  person  for  candidate  loi'  i^oveiaior  "";  Ezekiel 
Llyde  ^vas  chairman  of  the  nieeLiiiL:'  and  Samin-l  (iofdon.  secretai'V. 
The  next  meeting  of  which  w(;  eaii  now  liml  traces  was  in  isol.jn  Rush 
townshi',).  Of  these  elections.  Lev.  Lavid  Craft,  in  his  historv  of  the 
county,  says  that  all  papers  referrinu- to  tlu'  retui'iis  while  this  Avas  a 
part  of  Luzerne  county  "  are  hojieiessly  lost.""  'j'h-'re  are  mea-:er 
ami  only  partial  returns  for  the  yeai's  IStJl.  "l\  "o.  and  "4.  Li  ISul 
there  were  two  election  districts  here,  Ti'>ga  and  A\'yaliising — the 
former  cast  112  votes  and  the  latter  .'!'.<.  The  eonelusive  evidence  that 
at  this  election  the  voters  Avere  not  si  rielly  divid'.'d  on  pai't\-  lines  is 
gis;en  in  the  \'ot(i  for  Colonel  I'Vaiilclin  ami  ,l(_iliii  Jenkins.  The  can- 
didates for  the  AssemUy  \vei'e  .lohn  Franklin  and  Loiil  lintlei'.  running 
against  Mathias  Holleiiback  ami  [!enjam;n   Cai'iienter.     lit  Ti(3ga   the 
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vote  stood,  1-Juller,  Joi;;  l-'r:inklin,  l\'2;  llollL'iibuck.  o,  atuK Jarpciiter,  LI. 
For  Coinniis.sionei',  Arnold  ('nit  recf'ived  11(J  votes  and  his  o[)poiient, 
Pettibone,  1.  In  the  Wyulusing  district,  lor  Assoniblv,  Butler,  'j.')  votes  ; 
Friinklin,  23  ;  Ilollenback,  IS  ;  Carpenter,  15.  Kor  Comniissioner, 
Colt,  24,  and  Tettibone,  15  votes. 

At  the  election,  1S02,  Thomas  ^rcKcaii  was  st;lndill^•  for  I'e-electioii 
as  the  ])eiiiocratic  candidate  for  'iovoi-noi-,  and  -was  opposed  bv 
James  Koss,  Federalist.  Tlii'ce  election  disli'icls  were  then  pi'ovided 
in  the  territory  that  is  no\v  in  iJradl'ord  county,  AVysox  township 
having-  been  added  to  the  two  former.  The  vote  for  Fvoss,  Federal,  was 
Tioga',  1h;,  AVysox.  2G,  and  AVyalusing.  :',C,;  and  foi- JMcKean.  Democrat. 
the  vote  nUunl  2u,  -jO  and  T.  i-espectively.  in  a  total  of  2U5  votes  cast 
in  what  is  now  Bradford  county,  a  little  nioi'c  than  thrive  to  one  were 
Fedei'alists.  The  v<jte  l'')r  (iovcriior  better  indicates  the  politics  of  the 
]jeople  than  does  the  I'emaindri'  of  the  ticlcet,  whei'e  mostlv  thev  were 
inlhienced  by  iiuliviilual  j)rerei"ences.  Tliere  were  four  candidates  for 
the  State  Senate,  who  were  voted  for  as  follows  in  the  Tioga  ilistricts: 
Joseph  Kinney,  5S  votes;  Laurence  Myers,  21;  Thomas  McAVhorter 
and  .Nicholas  Ju'rn,  nijiie.  These  were  evidently  neighboi's,  voting  onlv 
for  their  neighl.iors,  and  probably  the  two  latter  did  not  reside  in  tin's 
part  of  the  connty,as  jNicholas  Kern  did  not  veeeivo  a  single  vote  in 
tiie  three  l-Jradford  districts.  In  AVys(jx.  .AfcWhrn-ter  received  o  votes, 
Meyers,  JT.  and  Kiimey.  32;  while  in  Wyalusing  the  vote  was,  Mc- 
A\^horLer,  L^S,  Myei's,  7.  Kinney.  (J;  For  Assembly.  Fi'anklin  r<;ceived 
eveiw  vote  but  three  in  the  countv,  and  his  popularitv  is  again  mani- 
fested in  the  yeai'  IS".'),  wheri  he  I'eceived  every  vote  in  the  countv  but 
ten,  attesting  alike  the  personal  and   political   popularity  of  the  man. 

AVe  have  a  strong  indicati(m  as  to  who  were  among  the  active  lead- 
ing Iiepul)l leans  (DemocratsK  at  that  early  time,  in  a  letter  dated 
Oelober  1,  lSli5.  Iiv  the  siuners  tiiereto:  John  HoUenbaek,  Guy 
AVells,  Flisha.  Feeler,  I  )anierUo.ss,  M.  Miner  Vork,  Jabez  Uyil^^  and 
Feiijairnn  Slall'oi'd,  who  addressenl  AViUiam  Boss,  ll^^..  ami  others, 
in  for  mine-  llieni  that  the  Re|)ublicans  of  W'vsox  District  have  nominated 
Moses  C'oolbau-h  "  aiul  have  talked  of  '  Keed  Ih-ockway."'  but  are 
\villi!ig  to  eon-^nlt  \vith  the  lower  part  o!'  the  c(ninty.  and  select  the 
])ers()ii  who  would  be  nuist  agreeal)le  toall  they'/V'7//'e/M)f  the  county." 
[That  word  "freemen,"  in  the  commurueation.  may  sound  a  little 
strange  to  readers  now-a-days.  It  is  explained  by  the  statement  tliat 
at  that  time  Pennsylvania  was  a  slave  State.] 

September  25, 1S05,  the  prominent  peo])le  of  AVysox  aiu!  Orwell  met 
in  convention  oi-  consultation  at  the  houseof  Jacob  Mver.  Thev  descril)cd 
themselves  as  "re[)a table  and  I'esiiectable  citizens  of  the  township."  They 
placed  in  nomination  Moses  Coolbaugh  and  Job  Irish.  They  made  a 
good  race,  but  the  Federals  could  outvote  them,  and  it  is  said  that  the 
street  gamins  of  tha.t  day  jibed  at  them  and  called  them  "  Denis."  A 
meeting  at  Wyalusing  I'ecommended,  b.ir  the  Legislature.  Justus  Gay- 
lord,  Jr.,  and  lios^vell  AVelles  for  the  Assendjly,  and  Jcihn  JcTdvins  for 
commissionei'. 

Back  in  the  year  ISiJO,  C)ctober  3.  a  letter  was  written  by  Clement 
Paine  to   Col.  John  Jenkijis,   in   which  he  said:     '"The   undernamed 
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persons  in  this  township  (Athens),  iiniv  he  th'peiuh.Hl  n|KMi  to  ^ive  thcii' 
votes  in  youi' fiivor  :  AVriglit  i.ooniis.'lieoi'gi'  Welles. , I un;ilh;in  Ihu'i'is, 
Elias  Sattei'lr,',  Daniel  Satterlcc,  ('apt.  Stev<Mis,  Pitkin  L'ralt,  .loim 
Miller,  David  Ah.>.v;in(lei',  Capl.  To/.er,  Maj.  Mathewsun,  and  Capr. 
-Joseph  Spaldiiiy."  He  then 'adds  :  "We  may.  1  think  with  safety. 
calculate  on  at  least  doulde  the  niunbei'  I  have  itannHl  al.tove  in  vi,>ur 
favor." 

The  district  of  Wysox,  AVyalusing  and  Brainlrini  sent  a  iiK^etini:- 
of  delegates  to  the  house  of  l>artlioloniew  Laiiorte,  in  Asylum.  Sep- 
tendjei-  IT,  IStir.,  when  jNFoses  Ooolbaugii  and  Justus  GaylortI,  Jr.,  were 
again  put  in  nomination  for  the  Assembly.  This  election  was  con- 
lirmed  by  tlic  other  delegates  of  the  county.  At  the  election  the  vote 
stood,  Justus  (Taylor<l,  Ji-.,  o'Mj  votes,  and  for  Justus  Ga_ylord  (with 
the  junior  lefi  oil').  ;>S  votes — total  371:  ifoses  Coolbaugh  received 
MCil  votes.  Justus  <  iaylord.  Jr.,  was  defeated  because  it  was  held  liy 
tJKi  jutlges  that  the  votes  omitting  the  "  Ji\"'  were  intended  for  his 
fathei',  who  was  quite  an  old  man,  and  was  not  a  candidate  at  all. 
j\Ir.  ('<iolbaugli  was  a  Democrat,  while  ]\raj.  (-iayloi-d  was  a  I'^ederal. 

Tiic  lii'st  election  in  the  new  county  of  P>!'adf(>rd  was  in  UctuinT, 
ISl^.  when  a  full  corps  of  county  otlicers  wei'c  chosen,  evei'y  one  being 
a  FediM'alist.  One  Democrat  was  elected  until  ISKl,  in  the  person  of 
P^liplialet  Mason,  county  commissioner.  All  the  ajiiiointed  (_)llicei's  in 
the  C(n;nty  were  Democrats,  because  (iov.  Siiydei-  was  of  that  pai'ty. 
J'his  \'car,  ISK;,  I!i'adfor<l  county  swung  into  the  Denioci'atic  line, 
and  thus  continued,  without  vai'iatioii.  for  twenty  yeai-s.  The  c<.)unly 
was  in  touch  wil  h  the  country  that  was  di'ifting  away  IV(nn  the  old 
Federal  ]tai'tv.  which  was  linalh'  com|)letel\-  overthrown  in  ]S2S,  and 
was  succeeded  by  the  now  long  since  defunct  \Vliig  party.  In  IS.'^.O 
the  county,  on  President,  gave  aS  majority  for  liarr'son,  but  at  the 
next  general  election  it  swung  bade  and  gav(;  Van  P.iiren  -IIP)  iiuijoi'ity 
over  Harrison. 

In  18'2S  the  old  Federal  party  was  linally  and  conrpletely  ovei'- 
tlirown.  and  its  iinuiediate  success(n'  was  the  Wliiu'  juirty.  P.radford 
counl  \  .  with  but  tew  exceptions,  nuiiained  tiue  to  the  Democrac}'.  I'p 
to  ISpi.  the  Abolition  pai'tv  had  no  streiii^t  h  or  staiuling  among  oiir 
voters,  aiul  e\(Mi  then  its  strength  was  stiiall.  The  Dcinoi'ratic  parly, 
howevei',  had  its  trouble,  dissensions  sprung  up,  ami  in  time  it  became 
a  house  divided  against  itself.  The  State  had  rid  itself  of  slavery 
without  having  made  the  question  a  iiolitical  one  :  it  had  black  slaves, 
and  it  had  indentured  servants,  and  a  class  of  imniigrants  who  had 
bonded  tlieir  labor  in  the  old  c(Miiitiy.  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  to 
com[)anies  that  Iji'ought  them  over  the  sea.  These  contracts  were 
eidoi'ced  by  the  law  a^id  the  coui'ts.  In  their  easy-going  mode  of  life. 
\vith  the  very  small  "clearins.'"  that  were  then  the  birms,  the  gi'Cat 
abundance  of  fish  and  game,  made  servants  of  small  profit.  Put  few 
tradesmen  wanted  more  than  a  good,  stout  apprentu:e,  who  was  (me 
of  the  family.  Tiiere  ap[.)ears  no"  record  of  un\'  ne^'ro  slaves  naving 
\ieen  brought  and  jiermanently  he'd  here.  The  institution  never 
flourished  in  this  State,  and  the  heaviest  ownei'ship  was  along  the 
south  line  of  the  State,  adioininLT  Marvlaiul.     The  immigrants  to  this 


comity,  iniicli  lilce  all  iioi'tlieni  iVoiuicrsiiiL'ii,  wore  |i(i()i'  iti  this  wofkl's 
gootls,  bringini;'  little  wealth  exc;e|)t  stout  hearts  ami  honest  iiidusti-y. 
TLe  old  "  JTunker "  and  "  l'"ree  Soil"  [actions  sprung  u|)  in  the 
iJeniocratic  county  in  the"  foi'lies,"  the  (irst  serious  dissension  in  that 
))ia'ty's  ranks.  This,  in  fact,  was  nothing  more  than  a  iinarrel  over 
iho  distribution  of  the  ollices,  and  was  brought  about  mostlv  bv 
Van  Buren,  who  had  failed  in  securing  the  nomination  at  his  party's 
hands,  and  ran  to  punisli  and  defeat  his  successftd  rival.  ^fhe 
names  given  the  factions  were  mutual  terms  of  dei'ision  and  eon- 
tem])t — '■•Old  Jlnnkcrs  "and  "Free  Soilers."  Neither  or,e  (_)f  them 
was  at  all  inlluencetl  in  this  section  by  any  sentiment  on  the  subject 
of  African  slavery,  wliate\-er  may  have  l)een  the  feelings  of  the  ])eople 
in  otiier  sections.  An  a;tempt  was  made,  about  this  time,  to  cu'ganizi^ 
an  Abolition  pai'ty  in  Ilradfoi'd  county — John  .McKinney  and  Justus 
Lewis  being  at  the  head  thereof,  in  IS:!'.' a  general  meeting  was  called 
in  Tcjwanda.  and  an  Abolition  Speaker  fi'om  Phihuleli Jiia  was  secured 
to  address  it — a  riot  followed,  and  the  s])eak(>r  was  abused  and  a  heai'ing 
denied  him.  The  sober-ndnded  |teople  called  on  lion.  David  "Wilmot 
to  pacify  themob:  he  addressed  the  (excited  crcnvd  ami  took  occasion  to 
denonm.-eall  Abolitionists,  and  counseled  the  pecjph,"  to  ijuietly  dispci'sc. 
TIk'  next  y(>ai'  a  county  meeting  of  Abolitionists  was  convi'iied  at 
Wysox,  wint.'h  \vas  attiuidcd  by  about  L'oo  proplc  of  the  county:  the 
uunMing  was  held  tliei'e  U)V  the' I'cason  that  tin/  [le^ple  of 'J'owanda,  it 
was  undci'stood,  would  not  toh'ratf  its  presence  This  (Ugani/.ation 
then  took  tlm  name  (if  "Liijert\'  pai't  w"  and  in  ISJO  oi'i;-aiii/.ed  and  put  up 
its  ticket,  and  f(U-  the  head  of  tiirii'"  Xal  lonal  ticket  in  Bradford  c(nmty 
there  were  !:!•!  Votes  given  ;  thriv  weiv  ."al  votes  giviui  Inr  soiiuj  of 
the  ticket.  Ill  other  respects  the  history  ..f  this  party  in  this  county  is 
but  the  same  as  that  (_)f  It  in  iie-arly  all"  the  northern  cMunties  (.f  the 
rnioii.  whei'e  at  least  the  early  pro])hets  were  not  without  honor  save 
in  their  own  county. 

Jn  lS-12  there  was  the  lirst,  though  not  the  last.  Laborer's  party  in 
thiscountv.  It  was  (U'i:aiu/.ed.  aiid'a  tic'ket  put  in  the  lield  :  Kepre- 
sentative.Vhaiinc.'V  Lnsbie,  of  Orwell  ;  SherilL  John  \aii  Dvke.  oi' 
(Canton  ;  I'rothomitary,  T:ie,.d,,iv  Wilder,  of  SpringJield  ;  Kegisteraiid 
Jiecorder,  K.  W.  Hale,  of  Abmi'oe  ;  Coiinnissioner,  X.  it.  AVetmore,  of 
Ilerrick  ;  Coi'oner,  Gordon  ^\'ilcox.  of  Smitldield  ;  Auditor,  l!enj. 
Thomas,  of  Towauda.  'Lhese  people  were  e\-ideiitly  encouraged  at  that 
early  day  to  put  up  a  ticket  of  tlunr  own  by  the  nearly  patent  fact  that 
the  Whig  party  was  in  the  throes  of  dissolution;  Pr^^si^lent  Harrison 
died  almost  as  soon  as  inducted  into  ollice,  and  his  vice-president  had 
7y/(?/v'^cY/ almost  as  soon  as  he  was  firmly  in  his  seat,  and  the'^Vhigs  of 
Bradford  county  were  aimlesslv  iloundering  without  a  li(,'ad.  and  very 
naturally  they  made  up  a  headless  county  ticket;  the  most  of  them 
suppoi'ted  tlie  Laborer's  party,  possibly  not  so  much  because  of  their 
love  U)V  them  as  for  their  desii'c  to  down  the  1  )emoci"ic'y  and  to  ex])ress 
their  hate  of  Tyler.  The  AVhig  organ  in  the  county — 77/'=  Scribi- — 
advocated  the  Laborer's  ticket  out  and  out,  but  the  Democrats  cari'ii'd 
the  daA'  bv  over  .".()(i  majoritv. 

The  Labor  party,  nothiiig'daunteil.k'ept  their  ailliei'ents  together.also 
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the  next  yeai',  ls4;i.  ami  unw  (-stablishcii  tlieii'  wci^kly  |>a]>ci'.  ami.  if,  at 
this  late  (.lay,  \vc  may  jud^e  that  party  Ijy  the  iiiolti.)  ihat  adijnied  the 
head  of  their  paper,  it  eurtaiiily  deserved  success  whether  it  gained  it 
or  not.  The  motto  was  a  strong  plaLl'onn.  Here  it  is,  and,])i-av,  who 
may  tlirow  the  first  stone  at  it  :; 

""The  Lal)orer"s  party  wHl  endcavoi'  to  lill  all  State  and  county  t)lli- 
ces  with  the  hesc  workingmcn  that  can  he  found  in  hotli  oKl  parties. 
[This  is  Ijuncond),  but  read  the  le.'Xt  sentence.  |  IIV  a/;/  for  Imr  s,ilitr/e,s, 
little  hgidaiion.fcu}  ojjicen,  IK)  s/'/i.rures,  rnlnml  f,/.r,'.s  and  strict  ue- 
couiitahility  of  ollice-holdei's."" 

The  lines  italicised  are  a  model  pai'ty  platform.  There  have  l)een 
many  mucli  hm<.'-er  ones  wi'itten.  Ijutit  is  e.\C(.'eding!y  doiditful  if  there 
has  evei-  been  a  bettei'  one.  "  I.ow  salarif^s,  little  legislation,  few  olfi- 
ccs,  no  sinecures  and  reduced  taxes."  What  more  can  be  said  in  bo- 
half  of  g-ood  govei'iiment  ?  It  is  like  the  Golden  Rule  in  good  morals 
— the  great  ^'//////'O/^  whei'e  all  elaboration  merely  wiMikens  and  con- 
fns(>s.  Its  supi'emacy  is  in  its  sliorL  simplicity.  Xearly  fifty  years — 
half  the  life  of  oui'  nation — liav(.'  come  and  gonesince  these  men  struek- 
out  in  this  bold  line  of  economies,  and  now  thri'e  has  ai'iseii  ;l  voung 
and  powo'ful  party,  composed  nearly  exclnsi\'ely  of  tli(!  fanners,  who 
ai-e  very  nearly  on  the  lim;  of  tin;  "  Lal)orers'"  of  tiflv  years  ago. 
Wlnni  the  ue'xt  hundi-ed  years  are  I'lded  oil'  and"  iiave  been 
addetl  to  the  lif(;  of  our  great  De'mocracy,  who  can  foi-ccast  what  will 
be  the  dividing  political  and  social  (jiiesl  ions  then  ilee|)Iv  intm-estingall 
men  ^  Inileed.  though  we  may  wandei' far  fi'oni  ])resent  moctrincs  of 
])arties  and  i'aeti(jns.- there  is  m)  certainty  that  we  may  not  circle  back 
by  that  time  to  the  identical  ])lace  now  occu|iietl.  Since  the  hour  of 
our  AniiM-ican  victoiy  against  the  op|)>'cssoi',  man  lias  been  intheeagin' 
pursuit  of  a  better  governinent — in  tlie  li:ast(jrn  as  well  as  in  the  AVest- 
ern  hemisphere.  Idiese  ideas  now  l!(.)W  in  the  two  lines:  First,  the  old 
ideaofastronggovernment— absolute  power  vested  in  the  head,  and  the 
military  ability,  not  only  to  beat  back  the  invader,  but  to  invade  and 
coiupier  and  possess  siudi  of  your  iieiglib(jrs' domain  as  you  may  covet; 
where  there  is  the  o:\r  Mipreme  law  o\'  might.  Second,  the  otheriir  paral- 
lel idea,  is  the  acipiiivment  ^>l'  a  better  government  than  have  l)een  the 
oldones--in  short,  a  good  govi'riinient.  In  many  respects  thi>se  two  the- 
ories are  direct  ly  o[)posite,  and  vc'l  it  can  readilv  be  sivn  that  good  men, 
equally  earnest,  honest  and  patriotic  may  here  divide'.  A  man  may  pride 
himself  U[)oii  his  country's  invincible  arm\'  arid  navy  :  or  its  great  insti- 
tutions, ])ublic  buildings,  i)alaces,  castles,  public  lil)raries,  State  schools, 
and  colleges,  a  rich  church,  ami  a.  powerful  aristoci'acy,  and  the  extrava- 
gance of  the  expenditures  ujion  its  great  ruler  or  rulers,  or  even  feel  a 
glow  of  patriotic  [uade  that  his  nation  has  the  lai'gest  list,  and  pays  the 
greatest  annual  sum  to  its  pensioners  of  any  nation  in  all  history; 
while  his  next-door  neighbor,  viewing  things  from  a  radically  different 
standj)oint,  may  equally  "[jride  himself  upon  what  his  neighbor  miglit 
call  the  poverty  of  the  government ;  that  is,  but  few  and  cheap  public 
ijistitutions  or  buildings,  tlie  lowest  possible  salaries  to  officials  of  all 
grades,  little  or  no  standing  ai'my,  and  the  very  minimum  of  taxes. 
AVhile  verfrinu'  that  wav,   it   can   not    l>e  said  that  such    issues    have 


ever  vet  exclusively  divided  oin-  jieople  in  political  l:ncs.  This  niav 
come  lo  be  ihe  case  in  time.  One  tliiii,::'  is  patent,  while  one  hundred 
years  a<^^o  men  took  issues,  mostly  u])on  the  sole  (piestion  of  the  limit 
of  the  riglit  of  peo[)lc  to  vote,  in  the  foi'iii  of  the  constitutional  powers 
of  the  rulers,  and  the  reserved  rights  <>\'  the  people,  this  condition  is 
slowly  chan.^•in,l,^  especially  since  the  experiment  of  the  right  of  suf- 
frage, almost  universal  among  the  males  of  the  nation,  as  it  has  existed 
the  past  few  yars.  Practical  experience  thus  slowlv  hut  surelv  is 
educating  mankind  toward  a  genend  betterment.  'The  storv  of 
Rome  in  her  day  of  greatest  s])lendors  is  told  in  the  boast  that  was  on 
the  lijis  of  every  citizen:  "/-////  ,i.  Hmmtn  cltK:n>r  This  was  not 
only  a  subject  of  pride,  but  it  was  held  tliat  anywhere  in  the  world  it 
^vas  the  only  needed  siii(;]d  and  ]irotection  froni  i]n])osition  from  out- 
side i>i>oples.  The  law  of  might  was  clearly  then  the  supreme  law  of 
mankind— physical  force  tlir  gi'eat  ca])tain  o'f  the  wni'Id. 

The  coming  statesman  may  in  tiiin;  aliandon  th(;  idea  that  the  peo- 
ple bring  and  oll'er  wy^  on  tlnMr  country's  altar  their  lives,  their  honor 
and  their  property  in  the  fiist  step  in  b.rming  a  IkhIv  iiolitic,  antl  then 
the  good  government  jirotects  and  cares  for'all  as  the  most  wise  and 
loving  ].are;it  :  the  governnieiit  l)eing  llu'  h^vine-  fatlier  -the  people 
the  obedient  and  trusting  children.  This  eiichani  ing  theorv  is  liable 
to  be  W(;i'n  threadliare  m  time,  and  it  is  possible  it  mav  come  to  be  so 
thoroughly  questioned  that  economists  will  declare  that  rulers  are 
mere  machines,  mere  nothings,  incapable  of  much  eoi.d  at  liest,  and 
that  the  pcple  are  everylhiiig  sii|)ieine  in  everv'^iatural  I'ight  to 
justice.  lib\  liberty  and  tlie  pursuit  of  happiness':  the  real  lords  of 
creation,  literally  owning  the  earth,  and  that  ihev  mav  condescend  to 
appoint  this  or  that  servant.  (>alled  Presidents,  .^e'nators.  C-iovernors  or 
dog-catcliers.  and  elect  to  dole  out  to  tliese  menials  the  ])ittance  of 
their  daily  wage.  •']  am  <i  frcnnnn"  may  some  dav  be  the  boasi 
incomparably  above  that  of  the  old-time  'Roman  citizen,  ^fen  will 
cease  to  plume  themselves  and  strut  in  their  gav  coaclmum's  orjiolice- 
nian's  uniforms,  or  any  of  the  badges  of  servitude.  iVom  th(>  wigs  and 
gowns  lo  the  maid's  caps.  Tlie' world  \\  ill  siill  t  urn  round.  llie  sun 
will  shine  and  the  friict ily :n-  rains  des^-end.  and  population  increase, 
even  after  that  terror  to  nearly  all  lailers,  universal  liberty  and  justice, 
has  come  to  all  men.  ^lan  in  the  untrammcled  pursuit"^of  happiness 
is  the  godliest  being  possible  for  this  world  to  possess.  To  have 
striven  for  this,  though,  never  so  little,  is  to  we;ir  the  crown  of  crowns, 
is  to  be  one  of  the  most  exalted  that  has  come  in  tlie  tide  of  time — is 
to  deserve  the  fullest  anil  brightest  immortalitv. 

F'lrfit  Election  was  of  course  an  important  alfair  (o  the  ])cople,  and 
fortunately  the  old  poll  book  has  been  recovered  wherein  there  is  very 
nearly  a  complete  list  of  the  voters  giv(Mi  in  the  count\-.  If  this  countr'v 
has  any  such  thing  as  "the  first  families,"' then  this  list  is  our  royal 
" -too."'  Look  over  the  list,  and  see  if  you  can  trace  vour  lineage  to 
this  list  of  F.  J""s. 

After  the  fortnation  of  the  county  the  "  Reil  Tavern"  was  the  elec- 
tion place  for  many  years.  The  firs't  election  was  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  (13th)  of   October,   1S12.  for  the  j^urpose  of  electing  county

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from  tlio  old  ])ai'iies  impai'tiiilly.  (.ie(ji'gc  Kmiiev  ami  .losindi  Kino;s- 
Imi'v  were  \\'lii!js  who  were  iiroiuim.Mit  li'iidei's  in  llie  I,ul)orer"s  parly. 
arnl  side  by  side" with  them  Avere  the  strong  Democrats,  ^Asa  Pratt  and 
John  L.  AVebb.  At  that  election,  lS-t3.  the  ticket  presented  by  them 
was  for  Coiii^ress,  Hcla  Jones  of  Sus([uelianna  connty;  Senator,  Geor-^e 
Ivinnev,  of  Sheshequin  ;  Uepresentative,  C.  Frisbie,  of 'C)rwell  and  Eli 
IJairtl.  of  Troy;  Commissioner,  John  N^anDyke,  of  Canton  ;  Treasurer, 
AVvllvs  I'.rownson.  of  Towaiula  ;  Auditor,  Alilton  Bailey,  of  Ulster. 
A<>'ain  tiie  AVhii;s  made  no  nominations,  so  it  \vas  the  Laboi'ers  and 
Democrats.  Ivinney  carried  P.radford  county,  but  was  defeated  by  the 
vote  of  Tioiia.  aiul  so  Heed  and  Shei'wood.  Democrats,  were  elect(!d  to 
the  Legislature.  The  vote  of  the  three  parties  for  the  two  years  was 
as  follows:

This  shows  that  all  the  gain  was  to  the  J.aborer's  party,  while  both 
the  others  lost  in  their  vofe,— much  the  largest  jier  eimt.  of  loss  being- 
from  the  Whigs. 

Away  back  in  ISiS  the  jxilitics  of  the  State  was  deeply  stii'red  by 
the  anti-Masonic  movement  that  quickly  became  a  ]'olitical  (|ue>ii(.n. 
The  I'atlier  )u.'btdous  idea  that  the  AfasoUh  had  mu)'dered  a  man  named 
^[()rg■an.  a  membei-  of  the  onler  who  gave  away  fur  gain  oi'  iiMionety 
tlieii' lodge  secrets,  began  to  pass  current  among  the  penple.  mul  I'liad. 
SteviMis.  then  a  voung  man  of  (Gettysburg,  was  shrewd  and  bold  eiuMigh 
to  seize  u)ion  this  general  delusion,  feci]  and  latten  it,  and  nialo;  it  tli(3 
issue  in  the  e!eeti(m  tlum  i)ending.  This  was  a  singular  exhibiiiim  of 
the  public  mind.  In  the  lii'st  place  the  ^^asons  never  had  ;iiiy  si'eivts 
.  in  this  c(.)untiy.  whatevei'  may  have  ix-eii  theii's  in  th<'  Ohi  A^^)l•ld. 
where  imm  had  to  seci'etly  combine  and  conspii'e  in  defense  of  their 
lives  and  plainest  ng'hts.  There  can  he  im  place  for  seci'et  politieul  or 
othei'wise  organizations  in  tins  eoiuitry  :  when  that  tiecessity  ai'ises 
then  .American  deniocrac}',  all  freeilom  and  all  jusricc  will  iiave  i:-nne 
forc\'er  from  our  land.  "  Tlie  leaihu-  of  this  moveuu-U  m  Hradfoi-d 
.•oiintv  was  Ml-.  ().  ]'.  Hallai'd.  It  had  soon  lam  its  bnef  and  iu'iHiant 
I'oui-se  throughout  the  State,  It  neV(M-  siu-ece(h.Ml  in  getting  a  majoiity 
of  the  voters  in  the  coiintw  and  it  peacefidlv  ])ass(.'d  ;iwa\-. 

.lack-son  was  now  the  idololthe  DeniocrAey.  w  hile  ( 'lay  was  eipially 
honored  by  the  Whigs,  These  were  tw(.)  sli^uig  ty j)e>  of  "Anu'ricans--'- 
the  dashing  and  brilliant  Claw  the  unequalied  orator,  the  man  of 
persoiuil  magnelism,  (diallang''(l  on  his  highway  thesti'oiig.  unyieMing, 
ijrav(!  and  chivalrous  .lack-son  :  so  utdiki'  that  they  may  well  be  said  to 
lia.ve  l)een  splemlidlv  nnileheii.  These  wei'e  tiie  successors  in  the 
great  political  tournament  ol'  Hamilton  and  Jelferson,  and  equidly  as 
well  e(|uii)peil  to  leave  the  impress  oi' their  lives  up(jn  their  day  and 
age.  Clay  was  superb — .lackson  was  iron;  bol  h  were  patriots,  the 
one  as  invineii)le  as  the  other  was  ca])tival  ing,  it  was  natural  that 
■  sucli  leaders  should  reorganize  political  pailies:  reloian  1  he  ranks  ;iiul 
create  the  new  era  in  Ameri(;an  politics,  wlien  voteis  becann;  wrang- 
ling and  often  lierce  politicians,  ami  all    realized   thai   I  hey  had  jeathus 
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who  possessed  pre-eminently  the  courage  of  theii-  convictions.  Cl.av 
wouUi  •' ratlier  be  riglit  than  l)e  l^resident,'"  wliile -lackson,  •' by  tlie 
Gternal"'  with  the  peoi)]e  at  liis  back,  struck  dead  incipient  American 
aristocracy,  and  o'i  each  was  it  true  that  their  party  wastlieir  personal 
following.  iS'othing  of  the  kind  was  known  to  \ho  country  lieforc 
tlieirday.  nor  has  any  parallel  come  since. 

"With  the  election  for  l*rcsidcnt  in  lSr>2.  when  Pierce  (D.)  was 
elected  over  Scott  (W.)  the  "Whig  paity  was  fiually  overthrown  and 
ceased  longer  to  be  a  factor  in  Amei-ican  politics.  The  mantel  of  Jack- 
son hafl  fallen  ou  the  shoulders  of  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  and  the  "Little 
(Tiant  ■"  was  forging  his  way  to  the  front  rank  of  living  slatesmcn.  Th.e 
'•  l-"ree  S(jil ""  (picsti(jn  was  preci[)itated  u|)on  the  counti'v  bv  the  Kansas- 
Xebraska  question,  that  followed  so  closely  upon  the  "repeal  of  the 
Missouri  Compromise,  and  ii*i  1S53  was  organized  in  a  county  in  Illinois, 
the  Republican  ])aily.  This  may  not,  although  it  is  so  claimed  in  the 
locality,  lo  Iiav(>  been  the  first  organization  ever  elfected  of  that  party, 
but  it  was  the  one  that  was  pregnant  with  the  remarkable  futurr  that 
then  and  there  dawned  upon  the  nation.  The  two  leading  anti-Doug- 
las men  in  Illinois  and  who  were  a  ])art  of  this  first  Republican  organ- 
ization were  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Lyman  Trundjull — the  latter  had 
been  a  Democrat,  who  had  ample  reasons  to  believe  he  liad  never  been 
justly  ti'cat(;(l  by  the  leaders  of  liis  jiarty,  a  New  England  man,  an 
able  lawyer  and  scholar,  l)ut  said  to  be  a,  cold,  intellectual  tower: 
wiiile  All'.  I.ineoln  was  a  I\entucl{ian  and  had  been  a  AVhig.  and 
when  a  y(juth  luid  migrated  tf)  Illinois  \vith  his  ]ia rents,  who  pos- 
sessed but  a  nu;ager  share  of  this  world's  wealth.  I'hesi;  men  were 
Xd)-}'  unlike,  as  much  so  ]M'rsr)na!ly  and  mentally  as  they  had  boon 
liolitically  and  socially.  ^rucli  the  oidy  thing  m  C(MnnH)n  Ijctwcen 
them,  now,  for  the  first  time  firought  together  in  a  ]'>olilical  sti-ug- 
glo.  was  the  op))osition  to  l)ouglas.  and  tiiey  joined  hands  to  over- 
throw him,  and  wrest  fi'om  him  the  coiUrol  of  the  ollicc  of  Senator 
from  Illinois.  The  terms  of  this  agreement  were  r(adily  adjusted. 
Lincoln  was  to  rally  tlie  oldWhigsand  bring  them  bfMlily  into  the 
Kepublican  camp,  and  boili  suppoM'd  tiial  tliis(.f  cdiii'se  woidd  lie  the 
big  end  of  the  new  parly.  Trumbull  was  id  I'ajly  ihe  anti-Douglas 
DenuM-i'ats.  all  those  who  opposed  the  rej)eal  of  tin'  Missoui'i  Ciompi'o- 
mise  or  who  had  caught  tiie  geiu-ral  "  Free  Soil"  cry  that  then  began 
to  be  heai'dall  over  the  Ts^'oi'th.  ("len.  Shields  was  the  junior  Senator 
fi'om  Illinois  and  the  first  struggle  was  to  capture  the  Legislature  and 
it  was  agreed,  in  case  that  was  done,  that  l\rr.  Liiujoln  should  be  )n;ide 
Senator,  and  then  in  IS.'iS,  when  Mr.  Douglas'  term  ^vould  expire,  Mr. 
Trumbull  would  stand  against  him  for  the  oflice.  On  this  basis  the 
State  and  national  election  in  Illinois,  IS.M'.,  opened  and  one  of  the 
most  remarkal)le  campaigns  was  fouglit  out.  The  Keitiiblicans  carried 
the  Legislature  and  Mi-.  Lincoln  expected  that  his  liLfhtfor  Senator 
wasovei'.  When  the  Legislatur(^  met,  ]\Ir.  Trumbull  had  gone  cai'efnlly 
over  the  mend)ers  returned  and  to  his  surprise  he  found  that  a, 
majority  of  those  elected  as  IJepul)licans  were  those  who  had  formerly 
been  Democrats,  and  lie  therefore  qiaetly  stepped  in  and  took  the  office 
of  Senatoi-  and  left  Mr.  Lincoln-  to  warm  his  toes  in  the  ante-room  and 
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wait  until  is:.s.  aiul  then  inake  tli."  lii^'lit  a^'aiiist  Doii-las.  Mv.  'I'rum- 
l)iill  was  shrewd  (Mii)iii;-h  to  ivaii/.e'that.'lo  (l,-l'(;al  I  )()iii;-his  in  iiis  i-o- 
eh^clion  was  altogether  another  matter  from  that  ni'  deteatinL;-  (ien. 
Sliiei'ls.  It  was  a  bii'd  in  the  hand  witli  Tiannoull.  wiiile  it  was  a  two- 
yeai's"  wait  and  a  veiw  uncerlaiii  "bii'd  in  the  hush"  in  tlie  (.'iid  with  Mi'. 
laneMhi.  It  is  a,  pai't  oi'  the  i'()iiiinon  liistory  ol'  the  country  tliat  1  )ouulas 
and  Lineohi  canvassed  thi'  Siat<',  holding  joiiit  disrussions,  iVom  liie 
Xoi'th  Line  to  Cairo,  and  Mi'.  Douglas  deh-ate<l  Mi'.  Lincoln,  and  this  in 
the  end  made  .Mr.  Lincoln  l'r(>sident.  iiUSCiO.  One  of  the  notablnhings 
in  this  ceh'hrat.'d  contest  U>v  Smalor  was  the  fact  that  Ihe  candidates 
W('nt  before  the,  |)eoi)k',  ami  to  all  praclical  piii'iioscs  the  ciioice  for 
Senator  was  known  as  soon  as  the  voti^  was  counted  ;  and  this  was  the 
lii'st  tinu>  in  tlie  history^nf  iIk'  counii'v  that  this  inn.)Vali(.n  had 
occurred.  'I'his  yet  unwnlten  i-pisode  in  .Vinerican  jmlilies  perhans 
has  had  more  to  ilo  in  slia]iiiig  the  history  (d'  the  ['nioii  the  past  thii't  v- 
four  years  the  greatest  era  concei'iiiiig  niir  couni  ry  -  1  iian  ju'obably 
aiiv  ol  lier  cii'cunislance  tha'  has  e\'er  occurred.  I'lveii  after  the  w.ir. 
ami  Mr.  Liiieoln  was  .lead.  Trinnbull  in  the  Senate  voted  against 
.lohnson's  iiupeaehimnit.  and  since  that  tune  has  be(.ui  acti\'elv  ideiiti- 
lied  with  the  Dcmoci'alic  i)ai'ly.  These  and  pre. •(■dini;'  facts  ;ind  mci- 
denls  are  g:\-eii  as  e.\plana;o!;\  1  o  the  readei'.  a  iid  will  lend  interest  to 
the  following  ciunpilat  ion  of  tlie  Lradford  eoiinly  voting  in  the  early 
da\'s  of  the  count\',  that  are  taken  as  compiled  b\-  L'rv.  havid  (raft, 
and  also  as  taken'fmm  the  ollieial  reeurds:

The  last  presidential  election.  1888,  shows  that  there  had  been  an 
irreg'Ldar  growth  in  the  Repid)Hcan  majorities  in  the  county  since  the 
election  of  1850.  And  that  at  tlie  last  it  reached  -within  a  few  votes 
of  its  highest  (igiir(\  given  Lincoln  in  18''0.  Rut  by  reference  to  the 
State  election  of  lS82,  when  Rattison,  Democrat,  was  elected  gover- 
nor, there  \vas  a  split  in  the  Re])iiblican  raid.:s.  which  is  rc])i'esented  by 
the  V(Ucs  foi'  Stewai't.  I  (i(lep(,'ndciit-R('piililican  caiididale  for  governor, 
and  in  this  congi'essioiial  district  tln're.  was  a  split  likewise  in  the 
Republican  congressional  v<jte.  whrii  the  Democrat,  Post,  carried  the 
county  by  a  small  jibirality.  Tlic  vot(,'  given  above  in  1882  does  not 
show  a  Rc]>iiblicaii  loss  of  V(Hi'i's,  siiii|)ly  that  they  were  divided. 

The  election  of  Xovembei'  1.  is'.Hi,  was  a  State  ami  county  one, 
where  a  govei'nor.  licutr-nant-goveriior,  seiTeiary  of  internal  affairs, 
congressman,  and  c'Uint\'  olliccrs  were  vaed  for.  'J'his  was  one  of 
those  peculiar  movements  in  politics  that  are  sometimes  diliicult  to 
account  for.  At  the  Ijeginning  of  the  campaign  tlie  regular  Republi- 
can convention  was  held,  and  a  full  county  ticlcet  nominated.  A  spirit 
of  dissent  arose  in  the  ranks  of  the  party,  and  linally  another  conven- 
tion was  called,  composed  of  those  who  wei^c  (lis<atisficd  with  the 
action  of  the  regular  convention.  R.y  a  singular  coincichMice  this 
meeting  convened  in  Towatula  the  same  time  as  the  I'eniocratic 
convention,  and  after  some  neg<'tiation  tiie  two  bodies  appointed  c<jii- 
ferciice  committees,  and  a  i'lisioii  or  joint  ticket  was  lunninated. 
eacii  taking  aboul  eiie-half  of  the  nominees  as  iicai'  as  lliey  could  be 
divid(Hl,aml  then  opened  out  tme  of  the  most  animated  political  conti'sts 
ever  wiLncssed  intiie  c<.)iinty  ;  speeches  ^vere  held  by  day  and  l)y  night, 
and  livery  rigs  were  kept  unusually  bu.s_y  carrying  young  and  old  cam- 
paigners nito~everv  n.-olc  ant!  ct)rner  of  the  county  to  talk  to  the  dear 
pet>ple— on  l(»cal  n'lattei's.  however.  The  State  ticlcet  was  but  little 
nu'Utioned.  and  national  issues  were  entirel\'  forgotten,  and  the  writer 
of  these  lines,  who  was  an  inptartial  looker-on,  was  impressed 
greatly  with  the  f;ict  that,  considering  the  intensity  of  the  struggle, 
there  "was  but  little  personal  nind-slingingat  the  respective  candidates 
on  either  side.  Whih;  it  was  not  a,  itiv'sideiitial  year,  yel  the  whole 
county  was  never  more  thoroughly  aroused,  exactly  what  it  was  all 
about",  it  was  a  little  diliicult  for  aii  outsider  to  understand.  "  Down 
with  tlie  old  ring!"  seemed  to  i)e  one  side's  watchword,  and  "•down 
with  the  kiclcers  "  was  answered  back.  A  general  election  for  Con- 
gressmen occurred  at  the  same  time  in  all  the  Stales,  anti  outside  <d' 
Pennsylvania  it  was  the  rpiestion  cf  tarilT— the  ^ilcXinley  Hill  (a  tarilT 
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bill  then  just  passed),  or  similar  national  ([uestions,  ovei'  which  ]iai'ties 
woi'c  so  eai'nestl\-  AvrangliiiL;-.  Jn  the  Soulhern.  and  many  ot  the 
AVestei'ti  States,  the  farmers  had  just  oi'ganized,  and  in  some  ol'  them, 
as  Ivansas  Tor  instance,  they  swept  all  before  tliem.  Jiut  in  Pennsyl- 
vania there  was  no  Farmei's'  ticket  in  the  held— a  straif^ht  Democratic 
State  ticket  was  uj).  All  over  the  State,  but  more  especiallv  in 
Kradford  county, the  opposition  to  tlie  doniinant  party  ignored  national 
issues  and  the  result  of  the  poll  was  neai'ly  l)ewildcrl^f,^  J'attison, 
Democrat,  was  elected  Governor  by  nearly  2U,000  majority,  and  the 
ilepublican  candidates  for  the  other  State  offices  were  elected  by  neai'lv 
tiio  same  majority.  In  Bradford  county  there  were  only  'l45  less 
votes  cast  in  lSOi>,  than  had  Ijeen  given  at  the  last  i)receding  pres- 
idential election,  18SS.  the  vote  being  lo,315  and  lr!,170  I'csiiec'tively. 
As  an  evidence  that  it  is  sometimes  the  unexpected  that  happiMis,  it'is 
told  that  one  of  the  men  elected  to  one  of  the  best  offices  in  the  county 
thought  so  little  of  being  a  candidate — such  a  modest  ''  not  an  ollice- 
seeker."  although  a  Dennjcrat.  that  when  he  was  named  "  sinijilv  to 
nil  up  the  tick-et."  v>-as  what  lliey  U>h\  iiim.  in  the  1  )em(jci'atic  conven- 
tion, iie  declined  to  iMin  ;  three  oi'  Four  others  weretln^Mi  put  in  nomina- 
tion, but  each  one  refused;  linally -the  lirst  one  Avas  pursnaded  to  let 
his  name  stand,  and  reluctantly,  "to  accommodate  his  friends,  he  con- 
sented, and  was  nominated  and  electeil  tiy  2,"(i(i  majority. 

November  4,  is'.lo,  was,  therefore,  an  eventful  da}',  |iolitic;illy.  m 
Bradford  county.  Anotlier  incidiMit  ol' this  election  is  worthy  of  note: 
John  A.  I'^ox,  Democrat,  was  not  nominated  hy  any  convention,  and  he 
fiecame  a  candidate  on  the  heels  of  the  campaign  for  romiuissioner,  and 
rec(jived  o.Sitl*  votes,  and  failed  of  an  election  only  bv  a  narro\v 
majority.  Thus  the  official  vote  is  so  full  of  interesting  'reading  that 
it  is  here  given,  and  for  the  purpose  of  easily  comparing,  the  V(jte  for 
President   in  isss  is  iiiven  in  the  lirst  two  columns:

EMINENT  I'EOPI.E. 

David    Wu-mot— Chikf   Ju.stkm-    iMKitrui;— Paul    DiKLid    .Mouitow  — 
liuKU  1;ii)i;k\vay— E.   O'Meaua   Guodimcii. 

DAAID  AVILMOT.-No  in:iii  has  evui'  liv..'<l  in  r.radfonl  county, 
nor  indeed  in  noi'tlicfii  rennsylvania,  wliolias  acliievetl  so -wiile  a 
reputation  as  David  'Wilniot.  "lie  was  born  in  Ijethany,  AVayiie  county, 
Pa.,  wiiere  lie  spent  his  boyhood  (hiys,  and  was  educated  there  and  at 
Aurora.  At  the  age  of  eigliteen  lie  commenced  the  study  of  law  at 
Wilkes-Harre,  where  he  remained  until  the  time  of  liis  atlmission  to  the 
bar,  \vhen  he  removed  to  Towanda.  He  soon  became  a  consjiicuous 
character,  and  eai'ly  in  liis  career  gained  a  gi'eat  inllnence  over  the 
people,  with  whom  he  was  always  honest,  lie  had  a  line  voice,  a  good 
presence  and  an  elotjuent  tongue.  Indeed,  he  {piite  magnetizetl  his 
iieai'ers,  and  could  use  6v;//?v' without  giving  somoiis  (;lTe^^e.  aMr.  Wilnujt 
was  possessed  of  a  I'emarkalile  analytical  mind,  but  was  not  a  great 
lawyer,  save  bef(M'e  a  jur\'.  He  relied  upon  his  latent  I'esoiirces  at  the 
moment  to  make  up  for  his  lack  of  thoi'oughness  and  avei'sioii  to  study. 
However,  he  was  a  deep  thinker,  aiul  witli  his  quick'ness  of  comprehen- 
sion, elofjuence  and  ability  to  read  faces,  earned  juries,  while  otlieis, 
more  thoroughlv  versed  in  the  law,  math.'  but  little  iinpi'essioii.  His 
make-up  soon  developed  him  into  a  politician,  ami  lie  toolc  the  Deum- 
cratic  sitle  of  the  house  ojiposed  to  Gen.  .Mclveanaud  his  followers.  It 
was  not  long  before  he  l;ecame  recognized  as  a  leader,  and.  in  1844.  was 
elected  as  a.  Free  Trade  Democi'at  to(,'ongress,  and  was  the  only  memlier 
from  Pennsylvania  wh.o  voted  foi'  the  re[)eal  of  the  ''taiMlfof  '4'2."  in 
i'(Munu);i  with  tlie  hemoeralie  partx'  he  t'avoreil  the  annexation  n\' 
Texas,  (hi  the  -It  h  of  August,  IS  it;,' President  Polk  sent  to  the  Semite 
a  conlidential  message,  asking  an  appropriation  to  negotiate  a  peace 
with  Mexic(j.  A  bill  was  inti'oduced  into  the  House,  appropriating 
$2,000,000  for  the  pur|iose  specilied.  It  had  now  become  so  a])paient 
that  the  ])roposition  was  intendetl  to  strengthen  tlu^  jiro-slavety 
influence  in  the  general  government,  that  a  c(.)nsultation  of  a  few 
members  of  Congress  was  held,  and  the  matter  thoroughly  discussed. 
It  was  agreed  that  it  was  a  move  not  in  accordance  with  the  Demo- 
cratic or  JefTersonian  idea  as  arguetl  in  the  Constitutional  Convention, 
and  sliown  hy  the  oixlinances  of  1787.  The  measure  must,  thei'efoi'e. 
be  check'cd.and  the  following  resolution  was  diawn  u|)  by  ^Ir.  Wilmot. 
and  agreed  to  by  the  others,  and  he  was  selected  to  olfer  it  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  :  "Xcithei'  slavery  noi-  inv(jliintary  servitude  shall 
ex,ist  in  any  part  of  said  Teri-itory.  exce[)t  for  crime,  whei'eof  the  jiaity 
shall  first  be  duly  convicted,"'  which  has  since  that  time  been  known  in 
our  countrv's  hislor\'  as  tin;  "  AVilmot  Proviso."     While  it    is  true  that 
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this  iiuuk'  Jlul^■c  Wilniot  iiiunorlal  in  the  jxiliticiil  rsliiriiitio'v  of  tlu' 
hour,  now,  thai  the  aclors  arc  all  clcacl,  aiiJ  sectional  passions  arc  stilled, 
let  us  ho()e  forever,  yet  our  children,  in  a  i'es[>ect  due  <jui'  g-rcat  revolu- 
tionaiy  fathers,  should  ever  keep  in  mind  that  this  "Pi'oviso''  is  copied 
verbatnu  fi'oni  Jeil'erson  in  Virj^-inia's  cession  of  tin;  Northwest  Terri- 
tory to  the  Union  of  States.  The  measure,  though  lost  in  Congress, 
created  a  great  agitation  thi'ougliout  tlic  country,  and  was  the  wedge 
which  split  the  democratic  ])arty  u|)on  th(>  slavery  ([ucstion.  Many 
of  the  Democrats  in  the  district  made  a  bold  assault  upDU  ,Mr.  Wilmot 
for  this,  and  tried  to  i:)revent  his  return  V>  (.Congress,  [n  1S46  he  was 
re-elected  on  the  tariff  issue,  over  Judge  White,  a  Iligh-Tarilf  Demo- 
crat ;  and  again  in  1S4S,  mainly  on  the  sentiment  of  his  pr(;viso.  While 
he  was  elected  as  a  Democrat. 'he  was  a,  •'  free  Soilei-"  and  supported 
Air.  \'an  IJureii  for  the.  pr<'sidcncy  in  IS-iS.  In  is.^.ij,  Mr.  Wilmot 
again  secured  a  rcnoniinalion  to  Congress  as  a  I-'ihm;"  .^oil  Democrat, 
which  resulted  in  a,  s[)lit  of  the  Democi'atic  paiiy  in  the  district 
on  the  slavery  question.  The  pro-slaveiw  Di^Miiocrats  having 
])ut  a  candidate  in  n(jniinati(jn,  for  the  good  of  the  pa.rty,  upon  Mr. 
Wilmot's  suggestion,  both  candidates  withdi'ew,  and  Calusha  A.  Grow 
was  selected  as  a  conipr(jmise  and  elected.  In  1851  he  was  elected 
Dresiding  Judge  of  the  district  over  William  Elwell,  the  Indcjiendent 
catulidate,  and  acted  in  the  ca])acity  for  which  he  had  been  elected 
until  IS."?,  when  he  resigned  the  cijlice  to  enter  the  gul.)ernaturial 
cont(_'st.  His  ('oinpctitor,  "William  F.  Packer,  the  Democratic  candi- 
tlatc,  was  elect(n!,  but  his  deleat  sounded  the  death-knell  of  the  Demo- 
ci'atic partv  in  ihis  State,  and  made  him  more  popular  than  ever  before. 
The  speeches  which  lie  made  throughout  the  State  awakened  a  deep 
interest  in  tiie  principles  of  the  Pe|)ul)lican  party,  and  finally  nuide  it 
victoia(jus.  However,  lie  had  not  drc'amed  of  an  election,  and  at  a 
serenade  given  him  at  his  Iiouk'.  after  his  nomination,  said  :  "  1  well 
understand  I  can  not  be  ehcled,  but  the  canvass  will  be  the  means  of 
establishing  a  pai'ty  of  which  the  ])eo]ile  will  be  pi'oud  and  can  I'cly 
upon.""  Ills  statement  was  veriUed  the  riext  year  by  a  Iie]nildican 
vicloi'\'  in  till'  Si;iic. 

Mv.  Wilmot  was  one  i>(  the  faliieis  of  the  Republican  party,  and 
in  fact,  the  vei'y  measures  which  he  had  proposed  in  Congress,  in  l^-IO, 
had  no  small  inlluence  leading  to  its  existence.  In  Drailford  county,  and, 
indeed,  in  the  >•  Wilmot  District""  he  made  the  lie])ublican  party.  He  was 
a  delegate!  to  the  National  Kepublicaii Convention,  held  in  riiiladolphia 
in  isr.T;,  and  was  chairman  ol'  tin;  committe'C  on  resolutions,  and  drew 
up  the  i'ainous  resoluti(.>n  (hmouncing  "slavery  and  polygamy  as  twin 
r(dics  of  barfiansm."  In  the  convention  he  was  prejposed  as  canditlate 
on  the  ticket  with  ]\Ir.  Fivmont  for  the  Vice  presidency.  He  could 
have  commanded  a  unanimous  nomination,  but  was  avei'se  to  it. 
In  ISt;u,  Mr.  AVilinot  "was  also  a,  deleg;ite  to  the  National  Ke[)ub- 
lican  convent i<ni  held  in  ('liicago,  and  was  its  temporary  chairman, 
lie.  with  the  Pennsylvania  delegation,  was  instructed  to  vote  for  Gen. 
Cameron.  After  oiie  ballot  he  saw  that  Seward  would  be  nominated 
unless  Cameron  was  dropped.  Whereiii>on  the  Pennsylvaniadelcga- 
tion,   he  at  its  head,  asked. leave  to  retire.     After  consultation  Mr. 
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"\Vilm<>(  aslcc'd  that  llieii' insti'iictioiis  1)0  taken  oil',  \vliit;li  was  at^Tend  tr> 
Ijy  the  chih'n'ation.  U|)i>ii  the  secoiul  Ixillui  nearly  their  whole  vote 
was  cast  Ujr  Mr.  Ijiie()ln,  which  cai'iaed  enough  (jtlusrs  on  the  third 
ballot  to  noiiiiiiat''  him.  Mi'.  Lincoln  never  I'urgot  his  kindness,  find 
he  always  ha.d  gi'eat  inlluence  with  him.  Aftei-  .Mr.  ^\'ilmot's  defeat, 
in  1S5T,  he  was  ajtpointed  by  Gov.  Pollock  to  the  same  ollice  which  he 
had  I'esigiii'd,  and  continued  to  act  in  that  capacity  until  1801,  when 
he  was  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Sen;it"  to  fill  the  vacaiicy  caused  by  the 
I'csignation  of  (leii.  ('auu?roii,  \vlio  had  l)C('n  >elecli'd  as  one  of  JMr. 
Lincoln's  cal.)iiiet.  "A  wide  field  of  honor  and  usffnliu'>s  seemed  to 
open  befiD'i' him.  lie  was  in  the  prime;  of  his  manhood,  in  the  full 
vigor  of  his  mental  powei's,  ri'Vei'ed  everywho'e  as  the  champion  of 
freedom,  and  his  friends  confidently  expected  him  to  win  for  himscdf 
a  still  loftie)'  name,  wliile  adVaiU'ing  the  causi.^  (jf  human  i-ights.  Lut 
at  the  outset  of  his  Senat<ji'ial  (ISOl)  cai'cer,  his  health  began  gradutdly 
to  fail,  until  it  was  almost  impossible  for  him  to  attend  to  the  routine 
of  his  duties."  ^^[r.  Wilmot  was  a  member  of  the  ■'Peace  Confei'cnce'' 
of  ISCl.  and  when  coiiung  down  h\)\n  one  of  its  meetings  .s'Tiid  : 
■•  d'hciT  is  no  use  ;  we  can  not  agret',  and  1  am  not  sui'e  that  a  war 
Would  be  the  worst  thing  that  could  liappen  to  this  country.  1  fear  it 
is  near  at  hand."  At  thi'  close  of  liis  tei'iii  as  Senatoi'  he  was  appointrd 
l)V  President  Lincoln  a  .1  u<lge  of  the  Court  of  Claims,  which  ollice  he 
h'eld  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  politics  Mr.  AVilmot  was  woudei-fidly  suecessfid,  and  up  to  ls.-,7 
knew  not  what  drfcat  was,  (!Ven  thongli  hesomclimcs  ran  coiinler  to  the 
party  machinery.  Such  an  inlliienc(.'  had  he  that  he  V'riually  ran  the 
politics  of  tlie'c(.)uuty.  After  the  o!g;nii/a t ion  of  the  Ke|udilican 
party  in  this  county,  in  \^:>:>.  he  kepi  up  such  a  constant  agitation  of  the 
slavery  ([iiesti(ui  tliat,  in  Is.^c,  he  oavc  I-'i'ciiioiit  -l.C.oo  majority  oN'er 
Puchanan,  the  c'ounty  having  l.>een  heielofore  Democratic  by  sevei'al 
hundred.  The  "  Wilmot  District  "'  gave  iM'cmoiit  a  majority  of  leu 
thousaiul.  Mr.  AVilmot  was  not  an  Abolitionist,  as  is  sometimes  sup- 
postal,  lint  on  the  contrai'v  was  opposed  to  that  parly.  He  nc\('r 
claimcl  a  place  wilh  Wendcil  Piiillips.  Tliurlow  \\cri\,  \Vill;am 
Lloyd  (iairisoii  or  Horace  (\vcr\i^\,  bw  he  b)Ught  slavtuy  a,  long  time 
witiiin  the  Democratic  parts',  and  hoped  to  maintain  his  position 
and  inlliM.Mic.c  ill  that  organi/al  ion  whih.'  makiuL^the  batth.'.  lie  sonn 
baind  that  the  timber  was  too  Icnotty  to  wmiL".  but  not  to  split,  and 
he  put  in  his  wedec  and  bcLian  the  elfoi-t.  which  was  succes>f!il. 
Without  a  doubt  he  had  more  to  do  with  thecreati<m  of  the  Keiaib- 
lican  paity.aiul  the  overthrow  of  tlie  Democratic,  than  any  other 
man.  Mi'.  \\'ilmot  was  a  strong,  jiowerful  force  in  star!  ing  the  com- 
bat  which  llnalL'  resulted  in  the  aliolition  of  slavery.  In  the  South 
his  pi'oviso  made  him  desitiseil  by  the  slave  holder  as  a  usurper  and. 
indeed,  the  vei'V  sciiool-chil'dren  were  taught  to  hate  him.  The  slaves 
early  leaiauHl  Jiis  name,  and  had  an  I'xaltcd  i'ever<'nce  lor  him.  IP; 
was  a  man  of  sti'ong  convictions,  ami  outspoken  in  the  expression  of 
ids  opinions— a  man  greatly  loveil  by  bis  friends  ami  unsparingly 
hat(>d  by  his  enemies,  lie  was  a  powerful  speaker,  k'cen  in  debate, 
cari'ving  with  Inm   the   hearts  of  his  heai'ers,  and    protlucing  convic- 


tioiis  ill  otluM's  t'iv.|uciitlv  bv  his  (Mvn  stn-nni  h.  ju,t  Mr.  AViliiiot's  end 
iss;i(l.  Continued  ill-lie;dtli  .■ill'ected  his  mind,  and  he  linally  died  of  sofL- 
cnin<,r  of  i\\r.  \>va'w,  at  his  n'siih?ncc  at  Towaiuhi  in  ISCS.  lie  is  huried  in 
Kiverside  (Jeineterv.  and  Ins  resling-place.  is  inarkotl  bv  a  plain  shd) 
on  wliicdi  is  inseril)ed  :

Towanda,  in    the  scenes  of  -his'    childhood,  with    the    die-nitv  of  ollice 
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l;i,i(l  aside.  itsc:ii'es  and  toils  forgotten,  and,  amid  lioiin'  and  family  and 
friends  and  neighbors,  was  bnilding  tmew  tliose  stores  of  vital  energies 
so  esse]itial  to  Jiis  lahoi's  when  they  woidd  be  agai)i  taicen  u[).  To  those 
wlio  were  older  and  who  had  known  him  Irom  eai'ly  chiUlhood,  he  must 
heave  I'emained  to  them  nuich  as  the  youth  they  so  well  remembered — 
quiet,  earnest  and  determined,  witli  iiuich  inciications  of  a  reseive  of 
forees  within  what  might  well  ])romise  a  large  future  development. 
His  ])arents  were  eminently  respeetable  fanners — imlustrious  and 
frugal,  guided  in  the  rearing  of  tlieir  children  by  tliat  prudent  foi'e- 
thought  that  preferred  the  future  welfare  of  their  sons  ami  daughtei's 
to  that  of  wealth  stored  away  foi-  their  use.  x\  sti'ong  chara.ct'eristic 
of  the  father  was  that  influlgenee  to  his  children  that  allowed  them  to 
have  much  to  say  in  shaping  their  young  lives.  The  children's  wishes 
were  heedetl,  their  judgments  consulted,  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
family  explained,  and  then  an  amicable  conclusion  ^vas  sure  to  follow, 
and  smo()thly  the  little  home  went  on.  This,  too.  in  an  age  where 
there  was  much  emphatic  parental  authority  in  the  averag*^  home,  and 
where  often  the  sevei'est  dogmatism  ju'evailed,  esjjeeially  bv  the  fallier 
toward  the  sons. 

After  gi'aduating  from  the  Towanda  schools,  the  youth  expi'essed 
to  his  parents  a  wish  to  at  once  commence  the  study  (/f  the  law.  This 
was  o])posed  by  his  elder  brother,  M.  0.  Mercur,  on  the  ground  that 
his  education  was  not  sutHcient  for  a  learned  profession.  The  force  of 
this  objection  was  recognized  by  the  entire  family,  and  U.<  the  great 
distress  (jf  the  lad,  who  saw  in  it  the  suilden  d'issolving  of  the  air 
castles  that  had  no  doubt  been  his  companions  by  day  and  bv  night, 
and  had  stimulated  his  best  exertions  in  the  common  schools,  liie 
household  was  called  together,  aiul  the  matter  freely  discuss(Ml.  The 
happy  arrangement  resulted  that  a  snudl  tract  oflaiul,  whieli  was 
intended  to  be  given  Ulysses  as  his  portion,  it  was  agreenl  should  go  to 
iiim.  then  and  there,  and  if  he  j^crferred  to  usi-  it  in  educating  himse'lf 
further  and  l)ocoming  a  lawyer,  it  was  well  and  good.  Tiii's  was  the 
solution  of  this  once  ap[iarently  Hisiiperable  diiliculty.  The  little 
piece  of  LiroiMid  was  eon  verted  iiitoSl.'jMo  t  he  '•  sinews  of  war"  with 
the  Latin  con jiigal  ion  and  the  (  i  I'eek  verbs,  and  the  liiial  entry  ui)oii  a 
l)i'ofessional  I'areei'  stamped  with  a.  fame  as  endiiriiii;;  a.>  th(.'se  grand  old 
hills  on  which  his  eyes  opened  when  lib;  commeneeil.  lie  had  com- 
pleted his  course  in  the  common  schools  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  when 
lie  entered  the  stoi-e  of  his  elder  brother  in  Towanda  as  a  clerk.  I'l'ioi- 
to  this  he  had  hel])ed  to  work  on  the  farm  diii'ing  summei',  and  went 
to  school  in  the  wint(n'.  Here  he  remained  until  he  was  nineteen 
years  old,  when,  having  converted  the  small  farin,  his  father  gave 
him,  into  cash,  he  entered  Jefferson  College,  Cannonsburg,  Pa^,  in 
the  "])re]i"  department.  The  regular  college  course  is  four  vears 
after  entering  the  "  freshmlm  class,'"  and  as  an  evidence  of  his  assiduity, 
as  well  as  aptness,  he  graduated  witli  high  honors  at  the  end  of  four 
and  a  half  years  after  entering  the  school:  taking  the  highest  ]iosition 
in  the  literary  society  of  whicli  he  was  a  mend)er!  And,  further,  that 
during  the  last  ye;ir  and  a  half  he  was  at  college  he  wassvstematicallv 
reading  a  course  in  the  law.      During  his  entire  school  course  he  hail

iimdc  liis  lillle  fortune  of  $I,-i(.»0  pay  every  expense.  A  I'ter  i;r,'M!iiatiii;j; 
he  iimiiediately  returned  to  Towanda  and  ediuiiua'd  tlie  studv 
of  tlie  law.  and  in  184.'*  lie  was  adniiUed  Lo  the  liai'  in  liis  native  town. 
lie  o'i7i(hi;itod  in  JSli',  and  then  niie  year  w;is  a  sludent  in  the 
olliee  ol'  iMhvard  Overton,  Ks([.,  and  such  was  the  einilhlenee  of 
My.  Ovei'ton  in  liis  student  that  at  once  he  oll'ered  him  a  full 
partnershi|)  in  his  extensive  praetiei.'.  As  favoraljle  as  was  this 
oll'ei'  fi'()iii  his  law  pi'eceptoi-.  yet  it  coukl  have  been  readily  made 
with  an\'  one  of  the  several  eminent  lawver.s  that  were  then 
uuMubei's  of  the  hh'adford  county  bar  -a  bar  in  which  were  such  men 
as  David  Wilmot,  .lud-v  Willislon,  AVilliam  Klwell  and  William  Wat- 
k'ins.  In  a  ri-maf](ably  brief  ]jeriod  he  was  the  i)eer  of  any  of  them 
— noted  for  Ids  eoiiscienti(jus  discharg'e  of  his  duties,  and  a  sturdy 
lionesty;  so  much  so  that  it  was  sometimes  blunt  when  impressing 
upon  an  I'xcitt'd  client  that  his  case  was  not  a,  i^-ood  ono.  and  tlatly 
i-efusin<;'  the  oll'ered  retainer.  In  a  <;-iv('n  case,  where  he  had  I'efused  a 
fee  from  a  wealthy  man,  and  the  disappointi'd  client  had  souuht  out 
other  counsel  and  entei'ed  iij)oii  liti^'aliou  that  banlaT.jnrd  him  and 
then  went  to  Mr.  .Mercui'  an<l.  after  stntin-'  his  case  in  haiul,  was 
amazed  to  lind  the  attorney  I'eady  to  enua^e  him.-,elf  in  his  behalf. 
Expressing- his  surprise,  he  was  told  lluil  the  whole  secret  lav  in  the 
fact  that  then  he  had  no  case,  while  no\\-  he  hail  ;i  good  one;  and  he 
fought  it  through  to  com  jihl,'  i  riuniph.  llislli'st  ad\iee  l(.>st  him  a  fee, 
but  would  have  saved  the  man  his  fortune;  his  actual  retainer  in  the 
ease  had  m)  fee  to  accompany  it.  iuit  it  righted  a  wi-oiig  when  the  [loor 
man  could  perhaps  have  found  succijr  nowhere  (.-Isi;.  liis  professional 
life  was  made  up  laigeh'  of  such  incidents,  but  this  one  mentioned 
Avould  have  fixed  in  t  iK^  juiblic  nnnd  some  idea  of  that  high  sense  of 
integrity  tha.t  actuated  Inm.  ('ouse([Ueiitly,  while  yet  a  young  man, 
lie  was  known  far  and  wide  for  his  courageous  probity  and  profound 
knowledge  of  the  law.  And  it  \vas  not  mere  idle  br(;ath  when  one 
who  was  acom|)(!tent  jialge  said:  "It  is  no  ll;itteiy'  to  say  that  as  a 
young  lawyer  he  was  unsurpassed  in  tin;'  Stiite.""  The  next  s(;v(Uiteen 
year.s.  afteV  he  had  eiiter.-d  upon  the  practice  of  the  law.  so  severe 
was  his  apjilicatiou  that  hi^  heallli  brolce  down,  and  lie  was  cdmiielled 
to  tidce  a  vacation,  which  last(>d  throuu'h  the  entire  winter  of  ISCO-Cl. 
These  months  of  rest  and  ti-avel  wholly  restored  his  iiealth.  On  the 
election  of  Judge  David  Wilmot  to  the  Tiiited  Slates  Senate  in  .lanu- 
ary,  ISCl,  he  resigned  tlu;  rresident  .hidgeshii)  of  tiie  I'Jtli  .Iiidicial 
District,  and  Mr.  i\rercur  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  term  was  elected  to  a  full  term  without  opposition— the  district 
was  tlien  composiid  of  the  counties  of  h'.radford  aud  Sus(piehanna.  In 
18<52  tliis  Congressional  district  was  comjiosed  of  P.radford,  (!oliimbia, 
itontour,  Sullivan  and  Wyoming  counties,  and  a  division  in  the 
Jlepublican  pai'ty  resulted  in  the  eiecti(»n  of  a  Democrat.  At  the  next 
election,  1804.  in  order  to  prevent  a  recurrence  f)f  defeat,  the  leading 
men  of  the  district,  after  much  entreaty,  ])revailed  u])on  Judge  IMer- 
cur  to  stand  for  Congress.  His  Democratic  oppcuient  was  Col.  \^.  E. 
Piollet,  also  of  Ei'adford  county.  Judge  Mercur  was  elected,  and  for 
the  next  tlii'ce  consecutive  t.ei'ms  i'ecei\'ed  his  partv's  nomination.     At 
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the  end  of  his  i'oiirlh  term,  l>^~2.  ]\c  was  nDininatiHi  li\  (he  luijaibliraii 
IState  Convention  Tor  Jiul<4'e  of  th^'  Suprcmi'  (!oiirt..  Jl  is  tuld  ol'  him 
that  he  accepted  his  fourth  term  in  CoiiL^ress  solely  on  Liie  grounds 
that  he  wislied  to  repeal  the  tarill'  on  tea  and  coll'ee.  Jlis  jn'omotion 
to  the  supreme  bench  came  to  liim  as  uiisoiigiit  as  had  his  lirst  oi'  suc- 
ceeding terms  in  Cong-i'css.  ]Ie  I'rmaiued  upon  the  bench  from  the 
time  of  his  lirst  election  to  the  end  of  his  hi'e;  a.  prominent  public 
life  of  twenty-six  years  ;  from  a  short  vacation,  alter  seventeen  \'ears 
of  arduous  jiractice,  he  went  to  the  bench  of  the  I'Jth  Judicial  dis- 
trict, servino'  out  the  short  term,  was  elected  to  a  full  term  and  almost 
immediately  transferred  to  Congress,  wi)er(.'  he  remained  ciglit  yeai's, 
and  (|uit  that  to  ;j;<>  to  tlie  eiuinent  position  of  Supivme  Judge  <jf  the 
grand  old  Commonwealth.  A  distinguished  recortl,  made  famous  by 
his  brilliant  talents;  a  long  and  useful  life  adoi-ned  by  a  sleeitles's 
energy,  a,  rol)Ust  numhood  ami  the  courage  of  honest  convictions. 

in  polil  ics  Judge  Mcrour^  was  oi'iginally  a  Demociat  (though  the 
otliei'  nuMiibei's  id'  his  family  wci'c  active  ^V'"higs\  one  who  gave  iieartv 
adherence  to  the  Free  Soil  wing  of  that  jiarty.  In  slioi't,  ii  may  be  said 
that  he  was  of  the  AVilmot  and  Grow  political  school.  Jle  was  aincng 
the  first  to  olfer  his  powerful  aid  to  free  ]\ausas,  and  was,  tliercfoi'c,  one 
of  the  active  organizers  of  the  Republican  party,  sevcriiig  the  last  tie 
that  bound  him  to  the  Democratic  ])arty  on  the  occasion  ot  the  repeal 
of  the  ^Missouri  Compromise.  Hon.  Da'vul  AVilniot  al\va\sestccmeil  liim 
as  one  of  his  most  trusted  and  esteemed  personal  friends,  but  this  was 
largely  true  of  the  leading  men  of  the  Nation,  at  least  all  those  who  hud 
come  in  contact  with  Judge  j\[ercur.  AViicii  Mr.  AVilmot  was  invited  bv 
President  Lincoln,  in  the  spring  of  ISGI.  t(j  act  as  a  Peace  Commis- 
sioner, at  Washington,  before  accepting  the  ai>|)oinl  ment  he  visiteil 
Judge  ]\[ereur,  for  the  purpose  of  having  a,  full  consultation,  l)eroi'e 
entering  upon    tlu;  responsible  duties  of  that  oUice. 

Ulysses  Mercur  ami  i\Iiss  S.ar.ah  S.  I)a\is.  daught-'r  of  the  iatc  <ien. 
John  bavis,  of  IJucks  county,  ^vel■e  joined  in  the  bonds  of  mati'inu>ny 
June  \-2.  Iv^fio.  Of  tliis  liap[i}-  union  wei'e  live  childi'cn.  all  surviving. 
The  eldest.  Rodney  A.  Mercnr,  is  one  of  the  ])romincnt  lawvcrs  (jf 
Towamla  ;  Dr.  John  1).  .Mercnr  is  of  the  same  place;  the  only 
ilaughler,  Mary  J'L.  married  {\,\.  J).  V.  ]*]shleman.  of  Lancaster; 
James  ^V.  iNfercui-  is  an  attoi'iujy-at-Iaw  in  f^jiladelphia  ;  atui  Ulysses 
AEercur  is  now  a  hiw  student  at  'J'ow.atula.  The  familv  worship  at  the 
E[)isco|ial  Church. 

Li  the  midst  (d'  the  busy  cares  of  life,  the  linal  great  summons 
canu'.  Judge  Mercnr  died  at  Wallingfoi'd,  Pa.,  June  i\  1887,  in  his 
sixt\'-ninth  yeai-.  He  was  taken  sick  .May  Sa,  with  a  chill,  the  lirst 
])remonition  of  an  attack  of  ])neumot\ia..  On  the  Piiday  following  he 
liad  rallied,  and  his  fi'iends.  supposed  the  crisis  was  [lassid.  and  Suiulay 
following  brought  the  greatest  hopes.  lie- now  recognized  his  wife, 
anil  chatted  pleasantly  with  his  wife  and  his  sons,  at  his  bed-side,  and 
even  expressed  a  desire  to  get  up.  Put  on  tlie  nnnminsj  of  the  tUh.as 
his  physician.  Dr.  Cetchell,  was  about  to  de])art  for  Phihulelphia.  and 
visited  his  patient  to  take  foianal  leave.  Judge  Mercur  half  turiu'd  in 
bed  and  said,  cheerily:     "  Girodd)ye."     These   were    his  last  spoken 
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Wdi'ils.  At  0  o'c'lnelc.  liis  IVic'iuls  nolici'(l  a  sudden  cliaii^'c,  and  Imi'- 
j'icdly  si'iiL  al'tff  llic  I'clii'inL:  doctor.  lUit  tliu  patient  IkuI  (|uiell_v  ;uul 
|ic;iccrully  passed  a\vay.  The  iiiimcdiatc  cause  of  doatli  was  heart-clot, 
wliicli.  in  liis  exhausted  eondition,  coukl  not  be  overcome.  Pennsyl- 
vani.i  and  tlie  Nation  ]nour]ie(h  Tlie  great  and  good  man  was  gone. 
On  the' afternoon  ol' Octulx.T  o,  following,  ex-Chief  dustice  Agnew 
announeed  in  tlic  Supreme  ('ourt  the  death  of  Chief  Justice  ,Mercur. 
There  was  a  riotalde  attentlance  of  tlie  members  of  the  bar  wjicn  the 
unnounceiiieiit  was  made.  On  rising  to  addi'css  the  court  -Judge 
Agnew  said  :

He  lias  left  the  "  warm  iirecincts  of'thc  cheer- 
ful day  "  Cor  tlie  darknesi  and  ^iooiii  of  the  grave. 

Though  gdiir  fi-.ini  your  JjeiicU  for  many  year.'^,  and  living  far  away  from  the. 'scenes 
of  liis  nelive  'lit'',  yrt  il  has  seemed  to  my  brethren  of  Ihc  Har  mest  iiivet  that  1  sliould 
break   this    melancholy   news.     I  ac-ejit  the  duty,  only  reiireiting  my  inability  to  jicr- 

'Jdie  cx-Chicf  .Iiistice  then  recounted  the  circumstances  of  diidi;-e 
Merciir's  death  nt  Wallingford.  near  J*ni]adelphi;i.  .1  uiie  (i.l^^T.  fol- 
lowed with  a  brief  .sketeli  nf  his  life,  and  among  other  tliino's  in  siib- 
staui'e,  said:  !Iis  jirofessioiiat  lif(!  was  one  *)(  l;ibor  ;ind  rewai'd, 
foiinde<l  upon  iinllinching  pi'inci|ile  and  great  inlegihw  Coiii'age.  too. 
was  a,  dislin-iiisiiino'  trait  of  nis  eharacler. 

lb;  was  nominated  by  tlie  liepubliean  party,  and  elected  tn  the 
Supreme  lleiich  (d'  t  his  "  C< 'lunion  wealt  h.  in  ISTi'.  t<j  suc(/ee(l  (hief 
Jnstiee  Tiiompsoii,  whose  ciiininis^ioii  tlien  expii'ed.

On  tlm  expiration  <d'  tim  term  ■  d'  (Jliief  d  iist  u-e  S!iar.>\vood.  in  l^S^', 
extended  by  the  iirw  eMii.>t  it  ill  ion  to  iss:;,  .Justiee  Mercur,  as  the 
oldf'st  member  in  commission,  bi-ame  tiie  Child'  dust  ice. 

'•Thus  lived  and  died  a  ii>eful  and  honored  citi/eii  and  an  iipiiuht 
and  able  jiid-e.  His  life  is  an  i^xaniple  to  lie  studied  well,  and  to  be 
iollowed  b'v  tim  voutli  of  the  prob-ssion.

t:istes.tli(_'po(»iv.slaiul  tho  lowliesf,  iiiiclicekod  by  rank  or  privilco-e  or  hy

expanding  to  meet  the  growth  and  wants  of  a  nation,  pr(jtects  all 
beneath  the  benign  inlluences  of  its  powers,  secures  to  everj^  citizen 
his  just  I'ights,  and  smiles  on  liis  advancement  in  knowlege,  Avealth  and 
distinction.'' 

[mmediately  after  the  adjournment  ol  tlie  coui't.  a,  meeting  of  tlie 
bar  was  organized,  which  \vas  pi'csidetl  over  l>y  Cliief  Justice  Gordon, 
and  a  committee  on  memorial  app(jinted,  of  w"hich  lion.  John  Dalzell 
u  as  chairman.     Among  other  resolutions  reported  was  the  following  :

re  nains  for  us  but  reverence  for  his  memory.  ••  *  *  He  has  earned  his  rest  — rest 
from  tiie  c  ires  and  responsibilities  of  lii^di  place.     *     "     •*     ^May  he  rest  in  peace 

Pait,  Dfiu.KV  ."\Imim;ow  m;iy  justly  lie  called  one  ol'  the  eminent 
sons  of  Bradford  countv.  lie  was  born  in  what  is  now  Wilmot  town- 
ship. February  17,  1828;  the  f.mrth  child  of  John  and  Sally  llorton 
Mori'ow.  Ills  [larents  were  inttdligent  ;ind  energetic  people — in  com- 
forta!)le  surroundings  as  the  circumstances  of  l'arm''i's  were  in  i  hat 
day — who  brought  up  their  ramily  in  tiie  feared'  the  Lord,  as  it  was 
understood  l\v  the  Covenanter  iiranch  of  the  Presbyteritin  Church. 

Jiulge  Morrow  often  amused  his  friends  by  Ins  tleseription  of  the 
way  in  \vliicli  the  Shoiler  Cltitechism  was  instilled  into  him.  A\'!ien 
the' ivciilar  Sabbiith  recitation  proved  shorter  than  the  perfect  stMud- 
ard  demandcil,  asAvas  iiol  in  I'l'dpient  I  v  the  case  e\ei\  in  Covenanter 
housidiolds,  the  delicieiicv  \vas  made  u))  on  Mondav  mornino-  b\-  ;t 
bodily  exercise  which  was  inieiuled  to  pioht  much,  in  which  the  rod 
of  correction  pla\-ed  as  important  a  part  as  did  the  rod  of  Mose,-.  in 
I\gypt.  And  indee<l.  in  ones(Oise.  ii  did  profit  much,  for  the  man  I 'aid 
never  forgot  what  the  boy  I'aid  so  raithfully  learned:  and  Judge 
.^^ol■row  wassea)'cely  more  noted  foi'  his  knowledue  of  civd  law  t:ian 
for  his  mastery  of  the  AVestminster  theology.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
atmosphere  of  such  a.  home  must  have  lieen  bracing  physically,  intel- 
lectually and  morally,  llai'd  work  in  the  lields  alternated  with  luitd 
study  at  the  tlistric't  si-hool,  and  with  hard  listening  to  the  school- 
house  sermons  (d'  Covenanter  preachers.  Piie  bo\-  'j;]\'\y  sti'oP.g  in 
l)ody^  mind  and  conscience.  He  wroiiuhl,  like  the  furmers'  lads  about 
jiim  ;  an<l  yet  no  pent-up  Utica  c(mlined  his  powers.  1  b.'  pktuiuNl  foi' 
gi'cater  things  as  he  turned  the  hay.  or  I'an  the  lumber  dow  n  I  he  Sus-

l>i'(>pai'ed  for  the  Fi'eshnian  class  of  Ihnnilton  College;  from  which 
institution  he  was  graduated  in  ISTiL'.  huring  his  college  days  lie  was 
a  hard,  ambitious  student,  a])])reciating  the  value  of  his  op})f)rtuuities, 
and  the  neei'ssity  of  strenuous,  self-denying  elfort  in  (jrder  to  succeed, 
lie  niainlain(>d  a.  high  posiiinn  in  his  class,  and  won  the  respect  of  his 
teachers,  llainillon  was  always  dear  to  his  heart,  and  nevei-  bad  she 
a  more  loyal  sou.  The  Institution  showed  her  appix'ciation  of  his 
ability  and  attainments  f>y  conferring  upon  him,  in  1S79,  the  decree  of 
of  Ll"..  D.  To  the  end  of'jife  dudge  Morrow  showed  the  liveliest  inter- 
est in  educational  ([uestions.  He  sympathized  with  t'\evy  lioy  and 
girl  who  was  sti'iving  to  secure  an  education.  lie  was  one  of  the 
loundei-s  of  the  I Sradford  ( 'ounty  Teaebei's"  Assoeialion.  and  was  the 
lirst  secretary  <A  that  body.  lie  made  freijuent  addresses  before 
'I'eachei's"  luslilutes.  lleseiwed  for  years  as  a,  trustee  of  the  Sus(pie- 
hanna  ( V,l!r^-iale  Institute,  and  tlii'ee"yea.rs  as  a  director  of  the  Public 
ScluHjl  of  I'owanda.  Ilis  views  wei'e  always  clear,  enlightened  and 
])ractica.l.  He  was  a  strenuous  advocate  of  a,  college  training,  and 
never  ceased  t'l  urge  the  inijiorlance  of  the  classical  languages. 

Itui'ing  his  seiiini'  ycai-  in  college  be  studie-d  law  under  VnA'.  The- 
odore AV.  Dwiglit,  sm'ee  so  fauious  as  a  p)'<)fessor  in  the  '  'olumliia  Law 
SchiHil.  linmedialely  upon  graduation  beciuei-<Ml  theoltico  of  I'lysses 
Mei'cui'  at,  T()\vanda,'and  in  SeptembiM',  \s:<:\.  was  adniitted  to  tiie  bar 
'if  r.r.idford  coiintv.  'I'liei'e  were  tiiaiits  m  the  land  in  those  davs — 
David  Wilmot,  Kdward  ( )vert<m.' I'lysses  Mercur,  William  Watkins. 
William  Klwc^ll.  .lobn  .Adams,  but  the  young  attorney  I'elyim:  upon 
his  well-trained  mind,  and  a,  vast  capacit  \'  for  bard  woi'lc,  modest ly  Ijut 
bi-a.vely  entered  the  lists.  Ami  he  was  I'lot  <1  isappointed.  lie  seeured 
a,  fail'  sliai'e  of  business  fi'om  the  start,  and  succeeded  in  I'stablisbing  so 
good  a  reputation  that  in  \>:>''>  he  was  I'leel.Hl  District  .\tt(U'iu'y.  He 
bad  the  e!cn\cuts  iu  liim  to  meet  such  au  op|i..rl  unit  v.  llisadmmis- 
traiion  of  tlu'  oilier  was  a  success,  and  he  ii'tii'ed  with  an  e.Ncelieiit 
reputation  bu"  legal  kiiowled-vand  praet  ical  skill.      In   1  .stiiMie  entei'ed 

into  partiuMship  With  David  \Vil t,  then  Cnited   States  Senator,  and 

c(Uitinui'd  in  that,  I'clation  until  Judge  AVilmot  was  ap|)oiiued  Jiidu'C  of 
the  <_;ourt  of  e;laims,  at  Wasliingtim.  Afterward  he  was  associated 
with  lloniw  I'ect  and  with  Judge  jMeiciii-,  until,  in  IsTi).  he  was 
appointed  Additional  I.a.w  Judge  of  the  'IJiii'teenth  District,  composed 
of  the  counties  of  Suscpiehanna  ami  P.radford.  of  which  th(>  lion.  F. 
i>.  Streeter  was  PiH'sident  Judge.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  be  was 
elected  Additional  Law  -Judge  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  but  in  fST-i.

(county.  In  Lsyn  he  was  renounn.ated,  without  opposition,  by  th<'  Le- 
publican  c(^nvention,endorsetl  by  the  Democrats,  and  elected  as  his  own 
successor.  He  did  not  liv(;  thi-ou^h  this  entire  term,  but  died  |)ece!nb(.'r 
14.  IS'.io,  |(Mving  au  uutixpired  portion  of  eighteen  days. 
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l''()i'  the  last  llii'0(>  vc;irs  of  liis  life  Ju(1l;-c  Moirow  was  ;i  siiU'cfei'  from 
I'rio-lit's  disease.  Imt  lie  bore  his  siiirerin^^s  patient  ly  and  liopefnllv,  a-iid 
to  th(?  ]a,st  his  characteristic  brightness  and  cheerfuiiK.'ss  were  coii- 
spienous.  His  strennth  of  will  nevei'  yielded  until  the  incvitahle 
summons  came,  and  he  died  in  peace  without  a  visil)]e  ining.  with  a 
cheerful  smile  upon  his  face. 

An  analysis  of  Jiult^'e  ^lorrow's  character  is  liy  no  means  dilliciilt. 
lie  was  such  a  sincere  and  positive  man  tha.t  one  could  not  mistake 
his  prominent  characteristics.  liismind  wasofahiuil  order;  it  was 
cleai',  i-apid,  sti'ong  and  confident  in  its  operations,  lie  saw  into  the 
heart  of  a  (piestion  and  \vas  confident  of  his  conclusions  and  judgnu'nts. 
Vet  he  toolc  no  superficial  glance:  he  was  not  misled  by  natural  (piick- 
n(\ss,  but  nnule  a  carel'ul  study  of  every  subject  that  ch'allenged  his  at- 
tention, lie  was,  i)y  torce'of  his  robust  moral  nature,  conscientious  in 
ev(M'y  opinion,  his  whole  nature  went  with  his  intellectual  convictions. 
His  s(?nse  of  justice  was  acute  and  powerful;  so,  also,  was  his  sense  of 
honor.  Xotliing-  so  stirred  his  soul  to  indignation,  as  what  he  esteemed 
a  lack  of  professional  honoi',  or  an  attempt  to  prevent  justice  l)y  trick 
or  fraiul.  He  had  a  high  sense  of  honor  as  to  all  ipiestions  ;  meant  to 
do  right  as  he  saw  the  I'ight.  ami  to  dispense  justice  without  fear  or 
favor.  Xo  Judge  can  hope  to  i)lease  everybody,  .hulge  ^lorrovv  ci.'r- 
tainly  di<l  not  expect  to  do  it,  but  he  believed  that  in  tJu.^  long  lain  the 
public  will  vindicate  the  man  who  tries  to  do  right,  and  he  was  not 
mistaken.  Time  only  ino'cases  the  general  res]»ect  for  his  abilitw  and 
learning  and  legal  decisions.  Every  year  will  lu'ighten  his  ineiiiorv. 
Though  dead,  he  still  s]ieaksin  the  course  of  justice  in  i^.radford  count  v. 

1'iierc  were  othei'  aspects  of  Judge  ]\ro)'i'oU-''s  character  which  were 
exceedingly  attractive  and  conti'ibuted  in  no  small  measure  to  his  suc- 
cess, lie  was  a  V(;ry  social  and  friendly  man  ;  his  attachments  were 
fervid  and  lasting.  He  loved  v/itli  all  his  heart,  and  was  alwavs  I'cadv 
to  ]iromote  the  interests  of  his  friends  :  his  quick  sense,  his  spoiitaiv-ons 
humor,  nnule  him  a,  fa-Vt^rite  wherev<!!'  ho  went.  He  wasalways  ivspt'ct- 
fill  to  age  and  courteous  towonuMi.  Wo  had  a.  natural  taste  lor  lit(^i'al  lire, 
and  in  liisdaysof  Ii.mIiIi  and  vigor,  studied  carefiilly  t  he  gieal  classics  of 
our  Knelish  iouene.  In  his  family  lie  w.as  a  model  n\'  love  and  devotion. 
In  .Inne.  IS.^T.  Ik'  wasniari'ied  lo  Harriet  King  I'iteher.of  AVarivn.and  no 
man  was  ever  nujr*!  blesse<l  in  the  marriagi;  relation.  Uq  loved  to  say  I  hat 
no  small  pai't  of  his  success  in  lilV  was  (iiie  to  liis  wife,  and  I  his  was  no 
idle  compliment.  She  was  his  wis(,'  and  earefnl  e(jMnselloi' in  ]»rospei'i!  \-. 
and  his  light  and  joy  in  darkness  and  siiireriin:'.  Tlieii'  wedded  lili.-  of 
thirty-three  yeai's  was  onesunny  seeiie  of  eonlidence  and  love,  and  was 
suddenly  l)roken  on  that  Sabbath  morning,  to  be  I'estored.  as  we 
believe,  in  the  liighei'  fellowship  and  blessedness  of  the  life  etei'iial.

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lU'KR  RiDKKWAV.  —  One  of  the  most  iiitei'L'stin<,^  cliuracters  of 
Ciirly  times,  was  of  <.^)iiaker  descent,  and  Avas  hoin  in  the  town  of  Sprin*,^- 
fieki,  N.  .1.,  April  17,  17S0  ;  lived  to  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-six. 
AVhen  he  was  eleven  years  old,  his  father  removed  to  Philudelpljia,  and 
was  accidentally  killed  soon  thereaftei',  leaving  young-  Ikirr  at  that  ten- 
der age  without  a  father's  care  to  shape  his  future  destinv  in  life's  un- 
trodden path.  In  1803  he  came  to  Wysox.  to  take  charge  of  John 
IloUenback's  store  and  liouse  of  entertainm''nt.  In  the  following  year 
he  wasappointed  postmaster  foi-  Wysox.then  the  only  postolHce  between 
Wyalusing  and  Sheshequin.  lie  ])urehased  what  is  known  as  the 
"  Piollet  farm,"  but  sold  it  in  ISOS.  an<i  purchased  on  Wvsox  creek, 
where  he,  in  company  with  one  of  his  brothei's.  built  a  saw  and  grist 
mill.  Not  meeting  with  the  success  which  he  had  anticipated,  and 
having  had  ilhluclc  in  nulling  his  first  shipment.  h(3  was  compi'lled  to 
abandon  the  enterprise,  and  returned  to  Philadelphia  for  a  year  or  two. 
JIaving  earned  a  small  ca])ital,  he  again  retui'ued  to  the  countv,  and  in 
the  fail  of  1S12  came  to  Towanda  to  clerk  for  William  Means',  lie  at 
lirst  look  up  his  I'csideiU'e  in  a  log  house,  owned  by  Harry  Spalding, 
standing  on  the  gidf  when,'  the  Kpiscopal  Cliui-ch  now  is.  Subse- 
(ptently  he  built  a  house  on  tlu;  hU-  now  occupied  by  I'atton's  block, 
and  lived  there. 

In  .^^ar(•h.  IS];;,  he  was  a.p[)ointe(l  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  b\'  (iov. 
Simon  Snyd'M'.  for  tho  (bsti'iet  comprising  tlie  townships  T<')waii<la, 
lliu'lington  and  AVys(.)x  ;  and  at  the  October  election  in  fSlo,  he  was 
elected  County  Oommissioiu.'f  on  the  Democratic  Ticket  over  Col. 
.loseph  Kingsijury.  the  Prderal  canilidate.  tin,'  vote  being  I'espectively 
;')•;:)  tmd  257.  Thomas  Simpson  wishing  to  sell  the  llnulfoj'd  (j'a~rth\ 
Mr.  Pidgt'way  pui'chascd  it  of  him.  and  began  its  publication  with  the 
lii'st  issu(i  in  isi.-..  At  this  time  thiMv  was  not  a  mail  rout(;  in  the 
ctmnty  on  the  west  side  of  the  i-ivei'.  am!  l>ut  one  on  the  east  side,  the 
uuiil  being  bi'oUL;-lit  (Mu-e  a  week  each  from  the  lujrth  and  south. 
^Vhen  .Mr.  Ridgtiway  began  imbiishing  the  ilaru'ite,  the  peojile  wei'e 
very  obliging,  aiul  one  si>emed  to  vie  with  another  in  distributing;'  the 
jiaiuM's.  ^['■.  Kidgeway  cii'culated  a  petition  and  forwai'ih'd  it  to  the 
I'ostmastcr-Oenrral.  pra\-mg  that  a  mail  route  ix'  established  lor 
the  accommodation  of  the  peojile  of  I  he  western  inirt  of  the  coiiiUv. 
Proposals  were  issued  for  two  lines,  for  a  term  of  two  vt^irs. 
which  were  to  pass  through  several  of  the  townships,  the  mail' to  l)e 
carried  on  horseback.  ^l\\  Kidgeway  became  the  contract.:>r  u])on  boih 
lines.  He  continued  the  publication  of  the  ^'^^/.-.v/A' for  over  three 
years,  when  adiliietdty  .arose  between  0.  l'\  AVelles  and  Samuel 
Mc:Kean.  \vliicl;  ended  in  a  lawsuit  that  was  very  injiu-ioiis  to  tin? 
paper.  As  a  result  he  sold  the  press  and  material,  and  mov(vl  if) 
AVyso.x,  where  lie  turned  his  attention  to  agriculture  lie  was  appointed 
prothonotary  and  register  and  recorder  of  the  county.  At  the  close 
of  his  term  he  purchased  a  faian  on  the  south  bi'aiiehof  the  Towanda 
creek  and  went  there  to  live  in  1vS2l'.  lie.  however,  a^aiu  returned  {o 
Towanila,  continued  as  Ti  justice  of  the  ](eace.  and  foi'  a  short  time 
engaged  in  the  mercantile  business.  In  IS-b;.  he  wi-ut,  t(.i  I'^rauklin  to 
reside,  and  there  reiuained  uiuil  the  time  of  hisdeatii.  August  !!•,  Is"*'. 
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Ilcsides  the  offices  emimcratcd,  j\lr.  Kidgcway  lilled  many  other  places 
of  lionor  and  trust,  and  his  ca])acity  and  integrity  were  always 
ap[)reciated  by  his  fellow-citizens.  lie  was  prominent  in  the  ]\lasonic 
Fraternity,  and  was  one  of  the  fii'st  members  in  the  county,  liis  life 
was  useful,  his  name  popular,  and  his  memory  cherished  by  many. 

E.  0']\fAKA  GoiuiRiGir. — Among  the  sons  of  Bradford  county  who 
liave  risen  to  iiilluence  and  reputation  must  be  nientioned  the  name  of 
E.  0']\leara  Goodrich. 

He  was  boi'u  in  Columbia  township  .June  2o.  1S24,  the  eldest  son  of 
Elisha  S.  and  Achsah  G<_)0(.lricli.  When  about  twelve  y^ears  of  age  his 
parents  removed  to  l^uwatida.  His  father  was  the  founder  of  the 
Jlruilfonl  Rt porter,  and  while  yet  w.  youth,  in  1843,  O'Meai'a  became 
associated  with  him  in  its  management.  In  184G  he  became  sole  pro- 
prietor and  editor,  and  continuetl  until  death  its  inspiring  and  con- 
trolling spirit.  lie  was  a  l)orn  printer  and  editor,  and  had  a  fine  eye 
for  typographical  effect.  His  pai)(>r  was  always  tasteful  and  attractive  ; 
but,  in  addition  to  this,  he  ])OSsessed  the  qualities  of  an  able  and  success- 
ful editor.  Endowed  with  (piick  ])erception  and  sound  sense,  he  mas- 
tered every  subject  that  came  within  his  view  and  review.  His  temper 
was  cool  aii<l  ronii-oJhMl.  His  judgment  was  I'cmarkaljle.  and  his  self- 
control  in  I'esjiccl  of  speech  was  e(pially  I'cmai'kable.  He  could  s|ieak 
his  mind  calmlv  and  fully,  and  stop;  henri'.  his  edit(U'ials  were  always 
intelligent  and  weighty,  and  cfjinmanded  the  respect,  not  only  of  his 
party,  but  of  his  political  opjiunents  as  well. 

His  entire  political  course,  both  personal  and  editorial,  was  marked 
by  a  high  sense  of  honor.  He  always  ti'eated  his  opponents  witli 
respect,  and  never  had  I'ccourse  to  abuse  or  misrepresentation.  He  was 
always  in  favor  of  an  open,  fair  course,  in  jjolitics,  and  stood  YL^.'Ay  to 
give  straightforward  and  honoi'able  battle  for  his  principles  and 
opinions.  Such  a  course  could  only  have  one  result;  his  paper  became 
a  recognized  power  in  tin'  county.  Men  waited  to  hear  what  the 
Ii'rj>nrfer  had  to  sav  about  men  ami  measui'es.  And  the}'  never  had  to 
wail.  lonu'.  oi'  lailec'l  lo  imderstimd  wlial   the  A'.yvA /'".v  editor  meant. 

Mr.  Goodrich  was  originally  a  1  HmuocimI.  but  diMl'led  into  the  Fi'ee 
Soil  UHivemeut  in  1S48.  '"It  was  not.  however,  until  IS,").'),  that  he 
parii'd  with  the  pai'ty  of  his  early  devotion.  In  union  with  such 
Democrats  as  David  AVilmot  and  Tlysscs  .Mei-cur.  he  pul/ncly  ]irotested 
agai)ist  t!i(_'  Kansas-Nebraska  bill,  and  in  18.');")  was  a  delegate  to  t  he 
convention  at  Pittsburgh  which  organized  the  Republican  party. 
Henceforth  he  never  swerved  in  his  devotion  to  that  party.  All  his 
time  and  talents  were  given  cheerfully  for  its  success,  and  no  man  had 
\\nn\-  to  d(j  with  making  I>i-ailford  county  a  Republican  stronghold  than 
Ih!.  In  ISGO  Mr.  (Toodrich  was  nominated  and  electeil  prothonotary, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  term  was  unanimously  re-nominated  and  tiaum]ili- 
antly  re-elected.  In  1S08  he  was  appointed,  by  President  Grant,  surveyor 
of  customsforthe  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  wastwice  re-ap])ointed.  Had 
,he  lived  a  month  longer  lie  would  have  held  the  office  for  twelve  years. 
Tills  fact  sufficiently  proves  his  thorough  efficiency  and  Hdelity.  As 
a  citizen  ?k[r.  Goodrich  was  held  in  the  highest  respect  by  the  people  of 
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Towanda.  He  was  ]nil)lic-s]iirit.eil  ami  yeneruiis ;  ready  to  advocate 
cverv  public  interest,  and  to  cnconvage  every  neecly  and  sulTering 
neiyiibor.  The  poor  always  fouiul  in  iiim  a  friend,  aiitl  all  religious 
interests  and  social  movements  a  stanch  supporter.  His  friendshi})s 
were  warm  and  lasting- ';  tlie  larii'c  concourse  wiiicli  followed  him  to  the 
touiii  attested  tiie  respect  and  attachment  felt  I'oi'  him  by  all  his  towns- 
folk. On  the  seventeenth  of  July,  1845.  ]\Ir.  Goodrich  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Miss  Susanna  O'ifara,  of  Bingham  ton,  N.  Y.,  who  for 
thirty-six  years  earnestly  co-operated  with  him  in  extending  his  power 
and  inJlueiice,  and  in  malcing  his  home  a  center  of  cheerful  hospitality 
and  social  enjoyment.  She  still  survives,  with  two  daughters,  Mi'S. 
Annie  Ct.  Santee.  of  llaztdton,  Pa.,  and  Afrs.  Angle  G.  Kattell,  of 
Dingliamton,  X.  Y.  'Mr.  Goodrich  died  at  the  house  of  tlie  latter  after 
a  brief  illness,  January  2^,  1881.

Hi.,  tlM'  coiuitv  scat  of  St.  Glair  .•oiinly.  sit  uatlMJ  aliout 
Iniii'lren  miles,  a  little  soull'i  of  rasi.  fnnii  St.  I.ouis.  "  Ilei'e  tlir  y.img 
lawyer  soon  fMiind  .■JieiU-  and  fneiids,  and  liei-(-  he  in  a  lew  yral^  caine 
to  a  tra^ie  end.  one  that  foriii>  an  episode  in  the  earl}'  history  .if  lliat 
section  of  country.  In  the  society  ol'  younc-  men  of  the  place  tlic!'<! 
was  one'  who  had.  from  some  ti'ix'ial  cause,  a  misiindiM'standinL:'  with 
Mr.  Stewart.  Tin'  other  voung  men,  loving-  tluMr  fun.  urged  on  the 
diiliculty.  and  linally,  with  Stewart's  Iciiowlcdge.  a  duel  was  an-anged. 
lint  all  except  t he  eliallengei' Icnew  that  the  guns  were  to  he  loaded 
oidy  \\\\\\  powder  and  waddini:'.  I'.iii  when  on  t  he  groun<l.  t  he  \'oung 
man,  suspect  ini:'  S(uuel  hi  ml;,  slipped  a  bullet  in  his  ^iin  and.  at  the  word, 
shot  Stewart  dead.  lie  lied 'the  countiw.  but  was  linally  overhauled, 
retiiiaicd,  ti'ied.  convicted  and  hanged— tin;  lirst  legal  execution  m  Illi- 
nois, and  therefoi-e  memorable  in  the  Suite's  history.  A.  G.  Stewart 
was  a  bright  young  man  and  was  a  most  nnfortniuite  vii'tim  of  i!ios(^ 
misei'able  idiots  that  think  it  runny  to  play  practical  jok'es. 

Siiuoii  K'iuney  was  the  second  lawyer  tr)  locate  in  the  county, 
and  he  also  v/eiit  to  Illinois  and  located  in  what  is  now  Ihireau  county, 
in  that  State,      lie  was  a  per.^onal  frienil  n[  Daniel  A\'ebster,  and  Sage 
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of  ]M:u'.sl)fielil  once  visited  Kimiey  and  pmcliased  a  farm  near  tlic 
hitter's.  (;'ol.  II.  L.  Kinney,  a  son  of  Simoii.  wunt  to  Illinoi.s.  and 
commenced  a  career  as  lively  and  brilliant  as  a  romance.  lie  con- 
tracted to  build  the  canal  from  Chicago  to  Joliet ;  anil  built  several 
"•  boom  *"  towns,  o]iened  free  hotels  on  a  vast  scale,  made  a  great 
fortune,  spent  it  with  ])rodigal  extravagance,  and  disappeareil.  J^hort- 
ly  appcaretl  in  the"  Lone  Star'"  State  when  it  was  a  separate  emj)ire, 
made  other  fortunes,  spent  them,  and  for  his  day  and  time  was  a  verit- 
table  golden  C'ount  of  Monlc  C.'risto;  finally,  after  going  through 
much  exciting  experiences  in  the  late  war,  to  the  Confederate  cause, 
he  then  went  to  ^lexico.  headed  an  insurrection,  and  in  a  ]iort  sallv, 
was  fairly  ritldled  with  bullets  by  the  assailants.  If  true  of  any  one 
surely  it  was  of  this  man,  "  Ijfc's  fitful  fever  is  o'er." 

(;.  V.  Welles  came  here  as  a  lawyer,  or  became  a  lawyer,  in  1S13; 
he  was  the  first  prothonotary  of  the  county,  and  one  of  the  leading 
and  most  iniliiential  citizens.  A  brief  sketch  of  this  distinguished  man 
nuiy  lie  found  in  the  cha])ter  '^Athens."' 

The  same  year  Kdwai'd  Ih-i-riclc  hjcatcd  here.  This  fact  is  a  part 
of  the  pcruument  recortls  of  tlse  county,  and  wc  have  a  township, 
"  llerrick,"  as  well  as  a  village,  '•  llerrickvilie." 

David  Scott's  name  appeal's  on  the  first  county  court  rectnxls.  IS  13, 
and  the  same  yeai'  aj^pear  the  names  of  Ganiclc  Mallory,  Uol)ei't 
.McClure,  John  Evuns,  Ethan  Baldwin.  Darius  Bullock.  Charles  (Jatlin. 
The  next  yc.'ar  we  liiul  but  onv  name  athled.  and  so  on  for  sevei'al 
years.  A  great  change  in  the  practice  of  the  law  has  come  with  the 
]>ast  seventy-live  years.  The  law  and  the  practice  then  wei'e  literally 
Knglish,  vou  k'now.  The  Ccniiinon  Law  of  England,  as  well  as  certain 
statute  laws,  was  in  foi'ce  liei'e  Llir  same  as  in  I'highuul.  The  qualili- 
cation.or  r:ithei'  ;he  slight  diU'crence  hiy  in  the  Legislative  enactnu'Uts 
of  the  State. 

The  law  ])]eadings  were  purely  English,  as  laid  down  in  Llackstone 
and  Chitty's  coninieiitaries  and  I'orius.  The  law  of  evidence  wasliti.'r- 
allv  as  it  ciimr  to  us  in  tiie  standard  Englisii  books  on  tiiosc  suljjecls. 
'I'iu- deeisioiis  of  the  English  coui'ts  were  the  law  iieie.  the  same  :is  in 
(irear.  Ihatain,  except  where  tliey  were  in  conllict  with  our  statute 
laws.  An  English  lawyer,  tlierefore,  lift.y  years  ago,  had  to  make  but 
little  preparations  for  the  change  if  he  wanted  to  come  to  America  to 
practice  his  profession. 

It  would  be  the  customs  (.>f  the  [)rofessioii  here,  that  wouUl.  pei'haps, 
bother  him  more  to  learn  than  the  differences  then  existing  in  the  law 
in  tli(!  two  countries. 

The  great  lawyers  they  had  here  in  those  days,  and  it  is  no  exag- 
geration to  say  that  we  had  many  really  great  men  in  the  profession, 
were  all  of  the  Icind  that  were  known  as  '•Circuit  rtiders.''  They  had 
to  k-now  the  l;i\v  better  than  their  English  bi-otlicrs.  They  traveled 
over  wide  circuits,  going  with  the  judge  from  county  to  county  on 
jiorse-back.  and  in  their  saddle  bags  were  their  wardrobes  and  their  law 
libraries,  ilence,  as  they  made  long  trips,  sometimes  like  sailors;  only 
after  months  returning  home  lx)r  a,  short  rest,  when  they  woukl  resume 
their  trip  and  go  over  a£:ain  the  same  ground.     Two   trijis  a   year,   as 
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tliere  wei'e  two  courts  a  year  in  each  county.  'J'he  couniies  wei'e  then 
much  hu'g'er  than  now,  and  often  it  was  many  mih's'  ride  to  some  new 
county  seat. 

In  hiw  pleading-  we  have  parted  wkhdy  tVom  much  of  tlie  oUl 
Enghsh  torms,  and  so  abunchmt  and  varied  are  our  statutes,  and  tlie 
increase  of  our  courts  and  the  many  decisions,  that  now  in  this  respect 
it  nuiy  he  called  the  American  system.  We  retain  tlie  old  English 
rules  of  evidence  more  nearlv  literal  th;ni  anvtliiii<>'  else  of  the  Kn"'iisli 

.  ..  o  o 

law. 

The  law  and  the  courts,  in  their  broadest  meaning-,  ai'c  one  of  the 
most  marvelous  outgrowths  of  civilization ;  evolved  through  the  loiio- 
centuries  antedating  the  morning  of  authentic  hislorv.  The  vastness 
of  the  court  machinery  itself  staggers  the  mind  when  it  first  compre- 
hends sometliiug  of  it — coui'ts,  clei'ks.  oiHcers,  lawyers,  jurors, 
criminals  on  hami,  cases  dragging  through,  generations,  ami  cases  in 
actual  trial  rininit:ig  through  days,  weeks,  months  and,  sometimes,  years, 
and  are  never  completed.  (Ireat  and  magniliceiit  huildings,  and  the 
armies  of  attendants,  em])loyes,  the  written  records  l)y  ro(jii)s  full, 
vaults  full,  and  thousamls  of  busy  pens  making  every  day  more:  the 
countless  libraries,  and  law  schools,  and  offices  and  court-i'ooms  are  some 
of  the  palpable  evidences  of  this  institution.  Behind  and  beyond  these 
are  the  mysteries — the  learned  technicalities — the  Draconian  C'ode, 
the  black-letter  and  the  com])aratively  modern  Cokt'-u|)on-Littleton  are 
some  of  the  conjuring  that  have  grown  from  what  must  have  been  a 
very  simple  beginning.  Indeed,  why  should  not  the  common  mind  r('el 
and  stagger  under  the  glimpse  of  realization  cjf  the  slu|)i.'ndous  whole. 

Cii/'  ho/io  /  AVhat  inherent  principle  is  it  in  our  nature  that  has 
rendei'cd  all  this  vast  and  involved  machinery  a  necessity  to  our  com- 
mon maiilcind  t  Vovy  much  the  same  it  prevails  in  all  organiz^'d  com- 
munities oi-  nations.  Is  the  demand  for  all  this  an  artilicial  creation  ? 
Ap[)earances  W(jiild  indicate  that  it  was  a  natural  and  spontane(.ius 
(jutgrowth.  lik'e  that  of  mari'iage,  or  war,  s(niie  I'orm  of  religion,  or  the 
universal  ideals  of  beauty  in  women  or  hoi'ses.  It  is  singular  that  some 
able  biologist,  like  SpenciM-.  has  m^ver  taken  this  subjin-t  in  hand,  and 
at  Icasi  tried  to  account  for  its  universal  outcr(>|ipiiig  in  every  civiliza- 
tion, ami  in  substantially  mucii  thesame  foi'iii  in  all.  The  technicalities 
of  the  law  are  a  phenomenal  curiosity.  The  most  august  courts, 
where  are  the  longest  black  gowns,  the  biggest  wigs  and  the  stuffiest 
figurative  woolsacks,  ai'C  often  tlie  splendid  arenas  for  the  legal 
gladiatorial  contests.  TIk;  cii/.sii-  cclebrcs  arc  where  are  decided  tlie 
contests  of  the  pennant  winners  among  the  great  attorneys— sinijil^' 
legal  tournaments  where  wealth  ami  fame  is  in  winning,  •'  Icnocking 
out."  as  it  were,  the  attorney  on  the  othei'  side,  and  where  often  the 
poor  client  cuts  about  as-much  figure  as  an  ancient  almanac.  Then, 
for  instance,  you  look  carefully  over  the  Myra  Clark  (-laines  ejectment 
case — where  millions  are  involved,  and  generations  come  and  jiass 
away,  and  the  case  goes  on  and  on.  Or  J_)ickens'  fancifid  case  of 
Jai'iiilijcr  /'.v.  Jariulyce;  its  last  sad  scene,  where  tlie  pale  young- 
man  drags  himself  into  court,  and  wearily  listens  to  learned  argu- 
ments that  he  can  not  understand,  and  linaily  groj'cs  his   way  out  of 
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the  coui't-rooin  and  lies  down  and  dies.  Andtlier  case  wlieie  it  \vas  in 
court  one  hundred  yeai's,  and,  ihe  [larlies  all  hein;^'  deail,  it  was  then 
iliscovcred  that  what  was  once  a  i^reat  estate  was  all  none,  and  the  last 
penny  was  ahttlc  short  of  l)ein,<;  eiKju^'h  to  pay  the  costs. 

"  The  curiosities  of  the  law  '"  ought  to  be  some  day  the  title  (jf 
a  g-reat  book  that  would  rellanie  the  hres  of  the  old  nuixini,  that  truth 
is  stranger  than  Motion. 

Tlicre  is  one  other  thing  about  the  study  of  law  that  is  striking  in 
its  features.  Perhaps  as  inucii  or  more  than  any  oth(;r  school,  itteaches 
the  importance  and  authority  of  precedent.  Hence  the  })erha[)s  gross 
incongruities  you  ma}'  sonietimes  meet  in  the  courts  in  a  democrac\'^ 
that  have  been  transplanted  from  the  ancient  nionarchv.  Wigs  and 
gowns  are  simply  comical  in  this  countiy,  where  theoiV'ticallv  everv 
voter  is  a  sovereign.  The  uniform  and  tin  star  of  a  ruunclsuum  :  the 
ceremony  of  kissing  the  Ijible  in  making  oath,  abcnit  which  yuu  will 
lind  they  are  very  particular  in  the  older  States,  but  which  is  now  sub- 
stituted in  tiie  West  l)y  generally  holding  up  the  right  hand;  the  reten- 
tion of  the  grand  jury  and  the  necessity  of  their  foiaual  and  once 
liypercritical  bill  of  indictment  l)efore  you  could  put  a  man  on  trial. 
The  fictitious  John  Doe  va.  liicljard  Uoe  are  now  about  obsolete,  but 
at  (.uie  time,  and  for  centuries,  all  ejectment  suits  were  in  tiie  names  of 
these  unfortunates,  and  above  all  is  the  general  faith  that  the  (^Ider  a 
precedent  the  better  is  the  law  ami  the  moi'e  biniJing  its  aiithoritw 
There  must  be  a  close  i-elation  existing  betwetju  the  science  of  law  and 
the  science  of  statecraft.  The  lawyer  and  the  stalcsman  areesteetried 
as  one  to  a  large  extent. 

The  Am(3i'ican  law  student  when  he  conimences  his  reading  is  put 
to  the  study  of  lUackstone  exactlv  as  is  the  siudent  in  l']ngland.  'JMiis 
is  the  standard  book  on  wiiich  all  is  based,  even  if  iJlackstone  did 
believe  that  there  were  in  ancient  times  swarms  of  witches  antl  ghosts, 
but  thought  tiiat  modern  cases  needed  careful  looking  into  before 
believing,  lie  writes  most  eloquently  of  the '\i;-arnered  wisdom  of 
the  ai;('s,"'  and  tells  tlu^  vouiii,^  student  in  i;-lowini:  siMitcnces  that  in 
the  kiiowl.Hlu(M>f  the  law,al  least,  the  past  was  tli'e  (ioldeii  Age;  that 
lu^re  is  the  i'ii.'rian  spring  where  lir  mav  di'ink  long  and  di'eplv  ni  the 
hcaJlh-giving  waters. 

When  you  divest  yourself  of  these  acciimulalio 
gathered  around  the  law,  and  think  of  ita  monuHit  in  tl 
can  not  but  realize  that  once  all  this  wonderful  thing  in 
bundled  up  in  the  simple  Golden  Rule  ;  if  there  is  ei 
wrong,  justice  or  injustice  that  is  not  included  in  this  sin 
rule  of  life,  you  can   not  imagine  what  it  is. 

Do  as  yoK.  icoaltl  he  done  b;/,  is  the  simple  lesson  easi 
by  the  savage  or  the  child..  To  add  to  this  statutes  and  laws  neither 
extends  its  meaning,  application,  nor  siniplities  its  terms.  Simple  as 
this  is  it  must  have  been  the  soui'L'e  fr(jm  whence  came  all  this  stream 
of  law-making,  law  practice,  law  libraries,  courts  and  ollicers,  as  well 
as  the  great  and  powerful  profession  of  the  lawyers. 

The  pioneei-  lawyci'  was,  like  the  pioneer  farmer,  compelled  to  be  a 
man  of  far  "-reater  resources  within  himself  than  his  modern  brother.

Tlie  times  are  driftin;^-  ;nvay  from  the  ;mciciit  tecliiiicalitiL'S  of  the  luw 
as  well  as  tVom  the  ancient  severity  of  the  church  dogmas.  Men  have 
grown  more  liberal  as  they  have  become  less  and  less  technical.  The 
mo(h.'rn  lawyer  lits  up  his  olHce,  and  there  is  usually  a  court  librarv 
near  at  hand,  and  lie  has  long  since  ceased  to  ridot  he  circuit.  He 
stays  at  lujme  with  his  Ixjolcs  and  imictice,  and  no  longer  is  everv 
successful  attorney  presumed  to  have  Clutty's  foi-uis  committed  to 
memory,  lie  nuiy  now  write  a  wari'antee  deed  in  fewer  woi'ds  tlum 
it  once  required  lines,  if  not  |);iges. 

Again  the  profession  of  the  law,  like  tliat  govei'uing  skilled 
mechanics,  is  divided  u]i  into  specialties,  and  this  immenseiy  lessens 
the  labors  of  the  preparatory  work  of  learning  the  profession  or  trade. 
AVe  now  have  our  criininal  lawyers,  chancery  lawyers,  coi'poration 
lawyers,  constitutional'lawyers,  etc.;  dividing' the  necessary  ]irepara- 
tory  work  after  the  manner,"  for  instance,  of  that  of  the  workmen  in  a 
watch  factory.  This  division  of  lal;or  is  peculiarly  an  American 
innovatiim  on  the  old,  and  while  it  is  desli'oying  ll'ie  old  lashicmed 
all-around  workmen  or  professional  men,  it  is'  ]terhaps  bettering  the 
work  as  well  as  lessening  the  time  J'equired  in  serving  an  apprentice- 
shij).  In  Europe  a  num  must  yet  serve  a  seven  years'  ajiprenticeshij) 
to  be  a  licensed  watchmaker.  In  the  American" watch  factories  you 
will  iind  gii'ls  working  machines  and  making  very  perfectly  the  one 
piece  of  tlie  watch  to  which  they  confiiuj  their  entire  labor,  and  two 
weeks'  apprenticeshi])  was  all  that  she  required  to  learn  her  trade  well. 
In  her  line  she  can  probaidy  do  more  in  a  day  tlian  the  European 
seven-year-trained  num  cati  do  in  ;i.  week',  ami  dj  it  better.  Striking 
olf  into  specialties  is  the  strong  tendeiu-ies  of  modern  times,  found  as 
distinctly  in  the  learned  ])rofessions  as  in  the  trades.  In  medicine 
there  is  the  general  practitioner,  the  surg(M>n,  the  evoand-ear  doctor, 
the  corn  doctor  and  the  horse  doctor,  and  for  nearly  every  disease  a 
specialist.  In  theology  tlnire  is  the  r(>vivalist,  the  oi'ganizer,  the 
church  builder,  etc.  It  is  tlu;  art  of  doing  one  thing,  aiul  thereby 
doing  it  bettei'  than  one  can  many  things. 

kawyci-.s  now  gathei'  in  the  great  cities  and  woi'lc  for  a  salary  for 
lai'ge  coi'porations.  They  seek  no  other  enqiloyment  than  that  oi'  the 
one  man(.)rtirm  who  hires  them  by  the  year!  They  sinqily  need  to 
know  the  law  necessaty  to  the  business  of  theii-  employer,  and  in  that 
respect  they  are  invaluable  advisers. 

It  is  these  circumstances  that  have  carried  us  beyond  the  age 
when  the  statutes  requii-ed  every  lawyer  to  have  a  license  before 
allowed  to  practice.  In  fact  the  law  requiring  this  is  a  mere  fashion — 
the  relic  of  a  jxist  age.  It  is  impossible  to  inuigine  how  a  community 
oi-  State  would  sull'cr  if  this  ancient  law  should  be  abolished.  Tlie 
man  in  searcli  of  a  lawyer  never  inquires  as  to  whom  it  was  tiiat 
signed  his  license.

A\l  many  of  llie  poor  vietiins.  CO 
moon,  woiilil,  no  doubt,  em|)liatically  pronounce  episodes  in  their 
])articidar  lives.  The  hoodoo  ti(jctoi'8  Avere.  ;is  a  I'ace,  consninmate 
linnibni;'s,  and  toi'turt.'d  often  witli  no  hiohcr  ]nirpose  than  that  of  pelf. 
Some  of  them  honestly  believed  in  their  occnlt  power  to  exorcise 
witches  and  disease,  and  sold  their  chtirms  ami  hui'rid  decoctions  in 
the  grim  faith  that  they  were  inspired  !)y  supernatural  wisdom.  The 
tenacity  with  which  a  superstition  will  clino'  to  a  jieople  is  seen  in  the 
faith  an  ignorant  negro  will  to-ilay  place  in  a  rabbit's  foot,  or  tiie  faith 
in  the  ])owcr  over  lit'e  ami  death  (;f  the  reeking  midnigijt  ceremonies  of 
the  hoodoo.  After  hundreds  of  years' contact  with  the  whites,  from 
generation  to  generatifjn,  liave  been  transmitted,  in  foi-m  but  slightly 
modificMl  in  all  that  time,  the  rank  superstitions  to  which  they  were 
born  in  the  jungles  of  Africa. 

Apparently   the  most  tenacious  superstitions  of  all   cling    to    the 
practice  of  medicine — curing  tLiseases.  and  especially  iiere  it  is   that

innorMiU'i'drivcn  iVoiii  one  stroii^'liold,  l.)ul;s  ii|).sri'enL'lv'  in  aiiotliei'.  In  the 
slow  (■V()liilii)ii  (iT  the  science  (jF  cnnny  the  ills  thul.  Ilcsli  is  licir  tu, 
these  supeistilions  Ihul  tlieii'  way  into  tiie  hooks  and  scliools,  and  are 
sifted  tiown  thi'(;ngh  the  centuries.  Tlie  books  and  scliools  of  medicine 
wei'e  loath,  it  seems,  to  reach  the  idealization  that  the  science  of  medicine  is 
an  evohition;  a  bohl  ex])criment  always,  antl  thei'e  ishttleor  no  authority 
of  ])i'ecedeni  in  the  case.  The  schools  too  mucli  I'efer  to  the  ancients, 
with  thai  curious  ingrained  faith,  i;ene)'ally  denied,  but  often  lingei'ing, 
that  ihc  old  times  were  the  <;'ood  times,  ami  that  there  was  once  in  the 
world  tiie  (iiildcn  A<^'e,  whereas,  if  you  couhl  h.)cate  that  persistent 
lictiiui,  ycju  would  lind  the  ncMnlness  and  wisdom  of  that  period  wei'e 
wi'et(dic<l  canuiuals  or  chxili'd  wild  men.  Jf  yini  could  only  read  a 
I'cal  book'  of  medicine,  ])ublishetl  three  hundred  years  ago,  it  would 
surely  tend  to  weaken  \'ouV  faith  in  even  veiy  old  menof  yourown  time. 

A  vci-y  uiotlern  thing  is  the  licensing  of  doctors — lawyei's  were 
shi'ewd  enough  to  ])rolect  their  guild  many  centuries  ago.  but  until 
lately  a  (piai'ic.  oi'  even'  a  hoodoo  doctor,  "if  he  could  only  gi;t  the 
pali/'iiis.  ha<l  the  same  I'iglit  lo  pi'.u.-ticc;  as  the  graduate  of'tlie  most 
ancii'iil  unixcrsily.  l)ortors  were  oft(Mi  given  to  hang  liieir  diplomas, 
m  Latin  on  fair  parchment,  on  their  ullici'  walls,  as  perhaps  an  induce- 
jiient  and  insjiirer  of  coniidiMice  to  the  alllicted.  The  race  in  the  line 
of  patients  was  not  always  to  tiie  graduate.  The  (piaek  advert, isi'd  his 
g(.)odsand  wares,  and  (jften  wa.xed  rich  and  owiieil  IioUncs  and  blocks, 
while  the  poor  graduate,  c(.vrriMl  with  Latin  diplomas,  starved  in  his 
dreary  garret.  The  Slate  has  joined  hands  in  these  modei'ii  times  with 
the  p'roVrssion.  and  the  pu!)lic '  iicalih  is  ollicially  watched  over.  The 
Dv.W  step  iiaLiirally  \voiild  bi."  to  mak-e  <dlicia!  doctors,  and  thus  add  a 
splendid  I'etinue  lo  t  ii(Uisl  of  olticial  j'a  tronage.  Such  a  ])roposition, 
absurd  as  it  would  be,  no  doubt  \\ould  lind  eagei-  advocates,  and  in 
convcMitioirs  and  on  election  days  we  would  see  duplicated  the  late 
scenes  in  Jreland,  where  church  pastors  aiui  shillalah  warmed  up  the 
vicinity  of  (iVt'A'Y  voting  booiii.  Lut  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that 
there  are  maiiv  a,r^-uments  for  the  appdintiiUM'.l  in  (Uir  cities  u{  meat 
inspi'ctors,  diTiiird  essenlial  lo  liie  u  (-Hare  of  ;  ne  coniniunit  \-  in  secur- 
ing  hcaitliy  biod.  whether  tfiMlrrloins  or  neck. 

In  ihe  sloi-y  of  h'//  ^V(^v  is  a  biting  sanMsni  on  the  ancient  practice 
of  medicine,  it  is  there  laid  down  that  the  secrt't  of  the  whole  science 
is  in  "hot  water  and  bleeding.'"  If  llu^  ])atient  got  well  it  was  science 
that  cured  him  ;  if  he  tiled,  it'was  jtlain  that  more  blood-letting  and  hot 
water  would  have  saved  him.  Nothing  could  b."  plainer  or  simpler, 
and  ncAhing  could  exceed  the  people's  faith  ami  awe  of  the  eminent 
]>raclitioners.  'J'lie  verv  simiilicity  of  tlu;  science  added  immeasurably 
t(;  its  profundity,  and  vested  it  w'ith  a  dee|)  superstiti(Mi  and  revenmce 
in  the  cfuiimon  mmd.  .  /)n//.  \hi/'.n)fr  was  a  death-blow  to  ancient 
Knight  Errants,  but  (H/'/J/i/.k  was  hardly  iiujre  than  grist  to  the  lio}ii)er 
of  the  medical  quacks. 

The  res])ective  States  have  passed  license  laws  for  (.loctors,  but,  of 

•  necessity,  this  curious   proviso    generally    found   its   way    in   the  act: 

Eveiw  physician    who  had   l)een    I'egularly   in    the    pi'actice    a   certain 

numbei'  of  \'ears,  was  bv  virtue  ihei'eof  to  be  considered  authoiized  to 
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practice.  liiimeJiHtoly  followed  tlie  cuiious  fact  thai  iho  Statu  was 
protectinga  gang' of  ignorant  <iiiacks,  cijiially  wit./i  the  college  gra<lu- 
ates.  AVliere,  before,  the  gi'aduate  could  sliow  his  diplouias.' uoTv  the 
imi)ostor  could  show  thr  law,  a  far  stronger  authoiitv  Lliaii  aiiv  college 
could  grant.  To  this  the  statesman  could  answer:  "  Vou  petitioned  us 
in  the  name  of  protecting  communit}-,  and  we  did  the  best  we  could. 

Granting  licenses  is  a  growing  institution,  but  after  all  it  is  a  two- 
edged  sword.  The  i)retext  for  enacting  the  law  is.  to  the  comiufjn 
niind,  fair  and  unanswerable,  even  if  its'  actual  practice  is  sometimes 
a  boomerang  to  its  ablest  advocates.  The  people  will  sleep  upon  their 
rights  whenever  the  State  undertakes  to  guard  them.  An  enter- 
prising butcluM',  in  a  Western  town,  olTertHl  the  town  council  s5()(j 
for  an  authorized  license  to  sell  meat.  With  an  (jpen,  free  market, 
where  the  farmers  could 'come  in  their  wagons  and  peddle  meats, 
the  butcher  was  getting  rich.  lYot  long  after  his  ollei'  was  rejected 
the  Avord  passed  around  that  he  had  ])urchased  and  beefeti  a 
diseased  animal.  Customers  passed  by  his  doors  then,  ami  in  a,  brief 
time  he  was  a  bankrupt  and  out  of  business.  In  the  sanuj  town  lived 
a  physician  who  was  a  several-times  graduate,  and  expei'ienced  in  the 
si^ck  room;  a  cultui'cd  man,  and  justly  eminent  in  the  ])i'oIessi<in. 
There,  too,  lived  a  coai'se,  dliterate,  igtun'ant  ^voman.  but  cunniiiL:.  who 
from  scrubbing  began  niu'sing,  and  linally  (hjctoi'ing  the  sick,  aiul 
gi'owing  i»olcicr  and  bolder,  and  imposing  on  the  i^iioi'ant  until  tlu' 
physician  was  iinally  outraged  by  the  re(piest  to  a'consnllation  with 
this  female  fraud.  Thereupon,  lie  went  to  woi'k  and  iievei'  rested 
until  the  State  had  enacted  a  ]ihysician"s  license  law.  It  provided  that 
all  who  had  Ijcen  ten  years  consecutivelv  in  practice,  without  rccai'd, 
should  be  considered  licensed.     The  old' woman  easily  made   out'' her 

case,  audio!  the  doctor  had  hit  himself  and   heljied   hei'   immenselv 

in  the  law  they  stood  exactly  ecpial,  and  now  hci'  new  aiul  glaring 
doctor's  sign  swings  in  the  wind  neai-  where  once  was  the  (ioctoi'"s 
modest  one  simply  indicating  the  })lace  of  his  ollice.  Theory  and 
])ractice  in  law-making  arc  often  distiiu't  things,  and  ancient  prcl'cdeiit 
as  a.  rule,  is  a  poor  doctoi'. 

Plenty  of  men  living  can  tell  you  of  (he  great  changes  in  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  that  have  come  i'li  the  past  Jiftv  \'<.-ars.  AVithin  that 
time  the  brutal  ])ractice  of  deliberately  salivating'patients  has  passed 
a,way.  It  was  cruel  and  barbarous  'in  the  extriMiie.  In  later  time 
than  that  has  mostly  disappeared  the  intolerable  itiea  that  [vitients 
must  be  denied  everything  they  craved,  and  to  see  a  poor  fever-victim 
burning  and  willing  to  die  for  a  draught  of  cold  water,  wlieii  he  was 
olfei'cd  warm  elm  or  toast  water  only;  bled,  blistered  and  gor^■ed  with 
calomel  and  jalap,  here  were  simply  t'ortures  that  would  [)ale  theliehts 
of  the  evil  hour  of  the  dreadful  Iiupiisition.  The  modern  and  ancient 
treatment  of  the  insane  is  a  distinct  linger  mark  in  the  highwav  of 
civilization.  Better  food,  better  ventilation  and  better  drainae-e  liave 
contributed  their  share  to  the  average  lengthening  of  life,  that  is  the 
greatest  feature  that  marks  the  ])ast  centuiy.  iMuch  of  tins  we  owe  to 
the  men  who  havestudied  the  subject  of  medicine  and  who  have  sti  iven 
to  make  a  science  of  the  curin^:;  of  tliseases  and  alleviating  the  sutler- 
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inn-s  of  iiiaiikind.  T\\r  |)hysici;ui  sliould.  :nid  (louhtlcss  will  in  time, 
take  his  [ilace  as  ainoiin-  tile  -ix-atest  ami  best  of  men.  lie  will  lill  tlie 
open  niche  .^ome  day,  iiml  reverse  this  dreary  heathenism  that  the 
".i^reat''  man  is  lie  who  lias  butchered  most  oi'  liis  follow-men  and  not 
he  who  has  saved  most  fi'om  disease  and  suiferino-.  That  woman 
strcMiu;'  and  great  enough  to  ivform  the  dress  of  her  sister  from  the  pi'os- 
ent  barbarisms  and  mtolerabhi  outrages,  on  not  only  "  the  human  form 
divine."  but  the  health  and  lives  of  posterity,  should  l)e  nrowned  with 
.s_iii)reme  honors.  The  good  |)hysician  sliould  hen,'  tind  an  inviting 
field  to  throw  his  inlhiencc  in  the  aid  of  this  noble  worlc,  so  hercjically 
being  ])uslied  by  a  few  of  our  splendid  women  of  the  day. 

The  names  of  the  first  pioneer  ])hysicians  are  generallv  given  in  the 
<lifferent  township  liist<M'ies.  In  1S47  a  cha.ngv  in  the  prevalent  ideas 
of  treatment,  as  well  as  iiUMliciiies.  was  impending.  The  l)usv  'i'homp- 
sonian  with  his  "  vegetable  yarbs,"  teas  and  C(,>rn^ sweats  was  loosened 
u|>oii  the  land.  He  sniii'ed 'his  defiance  at  "Mercui'v."  and  the  pill 
war  was  on.  Patients  would  rebel,  drink  cold  water.'  and  in  spite  of 
the  books  get  well.  Then  sometimes  the  doctors  of  all  "  faiths'"  were 
guilty  of  the  imliscretion.  in  times  of  much  sickn(;ss.  of  nei^-lecting 
wholly  certain  p.jor  jiatients,  and  tli('S(^  would  violate  all  sense  cjl' 
d(^cency  and  show  a  be'tter  rate  of  recovery  than  those  doctored  the 
nicst.  Tin;  "  regulars"  win'i'  not  dumb  nor  blind,  but.  saw  these  tilings, 
and  adopted  the  latest  discovciMcs  bnn-d  upon  '  licui,  and  to-dav.  with 
sixl  V  tlioiisan<l  piM.ple,  there  is  but  asuiall  per  cent  of  the  calouiei  now 
used  ih;it  there  was  when  the  total  population  was  less  than  six  thou- 
sand, and  tiie  (anci't.  liammci'.  and  chisel  and  l)urning  ii'ons  a)'e 
siiico  given  ovei'  to  the  vetcMinarv  surgeons -hai'dlv  a  biir  (h-al  for  the 
pool'   faithful  horse'. 

In  1  Si?  about  tw.uity  physicians  of  the  coiintv  met  at  the  court- 
house for  purpose  of  forming  an  associatiiui;  ])r.  Sa.niuel  lluslon  being 
elected  president,  and  Dr.  Aioxaiidei-  .Madill,  secivtarv.  Two  <ir  three 
meetings  were  held,  and  otio  was  appiuiited  at  Troy,  but  Drs.  Madill 
and  I'.liss  were  the  only  ones  prrsent.  and  the  asso'eialion  now  took 
a  rest  oflwovcars.  In  iSp.ia  meet  ing  con  veiled  at  t  he  "Ward  House." 
Towaiida  -nine  members.  This  re.iuired  that  uii'inbiM's  should  be 
giMdiiates.  or  liirciised  by  soiiu^  medical  board,  or  in  honorable  practice 
fifteen  years.  This  socii't\-  was  in  active  oruani/.ation  tweiit\- nine 
years,  and  on  its  roll  of  membership  w^^n-  nearlv  all  tlui  "regulars" 
in  the  county.  J,)r.  (-i.  F.  llorton  of  this  bodv'was  president"  of  the 
State  Society  in  1  sfJS ;  he  made  a  geological' rejiort  and  map  of  the 
Sta.te  in  I8,5S.  About  the  same  time  Dr.  K.  IT.  .Mason  made  a  rcj'ort 
of  the  hydrography  of  the  State. 

One  of  the  eai'liest  pliysicians  of  note  in  tlui  conntv  was  Stephei\ 
Jlopk-ins.  of  Tioga  foint  (Atliensi.  who  settled  there  in  the  summer  of 
IT'.M).  II, >  s(»ou  ix'came  a  noted  phvsieiaii  :  built  the  lirs:  fianio  house 
in  Athens,  fl.'  died  ^Farch  -J'.*,  1841  ;  his  widow.  .IrMiiima  (Lindslev), 
died  August  IT.,    IS:)!). 

''Dr.  Adonijah  Warner  arrived  and  located  in  Athens  in  17:*^.  and  at 
once  foruied  a  partnership  with  Dr.  Hopkins,  who  was  there  wiien  he 
came;  Dr.  ^Val■ner  reinained-in  Athens  five  vears.  and    then   removed 
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to  Shesliequiii  and  tauulit  srliool.  and  lu'ovided  ii^  liis  coiitvai't  U>v  tlie 
])rivilH<--e  of  visiting  palietus,  sidlinij,'  his  practit'i;.  Hu  IkuI  .:-:i.n'ird  all 
tlie  drugs  and  potions  lie  Ii;id  in  liis  nuiJei  ia  mrdirn  with  jjim  through 
tlie  wildei'iiess  JVoni  rhiladdphia.  Dr.  ^Val•lK'r  uuirried  j^ancy  Means 
o!:' Towanda.  in  IT'JS.  in  Wvsox,  whei'o  in"  di(>d  in  IS-iO,  aged  eighty- 
throo." 

])r.  Amos  rrentice  came  and  located  in  Athens  in  1707.  His  house 
and  i'(^sidence  were  on  Cayuta  creek,      lie  died  July  10.  1S05. 

Dr.  Spring  came  to  ^Vtliens  early  in  the  centur}'- -luai'ried  a  sist(>r  of 
John  Shepard — widow  Grant. 

Dr.  Thomas  T.  Huston  was  a  practicing  ])hysiciaii  in  Athens  fni'ty- 
live  year's.  His  father  was  a  lieutenanl  in  the  navy  during  tlie  Kevo- 
liitinn.      A  brother  was  -ludge  Charles  Huston. 

Dr.  Dorman  was  the  Ifrst  in  Wysox.     He  left  thei'e  in  1702. 

l)r.  Adonijah  "Wai'uer  succeeded  Doi'iuaii  in  ^Vys..x,  a7id  settleil  the 
place  of  Kol)ei't  Lanning. 

Dr.  Nathan  Scoville  was  an  early  jiractitic^iicr  in  AVyalusing.  Dr. 
Daniel  Maker  was  f(jr  a  long  time  the  most  ])r(imiuenf  phvsician  nf  the 
place. 

Ili>iii<n'i)(U/ii/  -l)v.  Silas  E.  Shepard  was  ]U'ol)ahly  the  first  of  this 
school  in  the  county.  lie  u-as  a  preacher;  settled  in  Troy  in  ISl^s.  aiid 
took-  up  the])ractice  of  medicine,  aiuj  \vhen  he  removed  toTs'ew  Y'U'k. 
turned  his  jxitients  over  to  his  brother.  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Shepard,  who 
successfully  practiced  until  quite  recently,  and  is  now  mostly  retired  ; 
considers  himself  wholly  so,  but  occasionally  ]iresci'ilies  for  some  old 
fi'iends. 

Dr.  Leonard  Draft,  of  Towanda,  still  iji  the  harness,  comineuced 
the  practice  her(i  in  l^KI.  Ueiuaiiu'd  in  Towaiula,  seven  years,  and 
renu>ved   to  (yhicago.

and  Fraidc  Loomis,  of  the  Heij'ider.  j\[r.  lioolcer  is  a  senior  Trojan, 
and  their  pa])ers  are  fully  spoken  of  further  on. 

Charles  1).  Dei-rali  is  a  lone  Sentinel  on  the  watch-tower. 

T/ic  f'dnfori  Seviind  was  established  in  May,  1871,  by  C.  11.  Ihitls  Sc 
Son,  of  AVilliams])ort,  a  seven-column  folio.  They  ran  it  till  1ST9.  and 
then  sold  out  to  A.  B.  Bowuian  and  Charles  Ihillock.  who  ran  it  till 
Januaiy,  1SS3,  when  thc}^  sold  it  to  C.  I,).  Deri'ali.  In  Mai'ch  it  ^vas 
changed  to  an  eight-page  quarto,  six-column  ))a[)er.  This  was  i  lie  Hi'st 
paper  started  in  Canton.  It'had  no  opi)ositioii  until  ISS'.I,  when  the 
Herald  was  started  by  C.  S.  llolcomb,  but  was  only  run  two  years.

Rockwell,  who  was  a  3'ouni'- 
and  brilliant  wiater,  left,  and  be^i^'an  what  ])roved  a  nuite  reniarkable 
careei'.  Takiiig  ship  he  went  to  the  Samlwich  Isiamis.  and,  en,^•ag- 
ino-  in  the  quarrels  of  the  anti  court  pai'ty.  established  the  J/oho/uFu 
Thnes,  the  first  paper  on  the  island,  and  carae  near  losin.i;-  his  head  for 
attackiiio-  the  king.  He  made  his  esca)ie  to  a  IJntish  vessel,  and  was 
afterward  shipwrecked  on  the  i^lands  of  Japan,  whence  lie  was  res- 
ciietl  \>x  Perry's  Kxpedition.  He  went  to  ( 'alifoiaiia,  where  he  founded 
the  San  Francisco  J/o;v)?'v/y  CW//.  and  became  one  of  the  most  noted 
journalists  in  the  State,  establishiu';-  the  ^ar.,;ijn>idn  Jje.  ,Am\,  later,  the 
Sacmmento  ILniJd.  After  Mr.  KockwelTs  depurtuiH-,  Kiuncis  Siiiith 
was  associated  with  Sherw(.>o(i  in  runniui;' the  pa]'er.  which  was  neutral 
in  politics,  and  liiially  twinkhvl  for  the  last  tinx;  when  oniv  a  few 
luonthsold.  In  iSJT-is,  Wdliam  (J.  Webb,  now  J  iid-e  Webb  of  Topeka, 
Kansas,  established  the  I'mi/  [liinna'. 

■  The  Trey  Bannei\^\\\\\(i\\  was  Whig  in  principles,  was  run  for 
only^a  fe\v  months  in  Ti-oy.  v,!i,'!i  a  more  pi'omising  opening-  appearctl 
at  Wellsboru,  and  it  was  mov.-d  thei-e.  at  liisl  appearing  as  The iUunu-r 
and  later  as  the  A<lccr1hc,\  and  linallv  became  tlie  pi'esent  A<,itaior. 

In  LSfjU,  Mr.  IJarclav.  a  New  Yorker,  brought  in  a  press  a'nd  estab- 
lished Thr  ircv/7y  7'/v7';//.  associating  with  hmi  Geo.  Messenger  at  a 
later  period.  The  11  rm  latei'  became  Messenger  &  Col  well,  and  con- 
tinued the  papei' to  ]S54,  when  it  died  just  as  the  Williamsport  and 
Elmii-a  Railroad  was  completed.  ;ind  when  a  vigoiv^as  growth  should 
have  been  looked  f,jr.  The  material  of  the  old  oilier'  was  gathered  up 
by  .yoses^Custin.  and  a  small  but  pretty  sheet  called

very  bi'illiant  existence  of  two  yeai's.  About  the  year  18511.  A.  C. 
Eiunbai'd,  an^  Elmira  printer,  since  i<i(M!ti!ied  with  maiM' enter[)rises, 
started  The  Trmj  Tnnrs,  whiem  was  independent  in  polities,  and  as  the 
troublous  times  of  the  war  were  ap[)roaching,  it  had  n  rather  ].re- 
carious  existence  during  the  high  pia'ci^s  and  stirrin;,'-  eviMits  of  ls,;i. 
Mr.  Lumbard  was  succeeded  by  Sliepa.rd  eV  Landon.  who  ran  the  paper 
tor  a  short  time,  and  then  it  suspended.  ()\\  October  l,l8(j;j.  Win. 
II.  IJaldwin.  Uie  present  owner  of  the  A\^atkins  (X.  X .)  Teuwrrat.  revived 
The  Troij  Times  {No.  2).  As  Troy  was  a  provost  marshal's  post  and 
mustering  phice  for  the  soldiers  of  Jive  counties,  the  war  news  and  lists 
of  drafted  men  made  the  paper,  which  was  Kepublican,  of  much  interest. 
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In  Septembci',  1800,  A.  S.  Hooker  bouglit  an  inteivst  in  the  iiiijx'f,  and 
l)eeanie  its  editor,  clianging  its  name  to  tlie 

Xoriherti  Tlcr-Gar^eilr.  From  tlie  tirst  the  paper  l)ecanie  an  active 
force  in  shaping  the  interests  of  the  I'egion.  It  began  a  ci'Usade  for 
a  graded  school,  the  I'esult  being  the  present  Troy  Graded  Scliool  ;  it 
advocated  improved  agricultnre.  and  originiited  tlic  'J'l'ov  Fai-nicrs"  Chd), 
and  kept  up  a  steady  agitation  on  tlic  siilijcctSMr  cdiir;it  ion.  tenipci'aiice 
and  liepidjlicanisni.  in  1807  Jlenry  -ienkins  bought  out  ^Ii'.  I'.aki- 
win's  interest,  and  linally  soltl  out  to*^  ]\[r.  Hooker  in  J  80'.).  In  1S70  its 
ollice  was  burned,  but  the  pa|)er.  after  t\v<:)  week's"  suspension,  was  issued 
as  usuak  It  was  eidarged  in  1881.  and  [iriiited  on  a  m-w  c\  Imder 
l)i'ess.  Tlie  paper  lias  been  scholarly  ami  heartilv  in  syiiipatliv  with 
all  public  improvements  as  well  as  with  edueatitui.  tein])eran"ce  and 
religion.  Its  editoi-ials  have  bem  noteil  Foi- tlieii'  independence,  clear- 
ness and  vigor,  and  the  opinions  of  no  local  ));ii»L'r  are  more  widely 
copied. 

AthniH  Xen'.K  was  started  as  a  daily  by  S.  "\V.  Alvoiil  and  ilaughter, 
I'knily  I'k  Alvord,the  11  rst  number  being  issued  Tuesdav,  Februar\'  ,">.  IS81,>, 
and  the  following  Decemb<'r  was  changed  to  the  present  W^'eJ^-hj  Xnr^i, 
a  sprightly  li ve^colunin  quarto,  and  Independent- Frpublican  in  politics. 
Mr.  Alvoi'd"s  iiain(>  to  a  piiper  in  Fradlord  coiiiit\'.  wliei',.>  he  has  so 
long  prominently  heen  i\'cogni/.(Ml  as  a  leading  newspaper  man.  \\as  a 
guarantee  of  a  (piick  success  of  the  AV//'.v.  In  the  matter  of  l):isin(/ss, 
circulation  and  inlluence  his  paper  to-day  is  t(j  We  I'ank'ed  among  the 
foremost  in  the  county. 

Troy  ]t(!«j'iKki\  by  Frank  Fooiiiis,  was  started  ()ctol)ei-  l.s,  ISSl.  as  a 
three-column  folio,  UeiniblicMin  in  politics,  l^'irst  propi'ietoi'  wa^Allierl 
Morgan,  win;  I'an  it  <_)ne  year,  ami  was  succeeded  In-  the  pr(/senl  pro- 
l>iictoi'.  In  the  early  i)art  of  1 8>2  ir,  was  enlarged  to  a  six-column 
folio,  and  in  18,s;;  to  a  nine-column  (piai'to.  its  present  rorm.  The  ollice 
is  well  e(]uii)p(Hk  having  a,  line  Acme  cylinder  i)ress.  steam  iiower.  has  a 
stereotyping  outfit,  and  is  supplied  with  a  loo[)  from  the  tidegi-aph  line.

TIIF  primitive  schools  in  the  county  are  told  of  mrislly  in  the 
account  of  the  respective  townships  where  they  w^txw  The  veiy  lirst 
was  a  religious  scliocd,  simjily  to  train  the  Indiansconctn'ning  religion  ; 
tliat  they  might  read  the  Bible  was  one  purpose  <»f  teaching  them  the 
aljihabet.     In  1778,  ti'adition  has   it,  there    was  a   small' school   ii;   old

As  early 
as  IT'.H)  a,  small  log'  school-house  was  said  to  have  hecu  i)uilt  at  i\Ierry- 
all,  and  David  L;ike  started  the  lirst  school  inlT'.d.  The  next  year 
Theodosia  Wells  taught  iu  this  buikling.  It  is  said  a  school  was 
ojicned  in  ^Vyso.\:  as  early  as  170t>.  In  1S02  Eli])halet  Mason  taught  a 
while  there.  'J'he  school-!n.uise  was  on  the  Hats  near  StrickUuurs.  A 
]\lr.  I'.revost  taught  thj'  lirst  school  in  Asylum.  Loren  Kiiigsl)ury 
taught  a  school  in  Canton  in  isol.  In  lSor."('a|>l  Samuel  (Trillin  had 
built  a  school-hous(;  in  that  place,  in  which  a  .Miss  Segur  taught.  The 
lirst  scho(,MiousiMn  Smithliekl  was  built  in  1S(17.  (bui.  Samud  A[c- 
Kcan  built  a  scliooMioiise  in  lUirlington  in  IS'JO. 

Jn  an  addi'css  bei'ore  the  Teachers'  Association,  Supt.  Chai'les  U. 
Cobnrnsaid:  •'Clarissa,  WoodiadV  taught  school  m  (Jrwell  in  bsnl, 
anil,  a  ycai'  oi'  two  al'ter.  Laura.  l''risbie.  In  JS(i7-  s  Roswell  Lee  taught 
in  Vv^aia'cn." 

I'"rce  schools  wei'e  provided  bu'  by  a  law  of  iSok  This  law  was 
slow  to  llnd  its  way  to  the  public  favoi'.  A  county  superintendent  of 
schools  was  not  elected  in  Ih^adfoi'd  county  until  ]S5-i.  l-hmmuel 
(iuviM'  was  th(}  lirst  electe(l,and  his  salary  was  li.xed  at  sfiOiJ  ]ier  annum. 
This  was  I'.aised  by  the  dii'cctoi's,  as  the  law  pi'ovided  they  might  do. 
to  I  he  sum  of  Si ,')()()  pei'  annum.  Tliis  "•extravagance,"  as  it  was 
esteemed,  jn'oduced  ipiicklv  the  •'  (iuvej'  war,"— the  man  and  the  oHice 
were  roundlv  abused,  lie  was  b;llow"e(l  lu  (dUce  liv  (Jharles  U.  ( •ol.urn, 
who  has  lil'led  the  diaii'  of  professor  of  mathematics  in  the  8u,s<pie- 
lianna  (\)lle!j,-iat(!  Institute.  J 1  is  coad  jiitor  in  the  school  work"  was  ( ). 
■I.  Chubbnck-,  and  iliev  b)unde<l  in  lS.-;7  tiu-Conntv  Teachers'  Associa- 
tion, and  this  was  followed  soon  after  by  the  County  Teachei's"  Insti- 
tnt(\  that  IS  now  one  of  ti;e  lloin'ishing  and  jiermaneut  institutions  of 
ihecoiiniN'.  In  1  Sd;;  O.  ,1 .  Chulibnck  \vas  elected  si'hool  superinU'iul- 
enl  ;  a  practical  teacher,  and  whose  motto  might  have  biMvi  "liew  to 
the  line,  let  the  clnt)s  fall  where  tlu^y  may."  lb.'  had  Ijeen  lieai't  and 
soul  in  the  aid  of  his  pr.'decessoi-,  aral  was  well  ('(piipped  to  carry  on 
every  I'eform  and  improvement  of  detail  that  j\[r.  .  Cobui'U  had 
attempted,  a.nd,  indeed,  to  add  new  om?s.  especially  in  the  otilce  \vork-. 
And  at  the  (;\ul  of  his  term  the  oDice  was  well  fixed  in  public  favoi'. 
and  iu)t  only  free  schools  were  the  ])opular  thing,  but  our  ju'esent 
graded  schools  were  well  under  way  toward  permanent  establishment. 

The  ]x;rfected  free  or- public  schools  have  now  been  in  full  o])eration 
more  than  a  genei'ation  long  enough  f(jr  results  to  manifest  them- 
selves. This  is  the  rijie  fruit  of  seventeen  centui'ies  of  schools.  Nearly 
twenty  centui^ies  ago  a  beautiful  and  gifted  gii'l  taught  in  Alexandria 
— taught,  as  all  schools  were  then  taught,  by  the  metaphysicians  and 
Iihilosophers,  in  jeQtures  in  tlH>  gardens  and  gi'oves.  iuu\  from  the 
poi'ches.  The  life-'teachings  and  death  of  the  noble  Ilypatia  have  inspired 
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llie  pen  of  tlui  historiiui.  tlio  essayist,  tlir  sclHiiai'.  iiiul,  al)nv(^  all,  tlu- 
poet — bcautil'iil  iiia.iclen.  nuliU'  IJv|)atia,  whose  lo-cliin;  theme  was: 
''  Who  a)ii  I  r  Where  am  n  W'hlih.r  an,  I  yo'nnj  r^  'I'his  washer 
crime,  fur  whicli  she  was  seized  by  the  iiioh  atui  lorn  in  pieces,  hei' 
fiesh  scraped  from  the  bone  with  oyster  shells,  and  [i^i\  to  the  do^^'S. 
Tliis  is  the  story  of  a  <j,'i'eat  \V(jinan.  Her  fate,  so  sad  then,  is  but  tlie 
more  glorious  now,  through  the  added  centuries.  This  is  a  tyjieof  the 
best  protluction  of  an  age  when  all  peo})le  educated  themselves,  or, 
rather,  when  children  did  not  go  to  school.  What  can  the  schools  show 
now  ''.  Not  an  unfair  question  at  all.  \\q  live  and  struggle  for  results, 
not  to  twiddle  our  thumbs  after  we  have  put  in  practice  our  beautiful 
theories  ;  and,  because  the  theory  is  ])erfect,  therefoi'c  the  [iractice  of 
it  must  be  even  more  perfect. 

Cynthia  M.  WeHUm'.r^^w  once  Towanda  girl,  is,  pei'iiaps,  as  fine  a 
type  of  what  nuiy  aitl  our  pi'escnt  ideas  of  education  as  liie  counLiy 
affords.  She  is  selected  as  being  a  better  instance  than  that  of  any  of 
our  past  or  present  l)oys,  because  boys  are  surrounded  with  infinitely 
more  possibilities  for  self-deveiojuuent  than  girls,  ^[ost  fortunately 
for  this  excellent  young  woman,  she  was  from  early  cliil(ih(.)od  her 
"father's  boy,'' and  his  companion,  as  traveler,  geologist,  miner  and 
prospector;  and  in  her  varied  accomplishments  has  but  few  ecpuils 
among  the  living.  With  no  shading  upon  the  best  feminine  instincts 
of  woman,  her  mind  and  body  grew  in  health  and  stiength.  Her  father 
was  a,  geologist  and  ex)>ert  miner,  and  the  child  leai'ued  Ui  ride  almost 
before. she  could  walk.  She  rode  with  her  father  all  through  the  west- 
ei'n  mountains  an<l  miniiig  i-egions  iwAW  Mexico  to  the  Canada  line  in 
his  prosj)ecting  joiu'neys.  Dni'ing  these  years  tlie  child  became  an 
expert  shot  and  iioi'sewoman.  and  learned  the  Spanish  language  besides. 
Once,  when  a  little  girl,  she  shot  dead  an  Indian  who  had  his  toma- 
hawk u[)lifted  over  the  head  of  a  white  woman.  Agaip,  when  her 
fatliei'"scam[)  w;is  suri'ouiuled  by  hostile  Indians,  she  galloped  out  U|^on 
liei-  pony,  and  brought  I'elief.  'J'lie  redskins  sav.'  her,  but  they  wei'c 
useil  to  "meeting  the  child  riding  al.)outafler  the  i;ows,  ;ind  did  not  dis- 
turb iier.  She  had  pla\ed  many  a  time  wiili  the  little  1  ndian  children, 
ami  thus  won  the  i^ood  will  of  llie  older  ones. 

Tlh'se  years  were  the  nui.king  of  (Jynlhia  .M.  AVe>tovei\  They  .i.;ave 
her  health,  practical  knowledge  and  s[)leii(iid  inde])endence  :i.nd  self- 
I'eliance.  They  weroyearsof  self-development,  ami  are  a  str(mg,  living 
proof  that  rea'l  education  is  developing  an  evei'-growing  self-reliance. 
She  was  so  mucli  at  home  with  the  shy  wild  creatures  of  the  wood  that 
she  learned  their  calls,  and  they  came  to  \wv  like  domestic  birds  and 
animals.  She  had  a  strange  i")ower  over  them,  and  used  to  come  into 
cam])  with  wild  l)ii'ds  and  scjuiri'ds  upon  her  shouhlei-s.  Hesjics  that, 
she  could  lasso  a.  ste<'r  with  the  best  of  them.  When,  at  length,  she 
went  to  graduate  at  the  Slate  Univei'sily  of  C'olorailo.  she  paid  f(jr_  her 
last  year's  tuition  with  the  price  of  her  own  simill  hei-d  of  cattle,  which 
the  gallant  cowboys  mostly  took  care  of  for  her. 

The  girl  mostly  fitted  liei'self  for  college.  After  graduating  at  the 
normal  departmen't  of  Colorado  I'nivei'sity,  she  took  a  full  course  in  a 
commercial  college.       In   Denver  she    taught  school    a  while,  taking 
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charge  of  the  triumt  and  had  Ijoys  of  the  streets.  liei'  .u'l'eat  force  and 
magnetic  ])o\ver,  as  well  as  hei'  wundei'ful  exeeiUive  ahilitv,  sliowetl 
itself  in  the  way  in  which  she  straightiMied  out  the  crooked  sticks 
among  the  rude"  childi'cn  she  dealt  with.  Tlie  little  girl  wiio  had 
hi'ouglit  the  birds  ;ind  animals  to  her  side  at  her  call,  ctjiitrolled  with- 
out elfort  the  almost  equally  untamed  ehiklren  of  Denver sti'cets.  She 
was  a  music  teachei'  in  Towanda,  during  a  part  of  the  time  she  was  a 
resident  of  the  place.  A  linguist,  geologist,  ornithologist,  mathemati- 
cian, musician,  and  botanist,  learning  all  of  these  mostly  as  she  learned 
the  Indian  and  Spanish  language — not  fi'om  a  master  niureil  within  th.e 
walls  of  a  school-i'oom.  ^Liss  Westover  is  n(.)w  Sectetjirv  in  the  ollice 
of  the  department  o\'  street  cleaning,  Xew  Yoi'k  Citv.  under  tien. 
J-Jeattie,  I'cceiving  this  im}H)i'lanl  amrresponsible  ]iosiLion  simply  for 
tlie  good  reastm  tliat  she  'passed  tiic  best  examiiiaiiuu  of  the  "many 
]nen  who  were  apj)licants  for  the  place.  And  here  she  has  displave'd 
the  same  magnetic  power,  coupled  again  with  striking  practical  execu- 
tive aliility,  tluit  has  marked  her  coni'se  evci'vwhei'e.  Fifteen  hun- 
dred Italian  laljoi'crs  are  employed  in  this  depar'tmeiil.  ( 'ynthia  AVest- 
over  can  talk  to  them  in  their  own  language  and  '■  boss""  them  as  few 
men  have  been  abh>  successfully  to  d(.>.  liui'ing  an  illness  of.  C'ommis- 
sicMiei'  lleattie.  lasting  sevei'ai  weeks,  she  maiuiged  entii'ely  the  alfairs 
of  the  whole  sli'cet-cleaning  depai'tment  of  New  Y(U-k.  A  vast 
amount  of  work  aiul  responsiliility  that  only  a  I'rAv  men  could  pei'bu'm 
ami  do  the  work  as  well  as  this  young  wonian. 

The  Mjung  gii'l  came  Ivast  to  perfect  hei'  musical  education,  able 
from  her  o\vii  eainin;^s  on  the  I'ancli.  and  the  sale  of  cattle,  to  pa\'  hei' 
own  way  mostly.  In  a  little  while  siie  ajjpi^ared  in  ])i'ivate  (>|iera".  and 
was  offered  a  place  in  an  opera  ti'oupe.  Instead,  however,  ami  mucii 
to  test  hei'self.  she  took  the  civil  service  exanunation  for  custom  house 
inspect!'ess,  moi'(>  10  lind  out  \vhat  it  was  like  than  anything  else,  and 
was  promptly  app(.)int(!d  ;  accepted  with  hesitation,  and  jjroceed'-d  at 
once  to  learn  the  Italian,  Cierman,  Spanish,  French,  Dajiish  and  some 
of  the  Chinese  languages,  as  lu'cessary  to  that  ]U)s;tioi\.  A  splnulid 
mathematician,  she  is  I'eferi'cd  to  in  the  departmeni  for  any  ci'itu_\d 
calcidations  (h'sired  ;  has  maslei'cd  the  snliject  of  street-cleaning  in  all 
the  pi-incipal  cities  of  tlie  woi  Id,  and  liei'e,  as  elsewhmv,  dominates,  by 
superior  knowledge,  those  in  positicuis  al'.ove  as  well  as  below  her. 

In  answer  to  a  special  re(juest  of  the  writei',  Miss  Westover  has 
kinilly  furnished  the  b)llowing  outlines  of  her  lib)  anil  education: 

"'Sly  great-grandfather  was  Alexander  Campbell,  Scotch-Irish 
Seceder,  founder  of  the  sect  called  Campbellites,  or  Disciples  of  Christ. 
In  1841  he  founded  Hethany  College,  West  A'a.,  and  latei',  Hiram  (Col- 
lege, at  Hiram,  Ohio,  afid  the  Xorthwesteru  Univei'sity,  Indianapolis, 
Ind.  ]\rv  father's  mother  was  Alexander  C'ampbeirs  daughter.  Ci'and- 
father  Wcstover  was  a  descendant  of  the  Westovers'of  Virginia. 
Three  brothers,  early  in  IGOO,  settled  with  a  few  followers  not  far  from 
the  site  on  which  Richmoiul  now  st.-mds.  The  little  village  still  bears 
■the  name  of  Westover,  and  the  Wcstover  mansion,  built  in  the  year 
17-19.  stands  to-day,  very  little  changed,  excei)t  by  aue.  My  nu)ther"  was 
a  Lewis,  descetulant  of  "the  samii  faiinlv  as  John  "I'rcdei'ick "Lewis,  li.  A.,

"1  M'as  Ijuiai  in  Al'ton,  Iowa,  on  the  ;Jlst  thiy  of  Afa\',  lsr>!».  \'erv' 
phiusible  arguments  liave  Ijcen  olfered,  hoth  foi' ami  against  a  ])uhliV 
education,  an.d  could  matdcind  lead  their  lives  in  tiiat  solitude,  u'liich  is 
so  favorable  to  many  of  oni-  most  virtuous  alleelions,  we  should  he 
clearly  on  the  side  of  a  ])rivate  ('(liicatioji  ;  yet,  my  instructi(jn  was  of 
neithei'  class,  absolutely,  as  you  will  observe  fi'om  the  cuttings  inclosed. 
Since  1  came  out  into  the  woi'ld.  had  I  ]n_)t  had  some  addi'e>s  and 
knowledge'  ol'  it,  diU'erent  fi'om  what  is  to  be  learned  in  books,  I  \\()uld 
not  have  been  (|nalilied,  with  good  princii)les  a)ul  innocence  alone,  to 
encouiitei-  the  dilliculties^which  liave  been  thrown  in  my  way.  C-our- 
age  and  persevei'ance  have  not  failed  me,  while,  ol'teu.  olhei's  Ijy  and 
bv  grew  puzzhnl,  disheartened  or  disgusted. 

■•  Fi'om  the  age  (>!'  three  yi^irs  1  was  tr.nght,  throngh  necessity,  to 
think  a.nd  act  fen'  myself;  my  invention  was  never  snll'ei'ed  to  languisii; 
hence,  at  a  very  early  age  I  knew  how  to  conduct  myself  through  the 
ever-changing  emergencies,  which  ai'e  too  nnmerons  to  lie  com])i'e- 
hcnded  in  any  system  of  advice'.  AVhen  1  enli'i'iMl  ('i.llcge  J  was  back'- 
wartl,  it  is  tiaie.  in  some  studies,  but  i)arlicula)'ly  bi'ight  in  otheis;  mv 
mind  seemed  to  be  athirst  foi'  instruction,  and  it  took  Init  a  short  time 
to  get  equal  percentages  with  ni}'  classmates,  in  tiie.  to  me,  herei()lor(> 
unknown  studies,  sucli  as  spelling,  history,  F.atin,  I'hetoric.  etc.  I 
attribute  my  true  a])[)etite  ikjw  tor  k'nov/ledgi',  to  the  fact  that  my 
nuMntn-y  was  never  sui'feited  and  enfeebled  l.)V  being  '•crammed" 
when  i  was  young;  and  my  pei'fect  health  to  the  outdooi' cxr-rciscs 
and  amusements  which  I  necessai'ily  got,  following  my  I'athei'  over  the 
U(.)ckies  (1  have'  lu'ver  l)(,'eii  under  the  doctor's  eai'e).  I  cnuld  mjt 
c(jntract  hal/its  of  idleness  while  k'eepiug  pace  with  the  active  iiiove- 
nunils  of  my  father,  neither  was  there  the  dangei' ol'  my  mind  ln'ing 
lllled  wiih  more  knowledge  than  it  could  retain  or  arrange  projierh' — 
for  example,  whilr  iiM'olh'L;e  1  gi'adnated  from  one  rla^s  fresh  lu  mind, 
and  not  ovcrwiU'krd.  while  the  laciillies  of  three  ass.u'iales.  older  than 
mvself,  were  seriously  impaired  by  over.~.t  i-etehiug  of  1  hem." 

As  an  evidence'  that  the  schoolmen  are  ali\<'  somewhat  to  the 
importance  of  ol)ject  lessons  h)r  the  y(.)ung.  and  that  thei'c  aie  other 
h'ssons  than  nnn'elv  those  of  the  ciirrieailum.  it  mav  be  told  that 
Pi'of.  Thoimis  ILunter,  of  the  .Xorimil  Scli. .<..],  of  New  York  City,  in  an 
address  before  the  graduates,  pointinl  to  ^liss  AVesto\-er  as  an  cxam])le 
worthy  their  study  and  emulation.  His  words  were  considerate 
ami  wise.  W'hmi  tin.'  magii;  pen  of  genhis  t(dls  tiie  simple  story  of  liev 
life  —  childhood,  girlhood,  and  develol>ment  into  strong  aiul  l)est 
womanhood--so  rounded,  so  strong — siieh  a  type,  so  superb  tlnit  it 
stands  alone,  it  will  make  a  book  for  the  yoiii  hs  of  all  time  and  all 
countries.  AYith  no  "  vaulting  ambition  "'  the  gii'l,  like  l!vi'on.  "awok'o 
to  hime." 

This  is  a  well-rounded  life,  mentally  and  physically,  and  llu'  best 
side  of  it  is  not  from  the  school  rcxnu.  The  oiu' scntmice  she  uses :

WhiMi  onr  systems  of  educa- 
tion'can  say,  or  have  said  in  their  behalf  as  nincli.  then  nnm  wlio  can 
think  clearly  and  strong'ly  will  be  answered  fully  and  forever  when 
they  ai:'ain  ]U'()))ound  tirei'r  recent  interrop'atory  :  •■  Arc-  Our  Sdioidsa 
Kai'lni'e^^  "  W  tliere  ai'e  im])erfcctions  in  oni'  sciiools,  if  thi'y  ^'ruw  (jnc- 
sideil  mim  and  women,  defective  in  bo.ly  or  mind,  ill-starred  in  the 
strnu'g-le  for  life,  then  let  ns  proceed  deternnnedly  about  tlndr  ainend- 
nieiUs.  This  is  one  way  of  advanein<^-  ourselves  aloni^'  the  nc_;i;vd 
I'oad  of  civili/.al  ion.  The  attempt  to  advance  is  seldom  harnd'ul; 
whiU>  restful  martion  is  sometimes  bellowed  witli  slow  I'list  and  dr(,'ay.

The  old  Ti-ov  .\cade-mv  was  cimimeuecd  in  IspJ.  an  edueaticmal 
institution,  whose  ineinorvnoi,  onlv  linunu's  much  as  a  jileasant   dream 
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ill  the  miiuls  of  its  ahnniii.  liut  is  oinhaliiied  in  wi'iUcii  wuixls  l)y  cne 
of  its  fair  ^'\v\  stiuieiits.  Thus  the  greatness  and  iinmortalitv  of  all 
our  institutions,  but  more  es[)ecialiy  our  scliools,  are  dependent  upon 
the  genius  of  some  of  the  girls  and  boys,  who"  have  played  hookey, 
gone  in  pairs  to  tlie  spring,  or  roamed  and  piclced  wild  liowers,  and 
who,  dreailing  tlie  stern  master  and  his  rule,  have  slyly  bubbled  with 
innocent  tricks  or  deceptions  on  the  Dominie  Sampsons  of  the  rural 
academy.  The  old  building  is  gone,  the  spring-path  and  the  spring 
itself  are  now,  in  the  crunch  of  improvement,  impossible  to  find,  but 
their  blessed  memory  will  linger,  like  a  sweet  dream,  forever.  Life 
and  marriage,  and  other  inciuisequential  things,  may,  ])erha])s,  all  be 
failures,  i)ut  the  (jld  country  academy  never.  Kev.  Freeman  Lane  was 
the  first  teacher  in  the  Tro\;  Academy,  in  1S.'39. 

The  AVyalusing  Academy  started  into  existence  on  September  7, 
ISo'.t,  under  the  imposing  name  of  the  Wyalusing  Educational  Union. 
Trustees,  Henry  Gaylord,  Augustus  Lewis,  E.  R.  ^'aughan,  .1.  li. 
AVl'Ucs,  Washington  Taylor,  J.  Deiuie,  Benjamin  Ackley.  The  boartl 
was  (jrgauized.  IJenry  Gaylord,  president;  Andrew  Fee,  secretary.  A 
suitablu  building  was  completed  in  ISGl  ;  jMiss  L.  A.  (Uiambei'lain, 
))rincipal,  who  was  succeeded  the  next  year  hy  Mr.  La  ^lonte.  This 
building  was  in  time  turned  into  the  public  schools. 

The  first  school  in  Towanda  was  taught  by  jMiss  Weltha  Tracy  i  a  fi  rr- 
ward  Mrs.  Reuben  Hale),  before  1803,  ni  a  small  building  on  lln^  bank 
of  the  river  north  of  the  lime-kiln.  Eliphalet  Masou  taught  four 
months  in  tlie  winter  of  180;-:-i.  Daniel  Scott  (afterward  Judge  Scott), 
bef(jre  the  vear  1807,  taught  in  a  building  opposite  the  present  resi- 
dence of  11.  L.  Scott.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Osborn  subserpiently 
taught  the  same  school. 

At  an  early  date  schools  w.^'e  occasionally  kept  in  the  Foster  neigli- 
borhoud,  and  "fi'cquentlv  attended  bv  the  children  from   the  village. 

Mrs.  (Ircjnri/s  Sr'hnnl.  As  oaVly  as  ISU  Mrs.  E.  Ik  Givg^ry 
o])ened  a  boarding  s'cho(_>l.  in  her  own  house,  f(;r  young  ladies  and 
girls.  Sill'  afterward  taught  in  the  lotr  house  which  was  subsequiMitly 
occupird  bv  .lessr  WoodnilV  as  a  tailor's  shop.  Dr.  (Joodrich  lauulit 
Ihe  next  sedioi.l  lifter  Mrs.  (Irr^-orv's.  at  Sc<.tfs.  Soiiictiiues  a  school 
was  kei't  down  on  the  "  Fox-Chasc "  Hats,  wiiicli,  like  the  otiiei;s, 
accommodated  the  entire  neighborhood.  The  tirst  regular  school  in 
Towanda  was  held  in  a  wooden  building,  not  far  from  the  I'ivei'  bank. 
a  little  north  of  the  court-house.  After  the  erection  of  the"  lire-iu'oof,"' 
in  lSi],-,.srvei'al  terms  of  school  were  taught  here,  and  Wui.F.  Dininger, 
D.  F.  Karstow  and  a  VlV.  Dudley  are  rein'embered  as  teachers.  Schools 
were  also  taught  in  the  attic  of  the  court-house. 

Manv  of  tliose  who  taught  or  rather  Icept  school,  were  poorly  (|ua!i- 
iied.  Of  the  earlier  teacl>ers  who  were  titted  bn'  this  inip.U'tant  work 
and  succeeded  well  mav  be  mentioned— Uev.

pHblJc  ScJwoh. — A  ind_)lic-school  building  (wooden)  of  two  stories 
was  erected  in  lS51-r)2  on  the  corner  of  I'iue  and  Si;cond  streets  (where 
the  old  building  yet  staTuls),  and  occupied  for  school  piirjioses  until 
1  S73,  when  liiL-  increase  of  |)o|Hdation  and  cntci'jU'ise  of  the  citizens 
demanded  n  m(;>re  s[)acious  edifice  of  modern  tlesigu  and  architecture. 
The  present  magnificent  brick  school-house  on  State  street  was  com- 
])lete<l  in  J8T3,  ami  occupied  in  the  fall  of  tiie  same  year,  and  an  adili- 
tioiial  building  in  ISs.'j.  28  x  32  feet.of  two  stories  with  basement  in  the 
Third  ward.

The  meeting  was  held  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Wyalusing  ci-eek,  where  ncnv  stands  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Churcli  of  Wyalusing.  In  ]Sd9  it  became  a  Congrcga- 
tionaf  (Miurch  ;  but  in  JNIarch,  1831,  it  again  took  the  "J'resbyterian 
form,  which  it  has  ever  since  retained. 

Sm'dJiJi.t]d.  —  V\\e  next  church  oi'ganized  w;is  thnt  of  Smitliiield. 
This  Avas  of  the  Congregational  foi'in,  oruaiiizi'd  in  Poidtney, 
Vermont,in  February,  ISUl.  TIk;  lirst  seruHjii  pivacdied  to  this  chui'ch 
was  in  1S02,  by  the  Rev.  Jaiiirs  Wood. 

Ovwdl. — The  next  was  tlie  cliui-ch  of  Orw.'ll,  organized  Octobei' 
10, 180-J:,  by  Seth  Williston  ;iii(l  .iauies  AVood  ward.  The  Ass(;ciation  met 
in. Orwell, "January  Mtli,  ISlt.  llei'c  the  n.ame  of  -lohn  ISaseom  api)ears 
on  the  records,  and  a  committee  was  appoint(.'d  to  iiisinll  him  (iver 
the  church  of  Smithheld,  and  also  to  install  AVilliam  A\'isnL'r  oser  the 
church  of  Athens.  February  15,  ISKJ,  the  church  of  Pike  lli'st 
appears  on  the  roll.  The  mendjers  living  in  Pike  had  ]ii'eviouslv 
belongT-d  to  the  church  of  Orurll.  Indeed,  up  tothistiuir,  Orweli  had 
becMi  the  i.idy  eiiui-ch  in  ihal  seel  loii  of  what  is  now  Ih-adford  county. 
!Soi>teud)er  :>,  1815,  however,  a  fi'W  nioiuhs  h.'fwre  theehui'cli  of  Pike 
was  added  to  the  Association,  llic  Rev.  Salmon  l\:ugand  thePev.  John 
Pasconi  organized  a  church  in  Warren,  consisting  (d'  8  mendjers.  3  men 
and  5  women,  and  called  it  the'  (diui'ch  of  \\'arren  and  Orwell.  Hy 
tlie  fall  meeting  of  1S17,  liev.  John  Raseom  had  lieeii  dismissed  from 
the  church  of  Smithfield,  and  .Air.  AVisnei'  from  Athens  ;  both,  as  tlie 
recoi'd  states,  for  want  of  suj)port. 

There  does  not  a])pear  to  have  been  a  single  chun-h  in  the  so-called 
Sns(]uehanna  Presbytery  that  had  the  Presbyterian  loi'iu  ;  Wyalusing 
Church  laid  aside  the  PresbyteMaan  foiau  as  eai'ly  as  I'i^y.y  AVe  Jlnd  no 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  body  till  March  :'.,  18'J1,  when  the  Rev. 
]\[anasseh  Minei'  A'ork  and  tin;  Jlev.  Simeon  R.  doiies  -ii'gunized  one 
Avith  the  lh'esl)vterian  forni  in  full,  in  the  township  of  Wells.  Ih'adford 
county,  Pa.  Churcli  meetings  were  often  lii^ld  in  barns,  although  there 
seems'^to  liave  been  s(.)me  soi't  of  house  of  worslii])  before  tliis  in  WysMX. 
Souietimes  the  peo^jle  in  AV\vse>x.met  those  (jf  Towanda   at  a  half-way 
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pkice  ;  tliis  lialf-\\'ay  \)\iiCi}  was  Mi-.  ]\[eaiis"  barn  on  tlie  AVvsox  side  of 
the  Sus(]nclianna.

Eldridge,  wlio 
remained  until  fSSD,  since  which  time  they  have  had  no  I'egular 
)iastor.  The  (Irst  I'eligious  S(?rvices  in  the  township  were  at  Daniel 
Durand's  house,  about  l8.'lL',  by  Calvanistic  J'aptists,  then  at  the  old  log 
schooldiouse.  Tlie  next  services  were  by  F^piscojial  Metliodists  in  the 
Spring  school-house,  Rev.  Edmund  Faircliild  olliciating.  F.a])tist 
meetings  were  held  in  the  oUl  log  schooldiouse,  wliicli  stood  on  tlie  site 
of  tlie  pi'esont  ('amp  District  schooldiouse.  Among  the  more  prominent 
memljei's  wci'e  Isaac  L.  Oatiip  and  wife,  JosejJi  Cam])  and  wife,  and 
Harry  Wells  and  wife.  They  aftei'ward  changed  to  the  IJallibay  school- 
house,  where  they  still  hold  nieetings.  It  is  claim(;d  that  this  society 
was  organized  jirior  to  1838.  luulwas  the  (irst  regular  lJa])tist  organiza- 
tion in  the  townsliip.  AiimMg  their  piistoi's  can  be  recalled  Folder  T.ixby, 
Kcv.  I'arker  and  the  Rev.  Di'.  l^aldwin.  In  18-1-5  they  organized  a 
I'resbyterian  societ}'  in  llcrriclc.  with  the  Rev.  Samuel  ¥.  Coltas  })astor, 
who  also  pi-cached  in  the  Mcrryall  cliurcli,  and  from  which  were  taken 
letters  to  effect  a  formation  of  the  Ilerrick  Society.  First  meetings  in 
the  schof)l  building  wdiicli  stood  on  the  site  of  the  present  Ilerrick 
Presbyterian  Church  which  was  built  in  1858,  ])revious  to  ]Mr.  Colt's 
ministry.  liev.  Charles  Huntington  had  pi'eached  to  the  j\Ierryall 
charge,  with  occasional  s(n'vices  at  Ilerrick.

Noali 
Wilson  canu-  on  horseback,  in  lsii2,  on  an  exphn-ing  e,\pe(btioi:  to 
where  is  m)W  Alba,  and  the  beautiful,  [lellucid  stream  tl7at  lains  ibroueb 
the  iilace  siig-esled  to  him  t!i<^  name-  All.a,"'  and  so  ii  was  clinsl(>ued. 
This  lone  luu'seman  sjicnt  the  summer  at  the  place  that  Inid  loolced  so 
enticing  when  he  Jiist  beheld  it,  and  he  planted  and  laiscl  th.'lirst 
ci'op  of   corn  gr(,wu    in    that  "settlement;    he  made  his    deanue    b\'

simply  settin'o'  lire  to  a  "  wiiulfair'  at  the  base  of  Ai-menia  mountain

about  forty  bushels  oi  eoi-n  and  stcned  it  for  his  familv  next  year. 

AV'ilson 
cleared  four  acres  and  sowed  it  in  wheat,  within  what  is  now  Alba 
Ixirough.

A  man  na.med  Lin/.evthen  lived  on  a  fai'in  that- 
became  the  .Alien  Tavlor  jilace.  In  l!ie  fall  ^[y.  W'dsou  relurned  to 
his  old  home  in  \'eianont,  and  spruit  the  winter  llieiv.  lie  had 
purchased  .".()oi)  acivs  of  the  Sus(iuelianna  Companv,  the  track  iiudiid- 
ing  Alba  borouiili  and  the  surrounding  connirv.  'lie  sold  to  Klisha 
Luther  and  Kill)ourn  Morlev  each  a  faiaii.  ami  biithei-  came  on 
with  hiui  the  next  year.  When  the  titles  failed  .Mr.  Wilson  refunded 
each  what  they  hail  paid  him,  although  he  nev(»r  reeoveivd  from  th(> 
com])any  a  cent.  David  Palmer  becauu.^  the  owner  of  .Moile\"s  piir- 
cha.se.  Jn  ISO-f  .Fereniiah  Smith  and  Samuel  lux'kwell  eauu'  to  Alba 
in  sleighs,  Smith  settling  on  the  Horace  AVelsli  farm,  and  iioekwell 
coming  to  the  ownership  through  his  grandson,  Jacoii  G.  Kockwell. 
Da-vid  Pratt  came  in  the  fall  of  1804-,  a.nd  sto|>ped  on  the  Nelson 
Peynolds  place;  at  the  same  tiuu-  came  Levi  .Aforse,  who  stopped 
on  the  Perry  Klliott-  farm.  .Mr.  Wilson  described  l^i'oy  as  he  fonnd  it 
on  his  way  with  his  famil\-  to  .\lba  m  ISo:;.  K\\\]\\  Smead  iiad  a  little 
log  cabin^  willi  about  aii  acre  cleared.  ;ind  .loim  P.arber  had  his 
])lace,  where  is  now  the  steam  mill. and  this  was  all  thei'e  was  of  Ti'un'. 
South  of  Troy  tliev  caim;  i(»  a  small  oiiening  oj'  ( 'alei)_AVi!lianis  ami 
licuben  Case- -the  latter  was  the  homestead  of  ( bm.'  Klihii  Case— 
and  then  to  the  Sam  Case  clearing,  afterward  Ivlwin  AVilliams's; 
then  to  Aaron  Case's  place,  a  frerward  Sheplnu'd  Spalding's  and  \)v. 
rtenl)en  Rawlev's.  now  AVilliam  A.  Thomas's.  All  these  earlv  set- 
tlers Inrned  oiil  and  helped  ciit  a  road  to  .\lba  b)r  the  Wilson  familv. 
Irad  Wd>on  ivmcmbcrs  ll,,,i  i!,,'  house  was  iiarelv  large  enoueii 
I'ov  his  nioMierand  father  to  sle.>p  in.  and  so  he  slepit'nmler  the 
wag.ui,  and  the  two  men  with  them,  by  the  side  of  (he  log  wliei'e  was 
a  lire.  The  m^xt  day  all  hands  fell  to,  and  beb)re  niiiht  l)iiilt  a 
new  house,  and  all  slept  in  that  royally.

'I'lie  lirst  marriai;-e  was  a  donf)l(i  om.\ 
in  ISOT,  by  Kathaniel  Al'len,  Esq..  the  parties  belne'  T;(.l)ert  AfcICean 
and  i^Fartha  Wilson,  and  the  other  was  David  Soaper  to  Polly  Luther, 
both  the  brides  being  of  All)a,  and   the  grooms  of  Burlington.     All

and  a  vigorous,  strong  man  in  body  a'lid  mind.    At  the  close  of  the  war 
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slaiiouedal  Newlo\Mi.  !  1  is  clerk  wa>  d  olm  .sl„.p:ird.  talluu'  ol  .Mrs.

announce  the  fact.      Hollenback's  house  and   store   was   toiai   down    in 


ISJrO.  In  ITO:!,  when  the  vevohitioii  in  Fi'ance  wiis  raginy,  ('ol.  Ilnlh'ji- 
back  was  employed,  by  the  ( bivcuioi'  of  Pennsylvania,  to  pioeui'e  a 
l)lace  ol'  retreat  i'ortheroyal  ianuly  of  Fi'anc(\  at sonieseuhuled  spot  on 
the  Susquehanna,  and  he  purchased  As\linu  townsliip.  Ih'adl'ord 
county,  to  which  i^lace  ca,ine  the  Frencli  colonv,  a  few  of  \vhose  de- 
scendants are  yet  with  us.  The  I'oval  luniilv  never  eanio— for  the  u'oixl 
reason  they  liad  lost  thrii' heads.  ' 

The  contention  ovei' these  laiuls  is  .^'iven  in  full  in  aiiothei'  chapter, 
nnd  it  is  oidy  necessary  here  to  give  tiie  chain  of  title  fi'<jni  LVnnsvl" 
vania  in  order  to  pi-eserve  histoi'icalaccuracv. 

In  17S(;An(liv\v  Klliotr.  on  the  part  of  Pennsvlvaiiia,  and  ,I;Mnes 
Clinton  an(_l  SiiniMiii  Dewitt,  on  the  part  of  the  Stati;  of  New  Yoi'k, 
were  appointed  commissioners  to  ascertain,  run  nut  and  mark  the 
lioundary  line  Ix'tween  the  two  States.  This  dutv  was  perfoiinetl  nt 
1780-87  Ijy  running  a  line  due  west  from  a  small  islaiul  in  the  Delaware 
river  to  Lake  Erie,  a  distance  of  25t»  miles,  88  perches. 

In  1784  the  C(nnmonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  bought  a  lari|-e  tract 
of  land  (jf  tlie  Indians  at  Fort  Stanwix.  The  land  otlire  was^opiMunl 
for  the  sale  of  these  lands,  ^May  1.  17S5.  Under  the  law,  a]ip]icalions 
liled  -within  ten  days  should  have  ])i-iorit\'  of  hicatioii. 

"Tso.  ]■'  was  drawn  from  the  wheel,  and  the  iiame,,f  tlie  ajiplieant 
was  -losiah  Lockhart.  This  gave  him  the  lirst,  dioice.  lie  applied  Un- 
1038  acres,  and  nuide  his  selection  (jii  the  point  of  land  between  the 
Tioga  and  Susquehanna  rivers— or  Tioea  Point  mow  Athens.  Jlis 
land  coinmenced  at  the  ]>oint  and  extended  a  little  above  -  Mile  Hill," 
from  river  to  rivei'.  Tlte  Indian  name  b-r  the"  Point"  was  Ta-"-a-o- 
gah,  meaning '-at  the  forks."'  This  lan.l  cost  Mr.  Lockhart  about 
twenty-six  cents  pei'  acre.  In  the  earlv  jiaH  of  the  centiirv  Mr.  Lock^ 
hart  sold  to  Charles  Carroll,  of  CJarrolll'on,  one  of  the  notalile  signers  of 
the  Declaration,  as  well  as  one  of  the  last  sui'vivorsof  these  iminortals  ; 
he  was  ninty-five  years  oKl  when  he  died.  From  Carroll  these  lands 
fell  to  Itichard  Caton,his  son-in-law.  and  from  him  to  Welles.  He 
made  easy  and  generous  settlement  with  the  most  of  the  Coiniectieiit 
claimanls  in  Iheii' ••  paving  twice  for  iheir  lands."  .\  nolahle  mai'k 
ol  these  lands  was  the  heav\  urowll:  of  vellow  pine  I  hat  coviM'cd  the 
ground.  This  timber  was  all  killed  oir  livthe  worm  that  attacked  i 
m  179(;,  and  the  tall  dead  trees  towered  as  -hastiv  sentinels  many 
y.'ars.  The  other  piiirhasers  at  llu;  saim^  t'inie  as  Lockhart  weiv 
Nicholas  Kiester,  Arthui'  Frwm.  Joseph  Frwin,  Tiniothv  Pickering, 
Samjiel  Ilodgs(ui,  Duncan  Ingraham  autl  Tench  Cox.  F:rwin  sold  fo 
DulUe,  and  Pickering  to  John  Shepard.  It  was  under  the  company 
of  the  Snscjuehanna  tha.t  the  village  was  i)latte(l  and  the  lots  hud  oit". 
The  ujtper  end  of  the  old  original  village  pha  is  indieatcd  hv  the  grave- 
yard. There  was  no  cross.street  in  the  place  until  voii  reached  this 
point,  and  only  one  roadway  noi'tli  and  south,  cipii-ilistant  from  the 
two  rivers.  Prince  Pryant "owned  COO  acres,  and  on  his  land  luiilt  a, 
grist  and  saw  mill,  and  in  1788  sold  to  Nathaniel  Shaw.  Paitu!  island 
was  named  for  ('lement  Paine.

Xoali  Miirrav  eaiiie 
in  IT'.'l  and  located  west  ol'  the  (Mieiiiuno'  river.  At  the  iiiouth  of 
Satterleeereek  . I.  V.  Nathan  Cantlin  setlled.  Noah  .Mnnav  in  IT'.tl 
settled  on  lot  1;'..

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li.ers  were  Ikmv.  ami  their  liig  and  little  chiefs  and  heads 
of  trilies  were  all  here,  and  their  followers  came  in  swfirms— all  rigecd 
out  in  harharie  splmidor.  paints,  feathers,  red  hlanl;ets.  ele. 

The  township,  as  surveyed  in  ITT  T.a  lid  re-adjusted  in  ITStl.  contained 
twentv-live  sfpiare  miles; '\Nas  lo(;aled  and  hiid'otil  hv  .kdiii  I'd'anklin 
and  .lohn  Jenkins  at  the  rei|uesl  of  TriMce  nryaiil.  Kli'sha  Sattm'lee  and 
their  associates.  The  two  rivers.  Sun(  piehii  n  na  and  Tioy.i  (in  New 
^  ork.  ihe  Chemni-i.  UK'el  wiihin  llie  coiitims  of  i  he  u.wiish  ip.  and 
these  slivams  di\ide  the  township  into  iu'arl\'  three  e(pial  parts. 
It  has  more  hroad  ferlik'  valleys  in  it  than  has  any  other  townslnii  in 
the  county.  The  present  township  includes  tlie  -rant  t<.)  Satterlee. 
Franklin  and  otlun-s.  anda  strip  aJioiit  threedoiirt  hs  of  a  mile  wide  on 
the  north,  which  wasmade  \iv  eari'y  iiiL'' t  he  north  line  to  the  Statelim;. 
and  also  '-the  0(.re'"  which  was  ad'deil  on  the  west  side  ami  tak'eii  from 
Durk-ee  townsliip.  and  a  ))oint.  takani  oil'  Hie  south  line  and  given  to 
Sheshe(uiin,  exlendiug  up  the  river  nearly  to  Hie  junction;  tins  change 
in  t  he  son  Hi  lim.-  was  a  mat  1  er  ol'  con  veuieiua'  in  working  the  road  run- 
ning ahnig  the  east  side  of  the   river.

Those  titles  sui)sci|UtMUlv  ])asse(I  to  Joseph 
AVhartou,  of  rhihuh'ljihia.  ami  linallv  this  heeauic  the  source  from 
which  lithi  was  (hu'lved  In"  the  setlh'fs.  The  land  west  of  the  Susipie- 
hanna.  was  jHU'chased  of  The  Indians,  in  17S1-,  at  Ft.  Stanwix.  The 
lii'st  pni'chas(^  hei'c  was  by  ,Iosiah  l.ockhart.  of  I^ancaster,  whose  tii'st 
choice  took  the  hind  on  tiie  point  lying  between  the  rivei's;  tliis  is  the 
source  of  title  to  most  of  th(>  hnid  witliin  th(>  borough  of  Atliens. 
Wlien  jthilted,  the"  lands  within  the  i)oint  were  |;iid  ,,l\  into  small  town 
lots  in  tin;  lower  portion,  ten  acre  lots  above,  and  on  bolii  siiles  of  the 
rivei's,  east  and  west  of  the  ])oinf.  were  one  hundred  acre  lot.-,.

I'a.-  Alwa\  s  readv.'"  and  a  uala-dav  it  wa.  in  Atlnuis  ••  wImui 
the  ban.l  beeau  lo  play.""  'ike  Snellcarried' I  he  proud  banner,  and  no 
prouder  man  ev(;r  went  marchini:'  down  the  stn-et.  The  ('ompanw  in 
their  new  uniforms,  inarched  uver  the  bridec.  led  b\-  dabez  Si()ue"s 
martial  band,  lo  where  is  now  the  Siiinll  tannery,  where  llie\-  rec(uved 
tluur  visitors,  the  Towaiula  companies,  winch  came  up  oii'lhi'  canal 
packet  boat  "(ia/.elle""  that  had  brawd  llu^  pei'ils  of  the  ra'dne'  eaiiaJ. 
When  the"  Franklins""  and"  Naiads""  had  been  thus  receive.l.  all  joined 
in  procession,  and  marched  back  (o  the  "  Ivxcdianec  Hotel.""  and'  at  lo 
A.  ji.  the  proci'ssioii  fornu'd  ;  the  town  was  eaJh'  decorated  .and  from 
every  house  and  evei'v  window  (liiltered  welcomiuL;-  Ihaus  to  those 
brave  and  scarreil  liredieht<'rs  in  their  ivs|ikMident  uiiiforms.  The 
parade  over,  they  m.arclied  to  the  b)ot  'A'  Ferry  street,  to  test  the 
(nieilies. 

The  .1  unclioii  IronAVfU'k-s  weiv  nio\'eil  fi'om  Athen.s  in  AuLiaisl, 
lS:i<;.  and  this  caused  Merriairi  and    Ilar.hu'to    resien,   and    C.T.  Hull 
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\\';is  iiuide  roreiiiuii.  and  Noble  Uiii^'i^'lcs.  assistant,  ;  A.  II.  Spaldini;'. 
chief,  and  J.   II.  AVilson,  soci'(>tary. 

At  tiie  annual  election.  ,laniiafv  -'!,  1857,  the  fullowino'  wei'e  chosen: 
James  II.  Wilson,  foi'enian  ;  'J\  \l.  Davis.  .Ii'.,  assistant;  ('.  T.  Hull, 
secretary;  A.  11.  Spalding',  chief  engineer,  ami  L.  AV.  JUii'chard.  assist- 
ant. After  the  closing  of  the  Junction  Iron  Works,  the  Coinjtanv 
found  (]uarters  at  J.  II.  Wilson's,  and  their  place  of  jiracticini:-  was  the 
tall  chimiK'V  of  (Tiilett's  Ijrewery,  wliicli  was  destrcn'etl  iiv  lire. 

Dissensions  arose  in  the  Company,  an<l  interest  began  to  flag.  On 
August  o.  18'>7,  a  I'esolution  to  disband  was  passed.  At  the  same  time 
a  re(piest  was  niadi.;  to  (J.  '\\  Hull  to  call  a  public  iiu'eting  to  cirganize 
a  new  company;  a.  meeting  was  held,  and  an  informal  emergencv 
company  was  enrolled.  IhU  a  genei'al  demoi'alization  on  the  sul)ject 
prevailed. 

To  this  time  the  ])fincipal  lires  in  Athens  were:  J.  ]].  ]3rockwav"s 
house  in  1S4T,  which  stood  \vliere  is  now  J.  L.  Ellsbi'ee's  residence; 
ad  joining  and  l)urned  was  1 1  iram  A[orrithew's  small  shoe-maker"s  shop,  in 
which  Merrithew  hustled  out  in  such  a  hurry  that  he  lost  his  wooch-n  leg. 

In  1S.")1  the  row  of  woodi'ti  business  Ikjuscs  that  stood  where  is 
nowtheold  l)rick'  block,  down  town,  were  l)urned.  In  this  Jii'c  jnissed 
away  the  old  -  Kagle  Hotel"  budding;  Hilly  Wilson's  store.  William 
A[ier"s  cal)iui't  sho]),  and  (irantSnell's  new  frame  stor(_\  not  finished; 
the  lATethodist  church.  ••  r.ai-i'acic  Kow  " — tenement,  houses— and  the 
Episcopal  chui'ch  building.  This  lire;  swe|)t  av.-ay  all  the  Inisiness 
houses  on  ]\Iain  street,  churches,  and  Jiarrack  Row.  cleai'  to  the  I'iver 
on  Chemung  street,  a  great  calamity  to  the  town. 

In  185'!  the  "Exchange  Hotel"  barns,  sheds,  and  Dr.  AVilliam 
KilT's  house  were  burned.  It  was  one  of  tin?  hottest  davs  in  Julv. 
This  was  only  a  few  da,ys  after  the  great  i)a,ra.de  of  "  Pi-otection''" 
Company,  and  the  engine  was  worketl  mightily,  an.d  soon  pumped  the 
cistern  dry.  so  a.  bucket  brigade  leading  t*,)  the  lavei'  was  ])nt  in    fcn'ce. 

Soon  after  this  Patrick's  old  brick  block  was  Imrned.  It  was 
rebuilt  in  its  present  torni.  Tlum  the  Page  store  and  John  Drake's 
ri'sidciu'c  went  up  in  llamcs.  Di'akc's  i-csidcncc  was  one  of  the 
old  ('leniciii  I'aine  biiild  ino-s,  and  stood  where  is  now  I  he  Sah'at  ion 
.\rmy  ban-acUs. 

In  the  order  following  were  the  (ires  that  deslro\-cd  Dor^ev's 
livei'y  stable:  I'ilce's  lintel  and  the  wooden  I'ow  of  "  buildings  'on 
the  east  siih;  of  Main  street:;  Edwin  White's  tin  shop,  which 'stood 
neai'  where  is  Iv.  X.  kow(rs  I'esidence,  and  with  it  went  the  Presby- 
terian church;  then  !•'.  K.  Lyon's  cabinet  shop  and  the  second  IumcIc 
Presbyterian  church   building. 

The  Junction  Iron  AVoi-ks  f)uiklings  \vere  l)ui'ned  in  187i',  unoccu- 
pied at  the  time.  In.  the  vicinity  whei'e  is  now  the  hea,vy  part  of 
the  i)iisiness  on  !\[ain  street  were  "  hot  grounds."  The  Hemlock  row 
was  burned,  but  other  buildings  took  its  place,  and  they  too  were 
burned. 

In  the  meantime  th(^  continued  indifference  to  having  a  live 
lire  company  finally  ])aved  the  wa-y  to  its  I'ehabilitation.  J'eriodical 
attempts,  at  all  events  rent'wed  ellVirts  after  eveiw  lire,  had  been  made 
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to  this  end,  and  1S77  witnosscd  lli(>  iioiir  and  the  men  wlien  the 
Athenians  shoidd  onee  more  beeoine  active  iire-liohtei'S.  A  meeling 
was  liehl  at  Mitchell  Eros."  store,  and  at  this  meeting  appeared  Joseph 
]\L  Ely,  who  was  fresh  from  an  extended  experience  with  the  noted 
Excelsior  Hose  Company  Xo.  14,  of  New  York,  and  he  and  C.  T.  Hnll 
took  the  matter  in  hand.  The  old  hand  engine  and  cart  were  ])ur- 
chased  that  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  I'lood  &  Co.,  a  committee 
was  appointed,  and  six  months  after  the  council  provided  laws  and 
regulations  that  resulted  in  the  i)resent  Fire  Department.  A  lot  was 
jjurchased  on  Bridge  street  at  the  request  of  all  tlie  leading  citizens. 
A  company  of  eighty  niembei-s,  composed  of  the  best  citizens. Was  soon 
organized,  and  Protection  Company.  No.  1,  was  revived,  and  tlie  name 
changed  to  Protection  Hose  and  Engine  Company  No.  1,  and  at 
all  these  preliminary  meetings  J.  AL  Ely  was  secretary  and  one  of  the 
moving  spirits.  June  7,  187S,  an  election  was  held  and  the  following 
ollicei's  chosen:  Jose])h  j\[.  Ely,  chief  engineer;  Chai-!cs  T.  Hull,  lirsl 
assistant  chief;  David  E.  Park,  second  assistant  chief. 

At  the  special  nieeting,  June  S,  1878,  the  following  general  otlicers 
were  elected  :  T.  D.  AVofcot.  president;  M.  P.  Heath, \'ice-])resident, 
M.  W.  Nevins,  secretary;  George  T.  Ercanbrack,  financial  secretary; 
E.  T.  Page,  treasurer;  George  xV.  Kinney  and  .lose]>h  Ilines.  trustees ; 
E.  G.  Fitch,  mendjei-  of  fire  board;  Charles  ^forse.  foreman;  John 
Carroll,  assistant  foreman;  II.  Carpentei'  and  Ai-d  Ci'ous.  juiieman. 
A  new  and  elaborate  unifoiMii  was  prescribed.  AVith  their  new  com- 
pany and  new  uniform  tli(>y  were  i-eady  for  invitations,  and  went  t<^ 
Waverly  in  Srotendjcr.  accompanied  "by  the  Athens  Cornel  Hand. 
New  hose,  2()(J  feet,  had  been  secui'ed  In'  a  ])nblie  subscriptiim,  and 
the  next  year  the  borough  purchased  a  le;lilier  hose.  The  first  Imild- 
ing  was  provided  as  follows:  :\rr.  Ely  knowing  the  borough  could  do 
nothing,  found  a  m:in  who  could  furnish  theluinber  andWait  three 
years  for  his  i)a,y  ;  it  was  i)uirhasetl  and  the  members  volunteered  to 
do  the  W(^rk.  several  put  in  as  much  as  two  month's  steady  work  on  it. 
It  was  put  u])  in  the  fall  of  1S7S.  The  ladies  gave  a 'festival,  ami 
raistMl  fuiuls  to  I'omplete  and    furnish  the  buildmu-.''' 

lA.i'  lS7:i  Ely,  Hull  and  Park  were  re-eh-cted.  During  this  year 
there  had  been  thive  fires,  and  this  made  it  |)lain  that  a  lire  alarm"  was 
needed.  Seventy  dollars  were  subscrilied,  mostly  liy  the  conqiany,  a 
bell  i)urchased,  and  the  present  tower-house  and  belfry  put  up  andtlie 
bell  swung. 

After  this  thorough  reorganization,  the  principal  tires,  in  addition  to 
those  given  above,  were:  October  15,  lS7'.t.  F.  P.  Lyon's  cal)inet  fac- 
toiw,  anil  John  Carroll's  residence  and  the  Presbyterian  church— losses 
Sl'J.oOO;  May  l!),  1880,  Novelty  Furniture  Works,  lire  room  ;  May  20, 
following,  frame  dwelling  foot''of  Chestnut  street ;  December  27,  iS81, 
John  Merritt's  livery  stable,  Mi's.

10,  ISS;!,  Mrs.  i\furi-a,y's  new  fi;nne  dwelling,  loss  s;V,()()(i;  Mav  13, 
ISS;:;,  >Setli  Ellsl)ree's"  three-slor\'  l)nilding.  Main  sti'eet,  loss  i^."..20^)  ;

Fcl.i'uary  4.  IS'.U,  the  old  "  Exchange  Hotel  "  bnrned,  'I'his  was  a 
notable  old  liiiildiii<;-,  oncii  the  very  heart  and  cimter  of  the  village,  hut 
now  in  lowei-  town,  and  the  l)usincss  has  passed  away  from  its  loealitv. 
It  had  stood  I'oi'  sixty  years,  and  was  at  one  time  a  noted  stage  staiid 
on  the  gr(>at  siMithwest  thoi'onghfare  through  the  county.  It  sheltered 
in  its  day  most  of  the  notable  men  of  Fennsyh-ania  or  Xew  York- 
— P.uehanaii,  Fremont.  \'an  ihtren.  (-ireeh^y,  AVilmot,  (ii'a-w.  >' F)ick  " 
Johnson  (Tecuniseh's  siayer)  and  a  host  of  others — a,  land  mark,  tiidy, 
in  noi'tliern.  Pennsylvania.  Fur  fifteen  years  or  more  it  was  "too  far 
down  town,"  and  when  it  was  built  it  was  thought  "it  is  too  far  up 
town."  It  bui'iied  at  the  (\('m\  of  night,  and  to  some  the  greatest  loss 
was  the  destruction  of  the  old  tavei'n  i-ounded  si,L;ii  that  swung  so  long- 
before  the  front  door. 

F^ly,  Hull  and  Spalding  continued  by  re-elections  in  tluMi' respecti\-e 
otiices  without  change  until  iss.".,  when  Hull  and  J-dy  changed  places. 
Tlie  Fire  Dejiai-tment  and  (4.  A.  \l.  hall  ai-e  now  the  same,  and  Athens 
can  boast  of  a  most  eilicient  lot  of  iii-e-fighters. 

Returning  a  little  to  the  story  of  the  f(junding  and  growth  of  the 
town,  which  may  now  be  said  to  be  one  luuulred  and  live  years  old. 
we  i-efer  to  the  description  of  the  ])lace.  the  oldest  one  now  known, 
niarle  in  1795  by  Dake  de  la  Ilochefoucauld.  lie  describes  it  as  eight 
or  ten  rough  cabins,  one  of  them  a  tavern  "  crowded  with  ti-avelers 
going  to  settle  near  the  lakes" — the  yeai- Ijefore,  so  great  was  this 
travel,  that  three  of  the  cabins  called  themselves  "taviTus.  lie 
(h>scribe(l  the  meivhants  trailing  with  Indians  mostly,  but  dealiuL;-  in 
hemp  which  was  obtained  fi'om  the  valh'ys  above.  The  Duke  wasin>t 
})leased  with  his  accommofUitions  ;  hati  to  sleej)  in  the  "loft"  that 
was  entered  by  an  outside  ladder;  liis  bed  oi'  )»allet  was  as  rude  as 
possible,  and  "  not  clean  ;"  he  slept,  therefoi'e.  with  his  fxx.its  on.  and 
the  food,  according  to  his  notes,  was  in)t  any  better  Ihan  the  other 
acconimo<lations.  Choice  business  locations  at  the  beginning  of  the 
century  were  rated,  in  the  market  nearly  as  liigh  as  the  average  lots 
on  Broadway,  New  York-.  In  1802  (George  Welles  had  become  the 
possessor  of  Fockhart's  imrchase,  and  he  employed  a  snrvevor  to 
resurvey,.thc  ])lace,  wJdch  he  called  "  Fock-hai'tsl)urg,'"  but  the  jieople 
would  not  so  have  it.  and  tlie  old  names  and  streets  ])revailc(l. 

Welles  was  the  fairest  minded  of  men;  his  name  (F'sei'ves  th(> 
l)rightest  future  in  the  history  of  the  county.  Wlu/n  he  ])nrchased 
Fockhart's  title  to  the  point,  he  came  on  and  locatcil  in  the  place. 
For  fourteen  yeai's  previoush'  the  (jonnecticnt  jieople  were  settknl 
here,  and  sup[)osed  thev  o\vned  the  laml  by  a  good  Connecticut  title; 
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Uicy  liiul  l)(.ii-lil  ;iii(l  sold  wiMioiii  let,  or  liindrniico.  Mr.  WelK's"  lirst 
:icL  on  an'iviiiL;-  \v;is  to  |)Ufcli.'ts(j  .laiiics  Ii'viiie's  tiivern,  and  claim  that 
was  on  Welles'  land,  paying  him  !^C,0(iU;  and  he  moved  into  the  tavern 
<and  continued  it  as  a  public.  On  the  lower  part  of  the  point  were 
Isaac  Cash,  Ira  Stephens,  Nehen\iah  Northrup.  David  Paine,  Ileni'v 
Decker,  .louathan  Karris,  Nathan  Hull  and  Mr.  IJeebe.  These  wei'c 
all  in  peaceable  possession,  and  ha<l  made  houses  and  fences,  and  were 
cultivating  tiieir  iields.  ^Fr.  Welles  bought  these  all  out,  and  ])aid  in 
the  aggregate  about  .^;],00(J.  Elisha  ]\Iathewson  had  ])urchased  lots  on 
the  Welles  or  Lnclchart  tract,  and  Mr.  Welles  oU'ered  to  buy  his  interests, 
but  .AFathewson  ri'fused  to  sell  on  any  terms,  and.  as  his  lots  were 
scattei'ed  a.boiii  promiscuously,  alfaii's  soon  became  vexing.  .Mr. 
Matliewson  died  in  ISO.-),  and  Gen.  IJenrv  Welles  succeetled  to  th(.! 
ownership  of  his  father's  intei'ests  in  the  [.oclchart  lands.  He  tried  in 
vain  to  purcha,se  the  J\[athe\vson  int(uvsts,  and  finally  commenced  suit 
in  the  Federal  Court.  iAfi's.  Matliewson  had  given 'a  -Iced  to  AVelles. 
but  sh(!  clainu'd  it  was  as  a  compi'omis(_',  and  she  was  to  have  a  rl(;ai' 
and  fee  simple  deed  to  her  h<.us('  and  lot.  Cnder  this  (lee<l  the  sluM-ill' 
l)ut  Welles  in  possession.  In  iSU'Jdlen.  Henry  AVelh^s  was  elected  io  the 
Legislatiu'c,  and  he  secured  the  passage  of  wdiat  was  k-iiowii  as  the 
Jledfoi'd  and  Ulster  Act,  by  which  these  townships  wci'e  allowed  the 
l)enelits  of  the  i)r()visions  of  the  (Jompi'omise  of  1  7'.)'.).  .Mrs.  Matliews(_)n 
conimencetl  suit  for  hrr  eiitii'c  land  and  lots.  Ilcr  claim  was  against 
Satterlce,  from  whom  her  husband  liad  obtained  title.  These  wei'c 
deemed  ihc  most  inii)orta.nt  cases  in  connection  \vith  the  history  of  tlie 
"  Seventeen  Townships.''  The  cases  were  twice  carrieii  to  the  supreme 
conrt;  finally,  befoi'e  tlie  House  of  llepresentatives,  at  liarrisburg, 
asking  for  special  legislation.  Constant  Mathewson,  son  of  Elisha, 
liad,  in  1827,  been  elected  to  tiie  Legislature,  and  finally  secured  the 
ai)pointment,  of  a  commission  to  examine  the  (piestion  and  appi'aise 
the  land,  and  in  the  end  Mrs.  Mathewson  was  paid  l)y  the  State 
S10,""<>.  Thus  liap[)ily  emled  tlu;  long  land  c(;ntrovei-sy,  invohing 
about  127  aci'cs  on  tiie  jtoinl  :  land  (piestions  that  had  disturlud 
social  and  poliiii'al  life  throiiglioiit  this  portion  of  the  State  for  nearly 
half  a  ciMilury. 

In  lS-f2  Athens  was  described  as  a,  very  pleasant  ami  piMmising 
village,  and,  as  a  business  place,  one  of  tlu^  most  important  in  northern 
Pennsylvania.  "  It  is  on  the  isthmus  which  extemls  across  the  point 
of  junction  i)etwe(Mi  the  'i'ioga  and  Sus(|Uehanna  rivei's,  and  about  two 
miles  aboV(^  th(>  juncti(Ui  ;  "  and.  with  this  lirief  notice  of  the  placi;',  the 
visitoi-  proceeds  to  say:  '"Above  and  below  the  town  tlu.'  land  widens 
out  into  meadows  of  surjn'ising  fertility.  The  long  main  street  of  the 
village  runs  lengthwise  of  the  isthmus,  and  is  ailorned  hy  delightful 
residences  and  shade  treey  and  slirubbeiy.  There  is  an  academy  here, 
a  substantial  bridge  over  each  (jf  the  rivers;  that  ovei' the  Sus(juehaiina 
has  been  recently  built ;  that  over  the  Tioga  was  built  in  IS'jn.  Pop- 
ulation.-f;;5."  The  niai'kcd  eras  in  thc/place  weiv  the  lirst  mails 
carried  on  b)ot  from  Wilkesdlarre  to  this  place;  tlnjii  the  weekly  C(kicIi 
mails,  th(!  canal,  and,  linallv,  the  I'ailroa.l. 

The    small  stores  (d'   HoUrnback,    David   Alexander   and    lle])burn 
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]\:i(\  in  a  way  met  the  trading  wants  of  tlie  |»eo|)l(',  hut  wiien  AFr. 
Welles  t-une 'he  l)ron^'lit  the  (ii'st  real  stoi-e.  I'oi'  lliat  (h»y  a  hu'-'e  ven- 
ture in(h3iMl.  e(.ntaiuiu,u'  wo  h'ss  tlian  si  l,()(i()  woi't  li  of  go.'xls,  and  h(}aud 
his  ])ariner,  ("auton,  occupii'd  the  hnihli)i^'  ueai'ly  opiiosile  tin;  '•  Li'vine 
Hotel."  Al'tei'  the  store  was  a.haridoiied  the  liuildiuy-  was  uuule  a 
dwelliui^-  by  Judge  Ileri-iek.  in    ISl'.',. 

I-'roui  th.e  time  of  its  lirst  discovery,  thoughtful  men  regartletl  Athens 
as  in  many,  respects  a  favored  point,  and  believed  in  its  destiny, 
esju'cially  as  a  great  future  manufaetiii'ing  and  shi])ping  point.  It  had 
long  been  the  liidian's  "dooi-"  between  the  noi'th  and  tlie  south,  and 
the  white  man  could  also  see  that  it  was  "the  center,"  and  he  dreamed 
of  a  time  when  it  woidd  i'(>acli  out  its  long  arms  of  couiuiercc  that 
would  be  backed  by  g^-eat  fa,ctories.  supplying  a  needy  woi'ld.  They 
built  for  home  sup[)ly  the  first  saw  and  giast  mills — tiie  entei'prise  of 
such  men  as  i^i-ince  jiryant  a,nd  .lohn  Shepai'd.  and  ShepardV:  old  stone 
mill  stands  io-da,y  on  Cayuta  creek',  ueai'  whei'e  In:'  lirst  built  one  o\' 
the  linest  mills  in  the  countiw,  with  all  the  latest  iniprovenii-nts,  with 
a  magnilicent  watei'  power;  and  viewing  this  mill  and  ground,  on  the 
beautiful  st.ream  and  the  I'omantie  spot,  one  can  almost  fancy  that  the 
shades  of  the  nuui  who  came  liei'i'  oiu'  hundi'ed  years  ago  and  seleeted 
this  place  miglit  yet  be  seen  Hitting  about  these'leal'y  bowers.  As  an 
(.'vidiMice  of  the  supreme  importanee  to  the  pe<)])le  the  mill  of  John 
Sln.'pard  was.  it  may  be  mentioned  that  it  was  burned  in  IT'JS, 
and  the  jieople  vi^luntarilv  mrX  and  bv  volunteer  labor  mostly  rebuilt 
it  in  six  weeks,  and  ovei-  this  thei'e  was  joy  in  o.vcvy  cabin  for  many 
miles  al)out.  Shades  of  the  great  depai'ted  I  The  writei' was  an  (?ye-wit- 
ness  to  the  burning  of  the  old  "  I'kvchan.gt' "  tavern,  mentioned  above. 
It  was  one  of  tlie  never-to-be^forgot  ti.'U  resorts  of  northern  Pennsyl- 
vania, Ijuiltiu  1S;;0  by  William  Ib'iggs,  who  kept  it  sevei'al  years,  and 
about  l.Sp)  was  succin-ded  by  S.  >.y  (i.  I'ark,  wik.)  had  it  eiifai'ged  and 
fiinshed,  the  third  stoi'v  and  veranda  beiue-  added;  then  ke))t  bv  Olm- 
stead  &  liiirchaid,  Hon.  (i.  W.  Kinnev,  Jacob  Krca nbrack,  Sloan  Jor- 
dan. A.  J.  Nobl,>  and  J.  S.  ratteisoii.  and  when  binned,  bv  Mr. 
riielps.  In  the  old  siauv-coaeh  davs  this  was  a  famous  "stand.""  Fat 
bai'ns.  stage  hoi'ses,  and  those  great  whips—"  ( )id  Sam  Wellers""  all  of 
tiiem.  and  the  old  Concord  coaches,  w(jre  in  the  I'oyal  court  yai'd — the 
long  wlups  of  the  drivers  and  the  stage  horses"  "  I'a-ra-ra-ta-ta-ta-tat  I  " 
were  the  signals  for  the  jaded  horses  to  ]M'ance  and  pretend  to  plunge, 
and  rh(^  p(.^op!e  to  rush  to  tlie  front  to  see  the  great  ai'rival — the  school 
children,  ami  many  of  their  ei'aud parents,  gave  o])en-monthed,  daily 
a.l  tendance  on  these  events.  The  g-i-e-a-t  man  of  the  long,  slim  whip  and 
horse  is  goim  -faded  a  way  as  though  drowned  by  the  I'oar  and  scream  of 
the  locomoti\'e  whist  le,  and  the  old  "I'kxchange""  was  h  is  iitting  memorial, 
with  its  older  sign  that  swung  in  front  with  its  highly  colored  "  (Joach 
and  Four"  rampant.  "Mine  Host""  inside,  usually  in  his  shirtsleeves 
and  big,  loose  cai'pet  slippers,  the  verv  impersonation  of  fat  larder  and 
the  yet  fatter  heather  beds  and  snow-white  linen  in  rows  in  the  gi'eat 
one  r(.)om  al>ove  the  entrance  lloor.  His  heai-ty,  cheery,  welcome  to 
the  newly-arrivetl  guests,  and  tlu^  (hdicatc-  ollei'  of  a  little  "  snthin" '" 
t(»  clear  the  wear\'  ti'aveler's  tliroat    -a  sweet  activity  that  was  probably 
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just  six  days  less  tlmii  a  week  from  the  distillery  neai'  by — Avas  freely 
liaiuled  oat  from  the  dark  coi'iiei',  ami  every  drop  seemed  to  say  and 
sing',  "o'er  all  the  ills  of  life  victorions !  "  On  the  early  mi^riiing — 
2  o'clock — of  February  4,  IS'Jl,  this  good  old  land-mark  jiassed  away 
in  smoke  and  ilame  to  the  horrid  midnight  melody  of  the  lire-ljells. 
Andtiieni'Xt  moi'iiing  the  ageil  Athenians  lingered  alxnit  the  smol- 
(h'l'ing  ruins,  and  man\'  an  honest  I'cgret  esea])ed  tlieir  lijts — moi-e  over 
the  l(")Ssor  the  old  sign  than  f.f  the  i)nilding. 

Karly  in  the  '•  liltics."  C.  K.  Welles  and  (Jhauncey  Shi[iman  Ijuilt 
the  Iron  AV'orlsS — loundry  and  iron  machinery  of  all  kinds,  especially 
Engines.  It  was  situated  on  the  block  west  of  Fitch  ^V  King's  st(iri_\ 
After  some  time  it  was  changed  to  the  "  Agricultural  AVork's,""  aiul  was 
operated  by  Flood  ^V.  Co.  In  time  it  ceasetl  as  iron  works,  and  fell 
into  the  hands  of  Charles  Clap'p  who  converted  it  into  a  shingle  factory, 
and  successfully  operated  it  some  time,  but  it  was  evt;ntually  buiaied  as 
mentioned  above. 

D.  Alexandt;r  built  the  first  distillery  on  lot  :U,  mjw  the  pro])erty 
of  j\lr.  Maurice.  Fut  tiie  ideas  of  a,  distillei-y  then  and  one  now  are  so 
wide  apart  as  to  have  hardly  the  shadow  of  a  seinbhuici'.  They  lii'st 
made  whisky  of  rye  and  then  of  corn — but  a  still  in  tlu'  way  of  a 
factory  then  was  not  of  much  moi'(^  significance  tlian  t!ie  housewife's 
spring  soap-making,  usually  in  a  boi'rcjwed  kettle — itissaid  the  whisky 
was  mostly  made  to  be  ])o!ite  l(^  the  )ireacher  in  his  wei'kly  visits,  a 
kind  of  sacramental  obsm'vaiu.'e,  as  well  ;is  in  lieu  of  his  cash  salary. 
The  average  man  of  that  day  was  far  more  I'eligious  than  he  is  now, 
but  he  had  less  jjrejndices  on  some  subjects. 

Tlie  iii'st  school' in  the  village  was  in  tin'  iiouse  of  David  Alexander, 
taught  l)y  a,  man  named  'J'homps<in.  The  hrst  schoMl-hoiise  was 
biiiil  on  the  (jkl  Cross  street,  ne;u'  the  distilleiw.  Jt  was  a  geiu^ral  puie 
lic  house  for  church  services,  ])ublic  iiieetings  and  school. 

AVilliam  AFUer  and  F^aniel  Moore,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  other 
century,  started  the  first  ferry  at  Athens.  It  is  said  that  the  lirst 
house 'built  in  what  is  now  At'lieus  was  in  IK).  Iiv  .\ndre;is  I'.iuhl,  <>n 
h-t  ;;i.  In  bSlI,  Mi.'hael  U.  Thorp  unproved  his 'property,  and  in  lime 
sold  to  ,Indge  llerriek.  .\t  the  time  this  was  the  linest  ini]woveinent  in 
the  county.  Anujng  the  earliest  practicing  ])hysicians  was  Dv.  Amos 
Fi'entiss  who  opened  sho])  in  ITDT,  near  old  ^Nlilltown  ;  he  built  a  room 
bii'a  dr^^■  sloi'i' ami  K-(>pt  it  as  such  several  V(\irs.  lie  tauglit  the  lii'st. 
school  m  the  lirst  school-honsi!  buill  near  Miillown  buryine-  -round  ; 
the  succeeding  teachers  were  Ann.s  Fraiddmand  then  \h\u\r\  Snlterlee. 
I''rancis  8necken!)ergei",  with  an  Irish  wife,  came  in  1  I'.i'.i,  and  iocau^ii 
on  lot  is.  Thomas  Wilcox,  in  1  sijo.  and  located  near  the  State  line 
and  sixtieth  nulestone.  The  old  Sinuui  Spalding  place  is  now  the 
possession  of  Minier.  Moi'lev..  (Trillin,   Fane  and  (ireiui. 

Joshua  F.  (Fddings  was  born  on  (^)iieen  l^sther's  held,  now  (ieorge 
Fa"-e's  farm,  in  th.'^vear  IsOO  Stephen  Tiiltle  came  and  opened  a 
small  st.uv  in  Ilollenback's  blockdionse.  (ieorge  Welles,  in  lT'.t'.>.  built 
on  the  west  side  of  Alain  street  on  lots  S  and  'J.  Flisha  Satterlee  owiu'd 
a  twenty-acre  tract  or  h;!.  The  price  he  paid  t'oi'  it  was  a  Fi-eticli 
(;rown  piece  and  a  bandanna  handlcercliief, 
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Thelii'sL  fiillinn-  uiill  was  built  in  180S  by  Julm  Sh.'j.anl  and  Josiali 
Crocker.  This  was  a  great  iiii|)i'()vcment  foi' the  yood  df  the  people  who 
came  iiere  to  mill  or  to  the  wodh.'ii  luiil  for  iii;in\'  miles  through  the 
trackless  woods,  and  at  lii'st  on  loot  l.)ec;iuse  ihn-e  wiM'e  no  i)aths  even 
IX  iiorse  could  lollow.  One  nnin,  toward  the  s(.)utlnvest  coiaier  of  the 
county,  went  to  mill  at  Athens  on  foot,  was  lost  three  days  and  nearly 
perished. 

A  ]iostolIice  was  established  in  1S03  at  Athens,  and  William  Pi'en- 
tiss  was  the  Jirst  pt)stnnistei-.  The  present  incund)ent  is  V..  AV.  I)avis, 
with  ,].  Henry  Price,  assistant,  and  JNfiss  X.  A.  J)oran,  money  clerk. 

.loseph  Buonapai'te  came  down  the  river,  and  it  is  said  was  a  guest 
at  Hepburn's  Mrst  log  taven  ke]it  in  the  pJMce.  Stephen  C.  Foster, 
who  will  live  in  iinniiory  while  the  sweet  and  simple  songs  of  "Old 
Dog  Tray,"' "  Suwanee  liiver."' •' >('ellv  r>l\' '"  ;ind  othcn's  of  liis  carols 
will  ever  continue  to  be  sung  b\-  lovers  of  simple  melody,  wasaschool- 
\n)y  in  Athens,  attending  the  old  academy.  He,  when  a  lad,  would 
])lay  his  lliiteand  c<jinpose  music,  and  while  here  he  wrote  the  "Tioga 
March."  His  brother  was  one  of  the  superintendents  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  cMual.

Hull  was  elected  tivasurer  of  Ih-adford 
county  in  IMtii,  and  in  assuming  his  otlicial  duties  he  was  succeeded  in 
the  baid<  by  his  assistant  cashier.  F.  K.  ilai'ris.  'J'he  men  in  control 
have,  from  the  first,  givini  uidinuted  jiublic  conlidence  in  the  institu- 
tion, and  its  Ijusiuess  and  cr(Hlit,  at  home  and  abroad,  ai'e  A  1 .  Its 
recent  statement  shows  :  Capital  SlOO.noo  ;  sni'plus  sr)O,0O()  ;  deposits

—  In  the  way  of  a  snndl  b(^ginning  these 
imp(M-lant  woi'ks,  aun»ni;-  the  most  imporlaul  now  in  iioi-thern  I'eim- 
s\lvaiua.  eaiue  into  e\i^teuce  m  1  SC'.t.  uiuiei'  llie  diivei  ion  of  Charles 
Kellogg'.  AVasasmall  alTair  at  first,  ami  three  men  .-ould  (,'asi!y  do 
all  tlie  woi'k",  but  it  was  a  growing  plant.  jMi'.  Jvellogu' continued  his 
operations  until  J 872,  when  C.  S.  Maurice  became  a  ])artnei',  and  a- 
strong  company  (unlimited)  was  formed,  including  these  two  gentle- 
men, L.  C.  Clark  and  the  mendters  of  the  jiresent  companv,  who  are 
as  follows:  C.  S.  :\Iaurice,  C.  McDonaJd,  (ieoree  S.  "Field  and 
Filmund  Haynes.  The  inci'(_'ased  company  was  foianed  March  -f, 
ISSf.  conliuued  three  years,  and  expired  March  4,  1S87.  when  Kellogg 
and  Clark  sold  to  the  ])resent  company.  All  the  realty  of  the  woi-ks 
belong  U)  Alaurice  and  M.acdonald,  as  well  as  all  the  old  machinery  ; 
but  the  Union  Bridge  Company  own  a.ll  that  has  b('en  added  as  new 
machinery,  etc.  A  poilion  of  the  plant  is  on  leased  gi'ouiul.  While  among 
the  largest  worksof  thekind,  it  is  always  prosperous — occupying  about 
fourteen  acres,  and  employing  about  live  hundred  hamls,  averaging  the 
year  round  475  employes.  The  monthly  ])ay-role  is  over  $17, (KJ(}  in

the  Illinois  Ventval  Uaiiroad  bi'idge,  Cairo,  III.,  the  Merchants'  bridge, 
St.  Louis,  the  ^\'llto||,■|,  !)!'idge,  across  the  Mississippi  at  "Winona,  and 
are  now  const  rucl ing  a  bridge  acix)SS  tiie  jMississippi  at  M(.Mnphis.  Tcnn.: 
this  last  work  alone  retjuiring  over  7.000  tons  of  steel  and  iron. 

A  n(nv 
high  school  building  is  now  occupietl,  and  under  the  care  of  Prof.  Lin- 
coln K.  Lowley  ;  the  public  schools  of  the  ])lace  are  widely  kiicjwn  and 
consideretl  anioug  the  best  ,in  the  State.

The  Athens  Academical  Society  was  the  lirst  im))ortant  educational 
movement  in  the  county  of  liradford.  February  IL  1707,  a  public 
meeting  was  called  and  articles  signed  looking  to  the  erection  of  a 
house  of  learning,  and  subscribi^rs  to  the  stock  thereof  were  secured. 
as  follows:  Xoah  Miirrav,  Clicster  Ihiigham,  doseph  Spalding.  Levi 
Thayer.  David  Alexander'.  .lohii  Shepai'd.'  David  Paine,  Joseph  Hitch- 
cock, Klisha  Afathewson,  Ira,  Ste|)hens,  Flisha  Sa,tterlee.  Sa.niuel  Camp- 
bell, John  Spalding,  of  Ulstei';  Nathan  Pull,  Clement  Paine,  Julius 
Tozer,  Jonathan  Tlarris.

Till'  little  old  yell.iwed  booU  containing  these  original  signatures  is 
a  valuable  ami  precious  rebc.  It  was  I'eceiitly  gathered  from  the  old 
waste  papers  that  were  to  b'ed  the  tlames,  l.y'jose])!!  llines.  of  Athens. 
Mere  is  the  sign-manual  of  nearly  rw^ry  one  of  the  men  who  wei'C  the 
leading  spii'its  of  the  times  that-  tried  meirs  souls,  iti  this  land  of  great 
events  before  any  of  us  now  living  were  boiai.  These  great  men  in  the 
midst  of  the  transcendent  events  in  which  they  lived,  thought  of  us. 
and  for  us  were  laying  the  foundations  bn-  a  splendid  civilization.  J-et 
us  not  prove  to  be  degenerate  sons  of  noble  sires. 

Thursday,  March  2,  L707,  the  stock  snbscril)ei's  had  another  nuH't- 
ing.  an<l  tlu'ii' lirst  act  was-  the  adoption  ofthe  name  --Tlie  Athens 
Academical  Societv,"  and  resolved  to  establish  '"a  semiuai>'  of  learn- 
ing,"' at  Tioga  Point  (or  Athens),  ami  also  to  petition  the  Legislature 
for  an  act  of  incorporation,  a.nd  to  ask  the  SiiS(]uehaninb(Jompany  lora-

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French  continued  in  chavge  until  185G,  wlien  John  S.  Hopkins  was 
employed.  For  the  school  year  ISaO-GO  Tiieron  K.  iJixby  wns 
employed  as  principal.  In  1S(')2  ]\[iss  C.  S.  E<^lin  and  Surah  W. 
Perkins  were  teachers.  Miss  Eg'lin  died  that  year,  and  the  school  was 
closed  .Iune4.  J.  'M.  Ely  was  employed  to  finish  the  term;  he  was 
dismissed  from  the  school  April  21,  18(i5.  The  next  year  there  was  a 
move  to  reinstate  Mr.  Ely,  which  called  out  a  vigorous  remonstrance 
fi'om  many  leading  citizens.  It  seems  Ely  determined  he  would  not 
be  dismissed,  and  took  niid  Icept  forcible  possession  of  the  school.  The 
trustees  commenced  suit  against  him  as  trespasser.  An  amended  act 
was  passed  in  ISfKI.  ])i'oviding  for  nine  trustees.  In  ISOT  ]\Ir.  Loutrel 
was  pi'iiuiipal,  and  un[)lcnsa!it  inimors  concerning  Idm  were  spread 
abroad,  whei'cupon  the  trustees  appointed  Messrs.  Thurston,  Elsbree 
and  Ilerrick  a  C(jmmittee  "to  investigate  the  conduct  and  inoral  char- 
acter of  j\[r.  Loutrel,  both  in  and  out  of  school.''  At  the  next  meeting 
the  committee  reported  and  the  teacher  resigned.  In  January,  ISGS, 
there  was  no  princi])al,  and  ]\[iss  j\[ary  Merrill  was  allowed  to  teach  a 
thi'oe  montlis'  school.  Col.  aMullock  was  employed  as  principal,  and 
Mrs.  S.  .].  (iibson  was  allowed  to  teach  a  select  school  in  the 
buiUling. 

The  minutes  of  the  trustees  at  this  meeting,  Marcli  1,  1S72,  recite 
as  follows:  '"  Talked  over  tlie  matter  of  a  graded  school,  and  requested 
Mr.  Reeves  to  look  up  some  laws  in  regaiil  to  it."  ^Farch  IS,  IST^n  it 
was  voted  to  "give  the  use  of  the  Academy  to  the  scliool  directoi'S 
until  the  winter  term.'"  April  14,  following,  it  was  resolved  to  transfer 
the  Academy  and  all  its  interests,  funds,  etc.,  to  the  school  directors  of 
Athens  borough,  for  the  purposes  of  making  the  same  into  a  gi'aded 
school,  and  to  \\:wv  atid  hold  the  ^ame  as  long  as  iised  foi-  school  pui- 
])0ses.  And  this  was  the  end  of  the  "  Athens  Academical  Society," 
the  alma  mate/' of.  many  of  the  most  prominent  meii  and  women  of 
Tioga  Point.  It  served  its  day  and  purjiose,  and  there  ai'c  now  many 
of  its  once  pupils  scattered  over  the  face  of  the  eai'tli  that  will  tni'u 
to  this  chapter  of  Athens  liist(^i'y,  and  linger  along  its  pages  of  blessed 
nunnories  to  them. 

Tlie  old  Academy,  great  is  tlie  ])it  v,  was  burne<l  to  the  gi'ound  in 
1842,  and  the  little  old'  building  that  was  so  long  a  pui>lic-seliool  build- 
ing, but  now  stands  empty,  \vas  erected  in  1843.  Jjright,  ambitious 
boys,  and  blooming  and  beautiful  girls  of  fifty — of  nearly  a  hundred — 
years  ago,  have  mi'asured  themselves  with  a  selfish  world  and  ]>assed 
away  forever — a,  hundred  years,  ])itiless  in  its  changes  for  them,  so 
hopeful  for  the  youth  (^f  to-dav,  and  tlie  same  ceaseless  grind  of  fate 
awaits  us  all — the  most  ho]ieful  and  despairing  alilce — "death  levclsall." 

Alliens  J'})ir/i(h\//  and  2/af/i/Ne  S7u'j>. — 'I'his  was  established  in  tlie 
early  "  foi'ties"  by  Chauncey  Shipman,  M.  Thompson  and  -lohn  Kucher  ; 
was  situated  on  Main  street,  wliei'c  is  now  Fitch  A-  Kinney's  st(,)re. 
An  acciuint  of  the  burning  of  the  old  building  is  given  pi'eviously.  It 
was  rebuilt  by  Blood  &,  Co.,  who  made  it  an  agricultural  implement 
factory,  and  was  opened  as  such  in  1878.  This  lii'm  ran  it  about  fif- 
teen years  antl  failed.  The  pi'esent  foundi-y  and  maciiine  shop  is  tiie 
successor  of  the  original,  was  bnilt  on  Harris  street,  bnclc  of  the  Pres-

I'lr.r'iJih-  Jule  Fiwloi-y. — ri-opri(;tors,  Sweet  Sc  I'limi'ose.  This 
imlustry  was  started  in  Athens  in  May,  1800.  i-'ii'st  one  maidiiiie  was 
e(|uip[)ed  ;ind  put  to  woi'k.  It  is  the  oidv  manufacloi'v  of  the  kind  in 
the  world  to-day,  and  the  woi'ld's  su[)plv'of  these  <;oods  must  be  had 
here.  At  present  the  gxxjds  are  handled  by  a  Philadelphia  house. 
The  little  machine  can  cut  ir^2.000  woiHi  of"  files  each  month.     The 
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secret  is  in  the  process  of  tempering,  wliicli  was  the  discoverv  of  ^\v. 
Sweet  in  ISSO.  In  the  factoi'v  is  a  large  machine  for  ranking  the 
ordinary  files  for  jewelers  and  macliinists.  These  are  rejiresented  to 
be  the  hardest  files  made,  and  will  readily  cut  tempered  steel.  Of  the 
flexible  files  tliere  are  six  sizes  of  dental  instruraents.  Considering 
that  this  important  industry — the  invention  in  tcmiiering  steel,  bv  E. 
Sweet — has  but  just  l)een  commenced,  a  most  impurtant  future'out- 
come  is  looked  for. 

Smi/irs  Tannery. — Foi-  many  years  one  of  the  loading  industries  of 
|he  county^,  because  of  the  inexhaustible  sii|)|)]y  c>f  lienilock,  has  l>een 
tanning,  and  every  yeai-  the  intlustry  still  grows.  ^Vhile  this  factoi'v  is 
not  in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  ijoi'ongli.  yet  being  on  the  o]iposite 
bank  of  the  Chemung  river,  i,t  may  well  ije  i-ated  a'])a)'t  of  the  C(jm- 
mon  town  nuliistrial  ])lant8.  This  was  commenced  in  1870  l)y  Under- 
hilj  ■Sc  jMaurice,  who  operated  it  about  one  yeiir,  and  Charles  E.^faui'ice 
became  sole  ownei',  and  tiien  it  jiassed  to  l^nderhill  ^V  Xnlile.  antt  in 
ISTH  ThouKis  L.  Smull  ]nu-chased  the  plant,  and  has  opL-iate*!  it  since. 
The  annual  out])ut  is  ].l^-)O.OUO  pounds  of  leather,  ])rincipally  shi])ped 
to  the  English  mai'ket ;  the  raw  hides  are  ])urchased  and  shijiped  fi'om 
all  parts  of  the  AVeslern  ■^Vorld.  The  covering  is  7o()  feet  long,  and  is 
filled  with  the  best  machinery  and  appliances  for  cai'iying  on  the  ^vol■k. 
About  fifty  men  are  cmjiloyed. 

Jhdter  Pacl;afje  FaGiory. — E.  T.  Page  and  K.  D.  and  II.  C.  A'an- 
Duzer,  pi'oprietors,  is  situated  in  East  Waverly,  antl  was  put  up  in  ISSO. 
They  make  a  genei-al  assoi-tment  of  baskets  for  all  ]')urp(jses. 

MorJeyi<  Urisf)iiill  was  burned,  I'cbuilt,  enlarged  and  fitted  with 
all  modern  improvements. 

Athens  in  ISOl. —  From  some  of  the  clearest-headed  of  the  Athen- 
ians who  were  here,  the  following  birds-eye  view  of  the  ])lacein  18f>l  is 
obtained:  In  the  coitral  partof  tlie  businessfor  l\rain)street  were  the  gi'o- 
cery  and  provision  store  of  Charles  Comstock  ;  (i.

"Morris.

The  number  of  new  buildings  going  up, 
and  the  wide  expanse  nf  new  I'oofs  greet  the  eye  on  every  haiul 
in  riding  from  Athens  to  South  AVaverly  through  Sayre.

— We  learn  fi'om  the  "  Penn- 
sylvania Archives''  that  the  good  people  of  the  Point,  even  in  the 
niulst  (d' all  their  otiier  cares  and  troubles,  were  considei-ate  patriots, 
arul  ready  to  express  themselves  in  no  uncertain  tei-ms  on  the  Wliisky 
Insurrection  of  170-1.  On  Octobei-  ?>  of  that  year  a  meeting  was  con- 
vened in  Athens  to  consider  the  distui'b;ince  in  the  four  westei'n  coun- 
ties of  the  Stat(!,  .and  tlie  measures  then  pui'sued  by  the  Government 
a<;'ainst  them.  (ien.  Spalding  presidetl  at  the  meeting,  and  Obadiah 
(bire  was  t'lei'k.  Matlei-swere  fully  discussed,  and  the  sense  of  the 
uu'etmL;-  was  taken  bv  vote.  The  re.^olve  was  lu  stand  liianly  \^^•  the 
Constitution;  that  the  act  laying  an  e.xeise  tax  on  whisky  was  consti- 
tutional, and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  all  good  citizens  to  maintain  the 
law  anil  authoritv  of  the  Government.  The  meeting  condemned  all 
violent  measures  on  the  part  (~if  those  oi)posed  to  the  law  in  the  west- 
ern i)art  of  the  State,  and  finally  l)y  vote  announced  their  I'eadiness  (if 
required)  "to  tui-n  out  personally"  to  nuiintair.  and  "support  that  free 
(iovernment  undei'  which  we  live."

llowai'd  Elmer  determined  to  tlivide  between  Waverly  and  Athens 
the  lienelits  that  would  arise  in  making  tin;  junction  of  the  branc'h 
I'oads  that  converge  at  this  phice.  Waverly  was  at  one  tinu^  the  north- 
ern terminal  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  liailroad,  and  the  building  of  the 
bi'anch  road  was  the  beginning'of  Sayre.  In  JMay,  1S70,  Chai'les 
AntluMU',  Howard  Elmer  and  James  Fritcher  ])urcliased  the  plains 
Ijetweeii  Waverlv  ami  Alliens,  between  the  two  rivers.     This  purchase 
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included  the  Moi'ley,  Hopkins  and  W.  11.  Tliumas  favins— 321  acres — 
and  they  proposed  to  build  a  town  upon  these  farm  lands.  All  that 
was  done  that  year  was  to  sini]ily  cut  out  the  timber  t;ro\vth  of  what 
is  now  ICeystone  avenue,  and  this  new  broad  hig'hway  materially 
shortened  the  distance  between  Athens  and  Waverly,  making  it  thi'ee 
miles.  In  May,  1871,  the  same  parties  purchased  the  Leggett,  Harris, 
Obenshire  and  [xjrlions  of  the  llayden  and  H.  Tliomas  lands — 417 
acres — embracing  what  is  now  the  junction  of  the  Lehigh  Yalley, 
the  Geneva,  Itliaca  Sc  Southern  llailroads.  In  the  aggregate, 
their  ]nu-cliases  inchided  738  acres.  Tlie  same  year  the  Pennsylvania 
ik.  New  York  Coinpaiiy  inirchnsed  eighty-live  acres  of  this  tract, 
where  is  ii(_)w  the  depot,  junction  and  shops,  and  soon  after  built  an 
elegant  passeiigei'  depot;  tlie  transfer  of  passengei'S  was  moved  up 
from  Athens  in  ls(i3,  and  the  new  station  was  named  "Sayre/'in 
honor  of  IJobcrL  II.  Sa\'re,  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  A;  New 
York  Paih'oad.  In  July  of  the  same  year  a  round-house  was  built 
and  occu[)ie(l.  M'lic  t(nvn  was  laid  out  and  platted,  and  the  projirietors 
IkuI  expended  large  sums  in  (_)pL'iung,  gi-ading  and  malcing  good  streets.

Ilis  splendid  residence  and  twenty  acres  of  gi'ound  became  tlie  property 
of  Mary  Packard  Cunimiiigs,  and  by  lier  donated  to  the  Packer  Asso- 
ciation, cliartered  Ajiril  o(>,  1SS5.  and  to  it  was  ti'ansferred  tlie  Packer 
residence,  for  a  hospital — a  noted  liospital  of  northern  Pennsylvania. 

Sai/re  Water- Works  were  built  in  lsS(i  ;  near  the  river  is  the 
reserv(;ir  into  wh.icli  is  ]nini]icd  the  river  water.  The  pipes  extend  to 
Waverly  and  Atliens,  and  supply  Ijotli  these  places,  having  fourteen 
miles  of  pipes.

In  ISTti  Sayre  became  division  headquarters  lor  the  railroad,  and 
was  soon  one  of  the  most  important  i-ailroad  ])()ints  between  "Will<es- 
!!arre  and  Flmii'a.  aiul  is  now,  i}i  this  respect,  rapidly  <leveloping. 
The  town  has  had  recently  a  ])henomenal  growth  in  population  aiul 
wealth,  which  is  not  a  '"  bo(mi  "  but  a  healtliy,  consistent  increase  that 
bills  fair  to  continue  many  years.  The  census  of  Bradford  county,  in 
ISOu,  shows  aslight  inci'ease  in  population  over  ISSO.  s(jlely  because  of 
the  increase  in  Athens  and  Sayre,  othei'wise  the  (Iccrease  in  ]H)]iulation 
would  have  run  into  fuui' Jigui'es.  'i'he  people  the  last  decade  have 
been  "going  West,"  still  lured  by  the  fairy  tales  told  by  land  s]X*cu- 
lators  ami  town  boomers.  Sayre  was  incor[)orated  Felnaiaiy  1,  1S91  ; 
including  a  tei'ritory  two  and  a-half  miles  in  length,  from  north  to 
south,  and  making  the  three  boroughs — Athens,  Sayre  and  Waverly — a 
continuous  town  or  borough  from  the  south  line  of  Atliens  to  the  State 
line.  I'lie  first  officers  of  Sayre,  electeil  in  ISOI,  were:  James  N. 
AVeaver,  burgess;  J.  C  Ilorton,  clerk;  A.  Sti'auss,  treasurer;  Joseph 
Wheelock.  street  commissioiier  ;  R.  ]\lercur,  attorney  :  N.  F.  Walker, 
rnojucer;  Charles  Codctt,  chief  of  police.  CouiumI  :'  .1.  X.  AV caver.  AV. 
11.'  Klorv.  1,.  Kiuhmev.  D.  \.  I'tter,  Ceoi-e  .M.  Peters,  Ci.A.  Kennedy, 
A.Zeeler. 

The  Cai/ula  Wheel  <ii>J  Fonndry  Conqxtny.  —  President,  Ilowaid 
Elmer;  ti'easiirer,  F.  E.  Lyford  ;  superintendent,  ]\1.  C.  Ciiaiuiian.  A 
joint-stock  com])an\';  capital  !^T5.000 ;  organized  ISTl,  and  buildings 
erected  on  eight  acres  of  ground  donatetl  by  the  Sayre  Land  Com- 
])any,  the  ])ioneer  factory  to  locate  m  Sayre.  "  In  fSSl  bought  the  axle 
works,  and  consolidated  the  two  adjoining  factories.  They  turn  out 
200  wheels  (railroad)  a  day,  ami  employ  seventy  men.  Have  Jive 
buildings,  steam-power  in  three  buildings,  e(pial  12o  horse-power. 
One  of  the  important-  industries  in  the  county. 

In  1S70,  the  time  the  place  began  to  grow  in  earnest,  there  were 
six  l)usiness  houses  and  a  hotel,  kept  bv'Samiiel  P.riggs,  on  the  east 
side.  This  lunise  was  l)urned  in  1877.  There  were  foui-  merchants 
and  of  these  Charles  Wheelock  kept  the  princi])al  store ;  three  of  the 
stores  were  east  of  the  track.  Islv.  Poss  had  a  planing  mill;  just 
north  of  where  is  now  the  postollice  was  a  liardware  store.

I'aili'oad  iiupi'ovenients  of  ihe  [tlace.  It  was  nami'<l  eventnallv  I'or  ^[r. 
Wdbur.  whose  wile  was  aMiss  I'aclcei'.  'i'lie  liiicsl  hiiildiiiu-in  tlie 
]ilace  is  the  haLihiney  opeia-housc,  built  in  lSSL^-8."..  The  aiidilofium  is 
olxSO.  'i'he  place  is  supplied  with  u'as  from  the  AVavei'h'  works.  The 
*  celebiated  lIoberL  Packer  Ib.spital  was  built  as  thei'acker  resi(h'nce 
in  JSTP-SO,  ;ind  alter  ,M  )•.  Packer's  death,  it  became  the  property  ot  his 
sister,  who  doiuited  the  ,yi'oii.iibs  and  bnildini;-  To)'  a  hospilal.  chieily  tor 
I'ailroad  employes,  but-  is  IVee  to  all,  without  reg'ard  U)  nationality  oi' 
reliyious  creed.  It  Is  one  of  the  most  invitino'  homes  for  the  unb>r- 
tunates  in  nortiieiai  l*enns\  Ivaiua.  The  iH'sideiit  phvsieian  ami  sur- 
geon is  Kranklin  .M.  Slephe'ns.  M.  D.;  executive  com'mittee:  William 
Stevens.m.  K.  V.  Wilbur,  .J.  W.  IMsliop,  Howard  Kliner.  ('.  S.  :Manrice, 
l!ert  Ilaydeii.

15AHCLAY  TOWXSIJIP. 

GEOGriAririCALLY,tlio  Lowiislii])  of  ISarchiy  is  situated  between 
the  to\vnslii[)s  of  l<'raiil<lin  on  the  lUdth,  J.e  lloy  on  the  west,  and 
the  Schrieder  In-aiK-h  ofTowaiida  creek,  whicli  se[)arates  it  from  Over- 
ton on  the  soiitli.  and  whatever  of  eastern  boundar}'  it  lias  is  Monroe. 
Topogi'aj)hicall_y.  it  ismountaiiious;  theSchriDder  branch  of  the  Towanda 
creek  being  its  only  streani'of  water.  Geologically,  it  is  coal-beai'ing, 
being  essentially  and  specifically  a  mining  town,  llistoi'ically,  it  is  a 
recent  organization,  being  formed  from  Franklin  in  ISGT.  fts  entire 
area  is  owned  by  the  coal-mining  and  Barclay  liailroad  comjianies.  and 
it  is  said  that  it  has  not  within  its  limits  a  solitary  resident  fn?eholder. 
its  chief  interest  lies  in  its  coal  mines  and  their  develo[)imMit,  which 
are  fully  described  in  the  general  historv  of  the  county. 

The  lirst  settlement,  or  movement,  therefor,  in  the  towiisliip  was 
made  in  the  fall  of  1S5G,  by  the  Towanda  Coal  Com])any.  Thei'e  ai'e 
at  the  present  time  live  settlements  in  the  town,  the  most  northern  one 
called  Graydon,  next  South  Dublin,  Barclay  ])ostollice  still  further 
south,  l'\dl  Creek  a  little  way  east  of  the  jtostollice.  and  a  settlenient 
at  tlie  foot  of  the  incline  of  the  raih'oad. 

Graijdon  has  a  school-house  and  store ;  at  Jjardaij  there  are  a  post- 
office,  a  Presbyterian  church,  a  school-house,  stores,  the  woi'ks  of  the 
Towanda  Coal  Com])any,  and  fi-eight  and  engine  housesof  the  Barcla}'- 
Ilailroad  Company.  At  Fall  Creek  there  are  a  schooMiouse  and  store, 
and  in  the  settlenu^nt  at  the  foot  of  the  incline  there  is  a  school-house. 
Fvut  of  Plane  is  a  station  on  the  I>ai'cla_y  IJailroad. 

Coal  was  discovered  in  tlui  liarclay  mountains  bv  I'Msal  Can-,  who 
sujiiuist'd  lie  had  found  ii\>n.  -lai'cd  I'.ca  vcn  woi'i  ii  was  I  lie  lir.>t,  black'- 
smith  to  use  the  coal,  which  was  lirst  bi'ouglit  down  the  mountain  side 
on  sleds.  John  l'\x\,  fathei'  of  .Miller  l'V)x.  iiaulcd  tlu'  Jii'st  lo;ul  to 
Towantla.

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The  first  bold  lulventurevs  that  ever  came  to  this  part  of  the  county 
were  two  men  ami  a  boy,  in  1790,  from  Jolmny  ('ake  IJoHow,  on  n'n 
exploriuL:'  tour  to  the  wifds  ol'  north  western  Sugar  creek — Oscohiwa, 
theiilcnown  as,l  uiidsburg  townshii).  Luzeinc  couulv.  Then- nauics  were 
Ka;ic  DeWitt,  AhraJiam  DcAVitL.  and  the  lad  was  J:i!nrs  McKeau, 
ageil  nearly-  twenty.  They  came  down  the  Si.isnuclianiia  to  the  numtli 
of  Sugar  creek,  and  up  that  to  the  Indian  quartei's  of  the  ;io;(mI  Tomjack. 
on  the  s(Milh  side  of  the  creek,  near  whei'e  is  miw  Jhii'liiiLitoii  huniiicMi. 
Ki'om  this  Indian  comes  the  name  of  Tonijack  crci'k,  that  inins  nviCvlv 
Ihrongh  the  village.  JTere  these  explorers  made  a  stoppin-'.  and 
examined  t  he  e(,unl  it  ai'oiind.  Thev  then  j.r.  receded  up  the  en-ek  to 
ne;ir  IvisL  Ti'oy,  or  I).  W.  Allen's  farm.  This  was  as  lai'  up  the- stream 
as  they  ti'awled.  IJetraeing  their  steps  the\'  sele.'ted  their  future 
homes.  Isaac  DcWitt  Mmse  his  land  near  A'Vest,  Ihirlin-ton  attei'- 
wai'd  the  ().  r.  Mailai'd  place.  Abraham  MeWitt  chose  what  was  the 
J.];.  I'ratt  and  Thomas  l;larkwell  lai'ius;  and  AicKean  selected  that 
which  was  always  known  as  " 'I'lic  McKcan  Faiaii,"  hut  in  iiKxh^rn 
times  owned  by  i;.  11.  'i\iyl,,i'.  Th.-se  nn-n  huilt  a  hut  on  .McKean's 
selection,  and  here  ^vas  tii.'  lii'st  white  man's  cleai'ing  and  win'king  on 
the  wat(>rs  oF  Sugar  ci'eek-.  These  nnm  bought  corn  and  salt  of  fom- 
jack-  till  I  hey  raised  a,  cro|i.  After  iheii'  cr'op  was  matured  thev  shut 
up  shop,  reliii'ned  to  Johnny  ( 'ake  Hollow,  and  loolc  specimens  bf  the 
fruits  of  their  faianing,  lujt  lorgetting  some  line  wild  urapes  and 
plums.  'Idiis  summer's  experience  advertised  tluj  new  countr\-,  and 
there  \yas  great  excitement  in  Old  and  Xew  Sheshecpiin,  and' a  lui;' 
force  of  the  leading  im_m  organized  a  sapjiers'  uwd  miners'  coi'ps,  and 
commenced  to  cnt  out  a  I'oad  fi^nn  the  I'ivei'  to  the  new  settleinent. 
This  new  road  tonk  neai'ly  the  «lii'ection  now  b)llowed  b\-  the  pnhlij 
highway. 

On  A[)i'il  1,  fT'.M,  live  bunilies  started  for  this  laml  of  millc  and 
honey,  fi'om  Chemung,  including  the  thi'ee  ])ioneeis  (d'  the  in-evious 
year,  and  also  William  .l)()l)l)iu  and  a-  halfd.reeil,  V,,ras.  The  women 
ami  children  were  put  on  horse-back  to  come  actoss  the  eounti-\  .  .and 
'Ik'  "K'".  ^''ibn  goods  on  a  rafl.  to  go  lo  1  h(>  nioui  ii  of  I  he  ,-reek.  and 
ihei'c  ih,-  women  weiv  I,.  mmkI  th,"  hoises,  aflei'  ivachm--  iheii'  dest'ina- 
Ibni.  I'.nt  neither  parly  cnuM  exat-tiv  keep  the  tinie-caib.  The  WMm-n 
conse(|!ienlly  sulfered  bn-  [)r<ivisi(.ns,  ami  in  mortal  fear  of  the  wolves 
and  panthers.  It  was  not  till  the  hrst  of  May  liial  the  raft  ivached  tln> 
month  of  the  creek,  and  now  they  soon  wei'e'with  their  bunilies— all  in 
]\[cKean's  log  cabin.  The  Jirst  night,  when  all  were  safe  together, 
Mrs.  ^[cKean  and  ]\[rs.  Dobbinresolved  tohave  api'ayer  meetinglogive 
thanks  ovei-  the  event.  This  was  the  lirst  of  the  Icind  evei'  in  thetifwn- 
ship,  and  it  no  (b.ubt  was  as  good  and  elb'ctive  as  anv  ever  held  in  the 
six-million-dollai'  m(,)dei;n  catliedi'al.  'J'he  next  impi'ovement  was  a 
stump  mortar  mill  with  a  spi'ing  p(de  to  poimd  out  their  meal  that  was 
sifted  through  a,  hair  sifter;  and  now  picmeer  life  was  launched  in  the 
wildei'tiess. 

^  The  increase  to  this  settkmient  that  snnimer  W(M'e  the  bunilies  of 
Ward.  Campbell,  iNfiller,  J)unhar  and  pei'hans  a  few  others,  all  fr(mi 
Connecticut.     These  })eople  all  had  implicit   biith    in    the    Connecticut 
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title  to  the  limd.  Tlu-y  sent  one  of  tlioir  niimbef  to  Wilkes- Muri'c  imd 
j)rociu'eil  I'roin  the  yiis(|ueli;inna  Coini):iny  title  deeds  to  their  hind. 
They  had  hai'tUy  more  than  done  tins  when  a  I'eiitisylvaiiia  agent 
appeared  antl  informed  them  that  all  the  land  beloui^xni  to  Tennsyl- 
vania.  and  their  titles  were  worthless,  and  ollerin^'  each  one  who  would 
take  424  acres  to  sell  to  tliem  at  an  English  shilling  per  acre.  This 
the  purchasei'S  would  not  agree  to.  This  was  a  damper  to  the  new 
settlement,  and  the  '•  Pennamite  and  Yaidcee  wai'"  soon  broke  out,  and 
blood  was  shed,  and  men  were  ill-treated,  tarred  and  feathei'ed,  etc. 
The  next  year,  however,  the  Swains,  Nichols  and  Noble  families  came 
and  made' settlements,  also  the  Braffits  and  Joquas.  There  was  dis- 
ti'ess  throughout  the  country,  while  those  vexed  laiul  title  questions  were 
on  foot;  and  in  ISO;;,  when^they  were  settled,  there  still  lingered  very 
much  of  the  heartburnings  and  ill-will.  In  1791-  there  Avas  a  good 
cro|),  iuul  Mr.  AVai'd,  a'"  carpenter,  built  a  mill  on  wliat  is  now  Mill 
creek,  near  the  resi(hjnce  of  the  late  Cien.  aMcKean,  a,  son  of  the  lad 
McKean  who  lirst  came;  the  neiglibors  all  turned  (;Ut  to  help  l)uild 
the  mill,  and  it  was  soon  up,  but  the  Avhole  was  so  rude  aiul  imper- 
fect, especially  the  dam,  that  the  thing  would  not  grind  wlien  it  was 
completed— and  the  failure  was  a  wide  disapi)ointnu'nt. 

In  the  spring  of  1790  Ezra  (ioddard  and  his  sons.  Luther  and  l->.ra, 
came.  Thev  brought  much  wealth  and  money  (for-  tljose  times)  with 
them  from  (Jonnecticut.  They  set  about  clearing  a  large  tract  of  land, 
ami  soon  built  a,  gristmill  and  then  a  sawmill  on  the  site  of  the  llock- 
well  mills  in  AVest  I'-nrliugton. 

An  incident  of  this  time  is  tohl  that  is  an  index  of  the  iieople  in  the 
earlv  pioneer  times.  The  young  folks  had  met  at  the  cabin  of  a  family 
that  Avere  awav  from  home,  and  had  kissitig  plays  and  some  say  actu- 
ally danced,  I'iddle  or  no  liddle.  AVhen  \hey'were  getting  a  little 
tired,  some  one  suggested.  j)arlly  in  sport,  that  they  close  with  a 
prayer  meeting.  No  sooner  saiil  than  it  was  put  in  motion,  a  psalm 
was' sung  and  one  h'd  in  i)ray(M',  another  song  and  then  all  fervently 
kn.H'h"d!^and  in  a  few  moments  all  were  siinuUanrously  praying  with 
intense  carneslness.  Sonu' one  went  for  -vMtJtln'r  Me  Eean,"  ami  on 
her  arrival,  she  took  in  the  situation:  in  a  short  lime  she  had  the 
whole  uiuler  deep  conviction,  and  neai'ly  /  //  //ii(sw  tlu.'y  join(Ml  the 
chui'ch.  Erom  that  extem|)orized  prayri'-meeting  went  out  Aiulrew, 
an  Ei>iscopal  Methodist  preacher  for  U)vly  years,  who  died  in  the  har- 
ness at  the  extreme  age  of  ninety  years.  About  this  time  they  secured 
a  missionary  preacher,  named  Newman,  who  preached  here  and  at 
Muncy  and"  Sheshequin.  In  179S  a  congregation  was  formed  at  Bur- 
lington, and  Jiev.  Jacob  G ruber  was  sent  as  preaehei'. 

For  some  time  the  settlement  got  along  well  eiujiigh  by  referring 
all  disputes  to  arbitration. — a  chosen  committee — but  about  the  begin- 
ning of  the  centurv  Nathaniel  Allen  was  commissioned  a  justice  of 
the^peace.  He  then  lived  on  the  Ehilo.  Eratt  farm,  and  this  was  then 
Lvcoming  countv,  and  the  new  township  was  called  Burlington, 
because  a  number  of  the  setthu's  liad  come  from  ]-5urlington,  Vt.  At 
this  time  came  a  Connecticut  settler  nametl  Kendall,  all  the  way  on 
foot,  and   in  his  knapsack   were  some  appie-seed  ami   cuttings   of  the 
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apple  failed  "  Westlield-Seek-No-Further'* — treinendous  name,  l)ut 
these  line  apjiles  are  still  grown  here.  He  lirst  grafted  tliem  in 
Tiiomas  JMackweU's  orchai'd.  Anothei'  ini]H)rtant  arrival  was  Deacon 
JMoses  Calkins,  blaclcsniith,  of  Vermont,  atid  he  was  much  needed  ;  he 
plied  his  trade  while  his  sons  cleared  away  the  forests.  lie  iinally 
built  a  sawmill  on  Leonard  o'eek  where  Salisbury  mill  now  is.  The 
"  Old  Church  ■'  was  built  iqion  an  acre  of  ground'  given  by  jNLcKean,. 
on  which  was  also  the  gi'aveyard,  and  to  this  tlay  it  is  used  for  that 
purpose.  This  '' Oltl  (Jhui'ch  "'  was  built  in  the  fall  of  179-i  ;  every- 
body was  invited  to  come  to  the '•  raising,'"  and  they  came  and  in  a 
few  days  tlie  building  was  comjileted.  It  was  burned  in  1700;  but 
I'ebuilt  iu  Ix'ttri-  furm  in  Ismi  (ihis  was  hewed  logs"),  and  many  good 
people  said  the  lii'c  wasagood  thing.and  there  was  gi'cat  jji'idci  n  thenew 
building,  as  it  was  ceiled  on  the  inside,  and  ha,d  a,  ]tulpit,  with  a  long 
double  desk  down  the  center  for  the  sclio(.)l  children.  It  wa-^,  line  as 
it  was,  torn  down  in  IS'iL'  to  give  place  to  the  pi'eseut  building  \v!)ich 
is  used  on  funei'al  occasions  onlv.  The  lirst  pc^'son  buried  in  this 
ground  was  UoImtI  McDowell,  an  Irishman;  the  next  was  James  ]\[c- 
Ke;in.  who  had  donated  the  gi'ound.  'i'lie  Pratt  families  came,  in 
ITOi;,  from  Massaelms(>tts  ;  tln-y  were  |)ooi'  hut  strong  and  indiisti'ious. 

The  wolves  and  ])antl)ej-s  made  it  unsafe  to  leave  a  sheep  out  in 
the  pen  over  night,  and  tin,'  mtjst  of  the  women  were  terrilie<l  by  day 
at  the  nuincr(jns  snakes  that  alKJunded  everywhere.  One  day  jMrs. 
Jose])h  jlallard  was  canying  a  lunch  to  her  husband  in  the  iieUl,  and 
in  ))assing  through  some  tall  grass  was  attacked  by  a  black  snalce.  It 
coiled  about  her  body  and  tried  to  thrust  its  hea<l  in  lu'r  month,  but 
finding  the  food  in  the  bask'et  commenced  devoui'ing  that  ;  her  screams 
bromdit  I  he  men,  and  it  was  Icilled,  still  coiled  about  her  person, 
.bumvs  Mi'Keau.  Jr.,  and  I'aul  DeWitt  waw^  hunting  and  killed  :i  de.-r, 
when  tln.'y  heard  a  fearful  liuman-lik-e  screech.  They  were  not  fooled, 
but  k'new  it  was  a  pantlier.  and  one  of  theincii'cled  and  came  upon 
and  killed  the  iinimal,  whit'li  measured  nine  feet  in  length. 

In  the  winter  of  ISO-J  a  seri(>s  of  piayer-nuN^t ings  I'esulted  in  add- 
iuL;'  lo  lli('  cliui'i'h.  among  ol  hers,  two  \oim^-  men,  lleiir\-  I!.  I'.iiseinn 
ami  James  (liilmore,  wiio  weiv  from  'New  York.  J'heiV  afterlives 
became  national  in  the  chui'ch. 

The  present  I'oad  from  Towanda  to  Troy  ^\■as  authorized,  and  an 
appropriation  made  tiierefor  in  1S04,  l)ut.  no  work'  was  done  until  ISIO, 
and  verv  little  then,  and  it  was  not  linislied  until  I^^IT;  there  never 
was  much  done  on  it  under  State  su]iervision. 

The  pioneers  brought  but  few  dishes,  and  these  were  mostly  iiewtev. 
lv/,ra  (ioddard,  one  of  the  earliest  ari'ivals  in  tlurliiigtou  townsliip, 
^vhen  he  came  brought  a-  slave,  a  black'  man  named  ()tho.  whom  he 
had  c>wued  in  his  native-New  khigiand  Stale.  This  slave  \vas  a,  turner, 
and  he  made  most  of  the  jilates,  tui'netl  of  butternut  wood,  for  the 
siu'rounding  families  for  many  miles.  Tin;  peopli;  made  llieir  own 
spoons,  mostly  from  clam  shells,  an<l  a  handle  niaile  jiiid  iltt(;d  to  the 
shell  from  the  leg  bone  of  a  turkey;  their  most  dilllcidL  want  to  lill 
was  knives,  for  Avliich  they  could  lind  no  siibstitub' ioi'  iron.  They  had 
to  get  along  without  cJiairs,' which  thev  could  i'(,'adilv  do;  but  Jesse 
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Marvin  came.  ;i  chair  and  wimlow-sash  makei",  ami  it  was  a  great  day 
in  Burlington  when  he  set  u]>  his  little  slow-going  foot  latlie  :  and  soon 
all  tlie  nioi'e  pi'oniinent  families  were  the  proud  ]iossessors  of  three 
chairs.  About  this  time  came  Mr.  Ferris,  a  shoemalcer,  and  settled  on 
the  farm  owned  of  late  years  by  J\[rs.  Lydia  Tatrick  and  Jesse  J>eacli. 
Timolhy  and  -I esse  .I'eacli  were  sons  of  ]\[rs.  Feri'is,  by  a  former 
husband;  thev  were  sturdy,  industrious  boys,  and  long  before  they 
Avere  grown  ihcy  could  swing  an  axe  "like  grown  men,"  and  at  night 
by  tiie  log  lire  wculd  studv  ilicir  liooks;  while  youthsthey  were  noted 
as  the  best  in  ligurcs  and  liistory  in  the  township,  and  otiiers  often 
Went  to  them  to  solve  dUlirult,  "sums"  that  were  too  deep  for  them — 
such  as  tcNing  liow  nuici)  .".7.'  l)usliels  at  oTi]  cents  would  "come  to." 

In  tlu'  fall  of  ISO?,  a  lauiily  named  J)urand  came  with  a  sick  child 
to  the  house  of  .Ml'.  I'.rallit.  i)r.  Alexander  was  called  in,  and  at  onc<3 
pronounced  it  a  case  of  smallpox.  The  greatest  alarm  seized  the  peo- 
l)Ie;  tliey  Iciiew  nothing  of  vaccination,  and  the  three  [ihysicians  in  this 
part  of  the  County  were  in  activtMlemaud  "  inocidating  "' and  attending 
upon  the  sick  and  frightened.  The  only  tleath.  loi'Umately.  was  that  of 
the  child  that  IJi'st  had  it.  These  physicians  were.\  h.'xandei-.  IJowlcand 
AVestcott.  Jn  lsl;;  l)r.  Ira  Lee  came  into  the  county,  l)ringing  vac- 
cine nuitter.  and  told  the  people  they  should  all  l)e  vaccinated.  lUit 
he  was  an  Knglisliman,  aiul  we  were  at  war  witli  that  countiw;  the 
])eoph.'  did  not  lilce  the  English,  and  he  was  suspected  of  being  an  ends- 
sary,  who,  for  "  Ih'itish  g(jl(l,""  was  sent  to  the  couutiy  to  poison  good 
patriots;  and  as  everv  man  in  Durlingtoti  knew  he  was  a  patriot  they 
rose  up  as  (;ne,  and  it  was  by  the  skin  of  his  teeih  that  the  Esculapian 
escaped  Ivnchinu':  he  lied  tiie  townshio  and  al'lerward  settled  over  in 
Ulster.  One  of' the  !ii.>l  .-iriive  (,p|H,.M-Vs  of  ihe  En-lish  ddcloi'  and  his 
"pizen'"wasa  Dr.  AWwrl  Uiissell,  bnt  in  a  little  while  the  ]ieo])le 
fouml  out  ]i(^  had  duped  them,  and  he  had  to  hunt  out  new  ])astui'es 
for  himself. 

A(lisease  called  lhe"('old  plague"  made  its  appearance  in  1814. 
.\  case  would  comnience  with  great  cold  and  shaking  for  teuortwelve 
hours;  llien  a  slimv  niattei' of  \-ello\visli  iini;e  AVould  exude  through  the 
skin  ti'oin  the  loiiw  and  alulonuui.  when  the  ague  would  subsid(,'  and 
ah^'thargv  would  follow,  and  the  patient  would  die  in  about  forty 
houi's.  It  is  said  that  not  one  in  twentv.  so  sei/.(>d,  I'ecovered;  that 
moi'e  nuMi  than  wonuMi  were  attacked,  but  none  under  liftcen  years  of 
age  of  eillu.'r  s(?x.  This  dreadfid  iiuilady  disappeai'cd  when  the  cold 
weather  of  midwinter  came.  1  )r.  Sleph'en  Hallard  was  esteemed  the 
■  nuist  successful  phvsician  of  his  day,  especially  in  f(.'vers,  scrofula, 
cancel's,  etc. 

I.ate  oiu"  .!une  afleruoon.  in  ISOC,  a  ipieei'  looking.  ',)uakei'-il rested 
ti'avehu'  rode  into  the  neiL;-hl>orhood  and  put  up  at  the  house  of  Mrs. 
-lane  Mcdvean;  he  immediateb-  announced  there  would  be  ameetingin 
the  new  chiirt-h  that  evening.  The  appeal  a  nc(.'  of  the  odd-looking 
creature  lielped  to  fill  the  hou-(>;  he  was  a  t(.)tal  stranger  in  a  strange 
land.  When  the  ]-»eople  had  assenibletl.  he  rose  brusquely  and  said: 
"  ]\ry  name  is  Loixmzo  Dow;  mv  business  here  is  to  save  souls  from 
lleli;  my  credeutia.ls  are  these  iproilucing  a  I.'.ible).  which  says  "  Go  ye 
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into  all  the  world  ami  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature;  he  that 
helieveth  ami  is  baptize<l  shall  be  saved,  but  he  that  bclieveth  not  shall 
be  damned." "' 

llei^eii  Ihujur  was  one  of  the  most  remarkal)le  Revolutionary  chai'- 
acters  that  ever  came  to  Burlington.  She  was  born  in  lioston  in  i75U, 
and  at  nine  years  of  age  was  left  alone  in  the  worhl  to  shift  for  her- 
self. She  grew  upon  a,  farm,  was  of  a  strong  inuscular  I'rame,  and 
learned  to  do  all  rough  faian  woi-k,  as  well  as  being  an  (>xpert  at  the 
loom,  ^\'hen  the  Kevcdution  bi'oke  t)Ut  slie  was  at  work  foi-  a  man 
named  ].everett,  in  his  bhicksmith  shop;  he  was  \<iy\'  ingenious,  and 
he  and  J'.etse\'  wen-  seci'etly  busy  tixing  the  old  matchdock  izuns  foi' 
the  patriots.  Slie  would  lileand  gi'ind  and  scour  the  work-,  and  lit  il- 
as  fast  as  he  would  turn  it  out.  'i'ho  tw<j.  it  shcjuld  be  i-cMucmbcreii, 
\\(iy(i  working  gratuitously — solely  for  the  cause  of  fr(^edom.  At  the 
i)attle  of  Concoi'd  tlie  Jjritish  W^.y\.  and  left  six  nic(!  brass  cannon,  Imt  ad 
spiked.  'J'hcy  wei'e  taken  to  I^everett's  shop,  \vhere  he  and  his  lielper 
drilled  holes  oppi^site  the  spilces  and  then  they  could  punch  them  out 
and  stop  up  the  hole  with  a  scitw.  Slie  woi'ked  hai'd  at  these  cannon 
six  weeks.  She  also  made  cai'lritlges,  and  when  ner  supply  of  ilanucl 
for  this  ])ur[)ose  gave  out,  she  took  oil  her  underclothes  ami  used  then\. 
At  night,  after  the  battle,  she  hel|)ed  care  for  and  iiurse  the  wounded. 
Thus  she  iii'l])ed  during  the  seven  years"  war.  In  ISlo  she  mari'ied 
.lohn  I'ratt.  and  thev  wciv  on  a,  rented  inrm  at  the  time  the  ••  ShaA' 
rebellion"  l)roke  .,u'l,when  slie  said  :  ".lohn.  you  go  and  help  kill 
Shav,  and  1  will  look  after  the  crop."'  .lohn  W(.'nt,  and  she  nuule  a  line 
crop.  Her  son  was  Tliomas  i'rati.  In  I  sdd  the  family  came  lo  Ilui'- 
lington  townshi[),  and  settled  on  the  (i.  A.  -Icjhnsc^n  farm.  Among 
hev  other  gifts  was  much  knowledge  of  nu'dicine—  the  hei'bs,  roots  ami 
flowers  of  the  country,  and  she  often  ministei'cd  to  the  sick,  and  was 
as  much  respected  ami  "  looked  u])  to "  as  any  |)eison  in  the  settle- 
nuiut.  She  lived  to  a  gi'een  old  age,  dying  in  (ii'anville  in  1^4;'.,  aged 
ninetv-three  3'ears. 

lii  the  year  ISM  Samuel  :\r(dCeau  brought  goods  fi'om  Philadel- 
phia, a)nl  opened  ;i  sloi'c  in  I  hii'lmgton  -  t  he  largest  and  lineststock 
then  ever  broULiht  to  this  jKii't  of  tliecoiiiily.  'jle  took  in  pay  the 
oidv  eni'rencN'  of  the  countrv — honey,  tlei/r  skins,  maple  sug;ir.  furs, 
ilax  seed  aiul  whiskey.  Ail  these  went  t(i  Piiiladelphia  via  the  Sus- 
quehanmi  liver  (h^wn  to  ('hesapeake  Ikiv.  and  ai-ound  to  the  city; 
]\[eansville  (Towaiida)  was  the  jioit  of  entiw  Uyv  this  part  of  tiie 
county,  and  on  the  watei'  were  the  J  )urham  bo;its,  managed  by  poles 
and  rudder,  and  [)ushed  slowly  back".  The  whole  people  rejoiced 
when  this  store  was  opened,  ami  it  was  crowded  all  daylong.  Then 
commenced  the  evil  svstem  of  li'ading  on  ci'edit.  rerMHis  would  buv, 
nuich  foolishly,  and  agreo  to  pay  the  next  s})ring  when  the  sugar  crop 
was  gathered.  Many  of  these  debts  laid  over  fi'om  year  to  year,  until 
they  outgrew  all  means  of  payment,  and  their  little  farms  had  to  go. 
Then  rye  would  not  pay  a  st'ore  debt,  but  whisky  would,  and  distil- 
leries sprung  up  ra|)idly-  -they  soon  far  oulnumbei-ed  the  churches  and 
school-honses. 

8<(vivel McJuan  was  l)orn  in'l\ishoquo(]uillas  valley,  Huntington  Co., 
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I'a..  niid  came  uorLli  with  liis  parents  when  tjuito  voiin:;';  when  sixteen 
he  went  with  an  nncle  to  JMaryhmd.  and  there  I'eceivetl  a  yood  educa- 
tion, lie  liveil  witli  this  uncle  till  the  latter  died,  and  he  tiuni  inhei'- 
ited  a.  ]r.U't  of  his  estate,  and  ttus  was  his  capital  to  open  the  stoi'e.  In 
1S1(]  he  was  elected  to  tlie  J.egislatni'e,  and  he  was  re-elci-ted  sev- 
eral times.  He  went  to  j-'hiladelphia,  a  typical  hackwooilsniau  from 
Jlradlord.  and  tlu.^  city  nuMubers  thou<;-ht  to  li;ive  some  tun  with 
him;  he  w;is  inviicd  to  a  fashionable  dinner,  and  at  the  tabic  was 
placed  at  the  head  with  tiie  carving  knife  and  i'c(|Ui'slcil  to  help  the 
guests '"  farniri'  fashion."'  He  gracefully  rose,  took  thi'  curving  Icnil'e. 
helped  his  own  plate  l)ountifully  and  reiiiark'ed  :  "  <  ientlciiieii.  as  I 
have  <lone,  so  do  ye."  and  sat  tlown.  It  was  all  so  gi'acefully  dnne  that 
the  •■funny  fellers  "  looked  at  each  (jther  with  a  k'iiid  of  a  "  sold  "■ 
expi'ession  on  their  faces,  'ire  was  elected  to  Congress  in  1S-J2  fi'oni 
1  lie  ten  counties  composing  this  district,  being  one  of  three  members 
from  ihe  ten  counties — the  other  two  wei'e  Geoi'ge  Ki'anier  and  Kspy 
\'an  Horn.  Uo  served  the  disti'ict  eight  years,  until  it  was  changiMl. 
In  ISoit,  immediately  upon  his  retirement  fr(nn  C(jngress,  he  was 
appointed  secretaiy  of  the  Comnumwealth,  and  served  three  years. 
AVhile  in  this  service  he  nrged  ujton  the  menibers  to  pass  a  fi'ee  school 
law,  and  di'ew  the  bill  that  \vas  passed.  In  1S?>?.  he  was  elected  lo  the 
iState  Senate  a.n<l  during  the  term  was  electsMJ  United  States  Senator; 
he  served  in  the  National  (Congress  until  1S38  when  his  health  gave 
way,  and  he  Avas  given  heavy  doses  of  opium  to  relieve  his  neuralgia, 
and  while  in  a  lit  of  delirinm  he  attem])ted  suicide,  inflicting  a  severe 
wound  on  his  thi'oat  with  a  razor.  Wa  slov.dy  recovered  freun  the 
wound,  but  his  mind  was  nevi-r  right  again,  and  he  died  inlS-p)of 
sofiening  of  (he  brain.  His  widow,  Mrs.  .Iiilia  ^McKc-an,  sist^'r  to 
-ludge  Mel  )o\v<'ll,  of  l^lmira,  siii'vived  him  many  years,  and  lived  (»i 
the '  nui'lingtou  farm.  In  connection  with  the  account  of  Samuel 
IMcKean  it  is  pi'opei'  to  stale  that  in  bSl  i  a  nniil  route  was  establisheil 
fi-om  Towanda  through  Ihirlingtiui  and  on  to  the  west,  and  ,Mr. 
^[(dvean  was  the  first  post ma-^lei' at  nnrlington.  One  .Xeedham  rode 
the  p(«uv  mail.  ;md  IkmI  a  tin  horn  with  wiiich  lie  ;ilways  a  nn>>iinc'Ml 
Ins  approaeli      an  r\eil  mg  I'veni . 

In  1M)(;,  l':/ia,  (ioddard  w;is  killed  by  a,  falling  tree  In  I>"S. 
l']phraim  lilakeslex'  was  trying  lojmtthe  lirst  saw  log  on  t  he  cari'iage  of 
his  sawmill,  when"  he  slijiped'and  tlie  log  caai;-ht  Ins  head  against  the 
carriageand  kill.'d  him  inslanllv.  In  '  IS];;.'  K/ra  ( oxldard.  ,1  r..  was 
going'up  the  ladder  in  his  mill  fmm  the  basement,  and  being  old  and 
clumsy  he  fell  ftackward,  and  dieil  in  cons(_Mpience  in  a  few  days.  .lohn 
I'.allard.  Si'.,  was  attempting  to  driv(_'  a  dog  from  his  house,  and  was  bit 
on  the  lip.  It  was  feared  the  dog  was  rabid,  but  the  wound  soon  cured, 
and  in  ins  old  age  it  ap|)i_Nn'<"(!  ;is  a  rose  cancer,  which  resulted  in  his 
(hath.  Lulher  (buldard  was  killed  bv  the  hdling  chimney  of  his  mill. 
He  was  a  brother  and  join'  owner  "  wit  h  h:/ra  ( ;o<I(l;i  rll.  Tins  last 
haiij.cned  in  1M4.  The  heirs  so,m  after  sold  the  mill  to  A\'illiam 
Sti'\-ens,  and  hisson,  Hiram  K.,  became  the  owma'.  .lames  M(d\ean.\\  ith 
others,  was  chopping  one  da}',  when  a,  bent  limb  was  ujosed  and  llrw 
buck,  strildng  him  on  tlie  head,  killing  him.      He  was  one  of  the  early 
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settlers  who  c;inie  to  seel;  ;i  liome  for  his  t';ithei'"s  i':imil\-.  ,l(_)lm  I'l'utL 
Avas  killeil  in  1S27  hy  the  \\m\)  of  a  ti'ce  falliii^i^-  and  bl■<"'aldll^■  his  l);ick. 
In  ]\ray,  1820,  his  brother  was  choppinu'  in  the  tini!)L'r.  and  cut  iiisfo()t 
so  severely  he  had  to  be  carried  home;  lockjaw  supervened  and  liedictl 
in  a  few  thiys. 

Ancie/it  (liani.s. — Some  men  in  diti'O'ino'  ;i  celhir  U^r  Gen.  .MidCean 
came  to  a  roclc-encioseil  tomb,  nine  feel  lielow  the  surface,  and  over  nine 
feet  long'  by  two  and  a  half  wide.  The  soft  bones  of  the  slcelelon.  as 
it  Uiy,  Averecai'efully  measured  by  Josej)!!  Williams,  of  Troy,  and  it  was 
eii^'ht  feet  and  two  inches  in  hMiglh.  There  wei-etwo  of  those  graves 
within  tlie  space  of  the  cellar,  and  (Uio  was  ovci-gi'own  bv  a  pine  ti'ce 
over  three  feet  in  diameter. 

AVilliam  McJvean,  of  Troy,  made  a  statement  that.  u\  1^1-1.  in  cut- 
ting down  a  noted  old  clead  stump  of  great  size.  In;  found  iinmistakaljie 
iinirks  (jf  .some  shar[),  ax-lilce  instiaiment  near  I  lit;  heart.  It  was 
carefully  split  and  examined,  aiul  llici'c  could  be  in.)  mi>take  of  the 
nature  of  the  cuts.  I  le  w.-i-^  assisted  in  the  cxaminal  iou  b\-  the  Uev. 
Mciscs  lugalls;  they  couulcd  the  rings  and  came  to  the  conclusion  tliat 
the  nuirks  had  been  niadi;  over  hair  liuiuli'cd  veai's  ago  I

The  liist  scliriol-h(.)Usr  in  nui'lington  was  on  Sugar  cUTck-.  in  ITl'l. 
]\Ir.  ?iIcKean  gave  an  acre  of  ground  for  a  gi'ave\-ai'(l  and  church  site, 
and  to  this  day   the  dd  chuivh  (not  the  llrst)  >tands  on  tiiis  ei'ouinl. 

A  road  was  cut  throiigii  along  the  crcelc  from  Towaiida  in  the 
winter  IT'.xi- 01.  by  Jeremiah  Taylor.  .Mr.  MiilFat  aiul  llimjamin  Sax- 
ton.  A  mail  i-oute  was  establislie.l  ihroueh  lluriingtoii  from 'J'owauda 
in  1811,  and  Samuel  Mclvt'an  was  apjKjiuted  i)oslmasler  at    liurlington. 

Lullnrs  Mills  is  a  small  sett  lenient  at  the  crossing  of  the  s'ugar 
creek  liy  the  Towanda  and  Troy  highway.  It  contains  a  saw  ar.d  erist 
mill,  postoilice,  <me  or  two  sloi-f^s.  a  r)lack-smitli-sh(ip.  ami  a  scliool- 
liousi'.  and  a  number  of  iih^asant  residences. 


The  lM,r,mgh  of  I'.ui'line  l,>n  was  eslablished  in  is.",;].  \{  lies  on 
tiie  uorlh  ban];  of  the  Sugar  creek,  its  western  boundai'V  being  also 
that  of  the  township.  The  Tomjack  creek  runs  t  liroueji  t  he  village 
from  tlie  uurllieasl.  taking  ils  rise  a'short  distance  north  of  i  lie  northern 
boundary  of  the  boi'ougii,  which  includes  in  its  limits  aboni  two  Inin- 
(li'ed  and  lifty  acres.  Tomjack's  caiiin  was  situated  jusl  alxive  the 
mouth  of  the  creek  named  in  his  honoi-,  (Ui  the  soutii  side  of  the  Su^ar 
creek-.  The  business  of  the  borough  is  cliielly  conlineil  to  an  edge-tVjol 
and  hore-si'alce  mamifaclory,  carriage,  wagon  and  sleigh  manui'actory, 
cabinet-w  ari-  atid  puihps.  cooper,  carpent(M'  and  blackMuirh  shops, 
general  stores  and  drug-store,  one  hotel,  two  physicians  and  siirei.ons, 
and  a  |)ostolIic(_'.  There  are  one  good  school-house  and  twochui'ches 
in  the  Ixn'oueh.

TUK  first  settlement  made  in  what  is  now  CaiUdii  townsliip  was 
lii'..l)al>ly  in  17i)4jn- Isaac  Allen,  /ei^lieiiiali  Ro-ers  made  his 
possession  in  \'J\U^.  on  the  Ilnbbell  Manlev  fai'm,  built  Ins  Hoorless  log 
cabin,  l-Ixls,  and  |ait  u\)  his  one-leu'^ed  bedstead.  sini|)ly  a  tVnked  stick 
ilriven  int(j  the  ;4round,  on  which  were  poles  I'uiining  to  a  crack 
bet^vcen  the  wall  logs,  antf  tliose  ]io]es  were  tlu'eaded  with  bark  for 
l)ed  cord— the  magnilicent  furidshing  of  man\'  an  old-time  tirst  cabin.. 

Same  year  came  Iv/.ra  Snalding,  alone,  on  a  toui- of  obsei'vation  ; 
and,  s(dectini;-  his  future  home,  he  stuck  down  his  .Tacob-stalf  on 
what  became  the  farmed  "old  Spalding  place."  and  "  Ijacdietl  "  and 
worked  hard  during  the  summer:  then,  ne.xt  season,  brought  his 
family.  Tie  built  a  double  log  house,  and  ojieiied  a  tavern  in  the 
wilds.  To  one  now-a-days  tliissma(dvS  of  the  man  who,  being  a  little 
demoi'ali/.ed,  wishcil  everybody  was  dead  but  himself,  and  i:e  would 
then  go  to  rhiladel|iliia  and  kee]i  a  hotel. 

S[)alding  found,  when  he  came,  Jonas  'ieers  on  the  Daniel  Innes 
farm,  once  the  Grovei'  fai'in.  Geers  left  in  ISOo.  donatlian  Pi'osser 
was  on  the  C.  S.  Sellard  place — Capt.  Calvin  Spencer  Sellaid,  whose 
daughter,  j\trs.  W.  Levitt,  I'esides  in  Canton  borough.  I'rosser's  cabin 
was  near  and  below  the  bridge  crossing  Towanda  creek.  Same  spring 
a  man  named  Coon  came  and  a,lso  settled  on  the  Sella I'd  fai'in.  l'>,i-a 
Spalding  remembered  these  as  the  thive  cabins  in  Canton  when  Ikj 
came  in  IT'."'.;  but  tli(>  same  year  cameiiashnm  Cillett  and  stopped 
on  the  now  Cai't.  I..  1).  Laiidon  farm,  and  his  son,  A\^ilkes  Cillett, 
settled  on  the  ,Ia'ines  Metier  place.  Zephcniali  Koeeis,  Ji'..  settled  the 
l,indle\-  fai'iu.  and  lutgers.  Si-.,  set  oil',  lo  his  son  K'osw.dl.  the  biriii  on 
the  east  side  of  the  creek,  owned  by  the  grandson,  A\'illi:im. 

Klisha  Knight  aiid(ieoig-e  lii'own  came  in  171»7.  Tiie  same  year 
came  the  Cashes.  wUn  imi)roved  the  Loomis  farm,  .lohii  Xeweil 
came  in  the  spring  of  IT'.'T.  and  settled  on  the  L.  X.  Rutty  faiaii  ;  he 
was  an  nncle  of  II.  S.  Xeweil,  now  of  Canton,  on  tin.'  farm  left  him  by 
his  father,  Oliver  Xeweil ;  this  farm  was  lirst  settled  in  IT'J'.t  by  Orr 
Scovel.  whose  house,  it  is  said,  was  the  first  frame  in  Canton  town- 
ship, which  eventually  became  Sfpiire  Uassi^tfs  barn.  Same  year 
Moses  Emmerson  settled  on  the  now  Ichabod  Sellard's  farm,  ami  the 
next  spring  Daniel  Bagley  built  his  cabin  on  the  Imkh-Ii  Sidlard  farm. 
In  the  spring  of  1797  a  man  named  Sti'atton  built-  a  cabin  on  the  Hats 
(now  owned  by  G.  W.  Griffin),  but  nevcn-  occupied  it,  as  he  went  back 
to  Sugar  creek;  but  Ebenezer  r.i.xby  came  that  sjiring,  and,  linding  it 
empty,  took  possession  and  lived  there  three  years.  Loban  Landon 
settled  on  the  farm  afterward  owned  l>v  C.  P.  S])alding  and  O.  D.

The  Van  Dyke  larm  was  settled  in 
IT'.tS:  same  vear  Eliliirjvni-hts  came,  and  he  snld  l..  the  Seuors  and 
iheii  settled  "the  (ieore'e  l\  'Manley  faiaii.  In  his  last  years  Air.  Spald- 
ine- eoiild  not  reiimmlVev  the  name  of  the  lirsL  settler  on  ihe  Wilcox 
farm,  hut  thinks,  whoever  it  was,  he  sold  to  a  tnan  named  llinmay.  in 
IT'.ts.and  from  tills  it  is  named  Iliiiman  Hill.  1  )ennis  Kine-.^hury  set- 
tled the  Sione  farm  in  IT'.'iI.  it  is  supposed,  which  laian  is  now  <,»\vnetl 
hy  K.  Lilley.  At  tills  house  were  lield  the  township  -at  herini^^s 
and  pulilic  meetiiiLi's.  Kiniishiirv  thouuhr  of  niak-ini:'  a  villai^e  uf  the 
place,  lie  sold,  in  ISO,-,,  i,,,  ('apt.  Kice.  and  Kiee'sold  to  .loseph 
Wallace. 

.Mr.  Spaldin-thon-htthatStei'lin-and  lliejh  11. deomh  located  their 
claims  in  IT'.'.").  I)ut  did  not  occui)ythem  nntil  IT'."'.  These  were  hard- 
w<,i'kinn-,  thriflv  men, who  acciiimilated  properly.  Iliiuli  llolcoud)  iHiilt 
on.'  of  I  he  verv  lirst  sawmills  in  southeast  I  tradf. 'rd.  on  tin-  little  creek 
that  runs  tiiroiigh  till'  town;  soon  he  hiiii t  a  i^rislmill,  and  for  nearly 
one  hundred  \a',ars  this  has  ^■l■ollnd  away.  .Mr.  JJoleomh  soon  after 
hiiilL  a  distillerv.  as  whisk\-  was   then  (lecnie.l   as   much  a  neeessarv  as 
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and  was  n-ady  an  important  entc>r[irise.  Mr.  Spalding-  tli(Uii;ht  that 
Seelev  ('r..fut'  located  here  in  I  T'J.'.,  hut  did  not  move'.piit  his  family 
iintiriT'.i';.

Tin-  ahnve  reuiinisceuees  were  diclal.'.l  i.v  Iku'aee  Spaldin-',  when 
he  was  ninely-i  liree  years  old,  and  therefore  any  slight  niistak-es  shoiilil 
not  he  cai'ped  at.  lloi-ace  Spaldin^'  ^vas  the  last  siir\'ivin^-  son  <if  l-'./.ra 
Spaldiuu-.  He  remembered  ha.-k  in  ISii.",.  when  this  was  T-iwanda 
township,  I.n/.i'rne  ctounty.  and  their  sii])posed  v<>tin;:  jilace  w,is  Wil- 
liamsport,  as  they  l)elii.'veii  they  were  in  kycoiiiiuL;- county.  Horace 
Spa  Id  in  14' cast  his  lirst  vote  hi  1  S0-|  ;  he  was  return  jud-i"  in  ]<o'.\  and 
carrie.rihe  vole  to  AVilkes  I  !arre  ;  and  reiueml.ers'  i  hat,  in  1  so,",,  the

(hccnild  not  remeuilx-r  l)V  whom).  A  man  named  Knapp  ii\ed  at  the 
mouth  .d'  the  north  hranch.of  tin;  creek'.  Knap])  s<.|d  \.<>  Cramei',  who 
came  up  and    houiiht  wdiere   Aaron  and  his  son  lived  and  died.     The 
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Daniel  Wilcox  farm  was  settled  before  ITOG;  how  long  he  did  not 
know,  bnt  remembered  thei'e  being  a  logdiouse  and  several  aei'cs 
cleared  wheii  he  iirst  came.  Tiie  noted  earl\-  i)htce  called  the  ^' Allen 
iliils"  he  thouglit  Isaac  Allen  mnst  have  settled  as  earlv  as  1794  or 
1795;  that  David  and  Stephen  Allen  Iniilt  their  sawmill,  and  soon 
after  their  gi'istniill,  linishing  tlie  latter  in  1797.

Iletnrning  to  the  jioint  cf  the  borough  (jf  Canton,  and  going  np  the 
road  to  Alba:  In  ]7'.t9  \'an  \'alkenl)urg  settled  on  tlie  hevi  Stnll  larm, 
and  his  son-in-law.  AVedgeworth,  located  tlie  "  ^Minneijua  Springs  "  jilace, 
that  in  time  came  to  the  hands  of  Teter  Ilei'dicagemiine  "  hustlrr"'  of 
niodei'ii  times,  whose  push  ajnl  luvi  did  so  much  t(j  develo]^  this  part 
of  Bradford  eonntv.  jNIr.  Wedgeworth  biult  his  house  on  the  Hat 
between  the  "iMinnequa  House"  and  the  farm  house  recently  erected.  ' 
1S04,  after  leaving  Canton,  on  the  roatl  to  Troy,  was  settled  by  David 
J'ratt.  This  was  the  man.  Avho.  in  Isdl,  niiule  the  nails  for  E/.i'a 
Spakling's  barn,  afterwai'tt  the  widow  AVheafs  property.  The  tiext 
was  Schuyler  Elliott's  farm  settled  in  1805  by  Levi  ]\[orsc".  a  tailoi':. lames 
liockwell,  grandfather  of  Jacob  Uockwell,  settled  the  Koc;kwcll  farm, 
it  is  supposed  in  1802.  And  Jeremiah  Smith  located  on  the  Israel 
Moore  farm.  In  lSn4  Elisha  Luther  and  a  man  named  llurlbut  settled 
between  Smith's  and  Alba  borough.  In  1805  Kilbourne  ^bjrley  settled 
the  David  Palmer  farm.  Eban  A\'ilson,  Di'.  Rowlan  and  Jacob  Thomp- 
son came  about  the  year  1S'I3. 

A  (plaint  old  account  and  It.'dgL'r  book'  that  E/.ra  Spalding  bi'cniglit 
to  this  country  with  him  is  well  pr(?sei'vpd.  It  dates  l)ack-1(i  177-1.  but 
what  is  written  in  it  seems,  dti  the  blank'  s])aces,  to  he  Spalding's 
accounts  with  his  neighbors  al'ti'r  he  commenced  business  lieirj.  These 
old  accounts  commenced  with  his  ('anton  neighiiors  ' w  17'.'7,  ami  are 
now  of  the  greatest  interest. 

The  lirsk  page  has  an  entrv  (1 799)  against  I^lihu  k'ni^'ht.  among 
other  things,  sevim  bushels  of  cinai  at  lifly  cuts  a  l)ii>liel  ;  tlieu  J.-lm 
(irillin  IS  cliarg(-d  seven  I'Oils  for  a  pint  of  wlii>ky;  Mai'ch,  lso7, 
jKiiil  Hugh  llolcomb  live  (piarts  whi^^ky  in  full  for  work;  1mi8, 
Kilbourne  ]M()i-Iey  is  charged  live  items  at  <lil]'ei'i'nt  dales,  but  all  for 
whisky;  December,  1808,  Sela  Ci'ofcjot  (the  way  he  spells  it)  is 
chargeil  with  sevei'al  items,  but  mostly  whisk'v;  Noveiid)er.  181o, 
David  Pralt,  Jr.,  is  charged  lifty  cents  for  two  gallons  of  cider.  In 
1807,  Benjamin  Stone  bought  during  that  and  the  next  year  the 
amount  of  S7.'25  worth,  chielly  whisky;  in  IsiJ'.k  Samuel  AVilcox  is 
charged  twenty-live  cents  for  a  ([uai't  (jf  wliisky  ;  then  we  (■oin(_',on  the 
next  page,  where  it  goes  back  to  1799.  Joseph  Vansickle  purchased 
some  sugar;  in  1801,  Jonathan  Brosser  bouglit  sonu'  hay;  at  the 
same  time  Jess(>  Drake  bought  two  husliels  of  corn  ;  the  ne.\t  chaig-e 
(no  year  given,  but  supposed  18(il),  John '•  ( iraiiiilier ""  is  charged  with 
several  items  of  wliisky.  in  the  year  18(hi,  \}r.

Ezra  Spaldin-'s  family  weiv  himself,  wde,  and  sons  Horace  and 
Uilliam,  ajul  da,un-hters  Liicv.  Ilelsev  and  Delielit,  and  two  slaves, 
!!ulah  and  her  buy,  "("esar.  '  wIm;  ww.:  slaves  in  Connecticut.  Hulah, 
hayine-^h,..r  ireedom  after  a  vear  here,  went  back  to  Sheshe(piin,  but 
'•('es;ir"  remained.  Ezra,  Spaidin,^'  was  born  m  Connecticut,  and  was 
aged  forty-tw<j  when  he  came  :  he  had  a  u'ood  education,  had  surveyed, 
ami   had  studied  navigataMi.      He  was  a  Hevolulionary  soldier  :  he 'first 
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cume  l(j  SlK'slic(jiiiii  ill  I  TlTi,  and  next  yrnr  to  lliis  placr.  Tlis  caliin  was 
hetwerii  wlicre  tlif  r^ad  now  runs  and  'Pdwaiida  ciuinlx-,  iiearl\'  a  mile 
IVoni  tiic  boroiiLiii  wlicrr  liis  son  IJuracc  lived.  Tliev  Imilt  ;i  calnii, 
Idx.'S-J,  and  llic  next  PY'liiaia ry  he  brouglit  liis  family  in  sleds.  When 
he  came  he  bronchi  al.oiiL  s.'ldU  worth  of  cow-bells. 'wliieh  he  soon  sold 
to  his  nel,^■hbol■s.^  (I rocenes  weix' '•  dear  bought  and  Far  retcheil"  at 
lirst,  as  lliey  all  came  fri^m  Athens,  but  the  trade  soon  clian^■ed  to 
AVilliamsport.  simiily  followiiii;- down  the  stream  to  that  place.'whieh 
old-timers  said  they  ei'ossed  thirty-eight  times  goiiiL;'  iVoiii  ('aiitoii.  In 
the  above  accounts  api)ears  an  entry  against  Emiiiersoii.  wIhj  was  a 
*  spy,  it  seems,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  who  tried  to  rob  Spakling  of  his 
land. 

John  Newell,  Jr.,  settled  the  L.  N.  liuttv  farm  in  ITi'T,  and  sold 
in  ITUO  to  Saninel  Rutty.     * 

(Jo\-(M')iment  sent  out  vicMvers  to  locate  a  r(jad  north  from  A\'illiams- 
])oi't  to  Canada,  ami,  after  much  contenti(jn  as  to  the  two  roiites.it 
was  linally  sur\-eyed  and  located  much  as  it  now  runs  through  the 
countv.  It  wassixlv  feet  wideband  completed,  except  three  nnles  in 
1 S 1  1 . ' 

The  slave  "Cesar"  was  given  his  liberty  by  Mr.  Spalding  when  ha 
was  twenty-one  ;  he  lived  to  be  quite  old.  and  was  mwcr  accused  of 
being  \vholly.  as  his  namesak'e  W(_>uld   have  his  wife. 

Spalding's  mill  on  his  hirm  was  a  small  atl'aii-.  l)nt  a  gi'eat  improve- 
ment to  sluiii])  poundim:-.  It  W(Uild  run  all  dav  and  urind  about  three 
bushels  of  corn. 

Kefi'rence  has  already  been  made  to  the  l)urning  of  Sjialding's 
house.  In  fni'tlier  explanation  it  may  bi.'  said  that  this  was  all  cansc.'d 
by  this  traitor  in  his  house,  fhumerson,  and  was  another  attempt  of 
the  reniiamites  to  ruin  tin.'  Connecticut  setthu's.  Siialdiiig  was 
arrested  under  the  '•  intrusion  law,"  lined  S2()()  and  sent  to  prison  two 
months.  lie  served  out  his  term,  and  then  an  executive  took  and  sold 
all  his  piM'sonal  property  and  the  I'ascals  burned  his  house.  'J'liese 
were  some  ^>f  the  drastic  mi'asures  against  these  ])oor  setlk'rs,  who, 
one  would  suppose,  had  tuiou^h  ikiIuimI  obsla<'les  to  contend  with 
wilhout  such  horrors  as  I'eiiusy  l\  ania  aeeiits  inllicted  upon  them.  Is 
it  an\'  wonder  thei'e  was  in  time  bloodshed  bet\veen  these  paities^ 
Ml'.  Spalding  had  purchased  of  Col.  Spakling  and  Elisha  Satterlee, 
but  linally  C(.)mpleting'  his  title  by  purchasing  of  the  .\sylum  compativ. 
This  ruin  came  to  ]\[r.  Spalding"  in  the  fall  of  isoi).  'He  was  coiii- 
pielled  to  move  his  family  into  a  small  cal)iii  that  stood  where  J.  ^V . 
(irillin  lived;  at  that  time  owned  by  Kbenezer  ,\llis,  where  he  lived  one 
year  and  then  built  a,  new  house,  and  in  a.  few  vears  he  was  again 
prospering  and  running  his  hotel.  IFe  tiled  in  J)ecember,  1S2S.  ills 
son  lloi'ace  succeeded  him.  and  died  on  the  old  ])!;u'e  at  the  ripe  age  of 
ninetv-six.  ]Mrs.  S.  I).  Ivendall,  of  Canton,  is  a  dauehter  of  Horac<' 
Spajdiiig. 

Early  elections  in  Canton  township  w<Me  held  at  the'  li<uise(jf  Daiiiid 
Stone.  An  early  justice  was  Isaac  (,'haapel.  and  in  time  he  \vas 
succeeded  by  Seeley  (yi'(;fut. 

The  lirst  sch.ool  in  the  new  township  was  taught  liy  Isaac  CMiaaiiel, 
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near  rratl's  Mill.  In  ITU'.)  sonic  of  tiKMiiost  pi'oniiiieiiL  i)oi)[)l(_',  aiiionu' 
otIiLM's  Iv/.i'a,  S))(MiC(M',  wciv  iwrested  undci'  tliu  '•  iiilriisioii  hiw,"  for  set- 
tlini;- on  lands  uiulcr  (^)nn(H.'licut  litle,  and  scntiMicc'd  to  two  ni- ilirce 
iiionihs'  inipi'isonnicnl  and  lined  s-JiHi.  In  1  Si m»  Mr.  Spaldin-'s  hoiiso 
was  hunu'd.  while  the  sheritr  was  in  the  act  ol' dis|iossessinu  him,  to  j.nt 
a  man  in  it  liv  the  name  of  Juhu  Schrader,  Si\,  and  about  thr  time  lire 
was  descried;  a  btdlet  ''  whizzed  "  close  by  the  heads  of  the  sherill  and 
Schriuh'r.  This  was  one  ol'  the  iiu'idents  of  that  disturbed  time  and 
disputed  hind  titles. 

In  November,  isii,  Mi^diael  11.  Thorp  made  his  appearance  in  the 
selllemeiit  with  blank  deeds,  etc.,  and  claimed  t')  be  an  agent  of  "'  The 
llanlv  of  Nortli  Ameriea."  which  clainuMl  the  land  of  the  settlei's.  and 
he  urued  the  people  to  buy.  .Many  did  so;  t(.iol;  a  d^-rd  and  imn'tgage 
at  the  I'ale  of  s^L'. 50  p(*r  acre,  a  few  lost  or  gav<!  up  Iheir  claims  and 
took  other  land. 

'idle  first  division  v\'  ( "antoii  towiishi|>  was  sti'iking  oil'  I'd'aiiklm 
townsliip  -aliout  one-half  of  its  teriatory  ;  the  next  change  was  that 
of  makini;- Ti'ov  township.  The  people"  in  the  coiifu.sion  were,  many 
(d'  Ihem'^on  .North  Sugar  cre^dc,  ealled  on  in  t  wo  townships  to  jiay 
ta.xes.  Canton  township  originally  comprised  l.eroy,  Fraiddin,  All)a 
boi'ouuh,  and  a  hiru'e  i>ai-t  of  (draii'ville. 

In'  Is-jo,  in  the  split  in  ihu  .MelluMlist  (diurch  l)y  those  "  protesting- " 
aitaiusl  the  "  episcopacv,"  a  society  (d' the  new  order  was  formed  in 
('anion  townshii),  of  w'hich  I'l'iah 'llaxl  er  was  the  chosen  leader,  and 
J'dder  David  Randall,  of  llurlington.  was  an  aetiv(;  ami  mllu(_nitial 
membei-.      This  society  stil!  keeps  its  orgaiii/ati.m. 

.Jacob  (ii'anteersettleil  what  is('anton  boi'ough  in  isoO.  He  came 
that  spring  and  purchased  bt-o  acivs,  including  all  the  east  part  and 
west  limits  of  the  incorpoi'ation.  He  l>ought  ol'  Jonathan  Hrosser. 
built  a  nice  hew(Ml  log  house  on  the  ground  <jn  whicli  stands  Kzidv-iel 
Newman's  house.  Granteer,  who  was  born  in  koia-aine.  came  to  Amer- 
ica two  or  three  vears  beb)re  the  breakin-  out  of  the  Kevolulion.  and 
selth'd  in  the  M.diawk  valley.  He  volunteered  into  .^[orl::^^s  Uille- 
mcu,  and  sei'\ed  d ur inu'  the  "war.  A  flcr  I  hat  he  ivnioved  to  Ncwlown 
(l-:imiia).  and  from  there  in  pirogues  lloated  down  the  ri\er  t.>  the 
moiilh  of  d'owaiida  .avek-,  called  ••  lo.x's  feiaw."  oi'  soim-tinies  •'  kox's 
lishei'v."  ami  llnallv  '"Fox's  chase."  He  bmli  the  lirst  sawmill  on 
^ilill  creelv  a  shoi't  distance  north  of  Canton  borough.  He  was  killed 
bv  a  fall  in  his  mill  in  ISO-I  or  lS(i5.  He  left  three  sons  and  bmr 
daughtei's,  all  now  deceased.  Jlis  eldest  son,  John  (iranteer,  cleared 
the  i^round  on  which  the  borough  stands,  dohn  was  twice  married, 
first  to  a  Ilevin'lv  and  then  to  '  .Marv  Moore;  In,'  died  in  lS7n,  aged 
eighlv-six;  his  w'ifi-  died  in  ISr.Iaiid  'was  buried  in  the  ground  he_  had 
given' for  a  church  and  graveyard,  where  was  built  the  lirst  rnion 
church;  tills  (jhl  cliurclk  biiililing'  was  niuved  to  Centre  stivet.  and 
became  a  residence.  John  Granteer  left  one  son  by  his  first,  marriage 
and  two  sons  bv  his  last  marriauv,  viz:  dacob  and  John. 

O'rover  is  a 'station  on  tln'  ra'llroad  south  (.i  the  iM.rongli  (d^  Canton, 
and  nearly  on  the  south  county  line.  The  most  important  imluslry 
hei'c  is  the  extensive  JiinOs  taiinerv;    there  arc    two  stores   and   some 
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siDiill  sliops;  also  a  .Lirisliiiill  (.lu'i'ati'd  by  James    II.    Kasto-ate,  and   the 
extensive  plaiiiiiLi-  null  of  S.  S.  \'erniil_ve. 

2li)iiieii(iit  Sj)rln<js. — This  is  a  lovely  spot,  and  a  most  noted  health 
I'csort  of  noi-thern  Pennsylvania,  fi-oni  whose  remarkable  sprini^s 
burst  forth  the  eold,  pure,  luialthgiving' waters.  It  is  tradition  that 
the  Indians  were  led  lo  this  sprini;'  foUowing  the  game  thai  eame  for 
the  swi'ct  water.  The  earh'  picjueer  learned  of  it  fmm  the  Indian, 
and,  in  tiie  eourse  of  tiiiu'.  I'etcr  llerdic,  by  the  advice  of  his  physi- 
eian,  eame  here  and  found  the  fountain  of  health,  if  not  of  perpetual 
youth,  and.  ii\  18<'.0.  he  nuule  it  a  health  resort  for  the  jndjiic.  (-iuests 
aiul  visitors  and  eottage-builders  have  been  a  stea<ly.  increasing  stream 
to  the  pi'esent.  In  1870  -Tuilgt?  Maynai'd  purchased  sixty  acres,  and 
l)uilt  his  residence  near  the  spring.  A  commodious  hotel  was  built, 
and,  ^vhen  this  was  overtaxed  with  increasing  guests,  a  lai'ge  I'ooni 
annex  was  i)Ut  up.  The  main  budding  was  l)urned  in  1878,  and  the 
present  brick  ^vas  opened  in   1S84. 

Were  there  nothing' here  I)ut  the  sweet  dreamland  that  it  is -the 
wide,  smooth  sweeping  valley  at  your  feet,  the  surrounding  swelling 
hills  and  the  afar,  tlreamy  lilue  lines  of  the  Armenia,  and  the  South 
Arountains  overlo(jking  Canton,  and  the  green  velvet  valley  of  the 
Towaiida — it  would  be  an  enchanting  place  for  the  city  visitor  fleeing 
fi'oiu  the  I'oa)'  and  dust  and  dirt  of  the  city,  to  rest  and  renew  life  antl 
vigor  foi' the  future  struggle.  Here  is  great  .Mother  Nature's  sweet 
l)osom,  where  hei'  weary  and  sick  children  may  cuddle  and  sleep  antl 
dream,  and  regain  strengtli  and  health.

X  tlie  year  170.".  Nathaniel  and  John  Pallard  (twins),  born  in  Par 
mington,  Mass.,  December  27,  1777.  came  u[)  Sugar  ci'eeic  fi'oiii 
lUu'lington,  ami,  taking  the  left-hand  bi'anch  of  the  creek,  which  runs 
tlirougli  the  Pi.rter  fai'ins,  followed  to  the  source  near  tli(!  loot  of 
iJailey  Hill.

iXash.  and  commenced  a  fallow  where  Xash  inad(.'  his  orcliai'd.  This 
was  the  liist  s(?ttlement  in  Ooliimbia,  township.  The  vonng  men  were 
eighteen  yt'ars  old  when  1  liev  arrived,  and  had  started  fi'oin  Piirliug- 
ton,  wlu'i'e  they  had  been  a  slioi't  time  as  exploi'crs,  and  came  carrying 
on  their  backs  their  small  slot'ks  of  provisi<uis  and  worldly  possessions. 
Their  iud\'  wea|)ous  or  iiupleinents  weie  the  axes  t  lu'\' carried  in  their 
hands.  Tlu>  counli'y  was  so  densely  limbered  llu^  only  way  lliey  could 
keep  from  becoming  wholly  lost  was  lo  ke(_'|>  near  the  stream.  Tluire 
were,  no  marked  ti'ces  to  guide  them,  and  it  is  highly  pi'oiiable 
they  wei'e  the  Iirst  white  men  that  ever  looked  u[)on  this  part  of  tlie 
woi'ld.  They  afterward  told  of  meeting  two  panthei'S  that  seemed 
disposed  to  sto])  them ;  they  parleyed  and  triinl  several  ways  to 
fi'ighten  oir  the  beasts  in  vain,  an.d  liiKillv  each  cut  a  sUu'dy  club 
that  they  ccuild  handle  better  than  axes,  and  then  they  made  a 
determined  rush  and  the  panthers  lied.  When  they  got  to  where  was 
after\vard  Long's  mill,  they  suddeidy  came  upon  sevei'al  bears  digging 
roots — not  a  ureat.  di>;tance  from  where  the\-  eiUMJiintered  tin-  panthers. 
'I'hey  charged  these  with  their  clubs  ami  scattered  them  easilv.  AVheii 
near  the  loot  of  Pailey  lliil  theii'  ears  were  dinned  witli"the  most 
hideous  screams  of  another  panther  :  it  was  soon  visible,  and  seemed 
furu/us  at  their  a,p])roaeh.

venison,  and  hung  it  up  there/and  tlie  ravenous  heaslsliad  foived  open 
the  door  and  ]iicked  the  bones  clean.  An  old  man  has  described  to 
the  writer  what  he  had  I;)e<"n  tnjd  by  David  Watkins  when  he  landeil 
here  witli  Morgan.  His  total  possessions  were  a  wife,  an  ax.  and  s7.."iO 
in  cash.  Jhit  all  went  to  work,  and  soon  each  faniilv  had  a  cabin  — 
generally  back  roof,  and  no  lloor  :  but  some  uuide  "  llooring  of  split 
basswo(jd — of  c(.)urse  no  "liglits""  in  the  windows— this  was  v>']iat  they 
made  doors  of;  wcjoden  ]iins  were  used  foi'  nails,  luigc^  stone  lire  ])laces 
Wi^vc  made  in  one  end  of  iIk^  cabin,  outside  the  walls.  Kiiel  and  water 
were  the  only  two  things  of  w  hich  there  was  im  scarcity;  a  coi'd  of 
wood,  if  th.'caliin  was  Lolerabl v  well  '•chinked."  would  keep  a  familv 
tolerably  fdinfoiin ble  durnig  even  a  cold  night. 

in  1S(I4  David  rainier  came  from  nui-lrngton  ami  settled  on  the 
Scouten  farm;  lie  i)iirehased  the  possession  of  Kbenczo'  lialdwin,  who 
had  purchast:d  of  Doty.  AViien  Mr.  Dalnu-r  moved  into  his  house  it 
had  been  some  time  uiujccnpied  ;  spi'outs  had  grown  up  between  the 
l)a.sswoo(I  cracks  as  high  as  tl;e  beams  overhead,  and  he  had  to  have  a 
"clearin'''  beb)re  he  could  move  in.  Shortly  after  this,  Ai)rahani 
Weast  mad(>  a  possession  on  what  became  AViiliam  Mosliier's  farm,  l.)Ut 
about,  iso;  he  s(jld  to  a  man  named  Spragiie.  This  AVeast  was  a  noted 
cho|)|HM' and  hunter,  but  as  smart  a  woodsman  as  he  was,  he  once 
attempted  to  go  to  Mill  ei'eek,  l)ut  l>ecaiiie  lost  and  wandered  in  tiie 
woods  tlii'ee  clays,  and  having  mi  gun  he  nearlv  pcrislied  :  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  third  day  he  suddenlv  fiJimd  a  turnip  paten,  and  fell  to 
eating  the  turni|)s;  fortunately  tli'oowner  (b'seovf-red  liim.aml  took  him 
to  his  Ikjusc,  ami  iudici(.)nsly  i'ed  him  (Ui  venison  soup  and  brought  him 
around. 

Tn  ISnT  Calvin  Tinldiam  cam(>  from  N'ermont,  an<l  Charles  K'cves 
fi'eim  Ihirlington  ;  Keycs  was  a  lialtcu',  which  ti'ade  he  b)llowed  "b>r 
years,  and  died  in  thV'  winter  of  is.ir,;  Mr.  'riidduim  and  his  wife 
(I'heodosia  Tlunnas)  lived  happilv  to  a  i:w;\t  auv  ;  tliev  were  married 
in  iSlo,  eelebiMted  t  heir  goUhMi  wedding;  and  at  thai  t  mium  1  ^C'"  A  were 
the  oldest  couple  in  the  couniN  ;  he  was  ai;ed  ei'dil  v-bnir.  ami  .Mrs. 
Tinkham  was  eiitiivly  blind.    "  ... 

In  JSoS  CartiM'  Havens  and  family  eaiiie  and  settled  on  the  hill,  a 
mile  north  ^>['  .Vust  inville- a  numerous  lamik'.  there  being  tweiiLv-two 
children,  (Uiongli  to  1111  pretty  full  an  ordinaVv  pioneo'  cabin,  'dohn 
Ih.xby  came  iii  ISOS,  ami  clciircd  the  fai'in  on  which  he  lived  ami  died, 
in  Dctober,  ISCG,  aged  ninety.  In  clearing  about  his  cabin  ihei'e 
accidently  bdl  a  tree  that  bore"down  erne  emi  of  the  cabin  and  nnide 
(piite  a  wreck  of  it;   but  this  \vas  impaired  and  the  woi'k  went  on. 

In  CSOO  Ilurllmt  aiul..Mun'av  llallard  built  a  sawmill  where  was 
afterwai'd  the  Waldomill,  and  this  furnished  the  people  tiie  lirst  sawed 
lumber  in  the  township.  Ohai'les  Keves  )iut  up  liie  liivl  frame  house 
in  Austinville,  in  ISos.  near  Ilaia'v  Sinith's.  David  Wilson  kept  the 
lirst  stoi-e-]U'incit'ally  Un-  the  sal'i;  of  whisky  and  tobacco.  An  oM- 
timer  assures  us  that  he  was  told  many  y.'ai's'ago  that  pr(.'ac]i(n's  and 
doctors  were  scarce  and  whi^kv  and   tobacco  far   more   plentiful,  am.] 
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yet  both  tlie  licaUh  and  nionils  of  the  people  wo'c  elei^aiit.  The  fii'st 
death  was  tliat  of  a  young  child  of  Cajn,.  Cha])iii,  sometime  previous 
to  ISlO  ;  the'  second" buiial  was  that  of  a  Mr.  AVright. 

The  llrst  pi'eaclier  Avas  Ekler  Eich,  a  ]}aptist ;  Elder  Simon  Powers 
succeeded  him  and  sul)se(piently  Elder  Rich,  Jr.,  succeeded  liim  (the 
latter  was  a  one-legged  man  and  preached  sitting). 

The  lirst  settlci'S  h:uUo  goto  John  Shepard's  mill,  at  ]\lilltowH,  now 
iSayi-e,  to  get  their  bi'ead.  and  the  way  they  went  was  for  a  man  to 
take  a  bushel  on  his  back,  and  trudge  over  the  long  way,  through  the 
unbroken  wihlcrness  twenty  miles.  About  the  year  1S6(>  jMr.  Piowley 
built  a  small  h>g  gristmill  near  the  site  of  E(jng"s  null.  This  was 
hailed  as  tlie  gcalest  inipi'ovement  evei-  nuule  in  the  countiy. 

^'athaniel  Aleri'itt  came  frum  Vermont  in  ISOT,  and  settled  on  the 
James  ]\IcKean  farm  ;  one  (jf  his  five  sons  was  Curtis,  who  lived  to  be 
an  old  man  in  S\lvania.  ^^'hen  he  was  a  lad,  the  family  made  nuqilo 
sugar,  and  he  would  lak(>  a  lot  of  this  on  horseback  to  (Miemnng  Flats 
and  exchange  this  for  pork — itound  foi'  pound.  At  that  time  thei'e  was 
not  a  house  between  Spi'inglield  Centie  and  lientley  ei'cek,  and  he 
would  travel  a  bi'itlle  path.  When  Merritt  came.  Samuel  P.aUhvin  lived 
on  the  Smead  farm,  and  Ephraim  Cleveland  on  the  John  Callciiis  farm. 
In  1808  Deacon  Asa  Jlowe  settled  near  Ilelon  Budd"s.  and  the  place 
became  Howe  Hollow.  Comfort  Peteis  settled  on  the  rettilxmc  bum, 
sameyeai-.  and  next  year  (1S09).  Sheldon  Gibbs  came  to  the  neighbor- 
hood.' The  two  lasl'uien  were  basket-makei'S,  and  would  ])eddle  their 
wares  b)i' miles  arouixl,  even  going  as  fai' as  Oswego  after  they  were 
cnalJed  to  have  a  sled  to  liaul  them  in,  from  whieh  cii'cumstance  the 
i-oad  on  which  tlicv  lived  was  called  '-Basket  street."  ami  it  retains  the 
mime  to  this  day  ;  it  l.-ads  fi'om  C.  11.  j'.allanrs  to  Austinville. 

It  is  said  on  "pretty  good  autlioi'ity  that  Moses  Tayloi'  was  the  lirst 
settler,  but  it  can  not  be  leaiaied  the  exact  year  he  came.  It  \^'as 
between  ISljO  and  1S()3.  lie  came  from  Tioga  Point  (Athens)  and 
settled  on  the  iMimroe  farm— Iniilt  a  ilouble  lug  house,  binned  and 
Icept  a  hotel.  His  inaiii  customers  at  iii'st  weiv  llie  agents  of  the 
hrmker  laiui^.  Tavloi's  son  ('hal■l.^s  was  horn  August  -Jl,  177:^.  and 
was  a  \.nm-  man'  when  the  family  canie;  after  his  father  retired 
he  kept' the  Iol:  house  tavmai  someti'me,  and  was  a  pi-nsperous  citizen 
as  was  his  lath'/.r  before  him.  He  nuna'ied  Miranda  Can  Held,  December 
'2',»,  iSoT,  and  they  had  twelve  chddivn.  One  of  the  sous,  Alanson, 
lived  on  tln'  old  'homestead,  and  with  him  was  his  mother  when  she 
was  nearly  ibnety  years  old.  Mr^.  Taylor's  bithm'.  Caidi.Md.  came 
from  SpcMi'cei' couiity,  N.  \'.,  in  ISOo.  JM'ery  fandly  nuule  ♦heir  own 
clothing,  "  home  m'ark-ets"  as  it  were,  ami  'the  gir'l  that  could  card, 
spin  and  wcav(>  tlu-  best  was  the  lirst  choice  always  in  the  matrimo- 
nial mai'ket.  and  the  girl  made  her  own  dower—a  cheslfull  of  lim^m, 
and  a  i)illow  case  fidl  of  stockings.  T'ua  wool  was  carried  often  on  a, 
man's  liack"  to  factory  ville.  andcarded,  and  when  spun  and  woven  at 
home  was  taken  back'" to  he  di'cssed  or  iinislied.  and  the  proudest  groom 
in  the  land  was  satislied  with  such  a  suit.  ]\foses  Tavlor.  principally, 
caused  a  log  school-house  to  he  built  soon,  the  lir.st  in  this  section,  and 
on  tlie  sjjot  where,  Alanson  Taylor's  residence  afterward  stood,  aiul 
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here  siic'li  men  as  Cliainnan  and  .lanies  Morgan  <;-ol  all  their '"  hook 
hirnin;"  Moses  Taylor  dietl  Fel>ruary  !•_'.  h^LM,  and  Charles  Taylor 
died  Decern  her  8,  1837. 

Sne(Jd-eri)ille. — 'J'he  principal  eonceiai  here  is  Snedcdcer's  mills. 
Snedek-er  is  a  station  on  tlje  iSoilheiai  Centi'al  Kaili'oad. 

Aii.\fiiiville  has  ii  sawmill  helonginn-  to  ^Varreii  Smith. 

C(,hnnh'ii(  r/YM-.s' 7?6'rt<'?.'>' is  a  station 'on  the  Northern  (Central  Mail- 
road  :  has  two  stores,  one  hhi<'k-smith-shop,  one  hotel  and  a  chui'ch.

David  Ilid^vwaw  Other  namesof 
lh(>  earlv  settlers  weiv  WiUiaui  Spaldiiin-,  (Gilbert  (iav,  AVilliam  P.. 
Fivnch,  Allen   Ih.ckwell.  Xatlian  AVih-ox  a'ud  .Major  1  )o(i ee. 

Mr.  A.  S.  ll.H.ker  in  his  paper,  the  X  ortlu:n>'  Tlcr-I  ,a:dlr.  u\  July 
IS,  1  SiM.  pul)lislies  a  most  iuterestitig  let  t  er;  iVoiii  "  oue  (if  r.radlord 
counlv's  oldest  inhahitaiits  ■■- -I'.iii'r  Kidgewav-dVom  which  we  make 
intei'i'stiiiu' exii-acts  :  "1  am  iiiiW  in  m\-  eii^lu  \ -ei'^hlh  \-ear.  and  liavt> 
l.ceu  a  ri'suhuit  \Mtliiu  tlie  h.  nmdafies  ('.I'  l-'.radh-rd  cnuiUv  siiuv  ISii;);

1  pid)lisht>d 
a  pajtcr,  but  not  i)eing  a.  )irintei'  mys<'lf.  and  iiolitical  diiferences 
springiTig  U]1  between  Cie'n.  IMcKean  and  Wells,  nuide  the  ))aper  unpro- 
ductive, and  i  abandoned  it.  '■  •■  '■  We  have  a  ])erson  in  our 
neighl}orliood,  Timothv  Tl.  Lewis.  wideK-  known  as  'llariw  Lewis.' 
who  nevei' foi'gol  anything.  I  will  try  and  see  him  and  get  him  to 
refresh  my  muul  of  those  old  times.'"  In  a  p>)slscript  In-  adds:  ■' 1 
established  the  Iirst  post  rout.es  in  I'.radford  county,  exccj-t  that  up 
and  down  the  I'iver  carried  hv  ■Mr.  Teetor,  the   one  from  Towanda  to 
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Canton  In-  .loh  Irish,  Ji\,  son  of  tlic  cclel)i'ati'(l  Jolt  li'isli,  of  nuicli  Uiw 
memoiy  ;  tlie  one  i'rotn  Town nda  tlirou<iii  P.urlinytoii  to  Cunoe  Plac(>, 
in  Tiooa  comity,  and  tlien  l)ack  to  I'.radl'oid,  through  Cohinihia, 
Springlk'ld,  Sniithlield  to  Athens  by  my  sons,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
river  I  had  many  iMders."'  Ihirr  liidge\vay  died  at  his  son"s,  James 
D.  Ividgeway,  August  19,  ISTG,  aged  ninety-seven  years;  liis  wife  had 
died  June  S,  1S58,  aged  seventy-nine  years,  and  side  by  side  they  peace- 
fully sleep  in  Franldindale  CVMuetiMy. 

Barclay  formed  a,  portion  (;f  this  townshij)  until  IS'iT.  Towanda 
creek  p;isses  centfally  through   it.  receiving  several  small  ti'ibutai'ies. 

David  and  Stephen  Allen  were  the  lirst  setlh-rs.  in  IT'.';'.,  at 
wliat  is  now  known  as  Fraiddindale.  The  next  season  their  bi'other 
Daniel  Allen  settled  fui'lher  u])  the  creek  at  West  i-'ranlcliii.  Henja- 
nuin  Stone  came  in  IStio.  .  Daniel  Wilcox,  oi'  as  is  somelimes  said 
'']S'atlian  ''  Wilcox  came,  it  is  su|»pose(l,  befoi'e  the  Aliens,  and  settled 
on  the  place  called  "Treacher  l)rook'."  l^lder  Thomas  Smiley,  at  a 
verv  earlv  date,  improved  the  Dors(jn  Slone  farm,  afterward  Owned 
by  Clay  Faireliihis. 

John  Knapp,  AVilliam  Damei' and  the  Spaldings  came  as  eai'ly  as 
lTl)t>,  and  afterwar<l  cann'  Samuel  Wilcox.  Al)saloin  and  E/.ekiel  Carr, 
Widow  Lattimoiv.  William  I'.lainc-liei'.  Ahfan  Cook.  J)aniel  Stone. 
Truman  llolcomb,  Gilbert  (^av,  '^'illiam  I;.  French,  Allen  Rockwell. 
Xathan  Wilcox,  and  :Ja  j.  Oliver  Williams  Dodge.  The  Spaldings 
were  three  brothers:  Horace.  William  D.  and  N(')ali.  The  t wo  latt'.M' 
bouu'ht  the  mill  jiroperty,  at  Fi'anklindale.  I'here  were  three  of  the 
Lattimores;  Ste]')lien,  Peter,  and  ElizabeLli,  latter  of  whom  marrieil 
]3avid  Smiley.  .  Alpheus  Holcomb  came  to  the  township  in 
18P.2.  and  seltled  near  the  Pidgeways.  lie  had  formerly  lived  in 
Lelioy. 

Fravl'Iindah  is  tlie  i)rinci])al  village,  situated  on  the  Tov/anda 
creek,  has  a  general  store,  a  gristmill,  sawmill  and  hotel.  IF^.s/  Frimk- 
Jiii  is  in  the  west  pai-t  of  the  township  on  the  Towanda  roatl  :  it  con- 
tains two  clnii'i'lies,  one  hotel,  one  general  sloi'e,  and  several  smaller 
shops.

DURING  the  winter  of  lT',>s  ;i;)  Jeremiah  1'avlor.  with  his  family, 
left  his  native  Perkshire,  Mass..  home,  and  wilh  a  Connecticut 
title  to  a  jnece  of  land  in  what  is  Piadfoi'd  couiitv  came  and  iirst 
stopped  in  what  is  now  West  Pui'liugt<in.  where  he  stayed  one  season, 
;in(l  in  a  way  worked  a  juece  of  laiul.  afterward  Amasa  Greeno's. 
While  here,  he  ]")ut  in  liis  odd  time  in  clearingand  ju'eitaring  his  future 
farjii  home.

Their  only  neighlx-r  w;is  Lewis  Mollit,  who  cain'e  the 
same  year  and  settled  ahout  a  mile  west,  ii|)  tlie  main  stream  on  the 
Harrison  Ross  farm.  .  Tlie  n(?xt  arrival,  in  I  SOI,  was  Scovil  iiaiiev, 
who  was  down  the  stream  some  iilty  i-nds.  on  the  l.iime  J).  Ta\'h)r 
farm.  He  was  a  cai'})entcr  and  a  noted  liuntei'.  .  Then  came  David 
Bailey  and  his  father  and  mother,  who  settled  east  on  the  Hohert 
Bailey  farm.  Then  came  Vm-a  liailey.  wlio  settled  hetwcen  Scovil 
iSailey  and  David  llailey,  on  the  Klain  A,  i;ail(M'  fai'in.  TIkmi  came 
Thonnis  liailey.  who  settleil  noi'th  of  them  on 'the  John  \'i'ooinan 
farm;  then  Uriah  liaxtei'.  on  the  I'.enjamin  MaMwin  farm. 

The  (ii'st  wlntecliild  horn  in  tlie  settlement  was  Sylvestei'  Tavlur. 
third  son  of  Jeremiab  Tayloi',  the  latter  of  whom  died  Septimiher  17, 
IS'JT.  Sylvester  lived  tn'he  an  old  man  on  tlu^  (.Id  I'aian  at  (iranville 
Centi'e.  'j'he  lirst  death  was  that  of  Mrs.  I,<mvis  Mollit.  who  was  hni'ied 
on  the  .,!,!  (  'rofnt  farm  on  Towaixla  creek,  'i'lie  lir^l  wedding;-  was  t.hat  of 
Ihi-'h  lloleonil)  (the  liist  settlei'  i)i  hei'ov  tuwnsiiiii)  wiTh  I'mdence 
Uailev,  (lan-htei' <.f  Oliver  liailev.  One  of  ilolr.nnh's  sons  was  lion 
-Indson   llolcomli.  of  Towanda. 

'j'he  lirst  school  wastau-ht  in  t  he  snmniei' of  1  ^07  |,v  Miss  Delieht 
Spaldiiie'.  The  patrons  of  this  school  w.mv  .leremiali  'I'avloi'.  1  leiija  min 
Saxton.  Sc.,vil  I'.adey.  M/.ra  iiailev.  David  1 '.a  ilev.  'llionias  IhUry^ 
Uriah  liaxtei' and  Oli'vei'  Nelson.  The  last  and  Uen'iainm  Saxt  on  (uin'ie. 
Ihni,  year.  Tlieiv  were  lifteen  pnpils  in  lli,'  school. 'eiidwaein-  a  teiaa- 
toiy  of  al)oiil  ihree  miles  s(piar('.  Lewis  Moilil  left,  and  Menjamin 
Saxton  settled  on  Ids  place.  The  latter,  who  was  the  lli'st  hla<-]v-Mnit  li. 
soon  laiili  hisshopand  went  to  worlc.  Nel-on  settled  on  the  John 
\'i'ooman  farm.  This  wastlieiotal  loi'  ( ,  1  an  vil  le  for  some  \  ca  is— all 
were  old  New  I'Jitiland  ae«piaiiilances. 

Ur(.m  iS(»7  there  were  hnt.  few  additions  to  the  selllement.  hiit 
ahont  this  time  a  ehaiiL'c  was  made  in  the  road  from  Siiear  eiveh  to 
Towanda  creelc;  eonimeneiim'  from  near  the  present  road  from  West 
Ihirlin-Ion  t,.  Oranville  and  1  ,e  Kov,  wliieli  crossed  Snn;,r  eivek  at 
<io.ldard"s  sawmill  (tlie  .jrisiniill  was  added  ^e\eral  vears  after,;  the 
I'oad  then  ran  fnrlhei'  up  the  hill  sontli  and  further  north  on  the  side 
of  the  hill,  and  i!itersecte.l  the  present  road  ilea  r  (  iiMirt^i'  Shaltiick's. 
then  e,.ntinned  near  tli(>  same  to  I'.adev's,  and  then  crossed  the  North" 
hraneh  and  ran  south  near  llie  pres(/nt  road  mil  II  it  intersected  the 
'•  Ta\loi'  I'oad,""  ahout  a  mile  from  Towanda  creek. 

'JMnUirst  I'clinioiis  waA'c  struck  (iranvillc  in  iso:..  when  Jei'cmiah 
'i'avlorand  wife  joined  the  1  kiptist  Chiircli  on  Towanda  eree!;.  Under 
Kldur  Thomas  Siliilev  a  chnrch  was  limit  on  thiscivcl:.  It  was  this 
Elder  Smilev  that  w'as  visited  at  ni-ht.and  tarred  and  feathered  hy 
the  ConnecticMit  land  ■claimants.

hut  was  soon  alh.wed  to  return   honu^  a,e-ain,  discharged. 

In  the  wintt'i'  of  ISM-].!  an  eipideniie  prevailed  in  the  settlenieid, 
and  Ahrahaui  l^arldnii'st  ami  ^^'^^  t'wosons.  [.uther  and  Asa.  died.  :\Ii'. 
Parkhurst  had  helieved  in  his  alnlity  to  hold  converse  with  departed 
friends,  which  was  the  earlii'st  case  of  spiritnaiisiu  in  the  conntv.  no 
douht.

Aft(n'wai'd  Jeremiah  'J'aylor.  .1  )■..  liuill  a  saw  and 
grist  mill  which  did  a  good  husiiiess  until  ihe  earlv  '-srvties." 

Tiiere  was  (piite  an  inllii.v  of  setilei's  in  Is]  7,  aHu)n^■  othei's  ln-ing 
Jolin  Putinim,  Alvoi-d  Churchill,  John  Pratt.  Josiali  \'rooman  and 
David  Ross.

Hon.  Ge<.ree  Landoii  is  anioiiu,' the  early  settlers  of  llerri('k.  He 
came,  a  jMetlujdist  j.reacher  fivin  l!oston.  where  from  much  pul[)it  and 
rosti'um  talkin-'  Ins  tiiroat  had  eiven  out,  and  he  wascompellcd  to  llee 
from  the  eil\  and  eo  w.'st,  coiiiini;  to  llernek  U^v  a  short  \isii  to  a 
relali\c;  this  I'esulled  in  his  pnrciiasin;;'  the  farm,  whei'e  he  has  since 
lived.

Ciranyer, 
Joseph  Wallis,  I)anielInuT;,,n,  William  Ilinman,  AVilliaiu  llavs,  .Mr. 
Cohh.  Ml-,  ivnie'ht,  .Afr.  S<'uar  and  David  .\ndriis.  'IMiis  constitutes  a 
full  list  of  the  lli'st  settlers,  and  the  particular  locations  of  the  oi'io'inal 
ai'rivals  can  be  i^-enerally  li.xed  by  the  residences  of  their  descendants.

Two  yeiirs  Mi'lei'  Tark's  arrival,  iSn;;,  came  Eh.-M/,er  Merrill  and  his 
S(jn,  Hiram;  lirst  slo|)pine- at  the  Shooiiover  place,  and  next  Fehruary 
he  hiiilt  and  moved  into  his  loi;-  ciihiii,  where  lie  permanent  1\'  reimiiiieil. 
.Mr.  Merrill  reported  that,  m  addition  to  I'lirks.  he  |r,imd  here,  on  his 
arrival,  a  man  named  William  Drown,  who.  soon  after  his  ai'rival, 
pei'isliud  in  a  snow  storm.  Hiram  Merrill  made  his  larm  in  the  MHith- 
east  portion  of  the  township.  So  wild  was  the  country,  tor  a  Inuii; 
tiim',  that  one  of  Hie  Merrill  (diildren.  ahoiit,  three  years  old,  was  lo..t 
and  was  not  found,  thoiiuh  hundreds  were  hnntiiiu-,  for  fort \-eiifht 
lu.urs.

Daniel  Unssell  lived  just  helowtlie  loik-s  of  the  road 
from  IJome  to  ()rw<'ll  hill,  on  tla.'  ]'ilace  occupied  l)\-  his  e'l'andsoii, 
Slcpheti  Ktissell.  Kdward  (^ridley  (.c.-npied  the  Mesilsan  plac-.  Mr. 
lins>ell  was  l.oiai  in  'rollaiid  count  v.  ( 'oim..  SepI  emher  '_'•;.  ITTi':  v,as 
mai-ried  Novemher  :.'! ,  IT'.il.to  Toll  v  ('hidilMiek,  and  eanie  to  Orwell 
in  IT'.il.  on  tli(_'  W'wsox  creek,  where  he  made  a  cleai'ine'  and  a  J'arni, 
and  reared  a  famil'v  of  .deveti  children  — live  sons  and  six  daii-hters. 
lie  made  theclearine-  in  IT'.Mand  1  7'.'."..  hnl  lived  at  ShcslaMpiin  a,  year, 
until  the  suinniei'  id'  IT'-'H.  where  his  second   daiiL;hl<'r  was  horn. 

Two  brothers  of  Ins  wife,  l-lhemv.er  and  Xalhanial  (dmhluick,  came 
and  settled  near  him  afli'rward;  the  latter  had  ten  sons  and  two 
dane-htcrs.  His  children,  with  one  exception  w  ho  died  sine'le,  were  all 
married  and  seilicd  wiiliin  li\e  miles  of  his  hoineslead.  Tiiev  in  turn 
idcared  a\\a\'  tin.'  forests  and  reared  families,  until  the  niimliei'  ol'  his 
posleritv  had  in  his  life  lime  l)(-e(,me  more   than  om'  hundred  soiils. 

Asahel  Johnson  and  Zenas  Cook-  came  Iji'st  to  Shesheipiin  in  the 
winter  of  1  T'.'e  '.'<;,  and  made  I  hat,  sell  lenient  their  liead(|iiarti'rs  whil<> 
they  explored  the  country  for  a  loealioii.  They  made  their  selection 
ill  (.)rwell,  .Mr.  .lohnson  juiridiasine'  on  Towmu'  hill.

IIo  \v;is  ;i  c;i])Iain  in  the  C<>iilincnt;il  army  thirinn'  the  Kevolntionarv 
War,  serving-  niulcr  ('o\.  I^Uian  Allen,  whose  eoiisin  he  was,  in  iiis 
bfiyadc  ol'  '-(Jfeen  ]\[ountaiii  l!oys,"'  Capt.  Grant  li\-e(l  abont  oru? 
Imntlred  I'Otls  west  ol"  the  present  site  of  the  rresln't(Miaii  ehni'eh  in 
Orwelh  .  .  Sainn(^l  ^^^_'lls,  who  nuirricd  asister  of  Asaliel  .lohnson,  came 
from  Jjurhnu'ton,  \'t.,  and  settletl  on  the  farm  just  south  of  dolmson, 
in  1700.  His  ehh^sl  son,  Theion,  now  owns  the  pro|>erty.  Ca])t. 
Saniui'l  Woodriilf  eame  also  in  1799;  a  lievolutionarv  soldier  from 
Litelilield,  (,'onn.  lie  was  a  bi'otlier  of  Ca])t.  Grant's  wife,  and  had 
foureliddien,  Nathaniel.  Uenjamin.  (.'lai'issa,  and  another  daui:,'lilei'. 
who  niai'ned  Adarine  Manvdle,  one  of  the  eai'ly  setthM's  of  Orwell. 
Glarissa  married  Dr.  Se'tli  Harstow,  who  seLlled  on  the  L'ool  })laee  in 
Wysox.  Gaipt.  Woodruff  settled  on  the  farm  occupied  by  Josiah 
Newell.  He  sold  to  Josiah  Gi'ant,  Jr  ,  whose  daui^'htei'  married  James, 
the  lathiM'  of  ,Iosiali  Xewell.  Capt.  Woodrulf  then  went  to  I'eside  with 
his  dau^hlei',    Mrs.  I'.arstow,  and  died  there. 

Levi  FrislVie  eame  to  Orwell  from  Bristol.  Conn,  in  Kel)i'uary,  JSoo. 
His  wife  was  the  daug'liter  of  Aaron  Gaylonl,  who  was  slain  in  the 
battle  of  Wvomini;-.  After  the  battle  the  widowed  mother  with  her 
three  children  went  back  to  Conneetieut,  where  l,<-vi  was  married  to  her 
eldest  dau^•hter.  Levi  Krisbie.  Richard  ^larks,  Asahel  Johnson,  AVijI- 
iam  Johnson,  Truman  ,Iolmson,  Zeiias  Cook,  Asa  Cpson,  and  perhaps 
one  or  two  othei's,  formed  the  cdinpanv,  whicli,  at  the  solicitation  of 
Ca)\.  E/.eki.d  Hyde  and  Klisha  Tracy!  a-i.'iils  b.i'  the  lirst  Delaware 
company,  pni'chascd  of  these  agents  a  township  of  land  si.x  miles  s(juare, 
extendini;'  noi'tli  and  east  fi'oni  the  present  Orwell.  Mr.  IT'isbii,'  came 
on  tlH>  place  wher(.'  the  Hon.  Zebiilon  Fi-isbie  resided.  Thei'e  had  been 
a  small  clearinu-  of  some  two  or  tliri'e  aci'es  made,  and  a  lo^'  house 
rolled  up  bv  Deacon  William  .lohiison.  who  had  removed  into  Pike. 
This  lo^'  house  sto^d  a  b-w  I'ods  from  the  residence  of  Z.  Fi'isbie. 
r.evi  Fi'isbie  was  born  in  Hrislol,  Conn.,  -lanuary  :\\.  1 7.">S,  and  died 
October  e,  IS  I:'.  lie  married  I 'licbc  Gay  lord,  wlm  was  born  in  P.rislol, 
Conn.,  Ndvcmbei'  10.  I  7i!0  ;  niarrud  December  'JO,  ITStG  rt-moved  to 
Orwell.  I'a,,  i  SOn  ;  she  died  Oclnber  :..  IS.^il.  They  had  six  children. 

Catliaiine,  a,  s<.n  who  died  in'infaiicv,  Levi,  and 
Zebulon.'  Chauneev.  married  Cliloe  Howard,  and  afler'her  ilrc-'A.,- 
mariaed  Mli/a.  relict  of  Dndlev  llumphreV,  M.  D.,and<lie(l  Mav4,  JSCI.

Mr.  (Mioat  married  a  dauo'litVi'  of  Mi'.  Purree,  aiul  subscipientl v  moved 
into  Wvsox.  Joel  llarn.'S  t'ame  with  Pevi  Frisbie  from  Massachusef Is, 
and  se'ltled  near  Mr.  Paslman.  He  mai'i'ied  a  daii-ht.'r  of  ('apt.

Orwell  about  1804-5,  ;uul  located  on  the  farm  of  Caiios  Clnil)l)uck, 
ab(;ut  tliree-fourtlis  of  a  mile  from  Orwell  hill. 

Zeiias  Coolc  loeated  a  farm  in  the  lioUow  in  which  I'otterville  is 
now  situated,  l)ut  abandoned  it  after  [iiidino-  his  claim  was  worthless. 
Joel  Co(ik.  a  brotlier,  came  tcj  Orwell  after  ISmi.  His  father,  Joel  Cook, 
wasasoldier  foi'  three  years  in  the  Jiev<jlutioii,  and  was  at  the  siege  of 
Mud  Island,  and  in  the  battle  of  Germantown.  lie  ami  hisson,Uri,  came 
to  Orwell  ill  1S14.  and  settled  on  the  farm  adjoining  his  son  Joel's.  A 
daughtei-  manned  Ti'uman  .loimson  .  .  .  NalhanierChubbnck  was  the 
first  of  iiis  family  who  came  to  noi'thern  P(;nnsylvania.  He  was  born 
in  Tolland  county.  Conn.,  and  came  fi'om  tlnTc  to  Orwidl.  in  the 
summer  of  ISI 1.  and  ]uirclias(>d  the  |)osscssion-i'i;;ht  of  lino  acres  on 
Wysox  creek  ;  (ni  a  portion  of  which  he  icsided  until  his  d(>atli,  ami  a 
portion  of  which  tract  is  owned  by  his  son,  L.  S.  Chubbuck-.  The  inir- 
chase  was  made  of  William  Ivecler  Oct.  l',  1811.  XaLhanicl  I'cturned 
to  Connecticut,  and  cm  daimary,  28,  1812,  mai'rii^d  Hannah  Lovet,  and 
at  oiu'c  proc('e(led  to  his  new  hi>me  with  lici'.  His  lu'otlier.  Aaron  tdiub- 
buclv,  cameto  Orwell  two  years  later,  in  the  winter,  Ira  veling  the  whole 
distauci>  with  oxen  and  sled,  lie  located  on  ihe  ct'eek  about  a  mile 
lielow  .Xathaniers,  on  laml  adjoining  Dan  Kiissejl,  wheix>  he  resided 
until  about  I  sril.  He  was  appoint(Ml  a  just  ice  of  tlie  pi/aee  in  islO. 
Th.^  father  of  these  two  gentlemen,  Xallianiel  Cliuljl»nck-,  with  his  wife, 
Cliloe,  ami  a  daughter  of  the  sam(!  name  isince  the  wif(_'of  Levi  Frisbie), 
came  fi'(jm  Ellington.  Tolland  Co..  Conn.,  in  the  spring  of  1818,  and 
selected  several  hundred  acres  on  the  hills  of  Ci'well.  in  ])reference  to 
lands  in  AVvsox.  now  owiu'd  bv  the  I'lollets. 

On  October  10,  18(i;;.  Ki-vs!  Seth  Willotson  aiul  daunts  M.  W(j(;d- 
woi'd,  iiiulei'  diiectlon  (jf  the  Connecticut  ;\rissiouai'\-  Society,  organized 
a  church  at  the  house  of  kebbeus  Roberts,  on  '"the  Robei't's  corners" 
|any  ci'oss-i'oails  at  that  lime  W(U'i>  called  -'corners"].  This  was 
mimed  the  Church  of  Oi'well.  but  afterward  was  moved  to  l.e  Kavs- 
ville.  and  becauu"  the  Church  of  I'ike,  and  Kev.  Ileiioni  Mandeville 
was  pastor  from  181-_'  to  181  t. 

The  lii^t  juslice  of  ihe  |HMee  in  Orwell  township  was  Jarvis 
I'.iitlles,  appointed  bv  t  he  governor,  a  nd,  as  I'ecUed.  '•  to  have  and  to 
hold  so  long  a<  vol)  btdiave  v<. Ill-self  well.-  He  was  postuiast(>r  over 
b)rty  years  at  South  Hill,  and  since  it  was  opened  the  ollice  has  been 
in  the  Ihittles  family. 

Among  th(>.  •' old  boys  "  of  t  his  township  is  vet'livinga  man  who 
split  200  rails  t(.)  secure  his  marriage  license,  and  who  is  the  living- 
testimony  that  mari'iage  is  not  a  failure.  .  The  lirst  couple  mai-i-ied 
in  the  township  were  xVrchibald  Coleman  and  Miss  Arallcer. 

The  three-story  wooden  school  Imilding  in  Orwell  was  built  by 
subscription  in  I85',l  or  'Oo.  at  the  time  with  a  hall  ab(.v(.'  for  public 
meetings,  shows,  etc.  One  votnn  in  seeoml  stor\'  for  school,  and  resi- 
dences l)eIow.  It  was  sold  at  public  sale,  and  now  is  the  proi)erty  of 
Daniel  Dimmick  ;  center  room  for  school,  and  upper  hall  for  exliibi- 
tions  ;  two  gi'aded  ro()ms  in  school.  .  OrwidI  towiishi])  has  live  jtost- 
otliccs  and  lour  villages.

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Tilted  public  liln'avy,  tin,  hlacksmitli  and  wa^on  s\u>\<s.  .  /*,,/- 
terscille  has  two  stoivs,  ono  «;ristiiiill  atid  one  saw  ami  plaiiiiif,^  mill.

OnoeU  Will  had  some  imporlant  industries  established  as  earlv  as 
1831).  The  bin-  -  bhick  building"  was  budt  that  yeai'  l>y  Ile/.elciah 
Dunham,  a  cai'])enter,  as  a  distijlery  and  feed-null,  "in  isio  one  I'oom 
was  used  for  a  sciiool.  Then  a,  tannery  was  built  and  a  shoe  and 
trunk  factory  stalled.  Mrs.  Maynard's  jji'csent  dwelling-  was  built  for

The  north  ))oi'ti(jn  of  the  township  is  mountainous,  '['he 
settlers  are  mostly  of  German  and-  Irish  descent.  n(ned  foi'  tlieir 
industry  and  fruL:-ality,  and  their  farms,  once  eovei-ed  with  ti'ees. 
stum|)S  and  sloiU'S,  :ire  now  smooth  ami  wellciilti\ated  fields.  .Miieh 
lumbering'  is  eari'ii'd  on  in  the  uoi-ih(,'astern  pari,  whei'e  were  built  I  la- 
Means  and  J\[ercur  extensive  sawmills.  Immense' (piantities  of  tanning 
bark  are  still  shipped  to  mai-ket.  In  point  of  ten-itory  this  is  the 
largest  township  in  the  county.  It  was  formed  in  IS.'.;!,  taken  from 
^[onroe,  Albioiy  and  Fi'anklin. 

One  o{  the  lir.sl  and  most  proiiiiiitMit  families  to  seitlc  hen'  \v;is 
that  of  Daniel  lleverly,  who  came  in  ISnr,,  ami  spent  here  the 
romaimler  of  his  life,  lie  was  born  in  17(;4.  and  married  Catharine 
Ott  ;  both  were  Peiinsylvaiiia-i  iermans.  .Mr.  Jleverly  came  here 
through  tlu!  solicitati(Ui  of  a  man  named  Minch.  win)  lived  above 
Towanda.  lie  had  inbtrmed  lleverly  that  In're  was  a  beautiful 
valley,  more  than  ten  Jiiiles  wide,  that  none  of  the  settlers  had  yet 
found.  After  a  toilsome  trip,  he  reached  the  jioint  of  destination, 
looked  u])on  it  and  I'eturned  to  (ireenwood,  and  contracted  to  woi'k  on 
his  farm.  In  ISIO,  in  consequence  of- the  work  on  the  turnpike.  Vi.\'. 
lleverly'  took'  up  Old  aci'es  of  land,  and  cleared  (!")  acres,  which  farm 
has  passed  down  to  his  descendants  to  the  present  time.  A  stone- 
cutter, named  Kissell,  came  to  j\Ir.  Ileverly"s  in  ISIo,  and  made  an 
improvement  on  the  Widow  McOann  farm.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the 
War  of  1812. 

The  next  person  that  came  to  the  township  was  Leonard  Strem'y, 
who   mari'ied    one   of  Mr.  lleveHv's  daughters,     .      lienrv   Shefman, 
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a  native  of  ]\[illl in,  I'a.,  came  into  the  townsliip  in  ISt^l.  .  Jacob 
llottenstein  arrived  in  tlie  town  in  1829. 

Tiie  lirst  attempt  for  a  gristmill  was  that  of  JJaniel  Ileverly,  8r.,  on 
tlie  llenrv  yiicrman  farm;  but  depression  of  money  matters,  caused 
by  tlie  War  of  1S12,  compelled  him  to  abandon  his  work  before  its  com- 
])fetion.  .  The  Jirsi  sawmill  was  built  in  1820,  on  JJlack  creek,  by 
Daniel  ileverly.  Jr.  It  was  afterward  destroyed  Ijy  lire.  .  The 
first  store  was  opened  in  ISoC),  Ijy  William  Waltman. 

The  lirst  school-house  was'ljnilt  in  the  town  in  .1827.  .  Tiie 
lii'st  teacher  was  Anna  Kello,L;;u'.  of  ]\[onroe.  .  The  hrst  chui'ch 
built  in  the  town  was  the  Ilomatr  Catholic,  by  J^'dward  McGovern,  in 
ISi-l.  .  The  ^[ethodist  K|)iscopal  churcli  was  built  in  1873.  . 
The  Reformed  and  Lutheran  church  was  built  in  1855. 

Orerfon  vHhuje  was  ])lali,ted,  in  1850,  by  Henry  Shcr:aan,  and  black- 
smith Jose))!!  JMosbacker  purchased  the  Jirst  lot.  The  place  is  ple;is- 
antlv  situated  in  the  southeastern  corner  of  the  township,  and  has 
three  f>'ener;i,l  stores,  three  blacksmith  shops,  one  wagon  shop,  two  mil- 
liner shoi)s  and  a  hotel. 


CHAPTER  XL.

Tins  townshi[)  was  named  in  honor  of  (icii.  Pike.  Its  principal 
stream  is  \V\'alusiiig  creelc.  and  the  smaller  creek's a.i'e  tli(_'  Ross  an (.1 
Rockwell  creeks  which  eni[)ty  into  the  Wyalusing.  About  I.eRays- 
ville  is  high  tal)le  land  while  (jther  jxirtions  are  rough  and  hilly,  except 
along  ^Vyalnsiug  creelc,  whei'e  there  is  a  fertile  soil.  Tlie  cliief  i)rod- 
ucts'at  present  are  potatoes,  cattle  and  biittei'.  There  are  many  lai'ge 
suear  oi'cliards  in  this  towiisliii). 

Long  before  the  coiniiiu-  of  the  whites,  an  Indian  li'ail,  from  AVya- 
liising  town  to  the  pi'csent  city  of  1 '.inghanqUdii.  passed  up  along 
Wyalusing  creek.  The  Connecticut  settlers  enlarged  this  trail  and 
used  it  as  a  bridle  path. 

The  Eosworths  were  of  the  (irst  settlers  in  rik'c  township).  Josiah 
came  in  171)8.  lie  was  a  son  of  Joseph  Rosworth  ;  settled  in  the  deep 
forest  aboid,  three  miles  south  of  where  is  Le  Raysville.  and  in  a  few 
years  his  cabin  became  the  noted  "  IJalf-AVay  Jloiise"  (^n  the  road 
i'rom  Towanda  to  jNRmtrose ;  then  the  pla.ce  was  called  Newtown.  In 
lbl7  ^Ir.  Roswoi-th  built  his  tavern,  and  kept  it  many  years.  lie 
raised  a  com])any  for  the  War  of  LSli!  and  pi'oceedeil  as  far  as  Dan- 
ville, Ra.,  wh(M'e  they  met  the  news  of  peace  declared,  and  returned. 
Josiah  was  a  native  of  Litcldiekl,  Cimn.,  l)orn  November  25,  1779  ; 
died  September  22,  1858.  He  was  one  of  Josei)h  Losworth's  eleven 
children,  and  to  him  -were  horn  lliirteeii  childi'en  ;  one  of  his  grand- 
sons now  occupies  the  old  hcunestcad.     Josiah  Los  worth  was  one  day 
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retuiTiiiia'  IVuin  (.'Iuh'cIi,  ;uk1  Uiscovered  a  hear  and  li'ced  ii  ;  look-  off  his 
shirt,  tied  it  around  the  foot  of  the  tree,  and  thus  kr[)t  tin-  Iwwv  on  his 
])erch  until  he  I'etui'ned  with  liis  gun  antl  shot  it. 

Dinion  and  llcniijali  IJostwick,  brotho's,  eanic  I'loui  Connecticut 
and  took  up  foiii'  hun(h-ed  acres  neai-  what  is  now  Steveusvillc.  I)inu>n. 
with  liis  newly  nunricd  wife.  Lois  ((Jlnistciid),  came  in  ITlHI.  mnl 
JkMnijah  came  with  his  wife  ;ind  a  sister-indaw  sometime  aflerwai'd. 
Diimui  was  an  a(hiiii'al>h!  sni-V('y(.>i'  and  di'anghtsman.  a  line  mathema- 
tician, a  man  of  wide  I'eading  and  varied 'culture.  Tlu^'St'  hrcjthei's 
lived  to  be  old  men.  J)imon  died  in  185G.  aged  eight v-rii;lit  years, 
lienajah  died  in   ISCI.  aged  eiglitv-eiglit. 

dames  ]:ock\V(^ll  settled  a'lilt'je  i)elo>v  Stevensville.  in  IT'.Mi.  lie 
I'aised  the  lirst  lol)acco  and  cistahlished  the  lii'st  bride  manulactoi'v  in 
northern  J'ennsyivania.  .  Seth  P.  Koek'well  came  in  ITiU.'and 
siittled  on  the  creek  that  bears  his  name.  lie  established  the  lii'st  tan- 
nery, using  Wooden  troughs  foi-  vats,  ]ioiinding  the  baric  with  an  axe, 
and"  thus  made  the  leatlier  that  shod  himself  a'ml  fannly.  He  put  np  ;i 
mortar  and  spi'ing-pole  n)ill  that  was  used  by  all  his  lieighboi's.  This 
man  chopped  his  road  to  the  ])lace  where  lie  sett]e(l,  which  he  called 
''Newtown.''  where  for  seven  years  his  mily  and  nearest  iieigldior  was 
Nathan  Abb(jtt,  on  what  was'kuown  as  t  he  Uan^oii  Colhaugh  faian.

Eleazer  Jiussell  came  in  17'.'2  with  a  pair  r,f  oxen  a,nd  a  sled,  lloat- 
ino-  down  the  river  to  AVvalu^ing  ;  he  poleil  the  canoe  up  the  cn-ek-, 
driving  the  cattle  along  the  bank.'  .Mr.  Russell  locate'd  on  the  Keem-y 
farm.     He  was  killed  iiy  the    falling  of  a    trecriiewas   chopping  <!owii. 

Ezekiel  Ih'own  was  the  oilier  ariaval  in  1T'.->1'.  and  he  settled 
below  llussel!  on  the  Mats.  .  Then  Kphraim  Raii'chdds  came  in  1T1";\ 
and  located  on  the  Aden  Stevens  [ilace.  'Jdie  same  vear  came  h'lisha 
Keeler  and  family,  John  15radshaw  and  ('apt.  Isaac  Rroiison.  Mr. 
Keeler  in  1804  estal»lisheda  small  store  in  his  iioiise.  In  companv  with 
(luy  Welles. I:eestablished  the  llrM  wool-<'ai'ding  nKichinein  theci.unty. 

Nallianaud  Admi  SI  e\-ens  set  I  led  where  is  ii.-w  Si  e\  eiiN\illi'.  in  llie 
spring  of  1704.  They  cleared  a  small  spot  of  gi'ound  wht-n  .\athan 
returned  to  Connecticut  for  his  fa.mily.  This  family  repoia  that  soon 
after  coming  they  jiassed  three  months  without  a  dust  of  Hour  in  the 
house.  .  Samuel  l.ticky  came  in  fTOo,  and  cleared  a  little  s|)Ot  of 
ground,  then  returned  for  his  fannly.  Ih'  bought  his  ])osses>ion  of  Alva 
Rosworth,  who  it  is  su|)p(;sed  settled  there  in  ITOo  oi'  ITOI. 

Salmon  Rosworth,  in  1795,  settled  above  Stevensville  and  built  a 
blacksmith  shop.

The  party  cmisisted  of  Gen.  Spalding  and  his  wife  Put  h,  their  (•hildren, 
John,  Iliith,  Pehecca.  ^kFary,  Anna  ami  Gei)rg(\  Their  son  Chester 
i'ierce  Spalding  was  horn  in  Sliesheipiin  in  1  Ts4  :  thi'  others  were 
.loseph  Kinney  and  wife,  Sarah  Spalding.  P.en  j.  Cole.  Col.  Kordham. 
Thomas  Paldwin  ami  "  Stephen  k'uller.  "(i.m.'  Spalding  came  from 
Coiiiiecnciit  in  1774,  lirst  locating  at  Standing  Stone  'in  177.^.  lie 
was  in  command  of  a  compaii\'  in  Sulli\'airs  expedit  ion  in  177'.',  and  in 
passin- through  Sheshe.piiii  valley  he  I.eheld  theheantifiil  land,  and 
resolved  to  make  it  his  future  lioiiie. 

Col.  .iolm  Spalding  was  a  son  (.f  (ien.  Simon,  ami  was  a  lifer  in  his 
fathi-r's  companv  al^  fourteen    vears   of  agi;:   was  also   in  the   Sullivan 
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e.xpiMlilioii.  Joseph  JCinncy  was  also  a  KcNoliilionai'v  soldiur;  was 
wounded  at  I.ony  Island,  and  loi-  a  pri'iod  was  in  llio"  .l(Mse\'  prisoii- 
slii'p.  liis  lifst  child,  8inion  K'miK'y,  was  the  lirst  whiu-  child  liorn  in 
SheshiMjuin. 

\'inc  llaldwin,  son  of  TJionias,  is  said  to  have  heen  the  lirst  white 
child  born  in  Sheshetjuiii  valley  at'iei'  the  war.  In  J  7Si  Ohadiah, 
Samuel  Gore  and  Arnold  Fi'an'klin  came  from  ^V\■onll!lg.  The  oki 
homesteatl  of  Ohailiah  Gore  is  descrii)ed  in  the  old  records'as  a  ti'actof 
land  called  '•  Indela  .Mooking'/'  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  north- 
east branch  of  the  Sus(]uehanna  river,  oi)posite  an  Indian  settlement 
called  ''The  8.heshei[uaninn<;-."" 

Judge  Obadiah  Gore  was  the  son  of  Obadiah  and  Hannah  (I'ark) 
Goi'e.  lie  was  coinmissioned  judge  at  the  organization  of  Luzerne 
county;  removed  to  Ulster  in  ITScC  and  to  yheshe(]uin  the  ne.xt  vear; 
opened  a  stoi'e  in  the  latter  place  (the  lirst  in  this  secti(m)  in  IT'.Mj.  untl 
continued  it  until  iSo;.!.  He  buik  a.  gristmill  on  the  rivei-  opposite 
whei'e  is  now  the  "  \'alley  House,"  in  ISi»7,  the  Jirst  gristmill  m  the 
township.

Arnold  was  captured  at  Wyoming,  hut  after  three  nu)ntlis"  ca]itivitv 
escaped  on  the  Genesee,  and  made  his  way  back  to  his  brother.  Uncle 
lioswdl  l''i'ank!iM,  at  Kingston,  wliere  he  and  his  cousin,  Roswell.  Jr.. 
when  alioiil  twenty  years  of  age,  W('re  captured  by  tlic>  Indians  and 
taken  to  Canada,  where  they  were  ke|it  thi'ee  vears.'

The 
iNorlhufii  Ceiitr;il  Jl;iih'0;ul  passes  iieju'ly  throuo'Ii  th(i  cenlei' fi'c^in 
nurtli  to  south.  Its  pi-jncipal  sti-eams  are  South  cnielc,  ]]uck  creek 
and  Uoafinij,'  run.  Philo  Fassett  settled  in  the  townsliip  in  l^ioi.  The 
early  sett lei's  wei'i-:  Asa  (iilltitt,  Jolm  J\Iorrison,  (4ide(jn  Aiidrus,  Isaac 
Baker  and  Samuel  Pettinyill.  These  came  prior  t(j  18:5;'.,  except  ]\Ir. 
Gillett.  .  .  Isaac  Bak'er  built  a  mill  on  South  creek.  .  .  Ezekiel 
Baker  was  the  lirst  settler'  at  (-Jillett  Station.  Jessie  ^Moore  was  a 
very  early  comei'.  Georye  I)unham  and  M.  Y.  Cilincs  wci'e  early 
pi'ominent  citizens. 

The  town  of  Gillett  was  made  by  the  (Tlines.  I'';i>srtl,  Tliomsoii, 
Jesse  IMoore  and  (iillett.  The  sta^'C  i-oute  IVom  W'llliamsport  to 
Elmii'a  passed  down  South  ci'eek,  and  Gillett's  was  tlic  "halt' way 
house'' Ijetwcen  EIndra  and  T'l'oy.  There  were  nine  ])ublic-houses  (jii 
the  road  between  the  two  last-named  points,  tliree  of  wliicli  were  ke[)t 
respectively  by  E/.eldel  liaker,  Hei'vy  J<;nes.  and  .Mr.  (iilh^tt.  Hervey 
Jones  settleil  at  Gillett  about  1S3<),  and  o[)('ned  a  tavern.  Aaion 
Stdes  lived  south  of  John  Gillett's  place.

ri^IIIS  to-vvtiship  lies  on  the  west  l»aiik  of  the  Sustiuehanna  river, 
1  opposite  AVvaUisiiig',  and  contains  al)out  tifty  square  miles.  With 
.exception  of  the  valley  alony  the  river,  wliirli  is  narrow,  it  is  tnoun- 
tainous  anil  hilly  :  has  much  t^'oud  oTaziny  land  and  line  meadows. 
At  one  time  this  township  had  more  valuable  white  })ine  than  any 
other  township  in  t\\e  county  .'and  for  many  years  imn\ense  quantities 
were  annually  shipped.  The  two  postollices  in  the  township  are  Teriy- 
town,  lying  on  tlie  rivei-  above  Wyalusing,  and  New  Kra,  in  the  west 
pai't  of  the  townshi))  on  the  head-waters  of  Sugar  Uun  creek.  'J'his 
creek-  empties  into  a  large  potnl  neai'  the  south  line  nf  the  township. 

Tcrri/tcini  is  lieaut'ifidly  siluated  on  a  gravelly  ridge,  and  the 
building's  ai-e  scalt ered  ;ilon"g  tn'ar  the  baidc  of  the  liver  until  they 
mingle  wifii  thuse  of  Sugar  lun.  lieautiful  scenery  suri'oumls  the 
place,  and  across  the  river  N'auglnrs  hill  rises  ftuir  hundred  feet  with 
varving  escarpmi'ut.  In  the  village  is  a  rnion  ■meeting  house,  called 
•^liie  Tabernacle."  where  woi'ship  the  Maptists.  Presbyterians  and 
,]\rethod]sts.  Il  has  been  in  use  thirty-six  yeai's.  lu  the  place  is  a 
wa"'on  factorv  ami  steam  work's,  a  shoe  shop,  two  geiieial  stores,  and 
the'Jlorton  Flouring  Mill. 

This  dreamy  ohrvillaiz-e  is  (jue  of  t  heoUh.'st  places  in  the  county,  made 
immoi'laJ  bv  'Chipt.  donalhan  Teriy.  who  was  the  tii'st  pei'uninent 
settler,  in  ITST.  and  who  b)iitidcd  the  [ilace.  Il  is  said  that  l!eiija- 
min  l]udd    built  a  cabin  heiv  as  cai'ly  as  1774.

night  after  the  battle  .  .  .  .iimat  iiaii  Terry  was  commis^i<un_■d  a  justice, 
and  foi'  four  e(_'Meralions,  with  but  slight  intermissinn,  the  ntlice  ])asse(l 
from  father  to  son.  .Ii.nathan  Terry  had  eight  sous  and  three  daugh- 
ters. His  son  Triah  was  the  lirst  white  child  bom  in  Tenytowu. 
when'  he  lived  for  nearl\'  ninety  years. 

About  17'.»4-  I'arshal'l  Teriw  built  a  small  gristmill  ou  the  small 
stream  i)assing  through  a^  farn'i  occupied  by  -1.  W.  Van  Anken.^  ^  J*ar- 
shall  and  Uriah  Terry  were  for  many  years  the  noteil  men  of  Terry- 
town.  Parshall  was'  a  tailor  and  'maile  V(uw  many  good  coats  for  a 
doUai'  each.  He  was  once 'jailed  l)yth(;  Pe"niiamii(>s  at  Kaston,  but 
escaped  to  the  woods. 

Uriah  Terrv  was  a  schoolmaster  and  a  poet  of  n.)  mean  abiliiy. 
Maj.  John  H(")rton  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  Barnabus  H(n'tou  who 
caii'ie  to  Amei'ica  in  1038.  He  settled  in  Tei-iytown  in  17'Jif  and  im- 
proved  the   place,  where  he  die.d   in    JS48.      H'e  built  the  first  fi'anie 
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(hvellinii'  in  the  lownsliij)  ;iii(l  owned  the  tirst  two-horse  \v;i<roti  that 
evec  came  to  Tcrrvtown  ;  also  tlie  first  t'annin.i;-  null,  and  l)uilL"the  lii'st 
frame  barn  in  ISO;").     He  served  in  the  Kcvohitionary  war. 

.Maj.  John  llort(jn,  Jr..  was  born  in  Terrytown  ]\rairli  l!3.  17!»;>. 
He  was  a  prominent  merchant  and  an  active  business  man  ;  was  a  con- 
stable when  (|uite  youn,i^- ;  was  also  elected  and  served  as  count\' 
treasurer  one  term  ;  was  a  (hMuocratic  elector  in  IS-IS;  became  ;i  cap- 
tain  and   then    a   major  in  the  militia.,  and  was  bi'ii^ade  inspcctoi'  from 

1 828  to  is;;.^. 

A  ))rominent  featui'e  of  Terrytown  is  that  ft)i'  the  number  of  in- 
iiabitants  it  contained,  it  turned  out  moi'e  eminent  men  than  any  other 
sj)ot  in  northern  Pennsylvania. 

Xeio  Kra  is  a  hamlet  about  five  miles  southwest  of  Terrytown.  It 
was  Ijerethe  French  I'efug'ees  built  alionse  for  the  purpose  of  secretin^' 
the  U'ini^'  and  (pieen  of  France^  when  they  should  come  ov(M'. 

(Mia'ries  llomel.  Sr..  setth'd  at  this  itoint,  and  remained  somi;  time 
bid'orehe  went  to  Frenchtown.  Isaac  Shoonover  succeeded  Mr.  lloiuct. 
Jason  Ilorton  was  one  of  the  earliest  permanent-  settlers  at  New  l']i'a. 
John  ^lori'ow  and  j\.  T.  Horton  had  a  stoi'e  there  in  183U  .'U.but  soon 
K'ft.  .  .  Lawrence  AVillianis  and  Henry  (Javlord  lived  tlieiv  |s:;:)-4;i. 
(-ia\lor(locciipyinn- the  house  wheiv  h!ul  live<l  J.  .\.  lu-cord.  In  is,".; 
Jonathan  Harrison  settled  bey(uul  New  Kra..  .  .  Jonathan  Futtlcs,  a 
manul'actui'er  of  wooden  bowls,  lived  thei'e  many  yeai's.  .  .  J.  L. 
Jones  was  a  justice  and  an  early  settlei'  at  New  Fi'a.  .  .  Kbene/.cr 
I'.rock  was  foi'  years  the  carpent(U'  and  joinei'  at  New  I'^ra. 

John  Dyei'  kept  a  I'ui-niture  store  and  underlakei's"  shop.  .  .  John 
Hufl'man  was  a,  faianer'  ni'ar  ]S'ew  JM'a.  .  .  There  is  a  hotel  in  the 
place,  two  sawmills,  one  e-rc^cery  store,  and  an  Odd  I-'ellows  Hall.

There  are  ot  her  t  ia<lit  ions,  but  t  his  seems  to  be 
t  Ik;  most,  ant  hentic.  A  cent  ui\'  a  e-o  it  was  spelh.Ml  " ']\)wand(>e.""  but 
the  nu)dern  way  is  nuu'c  musical,  and  an  Indian  nam(^  once  strij)p<Ml  df 
its  euphony  is  a  barren   nothinu'. 

{ 'hii'iVi'ir].-. — The  lii'st  civil  ore-anizatioii  that  is  now  theTowatulas  was 
a  eriitu  bv  the  Sus(iuehanmi  (Nunpanv  made  to  Col.  John  11.  Fvdius, 
('apt.  Abraham  Lansinu'.  I'.altaser  i.v.'lius,  I'eter  Ho-aboom  and  olhei's, 
June.  1774.  The  survev  and  location  was  nuide  by  Jeivmiah  Ib>-a,- 
boom  a.nd  Solonnm  Slron^■,  and  is  described  ;is  nn  ••  I  h.'  l-'.ast  Mraneli 
of  the  Sus(piehanna,  I'iver.'beeinnine' at  a  phice  called  and  k-nown  bv 
the  name  of  Wyso.x  creek,  about  live  hundred  yards  below  wlieiv  said 
creek  Hows  into  the  Fast  Di'anch  of  the  Sus(piehanna  river  at  a,  white 
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oak  tree;  thence  south  ri'.i*  west  five  miles  and  sixty  I'uds  :  thence 
nortli  o\^'  west  live  niiles;  thence  north  50'-"  east  tive  miles:  thence 
soutli  30*  east  live  miles  to  the  first  mentioned  liound— containing 
twenty-iive  square  miles,  exclusive  of  the  I'iver."  This  embraced  half 
of  the  present  Towanda,  a  third  of  Wysox  and  a  ])ai't  (jf  lower  Sheshe- 
(juin.  Tlie  other  half  of  Claverack,  on  tlie  west  side  of  the  river, 
covered  more  tlian  half  of  the  present  Towandas  and  the  balance  of 
these  townships  were  embraced  in  the  Companv's  towns  called: 
■'  Bachelor's  Adventure,'"  "  I'loomingdale''  and  ''  iJoVtle's  Pitch/' 

In  the  latter  part  of  1800  Col.  John  Fi'ankliii  and  Col.  Denjaniin 
Dorrance  became  the  owners  under  Connecticut  title  to  Claveraciv,  antl 
leased  and  sold  to  settlers  as  they  could  induce  them  to  come  hei-e.  In 
short,  Claverack  was  one  of  the  Seventeen  Townships,  tlie  histoiy  of 
which  is  given  fully  in  a  pi'eceding  chapter. 

Tovynxh'ip  (>r(jiini.zation. — Bradford  county  was  foi-med  from  parts 
of  Lycoming  and  Luzerne  in  1812.  The  western  third  of  that  teri'itor\' 
now  emliraced  in  the  Towandas,  was  in  Lycoming  county,  and  the 
balance  in  Luzerne.  At  the  court  held  at  \Viik-es-l!ai'rc  in  March.  1  TOn, 
it  is  orderetl  by  the  justices  of  this  court  that  the  countv  of  Luzcruc  be 
divided  into  rhn'ti  townsiii]>s.  l)y  the  following  names  and  descri[)- 
lions,  to  wit : 

"1.  Ti(_>ga,  bounded  north  by  the  noi'th  line  of  the  State;  on  the 
east  by  th(_^  east  line  of  the  county;  on  the  Sf>uth  by  an  east  and  west 
line,  which  shall  strike  the  Standing  Stone,  in  the  west  line  of  the 
county."  The ''2(1"  township  was  Wyalusing,  which  bounded  Tioga 
on  the  noi'th.  '•Tioga.''  as  thus  described,  was  sixty-seven  miles  in 
length  from  east  to  west,  and  a  trifle  !nor(>  than  eighteen  miles  in 
width  from  north  to  south. 

At  the  April  sessions,  IT'.'.".,  a  i)etitioii  was  presented  to  the  court. 
asking  for  a  division  of  Tioga  townshiji  b\'  an  east  and  west  line,  ]iass- 
ing  through  a  small  stream  on  the  east  siiie  of  the  Siis(|nehanna,  south- 
westerly of  '' [>reakneck-;"  the  north  part  to  Ije  called  '•  Tioga."' and  the 
south  part  " Wisocl<s."     The  prayer  of  the  ])etitloiiers  was  grant. ■>!. 

.\u-aiu,  in  ISoT.  at  the  .\]n'il  sessions  of  the  l.ii/.eriu- i'iiunt\'  court, 
upon  the  [letitioii  (jf  Job  Irish  and  other  citizens  of  Wysnx,  setting 
forth  that,  owing  to  the  inconvenience,  and  at  times  the  ini|)Ossil)ility 
of  crossing  the  river,  and  ]^raying  for  a  new  township  to  Ije  set  oif  on 
the  west  side  of  the  i-iver,  Jonathan  Stevens,  M.  ]\Iinf)r  York  and 
John  Taylor  were  appointed  viewers,  to  examine  and  report  in 
ndation  to  the  same.  At  the  November  court  (iSoT)  they  report  in 
favor  of  a  new  township,  to  lie  called  Towanda.  witii  the  following 
boundaries:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Diirell  creel:,  thence  south 
fortv-fivc  degrees  west  to  the  county  line  i  rather  what  now  is):  thence 
on  said  line  west  to  tlif>  corner  of  ('antun  ;  thence  north  on  the  east 
line  of  Canton  to  the  county  line  (between  Lycoming  and  Luzerne); 
thence  as  said  line  runs  to  the  Susquehanna  river.  Tlie  rep.ut  was 
conlirmed  finally  in  January,  180S.  The  territory  embraciMl  within 
the  foregoing  lionndaries  included  ])arts  of  Asylum,  Monroe.  Overton, 
Barclay,  the  T^urlingtons,  the  Towandas  and  all  of  Franklin.    Towanda 
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was  one  of   "  tli(!  oiMginal  ten  townsliips,""   oi'  one  of    tlie   trn   already 
formed  within  the  limits  of  the  connly  prior  to  its  (;i'<;'ani/.atioii. 

After  the  incorpoi'ation  of  tlie  borou<^h  of  Towanda.  the  northern 
and  sonthern  pails  of  the  to\\nshi[)  wei'e  so  completely  se])ai'uted  tluit 
it  made  a  tlivision  practically  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the 
inhabitants  residing-  in  the  two  ))ortions  of  it. 

Accoi'din.gly,  11.  L.  Scott  and  other  I'iti/.eiis  of  the  township,  njion 
petition  at  the'  l)ecend)er  term  of  court,  1850,  *'  I'epresent  that  great 
inconvenience  results  to  the  citi/.ens  of  the  township  from  its  present 
sha])e,  and  prav  that  Commissioners  be  appointed  to  view  and  inquire 
into  the  proiirietv  of  dividin--  the  same/'  Whereupon  the  court 
ap[)oint  (ieo.  II.  hUdl,  K.  C.  lv(dloo-,i;-  antl  Earl  Jsichols,  who  report  in 
favor  of  divi<lin,i;'  the  tgwnship  at  the  Feinniury  session,  1851,  "by  a 
line  commencino-  on  the  west  line  of  the  borough  of  Towanda.  at  a 
point  near  the  northwest  corner  of  lands  of  Henry  S.  Mercur,  thence 
in  a  sti'aiglit  line  west  to  the  IJiirlington  line,  intersecting  it  immedi- 
atclv  north  of  the  Overshot  mill.'* 

The  Commissioners  report  having  been  made,  the  citizens  in  a 
second  petition  -  prav  the  court  to  confirm  it,  and  furthei'  respect- 
fully ask  that  the  new  township  lying  south  of  said  Ime  be  named 
Toii'diida  toicnsliij),  and  the  one  north  of  it  Smjar  Ci\n].\' 

The  report  was  confirnKnl  linally  December  15,  1851.  '•  the  town- 
shii)S  to  be  called  North  Towanda'  and  South  Towantla."'  Subse- 
(|Uenll\'  the  citizens  petit icnu^d  the  court  to  have  tlie  word  "  SontlT' 
dropped,  and  •' South  Towanda"  was  accordingly  changed  lo 'L'owanda 
tcjwnship. 

The  lirst  settler  was  liiidolpli  Fo.v,  of  whom  mention  has  been 
made,  who  settled  on  the  wcst'side  of  Towanda  creek,  about  half  a 
mile  fi-om  its  mouth.  At  the  time  (d'  his  arrival  a  few  Indians  were 
living  about  where  is  Maj.  Hale's  ]>resent  I'esidence,  and  of  these  Fox 
purchased  his  land  and  ei'ccted  his  cabin,  coverei!  with  bark  and  i)rac- 
ticallv  one  end  left  open  for  a  door.  I'ox  did  everytlnng  to  keep  the 
frietu'lship  of  the  Indians,  1ml  in  "March.  1777.  wlidc  out  hunting  his 
cattle,  he  was  s(>i/ed  and  lakcn  l.v  i he  1  ndiaiis  a  prisoner  to  (^l^•l.ec. 
The  familv  were  kept  in  igu..rau'ce  of  Ah\  Fox's  whereabouts.  He 
escaped,  aiid  traveled  all  the  wav  from  Canada  and  reachetl  theoi)posite 
side  of  the  river  from  his  cabin'  l)eceml)er  I'.Hh,  following.  He  called 
to  his  familv;  Afrs.  J'"ox  recognized  his  voice,  but  the  Indians  hatl 
stolen  their  skill',  and  thei'(;  was  no  way  U)  cross.  The  \mmx  man  had 
to  spend  the  intensely  cold  night  ..n  the  hank,  and  by  morning  the  ice 
was  hard  enough  to  bear  him  over.  AVheii  the  Indian  party  that 
captured  the  Strope  familv  passed  up  the  I'iver  I  hey  again  took  Fox 
along  a  prisoner,  as  they  said,  lest  he  give  the  alarm;  he  escaped, 
however,  just  bei'oi-e  they  I'eached  Tioga  Point. 

,lacol)'l'.owman  settled  on  Towanda  creek  prior  to  the^  Revolution. 
He  sided  against  the  ''rebels"  and  became  known  as  "  Tory  "  Bow- 
man ;  he  went  to  Canada  when  hostilities  commenced.  After  the  war 
he  returned  and  settled  on  the  fai'm  linally  owned  by  his  grandson. 
B.  !•'.  Bowman.  "  Torv  "  liowman  was  a  man  of  enterprise,  and  in 
1801  was  licensed  to  keep  a  tavern.     He  had  a  store  in  addition  to  his 
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tavern  as  early  as  JS09;  established  tlie  lirst  ferry  near  the  mouth  of 
Towanda  creek,  and  built  the  lirst  frame  house.  His  place  was  a  noted 
resort,  and  that  and  his  brother-in-law's  place  by  AVilliam  Means,  were 
rivals.  l!owman  died  m  1S45,  aged  eighty-six  yeai's ;  he  had  married 
]\[ary  fox,  daughter  of  Jiudolph  Fox,  and  "  their  children  were: 
Geoi-ge.  Jacob,  John,  Daniel,  INfary,  lieljecca,  Ilani.ah,  Susan  and 
Harry. 

Jacob  (irantier,  German,  came  fi'om  New  York,  and  settled  on 
Towaiula  creek  in  1784,  about  eighty  rods  south  of  Maj.  Hale's  res- 
ilience. It  was  here  JJev.  Thomas  Smile\'  was  tarred  ;inil  feathered  bv 
the  Yankees  in  1801.  ^[arcli  7.  ISOi,  (irantiei'  transferred  his  claim 
to  Tieuben  JIale.  ;ind  I'emoved  to  r';uiton  townshi})  where  are  to-d;i\' 
his  descendants. 

James,  Silas  and  Ori' Scoville  came  in  17Ss.  James  and  Silas  pur- 
chased of  Smith,  a  farmer-])reacher,  and  thev  made  an  improvement 
a  little  west  of  where  the  nail  mill  is.  where  Silas  l)iiiit  the  I'irst  fi'aiiu' 
house  in  the  t(.>wtiship,  where  he  ke))t  '•bach"  until  17'.h;:  -lame^  had 
I'etui'iu^l  to  l.u/.erne  county.  In  17iH')  Silas  mari'ietl  Abigail  Harris, 
and  then  had  his  own  housekeeper.  C)i'r  impioved  the  H.  L.  Scott 
place  and  marrietl  Polly  Rutty,  daughter  of  Ezra  fvutty,  and  )'emoved 
to  Canton  townshi]*.  Silas  Scoville  came  to  own  tlii'ee  ox  teams,  and 
made  trips  to  the  lakes,  talcing  millstones  and  bringing  salt,  lln-n 
woilh  thirteen  dollai's  a  barrel.  '  He  died  in  ISl'I. 

()iu'  cai'iy  settler  was  Kii;iiai-d  ( iolf  ;  just  Ikjv,'  su. 'U  is  not  Icuown, 
but  tlui  asse.s^,ol•■s  book's  show  that  in  17;iG  he  had  eleven  acres 
impi'oved. 

Joshua  AVythe,  who  was  an  ollicer  in  the  Itevolution,  located  liei'(^ 
about  17l)-i.  Jle  l)0ught  laiul  on  To\vanda  creek'  of  John  Ileal  h, 
known  later  as  the  George  Bowman  place;  his  wife,  nee  Klizabcih 
Hrewei',  died  in  fS05;  was  buried  in  the  Hats,  and  the  railroad  passi's 
ovei-  her  grave.     .Mi'.  Wythe  emigi'ated  to  Ohio. 

Reuben  Halt' came  among  the  eai'ly  pioneei-s  from  ( "ounecticut.  and 
selll.'d  on  the  place  now  oc'ciipird  bV  his  son.  Maj.  Klias  W.'lliii-lon 
Hale.  Tlu'  fact  Hial  Isaac  Ti'acy  had'  pivccdc.l  Keuhcn  was  the  cause 
of  turning  his  t'oiii'S(^  to  t  his  h'.cality.  He  [uirchased  la  nd  of  ( icorge 
Wells,  dated  Jiuk,'  14,  I7'.J'.>,  and  became  in  time  the  sole  owner  o\  the 
old  mill  on  Towanda  ci-eek".  Pieuben  Hale  married  ^Vealllly  Trac\', 
daughter  of  Isaac  and  Elizal)eth  Hogers  Tracy,  of  Tioga  Ho'mt,  Fe'b- 
laiary  17,  f  SO;'.,  and  at  once  remov(,'d  into  the  old  Dougherty  log  cal)in 
that  stood  a  short  distance  from  i\Iaj.  Hale's  present  residiMice.  He 
was  appointed  ])ostmasL!'r  at  Towanda  in  ]n1i».  said  to  be  the  lirsl  in 
the  i)lace. 

Casper  Singei,  from  Philadelphia,  caiiu^,  in  17'.M.aiul  took  up  land 
now  in  AVvsox  ;  he  buil"t  a  sawmill  "near  the  mouth  of  Towanda 
cr(M'k;"  th'is  is  the  "Hale  ]\rill."  Singer  maile  a  deposition  in  I'iiila- 
dclpliia,  in  1700,  and  testilied  that  living  in  this  locality  in  U'.'a  wi-i'e 
On-  Scoville,  Joseph  (-Jee,  Jacob  P.owman.  Jacob  (irantier.  Joseph 
Wallace,  Michael  Ki'ause  and  Stephen  Strickland. 

A  son-ill-law  of  Jiudolph   Fox,  JS'athan    l'\irr,  was  here  at   an  early 
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(laic.  .lamos  Davidson  was  here  in  tin,'  ot  lirf  cciil  my  :  sett  UnI  near 
the  nail  works. 

'J'lic  iirsL  and  one  of  lln'  most  inipoilant  pi(M)(!ers  t(j  settle  in  wiial  is 
now  Nortli  Towanda  township  was  Ezra  Jintty  wlio  came  IVciin  New 
Y'ork  in  lT>^r).  and  located  on  Sugar  ci'cc^k.  He  |)nrc!iasc<l  on  tin\e 
■1<iit  acres,  and  ini]»roved  what  is  yet  known  as  the  "  liiitly  I'ai'in.'"  on 
wliich  his  descendants  remained.  His  son  !']/ra  wasal)aljy  when  the 
j'amilv  came,  and  K/.ra  ^tliird)  eventually  occupied  the  old  homestead. 
Mr.  Iluttv  died  in  ISl."!,  and  his  widow  livi'  years  lafei"  they  were 
hui'ied  in  IJiverside  Cenieter\'. 

Abial  Kostei-  settled  on  the  E.  11.  Horton  fai'in;  he  married,  in  ITO."). 
^Tarv  .>reans  a  sister  oC  William  Cleans.  He  l)nilt  a  sawmill,  among 
tin;  iirst  if  not  the  very  first,  on  thositeof  "Myer's  Mills,'"  and  for  years 
this  was  the  important  milling  point.  Mv.  Eosterdicd  on  tlie  place  he 
improved,  August  10.  Is41.  aged  seventy-seven.  Mrs.  Foster  died 
November  .".,  IS.")."*. 

Joshua,  r.ailey,  fi'om  New  York,  settled  on  Sugar  ci'eelc  in  170L'  ; 
lie  had  conuMo  Wyalusitig  in  ITtM,  stoi)ped  then,'  with  the  Dennetts, 
married  Susan  and  moved  to  his  permanent  ])lace.  He  jiassed  through 
Towanda,  and  descrilx^s  the  |)lace  where  there  was  "a  man  living  in 
a  h^g  cabin  a,  little  south  of  the  present  court-house,"  and  that  he  had 
about  four  acr(^s  cleared,  which  ho  ofU'ered  him  for  S40.  llis  nearest 
neighbor  from  his  Sugai-  ci'eek  settlement  was  his  brother-in-law. 
Anujs  IJennetl,      Mr.  Jxiiley   died    February  14,    ImW.  aged  ninety-two 

:\lartin  Stratton  I'aiiie  in  1704.  stopped  with  F/.ra  liu.tty.  and  in 
time  man-ied  Ezra  Kutty's  daughtei';  he  was  a  mill-wi'ight  and 
cai'piMiter;  ^vas  five  vears  in  West  ]5urlington,  where  he  built  a  giist- 
luill  foi' the  (ioddai'iis,  and  then  returned 't<j  North  Towan<la.  ami  in 
ISO,")  bought  an  im))rovement  of  Amos  iJenuett,  originally  Seeley's. 
Martin  and  (Jephas  Stratton  and  Jonathan  H(jlcond)  (>rectcd  a  grist- 
mill on  Sugar  creek,  near  wdiei'e  is  Mv.  I'arne"s  sawmill,  and  m  IsoO  a 
sawnull  vvTis  added.  Martin  Stratton  died  NovemluM'  ;'..  i^-Jl,aged 
sixtv-thrcc  \-ears,  his  widow  soon  aftei',  and  both  sleep  iu  Kiverside 
(^emeterv. 

Ozias  F.in^ham.  from  New  York,  a  K<-volutionarv  veteran,  came  to 
North  Towaiula,  in  1  Til,')  :  he  mai'i-ied  Martha  Kutty.  He  had  been 
a.  cai)tain  in  the  Contim^ntal  army  and  was  in  tin-  battle  of  (ierman- 
town,  He  was  a  widower  wlien  Jiecauie  West,  and  left  his  live  children 
behind.  He  afterward  brought  on  his  chihli'eii,  and  one  of  his  sons 
o]iened  a  trading  store  at  the'family  home,  and  exchanged  peltries  for 
goods.  j\[r.  Jiinghum,  who  lived  to  be  ninety-two  years  of  age,  diet! 
February  1>,  1845.

S,i//in</  //n-  Ton^iiiuhi  /////.v.— W^ II ia m  Finch,  of  ( 'ouneclicul.  a, 
Revolutionarv  soldier,  was  the  Iirst  to  settle  on  the  ••  hills. "^  He 
landed  at  *' I5owman's  eddy  ■■  in  17MS,  madea  clearing  on  the  Welles 
Hats,  and  raised  a  crop  of  co.rn,  l)nt  the  overflows  detei'miiu'd  hou  to 
o-o  to  the  hills,     fie   built  his  cabin    o\\  the   pi-esent    William    \V(Jch 
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place.  Dufinythe  \v:ir  lie  was  taken  a])risoiier  to  Montreal.  He  dug 
his  way  out  of  prison,  and  made  liis  escape  to  the  American  shore', 
whence  he  commencetl  along- and  perilous  journey  homeward,  ti'aveling 
by  night  and  k-eeping  secreted  by  day,  accompanied,  day  and  night, 
with  an  em|)ty  st<jmach.  His  oidy  guide  through  the  wilderness  was 
the  sun  a,nd  tlieiiiMsson  the  trees";  after  untold  sull'erings  he  reached 
the  ai'iny,  and  s(;i'ved  faithfully  until  peace  was  declai'cd.  lie  had 
learned  the  lailoi'  ti'ade,  and  tanned  the  skins,  and  made  tiie  clothes, 
incUuling  shoes,  of  his  family  for  many  years.  He  died  at  the  age  of 
.eighty -six,  and  is  buried  at  Cole's.  Ilis'wife,  ]\[ai"y  (Huxley),  lived  to 
])ass  the  age  of  eighU-  yeai's. 

Andrew  Gregg  was  in  Sullivan's  exjiedition  up  the  river.  After  the 
war  he  married  Xancy  Santee,  of  Luzerne,  then  came  to  IJlstei-  and 
from  tliere  to  Towanda,  in  ISOi,  where  he  died  Api'il  lif),  fS4() ;  his  wife 
died.  May  17,  1838. 

iUMijamin  IJosworth,  a  Jlevolutionaiy  father,  and  a  hatter  bv  ti'ade, 
came  from  noston.  aiul  improved  the  ^Villis  l''ishcr  place.  His  7ieigli- 
i)<)i'  was  Williston  West,  who  settled  on  the  Hai'ry  Decker  place  in 
ISl'J.  AV^est's  second  wife  was  Susan  Bosworth,  daiightei' of  iienjamin 
IJosworth  ;  the  last  named  died  suddenly  at  the  age  of  eighty. 

]\Iaj.  Frederick  Kisher  came  to  Towanda  in  I8:.'7,  ami  was  a  pi'oniiner.t 
man  of  the  olden  time.  He  merchandised  for  a  time  at  Monroetoii  : 
died  .Mav  14.  lsr>T,  aued  over  sixtv  years;  his  wife,  Dolly  (Cole),  di<'d 
.May  !<;,  18(iri. 

'William  McGill  (Irishman)  came  in  1802.  lived  with  .Jacob  P.owman 
and  eventually  mari-ied  Mary  Bowman.  He  was  a-  stone-mason,  and 
after  some  time  I'emoved  to  the  hills  back  of  Towanda,  and  improved 
tlie  Philander  ^V■,\\■(\  i)lac(\  He  died  in  1855,  aginl  seventy-seven 
years;  his  wife  had  preceded  liim  six  years. 

Benjamin  Davidson,  a  farnu'i-  and  lumberman,  lived  to  be  the  oldest 
sfjttliM'  of  the  Towanda  hills;  Im  \vas  born  January  ."1,  1807. 

A'lir/i/  Sc/f/er.'irn  ir/nif  /.v  /loic  i/m  UoroiKjli  of ''I'mraiuJn .—KM  these 
the  name  ^^{  William  Means  will  eversland  I'ii'st,"  aiul  ihe  destiny,  indeed 
llie  very  e.xisleiice  ol'  the  place  as  a  b(U'.)ngli,  owes  everything  to  him. 
The  town  was  (and  it  most  probably  should  never  have  been  changed) 
called  "  jNleatisville."  He  was  ol'  H'ish  descent,  a  son  of  Samuel  Means, 
of  Northumberland  county  at  the  coiiimenceiiient  of  the  Revolution. 
Sa,miiel  .Means  and  one  of  his  sons  were  in  the  army  ;  the  father  was 
falally  nvouikUmI  in  battle,  and  the  son  was  nevt;r  heard  of  afler 
the  battle  of  AVyoming,  where  it  was  supposed  he  Nvas  killed.  The 
family  fled  from  Northumberland  county  from  the  invading  savages,  ;n 
which  (light  Mrs.  Jifeans  carried,  with  her  other  children,  an  infant 
only  six  weeks  old;  thev  went  by  canoe  down  the  Suscjuchanna  river, 
paddling  around  the  bend'by  the  light  of  their  burning  house.  The 
family  returned,  when  it  was  safe,  to  Www  desolated  home,  but  \\w 
brave  mother  survived  only  a  short  time,  and  tlie  little  children  were 
scattei'cd  among  diU'erent  families.  ^Vlien  Uudolph  1m)X  lied  down  the 
river,  they  fell  m  company  with  the  Means  families,  ami  this  was  the 
cause  eventually  of  bringing  William  Means  to  Towanda,  and  soon 
aftei-  the  war  he  came  to  iook  at  the  country.     Another  account  sa\-s 
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thai  William  rullnwed  bc-atitin',  uiid  in  his  ti'ips  l).'caiiir  ariiuaiiitrd  with 
his  future  wife,  l^li/.ahelh  Kox.  In  17'.»1:  he  had  the  contraft  to  conveN 
the  FreiU'h  rei'iigees  from  IIarri.shnr;j,-  to  theii'  phicc  in  Asylum.  'The 
Frencii,  when  he  met  them  in  Pl)iladel|)hia.  advanced  him  inon-y  on 
his  contcact,  und  he  pufchased  goods  winch  be  l)i-(jught  along  on  the 
t!'i|).  On  reaching  theii-  destination,  he  sokl  liis  boat  to  them,  and  on 
it  tliey  fixed  ;i  temporary  slieltei',  and  he  hired  as  overseer  of  their  build- 
ing, und  his  enei'gy  and  thrift  soon  cleared  him  sljKMi  in  addition  to 
the  goods  lie  liad  brought.  This  Avas  the  foundation  of  his  fortune.  He 
settled  on  the  river  tlireetly  opposite  the  old  dam.  and  fcji'  many  years 
kept  tavern  antl  a  ferry — buUt  the  famous  '•()ld  Red  'l\i\('i'n  ""  on  what 
is  now  the  cornei'  of  Franlclin  and  Main  sti'ccts.  lie  was  licensed  a 
"•  taverner"  in  1707.  His  building  was  a  two-story  fi'ame,  and  the  store 
was  in  his  old  log  house — his  wm-  the  lii'st  store."  tavern  and  distillery 
in  Tcjwanda.  The  ■' Old  lied  Tavern  "'  was  tlie  court-liduse  until  the 
county   buddings  ^vere  erected  in  ISIO.     The  jail    was  at   Monrocion. 

IiTisk;  },\v.  ]\Ieans  built  his  eommodious  (then  (.f  the  most  stvlish 
plan  of  art'hitecture)  residence,  vet  standing  on  the  corner  of  .Main 
and  iJridge  streets,  and  thei'e  lived  until  tlie  time  of  his  demise. 
About  the  same  tin\c  he  erected  a.  small  building,  I^x  l'O  feet,  on  the 
coi'uer  of  Main  and  JJridge  streets,  on  the  sanu-  lot  with  and  snulli  nf 
his  house,  and  occupied  it  as  a  store  till  he  went  out  of  busim-ss,  his 
sun  AVilliam  keepine' the  hotel  f(jr  a  series  of  veai's  aflei'  isHi.  Mr. 
Means  was  an  e.xtensive  laiul-holdei'.  He  o'wued  abnut  t;oo  ;K-re. 
ad  jiiining  (111  the  south  b\  the  Ko.x-eliase  farm,  and  exteiidini;  iioilh- 
wai-d  to'aboiit  whei-e  Deckel'  i'.ros'.  store  now  is.  l!(.vsi(les  he  owii.'d 
several  hundred  acres  at  (ireeiiwood  and  oilier  poiiils.  He  liimiieivd 
extensivelv  and  sliip|ied  his  lumber  in  rafts  down  the  Sus(|iieliaiiiia. 
In  180U  he  built  a  sawmill  at  \'aii  (border's  on  Towanda  creek,  and 
afterward  a  second  one  at  (ireeuwood.  In  addition  to  his  lumbering 
business  he  bought  grain  and  shipped  it  in  ark-loads  to  the  loweV 
counties.  After  the  improvement  of  iIk;  pu'hlic  hieliwavs.  he 
would  load  an  old-fashioned  ••  Dutch  b.ur-horse  wa-on"  wil  li'i.elt  r\-. 
go  lo  I'inladelphia,  and  then  return  with  a  load  of  g,,ods.  It 
re(|uired  iiearlv  six  week's"  time  to  make  the  tri|i.  1!\'  means 
(d'  Lis  (evv\\  which  was  directly  (Opposite  the  Ke<l  Tavern,  com- 
ninnication  was  ()pened  with  the  east  side  of  the  river  and  the 
l)lace  thus  gi'eatly  benelited.  He  was  the  (Irst  magistrate  id'  the 
town  (commissioned  Dec.  '20.  bsuo),  and  was  geiierallv  known  as 
"Esquire^  Means."'  In  IMH,  he  was  ap|ioiiil  ed  post  master' of  Towanda 
village,  lie  was  ap|iiiinted  county  treasurer  in  ]sl.'»,  and  s(M'ved 
()n(!  term.  Mr.  Means  lirouglit  his  sisters  into  the  counly,  (Uie  aftei- 
another,  and  gave  tliem  a  home  in  his  familv.  The  \\U-  ol'  this  aciive 
man  was  closed  Oct.':'.,  1829,  at  the  age  of  (H  years.  His  body  is 
entombed  in  the  family  bui'ial  ground  on  Second  street.  i\Ii's.  ^Means, 
or  "Grandma  Means,"  as  she  was  familiarly  called,  survivetl  hei'  hus- 
band many  years,  'fhe  children  of  "William  and  Elizabeth  Means 
were  AVilliani,  John,  Samuel,  Celinda  and  Eliza.. 

Ebenezer  15.  Gregory  came  here  througii  the  inlluence  of  Mr. 
Means.      At  all  events  he  accompanied  him   on    his   I'eturn   trip   I'roiii

Abijah  Northriip  (familiarlv  ••  Jjij'"i  befoi'e  the  ve.ar  ISoobuilta 
log  cabin  on  the  ground  now  occupied'  bv  the  ImisI  Nalional  Rank. 
He  was  one  of  the  most  noted  pilots  o'n  the  river.  He  afterwai-d' 
moved  to  an  island  near  the  mouth  of  Towanda  creelc  thence  above 
(Ireenwood.  where  luxlied.  His  fatln'r.  Nathan  .\,,i-ihrnp,  a  native  of 
('onnecticut,  came  to  Athens  at  an  earlv  dav  with  his  bimilv,  whence 
"Jjij  "  proceeded  to 'I'owanda. 

Col.  Henry  y])aldine- came  to  Towanda  from  Siieshe.piin  in  JSlo 
Ills  store  was  below  where  is  now  the  Rarclav  depot;  he  then  built 
his  frame  store,  which  was  afterward  occupied'  bv  lleiirv  Mercur  as  a 
hatter's  shop.  In  IslLMie  built  the  ^[i.\  residence,  ami  kept  tavern 
there,  and  near  it  was  his  store.

He 
catiie  I'roiu  AVilk'cs-lJai'i'e  in  Lsl2.  lie  oiuuneraled  tlie  iiiliabitants  iis 
follows  on  his  arrival  :  AVilliani  Means,  Ilai-ry  Spaldini;-.  Adam  Conley. 
Abijah  Xerlhnip.  K.  1'..  (iro^'oi'V,  ( »liver  Xewell  and  the  Watts  J'aiudy. 
Four  iVaiiu,"  houses  and  all  others  lnjj;  cuhins.  lleopeiM-d  histailur  sh()|) 
in  a  log  house  west  of  (4ree'ory's.  ami  prospcreil  so  that  in  time  he 
built  a' hotel,  alnindoning'  the '"  goose"  ;  his  was  the  ••Tiger  ll(.)tel."" 
afterward  kei)t  bv  Dannd  liarllett.  to  wlioiii  lie  sold.  Tlitm  built  the 
"iiradford  House,",  where  is  now  the  /,\'j,or/er-/(n/r/ni/  ollice.  an<l 
council  rooms.  'I'his.  in  1  S4ii,  he  sold  li'a  11.  .Elevens,  and  purchased 
a  farm  in  North  Towanda,  wliere  he  remained  until  ISd:];  thenc<'  went 
to  llattle  Oreek,  .Mich.,  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  days  wilh  his 
daughter.  His  daughter  C'elinda  marrieil  fldward  \'oung,  \vho.->e  sons 
are  m  Ti  oy  and  Towanda. 

I""rancis '^\''atts.  of  Scot(di-lrish  extraction,  who  had  imu'rietl  ?\tiss 
Jane,  sister  of  Win.  Means,  came  in  from  the  West  branch  not  l<jng 
after  liis  bi'other-in-law.  and  occu|)ied  about  -Jno  acres  of  land,  extend- 
ing from  the  .\rcad(3  bhjck  to  Geo.  i;iackman"s.  and  IVcjin  the  river  a 
mile  westwai'd.  He  l>uilt  a  log  house,  nearly  where  Mr.  Ila'ves' 
i-e.sidi.Mice  now  is,  and  the  homestead  was  in  tin' occupancy  of  the  family 
bir  more  than  three  (piai'tei-s  of  a  ceiitui-y.  Mr.  Watts  died  Indore  IsnH, 
and  left  a  laig(M'amii\-.  Mi's.  \Vatls  only  having  a  sipialter's  claim, 
gave  one-half  the  [w'.ssession  to  Harry'  Spalding  b)r  securin-'  and 
.-ulvancing  tlie  imjiiey  iieei'ssary  to  perfect  the  title. 

Andrew  h'vine.  the  taniKir,  came  in  lsi-2.  He  had  receivd  Ins 
discharge  from  the  army,  and  was  returning  home  when  he  stopjunl  at 
Towanda,  and  his  keen  e\-e  detected  an  eliuible  spot  for  a  taiiiierv. 
He  piirclnsed  a  half  aciv  of  around  <.r  Ksrp^' Means,  and  built  a  two- 
storv  lo-  lioust\  making-  a  sln.p  y,{  the  tirsi  llooi'.  li  vme'slot  adjoined 
where  is  now  Uos.mb'krs  store,  and  was  back  ot  Tidd's  hotel  ;  he  is  the 
man  who  ad vertisi'd    '•  soal  leather  "'    foi'  sale. 

Simon  lvinn(>y,  l^sij.,  the  lirst  white  child  l)orn  in  the  present  town 
of  Shi'sheipiin,  came  to  Towanda  in  isl.']  Id,  to  follow  his  profession— 
that  .d'  law.  He  was  a  son  of  Joseph  Kinney,  a  soldier  of  the  llevo- 
liition,  and  Sarah  (Spalding),  a  danu'liter  of  (ien.  Simon  Spalding,  of 
li(.'volutionary  celebrity.  llis  early  life  was  spent  in  assisting  in 
cleai'ing  up  a.  lieavily  timbered  farm,  recdving.  in  the  meantime,  a 
careful  and  intfillectnal  training.  Al  his  iiiajoritN  he  niaii'ied  rixebe 
Cash,  and  i'enn)ved  to  a  farm',  which  his  father  owne<l  in  Seipio, 
K.  v..  and  comnieiic(Nl  tlie  study  of  law.  Finding  his  means  iiunb 
C(piat(>  to  pro[)ei'ly  c(-implete  his  studies  and  procure  a  libi'ary. 
the  farm  was  sold  iwul  the  proceeds  used  b)r  establisliing  him  in 
business  at  Towanda.  He  was  a  man  of  niKpU'stioned  legal  aljility, 
being  the  compeer  of  ^lallorv.  Coiivngham,  1  )ennison.  Sli'ong,  Wil- 
liston,  Overton,  Haldwiii  and 'Watkins, 'leaders  at  the  bar  of  T.radbntl 
and  northern  renns\'l\ania.       lie  was  a  member  of  the  Stati;  Legisia- 


tiuv  r.^i'llic  sessions  of  182(1-21  imd  1S21-22,  the  (li^t^i^■t  then  cuin- 
pfising' the  couiitK's  <if  Tioyu  and  I'.i';i(ilonK  also  county  li'easurer  for 
lSlG-17.  ^Ir.  Kinney  \v;is  a  man  of  sttvjiii^'  mind,  and  his  service  is 
I'avorablv  remeniijered  by  active  jtailicipators  in  tlic  political  all'aiis  of 
the  time.  Judge  David  Wdmot  completed  his  law  studies  in  Mr. 
Ivinnev's  olllce.  lie  was  one  of  t  he  most  ]>rominenl  and  active  men 
of  the'county.     In  ISMl,  he  removed  t.j  llockford,  111.,  with  his  family. 

Col.  II.  L.  Kinney  achieved  an  enviable  celebrity  by  iiis  dash,  coui-- 
age  and  enteriirise,  which  made  him  at  one  time  (piite  the  lion  of  the 
country.  He  was  the  founder  of  Corpus  Cliristi.  Te.xas,  and  })eoi>le<l 
the  town  by  a  denomination  of  his  own  settlers;  served  in  the  Mexican 
Wai-  in  (ien.  Scott's  army;  supplied  the  cominissarial-  with  stores  from 
the  resources  of  the  counti;v  ;  and  was  deemed  a  nuUionaire  at  the 
end  of  the  war.  He  spent  much  of  his  fortune  afterward  in  Central 
American  expeditions.  During  the  rebellion,  lie  served  in  iMexico  as 
cok)nel  in  her  army,  fought  against  the  French  and  Maximilian,  and 
was  killed  at  i\Ionterey  while  leading  a  snnill  troop  in  ferreting  out 
guerrillas  in  tlu^  city,  lie  became  one  of  the  finest  iioi'semeii  in  I'exas, 
taking  losscjtis  of  the  Conumches.  and  so  fai'  surpassing  them  that  they 
were,  to  his  masteiy,  but  initiates.  He  won  many  victories  over  them 
in  some  of  their  shar[)est  lights.  It  will  iu>t  be  amiss,  per]ia])S,  to  slate 
that  h(^  uuirried  a  daughter  of  Cen.  Lamar  of  the   "  Lone  Sta.r"  fame. 

Charles  l'\  Welh's, Upon  the  organization  of  this  county,  ri'ceived 
from  the  (b)vernor  authority  to  administer  the  oaths  of  oilicc  to  tht^ 
newly  ch<jsen  ollicers,  and  himself  was  chosen  ])rotlionotary,  clei'k  of 
the  courts,  register  and  recorder,  and  the  lirst  recoi'ds  of  the  county 
are  in  his  own  neat  and  iieculiar  penmanship.  I'or  ten  years  he  was  a 
resident  of  Towanda,  wl'ien  lie  removed  to  Wyalusing  in  IS22.  He  was 
ii  son  of  Ceorge  AW'lles,  (jue  of  the  lirst  seltlei's  of  Athens,  and  was 
born  in  ( ;iastoid)ur\'.  Xovcmdiei'  5,  ITS!).  In  ISir,  he  was  joiiu'd  in 
wedlock  with  MissKUcu  ,1..  daughfr  of  ,1  udge  HoUenback.  M'r.  Welles 
was  a-  man  of  varied  and  extiMisive  r('adiug.  He  wielded  a,  busy  pen. 
ami  contributed  fm'  t  lie  papers  >omc  of  the  best  poetic  artich's  wliicli 
were  pul)li^hed.  Though  iie\er  a  polit  icia  n,  in  I  he  ^cnse  of  aspiring 
foroilice,  he  took  a,  dee]*  interesi  in  polit  ical  <piesl  ions.  In  early  lifelu' 
espoused  tlu'  pi'iucij)les  advocated  by  JciVrrMm  ;  lalei'  iir  became  an 
admirer  of  Heniw  Clay,  and  a  delcndei'  of  his  policy.  During  his  res- 
idence in  'J'owanda  he' exerted  a  well-nigh  controlling  iniliu'.nce  in  the 
politics  of  the  county.  His  articles  on  political  (juestions,  written  at 
this  tinu',  were  mai-'ked  iiy  l)readth  of  view  and  urg<'d  with  a  cogency 
of  i-easoibng  that  carried  conviction  to  the  minti  of  the  reader,  while 
the  corrupt  politician  I'cceived  scathing  rebidces  fi'om  b.is  trenchant 
pen.  lie  became  an  extensive  land  owner  and  left  a  line  fortune  at 
his  death,  September  2;],  iscn. 

The  \'andykes.-  -lolin  N'andykc,  a  native  of  Holland,  came  to 
America  and  a't  tirst  settled  near  Trenton,  X.  -I.,  whence  he  removed 
to  Tui'l)it  township,  iXorthumberland  county,  Pa.  He  nuirried  an  Irish 
lady,  and  I'emained  in  Xorthumberland,  whei'e  In-  reared  his  family. 
In  lsi.">.  William  Vandyke,  a  son,  came  to  Towanda  and  purchased  of 
tlohn  l.(\'i  veil  worth  a  tract  (jf  laiid  on  Towanda  creek,  including  a  grist- 
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mill  ;iiul  a  sawtnill.  ]\lf.  Vandyke  ami  the  balance  of  the  family  canie 
the  same  or  the  following  year.  In  1817,  John  N'andykewas  assessed 
as  follows:  "Seven  acres  of  land  imjiroved;  seven  town  lots;  two 
houses ;  a  tan-yard,  and  a  horse  and  cow."  His  land  extended  from 
the  Overton  basin  to  State  street.  ^Ir.  X'^andyke's  sons  settled  about 
him.  Davis,  "'the  saddler,""  oceui)ied  the  James  AVard  place  He  had 
a  saddlery-shop  on  tlic  gronnd  where  Di-.  Pratt"s  I'esidence  now  stands. 
After  some  years  he  sold  out  and  moved  to  (iraiiville  township,  whei'e 
he  lived  until  the  time  of  his  demise.  "Wilson,  "the  tanner.""  moved  to 
Allegany.  j\.  V.  and  there  died.  John  lived  where  Henry  i'orternow 
does.  He  sold  out  and  removed  to  Canton,  where  he  s])ent  the  residue' 
of  his  days.  In  1^2:).  Mr.  Vandyke;  and  his  son  William,  traded 
their  ))roperty  in  Towaiida  witii  II.  W.  Ti'acy  for  land  in  Ulster 
townshi|\  on  what  is  liow  known  as  Moo)H'"s  hdl,  and  nn)Ved  there 
while  the  locality  was  yet  a  wilderness.  Tlni  farm  on  which  they 
both  spent  tlieii''last  days  is  yet  owned  and  oc(Mi|)i(Ml  by  the  family. 
William  maiM'ied  Miss  Susan,  dau^hler  of  James  1  )oiii;iiei'ty.  whose 
mother's  maiden  name  was  Ilamiinind.  lie  v.as  the  father  of  (-!.  11. 
\'andyke.  of  L'lster,  e.x-Democi'atic  county  commissioner. 

Elil>halet  ]Mason  came  to  Towanila  in  ISlC.  "being  the  twelfth 
family  within  the  Ixirough  liinits."  lUi  built  a  house  on  the  cornei' 
west  of  Main  street,  and  north  of  State  ^tl■eet.  which  he  afterward  sold 
to  (-ieorge  Scott.  In  jsi'ii  he  erected  a  stone  house,  out  of  small  stones, 
in  front  of  the  I'ublic  Square,  standing  when.'  Jordaifs  meat  market 
now  is.  The  building  was  named  the  ••  Stom^  Heap.""  but  nick-inimetl 
the  "  Stoiie-Jug.""  iTe  built  a  stone  building  adjoiiiing.  ami  engaged  in 
selling  ;4i'ocei'ii's  U>v  about  a  year.  .  In  iSi'L'  he  ei^M^ted  a  storeiiouse  on 
the  c()rnei'  (>['  Court  ami  Maine  slivets.  opposite  the  Pui'lic  S(piai'e. 
which  he  rented  to  (.iirdoii  llewett.  Of  Mr.  Mas. m's  residence  in 
Towanda  he  sa\'s:  "In  the  spring  of  b^lT  u'rain  was  vei'v  scarce. 
Corn  ha.l  ben  ruine.l  by  the  fi'o.ts  (Vf  the  fall  l)eb,re.  an<l  every  kin<lof 
food  was  in  meaiji'e  siipph'.  It  l;ec;ime  evident  that  some  one  must 
undeilake  to  suj.plv  t  he  village  w  itli  meat,  and  as  I  could  best  alford 
the  lime,  the  Ia>k  bdl  upon  inc.  Indeed,  v,,  ^ivmI  was  the  depiUuhmce. 
that  the  villagers  could  not  i)oil  the  poi  without  iiiv  providing."  Kor 
inanv  vears  .Ml'.  Ma^on  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  of  the 
countv"  His  early  life  was  spent  in  t.. ■aching.  In  the  bill  of  lsl4  he 
was  commissioned  lieutenant  of  militia,  and  with  others  was  draft(.'d  iu 
the  War  of  1812.  .V  company  of  IJo  men  was  raised.  a.nd  placed  under 
his  commaml  and  sent  to  Danville,  awaiting  (n'ders;  but  returned  home 
after  a  month's  absence.  At  the  Octobei' eh.'Ctioii,  1814,  he  was  chosen 
countv  auditor,  being  the  onlv  Democrat  electe(l  on  the  ticket  that  year. 
l''rom' A])ril,  ISl,",.  iTe  acted  as  d<.'puty  sli<ualV.  under  A.  ('.  Kockwell. 
till  the  close  of  his, term,  and  transacted  nearly  all  the  business  con- 
nect (vl  with  theolhce.  Ii;  1  SIC  he  was  eU.'cted  con nt\-  commissioner  (.)Ver 
A.  ('.  Rockwell,  his  bi'other-iiiJaw,  the  Feileial  ■candidate.  July  I. 
I81S,  liewas  commissioned  by  (ioveriior  bindlay,  tecorder  of  deeds, 
and  in  conjunction  with  the  prothoiiolary  to  administer  oaths  of  oflice 
to  such  pei'sons  as  might  be  appointed  by  the  ( ioveriior.  In  1  .s24  he 
was  apiiointed  a  commissioner  with  Ivlward  Kldrcd  and  Wm.    Ihaiulle 


lo  lay  out  :i  Slati-  road  tVoiii  Miiiu'V  to  Towamla.  Ai;ain.  in  lS'2i».  he 
was  elected  to  the  ollice  of  eouiity  eomiiiissionef.  liaviii;^-  a  ^Tcater 
iiiajority  tlian  liis  eoiiipetitof  had  votes.  In  1S;;7  Mr.  iMas(jn  and  liis 
son,  (lordon  F.,  ])urchasod  sevei'a!  tliousand  acresof  land  of  the  Asylum 
Company,  lyiiio' in  Ijradford  coiintv.  The  investment  proved  a  I'ruillul 
one.  Ml'.  Alason  eontimied  inactiveand  varieti  business  till  1S4I,  when 
he  threw  oil'  m(.)sl  of  his  cares  to  enj(n'  his  closing  days,  lie  fou'id 
i;rcat  comfort  in  malv'ing- verse,  readinj,^  his  papers,  and  in  frequently 
eontrihutin;^'  an  article  to  the  jiress.  His  writing's  will  he  rememberetl 
l)V  many  uiuUn- the  A'fVy/'/y?/-^/ of -'Old  South."  Mr.  Mason  was  a  man 
<o{  genius,  indomitable  energy  and  umlaunted  couragij.  liis  honesty 
au(l  integrity  were  never  (piestioiied.  and  of  littleness  he  was  nevei' 
accused.      His  life  w:is  a  successful  one  and  a  noble  example. 

^\'alter  S.  .Mintliorn,a  nleclianic.  came  to  Towaiula  in  1817.  He 
was  a  soldici'  of  the  War  of  1812.  and  lost  a  leg.  For  a.  while  he 
liv(;d  on  tiif.'  ('(.ii'ner  of  Second  and  State  sti'eets,  linallv  nu)ving  to 
Kome. 

Xalhauiel  lleacoi/k',  a  cari)enter,  was  assi-ssi^l  in  Towauda  in  lsl7. 
He  lived  ai  I  he  terminus  <jf  Second  sti'eet,  wiili  I.omljard.  I'^rom 
Towauda  he  went  to  Canton. 

Wdliam  K.-llv  and  sons,  Lewis  and  William,  mechanics,  settled  in 
Towand.i  in  l^is.  n,.  rstablisht'd  a  feri'y  across  the  nvvr.  the  wharf 
being  at  the  tci'ininiis  of  State  strt;et.  ami  was  known  as  the  upix/i',  oi' 
K'elly's  teri'v.  His  house  stood  dii  the  coi'nei'  of  Water  street,  .'ioiith 
of  Suite,  ile  als(j  kept  a  grociTy  for  a.  while,  on  Court  sti'eet.  which 
he  .sold  to  r.cMijamin  Hunt.  Lewis  Kelly  lived  on  Second  street, 
where  Lenjamiu  Xorthrup  m»w  does.  lie  followed  cabinet-making. 
Thinking  .Xcnvton  a  more  favorable  place  for  his  business,  he  movetl 
thither.  ' 

Dr.  Chai'les  Wliilehead  located  at  Towauda  in  181S.  His  house 
slood  a  Intl. ■  sonih  ui  N.  .\.  UetLs  rrsideuce,  in  the  same  lot.  which 
he  then  owned.  He  was  a  man  of  al)ilit\'  and  considerable  emineiu'c. 
Ki'om  ls-jo;itid  1  S-j:^  he  was  reuister  and  "reciu'der  of  the  county.  lie 
was  also  a  pisliee  of  tiu'  pe;i,-e.  He  died  in  Is-J.".  (n^^e.l  ihinvone 
\-e:irs).  and  was  bun. m1  in  Kiversi.l.' Cuiii'lerv.  Mrs.  ^\'llit<■hea.l  taiieht 
scli....l  in  Ih.'  villagv  afl.u'  her  hiisbnn.rs  d.'a't  h. 

I>ewis  1'.  Lranks,  a  pi'inter.  came  to  Towauda  in  I  M  7,  ami  edit. '.1 
the  ir-rv//;//y/"/"'"/',  llu'  llrst  r.'giil.'U'  Le.hu'al  pap.U'  in  the  e.iiiiity. 
Afliu' coiilinuing  lla'  pap.U'  ab.)Ut  a  yeai'  he  turne.l  ils  luanageuient 
ovei'  to  Octaviiis  J  lolden,  who  eontinu..'d  il  s  publie;it  ion  only  a  short 
time,  l-'ranks  is  re'memf)cre(l  as  a  central  ligiire.  with  a  k'.'en  intellect, 
but  ecceniric.  He  wielded  an  able  a.nd  trenchant  pen.  Lpou  leaving 
Towanda  h.'  wmit  to  I'hiladelpliia,.  where  he  engaged  in  journalism. 

•lohn  Slow.'!'  was  a  deputv  sliiM'itf  and  jailor  under  Lemuel  Streeler, 
having  removed  to  T.)wanda  in  ISl'.i.  Heat  lirsl  li\c(i  in  the  bas.'- 
meuror  ih.'  old  c..ui't  hoiis.',  liien  built  ou  his  lot .  I  h.'  siiiiie  ;is  now 
oceiipi.'d    bv     M.'i'ciii'-s    bl,,ek.      He    sold   out    to  Col.  llari'v  .Mix.  an. I

.laiiies  E.  Jlaslet,  a  mason,  was  also  a  resident  of  the  borough  in  18]'.>, 
and  lived  in  a  small  house  where  lion.  W .  T.  Davies'  residence  now  is. 
.  .  .  lulwin  lienjamin  eanu.'  to  'I'owanda,  in  about  the  same  time  (I^^IS) 
that  lie  and  Lemuel  Streeter  pureliased  tlie  Ihdilford  (JuKHr.  lie 
was  [)ostmast(.'i' oT  Towanda  in  isi;>.  and  eount  v  clei'lv  in  ISi'l.  He 
lived  where  A.  Smdl's  residence  now  is. 

Elislia  Newb(.'rry.  a  blaclcsmitli.  be<^-an  WMrl<iuu' at  his  trade  in  the 
villa,i;'e  in  ISi'.l.  He  subse(|Uently  went  to  Troy,  and  became  a  prom.- 
inent  cili/eii   there. 

lion,  (ieorge  Scott,  a,  native  of  IJerlvshiie  county,  ]\lass..  born 
Xovember  10,  1784.  iiaving  attainetl  his  majority,  in  conipam-  with  an 
elder  brotlxM-,  David,  started  for  the  "Sunny  Soutli""  l<.)  bf^gin  life  in 
earnest  and  make  his  foi'tune.  'Idu^  x'oiinu'  men  weii,'  Imtli  well  edu- 
cated for  those  days,  and  had  decideil  to  (."U-a-'e  in  sclioi  ,k;,.a.-liin-- 
when  an  o|)))ortunit,y  presculcd  itself,  until  scunetldni:' iiioriM-oiiueMual 
and  paying  should  be  found.  Aecordiugiy.  soiiielime  in  Im',").  tliev 
set  out  with  a  single  lioj'si-.  and  <lrd'icd  into  AVysox.  Dradlord  county. 
They  made  their  l)usincss  known,  whereupon  the  citizens  called  a 
nn.'e'ting  at  the  house  of  I  lui'i'  Uidgewa  v,  and  (ieoige  was  lured  to 
teach  tiie  school  of  t  lu,' dist  net.  David'  found  <-iiipiovuH'nt  west  of 
the  rivei'.  He  also  clei-ked  b)r  William  Means,  read  la'w  in  tlu'  nu^'an- 
time,  and  linallv  went  to  W'ilk'es -Haric,  wIhtc  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar.  lb-  bceaiiu'  a  man  of  note;  was  pi'othouotarv  of  l,u/.erne 
county,  and  for  se\-ei'al  yeai's  was  president  judge  of  the  Lu/.ernc' 
district.

througn  the  county,""  and  passing  thi'oiigh  Towanda. 

Mr.  Scott  movt'd  to  Towanda  with  his 
family,  and  took-  up  hi_s  residence  (Ui  the  corner  iiortii  of  State  slre(n, 
W(»st  of  ^lain.  but  aft(U'ward  livc<l  and  died  on  the  eronnd  now  occu- 
pied by  Dr.  Tratt.  He  edited  and  puiilished  \\w  llr,i,lt\>ril  S,1I!,,' 
from  I'sLH  to  b^L'.".,  his  pi'inting  ollice  sta  ndiug  east  of  Main  street,  and 
south  of  State,  near  the  c<u-ner.  I'ldin  IS2;^,  |o  |  s^M  he  was  connt\- 
treasurer,  and  bir  man\-  years  was  promiiuMit  in  the  politics  of  the 
countv.      He   diei.1   at    Towanda,    March    -J.    Is-'M,    and    was    binied    in

Riverside  fi'iiuMerv.  .Airs.  Scolt  survived  her  liiishaiid  man  v  \' ears  ; 
she  was  l)(ini  in  Wysox,  February  '20,  1738,  and  died  in  Towanthi, 
Fchniary  '25,  ISSl. 

AVilliain  Hart,  a  iiativt;  of  New  .lersey.  came  to  Wysox  about  the 
close;  of  tlie  Warof  1812,  in  \vhicli  he  served  as  a  farrier  and  sliod 
('apt.  (afterward  (ien.)  Scott's  horse.  lie  was  for  a  time  connected 
witli  IJolicnback's  stoi'e  and  lionse  of  entei'tainnnMit.  ^yhile  liere 
engagT'd,  he  niarriotl  a.  daugliter  of  Henry  Strope.  In  1818  he  moved 
to  Towaiuhi  and  rented  tlie"lied  Tavern  ""  and  feriy  of  Mr.  ^feans. 
He  perluips  kept  tlie  liotellnit  one  year,  then  wor]-:ed  at  his  trachj,  tliat 
of  blacl'.-sniitli.  Ht;  linallv  moved  to  ]\ronr(ieton.  where  he  resided 
until  tlie  time  of  his  death.' 

(iurdon  llewett,  who  had  eng;v<.'ed  in  lundtei'ing  at  jM  on  roe,  and 
niai-ried  a  daughter  of  Wni.  Means,  came  to  T<jwanda.  in  1819,  and 
enuag'ed  in  the  mereantiic^  business.  He  built  a  stoi'e  on  the  curiu'r 
of  Main  and  liriduv  sti'(^ets.  where  Patton's  block  now  stands,  and  a, 
residence  farthei-  i^ast.  About  1827  lie  removed  to  Owego,  X.  V..aiid 
eiiyag'e(l  in  tlie  liankinu:  business,  and  became,  it  is  said,  a  iiiillituiaire. 
He  was  tlie  architect  of  his  own  fortune,  having  begun  life  as  a  \un)r 
boy.      From  iS21  to  1822  he  was  treasurer  of  iiradford  county. 

William  Keehif  caim.'  to  'I'owanda  in  18'J0,  and  for  a  coupK-  of 
years  kept  hotel.  He  was  then  a  partner  in  the  mercantile  lui?.i- 
iiess  with  Thomas  Fllioit.  They  ()ecu|)ied  the  store  south  of  tlie 
"Stone  .lug."  erecti'd  bv  E.  ^Nfason.  wln're  I'^itch's  confectionery  store 
now  is. 

•loseph  ('.  Powell,  upon  beinir  elect (m1  shei'ilf,  came  to  Towaiula  to 
I'cside  in  18-!1.  lie  was  tlu'  s(_)n  of  Stephen  i'owi^'ll.  a  Ri'Volutiouary 
soldier.  who  emigrated  from  Dutchess  county,  X.  V..  to  Flster.  r.ra.'l- 
ford  coiiniv.  in  17'.l8,  and  setllcfl  the  lirst  fai'Ui  above  "the  nari'ows." 
In  is;')'')  hi'  was  made  protlionotary  by  the  voluntary  sulfi'ages  of 
the  people,  and  a  member  of  the  State  Lef^'islature  in"  184'J.  Upon 
moving  to  Towanda.  Ml'.  I'owell  at  lirst  occupied  the  "Rarstow  House."' 
but  linallv  removed  u,  North  Towanda  on  his  farm,  where  he  rem, lined 
until  the  time  of  his  dearh.  September  -2.  1854.  After  havine-  losi  his 
lir^t  wife,  he  )naiTicd  Mrs.  N'r^pasiau  Fills./,,,  Seliiia  IMiillip.s.  Of 
his  liiM  marriage.  I'civival  and  1'..  Fi'anklin  w,av  well  known.  The 
former,  foi' some  time  postmaster  of  Tow;mda.  engaged  in  lailoi'iiig 
and  the  sale'  of  i'ead\'-made  clothing:  aiul  the  latter  in  [(.lurnalism, 
being  for  man\-  vears  editoi' of  the  'llnu[f<>r<I  Arqus,  and  a  proprietor 
wilh"".lndL;c'"  I 'arsons.  Of  his  second  mai'riaue  we're  children  :  Fueivi  la. 
uu.rri.'.l  to  Joliu  K.  ll.'iker.  ..f  Math.  N.  ^■.':  Marv.  married  to  W.  1',. 
Webb,  of  Chica-o:   and  tlie  lb.,,.  Joseph. 

Andrew  Ti'oiit  (IS-Jl).  a  blacl^smith.  and  a  soMier  of  the  War  of 
1812,  was  a  resident  of  Towanda  till  is;;i,  when  he  was<lrowned  with 
(b'orge  H.  lliiigliam  at  Shamokin  dam.  He  had  a  number  of  sons, 
who  became  brighl    men.     * 

Warren  I'.i'own  came  to  Towanda  as  earlv  ;is  islT.  He  built  the 
•'Coiinlv  House"  so  called  fi'oiu  its  having  been  built  of  second-hand 
materi.il,  procured  of  the  county  commissioners.  This  biiildingstood 
where  is  the  residence  of  J.  J.  (Irillith,  and  was  used  as  a  hotel  l>y  Mr. 
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HisToiiY  <M'  bi;a  i>i'oi;i>  ciM'Nn.  ,■,!;; 

P>ro\vn  as  eai'Iy  as  1S-J4.      lli^  was  clerk  of  tlu^  counly  from  1  s2tl-",".(i ; 
and  ill  ahuut  ISM'i  weiiL  \\'('St  with  his  I'atnilv. 

-lames  Catlin  and  Oetavius  IJoldeti  were  early  residents  of  Towanda, 
and  amotiir  the  Hrst  printers.  .  William  V.  Dinniger.  a  Krenciimaii 
skilled  in  the  art  of  teaching-,  came  here  from  Wysox,  tatig'ht 
schc.ol  and  resided  (ov  awhile.  The  early  records  of  Wysox  show 
that  he  took  (juite  an  active  pai't  in  politics,  and  hekl  various  local 
oIlicHS.  Ik'  was  somewhat  rigitl  and  eccentiic  as  a  tea'dui',  and  is 
well  vein^Mnhei'ed  by  some  of  tlie  eldei'ly  ]ieople. 

.\mong  early  families  that  Avere  here  for  a  short  time  only,  nvii 
remend)ered  :  The  ^loores,  th(i  Wheelers,  the  Beebes.  the  Leavenworths, 
the  Ingranis.  .  .  Thomas  Elliott  established  himself  in  the  mercantile 
business,  near  the  corner  ol'  Main  and  I'ine  streets,  in  1S2!.  He  was 
for  soiiielinie  associated  with  William  Keeler.  and  afterwai'd  with 
Hiram  Mercur.  Hei'e.  in  ISjtk  the  Hon.  Joseph  Powell  toolc  his  liist 
lessons  in  the  mercantile  art.  Mv.  Elliott  was  a  )n'ominent  mei'chant 
of  the  litwn  foi'  many  years.  He  built  a  sjjacious  mansion  in  tln^ 
southern  part  of  the  villaiiv.  whei'e  he  difd  m  allluence  in  iSi'.S,  aged 
seventy-six  years.

Another  mill  on  a  small  sra  le  was  a  ft rr ward 
built  liy  Tlios.  Barber,  in  the  glen  above,  near  the  bend  in  the  Ivock 
road  ;  some  of  tlie  spars  of  the  dam  were  to  be  seen  but  a  fe\v  yeai's 
since  still  projectitig  above  the  water.

West  of  the  Ihirlington  I'oad.  about  half-way  between  Maj.  bonu's 
and  Esquire  xVllen's,  s'tood  the  old  Shad  schooMiouse.  proliably  tlie 
earliest  institution  of  learning,  and  tlieri'  ai'e  those  living  who  uiav 
reuiciuluM'  taking  tlieir  first  lessons  fi'oiu  \Velistcr  ov  Cnbl)  within  its 
humble  walls.  It.  took  its  name  from  the  weather-vane,  in  the  loi'm  of 
a  lish.  whicli  surmounted  the  building. 

The  lirst  Ijoard-roofed  iiouse  in  the  township  was  ei-ected  b\'  (ieii. 
Eldiu  Case  in  ITOS.  The  lirst  liou.se  in  the  l),,rouuli  was  built  b"v  Tim- 
othy .Nichols,  father-in-law  of  E.  (^ise.  in  ImiO.  Nichols  sold  to  Eliliu 
Sinead.  who  i)reviousl\-  had  I'esided  at  the  loot  of  ihe  mount. dn,  ou 
Smea.l  creek".  l^lder  Kicli.  a  llaplist  [.reacher.  was  the  lii'st  adult 
interred  in  (ilcnwood  Cciuetery,  in  ISTJ.

Vine  IJaldwin  wa-s  the  lather  of  Theis.  W.  lialdwin.     ile  then  had  a 
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stdiv  ;it  this  place,  and  tor  some  time  kept  tavern  in  a  luiildin.'-  stand- 
iii<;-  where  the  -Troy  House"  now  stands.  .  Kldiu  Newherv  ca^ne  here 
witii  a  horse,  saddle  and  bridle;  for  which  he  i)urcliased  of  Elihu 
Sniead  a  lot  of  land,  about  two  and  a  half  acres,  including  that  on 
which  Ins  son,  Georn-e  N.  Ts'ewbery  lives,  the  consideration  nTentioned 
m  the  deed  being  twenty  dollars  per  acre.  .  ('ol.  Isaac  X.  Ponie- 
roy  and  Ebene/.er  Ponievoy  came  in  about  1818.  They  were  natives 
of  Connecticut,  and  for  some  vears  carried  on  the  card'in---  and  cloth- 
dressing  works  below  Long's  mills.  Like  \)v.  Ilernclc,  tliev  had  for

Col.  Pomerov  at  that  tiu.e  kep't 
the  "Troy  House."  Immediately  west  on  that"  street  was  a  small 
yellow  house  owned  bv  .lames"  Lamb,  aftcrwai'd  occupied  bv  his 
dau-htei>.

Herrick's  ivsideiice.  where  now  reside  his  sou's  fa"milv  :  the  ucvt  was 
Mv.  Wi'Wos  house,  still  Standing  a  little  south  of  \l\u  Dvue's  jjre.senl 
residence.  The  old  IVame  school-house  stood  on  the  west'  bauL  of  the 
sti-eam,  near  the   property    of.  the   Fitch    heirs.     The    l;ai)tist   church. 
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where;  it  now  stiiiids,  \v;is  hiiilL  in  18;M.  'I'lic  I'lpiscopiil  cliiircli  w.is 
built  in  ISil,  tifterwai'd  soM  to  llio  Cat  holies,  and  liic  new  K|)isl'(.)ikiI 
church  where  it  now  stands  was  built  by  the  J)iscij)les  in  isno,  .-md  sold 
to  the  Episconals  ill  IStio.  The  Catholu;  church  was  Iniilt  iiiosth-  hv 
O.  P.  JJallard',  in  1841.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  cliurcii  was  bui'lt  in 
1S54,  and  IS  now  the  Opera  House  and  postollice  l)Uildin^'.  It  was 
sold  to  \l.  V.  liediugton,  and  is  also  used  as  a  court-room.  Aftei-  tiiis 
sale  the  Methodists  built  tln'lr  pn^sent  church  on  Rcdino'ton  avenue. 
The  new  and  very  lar-v  Presl)y t"ii;m  iTrmily)  cliiirch  was  built  in 
lS75-7ti,  the  largest  and  lim^st  cliiiivh  m  the' hi.ioii^h.

Troy  was  in  18;;l'.  as  remeiubered  by  lsra(d  A.  riei'ce,  Ks(i..  as  fol- 
lows: Coinnienein;^- on  KIniira  street  was  a.  small  house  owned  bv  a 
man  named  Case;  then  there  was  nothino-  until  voii  came  to  where 
AVao-ner  now  lives,  at  one  time  occupied  by  Dr.  Fiteii.  The  next  build- 
ing-, where  now  stands  the  "Troy  I  loiise,'Svas  an  old  frame  tavern, 
the  "Jack-son  House,""  and  when  I'residiMit  .laeksoii  "removed  the 
deposits'"  his  name  was  oblitcrat(_'d,  and  it  became  the  "  Trov  House,"" 
kept  by  ISenj.  Seeley,  and  burned  in  1848.  Tlie  next  house  was  the 
noted  iiallard  buildin<,r,  dwelling-,  store,  printini^- (dliee.  hall  and  simie- 
times  hi^tel,  an  immens(,'  wooden  structure:  this  was  destroved  b\-  lire 
in  IS  is.

Dr.  Almerin  Herrick  came  to  Trov  in  lsl7:  ^\^ri\  Maivli  17,  1S4:;. 
married,  May  2,  1819,  Kleanor  llur'ibiit,  who  died  -laniiarv  is.  1887, 
iioed  eighty-eight  years. 

O.  P.  n'allard  is  believed  to  have  established  himself  in  trad(>  here 
in  the  fall  of  1822,  having  been,  for  a  few  years,  a  clerk  in  the  store  of 
Clement  Paine,  at  Athens.  He  commenced  with  a  few  goods  taken 
on  commi.ssion  of  Charles  L.  Hopkins,  of  that  place,  and  siicceeded  so 
well  as  to  buyout  his  partner  at  the  close  of  the  lirst  vear.  The 
people   from    this  section    had    previouslv  been   under  the  necessit\'  of 
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<^'uiiig-  to  Athens  to  traile,  i'oi-  the  must  ])a,i't,  and,  as  he  was  accustotncd 
to  I'chite,  tiealt  very  IVcoly  according  to  theii-  means,  when  thev  found 
an  Oj)portunity,  at  len^tli,  of  huymo-  ^r.o.ls  near  home ;  if  UiJv  couhl 
not  Jind  just  the  article  Liiey  came  for  they  \vere  pi'etlv  sure  t(i  invest 
in  something-  else. 

Tlie  staph;  ailicles  of  trade  and  ])ro(hice  in  tlie  country,  as  Clement 
Paine  writes,  m  the  year  ISKJ,  were  cattle,  wheat  aiKriumber.  lie 
adds:  "  Lately  the  manufacture  of  p(nash  lias  heen  introduced  into 
the  adjacent  towns.  1  have  endeavored  to  promote  this  branch  of 
business  liy  fui'uisliing  the  necessary  implements  and  materials, 
and  we  shall,  the  present  year,  receive  about  one  hundred  bar- 
I'els  of  the  article,  whereas  three  years  ago  there  was  none  mami- 
factured."  This  manufacture,  carried  on  amid  the  foi-ests  of  western 
Biadforil.  must  have  involved  a  destruction  of  timber  that  W(jiild  now, 
even  in  this  wooden  country,  \)e  looked  upon  as  tle])lorable.  great 
(piantities  of  the  linest  trees  being  cut,  piled  and  burned,  mendv  to 
gather  up  the  ashes  for  boiling  (h)wn  into  potash.  It  was  worth,  in 
those  days,  about  twenty  oi'  twenty-tive  dollars  pel'  barrel,  and  beiny 
an  article  easy  of  transportation,  it  soon  atlorded'an  important  item  oT 
industry  and  income. 

The  dilliculties  of  trade  in  those  early  days  must  have  been  verv 
great  ;  it  was  mostly  barter,  owing  to  the  scarcitv  of  moiu'v.  ami  the 
transportation  of  produce  to  market,  oi- of  i^oods"  fi'oiii  the  citv.  was 
attiMided  with  gr,'al  expeiuse.  delav.  and  risk.  A  trip  in  l'hiladel[diia 
with  wagons,  as  was  customary,  forgoods.  (x-cupied  about  three  weeks; 
imt  in  those  days  a,  few  wagon-loa.ds  of  goods  niadi'  up  what  was  con- 
sidered a  large  ass'U'tment;  if  the  ass(jrtnient  was  in  fad  sinall,  ih''  prices 
of  c<iiirse  had  to  be  large  man  inverse  ratio.  When  John  ( 'uinniiiis.  manv 
years  ago,  opened  a  lilt  Ic  store  here,  th-e  adverl  isement  he  published  \va"s 
headed,  •'  Small  boats  must  k<'ep  near  shore;  laruvi'ones  mav  venture 
more.'"  In  connection  with  winch  idea,  .\elson 'Adams  mai'le  there- 
mark,   after  noticing  the   limited    extent    of    his  stock.  •'  1    guess    voit 

Ceoige  Kress  was  one  of  the  earlv  merchants  o(  Trov.  buvim;-  out 
the  slock  of  \'ine  Haldwin.  Gen.  K'ress  built  the  house  now  owned  bv 
Robert  Kendall,  in  its  day  prolialily  the  most  aristocratic  stvle  (>f 
I'csidence  in  the  place. 

O.  \\  I'.allard  for  some  1  iiiie  controlled  to  a  considerable  extiuit  the 
trade;  of  the  phuM'.  (iillett^V.  Cone  commenced  business  Inu'e  about 
is;j(l  or  1s;;T.  (;.  F.  Kedmgton  was  here  lirst  as  their  cleric,  until  he 
and  I).  F.  Fomeroy  bought  them  out.  and  established  their  store  on 
the  corner,  which  was  subseepiently,  and  foi'  ipiite  a  long  period,  the 
scene  of  business  operations  of  the'Fomero\-  F.rother.

The  present  officers  are  :•  Geo.  O.  Holcoinb,  president ;  J.  U.  V'an- 
Amoy,  secretaiy.  ]\[r.  llolcomb  has  a  fine  stock  farm  where  he  breeds 
the  finest  line  of  trotting  horses  in  the  county;  he  also  uiakes  a  s])e- 
cialty  in  keeping  im]iroved  swine,  and  registered  cattle.  He  owns  a 
"]\reml)rino  King,"  "Almond  ;i;i,"  and  other  noted  horses. 

Jfi.-<rell((/triiiis. — Isaac  AV.  Fomeroy  came  to  Troy  in  1817,  anti  soon 
after  engaged  in  operating  the  old  Paine  woolen  mill,  water-power, 
built  l>y  Clement  D.  Paine',  in  1812.  Mr.  Pomeroy  operated  it  al)out 
lifteen  years,  when  he  purchased  and  ran  the  '-Troy  Hotel"  ]iroiierty. 
and  with  this  a  farm;  then  built  the  ••  Eagle  Hotel"'  about  1830.  aiid 
retifed  from  active  life  about  the  time  of  the  crimpletion  of  the  rail- 
I'oad.  lie  was  oiKi  of  the  active,  energi/tic.  strong  )nen  of  the  place, 
a,nd  was  an  important  factoi'  in  building  it  up. 

Judge  Jerre  Adams,  of  'kroy,  died  in  Jannarw  ISCT;  he  was  a. 
native  of  Springlield,  Mass.,  born  in  17'.'1,  and  eaine  to  tlieeounty  and 
settl(Ml  in  Athens  in  18H1.  whei'c  he  set  up  a  small  tanneiy,  and  "after- 
ward had  Joel  Adams  in  pai-tnei'ship  in  his  tannery.  Mr.  Adams 
married  Cynthia  Decker,  and  in  18-28  removed  to  Troy.  estaUisluHl  a 
tannery  and  built  his  residence,  afterward  the  "  karmei's'  Hotel."  In 
1S40  he  commenced  merc.handising.  anil  had  his  son-in-law, 
eriek  (  )i'\van.  as  a  partnei' ;  in  1  S;m  he  was  superintemleiit  o 
I'.i'aiu-h  Canal,  ami  so  remamed  nnt  il  the  tM'asli  of  ISI-J; 
bfcaine  assiieiale  judge,  serving  three  vears:  in  18t'.i'  he 
Troy  and  went  to  Elmira,  but  after  a  year  returned  to  Ti'oy,  aiul 
linally  i'enu)ved  to  ^Vaverly  where  he  died. 

Tiie  old  Uaptist  chiii'ch'stootl  in  th(^  center  of  the  cemetery.  The 
nu)i'e  modern  cemetery  contains  about  twenty  acre's-  the  old  one  has

This  pioneci'  iiiipi'dvised  Ids  sanip-niid 
by  fi'lliny  a  huge  white  |>ine,  and  hollowing-  out  the  stunip  for  his 
iMoi'lar.  and  \\s(^^\  a  h(>avy  Indian  jiestl.^  roi-'grinding  the  eoi'ii.  The 
owniu'  of  this  niill  freiiiuMit  ly  loaned  us  use  lo'his  neighbors--  after  he 
had  some  — foi-  there  was  no  water-mill  nearm'  than  the  \V\'onnn"' 
vall.'v. 

Wharton  eleannl  and  b-ne(,'d  ab,,nt  sixtv  aeivs  of  land,  and  set  out 
an  oivhard,  also  built  a  s<>eond  log  house"  in  the  e.'iitral  paitofhis 
elearing.  This  house  stood  soiuf  t'hiilv  rods  from  the  pivseiit  lo<-ati(.n 
of  the  road,  and  direct  Iv  back  of  Kd  wards'  farmdu)usr.  In  isos, 
•  loseph  Whai't(.)u  conveyeil  this  farm  to  l-llihu  Hall  and  Klihu  Hall.  dr. 
'Idle  Halls  were  cai-penteis.  and  inaile  but  little  im|>i-ovcnnMit  on  the 
l;iud.  iMiiding  the  Wharton  house  too  small  U>r  b<,th  fannli.'s  thcv 
dmnolislKMl  it,  and  i)uilt  a  lonu'  log  house,  wdh  a  chimn.'V  at  each 
end.  .  While  the  Halls  wer(*  in  possession,  the  Spring  II  ill'  i-.,ad  was 
opened  111  pan.  They  built  a  plank  house  on  tins  I'oad.  and  sold  to 
daeob  (iiMy  in  the  s'priiig  of  IS!,"..  llry.  I ).  D.  ( i  ra  v  was  then  a  bov 
seven  years  old.  and  h(>  "asserted  that  he  t  ravided '  everv  sled  path, 
and  visited  i'vcry  liabitable  part  of  the  township,  the  lirst  vear  of  his 
residence.  lie  "thus  names  the  biinilies  ivsident  in  t he  to"wnshi[t  in 
tlKit  vear.  IS!.-,;  Thomas  Mnrlev.  Stephen  llcmian.  Kd  ward  (\,-swr||. 
and  klisha  Cogswell,  on  Tus.Mi'ora  civek  ;  James  DIack.  llarrv  Ackley. 
.lacol)  Hull',  Uenbeii  Shumwaw  and  Stephen  I'.owmi.  on  Spr'iim  Hill; 
William  Clink  and  Daniel  dOhnson.  cm  South  Spring  Hill.  "These 
settlers  had  at  that  tiiiu'  from  two  to  t\vel\'e  acres  of  cleared  land 
each,  the  whole  of  the  improved  laud  in  the  township,  aside  from  the 
WHiarton  farm,  jirobablv  not  exceeding  ei^htv  acivs. 

About  this  time  Jermniah  Lewis,  ( Mie.s'ler  "Wells,  and  several  others 
made  a,  beginning,  and  in  the  course  ol'  a  \'r\v  years  all  the  land  suita- 
ble foi"  farming  ])urposes  was  taken  up.  .  "The  lirst  settler  on  the 
Tuscarora  creek,  wdthin  the  present  bounds  of  the  township,  was 
Olivei"  Sisson,  who  ca'me  thereto  in  lS()r>,  a^nd  h^cated  buii'  miles  IVoin 
the  river,  on  the  farm  k'nown  on  the  Bradford  county  map  as  the 
"Cogsw(dl  Homestead,"  and  tlu-  hill  known  a,s  Sisson  li"ill  received  its 
name  from  him.  He  died  in  ISnl),  leaving  all  of  his  propert\'  to  his 
wife,  his  will  being  i-e(M)i'ded  in  A\'ilk-es-l)ai'i'e.  as  this  was  then  a  part 
of  i.u/erne  county.  The  possession,  or  (pdt(daim  right,  was  conveved 
by  the  widow  to  Julius  and   Klisha  Cogswell  about   iSit'J.     Julius  soon 
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iifUM'    coiivryed   his    iiitei'ost    to    Klisliii.  mid   the    farm   has  over  since 
I'Oiiiained  iii'lhe  f;imilv  (hjwii  to  la'v.  l!ela  (.'o,l:s\\  elh 

Edward,  Joel  and  Daniel  Cogswell,  ihree  brothers,  came  IVoni 
Connectient  ;ui<l  setth'd  in  I'.radtoril  eonnty.  Daniel  s(.)()n  moved 
away  and  was  lost  si<;'lit  of.  doel  settled  near  Le  Kiiy^ville,  where  he 
lived  and  ilied.  lie  reared  a  lar^('  family  of  i-hildivn.  and  was  the 
father  of  llie  elder  Dr.  Cogswell.  Edward  was  a  milU'r  by  trade. 
lie  settled  on  the  farm  owned  and  octai})ied  by  his  gramlson.  Di'. 
Coo'swell,  a  son  of  Elislia  Cogswell.  Elisha  Cogswell  was  a  soldiei'  m 
the  War  of  IS  12.  ili.s  wife  was  the  datightei'  of  liela  l'or<l,  who  came 
from  New  VorU  to  Pike  township,  as  early  as  ISUT. 

Uenben  Shnmway  came  into  Tuscaroi'a  in  ISOe.  lie  came  from 
Steul)en  county,  N.  \'..  in  lSo\,  to  the  AVyaliising,  near  the  residence 
of  the  AVidow"  Muck,  and  liv(^d  tlieiv  fouryears.  lb-  also  lived  a  shoi't 
time  on  Lime  hill,  lie  settled  in  Tiisearorj,  on  the  farm  owned  by 
Steplien  l.yi.n.  At  this  time  there  was  nothing  but  a  toot-path  over 
the  hill,  flis  wib'  was  ]\Iii'iam  Town,  a  sister  of  Joseph  C.  Town.  She 
dii.'d  in  isl'.t.  and  was  the  lirst  person  who  died  on  the  hill,  and  the 
first  ])(;i'son  buried  in  the  bui'vinu'-grotind  near  ^li-.  Lyon's. 

Tiie  two  brothers,  John  and  William  (Miidc,  came  in  1S14  to  Spring 
IIill. 

r.enjamin  llurlbut  came  to  the  Wyalusing  ci'eek  in  jso;-;.  lie  was 
a  miller,  and  was  emploved  in  <  b.rdon's,  and  afterward  in  Town's,  mill. 
lie  came  to  the  hill  in  I'so.",  or  JsoC,  Insbrotlier  Amos  comingwith  him. 
Stephen  l-.eeman  came  in  iso',),  and  began  a  clearing  a  mile  below 
the  Sisson  iilace,  where  Olivei'  Warner  lived  ;  I'esided  there  until 
death.  .  Alpheiis  and  Daniel  L(>wis  ( ^I'a  wioi^d.  bi-othei-s.  came  from 
Connecticut  and  settled  at  V.n^t  Spiing  Hill  about  Is-J'.*.  David  Laeey 
came  aliont  the  same  linu'.  The  father  of  the  Ci'awfords  cann-  to 
Wvoming  at  an  eatlv  daw 

'Emaiiuel  Sdvara' came  from  I'oi-tugai.  When  a  lad  h(>  secreted 
himself  on  a  vessel  bound  for  llie  Liiited  Slates,  and  was  diseoveriMl 
when  a  short  distance  from  poi't.  On  landim^-  in  .\meriea  the  captain 
sold  him  foi'lhive  vears  to  [.av  f.U'  his  passaue.  He  sei'vd  his  time, 
after  which  lu;  married  and  eame  to  East  Spring  1 1  ill  about  is;j!l.  He 
bought  the  Crawford's  farm,  and  though  to  a  great  extent  ignorant  of 
oU!''languau-e  and  destilnif^  of  all  advanta-es  of  education,  he  accumu- 
lated a  liiu''p'''M"'''' \'-  'I'lx'  ''"'''  village  w!;ieh  has  sprung  up  about 
the  place  where-  tl'ii;  old  mansion  was  built  is  ealled  Silvara  in  his 
honor.      He  reai'od  a  large  and  respectable  family. 

Eiwrows  Dowdnev  was  from  New  .lersey,  and  lived  at  the  ndlls. 
Some  time  after  Abial  K'eenev  i)oui:ht  Dow'dney's  farm,  and  the  latter 
removed  from  the  town.  .Da'vid  Dare  was  a  relalivt-  of  Dowdney's, 
and  Dare's  sister  was  the  wife  of  (George  Smith.  .  -lacob  Ilulf 
was  a  mitive  of  <termanv,  and  emigrated  thei'efroiii  to  this  country 
about  the  time  hostilities''conimenced  between  the  moiher  country  and 
the  Colonies.  He  enlisted  in  the  service  (d'  the  latter,  and  was  enga-^ed 
in  the  battles  oF  Long  Island,  White  I'lains,  Urandywine  and  otiiers. 
He  livetl  where   Milton   Lewis- I'esided.     .     Other   early  settlers  were 
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Daniel  Merritt,  on  the  place  occupied  by  ^[a^tin  Lyon;  Moses  Rowli^y, 
where  the  Garthinds  lived  ;   Richards  and  Stai'ks. 

The  first  sawmill  was  built  about  1820,  by  Lndd  (iayioi'd.  iiejir  the 
inoutl.  of  the  creek  where  the  pi'esent  foundiw  is  located.  A  gi'istmiU 
was  afterward  built  there.  .  The  lii'st  white  cliild  born  in  tin' 
township  was  Marinda,  a  daug-hter,  to  Julius  Cogswell,  in  ISU. 
The  first  death  in  the  town  among  the  settlers  was  that  of  Oliver 
Sisson.  in  1800.  .  The  lirst  marriage  in  tlie  townsliip  was  that 
of  John  Morley  and  Oi'illa  Cogswell,  in  ISIO.  The  cei'eniony  was 
performed  by  liev.  .Fohn  llaz/,;ird,  the  tii'st  Methodist  cii'cuiit  pnnicher 
on  the  creek.  .  The  iirst  regular  i-eligi(jns  sei'vicfs  were  held  Ijy 
this  minister  in  1813,  in  the  house  bidlt  by  Olivci-  Sissoti.  .  The  lirst 
carriages  were  carts.  The  wheels  were  blocks  sawed  otV  of  hirii'e  logs, 
the  blocks  being  from  six  to  eight  inches  in  thick-ness.  These  \vere 
I'acetiouslv  called  "Toad  smashers." 


CHAPTER    LII.

"TTyilAT  is  now  known  as  Ulster  was  oi-iginally  calleil  Slies!ie(iuin. 
\  V  When  Gen.  Spalding  fii'st  settled  in  wlia't  is  now  called  She- 
shequin,  and  built  the  lirst  log  cabin,  lie  gave  that  name  to  iiis  settle- 
ment, and  for  many  vears  the  two  places  were  each  called  Slieslie(|uin  ; 
and,  to  distinguisli  one  from  the  sjther,  that  on  tlnj  west  side  of  the 
river  was  named  Old  Shesliecpiili,  and  that  on  the  east  side,  New 
Sheshe(]uin.  The  new  Sheshequin  becoming  mucli  the  moi'c  impoi'tant 
place,  at  length  threw  olV  the  (pialifymg  term,  and  became  simply 
Sheshequin.  while  Old  Slieslieipiin,  after  much  discussion,  and  several 
ditferent  names  having  been  proposed,  at  h.'ngth  took  tlienam(,'of  both 
the  Oonnecticut  and  Pennsylvania  township,  and,  by  the  general 
acqidescence  of  the  inhabitants,  has  ndained  the  nami'  whieii  was 
assigned  to  it. 

Tlie  present  township  kiujwn  l)y  this  name  is  but  a  very  small  rem- 
nant of  the  one  lirst  organized  as  Ulster.  The  oi'igiiial  township  was 
about  five  miles  from  north  to  south,  and  abcMit  eightv  iVom  e;ist  to 
west;  the})i'esent  Ulster  is  a  trille  greater  distance  from  noi-th  to  south, 
and  not  more  than  three  miles  from  east  to  west,  it  is  boiimh'd  by 
the  Susquehanna  on  the  east.  North  Towanda  on  the  south,  Smitlibeld 
on  the  west,  and  Athens  on  the  north.  Along  the  river  are  the  plains 
usually  found  along  the  I'iver.  bi'oken  by  high  land  between  Ulster 
and  ]\lilan,  and  terminated  on  the  south  by  the  Ulster  mountain. 
West  of  the  river  the  land  rises  to  a  considerable  height,  Moore's  hill 
being  among  the  highest  points  of  land  in  the  county.  The  hills, 
though  high,  are  not  steep,  and  are  susceptible  of  cultivation  to  their 
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very  siiiiuiiils.  and  ^o(h\  crops  arc  rais(Ml  \)y  tln^  llirilty  I'ariiicrs  whose 
I'arins  cover  tlicir  rui;<j;c<l  sides. 

lUirJiJ  >Sti(/erf!. — Scalers  came  into  Ulster  altoiit  tlu.'  .same  time  that 
Col.  Spalding  and utliers  went  intoShesequin,  17S.".and  ITS-i.  A  number 
of  them  \ver(»  from  Wyomino-,  and  came  ahont  the  same  time,  if  they 
did  n(.>t  come  to^^-ethcr.  Of  these  may  l)e  nieiiti<ine(l,  as  one  of  the 
))ioneei's,  Ca[)t.  IJenjamin  Clarlc,  who  was  among  tlie  veiT  lirst  to  buihl 
a  house  on  the  "  towii-pial ""  of  ^\'ilkes-L'>al're,  having  emigrated  from 
Tolhind  county,  Conn,  lie  was  a  corporal  in  the  Kii'st  Indeitendent  C'om- 
pany  of  Wyoining,  nndci' ( 'apt  llohert  ])urkee.  and  served  seven  yeai's 
in  the  Kev<.)hitionarv  W'nr.  In  thclKittlc  of  Mud  l''.i-t,  the  man  in'front 
of  him  had  his  head  shot  oil'  by  a  ca nnon-l.all.  lie  was  one  of  the 
detachment  sent  for  thft  relief  of  Wyoming  after  the  fatal  battle,  and 
was  in  theai'my  of  Gen.  Sullivan,  which  devastated  tlie  Indian  country 
in  1T71>.  For  his  sei'vices  he  I'cceived  a  pension  of  s;m;  pei' yi'ar.  Subse- 
(piently  he  was  appointed  a  captain  in  the  militia,  and  was  known  by 
old  s<'ttlers  as  ('apt.  Clark.  After  peace,  ('apt.  Clai'k  remained  in 
^\'yoming  one  year.  In  tliesi)ringof  17"^-!  he.  moved  to  thei>lacenow 
called  Krenchtown,  and  the  yeai'  afti-r  came  up  lo  I'lster,  built  a 
log  house  on  the  bank'  of  the  river,  and  moved  his  family  iiit(j  it 
in  the  si)ring  of  17^");  a  tenement  building  on  tin'  Koss  farm  now 
marks  the  site  (jf  Capl.  ('lark"s  lii'st  house.  It  will  lie  remem- 
bc-i'cd,  an  luuisually  se\-ere  I'ain  fdl  in  (October.  17^';,  causing  an 
unusual  rise  in  the  river  called  the  "  I'limpkin  fri.'shet."  ( 'apt.  Clark's 
house  stood  on  the  low  Hat  near  the  rivei'.  The  water  began 
to  rise  ra[)idly,  the  family  became  alarmed  anii  lied  to  the  hdls,  and 
AFr.  Clark  commenced  moving  his  goods  from  the  house:  and  so  I'ap- 
idly  did  the  water  rise,  that  aci'oss  a.  low  place  between  his  house  and 
the  hillside,  where  was  diw  ground  when  he  went  for  his  last  load  of 
goods,  he  was  compelled  to  swim  his  oxiMi  on  the  i'(>turn.  Although 
soakeil  with  water,  the  family  h;ld  no  siielter  for  iheii'  heads  from  tiie 
storm  on  that  chillv  Cctobci-  niiiht.  The  water  (.■aiiir  up  to  the  eaves 
of  the  house,  but  tlie  buildiUi;-  resisteil  the  fore.'  <^(  llu'  ciiri'eiit,  and 
after  the  Hood  subsided  I  he  biiiiil  v  moved  back  into  it.  ('a|)l.  Clark 
duM  in  I'lster.  August  i).   JS;;!.  aged  cightA -.seven  yrars. 

Adrial  Simons  came  fi'om  ( 'oiincd  irut  about  the  same  time  as 
Capt.  Clark,  atid  occupied  the  farm  now  owne<l  by  Mr.  N'aiiDyke  and 
Adolphus  AVatkins.  lie  was  a  soldit'r  m  the  Kevolntiomiry  War,  was 
taken  pri.st)ner  by  the  Dritish  in  om- of  the  battles  fought  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  .\ew  Voi-k,  and  was  for  a.  long  lime  eonliiHMl  in  one  of  the 
prison  ships  in  Long  Jsland  sound,  where  he  sull'ered  untold  hardships 
.from  the  conliiUMnent,  hunger,  cold  and  lilth.  which  gave  those  tloat- 
ing  dens  such  an  uiKMiviable  notoriet\'.

1771.  his  faliiec,  flbene/.er  Shaw,  died  al  Mrs.  (iore's  in 
ShesluMpiiu.  need  one  hiiiidivd  years,  three  months,  twelve  days.  1'he 
lirst  railroad  tit-ket  sold  al  I'Isl'er  was  iioiight  by  liis  brolhei',  Norman 
Shaw.  The  railroa<l  station,  b.r  some  lime,  wasan  old  canal-b<,al.  The 
present  sta,tion  agent  is  1  leiiry  Slia,w,  appointed  in  .\pril,  1S7I.

T\w  lirst  gi-islmill  in  Ulster  wa's  built  in  ISOC.  bv  'i'lunnas  Overton. 
The  next  one  was  built  bv  Charles  Welles,  at  liisl'  as  a  sawmill:  was 
burned    lwie<;    and    then  'made    a     -risliiiill.      Cre.ceiit     mills.     Ulster. 
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(sle;ini-]K)\ve)'),  o|)er;ittHl    by  A.    Aniislroiig.   lessee,  has  a  capaeily  of 
r<-)rt-v  bai'rels  of  Hour  per  ilav. 

The  vilhvye  of  Ulster  has  the  following  industries:  A  sawtnill,  bv 
Watkins  &  Gore  ;  two  general  d ry -goods  stores  ;  cigar  factory  ;  grocery 
store;  dnigstoi'e;  a  livery  stable ;  one  clothing  store ;  one  millinery 
store;  two  blacksmith  shops  and  one  meat  nuirket.  'inhere  are  two 
hotels— •■  \^an  Dyke  House."  by  E.  J.  Mathews,  and  "  Ulster  House," 
by  Watkins  it  Gore — two  cliurches,  town  hall,  etc. 

Jfllan,  situated  three  miles  above  Ulstei\  is  a  railroa<l  depot.  It 
was  fonuerly  called  "  jMarshalTs  ('ornei's.'"  in  honor  of  a  man  of  that 
name,  who  was  an  early  sett h.'i-  and  ])i'(jmineiit  eiti/.im.  It  has  one  ' 
hotel,  tjji'ce  stores  and  a  bhu'-k'smith  and  wagon  shoi).  It  is  a  busv 
shipping  point  on  the  Lehigh  Valley  Kail  road. 

JfjHu-en  11  lU  was  settled  by  Robeil  Moore  in  the  spring  (jf  IS! 'J, 
and  next  fall  was  followed  by  Judson  Simmons ;  lie  by  xUexander 
llnl)l)ard  ;  then  William  \'an  Dyke,  and  after  him  John  Lewis.  This 
brings  lis  to  ISl!I.  Tlieri'  se^'uis  to  have  been  no  additions  during  the 
next  twcUe  \'ears.     Simmons  was  succeeded  iiv  his  sun  Adrial.

T  V/^ARK1':.\  is  the  noi'theasl  corner  townsliip  of  ]'.i'ad bird  county. 
VV  lis  surface  is  \v.\-\  uneven,  but  at  tlie  same  time  tliei'e  is  but  a 
small  portion  not  susceptible  of  cultivation.  The  tindieris  j)rincipally 
hemlock,  birch,  beech  and  maple,  with  some  basswood,  pine,  cherrv 
and  ash.  Tlie  soil  is  gravel  and  loam.  The  streams  which  di'ain  the 
watci's  to  the  Susiniehanna  I'isr  liete.  Tliev  afford  good  water-])ower 
lor  rimiiiiig  macluucry  on  a  small  scale.  Tlic  crops'cousist  of  wheat, 
rye.  oais.  bai'Icv,  com.  potatoes,  l^imss  and  llax.  pt)tatoes  leadinii-. 

in  I71IS,  James  r,o\v.;n.  ^^•|lllam  Arnold.  Mi'.  Harding  and  Thomas 
(iibson  came  into  Wari'en,  then  known  as  "  Martell.''  and  made  a 
clearing  on  tin?  south  branch  of  the  Wappaseiiing  creek,  at  a  place 
called  for  many  years  "  the  old  clearing."  Ihit  they  found  they  w^yq 
iioi  oil  the  tract  of  land  they  had  designed  settling  on,  and  after 
obtaining  their  first  crop  tliey  aliandoned  it  ami  went  farther  north, 
to  a  place  wiiicli  has  been  known  <;ver  since  as  "  Bowen  Hollow,"" 
where  James  Lowen  built  a  gristmill  on  the  middle  branch  of  the 
AVajipasening.  .  Klipliajet  T^fason,  son  of  Kbetuv.er  ami  Mai'y  "Mason, 
came  to  AVarren  in  fsoi'.  " 

In  the  spring  of  !  Sou,  ('apt.  I^beiie/.er  and  Jonathan  Coburu, 
brothers,  came,  with  thi-ir  sons,  from  Connecticut  and  bought  under 
Con n(-ct  lent  tille  'j:;,(>-l(i  acivs  of  land,  and  made  a  clearing  otf  the  same 
farm  where  lliev  lived  and  -bed.  On  their  arrival  at  ^Fartell  thev 
found  iiowen.  Arnold,  Fairliauks  and  (fibsou,  who  hail  moved  in    with 
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their  families  tlie  season  bel'ui'e.  ami  imala  dealings.  Setieca  Allyn, 
now  liviiii,^  in  Warren,  says  he  went  with  a  liorse  to  tlie  Wysox  Hats, 
thence  up  the  river  to  (Jwego,  bei'ore  lie  couki  find  any  grain  that  lie 
couki  buy ;  and  lie  bought  two  bushels  of  wheat,  put  it  into  a  skiff, 
because  there  was  no  way  to  get  his  hoi'se  across  the  river.  ]le  then 
took  the  grain  on  his  shoulders  and  carried  it  two  and  a  half  miles  to 
get  it  giwmd,  then  shouldered  it  again  and  brought  it  back  lo  the 
river,  whei'e  his  Imrse  was  left  fasting,  for  the  very  good  reason  that 
he  could  get  nothing  i'or  him  to  eat. 

William  Arnold  and  Klizabeth,  his  wife,  came  from  Massachusetts, 
in  the  vear  IT'.''.'.  I'hey  liroiight  with  I  hem  three  s(_ins.  , lames,  AVilliam 
and  Andrew — all  of  whom  livt'd  to  be  aged  men.  and  reared  families. 
Elizabeth  Arnold  died  in  \\'arrL'n  when  Hfty  years  of  age,  about  the 
year  ISol.  Her  Imsbaiml  died  about  seventce'n  years  after,  sixty-two 
veai's  of  ag(.'.

It  is  of  <lral.  saiidstMiie  from  iieai-  I'ittstotr.  the  founda- 
tion stotie  is  fi'om  Lacevville;  toi;il  lieiuhl  of  rlie  structure  is  lifteen

had  followed  the  Iniliaiisof  Krieileiisliiit  l(ni  into  the  western  connliv 
casti'ii;'  Ins  lot   with  tlndrs  iii  the  darkest  days  of  tlie  mission. 

The  Pawliipus  tool:  possession  of  t  heir '  land,  and  they  hroii-hl  as 
tenant.  Isaac  IIanco(d(,  w  ho  came  in  lT7<'i.  who  soon  had  cleai'cd  a 
hirm  near  ihe  old  1  iidia  n  \  illa-e  site.  It  is  a  disputed  .piestioii 
wluMher  aiw  while  man  remaiiitMl  in  the  va  lle\-  during'  the  W'ai'  <d' 
the  Revolution  or  not.  and  yet  fr.mi  the  late  Jud-eL.  R.  Stallor,l\ 
nc^tes  ist;dcen  the  slatement  that  this  man  Hancock-  opened  the  first 
pnhlicdioiise  and  kcjit  it  from  ]  7SU  to  17'.>:>:  and  he  farlher  slates  that 
he  was  the  lirst  justice  of  the  peace;  that,  he  was  hei-e  from  f7f.<''  to 
17;)r..  and  that  his  daue'hter,  horn  in  1777.  was  tin.'  lirst  white  <diild 
horn  in    this  vicinit\-. 

It  is  well  to  hmv  state  that  the  M.n'avians  are  I  "roteslaiUs  win. 
came  fi'om  Moi'avia,  in  the  soulli  of  llohmuia.  :ind  in  17)7-1  were 
expelled  on  aeconut  of  religion.  In  li>27.  at  the  council  of  Ostnu'on', 
the  Rohemian  and  Swiss  churches  weiv  consolidated  and  took  the 
name  <>{  "(diuivlMd'  the  United  Ri'ethren.''  Tliey  are  Kpiscopa.l  in 
H-overnment.Calvanistic  in  doctrine,  and  noted  for  their  missionary  zeal : 
they  established  tncmselvesin  Rethkdiem,  Ra.,  in  17R2.and  fi'om  theiv 
sent  out  their  missionaries  to  the  heathen  in  all  hinds.

Th(.'  wliitcs  caiiii'  lii'st.  to  AV\'ahisini;' ahi)Ut  thr.  \'cai-  lT7i!  :  Josojih 
Stalfoi'd  leased  the  hmd  to  Isaac  llaiieoclc,  who  hiiilt  near  (;ld  -  Fi^ie- 
denshiittcir"  ehiifcli.  The  sameyeai'  Xalhan  1\  iiisley  sett  hjd  on  1  he 
same  lot.  and  Imilt  his  lo,i;'  house  neai'  the  month  of  the  creek.  The 
sami_'  year,  thi'ee  iirothers,  lii'uhen,  Amasa  and  (luy  AVelles,  came  and 
also  huilL  near  th(i  ci'eek's  niontli.  Thrsi,'  were  (if 'tlev  family  of  ('.  !•'. 

In  177^came  Thomas  Lewis,  fatlan'  of  .lustus  f.ewis.  and 
settled  diiwii  neare)'  the  Indian  vilki^-e.  'J'he>e  were  all  from  C-onneet- 
ieiil.  and  clainn'd  under  the  Suscniehanna  Company.  '.rhnsstoud  the 
WvalnsiiiL;-  srttl.Mnent  uiinl  177S.  In  17l'L>.  L.  I'k  Stalloi'd's  ^rand- 
fal'h.M-,  ;ii,d  his  father,  nenjamin  Stalfoi'd.  eani,'  and  luiilt  tlnar  lo- 
honsc  neai'  the  Indian  vdla-e.  Stalhu'd  f,miid  himself  snri'ounded  hy 
adverse  claimants,  ami  linallv  compromised  the  whole  and  kept  f(ir 
himself  k^O  acres  •' as  far  up  and  down  the  I'lvei' as  the  India.irshad 
cnltivated."

two  hovs  in  the  doorvard  erindini!' an    ax:  an    Indian    lii'ed    and    killed 

one  of  "the  hoys,  and  "they  seizcl   t  he  ol  lu-r  a  nd  cairicd  him  oil'.       I' ■, 

hrolcendieaHed  ]vin.sle\- ''^p'•nt  I  he  remainder  of  his  li  fe  tr\-iiii:  1  o  lind 
his  l)o\-,  hid.  could  mwei'  hear  of  him.  The  K'msley  hmis.'  stood,  until 
vei'y  ivceiitly,  covered  and  pi'otecied  I ly  ('.  k.' Welle.s",  a  solemn 
menn"nt(»  of  the  pioneei'.^.  The\vhole  si-'tllement  -alheivd  and  pur- 
sued the  Indians  ami  overhauled  them  in  the  western  |)ai't  of  the 
township,  where  a  shai])  li^-ht  took'  iiiac(\  in  which  one  Indian  was 
killed,  and  the  Ind ia.ps  t (MU.alia wd<ed  a  white  woman  cjptive. 

Idle'  lii'st  tavern  at  ^\"yalnsin^■  was  kepi  hy  Isaac  Hancock,  m  a  io^• 
house,  of  course,  ahoiit  one  hundred  r^ids  from  the  Indian  church, 
reople  traveled  on  horsehack  and  in  cano,>s.  and  the  rush  to  liie  iioiah 
e'.ive  this  hosieirx  niiicli  pali''>uaL:e.  The  Hi  st  frame  house  in  the  town- 
ship was  built  hv  .!o>e]Mi  Sialfoi-d  in  1  T'.m,- u-,,l  the  luud.er  from  Tioe'a 
Point— on  this  roof  were  ival  feathei'-eilevd  shiuLzles  and  liand-wroiie'ht 
nails.  .  Samuel  Coi^hui  Imilt  the  lirst  e■l■i^,tluill  in 'l7'.»--'  one-horse  water 
ixiwer  without  holt.  In  I  7'.>t'  Joseph  Town  hiiilt  a  saw  and  Lirist  mill. 
Ahout  the  same  tiim;  the  people,  four  miles  alone'  \\'yalu.-^ini;' creek,  huilt 
a  school-honse.  This  was  used  hy  the  I'resiivtei-iaiis  foi' a  nnndier  of 
years  as  a.  clnirch. 

In  the  ]>e)'iod  fr(.)m  LSi^o  to  18:10  there  were  live  stills  in  full  opera- 
tion in  the  townslii[);.two  taverns,  of  which  one  was  k'ept  in  full 
blast  by  one  of  the  chiii-ch  deacons,  wdio  snld  lajuor  freely,  and  another 
]iruminent  l)rotlier  ran  one  of  the  dist illei-ies. 

The  first  chui'ch  smwices,  after  the  Moravian  chnrch  was  desli'oved, 
was  at  the  house  of  AVidow  Luci'etia  A'ork,  in  f7S.-..  on  the  old  .I'olin 
Ilolleriback  ])lace.  Servici\s  were  held  here  until  the  Presbyterian 
(.'iini'ch  wasoi'^'aiiiz(,'d  ;it  hei'  house  in  1703— Ihe  lirst  of  the  kind  in  the 
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county,  lielil  iindei'  tlu'  (liruction  of  ;i  man  ruunctl  l!:iUl\vin,  his  wife  and 
Mrs.  S'ofk  constitiitini;- the  total  lirst  ]iKMnhershi|i.  This  or<i,anizatioii 
afterward  moved  to  Mcrryall  and  continued  to  the  jiresent.  .I(.)seiili 
Stalford's  first  IVanunionse  was  huriicd  in  Jiilv.  \s:>\,  and  four  men 
lost  theii'  Hves  in  llie  coidlayi'at  ion.  It  is  said  that  1  laiicock  had  a  rope 
factoiy,  usin<;'  wild  hmiii  to  ma]v('  sli-in^s.  I'oocs  and  cdrds.  in  much 
demand  liy  tin;  Indians  in  [laekini.;. 

Mrs.  "^'oi'k  was  a  daughter  of  i^Ianassah  .Miner,  of  ( 'oinieclieut,  where 
she  was  horn  in  I'Yduaiary,  1730.  Her  hushand  was  Amos  \'()rk.  who 
^  came  hei'e  in  1773  and  proved  himself  an  aiih.'nt  Whii:.  Ih-waseaji- 
tured  hy  the  Imlians  Fel)nuiry  U,  1S77,  and  taken  lo  Canada  thi'ou-'ii 
"  the  deej)  snow,"  in  which  he  sulTered  inci'ediiiji'  liardsliijis,  hut  was 
fina.Uy  exchanged  and  reaclKxl  his  native  place  in  ( 'onnecticait,  whei'e 
he  died,  leaving  a  \vidow  and  eight  children,  the  ycmngest  child  heing 
Init  three  weeks  old.  Added  to  the  lujrroi's  of  their  situation,  thc\-  had 
heen  pIiiiulercMl  liv  the  Indians  and  wei'c  in  thi'  wilderness,  siirrouiuled 
only  by  tlie  enemy.  She  took  her  family  to  Wyoming,  and  it  was  at 
the' batAle  whei-e  her  .son-indaw.  ('apt.  .\holial)  .Duch  was  killed,  l<'a,v- 
ing  a  widow  with  a  loiir-motiths'-old  infant.  This  woman  set  out  with 
the  hegii'a  with  her  eight  children  and  orphan  gfandchiiil  foi'  ConiUM'- 
ticnt.  "  In  17s.^  siie  ivmnied  to  Wyahising  and  Remained  till  her  death, 
which  occui'i'ed  Oct  ohei' ;;o.  ISIS, 'when  she  was  in  hei'  <-iglity-eighth 
ve;ir. 

Xathan  Kinshn-,  . Justus  (hivh.rd,  Oliver  Dodge,  Thomas  Lewis, 
Isaac  Hancock  aiid  (iideon  Baldwin  weie  appMoiicd  hy  ihe  courl 
commi.ssion,  m  I7ss,  to  hiy  out  all  n(>c(;ssary  I'oads  in  Spi'iiiglicM 
township,  the  lir.st  rogulai-  roads  opened  in   A\' \'alusitii!-. 

In  1771    Lieutenant  dames  Welles, of  (' iecti<-ut.  Came  as  a.-.etller, 

and  he  became  propi'ietoi' of  oiieof  the  1  wo  f  ownships  surveyed  by  tln' 
Siisqutdianna  eompanv — (Iharleslown  township.  In  !  77e  ( 'oh  I'Inidcel, 
under  oi'disrs  froni  Pennsylvaina,  with  a  foi'cc  of  aruu'd  men,  broki>  up 
the  settlement,  bui'iunl  the  buildings,  ])lundered  theii-  propei-ty  and  took 
the  men  as  prisoiier.s  to  jail.  James  AN'elles  was  the  lather  of  Pveubcn, 
Ciny  ami  .\masa  Welles.  J  ustus  (iaylord  was  om.'  of  the  num  t'ajitured  by 
Pluidcet,  and  was  lodgcMl  in  Sunbury  jail.  A\' lien  released  he  returned 
to  Wvalusing  atul  lived  where  tlu^  raiiroail  iKiwcrosses  tlie  line  between 
tlie  Welles  and  Stalford  estates.  Among  those  who  lied  to  the  forts  for 
protection  were  Z.  Mai'cy.  E.  Sa,id'ord,  I.  Thompson,  I'helps  tlie  holder, 
N.  Depcw  and  li.  (Jarr.  It  is  ncjt  known  that  any  of  these  evei' 
returned. 

1780^1780.— The  valley  of  the  North  I'.raiich  originally  formed  a 
jiai't  of  Nortliam])toii  countw  but  subsequeiil  ly  it  was  set  oil'  to 
Nortliumbei'kuul,  and  in  1780  the  township  of  Wyahising  was  created. 
As  then  described  it  was  bounded  on  the  north  antl  south  l)y  parallel 
lines  running  due  east  and  \vest,  the  north  line  crossing  at  Standing 
Stone  and  the  south  line  at  the  mouth  of  Meshoppen  creek;  the 
eastern  bounilary  being  the  east  line  of  Susquehanna  county,  and  its 
western  line  the  limits  of  the  headwaters  of  Towanda  creek.  The 
oi'ganization  of  the  township  did  not  take  place  until  some  time  after 
the  act  creating.     Luzerne  county  was  erected  September  25, 17S6,  and 
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'AVyiiliisinij,-  was  one  of  its  (^Icvcii  lowusliip.s.  Tlu;  tdwnsliips  of  tlio 
Siis(|Melianiia  Conipaiiy  wmt  ih'vlt  fc.cDo-ni/cd  l)\-  tlu'  IN'Miisylvania 
aiitlHirilics  as  )i(jlilica.l  divisions. 

Wlicit  tlic  rouiiti-v  iiad  (|iii(,'lr(l  from  tli.'  cll'rfls  of  \vai-.  tlie  old 
sftlliTs  ill  I  lu_;  vallc\'  al»out  ^\'yallIs:n-■  Iw^yaii  to  ivturn.  AnK^ii;;-  t.lir 
lii'si  to  arrive  was  'riioiiias  Mrowii.  wlio  ocnipicd  a  clcai'iiiL;-  on  Sui^ar 
I'liM  creek,  alioiit  liali'  a  mile   IVoin    (Ihj  ri\ei'. 

Ill  IT',)!  Kitdiard  Vaiigiiau  was  l)aried  at,  Wyaliisiiiu;.  II,-  was  a, 
native  of  New  VtJi'K',  horn  in  I  7."i4.  and  eaine  to  J/aekawaniia  with  two 
lu'otliers;  Ik,'  served  in  the  lli^volut  ion.  and  was  pari  of  the  time  n. 
(|uartei'master.  All  the  Wui^haii  family,  i-xcepL  the  sim  I^lias,  h)ft. 
tiiis  eountry.  I le  was,eommissiom;d  ])o^tmastel•  in  1811.  and  I'l^taiiied 
I  he  ()llic(.!  a  iiumhei'or  \-eai's.  lie  I'emoved  to  \'a  iii^han  Ilill.whei'e  iiis 
p.jsleiaty  reside;  he  iiKirried  Sarah  Ahhott.  .March C,  isoT,  a.nd  ,|ied  iii 
|S<;.^.  Ill"  his  eighty-third  yeai'.

Tliese  all  chis- 
tered  ahoiit  what  was  known  as  JJrowntown,  aloti^  a  ]iath  which  fol- 
lowed nearly  the  oiairse  of  1  he  old  canal.

lip  idong  the  creelc.  l!en]amitrs  iionse  was  nearly  live  miles  from  the 
mouth,  and  was  near  a  place  lately  occupied  hy  (i.  \V.  Jacks()n.  Tie 
removed  to  I'ike  township.  Acklev  li\-iM|  ahoiil  sixty  rodssiill  further 
lip.  at  the  foot,  of  the  hill  l)esi(h;  the  old  mill.  lie  removed  to  Diirell 
cr(>ek.  and  there  are  several  n(  his  descendants  now  tlieiv.  Heiim'tl  huill 
a,  small  mill  near  wla/re  stands  I'.ascom  Taylor's  harii.  This  small 
mill,  perhaiis  the  lirst— a  small  airair--is  ineniioneil  in  a  survey  of 
iSlKi.      It  mav  he  ^aid  to  he  the  lirst  mill  in  the  county. 

Isaac  Hancock  returned  ahoiit  ITS.",.  It  has  heen  ment  ioiied  that 
his  thii'.l  daiiyhter,  roll\-.  was  horn  here  Septemher  lo,  1777— the 
seccnul  white  child  horn  iii  Wyaliisine;  .Vmos  Voik-'s  son,  who  died  in 
infancy,  hcine'  the  Ursi.  Polly  Hancock  was  married  to  K/.ekiel 
Ih'owii.  Soon  after  Hancock's  return  he  luiih  his  loy  tavern.  I'.early 
opposite  the  Sii;:ar  run  fcrr\  road  :  here  he  dealt  out  entertainment  to 
man  and  lieasL  i;i'iierousl\-,  toMi;tlier  with  ,\ew  iMiii'land  rum  and 
home-made  whisky. 

vVncient  chrouoloeists  inform  us  that  Justus  daylord  was  one  of 
the  most  prominent  citizens  of  this  part  of  the  county,  honored  and 
respected  by  his  neie'lil)ovs,  full  of  piihlic  spirit,  aiul  his  good  judgment 
was  freely  given  for  tlu^  [irouKjtion  of  the  pnljlic  weal.  In  1S06  he 
was  i)hice(l  on  the  Lu/erne  countv  ticket  for  tlui  Assetnbly.  Tlie  vote 
stood:  diistus  (iaylord  ;;s  ;  Justiis  (  hiy  hwd.  ,Ir  .  ".3r. :  JNIoses  C'oolbaugh 
;>t;-I.  He  was  heaieii  hy  tins  mistake  of  th.e  v(,iters,  though  I'eally  having 
a  majoi'ity  of  the  votes.  Less  than  -iiio  votes,  it  will  l)e  seen,  at.  that 
time  elected,  although  the  district  embraced  what  is  now  Luzerne, 
Wyoming,  Susquehanna,  and  L.ratlfovd  counties,  except  the  Tioga 
district.  Tlie  lirst  school  in  A\'yahising  was  taught  in  Justus  (-raylorcrs 
liouse,  the  teacher  being  Uriah  Teny,  the  founder  of  Teriytown. 

Joseph  Elliott  came  in  17S5,  from  his  native  ])lace,  Stonington, 
C'onn.,  where  he  was  born  Dctober  10,  1755.  Elliott  was  captured  at 
the  battle  of  Wyoming,  stripped  and  led  to  the  "Bloody  Rock"'  with 
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the  (jtliiM-  (.•aj>tives  to  bo  luitclHM'cd.    "When  six  or  seven  inciii  in  tlie  tatiMl 

lino  ii;i(l  iiccn  mnnlcivd.  onr.  Tli<>ni:is  I'^iillei'.  si Ic  oil'  his  caitlcji's  and 

s[)ran^'  to  escape,  hnt  was  seized  and  tuniaha\vlc<Hl :  while  t  his  atti'acted 
tiie  atteiilion  of  the  Indians,  I'^lhotL  ami  Hammond  at  tlie  same  time 
In'ok'e  away  and  tied,  Hammond  to  tlie  mountain  and  Elliot  to  the  river. 
TIioul;'!!  hotly  pursued  lui  eseaiie(l.  i)nt  was  \vonnd(_'d  in  ili(>  shouhhu'  l>v 
a  hall  when  near! v  across  ;  secreliny  himscll'.  he  made  his  wa\'  in  the 
dai'k  to  Wilkesd'.iiriT  to  the  toil.  '^As  soon  as  he  rei.'ov.uvd  hV  a-ain 
joined  ihe  army,  and  was  in  Sullivan's  ex pcdl lion  ;  he  and  dolin  (  'a ivy 
were  cIiosimi  as  exju'ess  lietwcen  thi>  armv  and  W'x'omiuL;'.  a  lul  their 
*s(U'vice  was  arduous  and  heroic.  In  IT'.'i'  I'dliotl  removed  lo  Merrvall. 
where  he  died  .March  L".>.  ISt'.t,  the  last  sui'vivoi'  of  I  lie  hatth'  of 
A\'yominL;-.  1  Ic  ^vas  twice  inai'ried,  his  tirsl  wife  lieiiiL;- a  dauo'hier  of 
Tliomas  Ih'own;  aft.u-  her  death  he  mari'ied,  Octoh.u-  17.  J  7>7,  a 
daue-hfcr  of  'riiomas  Lewis.

He  was  iiot'of  fhe  LrV(hMi 
Church,  l)Ut  as  Bi'adford  in  his  •' Hisloiy  of  Plymouth  Plantation  "" 
informs  us.  was  hired  foi'  a  cooper  at  Southampton,  where  the  ship 
victualled,  and  boing  a,  hopeful  young  nuin,  was  much  de.-.ired.  l)Ut  was 
left  to  his -own  liking  to  go  or  stay  when  he  came  Iutc'.  so  slaved  and 
married  here.  He  was  tli.stinguished  for  practical  wisdom,  integrity 
and  decision,  and  (.-arly  acquired,  and  retained  during  his  long  life,  a 
commanding  inlluence  over  his  associates.  He  was  much  (;mployed  in 
public  business,  was  an  assistant  to  tli(>  go\crnor  many  vears.  and.  in 
every  |)osition  he  occujiied,  fuUllled  his  duties  promptly  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  his  em])loyers.  _  So  I'ar  as  is  known  his  ancestry  in 
England    has    not    been   lrace<l.      He   was   born    in   P"!".).   and    died    at

Jle  resided 
on  th. Mild' homestead,  now  occu])ied  l)v  liis  son.  from  'l8;l'.j  until  his 
death,  an<l  I'eared  a  fanidy  of  twelve  children,  <"ioht  of  whom  are  dead, 
and  four  stMl  livine-  have  hecome  successful  men  and  wouu:-!!.  John  A.' 
Bile.s  was  hoi-n  and  I'caivd'  on  a  farm,  and  educated  in  the  common 
scliools,  at  K'eystone  Academy,  and  at  the  Sustiuelianna,  Collegiate 
Institute,  liaviuo' graduated  from  the  lattei'  in  ISS'.t.  He  has  followed 
teaching  part  of  the  limedui'ing  the  past  ten  yeai's;  is  also  a,  ]iractical 
surveyor,  and  follows  that,  to  a,  eonside'rahh"  extent;  is  a  farmer  and 
ownsal)ont  sm'enty  acres  of  the  old  homestead,  haying  always  lived 
there,  with  the  exception  of  from  Noyemher.  f>ss7,  to  ]\ia\',  iS'.'to.  Jle 
is  a  memher  of  the  I'aptist  Chundi  of  r'amptown,  of  the  Patrons  of 
hulustry.  and  is  a  liepuhlicaii,  taking  active  part  in  i)olitics,  but  seeking 
no  political  emoluments. 

OliARJ.KS  niLKS,  farmer,  of  Wyaliising  township,  W  (). 
llomet's  r-'erry.  This  gentleman,  who  is  oiii'  n\'  the  pioncei's  of  his 
secti<ui.  was  horn  in  what  is  now  .Monroe  (then  .Northampton)  county, 
Pa.,  October  II.  1S12.  a  son  of  Alexander  P.  and  Posanna  (Place) 
Piles.  His  parents  liad  ;i  family  of  lifteeii  children,  of  whom'  three 
are  now  liviim\  he  being  the  eldi'st  of  the  thive;  Lewis  is  a  farmei', 
and  Metsie  married  Calvin  Camp,  whom  slie  survives,  and  now  resides 
at  Camptown.  Oui'  subject  came  to  this  county  with  his  parents  when 
twelve  years  old.  and  b)r  a  short  peri.i.l  resi<led  on  \'auglin  hill,  (..n 
the  tarm  now  owiunl  by  S.  S.  Hiitts;  from  there  tlicv  Vemoyed  to 
I'riMu-liiowu.  an.l  t  heiv 'remained  bmr  years;  tiKUi  lor'threcor  bnir 
years  ihey  made  theii-  home  on  the  premises  now  owned  by  (leore'e 
lIom<"l,  ai  llomet's  PeriT.  and  then  removed  to  the  faiaii  wliei'e  Lewis 
liiles  now  lives,  where  they  passed  the  rest  of  t heii' davs.  This  section 
was  a  wildeiMiess  at  that'  lime,  and  amid  such  suia'oimdings  young

daughter  Kmma,  is  [M'epai'cd  to  pass  his  declining  years  in  comb^rt. 
He  was  united  in  marriage  Afu'il  24,  1S;'>8.  with  Jane  \'an  Nov,  daiiLdi- 
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lei-  of  reter  VaiiNoy,  of  Sussex  county,  X.  J.,  and  this  union  was 
blost  with  six  childi'cn,  viz.:  Adelia,  iiiai'iied  t(.)  X.  A.  FuUci',  Eliza- 
beth (deceased),  Lindly  (deceased),  Peter  A.,  Emma  \\.  and  Delphine, 
mai'i'ied  to  J.  Ar.  Irvine.  His  wife  died  in  1877,  since  whicli  time  his 
daughtei'  Emma  has  cared  I'or  him.  Mi'.  Hiles  lias  been  a  lil'e-hjiig  Demo- 
crat, an  earnest  W(,)i'ker  for  his  jKirty,  but  never  a  place  seekei°  his  life 
has  been  one  of  hard  and  cijntinuons  toil,  starting  in  life  ^vith  no 
resources  but  good  health  and  an  earnest  desire  to  succeed,  he  has 
secured  a  comfortaljle  home  and  a  fortune  am])le  for  his  needs. 

P.  A.  PILES,  farmer  and  stock  grower,  of  Wyalnsing  township, 
'P.  O.  Ilomet's  Eerrv,  was  born  on  the  farm  where  he  now  resides, 
dune  12,  1850,  a  s.m  of  Charles  Diles.  lie  was  born  and'  reared  on  the 
farm  and  attended  the  common  schools  of  tlie  neighborhood  until 
attaining  his  majority.  Mr.*  IJiles  was  married,  March  i^;,  1872,  to 
.Margaret,  daughter  of  Andrew  and  Margaret  (Push)  Wilson,  of  Wva- 
lusing  township,  and  to  them  have  been  i)orn  three  children,  vV/..: 
Liz/.ie,  Charles  and  Scott.  Politicallv  Mi'.  Piles  is  a  Democrat,  and 
now  nils  the  oHice  of  school  director.'  He  has  always  resided  on  the 
farm  and  been  a  successful  business  man. 

AEOXZO  A.  PISHOP,  Wysox,  is  a  descendant  of  one  of  the 
pioneer  families  of  this  county.  His  father  was  Eliliu  Pishop,  a  tanner, 
who  settled  in  Wysox  township  in  1803,  and  established  a  tannerv  on 
his  |»lac<'.

Alonzo  A.,  who  is  thr 
youngest  and  only  surviving  nicmhcr  of  their  familv,  was  boni  in 
Wysox  township,  tin's  county^  February  i^'.t,  IsiiS,  and  ;\tteiulcd  scIkjoI 
in  the  old  frame  church  ;  he  operated  a  tannery  and  made  shoes,  ami 
was  thus  engaged  lifty-live  years.  lie  was  noted  for  his  inteu'rily  and 
honesty  as  a  worlv-man,  and  his  prodncis  always  found  a  readv  sale  a! 
home,  from  those  who  knew  him  best.  .Mr.  "iJishop  has  farmed,  for 
some  years,  a  portion  of  his  land,  which  lie  paid  slo-j  per  aciv 
for.  and  during'  the  Civil  War  he  was  oll'ei'ed  -s-joo  bu'  it,  and 
refiLsed  the  olbu'  which  was,  possibly,  all  il  was  worth;  but  the  old 
homestead  was  not  ])arted  with,  and  here  he  lias  spent  over  liftv  \-eai's 
of  ids  long  life,  lie  has  retired  from  active  lalior,  and.  in  the  gentle 
evening  of  his  life,  feels  moi-e  and  more  attached  to  the  dear  old  liome. 
He  was  married  in  AV3'sox,  one  bright  Sabbath  day,  in  ]\Iarcli,  18;')0.  to 
Eveline  P.,daughtei'  of  Shepard  and  Sarah  (Coolbaugh)  Pierce,  natives 
of  Pennsylvania,  of  (German  and  English  descent,  who  came  to  Prad- 
ford  county  in  18O0,  anil  scttknl  in  Wysox,  wlierc  he  took  uji  b)nr 
hundred  acres  of  valuable  land,  and,  for  many  years,  was  the  most 
extensive  farmer  in  this  community.  .Mr.  amr^frs.

Alfred  S.,  the  eldesl.  was  Ijorn  August  -Ji:.  is:!!,  and  is  now 
a  resident  of  the  "  Sunny  South,''  where  lie  was  when  the  Civil  War 
broke  out;  and  if  his  father,  who  is  a  Pepublican,  could  have  seen  the 
name  of  Alfred  S.  Pishop  on  the  Confederate  roll,  he  w<niid  have  felt 
that  his  bov  was  l<jst.

1S4(),  ami  is  a  son  of  AUjii/.o  and  J^valine  i  Pierce)  I'.ishop,  tlie  former 
from  ('(.)nnecticut  and  the  latter  born  in  Ilrailfoi'd  coiintv.  Tlir  father 
was  a  mechanic,  and  operati-d  a  tannery  in  ^Vysox  townsliip,  where 
the  son  orew  to  his  majoritv  and  had  tlic  advantages  of  the  public 
schools.  lie  was  also  a  sliaicnt  in  tin;  ( 'olleiiiale  Inst itiitc\  Towanda. 
In  iStiT  he  was  emi)loyrd  by  the  L.  V.  \l.  R.(:oiii]iany,  and  was  with 
the  corps  of  engineei's  in  the  construction  t lierrof.  and  until  il  \vas 
built,  when  he  became  the  Towaiida  station  auetit.

Jle  was  born  in 
Campbell,  Steuben  Co.,  X.  Y .,  October  oO,  iSLii*.  a  son  of  Solomon 
and  Jaicv  (French)  ]>lxby.  the  former  of  whom  was  a  native  of  Con- 
necticut, and  by  tratle  a  s]ioemak(M'.  <lied  in  Steuben  county,  N".  V., 
May  7,  18-J;-).  "llis  family  comprised  six  children,  of  whom'  G.  j\[.  is 
the  only  one  that  ev(!r  lived  in  Bradford  county.  The  father,  after  the 
death  of  his  lirst  wife,  mai'ried  a  second  time,  and  G.  AF.  JJixby  then 
went  to  li\e  with  his  uncle,  a  hardware  merchant  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.; 
he  was  educated  in  the  ])ublic  schools  of  that  city,  and,  after  linishin^- 
Ins  schooling,  became  a  clerk'  in  his  uncle's  store,  wliei'e  he  I'emaineil  a

()w.ri>  now  is.  lait  ahandoiied  the  idea  ami  tollowed  the  SiiM|uelianna 
hack  to  ^\■yahlsillg  creek,  then  as  (nv  up  the  creek  as  what  isn,iW  j'ike 
townshi|>,  and  huilt  a  log  lioiise  in  the  wilderness. 

Most  of  his  t  ime  must  have  keen  spent  in  siirve\'iiig  the  new  coun- 
try, as  among  tiie  |)apers  which  ha\e  i)een  foimd  i-et'cmtiy  in  the 
pos^es.-,iiin  of  ilie  liostwiclc  heirs  are  maps  of  sui\cys.  \-ellow  with  age, 
and  in  some  iiistaiu-es  worn  and  ]»arll\'  defac(_'d;  one  map  seems  to  Pi; 
of  what  are  now  the  counties  of  ],iizeriu>,  Ih'adlord  and  Susipiehanna  ; 
heuinning  at  the  AVyaliising  crivjk,  it  contains  IC.ooo  acres  of  land,  and  is 
in  Dimou  Hostwick's.  own  handwriting,  hearing  date  17'."!.  and  is 
inscrihed  upon  the  l)ack  :  -'I'ljis  survev  enci'oaches  upon  no  survev  oi' 
town  heiviofoi'e  granted." 

The  most  ancient  hniking  deed,  or  -rant  of  la  nd.  ammig  t  hese  old- 

l;o.stwick,"  I'ihhn  Curtis,  and  tliehcii>  of  dohn  .Moss.  MTa'ntin-  them 
"title  ami  right   to  Three -Thoii.sand    Five  Hundred  Acres  of   J.and,  in 
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said  Coiiipaiiy's  I'uivliase,  which  is  located  aurccaltlc  to  the  I'ules  of 
said  Coiiipany  in  a  Township  kiiuwii  liy  the  name  of  M.iJLshcri-i/. 
Diuion  IJostwick  is  entitled  to  Two  Thousand.  One  Hundred  Acres  of 
Land,  ^^c."  It  bears  date  Xovenibei'  28,  17'.i''>.  Atlions.  siuiied  by  David 
I'aine,  cleric,  witnesseil  l)y  I.il>.  E.  Pai^e. 

In  the  same  year  (ITliO)  Dimon  I'.ostwick  returned  to  New  ^[ilfoi-d 
and  nnirried  Lo'is,  dan^'litei'  of  David  Olnistead.  of  that  phtce,  and  a 
lady  of  gentle  disposition,  possessed  of  much  beauty  of  person  and 
energy  of  cliai'actfM'.  Tlie\'  came  from  Connecticut  with  an  ox  team  to 
tlie  Great  I'end,  and  from  that  place  down  tlie  river  to  the  mouth  of 
the  AVyalusing,  ami  up  the  creek  in  a  can(3e.  Tliis  worthy  couple 
commenced  life  within  the  humbhi  walls  of  tiieir  log  house,  Avhich 
stood  on  the  l)aidcs  of  the  creejc.  on  what  are  now  the  Hats  belonging 
to  the  l^ostwick  homestead,  rjenajah  Bostwick  married  Mary,  sister 
of  Lois  Olnistead,  and  after  several  yenrs  followed  his  bi'other  I^imon 
to  the  settlement  in  I'da".  lie  was  a.  man  of  g(Miial,  joviiil  dis|)osition, 
and,  like  his  i)r'other,  of  sterling  integrity,  and  a  strong  l\pisc<_ipalian. 
The  brothers  worked  nu  peacefullv  together.  Dimon  after  a  time 
dividing  the  laiul,  which  he  had  purchased  of  the  Siis(|U"hanna  Coni- 
p;inv,  \vith  his  Ijrothei'.  X(jthiiig  seems  to  have  daunted  the  energy, 
industry  and  courage  of  these  lion-hearted  men  whoclearcd  our  forests, 
and  formetl  the  townshi])of  I'ike.  Soon  after  there  w;is  ;i  ijristmill  built, 
which  wasa,  great  coinfortand  help,  for  Dimon  I'.Mstwick  and  others  had 
carried  grain  on  t  heir  shoulders  sixl  v  miles  in  gel  it  ground,  walking  on  a 
fix)t[)atii,  and  wading  the  \Vyaliising  creek  sevei'al  tinu/s.  In  ]>()-J,  Dimoii 
JMtstwick  built  a  sawmill,  and  saweil  out  lumber  and  built  himself  a 
house,  comfortalile  and  nice  for  those  times,  and  moved  into  it  in  1  >o.'>. 
This  hoiuesiead  was  onlv  rebnilt  in  ls7+  bv  his  son  I'eiiett.  There 
were  hum  to  Dinion  and  Lois  Mostwick  nine  children:  Almira  (.Mi's. 
Oanlield  Stone).  Kli/.n(wib'  of  Kev.  Samuel  M,-irks«,  .lulin.  Randolph, 
IVnett  .Marshall.  \'alvasa.  Ksther.  Hannah  and  Sarah  (wife  (^f  Rev. 
Geor-e  V.  Ii<i|)kins).  Lois  Olnistead  Lostwick  died  in  her  ei- lit  v-tirst 
vear.'belov.l  and  iwcivuced  by    hci'  children. 

In  ISl.".,  I  he  a^s,'s,-,nicnl  roll"  of  Tike  tow  nshi[>.  in  t  he  handwriting 
of  Dinion  I'.ostwick.  coiiiains  ih.'  honored  names  of  I'.oswortli.  Bost- 
wick, I'.radshaw,  Lrink,  I'.enliam,  Slinens,  Hancock.  Uo-s,  Keeler, 
Ingham,  and  main-  others,  including  one  jiiiysiciaii.  \)v.  Letdjcn 
JJa'ker,  and  one  merchant,  Salmon  Loswortii.  The  average  amount  of 
personal  property  owned  at  this  lime  by  each  man  seems  to  have  Ijcen 
one  horse,  one  liouse.  and  two  cows,  in  most  cases  also  an  ox  team. 
Tradition  tells  us  that  these  men  were  all  line  lookiim-  in  face  ami 
liLiure,  and  also  (hat  there  \vas  a  piiblu-  librarv  in  this  same  town  of 
J'Tke.  in  this  hir-oir  Lime.  It  wa^  ealle.l  the  ••Friendship  Library," 
and  in  the  two  leaves,  vdlow.  with  age.  wha/h  onlv  are  ielt  to  tell  us 
what  thev  said  and  wiiat  thev  read,  bv  the  old  liiv  pla<:es.  with  the 
tallow  candle'slight.thereare-'The  Lye  Lawsof  ye  I'riendly  Library." 
There  was  a  board  of  directors,  who  met  oui-e  a  week',  and  wi^v^^ 
i^Yy\vvvi\  ••to  attend  to  each  Librarv  Dav  when  I  he  books  were  givm 
out  and  reluriK.'d.""  'i'he  I'.ye-Laws  are  too  long  to  copy  luae.  The  list, 
of   biMjks  iiK'luded  classics,  iiistorv.  military  tacli^'S  philosophy,  religion. 
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With  here  and  there  a  Ixjok  of  pdoms.  nv  woi'k  of  I'oinaiifc,  (  )ii..  l„,(,k 
therein  contained  must  liavc  hceii  verv  ancient  ;  ii  is  c'allc<l  the  "Three 
Woe  Trumpets."  In  ISU,  the  I'arish  of  St.  .Mathew's  Cliiiirli  \v:,s 
oro-unized,  aiul  the  names  of  the  iinm,  mentionei!  on  the  old  asssess- 
meiit  roll,  aupcuir  on  the  chui'ch  chartei-. 

We  quote  the  followin^^  from  Dr.  K.lward  Cramhalha  iieiehhur  of 
jNFr.  Hostwick-  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  I'ike  townsliip  :  "••J)iiiion 
Hostwick  died  at  his  residence  in  J'ike  townshi]),  Ihadfoid  \\)..  Tiiurs- 
day  mornino-,  December  o,  1S5G.  in  tlie  eii,Witv-ei<.dit h  vear  of  liis  a<>'e 
The  subject  of  the  ahove  demanils  more-  tlian  a/].assiiio-  notice  at 'our 
hands,  he  beino-  om;  of  the  last  lini^s  connecting  ilie  his'turv  of  the  Hi'st 
setlleinent  upon  the  Wyahisin^'  creek.  In  tlie  year  1792  he  left  his 
latlier's  house  in  j\e\v  MiU'orch  CJoiin.,  to  seek  foV  Inmself  in  the  wikls 
of  the  Siis(iuehanna  C!ompany's  purchasi'  of  the  Si;ite  of  Connecticut  • 
and  having  |)Ui'chased  two  shares  of  kind  and  located  them,  commenced 
to  hew  out  of  the  dense  unbroken  b)rest  a  home;  with  a  stroiie'  ui'iii 
and  determined  will  did  he  encounter  the  dilHculties  which  surnumded 
him,  and  he  hiltei'ed  not  until  he  had  obtained  what,  to  the  pioneer,  was 
a  conifortal)le  liome.  When  the  controvei'sy  between  tlie  I'enns\dvaida 
claimants  and  the  (Connecticut  settlersa])]iroached  his  possessions,  there 
was  annistxl  in  him  the  lion  of  his  nature,  ami  he  wa'-ed  unrelenting 
opposition  to  the  fraudulent  claims  of  tlie  kmd  speculators.  It,  ho\\° 
ever,  embitteix'd  at  least  forty  years  of  his  life,  and  not  until  the  last 
three  years  was  tlie  title  and  dispute  fullv  ended.  AVarm  and  ardent 
inhis  attachments  to  his  fri.uids  and  faiuilv,  he  lived  out  a  loii-  life  of 
faithful  and  devoted  usefulness  to  the  conimiinilv  ;ind  soeietv  in  the 
place  whert'  he  resided  b.r  the  hist  si.xtv-four  vears;  the  unbondinn- 
intee'rity  of  his  character  would  never  yield  to  speculation  of  an\-  kiiuf, 
consecjuently  he  abided  at  home  in  the  midst  of  his  faniilv.  and  ate 
only  of  the  products  of  continued  imliistry  and  perseverine- "toil.  Jn 
1814  he  associated  himself  with  others  "in  the  ort;'anization  of  St. 
iAfath.Mv's  Chiircli,  and  continiu'd  a  leadine'  member. 'iinwaverine-  in  his 
faith,  a  notable  exami>le  of  stcailv  adherence  and  abidme-  coirtideiiee 
in  the  .loctrine  and  cived  of  the  Protectant  Episcopal  Chin-ch  until  the 
hour  of  his  death."'  .Mr.  llostwick  be(pieathed  his  estate  to  the  two 
chiKlren  who  remained  at  the  homestead,  Penett  Marshall  and  Wiivasa  . 
The  b.rmer  rebuilt  the  old  home  m  1S7I:  he  was  unmarried  and  lived 
at  his  birth-i)lace  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Ajiril  -j:),  KSUI.  in  the 
eie-hty-si.xth  yearof  his  ae-e.  His  two  sisters  now  own  the  iiustwick 
homestead.  \'alvasa,  and  Sarah,  wife  of  R,.v.  (U'o.  !'.  Hopkins,  who 
was  born  in  I'liiladelphia  and  is  the  vonneest  son  of  dohn  Hopkins,  of 
that  city,  b)ruierly  of  Dublin,  rrehuid.  dohn  Hopkins  was  the  er'eat 
grandson  of  Isaac  Hopkins,  of  ( 'oveiitrv.  Knelaiid,  who  mairi'ed  a 
daughter  of  one  of  the  Miss  (Junnings  of  liistoric  beaiitv.  1 1  is  wife,  who 
was  the  motherof  Rev.  (4eorge  Hopkins,  was  ("athe'rine  Dav.'uport. 
th(.'  daughter  of  Kdmiuul  Davenport,  an  eminent  lawver  of  Dublin, 
IrelaiKk  and  of  Huguenot  descent  upon  her  mother's  side.  She  was  a 
lady  (d' marked  Christian  life  and  character,  and  high  culture.  Rev.

son  of  Dr.  IlcnrvC.  and  Maria  (Posard)  I  Nkwom  h,"iiat  i  ves  of  New 
Yoflc.  Ills  latlil-r  was  a  graduati;  of  the  (oMicva  Mc.lical  Colle-e 
and  practiced  many  years,  being  remaikably  successful,  but  he  ga\c 
up  the  practice  of  medicine  about  fifteen  years  \)vun-  to  his  death,  and 
devoted  his  attention  to  tnercantile  pursuits  at  Osceola,  where  he  died, 
December  .'i,  ls;o,  ;,^vd  liftv-eigiit  vrars.  Di'.  PoMvortb  iiad  a  familv 
of  thri'c  childivii  :  !•:.  ]■:.  [imr  siib|ccl')  ;  U.  A.,  a  farmei'  of  Osceoja, 
and  (\  11.,  a  physician,  of  0.sc,M'.la.

dispatched  him,  and  that  beai^'s  skin  was  a  family  trophy  as  well  as  a 
good  winter  cover  until  there  was  little  or  no  fui' lei't  on  it.

At  the  age  of  seventy-live,  he 
was  electeil  collector,  and  was  the  first  incuiulfiit  in  that  (jllice  after 
the  constitutional  change  in  tlie  law  for  collection  of  taxes — a  trying 
position  for  even  a  young  man,  but  he  (illed  it  ])roniplly  and  aljly.  He 
had  received  a, common  school  education,  and  leai-ned  the  harness,  tiamk 
and  saddle-maker's  trade,  and  followed  the  latlei' at  LeKavsville,  also 
cai'rying  on  the  tannery  stoi'e  until  f  >;:>;'..  when  he  opi.^u'd  ;i  harness 
store  in  Waverly,  when  he  was  ixirneil  out  in  the  great  lire  thei'e.  lie 
opened  his  drug^stoi-e  in  Lellays\ille  m  Istl3,  undiu'the-  lirui  name  (if 
J.  F.  noswortlTiV:  Son.  Ilis  partm.'r  in  the  hardware  sLoi-(_'  was  James 
Gorham,  and  this  was  cari'ied  on  llir(.'e  years,  when  Mr.  IJosworth  sold 
his  intei'esL  to  l.eUov  Coleman.  His  wilV'  was  Ruth  .\un  I'erkins,  and 
they  hav(i  had  sev(;"n  e!:ildren,  as  f.illows:  (ieorge  and  h:ibert  (1m,!1i 
died  voun^■■l  ;  Lucilla  (Mi's.
